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PREFACE- 
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{ 


I T would be needlefe, without doubt^ by any 
Preliminary Difcoui^^to recommend the Re¬ 
lations of TRAVELS to publick Peru- 
ialj fince the univerlal Approbation tljpy meet 
with in the World, and the eagerneis wherewith 
they are fought after by all People, is an Argu¬ 
ment convincing enough, that they are Delight¬ 
ful at Icaft, if not allb Profitable. However, 
feeing the Credit of Books of this Nature de¬ 
pends chiefly on the Places and Things that are 
deferibed, and the Genius and capacity of the Tra¬ 
veller who obferves them. As the Title Page 
gives a general account of the firft; fo for the 
fecond, the Tranflator hath borrowed a few Para¬ 
graphs concerning the llluftrious Author, from 
the Gentleman who compiled and publiflied the 
two laft Parts of thefe Relations, in Execution 
of the laft Will of him that made them, who 
Dying abroad in his Travels, bequeathed them in 
Legacy to his care; and thefe the Tranflator doth 
premile by way of Preface, to pj^pare, but not n. • 
foreftal the Readers acceptance, and by foch a j . 
fhort view and glance of the worthy Traveller, 
who aided his Days in endeavouring to propiote ^ 'X 

(a) Knowledge ^ 
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Knowfe?^' and improve Learning, to fliew how 
^ ^ great liis Abilities were in this kind. 

‘ the Renowned Author 
■ of thefe Travels^ was a Gentleman of a good Faini- 

\ ly. Born the feventh of June, 1639. At Eigh- 

' ' • tern Years of Age he had accomplifh’d his Stu-* 

-• dies in the College of ]^m)arre, in the Univer- 

’. * fity of Farh, and then applied himfelf to thole 
Exerdfcsj which in the breeding of Youth^ com¬ 
monly (accede to their School Education ; till ha¬ 
ving both a defire and liberty to Travel; On the 
Eighteenth of December, 1652. he parted from 
Farts for England. He made no long ftay in this 
Country, but took the firft occafion of Sailing 
over to Haliafid, where he remained longer. His 
next remove was to Colen, and from Colen to 
Francl^fort and Ratlsbone, tliat he might fee an 
Imperial Diet there. He afterwards- crofTed the re¬ 
maining part of Germany^ and entering Italy by the 
Mountains of Tirol, went firft to Vermia, from 
thence to Venice; from Venice to Loretto; 
and from thence to Rome, He ftayed a confidc- 
* rable time there, bccaufe v^hen he was juft upon 
parting, Pope Imwcem the Tenth Died; fo that 
he refolved to tarry a little longer that he might 
fee the Ceremonies, and all that happens on fuch 
Occafions, during a Conclave, and at the Coro¬ 
nation of a Pope. He left not Rome then, till 
, after the Creation of Alexander the Seventh. The 

Travels over moft part of Ti/rkv, 

the Holy Land, See. (^which he himfelf put 
^ ^ Prefr) is an Account of what he had feen in 

that 
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thac time, until he came back again to^-^egom; 
from whence he made another Journey m 
that he might fee all the other Places which he 
had not viuted the time before, and made fome . 
{lay at the Court of Sdmy^ before he returned into 
France, Our Author hath publilhed nothing of 
thefe Travels i not but that he made a Retition 
of them, which he was at the pains to write out 
• fair : But as he was a modeft Man, and diftmflful 
of his own performances, he would not give it to 
be printed with the firft part of his Travels, which 
fee himfelf handed to the Prels, thinking thefe were 
Countreys fufSciently known already. It is indeed, 
but his firft Effay, yet perhaps not inferior to the 
exa<ftne6 of more mature time. He therein gives you 
a fuccinft Account of all that is Curious in every 
place, and a charader of the leveral People. In 
fliort, he fays enough to give one a realbnable in- 
fomiatioii of thofe Countreys, and not too much, 
to cloy the Reader with the repetition of what he 
hath feen before, Th^ Publiflier of the two laft 
Parts of thefe Travels, has that Relation by hin^ 
but has as yet taken no refolution what to do 
with it. 

Our llluftrious Traveller had not been long at 
home after his firft Travels, before the lame Motives 
of Curiolity and Learning, put him upon prepa¬ 
ring for a fecond Expedition, fo that privately he 
withdrew him£!f from his Friends, without taking 
leave, in order to travel over Perpa and the Indies^ 
whicli arc the Subjeds of the two laft Parts of his 
Relations, and of the laft part of his days- fot 
as he was returning again through Perpa into ) 
• Enrofey ' 
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Emo^e^f Died at a litrle place about 

- thirty Leagues bomTmmSj the twenty eighth of 
N&veniher^ i66j. his Ob(ervations ending but a 
few day^ before his Life; whofe Deaths not only his 
Relations (to whom he was very dear) bur even the 
publick hath reafon to bewail^ as having loft in 
him an Example of Piety, a Model of Vertue,and 
a Treafury of Knowledge. Nay, Reader, you 
. alfo have caufe to Lament this Lo^ in relation to 
that Satisfaftion you might have had from the laft 
two Parts of his Relations; which would have 
been doubclds Augmented, if Providence liad 
granted him longer Life. For Motijiem de Thevenot 
was not only exad in the daily Memoires he made 
in Travelling, of all things he oblerved in the Coun- 
treys he palled through* but being a perfon very 
inquifitive after the Truth, and who would not 
reft litisfied with every flight Infomiation, he ad- 
drefs'd himlelf to as many, and as often as pollibly 
he could, the better to feid out the truth of what 
he defired to know, and fllfperfed the notices he 
had given him here and there confufedly among his 
Memoires y lb that the Publiftier who imployed 
all imaginable care and pains in compiling them is 
nevcrthelefs forced to complain of the great Fatigue 
* he underwent, in putting them together in the 
order they (hould be, and are in. Ho^vever it is 
not to be thought, that there is any thing ruppofi- 
titious or altered in thefe two laft Parrs j no, they 
are .only not fo full as they would have'been 
had the Author lived to decipher the Short Notes' 
which were clear enough to him, though not alto^ 
getherfo intel%ible to others: And the truth is, the 

Ingenious 
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ingenious Publifher rs (b far from Alconuions, 
that he would not (o * much as change that for^ 
reign Air and Drefs they brought with them from 
Abroad, chufing rather to let them, ipealt in the 
naked and plain ftrain of the Author, than in the 
more elaborate Language of the Court and 
Town, which woula chiefly be believed for their 
words-fcke. And indeed, he had reafbn fo to 
*do, for a genuine and fimple ftyle, fuch as can 
raife a diftind Idea in the mind of the Reader, 
is the proper, ftyle for partiailar and exad Rela¬ 
tions of things; and that was the Charader of 
Monfieur de Thevemt^ in the firft Part of his Tra¬ 
vels; which hath been fo well taken and appro¬ 
ved’of by all Men of Breeding and Senfc, that it 
would have been an Injury both to the Author 
and Reader to have Alter'd it.

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The* extraordinary Exadnefr ,of our Judicious 
Traveller, in oblerving the Minuteft Particular 
of any thing that occurred to him abroad, may 
be diflik'd perhaps, by fome 'who mind their 
pleafiire more than profit, in Reading the Rela¬ 
tions of Traveb, and had rather be fhamm’d with 
fome Romantkk idle Tales, than inftruded in 
real and fobftantial Truths. But feing all his 
Obfervations are made with Judgment, that 
fceming fuperfluous exadneli can be no finall Sa- 
tisfadion to the Curiofity of all Ingenious Per- 
fons, nor no inconfiderable Advantage neither to * • 

thofe who Travel into the lame Countries, when v ' ^ 
they (hall find the leaft things ohfervable on all ^ 
the Roads he poll, fo particularly fet down ^id > 

( b ) deferibed 
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deloribed/that a Traveller who hath the Book 
with him, may be able to tell as well as his 
Guide what kind of way and accommodation up¬ 
on the Road they are like to havc^ even fome 
days before they Travel it * infbmuch, that it may 
be confidently affirmed, that no Almanack fo ex¬ 
actly defcribes the Road from London to Torl^ as 
our Induftrious Author hath done it in that vaft 
extent of Countries he pafs’d through* for which 
all Travellers ought to have a veneration for his 
Memory, and if they intend to makeTublick any 
thing of this Nature, Imitate him if they can. 

I am bold to lay, if they can; becaufe, bcfides 
the lingular Talents and Abilities Monfieur de The- 
venot had for Oblervation; he undertook his Tra¬ 
vels in a far more noble prolped, than that which 
carries a great many others fo far from home; who 
making their Trade their main bufinefs, * cannot 
beftow but the leaft part of their Application up¬ 
on'curious Obfervation. As for him, he was 
wholly devoted to it, and that with Co great Afi 
fiduity, that (according to the report of many 
who law him in thole Countries) he hardly al¬ 
lowed himlelf time to eat. It is eafie to judge of the 
vaftnels of his Labour, by the reading of thele Re¬ 
lations, wherein it appears, that he was conftantJy 
taken up in making Remarks generally on all 
things. But as a farther confirmation of this, the 
• Gentleman who Publifhed the two laft Parts of thele 
. ' I Travels, has now by him a Work made by the 
( Author in the Indm^ that gives a far ^eater proof 
< of bis exadneS and pains. It is a CoUedion of 
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all the Plants of thofe Countries, which in .feota- 
nick terms is called s. Hormr Skcus: it confifts of ^ 
five Volumes, wherein may be feen the natural 
Leaves of Plants, and Branches allb of*a]I forts . 
of Trees, of which the Leaves* and Flowers of feme, 
with their Pods, had not \^'hen the forond part of f 
thefe Travels was firft Publifhed J loft their Colour. 

All thele are neatly pafted on one Page, and on v 
* the oppofite, you have the Name of the Plant m ‘ ' 

VortHgmfe^ PerJianj .Indian, Malabar and Baman: 

Then he gives a Defoription of the Plant, in foch a 
manner, as not only Ihews his exadnefi in all 
things, but his skill alfo in that Science, the final- 
left Filament is not omitted in it: He obferves the 
Places where the Plant is moft commonly to be 
found ; the time when it is in Flower, bears Fruit, 
andits Vertues,if it have any that are known. The 
truth is, fo curious and elaborate a Work, might 
defcrve a better Fate, than to lye moulding in the 
bottom of a Trunk, and it is no fmall trouble to 
him who has it, that being unable to fumifti either 
Time or Expences for Publifhing the lame, he is 
forced lb to let it Pcrifh in oblcurity; nor was it 
but only by chance neither, that he got the Figures 
of two of thele Plants; and becaufe Monfimr de 
Tbevemt, who few them before he began his Col- 
ledion, had made an ample Delcription, and 
fmall Defign of them in his Memoires. 

A Work of this nature may very well rails . 
a high notion of its Author; but it is a forprizing, 
thing, that at the feme time he could purfoe his ^ 
other Obforvations of the Countrey , and ftudy ' 

’ the 
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the tjinguageSj wherein he made great Progrcls, 
and hath given us the Malabar Alphabet, and Ibmc 
^ Rules of the Syntax of that Language. He had 
' . an extrabrdinary aptitude for Languages, for not 

to mention thole that*are mod known in his own 
^ Countrey, he fully underftood Arahkl^y 

and -Terfian^ which enabled him to Know and 
^ Write, as he hath done, of thofe People. And 
his Oblervations, which are in a manner on all 
forts ofSubjeds, require a notion of the moft 
part of Arts and Sciences, fo Jiath he evidently 
demonftrated, that (b many different Employ¬ 
ments enough to have bulled (evcral Pcrlbiis, have 
not at all diverted him from the Study of the moft 
lerious and difficult matters. The trutli is, he had 
Parts that could reach and command any thin^ 
was ingenious in unravelling Difficulties, kborioS 
in Study , and conlknt in purffiing what he let 
about, fo that he attain’d to great knowledge in 
Natural Philofophy, Geometry, Aftronomy, and 
all the Mathematicks; and had dpccially ftudied 
the Philofophy of Defiarter^ rather that he 
might with plealure examine Natural Effeds in 
their Principles , than Magifterially di6kte and 
decide, as thole who now a days make a (hew of 
that Philofophy, commonly do. 

i 

However, it is none of the leaft Encomiums of 
Monfieur de Thevemt, that fo great Parts and fo 
. .much Learning, no way Idfened his Zeal for 
lldigion, wherein he has the utiiverfil Approba- 
■ j aon of all who returned from thofe Countries 
^ ^ Of have Written of him to their Friends, who all 

extol 
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extoll his Piety und Corldud, which was Civil 
and Rc^Jular, free from any of thole Extxavagarv 
cies that commonly decry bis Ccuntrcy-Mcn 
among other Nations. He had a Patience that no 
CTols Accident could friake, an ulefiil Quality to 
Travellers, but more particularly to all that Tra¬ 
vel into the Levant; and which is much to • his 
Praifr; he had acquired that Patience by Refledi* 
bns nolefr Ghriftian than Solid, to wit, That no-* 
thing befalls us, but by the Orders of Divine 
Providence, that always' takes care of us, and this 
was often in his mouth as occafioil offered. He 
had an ^le unaffected Converfation; and his n.v 
rural and acquired Endowments enablmg him to 
fpeak pertinently on all Sub;cds, his company 
was very agreeable; neverthdels, he (hewed always 
great Refervednds indifcourling of his Travels^ and 
was (b for from being importune upon that head, 
that nothing but Civility and Complailance could 
engage him to enlarge thereon; burthen he did it 
in ib natural and fmeere a manner, that he hath 
had the Art to leave all Men polwaded of his 
Probity and Veracity; and whether that good 
Opinion has been fpread by thofe who knew him, 
or that his Writings bear a certain Air and Cha- 
raderof Truth; it is commonly the fiift Encomium 
that thofe who knew him not, give him, (when 
they have read hisTravels) that they are affured 
he fpeaks the Truth. And lb much of the lUu- 
ftrious Author. 

But now as to the Englifl^ing of this AVork, frnce 
the Tranflator has no body to Vouch for him, he 

( c ) muft 
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riiuttje’eD leave it to take its chance with the candid 
and good-naturd Reader; whom he would never- 
' thelds have acquainted^that there were two or three 
words in the Original either not genuine French or 
\ . Obfolete, which no Didionory Explained, nor any 
body that he could meet with, underftood, and that 
thefe he hath made Englijh as near as he could to 
the lenfe of the Context. If the more Critical 
'Reader will needs Cavil at the Purity of the Stile;' 
befides that the Stile of the Original is Plain and 
Natural; theTranflator has this to lay for bim- 
lell^ that he Was fomewhat haftened and ftraitned 
in time, it being thought fit that this Book fliould 
overtake the Travels ofSiry^A^ CharJin^ of which 
the firft Parc was lately Publifhed, that for its 
Reputation fake it might Travel over the 
World in fo good Company, and give and receive 
thofe Mutual Affiftafices, which Travellers are 
willing to impart to one another. The Reader 
then, is not to exped that the Language Ihould 
be lb Accurate, nor the Style (o well turned, as if 
it had come abroad after many Review^s and Cor- 
redions: However the Tranflator dares venturfe 
to affirm for himlclf, that in the main he hath not 
Swerved from the Authors Meaning; and that 
if he has not magnified his Sen!?, fo neither has 
he depreferi it. 

It is hoped the Reader will be larisfied, that 
. the Tranflator had reafbn to Englijh the following 
, Letter, wTitren upon occafion of feme words of 
^ Oriimd LearmngythBt arfe variou fiy Accepted, in the 
^ ; Book of the Conation ofSolynm, and in the Second 

Part 
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Part of our Authors Travek; for lince the -Pub- 
liftier of that Part thought fit to Confult a’Lear- ^ 
ned Critick in the Eafterit Languages; for the Ju- 
ftifiation of Monfienr de Tbevenot, wha differed 
fiom Sir John Chardin in fome Points of that fort ' 
of Learning, and that the Book of the Cmnation | 
ofSdyman, is now Publiflied in Englijh-, the Tran- 
flator could do no lels than Verbatim to Englif; ‘ 
■ the aforefaid Letter from the Original, that to if 
any thing be altered in the new Edition or 
Tranflation of it, the ftate of the (^ntroverfie 
mav appear as it was at firff, and the Author be 
Vindicated, according to the intent of his Friend, 
who cannot be fufpeded to have mif quoted any 
pa%e of the Book, no more than the Tranflator 
to have done what he hath dcaie, out of any pre¬ 
judice to it, or its Author, who is a Gentleman 
altogether unknown to him. 

What Emita may be found in the Book, the 
Reader is defircd to Corred, and not impute 
them to the Xrandators Overfight, who had not 
the Corredling ot the Sheets.

I Shall Anfwer, Sir, in as few words as I can, 
the Note you did me the Honour to write to 
me, touching the apprehenfions you had, that 
fome words of Oriental Learning to be found in the 
Travels of Monfieur de Thei>enot, may be found fault 
with, becaule you meet with them in another figiii- 
fication, in the Treatife called, the Coronation of Soiy- 
man ; but let me tell you, Sir, that Apprehenlion 
ieems to me to be inconfiftent with the Juft ice you 
owe to that illuftrions Traveller } and that fince 
you are not ignorant of the talents he poflefled, it 
is your part to believe, that what he hath written, 
mult be right, and whatever clalhes therewith cen- 
fureable. His Firlt Travels into the Levant^ gained 
*■ (d) him 
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him .the Knowledge of the Turkijh rnd Arabick Lan¬ 
guages ; and his fecond, of the Terfan : Thefe-three 
Languages, which he was fo much Mafter of, and 
which .are indifpenfably neceflary for the under- 
ending of Orieiital Books, together with his skill 
in Hiftory, Mathematicks, Aftronomy, Botanicks, 
and other Natural Sciences, wherein he excelled, 
render’d him fo accomplilh*d in all Oriental Learn¬ 
ing, as you mull needs have found by his private 
Memoires, that there are but few in the Weftern 
Parts who come near him in that, and none but' 
may reap Profit from liis Inflru^ions. 

Nor do I in the leall doubt, but that he who hath 
written the Book of the Coronation of Sofyman, is of the 
fame opinion ; and for inflance, I cannot think 
hell maintain that the word Mehter, which he attri¬ 
butes to the High Chamberlain of the King of Per- 
Jia, and makes a Superlative by the fignification he 
gives It, is Arabic^ when he finds thjit our Author 
affirms it to be a Perjian woidj and Comparative, 
feeing its Superlative is Mehterin, which fignifies the 
Greatelf. 

I am very confident alfo, he wiU be ready to con- 
fels, that Toboatls an Arabick, and not a Perfian 
word, and that he’ll acknowledge, if he underhand 
A^bick or Perfian, that that word which fignifies 
Coffins, hath not the Charaaer of Perfian Plurals 
which commonly end in Ha^ or in An ; but of 

As to the word Divan heghi, which he fays is cor- 
rupted ^omDivanum Begh, no fence can be made 
ol that Propofition, Divanum Begh having never been 
ufed, neither in Turkifii nor in Perfian, and is in¬ 
deed ^Jon-ftnle. On the contrary. Divan beghL 
which fignife (as our Author fays) Lord of the Divan\ 

IS very good Turkilh, and exa£Hy agreeable to the 
Syntax of that Language. 

Nor have you any greater caule of fear, for the 

^wo words of Tmhan and Munedgim, you take notice 
ot to me, as made ule ot by our Author. The Au- 
of the Coronation of Solyman may fay what he 
will; but he would have done very ill to have writ¬ 


ten 
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ten Bhulbant • that would be a word as fhoiifh-ous 
in a French or Englifh Book, as in the MouUi of 
him that Ihould pronounce it. Turban is now a vul- ^ 
gar European word, eftablilhed by Cuftome, and 
Dhulbandt a Perfian word, provided it were Vrirren 
according to its true Orthography, (for it ought to 
be written Dulband,) And when a European Ipeaks 
his own Language, and would be underftood, he 
ought not to ule Exotick words, when liisbwn 
Country Language can do the thing ^ fb as a Man 
• fpeakiiig French or Englifli would render himlell? . * 

ridiculous, fliould he lay Chtmkhir inltead of Cimeter^ 
tiiough the one come from the other. But there is 
more to be faid as to this ; for the word Dulbandii^^ 
nifies not in Perlian, what in French or Englifii is 
meant by Turban (as the Author of the 
Sdyman thinks,) and infteadof blaming Writers who 
underrtood not the language, and of faying that the 
King’s Cap was tied round in manner of a Dhulbandt 
with a fide Cloth, he ought to have laid (fince he 
pretends that Perfian words are to be ufed) that 
the King’s Cap was tied in manner of a Dj^iir,which 
is the Turban^ by a Dulhandy or fine Cloth, feeng the 
Dulhand is but a part of the Turban^ which in Perfian 
is called Defier^ as in TurkUh Sarkk^ and only figni- 
fies the Cloth that is wreated about the Kaouk or Cap 
of the Turban ; and by a TuThan-i is underllood the 
whole Head-attire, after theEallern way. 

Now for the word Munedgim , which figriities 
Allrologer, and is ufed by our Author, there is no 
dilpute to be made about it: The word Munehhjmy 
made ufe of in the Book of the Coronatim^ is not a 
word of the Language, and is indeed, infignificant > 
but the word in queilion, is altogether a term of 
Learning, and is purely Arabick, the root of it 
being dledgem^ whereof the radical letters are Na/i, 

Dgm^ Mim, among which as you lee, there is neither 
H nor 2, and therefore It muft be Munedgim. 

It is not the fame with the word Kbanumy inter¬ 
preted in the Book of the Coronatkn , by that of * 
Dutclicfs j it is more a word of Court than of 
but for all that it is nothing the worfe employed by

our'Autl^or, and thofe who are well acquainted 
witK the Court of the King of Perjta^ lay as he does, 
that Begum is the Title of the Queens and Princefles, 
and Khanum that of the chief Ladies of his Serraglio, 
And I \Vondei% as well as you, at the meaning which 
is given to that word in the Book of the Coronation of 
Soiymm, feeing it hath no Character that comes near 
the Natural hgnification ot'Kbanumt and far lefs the 
Artificial, which at mofl makesit only toiignifie a 
Beloved Lady. This word hath its Original from 
^alantry; the Etymology of it is Khan^ ufcd in Fer^ ' 
fiii chiefly to fignifie the Commander or Goyernour 
of a Province or Town, and the two other letters, 
or rather the Confonaiit df, with the Vowel or Mo¬ 
tion that accompanies it, is an adjundl Particle, 
wliich both in Turkilh and Perfian Hands in place 
of a Pronoun pofleflive of the firfl: Perfon: And lb 
the word Khanum fignifies my Khan, my Commander 
my Governonr in the Mafculine gender, wliich 
hath been given by the Kings of Perfia to the Women 
they paffionately loved, in the fame manner as fome 
Amorous Man might in Englifli call a Lady who 
commanded all his afie^lions, his Conquerour • and 
this is very far from the ferious fignification of 
Dutchefs, as it is found in the Book of the Corona¬ 
tion of Soljman, 

And now, Sir, as to what remains of your Note, 
to w’it, the two words ofSarazJns and certainly 
there is no fault to be found with the learning of 
Monjfeur de Tbevemt in neither of the two 5 and when 
he affirms that Sarazaus comes from Satak to Rob, 
no exceptions can be taken thereat. There is much 
more to be laid againH the Etymology of that word 
mentioned in the Book of the Coronation of Solymany 
notwitliilanding the long diflertation inlerted in it^ 
and the infulting over thofe who therein are called 
Rektion-makcrs, nay and the ancient Hiftorians 
thcmlelves. ITow ! in God’s name, would he who 
hath written that Book, have Saraun to come from 
Sara Netchimy and where does he find this Etymo¬ 
logy J If he have any Knowledge of the Oriental 
Languages, which I cannot be pofitivein, as not 
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having the honour of being accj^uainted with him, 

Ought he nof to know when there is any quefE-ion y * 
about Etymology , at leaft, in thefe Languages, 
that the Radical letters decide the point ? Lipw then 
can Stirazins in French or Englilh, Saraceni in La- * 
tin, from which we have borrowed it, or in Greek 
and in Arabick be derived from 

Sar^ Netchhh or (to gratifie his thought more) from 
Sa^a r^echm , feeing according to the very letters 
which he afligns to SitTct the chict character 

* of Nechiny which is the firft ofNa/i, is not at all in 
^arazirty as the Chin which he eludes, and makes the 
Englilh his Vouchers for it, cannot be. Eutlrom 
the Etvmology, let us proceed to the Signification ; 
Where hath that Author found that Sara Netchin 
fignifies thofe that feat themfeives in the Fields ? 

This word hath feveralfignifications, which have 
no affinity to that.

if ufed in fpeaking or writing to a King ofPerJij, jor

• ago written, that it is a term not to be ufed ) but 
they have not laid, that no King of ever car¬ 
ried that name, as the Book of the Coronation does. 
Thele Perfons were too well acquainted with the 
Oriental Hillory, to do fo. And when Monfteux de 
Thevemt writes Ifmael Sofi , he makes it apparent • 
enough, that he hath read the Ea liern Authors 
and knew that the name of Sofi hath been one of the 
chief means which railed the Family that at pre- 
fent Reigns in Ferfidj to the Throne, The firll 
King of it joyned the Name or Sirjiame oP Sofi, to 
that of Ifmael, and took it in imitation of his Father 
and Grandfathei', who had already made feveral 
Attempts toraife themfelvesby Power, above the 
reft of their Country-men: And botli thele Perfons 
aiie£ted to be called Sofies, that they might prelerve 
in their Family the Reputation and number of 
Friciiflsj whicli their Aocefiors^ wtioiti tiiey itver 
redtobe defpended-of Aly, by one of the Imamt, had 
acquired to them, when they were Chief of that 
Order and Seft of S(^s , in later times crown 
formidable. That Seft, which in the time of its 
Piety, applied itfelf particularly to Myftical Theo 
li^y and Contemplation,was in Mahonietanifm the 
moll Puritanical oi all the Sefts of the Raft • and in 
the^French Kings Library, there are entire Manu. 
fcripts of the Rules that it obferved.

This having fucceeded fo well with fjhaei Safi, 
he found means afterwards to attack and overcome

himfelf So that it is not true, that none of the 
Kings of ever bore the Name of yoyf, though 
fince IfmaePs time, thefe Kings have forborn to t^e 
it, having depreffed that Order of the Softes, foi 
rifons that I could alledge elfewhere ; and befid^, 
they Hood no more in need of ArtiHce to maintain 
their grandeur. This is that Sha S^ji who 

cave occafion to the Europeans to call the Kings of 
Ferfia Sofies, as from Cdsfau they called the fucceed- 
ing Einperours C^fars and from Ojmfin or Othtmnf 
thole oiTurkie, Ottomans,

of a humour far from vanity, and the temper of thofe Learned men, W'ho difdain 
toconverfe with fuch as know Icfs than thcmfclves; but on the contrary, making 
a myftcry ofnothiug, and frankly difcourfing with any man upon wlmSubjeft 
he propolb, infonning him of that he knows; i failed not to embrace the 
occalion, and make the beflof afriendlbip that was lb nfeliTl unto me. He 
imparted to me all that he had learnt from the Levantines, ^-tth whom lie had 
converfedjDot only as to their maners and method of coiidDft,buc idfb*as lo what 
circumipeftions I was to ufeon many occalious; and in ihorr, he made me 
determine to Travel into the Levants 1 was overjoyed when he told me that 
he himfcif intended to make the voyage, 1 hugg’d my felf a long while, in hopes 
of fo good company; and made no doubt but that with fo great alTiilanccs, I 
might ^ able upon my^ return, to give the World an account ot all the Rarities 
that the Halt produces in Learning, Art and Nature: But when we were upon 
the point of embarkbg, there happen'd loMonficur Htrbticr that was the

/frt/jr, from which it is bat Threefcore Miles diftanr. It is ficuated In the 
place where the Town of Z^dt ftood, and had ihcName of fromZJ-tJr. . 

^hc of PeloyBiiffui^ who built and i nhabited it ; it bath a fafe Harbour - 

made fo by Nature, which would feem to have been meafured with the Com- • 

pafs, fo round and proportioned it is. On the Shoar, round this Port, there 
are fevcral fair Palaces of uniform Building, which offer a pleafant Profnea to 
thofe that enter the Port, but they have not been continued. At the end of the 
Mole, which ftmts in this Port, there is a Tower to fecure the Entry ; much 
about the middle of the faid Mole Hands another Tower, on the top of which 
there is a great Light kindled every night, to let Ships out at Sea know where 
they arc. This is but a kind of a melancholy T own, though the Streets be fair 
and large j in viewing of it, I faw written over the Door of the Cathedral 
Church, in pretty large ancient Charafters, (Eian^^^rccp a 33rifihc i when the 
FroffL became Maffera of Siciljr, Mtjfina was the firff place that furrendred 
unto; hem, and that the memory ofit mrghi: be preferved, they cau fed that 
Infer] ption to be made. Before this ftatdy and large Church, there is a great 
Square or Piazza, with a Theatre in the middle of it, where the Viftor? of

where Dogs and other little Beads drink. The Streets of this Town are 
incommodious, in that one h always goiugcither up hill or down hill 5 bo^they

wide and ftreight, and, for the raoft part, begin and end at the Town 
Walls i thefakeft of aU, ts, the Street that reaches trom the Caftle St^ £me, 
to the Royal Gate \ it is ahnoft a mile in length i and here it ts, that they make 
Horfts and Afles run the P-«^, on days of Pnblick Rejoyciog; Coming along 
that Street, from the Calllc St-Ermy, you mount a little, and pafsbctwixi 
the Palace of his Eminence, on the left-hand, and the Square before it, which is 
on the right *, then you go betwixt the Palace of the Treafury, which is on 
the right-band, and aPia22a, lets than the former, at the end whereof, is the 
Palace of the Confervatory: A little more for^rd, on the right-baod, hthe 
InnofyhtwTfw, which b very pleafant, by rcafon of a great many Orange* 
Trees at the entry: Nestis the Inn of Prwwice, that has a very lovely Fron- 
lil^iiecc', and betwixt thefe two Inns, but to the left, there is a pretty 
bandfom Piazza, at the end whereof, there tsa Gate to enter into the Church 
of St-Jefair, as I feid before} fo that in this Street one fees the beauty of 
the T^own.

Fieldr^ and of the Ifle of Gozo. 


T he Countrcy hfaW of Gardens, and very agreeable Places of PJcaliure: 

The Grove, which is but twelve milesfcoip Che New Town,ha dclightfiii^' * * 

' place, wh Ithcr the Great Malterscomraonly go tod ivert themlelves; This place • 

was embelliihcd by the Great Mailerwho was made a Cardinal ; there 
he built a Palace, in form of a Cail]e,wi[h fo muchuoifonnicy and contrivance, 
that there is not fo much as a foot of ground loll; all the Halls are adorned 
with exccilcnt Painting, which reprefents the Life of the Great M^er yinUiat 
This Houfe hath a very neat Garden, full of Orange, Citron and Olive- 
Trees, with fevcral lovely Fountains; At Ibmcdillancefrom theHoafe, there 
is a little Wood, ftocked with Game, for the Pleafurc of the Great Mafters- 
In going to this plate of dtverCon, youpafs near to the Old Town, which is 
not far from it: It is IJtuated In the middle of the Illand, upon an hKliderent 

« ^gh Hill, ofaptearam Profpeft it is invironM with Prccipjccs and Bottoms, 
nd adorned with lovely Fabrkks within: Pretty near to this Town, isthc 
Grot where St , Puitl lodged all the while he was in Mtlfa ; where there is an ^ e 
Image of our Lady, called O/b* Z^y vfMckcca, and, as they fay, many Mira- MdKii* 
clcs are wrought at it: One may slfogoaod waikin the lOe of which 
is but five miles from Malt 4 ; This little Ifle is thirty miles in dteuit, twelve 
in length, and fix in breadth. Though it be begirt with Rocks and Precipices, 
yet it hathfome Greeks; it hath a very wholfom Air, is fhiitfiil, and almolt 
all cultivated, thougli it be mountanous. It hath many Springs of freOi Water, 
and places he for Gaining and PaHuie; but the Inhabitants delight more in 
labouring the Land tor Corn, than in any other kind of Husbandry:' There 
were formerly fevet? or eight choufand Souls in this Ihand; but fince the 
Year 1551. that the Turfej took the CaAlcofit, and carried away all they found 
there, the number of Inhabitants is much dccrcafedi ThisCaftleis, atprefent, 
very well fortified.

them back to the Page. Mafs being over, they wait upon his Eminence to hrs 
Palace, where the Comm and et. falutes him thrice again with the Colours v 
"and then they return to the Inn, where the Commander who carried the Co¬ 
lours makes a great Feall to the whole Ion, arjd to bis Friends.

iJ5j3if,tlercA£rfj:dt onTW/lf^^t he Fourth of 1,1655 Nine a clock inthe 

U. Mjtgjret. morning, being on board the St, Mar^grir, commiinded by Captain Pl)ifip Mgr- 
fin dtCiudAid^ which came from : This Ship, that was about eight and 
thirty ycarsoid,w3sa good failcr, and very lucky at Sea ^ flic was manned with 
two and thirty Seamen, and carried fix iron great Guns,and eight Brafs PttrtrjPs, 
bcfidcs a great many fmaller fire Arms. We went in confort with Captain 
JiitlKny Mgriia^mt Captain's Brother, whofe Ship v.as called the /A/yO'Jbojf, 
manned with thirty fix Seamen, and carrying five Iron Guns, and eight Pfci-fTitV: 
There was a Polsqucof Ciitd^id^ called, theSt. in company with us 

atfoj and Ihc had on board four and twenty Men, tw'oGuns, and fix Iron Pe- 
rrcr^iV, the Captain's name being Jsmcs Ftsmrifr : This Polaque failed very 
well, but the VelTel of Captain Anthony Miirtitt JaggM always a ttern *, which 
made us lofc above tea miles a way day ^ becaufe wc layby for him, when 
he was at any conlidctable diftance a Item.' We had a gotid Weft and by 
' North Wind; which, on Friday mormug,thc Fifth oiNsvufdjtry fhifted about 

to South'wett, and Uie night following, after a great ttorm of Rain, torned 
Nonli, but fo cafie, that we made but very little way. Sstard.:ty^ the Sixth of 
JWjrmAjrr, it frcfticficd toivards the Evening, and brought us on a pace ; but 
the more wc advanced, the more we were in fear of meeting Ships of TViWy

the nearer cut, indeed, by above forty miles, than if we had palT^ bctwix^ 

and Ceri^ottit ; but like wife, by rcafbnofthenarrowncfi of the Pafla^* Ccri^O ifid 
the more dangerous. This laA miltake was alfo occafioDod by the Currents 
of the GulfofP^wcp, whichdrovcusinfenlibly uponthelhore: Wcwcfevery 
giad that wc were fo fortunately millakcn, for we were got above an hundred 
and fifty miles more forward in ourcourfc, than wc thought ourfclvcsto be j 
and free from the fear of Corfairs,who dare not come lb near to where, 
there are for the moft part, fomc Galcanes ready to fall upon them. 

However, it is very dangerous to commit fuch miftakes, for if it had been in 
tfv? night time, our Ship had run the risk of fplitting upon the Ibore, whUlt ^ * 

wc thought ourfetm a great way off at Sea.

Of Cafe Matapui, and the Ijle of Cerigo. 


C Ape Mar/t^dVy is a Promontory of the Msrea^ formerly called Tdaarta j Cape mmo- 
and it is fa id, that Arim^ carried by a Dolphin, put a Ihorc at this Pro* aw. 
montcry. The Conntrey is inhabited by the MAmiy a People who live in the 
Mountains without Law or Govemment', and are fubjeft to thofc who have 
moll Power in the Countrej'i fometimes the rfnjff/jni/, and fbmetimes the rjurL, 
ail their Profeffion being to Rob Travellers: Thefe People have their Name 
from the Coalt which is called MsdvA^ About Nine a clock in the morning, 
the Wind began to flacken, fo that wc were becalmed near the Cape St. 
and could not double it all .day long ^ till about three a clock in the morning, 

NwtnditT the Eighth, that with a gale from the North-call:, wcdoublcd it; 
Ab:erward, findtug that the lame Wind, which was contrary to us, Itill cou- 
cinued, and that we foil a Hem, more chan wc wenta head, wc rcfolvcd to 
put into the Bay of Sc. IdicbolaSy in the Ific of Cerigo^ where we came to an 
anchor. There we Itayed all that day, and half the following, but without 
ftcing the Conntrey. This Sflaud, as all the reft of j^chipeUast, being full 
of Game, we went a fljore to fhoot. Ctriga was anciently caUed Pwfhyrity The Hk of 
bccaufc of th#great quantity of Pwfhyriatt Marble that was got there. It was . 
alfo called CyrfefTrf, from whence comes, perhaps, the word St's!rrj, which 
found in the Ifilstric del iordeay i This was thelirlt iQandthat kliabt- ^ ' 

ted, alter foe was born of the Froth of the Sea, as the Fables fay, and therefore 
there was a Temple built to her in this place, near the Sca-llde, theRuJnes 
whereof, as they fay, are ftill to be ften, Ctri^o, is the firlt Idand of the 
ArchipeUgOj or ; it is threcfcorc miles In compafs, and but five 

miles from the main Land of the Morea, having a Town called by the Name of 
the IHand. The P'tacti^m arc the Makers of it, and keep a good Garlfon there, 
it being a Pafs of great Importance.

3 ‘^VtfiLift Nivtfnhtr the Ninth* the weather promiliHg fair, after we had 
payed the Confui a or peice of Eight,for Anchorage, we weighed 

lit noon I but being abToad, we found that the wind was not good as we had 
imagined it wasj for it fhifted to and agen from Ealt to North, and was^fo 
eafie, that we made no way. JFf the Tenth of Nevftnbtr, we were 

becalmed till the evening, when,to our great joy, we had a Gale ft'om South- 
well,but in the night-time it chang’d about to Well, with which we ftilikcpc 
on our courfc: It lalted til! Thurfdxf morning,the Eleventh of iVpv#jj^r,when, 
about eight a clock, wc were becalmed until the evening, that the wind turned 
cafterly, thennorth eallerly, and at length in the night-time, it turned about 
to the north, which toi^ us a little*, fo tnat feat Lng worfe weather, we relblred 
to come to an Anchor at 2 ipk, being very near to it. Trid^(^ morning the 
Twelfth,wc made a fail, which coming nearer,we knew to be the Reer-Admtrai 
of Ffwfc^that wasaFIemKh bottom: When he had put out the Colours of 
St, Mirk., we Ibewcd ours, and then he falutcd us with two Guns: We having 
returned the l^Iute, by firing five Petrera’s, he gave us a (hot without a 
Bullet, to let us know he had a mind to fpeak with us, and fb went to 
Jfay for us at the Port ofZia, whither we followed him; wc therefound ano¬ 
ther Dutch Ship of the FtfHti/m FJect, both which were going with fuccours 
for Citftdie, It is a hundred and threcfcore miles from Ctri^a to Zia, which 
has a Harbour fccure from all Winds, ihe entry into it being at the Well 
North-w cll lide. S.tiitrdity the Thirteenth of Nrvrmbtr, we went to the Town, 
which is about £ve miles from the Port, with adeUgntobuy frelh ^roviflons 
there; we armed our felves for fear of Iboie ambnlh, which is a common thing 
in that Country ^ and we were told that a few day s before, a Turkllli Galliot 
camein the night-time to the Harbour, and having feen Alps in it, went and 
skulked behind a Rocki the Turks in the mean time having landed, put them- 
ftlvesin ambuflj, arrdfurprifed thofe of the other Vellels, w ho were come on 
Ihore to walk and filhj amonglt whom was a Captain of a Ihip, b^ing unarmed 
as the reft were, and carryed them alioB'jn viewof the Ihips, which could give 
them no aid. Having then prepared our felves agaioft the worll, we .took a way 
that w’c thought to^ the [horteft,to the Town,but which was indeed the worlt 
way and furtheE about: We were forced, to clamber up and i%wn three or 
four HiUs tlia: were fo high and rugged, being nothing but Rocks full of Rulhes, 
that our hands were as well cm^^oyed as our feet: At length, after a great 
deal of trouble, we came to the place, but when we thought of nothing, but of 
making merry there a little,wc law three Ihips out at Sea, which having advanced 
to the mouth of the Port, and^ finding that there were VelTeis In it, Itood 
away, as if they untended to put intoPort,at5^f>« SjCBjra., an IQand towards Nt- 
jji'flpwf: This put our Captain into s great pcrplexity,who not knowing what to 
think of them,told us, that if any mifchance happened co his VeEe!,hc would be 
jprelent there himfelfThat, made us prefently return back again by the good 
way, wh ich the In habitants fhew'd us; and, bocaofe we fawno more ofthefc 
Ships, we concluded they mull belong to Milra) and that they would not put 
into the Port, bccaufe they had feen Venetian Ships there, which made them 
believe,there could be nogreatftorc of frcIhProvifioiislcftforthem. MeniLy 
the Fifteenth, tbeConful, having given ns a vlfit on Board our Ship, took us 
with them to the Town, and entertained us in hishoule at Dinner: It is 
a great Town, containing at leaE feven hundred houlesi baifhey told us 
there i/i'as not above four hundred of them inhabited, and tmt the other 
three hundred, had been abandoned Ilncc the War of CiinMa: Thefe houfesarc 
only built offtones of the Rock and Earth, and are ranked like the Benches of 
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an Amphitheater, being all built one at the back ofthe roof ofanothfir, upon ^ 

the Cdc of the hill, and in that manner making ten or twdre ranks, lothat 
there arc no other ftrccts but the roofs of houies, which are flat and joy n to J 

one another, mlomucfa that at one view one may fee all the honfes of the 
tAvd, There is a Caftlc there,of a great height, which though now 
TiiinoJs, was neverthclefs fo ftrong, that as I was told, foQ5e ycarsr^go, 
Thrccfcorc Turks held it out a whole month, with two Murqccts only, againft 
the Venetian Army, under the Command of General Thomm Mtrbfm , and 
yielded not till they came to w^nt water. This Ifland which tn ancient umes 
was called Cttt and Ceay and is faid to have been heretofore par t of the lllc of Cwi. cm 
Neerefontj is lhaped like a Hotfc^flioc, and is fifty mile in circumfcrccc \ the ^ 

foil of it is pretty good, producing Corn, Wine, Grafs and agrratmany 
other good things}it5 harbour is full of Fini,whicb we often made try al of with ^ 

. out Nets: The Inhabitants pay y ear fy lo Caaigt or Tribute three thouland fouj , 

hundred to the Turks, ^dtwotbouland fix hundred to the Venetians, # 

{^fidestbe extortions and robbencs they meet with \ lb that the lobabitants 
being thereby ruined and opprelled, many of them arc forced to fortake their 
honfes and country. The Women arc .Apparel led in a falhlon that feems to 
be rude and clownilh, but which becomes tall women very wellThey have 
coats that reach down to their knees, and ofthemfikor fevenone over ano¬ 
ther, which make them look very bigg, their fmock appearing hdf afoot 
lower; they wear white cloth ftockins, and ontbeir head,akind of veil that 
allb covers their Breafts, which they turn asthey pleafc-' After all, the Inha¬ 
bitants of this Ifland arc good people, aijd deferve to be pitied, bccaufc of 
the miferics they fuffer both from Chriftians and Turks.

T VffdMy the Sbttenth of the wind being a little abated, we put 

out about eight of theclock a^ night, hoping to find the wmd fair at 
Sea; but morning the feventccnih of it blew fo ftrong a 

North Wind, that we were obliged to bear away to Uleof Jitdr^y where we lOcofiWrJ. 
came toap Anchor, at two in the afternoon. We found five Venetian mips 
t beret who lb ibon astheyouderftoodfromus, that there was Ibmc flilpition

The Cathedral of the Bilhop of the Ljitii! (jjurch, is dedicated to the Apoftlc 
St. Jffdrtw ; it is pretty neat, but hath no great Revenue. There are llx 
Churches befidcs in the Town, of which there is one dedicated toSt. Anwrrf, 
ard held by the Capucines j who cafe the Bilhop very tnudi,fay their Preaching, 
hearing ConfeiTions, and by their School, to which all the Creei(^ Children 
come i nay, Ibme arc lent thither from jiibm to learn.

Ship beginning to float again, he cauTed an Anchor to be heaved out a ftern, 
bv means whereof, in a (hon time, we weighed off of the fand. Wc had • 

certainly the particular afliftance of God Almighty a: chat time, for it blowing 
fo frefh, aud wc having all our Sails abroad, the Ship in all probabdity mould , * 

'have ftrandedand neverthclers, in an hours time, we were got off, without 
for inaiog the lea ft leak: But if the ground had been very Rocky, as it was buc 
a kind of Oa^e, the Ship had cenainly been loft. Whilft the Seamen were 
bulie in clearing the Ship, feeing my felf out of danger of fh ip wreck, I confi- 
dered the Ruins of that ancient and famous City of Troy, which are ftill very 
remarkable, and of great extent. Being at length got clear, we ftood a li«le 
more off to the larboard, and betwixt Nine and Tenlof the clock, wc p^ed T,,jChtnel 
the Mouths, and entered the Chanel of the Htlltfptnt, It was at this place, 
where the Turks firft palFcd from ^yi^into Eorofe. At One a clock, the Wind 
calming, we came to an Anchor. Mondiif, the two and twentieth of Novtm-

CHAP. XVIL 

Of the Hyppod rotne^ the Pillars and Obelisl^ 
of Conftaiitiiioplc. 

I N former times, there were a great many fair [Statues, Oliclisks and Pillars 
in Cfuk^iri/Itplf, but they have been all fo ruined, that there arc but a few 
ofthem remaining ; The ancient Hypfodi-me is ftill to be fecn, and of the 
fame dimcnlions as it was formerly of; it is a very large fquare, longer than 
broad which was called Hm»dromt becaufe horfes were exercifed to run there, 

and the Turks Hill exerdfe them there daily, and cal! it the Atmudart^ which 

is as much as to fay,the place or field of horfes 5 in the middle of this place there 
is an Obelisk pretty entire, marked with hicroglyphick Letters, and fome 
fteps from thence a prcity high pillar, all made of Stones, layd one upon

ing the Carpets: Tl^e Walls are fated with pure Tiles, like Chipa: In all the 
Hails and Chambers they have a riling half a foot or a foot from the 
Floor, whi<^ they call Div^u i and tbefc arc covered with riclicr pirpets^ 
than the rglof the Room, with embroidered Culhions fee sgairft the Wall j 
upon tbefe they reft, receive yillts, and fpend tiie belt part of the 

day. In all palaces the Womens apparimenc is feparated from the reft of

If you vronld 
dHtits, have a lodging room there, you mull: fpeak to the Porter of the /Apj, who 
keeps all the Keys, and for owning it, as they call it, you give him a/’AtjJrc, 
or half Fiacre ; and for every day you ftay there, one, two, or three ji/prif, 
accordiug to the rate that is ftt j, you may hire a Ware-houfe for goods tn 
the fame njanncr. Thefe H^ms are very well built, and the chief Walls arc 
of Frcc-ftonc.

For putting a ftop tp tiscfc fires, there arc men called 
Baitadgis^ that’s to fay, Hatchet-men, who have a conftant pay from the 
Grand Signior : When a fire breaks out b) any place , they beat down the 
neighbouring Houfes with Hatchets, beglnping Ibmetimes twenty or thirty 
Houfes from the fire; for the fire runs fo faft, that It is fbon up with them ; 
t hefe fires ran ft commonly arc occalioncd by Tobaco; for the Turks eafily fall 
CiuSa effirr, aflcEp with a^ lighted Pipe in their mouths; and feeing they fmoak when they 
are in Bed, it ts very ealic for the Fire that falls out of their Pipes, to take 
on materials that arefo prepared to receive it, Thefe accidents of fire arc 
fometimes alfo occafioned by the touldicrs, who raife a fire with delign to 
- rob Houfes, whilft the people arc labouring to quench it. The ft reels o.f

CHAP. XXII. 

Of the Shape and Strength of the Turks. Of 
their Apparel. of Saluting. And of their 

Manners. 


I Ha« gifen bat a fhort account of all the places of CMfiaftthefle that I have 
ften, becaofe many others have treated largely of them; 1 lhall now fay 
loroething of the Shape, Strength, Cloatbing, Oilloms l^nncrs of the 
Turks i according to what I could obferve and learn. The Turks are com* The simp? of 
monly well fhaped, having a well proportioned body, and arc free from manj tiic Turks, 
deftfts which arc more common in other Countries of Ewrapt 4 for you fee nei¬ 
ther Crooked not Criplesamongft them, and it is not without reafon, that it 
is faid, As ftrongasaTurks they being for the molt part robufand flrong. 

Their Habit is fit to make them feem proper, and it covers defects far more The'Turk* 
cafily than the Catm or Pemtdenm of Frsmft 4 next tlieir skin, they wear a 
pair of Drawers, which fliut alike behind and before 4 their Shirt (which both ^6 
Oceves like our Womens Smocks, and is Hit in the fame manner) comes over 
their Drawers: they have a Dehioaft above their Shirt, which is like aclofe- DaUmn. 
bodied Ca^ck,thac reaches down to the heels, and hatli ftreighc Cee^ieuding 
in a little round flap that covers the back of their hands; theft Ddimans a^e 
made of Stuff, Taffeta, Sattin,or other neat llriped Stuffs 4 a^ in Winter tliey 
have them Quiltcd with Cotton ■, over the iWifflwr, they gird themfelves atouc 
the fmall of the wafte with a Salh,That may ftrve them for a Tart)an,whcn it is ^ 

wreathed about the head 4 or with a leathern Belt two or three fingers broad, * 
adorned with Gold or Silver Buckles. At their girdle they commonly wear ^ 
two Daggers, which they call Cstn^iars) and are properly knives in a Jhcath ; v. 
but the handles and Shraths are garnithed with Gold or Silvw, and v 

with Precious-Hones 4 or elft the handles arc only of the Tooth of a Filh» 
which they efteem incomparably more than Ivory, and fell a pound fx nc 
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very icarf They carry two Handkerchiefs at their girdle, one on each fide, 
and tbeijf Tobacco-pouch hangs alfo at it \ their Purfe being in their bofom, 
as many liiiigs elfe arci to wit, their Papers and foul Handkerchiefs, for they 
tjfc their gpfbnys as we do our pockets. Over the Deitrnan they wear a Ftreii^e^ 
which is bke our Night-gown, having very vvide fleeves, and abont as long as 
the arm, though they hang not always fo for down i this ferve? them for a 
Cloak, and in the Winter-time they line it with rich Furrs, and fuch as a; 
able, svillingiy lay out four or five hundred Ptafirei for a Lining of Safalc 
which they call SMPDiir. Their Stock ins are of Cloth the length of the le^ 
the feet whereof are focks of yellow or red Leather, according to their qnalii^ 
fewed to the Stotkins \ they call thefe Seeks MtSieu Their Shoes arc of die 
• fame colour, and made almofh like Slippers, the heel is equal to the rcli of iht 

foie, only it is fbod with a piece of Iron made purpolcly half-round, mid 
Tiliiuiikit, thefeShocs they call/'jiWirfcfi. Their head is covered with a crimfbn Vcivgc 
Cap, without brims, gilded in the in-fide, and round that, they wreath a 
white or rcdXw-W ; This Twhan isalcarf ofLinnen or SilklhfF, many EUs 
long, and the whole breadth of the fluff, which they turn feveraI rimes about 
their head, and they wreath it in many fafiiionsj fo that the condition or qua- 
lity of the Man may be known by the way he wears the Turban, and other hcad- 
attire, whereof we lhall fpeak hereafter; Soracfafhionsof them arc very dif¬ 
ficult to be made, and there are people whofe trade and profeffion is to make 
themup, asDrellersarcwithus. AsforthcKindrcdof Makgmet, w h o m t he y 
call SchiTiff^ they wear a green Turban, (the v/ord Schenf fignifies Noble) 
and none biitthofc of that Race dare take to themfelvcs this Title or wear 
green on the head, there being no other way to diflingujfh them but* by their 
colour. Thcfe Blades (who have only an imaginary Nobility) arc very nume¬ 
rous, and for the molt part Beggars, if you except fomc Princes which they 
have flillin feme States of and of whom we Jhall treatinant^ 
thcr place, Thcfe Scbtrtfi give' it out, that they have this particular vertue in 
thcmfclves. That throw them into a fiery Furnace, they’ll come out without 
any hurt. The Wotneti of this Race, arc alfo to be known by a piece of green 
ftolf which they have faftened to their Veil on the fore part of their head But 

TO return to the Turks Apparel; I look upon it to be very commodious and 
indeed, it is the Habit moft generally ufed In the World, if you excent fomc 
The Hair Northern and Weflern Provinces.

jfl^HE Turks make great ute of Bathing^ both for keeping their bodies 

I X neat and clean, and for their healths fake: For that purpolc, they have 

nany foir in their Towds i and theforrjpft Village that is, has at Icall 

S ; they arc all made after the fame faOiioi], and there Is no diJIercncc, 

but: that fome arc bigger, ai^d more adorned with marble than others. Til 

dlc^ribe that which is at Tophiua, near toafairMolque, as being one of the 

lovcUclt that I have fccti. You enter into a large Iquarc Hall, about twenty A bj isfiptl, 

paces in length, and of a very high roof i all round this Hall there are Ai*- oivifBagnios 

Jtjihtx-t or benches of ftonc againlt the wall, above a fathom broad, and half 

as high, which are all covered with mats ; foibonasyou come, tbeyfpread 

you out a large napkin (which they call feuti*) upon the laid benches, where 

you lit down, and lay your cloaths after you have ftrlpt: In the middle of 

this Hall, there is a great Fountain, with a large Eaforiof marble, forwafh- 

ing the Ltnncn that hath been ufed j and when they are walhcd, they arc hung 

up todry upon poles which are on high, all round the Hall, When you have 

fate down upon the napkin which they have fpread for you, they bring you 

another to put before you, which you tie over your fhirt, before you pull it 

pff, flellyou fhould fhow what ouglit not to beieen, which would be a great 

crime) that covers yon behind and before, from the girdle down to the knees: 

Having pull'd off your fhirt, you put it with your cloaths in the napkin you 
fate upon, leaving them there without fear that any body will touch thttn, 
for the Bagnios are places of liberty and fccurity, as though they were facrod, 
and there is no cheat ever committed in them ^ for if any were, the Mailer of 
the Bagnio would be obliged to makegood what was loft ore mbciUed. After 
you arc fl:ript,'you cntQr by a little door into a fmall room, fomewhat hot \ 
and from thence, by another door, into the peat Hall, which is very hot- 
All thefc Halls arc made with Domes, havtsg little glafs windows to let in the 
light* This great hot Hall is of a Pcntagonc figure, each fide being fuppor- 
ted by two Pillars of white marble; on each fide there is a marble edging or 
Tjftpg, about half a foot high; audio the middle of that, in the floor, about 
two foot from the wall, there is a little Bafon of white marble, two foot ^ 
broad, and over it a cock of warm water; and a hands breadth above this/": 
cock, auother cock, for cold water, fo that you mingle them as you plcafc; 
then you take large copper Cups (which arc alwaic's ready for that ufc) and ^ 
with them throw upon yourfelf as much water as you have a mind. In this 
Hallalfo, there is a large ftoncTat full of hot water, wlicrcintoyoumay goif 
you plcafe; but that is not fafe, bccaufe a great many Rogues, who have Icve- 
ral difeafes, go into it* though the water be often changed \ but if you be 
furc that nobody hasas yet been tn it, you may wafli yourfelf there. So foon 
as you enter into that grest Hail, you fit down upon the flat floor, which is al^ 
of marble, heated by Furnaces underneath s then comes a Servant (lark naked, 
except thole parts which uiodefty requires to be covered, (the Servants of the 
Bagnio arc always fo, that they may be in readinefs to wait upon thofetlwt 
come) ami making you lye out at length upon your back, he pots hisknci^s 
upon your belly and brcaJt,and embracing you very ftrc(ght,makes all the bones 
of your bodiy, arms atui legs, crack again, to ftrctch and foften the finewsj 
then laying you upon your belly, he docs the like on your b3ck,_ treeing upon 
it, fo that he often i^es yon Idfs the ground; after that, havtug Ihav^ your 
chin, and under the arm-pits, he gives you a r^or to fiavc yourfelf every 
where clfc; and you go into one of the little chambers, that are made m the 
intervals betwixt the fidesjand being there, you take off your napkin and hang 
it upon the door, thacTo every one chat fees it may know there is 
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witun, i'bich Will hmdcr them from coming in, and there you may fliavc vour- 
felf at yfcr Icifiirc: If you be afraid that you may hurt yourfcK with a Razor 
. The way oF they gi?l you a bic of Pafte, made of a ccijain mineral, called heat 

. into apln-der, and with lime and water made up into a Palfc* «,4ich thev 

apply K^the parts where they would have the hair fetebt oF, and in Jcfsihan 
Haifa quarter of an hour, all the hair falls ofF with the PaJlc, by throwiop 
hot water upon it: They know when it is time to throw on warer, bv trviir 
if the hair comes off with the Pafte j for if it be left too long ftickijia on tr 
phccj after jc had eaten off the hair, k would corrode the flcfli. IcI

to do, but to pay and be gone. The common price of ?helILr«T" 
Afpres to tk Mailer ; and they who would be wdl ferred phe 
the Man. Thefe iiagnios are very commodious, and I belies the 
jjfc they make of them, preferves them from many direafes: The poorcTiS^ 
fon chat i^ Man or Woman, goes at Jcallorcc a week to the Baen?o ■?£?"

* W Gold Plate, as wcfiiall ft cw hereafter: When they have no Spoons, they 
^ake an eafie ftifi without them, putting the PiUh with one hand into the - 
tohcT, and fo carrying it to their mouth; When they come to the Meat, 
fonc of the company with his Hands tears it to pieces, uling no Knife for 
I that, and then every ojie.takcs what they have a mind to: They arc at no 
/trouble for the Beef and Mutton; for before it be dreJt, they cut ir into ’ 

fmall pieces, whether for roaAing or boyjiog. They drink not commonly 
»in time of meal, but when they have eaten, they rift and hll their bellies full ^ * 

of Water; then they give God Thanks by a tI.mdiS.th^ that is to fay, Ciod* ' ’ 

be praifed. Having thus made an end of their meal, they waft their haiids j 
for they waft not before they lit down to cat, but only when they rift from it. 

Their ufual Drink is Water, tliany of themalfodrink Wine j and though Tiw Turks 
Wine fee ms to be Prohibited by ihc-<tf/wrrfw, yet the goodTcJlows fty, thatl^™*5' 
it is no more but an advice or council, and not a precept: However, they 
drink it not publickly, unlefs it be the Janizaries, and other DePperadors, that bid to drink 
flandb awe of no Mao i when they fall to drinking, they drink a great deal, w ine, 
and if they can have it for nothing, they^ll drink till they fall a Deep again, if 
they be let alone i faying, that It is no greater Im to drink ten quarts, than one 
cup full j they never mingle Water with ir, and laugh at Chri/tians for doing 
ft, a$ a thing chat feems altogether ridiculous to them, in the Countrey, about 
and all over the they have plenty of good Wine. 

They have belidcs another Liquor, which they call &s.4, made of Barley or 
Millet, and tails ftmewhat like our Beer, but not ft pleafantly; I tailed of it 
once, but found ic to be very bad ; and none but the meaner ftrt of people 
drink it, .bccaufe it is very cheap. This Drink makes them diunk j but they 
have another, which they ufe very commonly; ihey call itO/ec, and drink ofcsJlif, 
it all hours in the day. This Liquor is made of a Berry that wcftall mention 
hereafter. They roaft or parch it in a Firc^ftovcl, or fuch like iron inltniraent, 
then they peel it, and beat it into ponder; and when they have a mind to 
drink of it, they take a copper Pot, made purpofdy, which they callIMt. 
and having filled it ndth Water, make it boy!; when it boyts, they put in 
this Powder, to the proportion of agood fpoonfut for three Diftes or Cups full 
of Water j and having let allboyl together, they fnatch ic quickly oft* of the 
fire, or ftir it, elfc it would run all over, for it rifts very fell. Having 
thus boyld ten or tw^elve wambles, they pour ir out into Chin* Diftes, which 
they fet upon a Trencher of painicd Wood, ana ft bring it to you fcalding hot, 
and ft you mult drink it, but at ftveral lips, clfe it is not good. This Liquor 
is bitter and black, and has a kind of a burnt taftc; They all drink it Upping, 
for fear of fcalding themfelves-, ft that being in a Cttffee-hjtne (ft they call the cagetdunt. 
place where they fell it ready n>ade)one hears a pretty pleafantkind of fippling 
muHck* This Liquor is good co binder vapours from riling up from the Aomach The vlrrua 
to the head, and by confcquencc to cure the Head-ach ; and for the fame rea^ 
fon i t keeps on e from llcep ing* W hen Merch au ts have man y Lc t ters to w rite, 
and intend to do it in the night-time, in the Evening they take a difhortwo 
of Cofiee: It is good aift to comfort the Stomach, and helps Digeftion. In 
ftort, in the Turks opinion, iris good again ft all Maladies ^ and certainly it ^ 

hath, at Icaft, as much virtueasis attributed to Tt*-. As to its taftc, by that 
time a man hath drank twice, he is accuftomed to it, and finds it no longer 
finpleafanc: Some put Cloves to it, feme Cardamom-feed, called In Latinc 
CardjiMomifin minute which they call C*aid€ j and others Sugar v but that mix¬ 
ture which renders it more agreeable to the palate, makes it Icfs wholftm and, 
tiftfiiL There is a great deal of it drank in the Tnrkift Countries; for there 
is no Man, Rich nor Poor, who drinks not at leaft two or three Diftes of it 
a-day ; and k if one of the things which the Husband is obliged to provide his 
Wife with. There are many publick Coffee-houfeSj where it is boyl’d in great 
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1 Men arc free to go tothtfc Hoofes, without any drilinil(‘on of 
Religion olQuality; and it is no fhatne to go thither, many reforting to thcni 
for Coiircrntion; There is even without doors ilone Seats,covered with Mats, 
where tholl who would fee thofethat pals by, and take the Air, fit. In thefe 
Coffee-houfts, there are commonly fcveral Violins, Players upon Flutes, and 
Miilicians, hired by the Mailer of the Cofiee-houfe, to play and firrg a good 
part of the day, to draw in Cuftomers, When one is in a Cofiec-houlc, aod^ 
lees any of his acquaintance come in, if he be ^{'tW aU mode^ he’ll order cb^ 
Mailer to take no money from them, and that with a finglc word ; for whcrti 
they prefent CoBImio them, he need lay no more to them but that Is to | 
fay C'Mwr. They have alfo Serbtt^ which is a very good Drink, made in f 
*^£yfh of Sugar, Limon-juicc, Mask, Ambcrgreafc, and Role-water. Whent 
they would regale any Friend that comes to lee them, they caufe a difh of Cofiec 
, * ^0 be broaght to him, afterwards Ssrbtt^ and then the Perfume. They give it. 

Tft| wanjjPnn this manner; a Slave or Servant com« with afilk Napkin, which hefpreads 
Bivjng PerN oyer the Guelb’s head ^ and another brings a large fwcet Box, which he puts 
as”tL4iirfD beard, the firft keeping in the Itcam with the Napkin. He 

would pjgak. to whom the Regale Is made, takes of it as much as he picafes. When they 
' give all the three, they pretend to have fhew'd a great deal of civility. I have 
many times feen alkhrix given to Moafuur df t<* /Jiijf, the French AmbalTadour, 
both at the Af<w/>rsand GrgHdyii.ier*^ \ and fometimes one of thel'e three only 
fometimes two. As for the Perfume, whenever they brought k to the Ambaf- 
fadour, they gave it afterwards to thofe of his retinue.- and, indeed, itcoft 
them not a farthing the more. If the Turks take no great pains in their Diet, 
they take as little about their Beds. When it is time to go to rcH, they bring 
Quilts and fpread them upon the ground, and every one Iks upon his own: 
The Ma Her shave them COO] monly upon a Dhttn^ where one or two Quilts are 
fpread, and atone end aCuIhlon, then a Sheet, and then a quilted Coverlet, 
to which another Sheet isfewed i that way of fewdng the upper Sheet,niethinkf, 
ismotccommodiousthanourway. Inthcmamingthcypackupailthisbag¬ 
gage, fo that in a trke it would feem there had been no Bed there. ■

CHAP. XXV. 

Of the Kecreations and Exercifes of the Tnrfy. 


I Havefaid enough of the Turks way of Eating, Drinking and Sleeping; 

but fince they fpend not their whole life-time in Eating, Drinking and 
Relting, wc mult lee what their Recreations and Ltercifes are. In the firlb 
Turk place, the Turks never walk in a Room or Court as we do, and laugh at 

nm. f for fo doing, calling them Fools, and asking them what bufinefs they 

have CO doe at that fide they go fo often co, and then back again. When they 
are at home, you’ll find them commonly fitting on the Divnnt, 1 have already 
deferibod what Dji/dwarc, If they be alone, they either llccp, fmoakaPipc 
Tmitv. of Tobacco, or play upon a kind of a Lute, which they call TAwimir ; and 
, ’ thfcy’ll play upon that a whole day without being weary, though the Melody 

be not very plcafant; or otherwife, if they be Scholars, they read in fomc 
Book, or write: If they haVe company with them, they either fpend their 
time in Difeourfe, or play atfomeGame; they never play at Cards or Dice, 
nor any Game of hazard, but only at Chefs, Draughts, or fuch like plays j 
•/-and tliat not for money, norany thing of v^ue, neither Poor nor Rich, whkii 
is the rcafon they have not fo many quarels among them ; neverthelefs, though 
they play for nothing, yet they take great picafure at play, and will fpend 
whole Afternoons, playing hand to hand, and never lay a word \ but fo loon 
as cue has loft, they dryly begin again, without fpcaking. They play alfo

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very much at which is a Box about two footlong» aixlabc^ji halfa'^ic play of

a in hand : That Z^g^iyt is commonly a fquare Baton, made of a PaJirb 

tree branch, about three foot long, and two or three times thicker than one s * 
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end of it makes very confiderable wonnds, and that often enough lo che head 
too. 1 faw a Man at Catre^ who having received a wound on his head by a 
Zaem was fain to have a piece of his skull taken out. Now he that is before 
ind purfued, looks behind as he flics, both that he may Itoop with his head if 
^here be occafion, and endeavour to catch hold of the ZagMyf, and avoid the 
blow if he can i for which end he holds his hand ready behind liim, and when 
he catches hold of the Z^g^yt f which happens pretty often) he turns and pur- 
fucs the other ^ fo that they prefcmly change their parts. They perform this 
Exerdfe often, as alfo ihsi of fhoDtingat amark with aHariwcburerunning. 

Thus you'I fee many of them in a field, who having put an Earthen Poe or 
fomc fueb thing upon the ground, or a mark upon a wall, wiQ run at full 
fpeed, and svheu they arc at a pretty gooddiftance from the mark, fire the 
Pmcc with one hand at arms length. I have often feen, that to ten or twelve 
Jhot one or two have hit the mark; and if any Bapn or Perfon of quality be 
prefent, he'll give five or fix Afpres to him chat hath hit the mark. Ithmfc, 
that among their Diverfions I may reckon Puppet-Shows j for though the 
Turks fuffer no Images among them, yet they have Puppets, which, indeed. Shows in

Language* that^s to 
gu^ic. X not derived from any of the Oriental or Occidental Tongues that sve 
have any knowledge of j it is very grave, pleafant andeafic lobe lea ru'd* but 
* ^ • nor copious, and is wanting in many words, which it borrows from the Arabiclt * 
^ ahd Pcrllan, but with chat fupply and ornament, it maybe faid to be very 
Scteticcs of ample and rich. The Turks are nor much addi^ed to Sciences^ neverthe- 
the Turksi lefs they have their Doftors of the Law, appointed for that purpofe, who 
make it their lludy to explain the Law in all the fenfes that can be given to it. 
Thercare Tome ai^ who give themfelves to Aftrology, and many to Poetry p 
wherein they fucceed well enough and have very ingenuous Conceits in their Po 
cms.The greateft part of their Poems and fongs arc in the Ptrftin Tongue,which 
they fmg, notmuGcally as we do, but withacertian tone, which though ar 
firft it be not plcafmg, yet by cullom becomes agre^ble enough to the ear. 
The Turkifh They have feveral Inftruments of Mulick, the moft rammon is a little Lute- 
Lute. with three firings, on which they'il play a whole day and not put it oat of 
tune; and they have the Flute alfo. Among the Turks there are a great 
Diviners many who pretend to for tunc-telling, and have verygood luck at it. Thcreyou 

anungfbdie fee in fevcral corners of the ilrects men fittingupon a Carpet on rhe ground, 
Turks. Yv-ith a great many Books fpread round about them. Now their Divination is 
performed three maoDcr of ways, the lirit is commonly for the wars, though 
it be alfo performed for all forts of thingsjas to know whether a man JhouJd un¬ 
dertake 3 voyage, buy fuch a commodity, or the like. They take four arrows 
and place them wittveheir points againft one another, giving them to be held

If a Chriftian touched an Alcoran, he would 
be foundlybangM, for that wonld bea prophanationof the book. They lay 
that they gain great indulgences by reading it all over; and in the fthools when 
a fcholar hath made an end of reading over the >4f«rrfa, he treats the reft. 
They fay that wbofoever reads kover lb many t^cs in his lift, (hall after death 
go ftratt to Paradife. This word Alcarjn Ggmlies Reading, it is written in 
moft excellent, pure and exaft ArdicK The Turks believe chat itrannot^ 
tranllated into any other language, and look upon the PerHans as HeretickSf 
purely becaule they Ihavc CranHated it into Fcrlian. This Book contains all 
their Law both canon and civil, but it is full of fables and follies, taken for the 
moft part from the RA;binSf who are excellent at fuch ridiculous ftuif.

They bel ieve a Par ad i fc ■* 
that /hall be filled with the Juft, and j^Hell that/hall be filled with the Wicked ^ 
but they believe not Purgatory; and ncvcrthclcfs they will have a place called 
yttrafy which is betwixt Paradife and HcH, wherein they (hall be who have 
done^neither Good nor Evil. Mahomet promifes the Blc/I^ in Paradile wonder¬ 
ful Gardens, where many Rivulets lhall run, and delicious Fruits abound in all The Turk* 
Sca/bns. He fays alfo, that in chat Paradife there fhall be Rivers of Water, 

Rivers of Milk, Rivers of Wine, and Rivers of Honey. He promifes them alto, 
that they /hall be clothed in Green and Scarlet^ and that they lhall have lovely 
Virgins, whom they call Dgemet A'i/ur, that is cofay. Virgins of Paradife, 
who/ball be exceedingly beautiful, as white as new-layM Eggs, with great 
black Eyes, and the complexion of the Body extremely white; that they lhall 
be al waits young, and never piftiug the Age of fifteen years, have every day a 
new Maidenhead, and never ca/t an eye upon any but them; that they /hall 
never exceed thirty y»rs of Age , and lhall be ierved by young Boys i that 
God lhall appear to them once a week, to wit, on Friday. They tell a thou- 
fand other Fopperies of this voluptuous Paradiie, which I /ball not relate, as 
having been mentioned by many Authours. Mtkemet promil^ them in this 
Paraduc, all things that he thought could work upon their ien/es; and he 
feafts them with Gardens, Fruits, Brooks and Rivers, becaufe he was of a Coun- 
trey where it is exccOivcly hot, where there is but little Fruit, and where Wa¬ 
ter is fo /carce,tbat a goo4_W ell is a great treafure. He prpmii^ them Cloahts 
of Green and Scarlet, becaufe he delighted much in thefe colours, as the Turks 
ar.d AAwrdoatprcfent, crpccially in Green, which is held in great veneration 
among them. Seeing they arc very laicivious,he woold have his Paradife provi¬ 
ded with beauti^l Maids,and young Boy s^and becaufe they reckon Women with . 

big black Eyes, and red Cheeks, to be the greateft Beauties, fo they fancy to 
themrclvcs thofc Cflcleftial Virgins, who fiiall look upon none but their own 
Husbands, which will be very grateful to them, for they arc jealous to extre- ^ ^ 
mity. Thofc that are in Hell (hall drink fcalding hot Water, and cat of the 
Fruit of the Tree Zdcon j this Tree grows out ofthe bottom of Hell, andri/es 
to a great height, the Branches of it being like the Heads of Devils. If tRofe hcII. < 
that arc in Hell, have a Ettlc Faith, that is to lay, if they be not Atheifts, after 
that all their fins arc confumed, and they wafhed In a water which they call Set- 
iLjtbcidy they lhall be admitted into Paradife, where they (hail receive and enjoy 
as much happinefs, asthofe who entered at firll: And on the contrary, they 
who have no Faith, that is t* fay, Athei/h, lhall burn cverlaftingly in HcU-fii^* i 
and their Bodies being reduced into Alhcs, by continual torments, God lhall 
create them a-new, and fo they lhall fuffer Eternally.

obfcTVc J for though they be great lovers of Clocks and Watches, theJU not 
take them, if you would give them them for nothing, if they have any Fi^es 
of Men, Women, or Heafts upon them; but they matter it not, iftbeybuof ' 

Trees or Flowers. When they fee any Figures, they are fo highly ofiended, ^ 
that they cannot forbear to exprefs their anger. When 1 was in t/£gypty there

Figures, JffTOichhegwcsa'SouIj and all who make-Figures would imttate 
God 4 butatthcDay of Judgment, theJe Figures wilt come and detnard their 
Souls from tbofc that have made them, I did but laugh both at bis pafSon and 
bmtilh rcafoning, which is the Argument of ail the Turks j but it pnzies them 
hard, when one tells them, that if theft Figures demand a Soul, it malt be by 
fpeaking i and if they fpeak, they have a Soul already, and ftand not in need 
of another. Bdogonc day on board of an Englilh Ship, I perceived that aU 
the Figures that were carved upon her for omaincnc, had the nofes cut off^ 
which I thought was great pity; and they told me, that that Ship having been ' 
one Summer in the ( 7 rWS/j[mflr’s Service, the Turks who were on board had, 
ttic olTthcnofcsof all thefe Figures, faying. That it ts notfo great a fm, if the 
n ofes be cut off. The Turks arc prohibi t^ b y the jilnran lo 1 end Money upon 
Ufury, and with them it is a very great 1^, from which they arc carefoi toab- 
ftain:Howercr,thcre areal ways Ibme among them who make bargains that differ 
little from Ufury. For Example: They fell Goods upon truft at a very high 
rate, and he whom they have trufted ( without going out of the Ware-W ft ) 
feUs them back to them at a lower price; they pay him in ready 
money, and the other remains frill Debtor for fo much Goods , folc^ at 
fuch 3 price. It is likewife prohibited to them to cat of unclean Meats, 
which arc the fame that the Jews hold to be unclean i and Hogs fleih 
is no kls abhorred by the Turks than by the Jews, who arc fo far from 
eating it, that they would not touch it for all the world ^ riay, their Shocma^ 
kers dare not make ufc of Hogs brifrlcs as ours do, which puts them to a deal 
of pains in fowing their Pabobchest In the fame manner, they ablw Frogs, 
Tortoifes, Snails, and other Creatures forbidden to the Jews, &U which tj^ 
do fo abominate, that a Turk will fooDcr loft his life, than eat of thetn; and 
i never faw but one Turk that would cat Hogs hefli; as for Hencgadoes, they ’I 
cat of it with all their hearty when they can have k ^ but they arc People of no 
Religion at all, or frich as look for an opportunity of making their clrape into 
Chrifrendom. They account Dogs alfoio be unclean,and if by chance a Dog rub 
upon them, they are unclean, and muft needs walh, and therefore they more 
carefully keep out of the way of a Dog that is running, than we avoid a run¬ 
ning Horfe *, and, indeed, they keep no Dogs in their honfes, but leave them 
in thefrrccts, where they abide in their levcral quarters, and arc fo acquain¬ 
ted with their fction, that they never go out of the bounds of it t, and if they 
svent out of their own frrcct into another, the Dogs of the other quarter would 
kill them, as Invaders ; for there are a great many in all the feveral frreets 
who will not fuffer frrangc Dogs to enter their territories. In my time, there 
was one at which knew the Fra>^ wonderfully well, and fo foon as he 
faw any, he followed him, fawning upon him as far ashisprednft extended 
for a little bread; and it was a common thing to throw him an Afpreto bu v 
bread^ with, to which a Turkilh Baker (that lived there) was fo accaftomed

from thofe of the Chnftians j and the Turks Burying-placcs are commonly 
by the Highway lidcs, that Travellers may remember to pray to God for 
i^hero, and wifhthem happinefs . and upon the very fame account, they who 
build a Bridge or any other pubJick work, are commonly Buried upon or near 
Jt, that they may have the Prayers of the Paffiengers. There arofo manv 
grat Stones creptd in fomc of theft Burying-placcs, that they might ferve to 
build a Town, Now after they have Interred their dead, the Kclaiilns and Fri- 
endsforfeveraldays come and pray upon the Grave, befccchingGod to deliver 
the Demftd from the Torture of the Black Angels, and calling to him bid 
him not be afraid, but ^fwer them ftoutly; and the Women alfo with their 
acipntante, coi« and fixindftvi^l hours there, nay, fometimi^ half a dav 
inbcwaiJing-thcDead, as they did at home in theHoufe: fo that a Man who 
were not informed of this, and faw them in that polturc, would make 
but they were Mad-women.

for .when he Intends to make War, he has noi more to do, but to fend ins 
Orders to all that receive his Pay \ who fo Toon as they receive Command, 
fail not to make ready to do what they arc enjoined ; theie amount already to 
a confide rable number of Men \ for a good part of tiicOVW%flfVsSubjefls 
receive his Pay., Befides that, he fends for the BjiJkait or Covernciurs oforijys foe 
Places, to come to him-, ‘ and ibefc come in all ha He with a great train ofraiiljig an 
Servants, who are fo many Soldiers, and fometimes bring along with them Army, 
part of the Forces of their Government, if they have bad orders. The 
Siftiginct come with their and many of the Troopers have Ser¬ 

vants, who. are fo far from being a hindrance, (as they commonly arc in the 
Annies of Chriftendora) t hit they do very good fcrvice. Now it is very cafie 
to make them march and fiiblifl: In the Fields, for they have but little Baggage, Tte fubli- ' 
and fear not fatigue. They can live upon a fmall matter; and provided they Htn«ofFor. 
have Ricej a little Bread, Water, Coffee and Tobacco, they make as good^®'* 
chcar as if they were at homcj and if any of thefe things be wanting, they 
have patience, and arc not inltaotly undone, as ChriHians arc, when they 
have no more Wine, Thus their Armies never pcriHi with hunger, Viftuals 
being brought them in fufficienc quantity from all hands ^ for feeing they 
punftually pay for what they have, commit no diforder, nor plunder the 
Countrey, all things arc brought to the Camp, as to a common Market: Nay, 
when the Ttirkt arc at War with the Perfiioii, Merchants travel fecurcly 
from one Countrcy, and from one Army to another, and trade without 
any apprehenfion of being plundered, Sultas Antfrat kd to Army 

of fix or fevfn hundred thoufand Men; others lay, nine hundred thoufand 
Horfe and Foot : It behoved him to march over DeSrts, and neverthelefs he 
tookfuch orders, that his Army fubfifled very well. It tofts the at 

no more to maintain his Army in time of War, than in time of Peace; for ha 
keeps none but his own Soldiers, and the sipw and others maintaia thofe 
whom they have brought with tJicm; But it is not the Number alone that makes 
them gain fo many Battels, and take fo many Towns, it is alfo the Valour and 
Strength of the Soldiers, who being never weakned by fatigue, are always in 
a rcadinefs to fight againft the Enemy, how frefh foever they may be j hnd , 

when they are engaged, fight like Lyons, chuGng rather to be cut in pieces, than 
to retrear, unlefs the Enemy far exceed them in number: But that which f hiefly 
renders them fo couragious, is the great coulidcncc they put )□ Dcftiny; for , ' 
they firmly believe , that if they be to die to day, thcy’l die afwel in their * 
Chamber, as in the Field; and that if their day be not come, a hundred thou¬ 
fand men cannot take their life away from them, becaulc it is faid in the Akerart^ 
that a Man cannpedie, till his time be come; that no Man can retard it, and * 
much Icfs prolong or Ihortea his life, but according as it is written in the 

Book,

The Turks loft avaftnumberof Men; for bcfidcsthofc that were Kilted and 
made Slaves, many threw them felves into the Sea to fwima (boar, of whom 
fome were Drowned, and itwft part Killed; for they ftayed not to take them 
up, but knocked them on the head with Poles, as that Provrnct^l Renegado 
told me, who feeing the Ship wherein he \vas,'takcn by the Chriftians, and 
fearing to be ftrved as one that had renounced his Religion, leaped into the 
Sea and had enough to do to fave himfelf; for not only it concerned Jilm 
to have a care of the Chnftian Veffels, bccaufc of their Poles, bat alfo of 
thofe who not knowing how to fwim, endeavoured to catch hold of any thing 
to fave thcmfelves by; at length for all the care he took, a Tvrk took hold 
of his Foot, telling him that he muftcitlier fave him, or both Pcrini; finding 
himfelf in this danger, he told the Turk that he could not fave him mthat 
pofture, but that If he would get upon his Back, he would do his belt *, which 
the Turk a little too credulous attempting to do, no fooner bad he let go his 
Foot, but he gave him a punch on the Belly, and made all haftc to land; where 
Jitine down to reft himtelf, two other Turks, whohadfwama fiioar as well - 
as he, having relied in the fame place, and riling up to be gone, were both Ihot 
clofc by him, with a Canon-Bullet from the Sea.

[ went ibithcr out of Curiofity, and entred into a very lovely Eagnio ali 
adorned with Marble, and in Head of the inntrmoft Room where they Sweat 
there was a very large Bafon, above Nine Foot deep, full of hot and cold 
Waters mingled together 5 ^11 that pleafc may Bath therein, and fome take 
their plcaforc in Swiming there. There are Steps to go down into it on all 
fidcs, where one may be as deep as he plcafcs. They bring into it two thirds 
of cold Water, and ncverthclers it is Hill fo hot, chat [ was fcaldcd when 
firJt i went into it, though the hot Water run through the Fields in an ODen 
Rivulet. There arc many fair Baildings in this Town, and they reckon above 
Two hundred lovely Mofques in itj and among others they IhcwM me the 
Mofque of the Dtrvipitt, and m a little Chappel at the batkof it, i faw a 
Tomb, which they alTared me was the Tomb of the Miifti. whom the Grand

<aipon tbc Road, but they proved always to be falfe. Wc took Horfe again 
about two in the Afternoon, and about five a Clock came to a pitiful Village or , 

Hamlet, near to which we lay abroad in the Fields, for till then wc had alwaj? , 
Iain in KtrvmjfrMt^ under cover. There wc found a great many water Mclmi, water Mdoni 
vrbich were a great regale for the Turks, who are great lovers of Fruits, 
aud crpcciallyof that fort i and indeed every one of them cat one at Jeaft for his 
fliarc. We left that wretched Lodging on TkHjfditf abontfive a clock in the Mor¬ 
ning, and about eight came lo a great Town called Mottajftf and lodged in a fair Majfit 
KmianferJuy where WC found every thing neceflary, nay Wine too; for there 
are fcvoral Greeks there. We flayed all that day and the next in that Town, 
and parted on SAtm-day the Sixteenth of Stf ftmbfr^ about five a Clock in the

CHAP. LX. 

Of the City 0/Smyrna. 


S A^na a noted Town of Jama was ancicncly founded by ToKtaimt and Smym. 

tfnee called S»iyrfiA,fTQm the name of one of the jiatAxtints that invaded Timiiui. 
and took that Town ; long after that, ic was ruined by an Earthquake, and Rc' 
built by Mdre Axtpftyy nearer to the Sea, bccaufeof the commodioufuefs of the 
Harbour. Itbraggs of being the native place of the Poet Hoguti and the fftmeriCoufl- 
Turks at prefent call it Ifftyr, This is a large Town, and well inhabited tty. 
both by Turks and Chriftians; but it is a kind of a melanchoUd; place, and 
not at all Strong; it is commanded by a Caftlcof romewhacdifiicakaccefs; 
this Cattle is very rttinous, and but meanly g^ded; you have a large Cift* 
eruinit cut all out of a Rock, having five Mouths and feveral Chanels. Be* 
low the Cattle, as you go m Santa f^tntrainigj'Khlch is a Church of the Creeks, 
there is a great Amphitheatre, where St. Petjcierf the Difdplcof St, pTare 

and Bilhop of fuffered Martyrdom. It is very high, and in the up- 

permit thereof, there arcftillfive niches, where the Seats of the Magiftrates 
were, not far from thcDce there are feveral Ruincs of St, John's, Cathedral 
Church, which has been very large, and full of Chappels, fn one of tisefc , 

Chappels there is a Tomb, which the Greeks believe to be the Sepulchre of 
Sc. Polycarp ; But Others (with more Reafon) take it to be the Monumeue of 
fbme Turk. There is alfo anotlier Cattle below by the Marine or Sea-fidc, A Cattle in 
which is well Inhabited; and over the Gate of it, arc the Arms of the Church V™ 
ijif Rom \ perhaps it hath been built by the Gem ft, who were matters of 
and trfall that Coaft. This Cattle thuts the Port, which is but little, and no qf 
Forragn Ships come into it, but ride at Anchor abroad in the Road, which , 
is fpaclous and fafe. Ic is difficult to get out of. Since 1 left Snmna, they 
t^avebuHta Cattle at the mouth of that Road, to hinder whom they pleafe 
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from coming in, or going out j becaufc they were not feenre from the f^efietigni, 

, after the Battel of the D^rd^KtUesy there being nothing that could hinder 
■ them from entering into the Road ; from whence they might with eafe have 

‘ battered the Town, and taken it in a fhon time. Upon the fide of this Road 

towards the Towoi Hands the CuHome-houfe, and then the Houfes of the 
Coofuls and Merchants who have for the moH part a back-doer towards 

the Sea, In this town there is a CdJjp, who adminifters Juftice .* many Turks 
live there, as alfo Chriftians of all Countries ? (Jreeh^ and Lains, 

The Greckshavean Arch'Bifhop and two Churches there; in one of which 
called Vcntr/asdiii the Arcll Bilhop Officiates j and the other which h 
called St. belongs to the Monks. The Af/»tiu,i»s have two Churches 

' thereallb; and the idtfMr have the Cttp/tfi/st, who Officiate in their Church, 

Tin; tcrriri}!)' which is ovcragainlb the French Confuls Houle; the have alfb a lovely ^ * 

^oulc* with a Church in It. The Country about Si7tyrn/t is a plain very fer- 
, tile in many things, cfpecially in Olive-Trees, and fxill of Gardens, which ren¬ 
der the Town very pieafan: to live in: all things ate there in abundance, and 
fuch excellent Wine, that next to Canary, 1 never drank better than 
S7!tyr>!a Wine, when it is right. The franks tbeir Houfes, baying 

the Grapes by Basket-fulls in the Town. Pariridjief there arc not wortii 
above three or four Affnrei a Couple; and when they cofl: five Afptet it is dear, 
and yet they ate very good. In fine all things arc good and cheap abut 
jKjfflBj much it is a Town much Ibbleift to Earthquakes,and hath been leveral times ruined by 

ruhjefl tf them; but H ill rebuilt, weaufe of the cou veil i cnee of it s Sc Lluat ion .1 no year pa (Tes 

Eanhiuakes. vvithoul them ; and I was told that fomc Vprslhcy felt very great Earthquakes 
for the fpacc of fourty Days together. Which bepn sfrelh every half hour, 
and were felt even by the Ships in the Road, Being toDed by the Wa¬ 
ters, which wxre moved by the fhaking of the Ground in the bottom. It 
ivoaldbcvery hot being in this Town in the Summer-time, were it not for 
Lb* witiJ, the Wind, which they call the low Wind, or North Breexc; it is a certain 
Wind that blows from the North regularly every day, and much qualifies 
the Air. There is a great trade of Commodities from all parts of AJta and 
ChriJ^emiant in this Town. While 1 was there, 1 had a great defire to fee 
£pbtfifSy which svas heretofore one of the feven Churches, as well as Sn^a^ 
to which St. IjFflfcfl direfted his Revelations, where he Died, and whcrcio 
Hill remain to be feen the mines of the Temple of Diana-, one of the feven 
Wonders of the World ; and to the Ornament and Embcliifhment whereof 
all the Kings or Ajii contributed fo long j which was burn’d by £rn- 
Jlratiijy who thereby coveted to Innuortali^e his Memory. There arc nu- 
iiy other things worth the feeing at -Ephtfui, which made me willing to 
have undertaken a progrels of three or four days; for Efhrfut is no more 
than fourty Miles from Smyrna-. But MonGcur the French Confiil, who 

fhewed me in that Country all kinds of civility, would needs take me off 
onT, becaufe of Robbers that were upon the Ro^s; who were a remnant 
of thofe that were routed at the DardontlUs., and who gave no Quarter 
efpccially to ChriHians; butfinding at length that I was earnefl upon it^ 
lie look the pains of chufing two Janiz-arifi to wait upon me, of wheyn one 
‘ svfio himfelf had been a Robber many years, propiifcd to bring me fafo back 

again, as pretending acquaintance of thefc Robbers. I had already hired 
Horles, and prepar^ to be gone next Morning; but a Feaver that took me 
in the Evening, quite broke olF the fourney.- for being recovered foven or 
eight days after; they made me look upon that flight bifiemper as a war- 
, ning; and at length I yielded to the perfwafions of thofe who had the good- 

nefs to divert m^om that Journey, as thinking it Dangerous. ^

Chit is a fmall Town, but well peopled, and moll part of the Inhabitants 
arc Chrlllians, ^!7rf^^ifor who have each of them there aBifhopand 

leveral Churches-, but the Crrfitf have many more than the Ldthitf becaulc 
every one of their Pafiti has his Church, not allowing above one Mafs a day to 
be faid in every Church- They have alfo many Convents of Nuns, who arc 
not fo flrii!tly fliut up and look't aTtcr, as thofe of the Latinj arc ^ for 1 remem¬ 
ber I went into one of thefe Nunneriesj where I here and there both Chri- 

flians and Turks, and then having entered the Chamber ofone of the Sifters, I 
found that fhc was kind, even bejyond the bounds of Chriltian charity. The 
Nuns when they put thcmfelvcs in there, buy a Lodging *, they go abroad 
when then they pleafe, and even leave the Convent when they have a tnind; ^ 

they Embroider in Cold, Silver, and Silk, io which the Grrflt^Wonien arc very 
skilful,^Embroidertng very lovely Flowers upon Handkerchief^ Purfes, and fuch 
like things. The iatrirrj have five Churches in the Town, the firft is the 
Church of the Bilhoprkk, which is fair and large ; it is not very old, having 
ban built but fince the Turks were Mafiers of Chhy bccaufc the Church and 
Bilhop^s Houfe arc in the Caflk, and the Turks having con verted the Church 
into a Molquc, fuffered the Bilhop to build another in the Town, which (boulJ 
be of the lame length, breadth and height, according to the agreement made 
betwixt the King of frjttjce and the Gra>tJ Si^nior ^ wherein it is fpccified, thac 
the Turkslhall not mine the ChrilliansChurches, nor take them from them, 

. bnt that the ChriHians lhall enjoy them in full liberty and alfo that the Chti- 
ftians fcall not repair them when they fall to ruinc, nor yet build any new. 

The Bilhop having obtained that permiftlon, bought a place in the Town, 
where he built his Church and Houle.

thefe good Fathers faw aLiglit every night in the middle of thcWocds,and when 
they went towards the place eo fee what it was, and were come pretty nfar,they 
* ‘ f^v DO mere of it,which ftrangely furprifed them* In fine,this having continued 

* a long while, and they having feveral times difeourfed together about h, they 
refolved to let the Wooden fire in all parts ; and having done accordingly, 
all the Trees were burnt but one, on which they found an Image of the Vir- 
CMfijHtiM gin. Imnicdiatciy they deputed fomc of their number to go to CtttJtjfitiftt M(h 
JHssumtAfr. n<imschnt, Emperour who having related the Miracle to him, 

he proioHcd CO build a Church there; but being expelled the Empire flrortly 
after, he renewed to them his promife of building a Cburdi in that place, if 
God would be fo gracious as to rcRoie him to his Throne: And, indeed, lie 
The Church w;as as good as his word ; for recovering again the Empire, he built it, about 
ot'A'ijmjcf. the the Year of our Lord 1050, This Church is adorned with a great many 
pieces of Marble and Porphyry, fent thither by that Emperour from 
mf!e ; and amopgOthers, tlicreare two and thirty Marble Pillars. The Dome 
is full of Pictures in Mofaick work, and the Church is kept in To good repair, 
that it feemsto be new built. Behind the High Altar, is that mlrai^om Image 
ofthc Virgin painted on wood, and the place where the Tree that carried it 
was planted, that place being taken into the Church. They tell of many Mi¬ 
racles wrought in that Church, and of theft 1 ftiall only relate one, w hich is 
repTCfentcd on the Altar-piece of the Altar, before which ic was wrought- 
T hey fay, that one day when they w ere eel ebrating the Feftival of that Church, 
and all the Altars were detkM as well as poflibly they could be, fome A/w/ 
come in, and would have robbM the Ornaments of oue Altar j who going to it 
at a lime when there was no body there, one of them dropt fbmethingof iron, 
which ftriking againft the pavement, made lb great afire, that it burnt them 
to alhes in the fttuc place} and In the floor, they fiiew a little hole, which 
St. 7 fl*«r fihey ftyJ was made by the fame iron- They Ihcw’d me a Thumb of St. John

TTwConvent Having taken a full view of the Church, 1 went into the Convent, which is 
6 fNi^»i, .ycry f^cioQS,ond built in form of a Caltle j 00 Women ever enter it. There 
arc commonly tsvo hundred Cjillntrs in that Convent, governed by an Abbar, 
and they never exceed that number. When there arc any vacant Places, fuch 
as would ftpply them, and be Coffeyw, pay an hundred Piaftres, and carry 
with them what Eftatc they have, which they enjoy during life 4 but after 
their death, it belongs to the Convent, and they cannot difpoft (in favour of 
a Relation, or any body clfe) but of a third of their Eftates, and that too upon 
condit ion that the Heir make himfelf a in the ftme Convent, and fo they 
loft nothing of the Stock. The Convent gives to every Catltyer daily, black 
Bread, Wine that is none of the bell, and rotten Cheefe, for the tell they mult 
provide-^liemfelves as well as they can*. Such of them as are rich, makegood 
cheat,'and live well at their own charges y nay, there are fome that have good 
t Horfes to ride about on, and take the air when they have a mind*, and the 
reft muft ptakea Ihifi with their commons; yet they eat all together in their 
RcfcAory on rand great Feftivals, When they die, they are carried in 
their habic to a Church dedicated toSL iwif, whith is without theGonvcnc, 
where they lay them on an Iron-Grate^ and if any of the dead Bodies do not

CHAP. LXllI. 

Oj fane Villitget of the Ifa of Chio. 

H Erel fliall mention the chief Villages of thelfic of CWa, which! did not 
fee, but according as a Manurcript Relation that came to my Hands, 

Written by one who lived feveral Years in that Ifiand, has Informed me. The 
Village of CarditmiUf whkh wc )uk now mentioned, contains about Five 
hundred Suhabitaots j the Country about it is beautified by many fair Water 
Springs, and is very Fertile, yielding Yearly about an Hundred and fixty, or 
feventy Tuns of Wine: Some years ago, feveral pieces of Gold, Silver, 
and Copper Mbney of the Emperour Cofijljtftiiiit , were found there. Five 
Miles from that Village, there Is a lovely Valley, hdf a Mlk long, and there* a loi’eTy 
in a Sprbg of Water, to which one goes down by a Stair-cafe of thirty lovely 
Matbk fteps. At the farther end of this Valley there was a Temple, built all 
of pieces of Aih-colourcd Matbie, eight Hands breadth long, and fix broad, 
which were well faftned together with Iron and Lead; but the tountry People 
have broken tliefe fine Stones, to out the Mettal, That place tscall^ 
iViwf C that is to fay J Temple, the Gentlemen of Ciitf go commonly theri^for 
their Diver Con. Heyond that, there is a Village, called inhabited by *

and tlic r^ are of the Greek Church. All the Inhabitants, both Creeks and 
Laiids,^jve much of the Humour of tlie Genoefe, who formerly Governed 
them. There arc feveral Families ftill in thatlfland, who derive thcmfdves 
thcjijMfjm ffom the Houfe of the JfwJJxm.w/j for they frill make a difriniftion betwixt the 
The msmwrsGentlemen (who arc pretty numerous) and the Plebeians, the Chints ate 
of the ciitfts. Apparelled after the Gfenrfe Falbion, they arc ugly, and tJiough their Perfors 
^ be proper and well fhaped, yet their looks w onidlcarea body y they are very 
proud, and neverthclefs. Gentlemen and all go to Market, and buying what 
they waut, carry it openly along the Streets, without any (hamc., They lovg 
the Spaniards better then the French, but had rather be under the Government

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of the Turks than Chrillians: The Chioa make much Damask, Sattin, Taf- 
fetacs, and other 5jlfc Stuffs, and drive a great Trade tn many places with thdr 
S«fits. Suchas neither Work nor Travel abroad, Tpead whole days Sitting 
and Talking together under Trees- ' Letters are in no vogue in chat Country, 
and perfound Ignorance reigns among them ^ ncverthelefs they have naturally 
a iharp Wit j and are indiicd^ fo great Cheats, that one hath need of both 
Eyes to deal wfith them. They arc much given to their pleaiurcs, and Drun- 
kepoeis^ and» word, they are Gr«|fj, The Womcniarc very Beautiful, 
and well Shaped y their Faces arc as white &% the faireft Jafmiii, rhac they 
commonly carry on their Heads. And I never faw in any Country, Women 
that had ft much beauty and charmingnefs in the Face (I fay in the Face) for 
their Breaftsarc fcorched with the Sun and black,at which I have often wondred, 
feeing they take no more care to keep their Faces than their Br calls. For my part, 

I could not but Quarrel with them fotiTctimcs,thac they covered not their jLireiiii 
with fomc Handkerchief, or other Linnen, for if they did, nothing could be 
more lovely. Their Habit cor.tributes much a]fo to fet off their Beauty, 
for they are always very Neat in their Drefs, wearing on their Heads very 
white Linnen, fhaped like a little Capucins Hood, Iquatted at the end: 

Hefides all thefe FKCernal Charms, they have fomething that is more fotid, 
for they have a brisk and merry Wk, that renders them the mofl taking 
Women in the World; but if they be Pretty, they arc alfo cxtreamly Vain, 
and that is a Vice infcparablc from the Se.'f. They wear the fineft Stuffs 
that they can get, and yci it is nothing now to what tt has been formerly; 
for the mcaneltof them, even to the Coblcrs Wife, vi'ould needs have love¬ 
ly Velvet-Shoes , that coft five or lix Crowns, Ncck-Iaccs and Bracelets of 
Gold, and their Fingers foil of Rings; but thy payed dear one day for 
their Vanity.

ties of Eels taken alfoin a Valley called PUchiy that is full of Marlhes which 
arc always fuppticd with Water from grea Springs that ran into it. Tfjerc 
are very thick Woods alfo in ir, with Rocks and folitary Dens, where there 
aie^a great many tall Stags ^ and there the Gentlemen go a Hunting with the 
Cady, who governs the [fl and} the Peafants catch with an AB,\n

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tills raanncT- Utc m the Evening the Peafant goes and joggs the Far triagej 
to know where they Sleeps then he pitches a Net where he thinks conveni- 
ent and afterwards puts, mnifelf antler the belly of his Afs, which is trained 
to the fport i and thus both ftalking along together, the Pea Cant with a fwitch 
drives the F^rtfidfei into the Net, where they are caught; and this fporc 
is the better, becaufe FArtriJ^et are very Plentiful there. There are bclides 
other Valleys with Water-Iprings in them, that turn Mills for the nfe of 
the People. There arc fevctal Monafterics in this I Hand, one of which ought 
to be very AncienCi for it is built in form of a Tower upon a Hill. There 
Eiitjrtmfni. is another called F^ino'omemf dedicated to the Virgin; bccaufe a Piiture of 
the Virgin was found in that Place; which is held in great Veneration, and 
called Fatrrfrrtiii', it is not long fince that Monallcry was bnilt, and contains 
*' threefcore and ten Rooms or Chambers, bcfides thofe that.arc under Gronnd .* 

the Church is -fiuall, but well built and beautihed; it is ferved by ten Monks,

• but over all the llies of the jSrchiftUic ; they aro fo ignorant, that it may 
be faid of them Bm ; and it is tmpoffiblc but that Vice mull reign, 
where People arc fo ignorant of the commands of God, and where there is 
lb mneh Idlcnefs and Drunkennefs# TSrcfcorc miles from the Town, there 

. is a ToK'er,and another Church alfo, dedicated to the Virgin, named 
in that place there is a Spring of as good Water as can be defired, and a Monk 
and fome Shepherds live there; the people of the llland often go thither out 
of Devotion, and no: without much Pain, becaufe of the trouble fome Hills 
aud Valleys that arc in the way. About iix miles from thence near the Sea, 
overagainft the Ifle of Nicaria, there is to be fceo upon a very Iteep aud rug- 
TheCaftleofged Mountain, fome rulncs of the Caftle of Jpnila, and it is a wonder how 
they could cany up Stones to Build it. The wall is eight hand breadth 
thick; it is not carried on to the Sea on the Eaft-lide, bccaufe there is no 
going up to it on that fide bui by a very dangerous place; but on the South 
Eaft and South-fidc it is built of Stone and Bitumen down to the Sea, In 
that Caftle there arc fcveial Houfes. and Cifterns for Water. In the neigh¬ 
bourhood of it arc four little Towns very well Inhabited, lo thefe Quarters 
there arc alfo many Goat-hcards that keep Goats, and the Hills arc M 
TheLidiun of an Herb which MarhistHf calls Lidum^ and the Modern Greeks Kijfargf- 
ofAijtlyVitf. ^.hen the Goats feed on that Herb, a certain viftaus Dew that is upon it, 
an JO ggards. and there congeals into a kind of Gum, of a very good 

SiSfliata finely which they Udanum-, and Vulgarly Lmfdgmmi and cannot be gathered 
Gum. without cutting olFof the Goats Beards, As you go to the Town, there is 

BtTmiSt, a CaAle upon a very high Hill, which commands all the Villages of Dormilia. 

Near the Town upon a Rock, cal led heretofore 5rrtfM|;y/r, is the Palace of the 
Palaceoflif- Bdcchitty fo called in ancient Times ; it Is an hundred Foot in length, and 
' fifty in breadth, and built of very white Matble, each Stone being fi.vteen 
hands long, and feven bauds thick, which were all faftened together with Iron 
and Lead. The Gate is thirty two hands high, and fifteen wide j its lintel is 
* of four pieces. There is no Infcripiion to be feen upon ic, they being all 
eaten out by the Sea and Weather; but there are tv.-o Cillcrns clofe by it. 
• The Turks and others carry away Marble daily from that Palace, for making 

of Gates, Windows, Mortars, Chefts, and fuch like things; nay, and Tnr bans 
alfo, to be put at the ends of Graves, according to the cuftome of the Turks. 
The fame S^elfur, (as the Id habitants fay) made an Aqucdufli that broughc 
Water from a very diftani Spring; but having carried it on as far as the Sh^r, 
he Died, an^ that fo it was never perfeited however the Chanels of it arc 

* to be feen, dAcchm was the God of Wine, and therefore tlic Inhabiunts of 
NtxU a^o great Drunkards.

But Scato is aCaftle ftr more Gaftlythanthatof St. liicbot4s, not only for 
the height, but foUtudeof the Place? andthofethat goupto it, mnHclimb 
with Hands and Feet, and havea fpccial care too, leaft forae great Stone fall 
from on high and knock themdown i for one cannot ftiunicLy turning b«k. 
This Oaftie contains about an hundred and fifty houfes, built round a Rock 
that overlooks them ? upon which heretofore werefcvMal hoofts i and the 
Grccks,havc ftill a Church therc,whkli forineriy belonged to the Latins,where¬ 
in there arc two Images of Mamyc Silver the one of our Udy,^ and the 
other of St. MchMl, That Rock is fupported by walls, for fear it fho^ld fall 
upon the houfts? for if fo, it would fmoiher all the Inhabitants, who are 
about five hundred in number. The Latin Biftop lives in that place. Half¬ 
way betwixt Scafo and another Gallic called Pirji?, there is a Cbappel of our 
‘ Lady with many large Caves, where about two hundred People live. But in 
eoing tromSciT* to Pirxi», there is a Hill to be mounted with great pain,from 
whe^e one has a view of the whole lll 3 nd,and the Plain cultivated and Plan- 
ted with Vines, but few Trees, unlcfs it be Fig-Trees, and white Mulberry- 
Trees, Their Vineyards afford them wine enough for the uleofall the Inha¬ 
bitants, and fome more, which they fell to their Neighbours, w ho come and 
Eiportit' It is carried to Ci/fl, Smyrna, and other Places: They make all 
forts of Stuffs of which they raife Money to pay their Tribute. In this 
place there arc a thoufend Souls almofl: all Greeks, and there the Refidcs. 

Their Houfes arc well built, look all white, and arc of a round Figure, and 
cncompaffed with walls, fothat not beingfeen.ihey look only like a Tower. 
At Scaro there is a Monaftery of Huns of the Latin rite, and the Order of St. 
Dtmiwfk, but they are ill lodged, becaufe the place is narrow, and the Air bad. 
Their Church is kept in good order, and ferved by a Prielt that is their Chap¬ 
lain. Betwixt and another place called Nthrit^ there is a Hill, called Sc. 
StffhiHJ Hill, on which arc fevcral Chefls of Marble, withCovers, and pieces of 
Statues, hot Caves j and the walls of the firffTown, flood upon it, called 
Faimfj ? there arc alfo three Statues there of a prodigious length, lying upon 
the Ground; which a CjudlfW, ( who took away all the Antiquities of this 
Ifle ) could not remove ^ who, (as it is faid J found a great many pieces of 
GoH and Silver Money there. A woman that in Ardent times lived upon that 
Hill, gave^liials to all the People for a whole year that a Plague and Fa¬ 
mine laftpS i and it is probable thefe Statues have been erefked in honour of 
that g<^ Lady. On the other point of the lllc, that in form refcmbles a Cre- 
Itcnc. There is alfo a Caflle called Crcrii'i, Inhabited by about an hundred 
and fifty Souls ^ and there are feven Villages here and there in the Country, 
but ill PeopIcd,for jndeed,thc Inhabitants ofthis Iflard livevery meanly. Their 
Sebiftf Brrtd. which they call Sthifei, is Bisktt made of tqusl parts of Wheat and

never heat the Oven but twice a Year, ard then make their Bisket, which

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they do fo, Is pechaps^ becaufc they have not a bit of Wood, but have it 
brought from and buy it by the pouod. They have no Flefh, if it be not • , 
miracutouflv brought them by fotne Raven; they have neverthelefs fomc Car¬ 
tel which furnilh them with a little Cheefc: As for FjHi they can have jione,bc- 
caufe thcSca about them has no bottom, Some wild Fowl and Eggs they havci 
but it ($ a hard labour to climb up and down thefe difficult and craggy Rocks. 

Salt meats are rcUfts to them^ and they feed on nothing but Beans, Pcafe, Eggs 

and Bisket* They have very little or no Fruit at all, unkfs it be Grapes, of 

which they have enough in the Scafon. They know not what Phy llcians, Chi- • 

rurgeons. Apothecaries, and men of that profeffion are. They arc very 

hour, andean defend them ft Ives from their Enemies with Stones, cfpcciaUy 

at where one Angle man may beat down as many as hepleafes.

One Sxwd-ji night about cightceTi years agoe, an exceeding great Noifebe- An «traor- 
gan in the Port of Sjutmvii which was heard as far off as CW, two hundred dlnuy Atd- 
miles dilfant j but In fuch a manner, that at Chio it was thought that the Vcnc- ekkntae 
tiauand Turkilh Fleets were Engaged, which made all People run up the next 
Morning to the higheft places, to lee what might be Teen j and I remember 
the Reverend Father JhrwjriJjSuperiour of the Capucins otchie^ a venerable 
Peribn, and of great Credit, told me that he had been miftaken as well as 
others, for he thought he had heard Guns p well as they; in the mean time 
there was nothing to be Teen; and Indeed tc was only a Fire chat brake out at 
the boccom of the Sea, in the Port of Santmni, and wrought fuch elfeAs, that 
from Morning till Night, vail numbers of Pumice Stones were call up out of the 
Sea, with fo great cracking and node, that one would have fa id they bad been 
fo many Cannon-Shot; and that fo infefled the Air, that in the IQe ofS^Rfcriw 
many Died, and fcveral loft their Sight; which nevertbelefs, they recovered 
again fomc days after. This Infedtion fpread a$ far as the Noifethat went 
before it; for not only in that Ble, but even at Chio and Smyrna^ all Silver, 

( whether lock'd up in Chefts, or in mcsi'’s Pockets) turn’d red; and the Monks 
who live in thofc places, told me that all their Chalices became red. After 
ibmc days that Infcdion was diffipated, and the Silver came lo its colour again. 

The Pumicc-ftones that were call up there, fo covered the Sea of the Jrchift- 
that for Ibme time when certain Winds blew. Harbours were llopM up 
with them; infomueb, that the l^lt Barque that was could not get outt 
unlefs thofc that are on Board, with Poles made way through the Pumice- 
ftones; and there are of them ill 11 to beften all over the Mediterranean Sea, 
but in fmall quantity, now thq arc difperfcd up and down. StmcA in'one 
of his Epifttes fays, thatS^Htsrjw ftaads u^n Mines of Sulphur; and from 
them certainly the Fire proceeds. It is faidthat the great found¬ 

ed the Sea at that place, and could find no Ground. There is neverthelefs 
a little Bland called Firtfa^ at the point whereof, one may come to an Anchor, « 
and nowhere elfe.

fniifiisJff, rr^HE Ife of PaicjHiire is eight triles ia comfMfs; and a pretty pkafant

^ dred Houfes, inhabited by three hundred Semis i one mttft crofs over a Valley 
and Rocks in going to it^nd there arc no other Houfes in the IDaad; In it there 
are three well built Churchcsi and two Monallerics, one of Men, and another 
« Women. The Convent of the Monks is very well fituated, and is dedicated 

to the bicllcd Virgin} it hath a little Garden adjoyntng to the Church, with a 
Ciibern of excellent water ^ and in that Garden there is a Statue without a 
Head, made after the Apoftolick way*, there arc others alfo in the Walls, 
built in among the reft of the ftones. The other Monaftcry is for Women, 
who obferve no rule or iDftitiJtion,but live as Napre teaches thccii their Chtitth 
is dedicated to St. 7id3tf,and a Monk fays Mafs in It on all SuHiiayf and Holy-davsi 
The liih^itants of this I(le pay their Tribute with the Money they laifc from 
Barley, Cotton, Stuffs, and Gheefc which they make. The CaftJe (lands upon 
a very high Hill, but ail the Houfes of it are ruinons, except a Cbnpel of 
St. Mifhatt the Arch-Angel j from thcnccone may fee all thcIQes of the jinbi- 
feU£9. The Inhabitants of this place are honed, civil and courteous People, 
efpecially the Women, who are very handfomci they live pretty well, having 
very good Bread, FowJ,Siicep,and other things necclTary: They make no Wlne^ 
but have it brought them from Santmtii^ which is but thirty miJes from It, 
They have no Phyftcians nor Cbyrnrgcon!, nor any fort of Trade, The Har¬ 
bour of chU tfland is indtfierenc good, but theiWaiwcfj and other Ctrfairs put 
often in there, and lodge j-fhore in a Church that Hands by the Sea^fide. 
jiti/e. The iDe of Milo is fb c^ed from which in the vulgar Greek (ignifics 

a Mill, bccaufe there are many Windmills in it, and bccanie alfo they Ijring 
Mill'Hones from thence. This ifland is tliirty fix miles about, has few Hills in 
it, and is fruitful in all things, felling yearly betwixt three and four hundr^ 
Tun of Wine, and the Inhabitants trade mC^vidie, V^tmee^ and other places. 
They have a Mine of Brimftone, and much Pumice-ftones, which arc Let out 
to one of the Inhabitants, for fifteen hundred PiaHres a year. Three miles from 
the Town, there are hot Baths of Sulphur, where People come from fcvcrat 
places to walhi and many recover tlicir health there. The Port is fix miles 
long, three over, and has a good depth of water. Two milts from this Pore, 
there |s a Grotto in form of a large Chamber, wherdn there is lake*warm 
A Bath of water, which gives fo much heat, tto an artificial Bath cannot make one fwcat 
hot Water more. They lay,thatthe water of this Grott has an inrercourfe with the Chmch 
rliat reatlMs of St. Cffu/dnrjnf, that Is fixmilcs North of it \ and to make a proof of this, one 
fh fflUts. day they put a Silver Cup into this Bath, which they found again in the Fountain 
ofthe faidChurch of St.C#w/?jiffiw.In this Klc,there is a Town where two thou- 
fand five hundred Souls live ^ and an old Canie,inhabltcdby five hand red more * 
The Town (lands in a Plain, with aCaltlc in the middle of it, but not inhabi¬ 
ted. They have a Latin Bifijop, and a Greek Bifiiop *, the Latin Cathedral is 
( withbuc thc^ii//n, dedicated to St. but without any Ornaments and 
thcLatm Bj^p celebrates in a Chapel that joynstoonc of the Greek Churches* 
this Bifhsf has a great many Tithes, which he divides with the Greek Bifliop’ 

' taking two thirds to himfelf, and giving the Greek the other third. The 
orcck Eifhop hath fevcral well built Churches in good repair, and many PrieJls 
to officiate in them. Molt of the Inhabitants of this ifland are GwfH, who live 
much at their care,a« civil,but very wicked and perfidious. Their Women go 
jna very ijgly drefs,fpeakvery ill,ajid cannot pronounce the letter ( L) They 
arcvcrychantablcandkindtoStrangcrs. ThePcoplcliveherecommodioufly 

enough. 
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enough , having atl things nGccHary for life i but they have no Phyliclvn?^ 
Chyrurgeons, nor any ot chat Profeflion. There are no Turks in tins [Hand, 
and it is governed by four Deputies of the Town. Haifa mlie from AA/ti,. 
is the Ille ^ed Chitmher Argtntara-i which hath a good Harbour, and a Village climk-, or 
containing about two hundred Souls, which was burnt by the Corfalrs in the ArgtitLir^.

The Iflcof Si/MsttovSifffkfi anciently is thirty fix miles Sn circuit, 

and has a Caftle upon a Hill, with double Walh^ inhabited by ihrrt thourand^^""* 

Souls^ and there arc no other Houles In all the luand, unlcfs it be fame Coun- 

trey*houfts of private Men: There is no water in this CalHe, what they have, 

is brought out of the Plain underneath it. The Harbour is not good for Barks, 

and therefore they have Ware^houics near the Ihore, where they put their Com* * 

modities, and then draw the Barks on Land. There is another good Harbour, 

bat it is hve mites from thence> This iQe belonged formerly to the Family of * ' 

Cv^aditiif as may be feen by an iDfcTipiion made in the Year 1450. upon'<j*Fdnitly 

Marble^Pillar at the entry into the Port. There is upon it a Latin Hi (hop, and 

a Creek Vicar ; but the Chapel of the Latin Biibop is little, and very poor; 

There is a Monaiiery of Greeks alfb, built apon a Hill. There is no place of 
Recreation in this lltand, nor any other Antiquity, but a great Cheiiof white 
Marble with Oxes Heads,Feltons,and Fruits upon it. This IQc produces not Pro- 
vilionsfor above two months in the year,and for the relt of the year,the Inhabi¬ 
tants provide themfclvcs elfcwhere, having little Baiks for that end, which 
they build upon the place. They fay, that they have a Mine of Lead, and a 
Gold Mine: They are very rogues, but their Women arc very honeit, and go 
with their faces covered. There arc no Trades there, but Weavers, Shoe¬ 
makers, Joyners, and the like. 

The Ifle of is thirty fix miles in circuit, andfo called from Tttfmu. 

which in the Creek fignifics Hot; becaufc of the Springs of hot water that arc 
in a Plain there near the &a, from which the fick and indifpofed receive much 
relief. The Town contains about three hundred Houfes, inhabited by about 
two thoufand Souls; there are fifteen Greek Churches in it, and a Greek 
Bifhop, who refides fix months of the year at Z/j, and the other fix at Tbfrmia, 

Heretofore there was a Latin Bilhop therCj but he having gone out of the Illand, 
j^haaiasi tifurped all, there being no Inventory nor other Writing to be 
found. There is nothing remarkable in it, but the afore-mentioEed Baths, 
though there be a Callie there, and a pretty big Village, called Mtf. This 
Ifland 1 $ almoft all a Plain, has few Trees, and yet it is ^uitbit and abundant in 
aD things. The Inhabitants arc honeit people, and trade in Stuffs, Tlircad, 
and other Commodities, ralfing thereby Money to pay their T ribute. Turkifb 
Money pafles not there, but only the Coyn of f'enkr., Jb as in Icvcral other fuch 
Iffcsjcxccpt Srjrd,where Turkifh Money goes.

The IIlc of Sejra^ which in the vulgar Greek fignifies Sjffnw'j, or Miftrefs, 
fo called, becaufc by its height it commands all the other Iflcs, hfuig almoft^In , 

the middle of them; It is thirty fix miles in circuit, a Hry SoyLS^cars few 
Trees, and neverthelefs abounds in all things, having plenty of Pruvifions, 

Flelh, Filh, and venifon. The Water they ufe, is brought from a Spring a 
little wide of the Town, and is very good. They have no Villages of any con- * * 

fcquence, only fbmefcattering Houlbs in the Countrey. The Inhabicans of 
this Iflc are much given to devotion, and chiefly the Women, who arp very 
hlly. There is much hatred and envy always among them, which arifes from 
the oppreffion they daily fufier from the Turks, and their common poverty. 

They are almoff all Latins, and have feveral Churches, the Cathedral flaBding 
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rtn the lop of the Town^ dedicated to St. Georj^t^ and reived by ftveial Prkfts^ 
who have a Latin Bilhop for their Superioui, that Uvea on ins Revenue and 
Tiihci: Bntthere arc fome of thefe Churchra in fo bad order, that they look 
mote iike Watc-haiires^ than Churches. The Cajmtim fin fpi&ht of the He ft* 
ticks and Schifmacicks bring many into the Church by their cojiflant Preaching. 
They Catechift there, and inftruft the young Children, who have a very 
quick wit, and are apt to learn. They often bear ConfcITions.and their Church 
which is dedicated to St. Jchti^ was boilt at the charge of the Pnblitk- There 
is another Church aUb, dedicated to the f^xr^rw, and ferved by the Religious 
of the Order of St. Deinimk SLv miles from the Town, there is a little Gar¬ 
den where there are fome Rocks of Orange*Trecs, and fome Springs, with a 
Chapel dedicated to the r/r/iff, and fome Hermite commonly lives there.

CHAP. LXX. 

Of the Ijles of Samos and Nicaria. 

A fter t had long w'aitcd for a Pafiage to an occcafion (at length) 

offered of a great bound for Hejftttf. Thcfc SaiijHa arc like great 

Barks, having a round hulk, and a very big and high Main-maft. They carry 
great Cargoes of Goods, bur tlicy lail not fait, nnlefs they be before the Wind, 
or rather they ikit no other wife, for they cannot go upon a Wind. The Greeks 
make ufi; of no other VefleJs for trading both in the Wliite and Black Seas, and 
that’s the rcafon there arc lb many of them; though the Chriflian Corfairs pick 
up icveral of them now and then. 1 fpake to the Maftcr of this Sdry«^, who 
was a ^jntx-jry^ and he promlfed to give me notice when the weather was fair 
to fet out; but that 1 might be the more at cafe, 1 hired the Pnrfers Cabin ia 
the top of the Poop, which w^as fo little, that when my Man and 1 turnM in, 
there was not half a foot of room to fparc, 1 then bellir’d ray fclf fpccdily to 
make niy proviffons,not forgetting ^c^pot for my ff:]f,and another for my Man. 
Cjpot. A Crffflf is a certain Field-garment, lined through with the fame 11 u(F it is made 

of, and fliapcdlikc aWaffcoat, reaching down to the knee.; there arefleeves 
for the arms, and a hood fallcncd to it for the head. Ail the Sea-men have 
Capots, and it feems to me to be fo necefikry an Implement,- not only for Sea¬ 
men, but for all that travel by Sea, that 1 cannot foe how in a long Voyage, 
one can be without it t Incafcof nccelTity, it will ferve for a Quilt and Co¬ 
verlet : With a Capot,you may lit down and lye where you pleafcjand without 
it you would pitch all your cloaths; rain or blow, you may walk abroad in 
the air with your Capot; and within a Cai>or, you ne^ neither fear wet nor 
cold I found fomuch good is this Garment, and have received fo many Ser¬ 
vices from it, that 1 thought I could not but here fay fomethiog in pratfeof it.

good Wine I theCountryfeems to be plaint enough, and upon the Port by 
the Sca-fide there is aCaftle, that makes a pretty good Ihew; The Town lies 
• A Tree of an backivards, abd feems to be no great matter; there h a Tree there of a vaft 
eitrtorJina* extent, and cafts a prodigious fhado w. It can eaflly cover Two thoufand Wen, 
ryesttiiL and the Branches of it arefnpported by feveral Stone and Wooden Pillars, 
there being under it feveral Barbeire Shops, Cofibe-Houfb, and ftcb like places, 
with many Benches to fit on. This Tree is like a Sycamore, but that it bean a 
fruit like aChefnut, and ferves for Tanning of Leather. There was in Anci- 
' tnc Times (fland, a famous Temple oi^tA^fruiafitit^ and it is alfo llluftri- 

for Jibing been the Native Country of the Prince of Phyli- 

tiatis aTid of AprlUt^ the Prince of Painters. The Knights of Mtltd held 
i ^ this Ifland, when they were Mailers of Fhodet^ and 1 was told, that there were 
Hill many of their Monuments there. Having taken In Water at Sf«jch;v, 
the fame day after Sun-fet, we fet Sail, with a North-wind that foon flackened. 
Next day being Tburfdoj, the Thirtieth of Nwfflfcer, betwixt Nine and Ten 
. a Clock in the Moming, he that look’d out, made a Sail coming towards us 
from Abifrj; we thought it might be aCorfar of AsWw, and Giortly after, 
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wc found we were not miftaken, and therefore we flood back again with a 
South-wefl Wind) which biew very frclb^ and came to an Anchor at Budroa^ ' 
for we would not put back again to StatKhhi becaufe VciTels arc not fecure there 
from the South-calt Wind. 

Badrett is a Cafllc on the Main Land > over agatnfl the ffle of Stavchia^ ladm, 
which is bn: Twelve Miles from it. There is a good Port there, fhut in on 
all hands, and the entry to it is by the South-weft, bat the Turks havefuf- 
fered it ( with the time ^ to be filled up with Dirt 9 fo that now there h no 
Water there for great Vcflcls. Next Morning, Ffid^y the Firft of Beaetni>ert 
we went a Shoar, and bought fomc frefh Provilions in theCaftle, 

There arc feven Gates to be palled, before one can enter into this place, , 
Over every Gate there arc fcveral Coats of Arms, which perhaps, arc the 
Arms of thofe who Commanded in thatplacc^ ivhiifl it belonged to the Knights 
of Riudtt^ for in ibme of them there are CrolTes of MJtit, and the Walls 
Covered all over with fuch, there being (as I take it^ above Three hundred • 
Elcutchcons, which appear to be newly made. Having palTed the lecond Gate, 
there is on the Right Hand a Statue or an Armed Man upon the Ground, but it 
wants the Head,at]d upon the Wall over it Ibmc Baft-Reliefs very well cut. Over 
the third Gate, in the in'lide, under fomc Coat of Arms is this Infcription, 

Frapttr fidfm CAiholictim tinemu team aud fomc more which 1 could not 

read : Then on the Right Hand, there is cut on a lovely Stone in the Wall, 
Sarrtbeurefi i 3 o> There are many other pieces in Baft'Rdief,aiid Coats of Arms 
in feverai places upon the Wall that Is beaten by the Sea ^ and among others, 
there is one bearing a Fortreft, and under it thefc wrords: F. Cetifiaatwi dtapt- 
rihi carditfidfbMi \ there arc aifo three Demy Lions iJTuanc out of the Walt, 
from the Head to half the Body, Betwixt the fonrth and fifth Gates on the 
Right Hand, there arc Bafs-RcHcfs of Men fighting, among which there is 
fomething written m Ft anCit^ but i could read nothing of it but ly io. 

Over the lixth Gate, on the out-Cde there arc three Efcatcheons, under which 
arc thefe words: Sdtv» tttj Damine cufitdt mi ai/T Dsmi- 

&dificavt7it (ivitaitTn frujlra vi^ihi tfni ittfiadit turn. Then you come to a 
platform, where there are fi.x Cannons that play towards the Sea, Over the 
feventh Gate alfo on the outlidc, there arc three Efeutefaeons, and over the 
lame Gate on the inJide, the fame three Efcutcheons, with two words written 
in <?Mj&jfJtCharaAers, which i could not read. Under this laftGate, which is 
of iron, there is a Court of Guard, of fifteen nr twenty Men. This is a good 
flrong Caflie, the Walts are very high, and built of a kind of Stone, that 
great Guos cannot hurt ic: It is beaten by the Sea on one fide, and there are 
Port-holes in the Wall along the Sea-fide, which being Mounted with Cannon 
could cadly hinder Ships from approaching it. [c is very ftrong ajfb towards . 
the Land, and all the Walls are fo found, that they feeui as if they had been 
but lately built- Horle cannot wrong it, for it ftands upon a Rock, in a rifiug 
place, where the I.,and is very narrow, being on two fides enconipaffcd by the 
Sea ^which ( as I faid } on one hand walhes the foot of the Cafllc, and is not 
half a Mile from the other fide. ThisCaftle, however, might callly betaken, 
by cutting oft* the Water that is brought to it by an AquoduA i for rhcugli 
there be Ciflcrns in tt, yet the Turks have fuflered them to be lb filled up with 
Earth, that cheyareurdefs. Among the Houfts that are feme what Ruinous, 
there arc a great many pieces of Pillars. There arc many Houfes alfo wiifiouc 
the Ca/Hc, but no body lives in them \ in the Evening all and even the Cattle, 
retire into the Cafllc. The Country about is very fruitful in Crapes, F(gs, 
and fuch like Fruit. This is all that 1 could obferve of this where i 

durft not eye any thing but in palling, for fear of being taken for LvSpie, for 
Svhen I flopt any where, the Turks took notice of me.

Our Deforture from Bodrou, and our 
’ Arrival at Rhodes- 

i 

W E Hay’dfomedaysatbecaufea ftrong South-wdt Wmd bJew 
ftilL with much Rain- SimtUf, the third of J>atmlnTt Jt began to blow a 
little from North-nonh-Wcft4)Ut it lattcd notj howerer we put out 
the fourth of Dfccfffbfr^ betwixt three snd four in the Afternoon^ with ^n ealic 
North-north* Weft Gale, which Med not tlirce Hours, but left us becalmed, 
until Tif/iinrthc fifth of JketffAtr^ that blowing pretty hard from South-caft, 
wc were forced to put back again. We came to an Anchor before Stand/Ut 
for the Wind was contrary for carrying ns to BpJrtM, We put out four An¬ 
chors, that we might ridcrecurc from that South-eift Wind, which ^de os 
dance bravely, but notwithHanding all our Anchors, wc ruHered by the 
Storm. For my part 1 ft rained my very Guts almoft out with Vomit bg and 
Reaching, and when that was over, ihad fuch violent pa ins in my Side, that [ 
thought they would have killed me j and then notwithftanding my pain, I 
could not forbear to blame a little thofe, who out of a dcGrcof Travelling 
forfake their cafe, and die of the Icaft Indifpofition they fall into, for want of 
help, A Turk taking pitty of me, gave me Opium to eat -, not knowing what 
it was, 1 Jwatlowed it down, but when he would have had me take another 
Dofe, I asked him what it was, and he made anfwer^ Eat it, it is good for 
you, it is Opium. Then I told him that he had Poyfoned me, and ftratning a 
little, I Vomited again. Since 1 was not the only hek perfon aboard, and that 
all bad trouble enough, the Wind blowing very hard, and Raining whole 
Nights, wc fcveral times weighed Anchor, and did what we could to get to 
Juiriiju, but all in vain, for the South*eaft Wind ftiil hindred us. At length, 
onS'(rJ«r<^ichemnthof DectmAtr, the Wind changed, and after Noon wchad 
a breeze from North, but we did not offer to fet Sa^ before next day, that 
wc might fee if it was like to continue. Neict day being SutaLn^ the tenth of 
Piceif-^r^ it blowing frefher from North, we fet Sail about Eleven a Clock in 
the Forenoon; but that Wind lafted not long, for about Two in the After¬ 
noon, it began to calm, and atNighcchoptabiiut to the Smith; but k did not 
blow hard, and tlicrefdre wc ftUl kept under Sail. About Ten a Clock at 
Night we run aRifque, which we had not forefeen' For we being above thirty 
S.iiiyariin company, and the Night very dark,abQut ten of the Clock,a Saiqueiart 
foul of us, and entangled his Fore-malt with our Malu-malt; the Bounce made 
fo great a nolfe, that we all thought our felves loft; and every one running out 
to fee what the matter was, fome of our Men took a good Rope and lafficd the 
Fore-malt of that Suique to ours, whllft four or five w'ent down with a Lant- 
hor^ to the Pomp, to fee if our Suiqi^ had fprung a Leak, or fvffered damage 
in the Hold, the reft Haying above-decks to take heed, that the Sea-men of 
the other did not c^loofe the Rope and get dear of us; but the poor 
Creatures f who were all wetefoitunned at the fault they hadcom> 

mitted, thrftfit one of them appeared. At firft when this happened, our 
Cuptain w^sfoenraged, that he was about to Leap into the other with 
Sword in Hand, and kill all he met; but being quickly better advifed, he and 
, all the reft rcfolvcd, that if our was in danger of Siukbg, to Leap into 
theirs, and throwing them all into the Sea, tomakethemielvcsMaftcrs of her, 
therefore it was that they held her La (bed to ours. At length (God bcpral- 
fed) we found that our S^ique had received no damage, but only a JiteJe of 
her Side broken. Had it blown a little frciher, or had they Hruck but aliaods 
breadth tower, our Suique had gone to the bottom. Wc let them go then, 

without 
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without doing them any hott, though there were fomc on board of us,who gave 

advice tofirc a Broad'fide into her and fink her. ... 

In the mean time, the Came South-Wind [till continuing, wc kept beating 
to and again till the elventh of J3teembtr^ when two Hours befew 

Nieht, we manned our Boat to cow us into a narrow palFsge, which h betwixt 
thclflcof by the Turks called and another inhabited Ifland; 

we came to an Anchor there about Sun-feittng, This is a very narrow place, 
and Dretiy fccutc from Winds; when you are pafTcd the ftreighi, there is a 
Village uMn the Sca-fide, where none but ffKftf live, who Tradje up and down 
in by the Turks called Snnbikis, which were firft invented and made in Sioiiiiit, 

this Ifland. Thcfe Vcflels area kind of Galiotts, which we ftiall Treat of in 
another place, Wc ftayed there all that Night, and next day, feeing^ 
the twelfth of VfeemherWtdnefd^iy the thirteenth of Dteembtr^ at break of 
day a gentle Gale blowing ftill from the South, our CAiqu€ towed us out of tijp 
Strc’ight, and then wc fpread Sail, Becwi.xt Nine and l eu a Clock, the Wind * 
turned about to Nortb-north-Wefl, with which wc mods To good way, that 
about Three a Clock in the Afternoon we arrived ziRhdsfj an hundred Miles 
from StiBichif. We hy thirteen days in the Harbour of Ithadej, during which 
time, I contidered that place as much as I could, not daring, however, to 
€Yc any thing too attentivelyfor fo Toon as I ftopt, the Turks obferved me, 
and aCbicf Gentleman with whom I was, logged me at the feme time, to di¬ 
vert me from my Curiollty, which might prove hurtful, clpcdally at that 
time, when in all the Ifles of Turkie, they apprehended a defeent from the 
yirtciian^*

at the Town. Thisisa very fruitful Ifland, and hath fevcral Villages well In¬ 
habited, befides a fmall City, which is very llrong: The Ifland hath had libe¬ 
ral Maflers, for the Sgr^entt took it from the Cruhy under theCondu^ of 
; then it returned to the Chriflians, and afterwards to the Saractnej^ 
from whom it was taken on the day of the ACTumption of our Lady, in

Bat filing that by no means they would fubmit, he refolved to take the place «

by Ss- peared before XJitdn : At that time there were bet Five thoufard iighting Mep 
■ jjjwja I. fihdtfy of whom Six hundred wore the Habit, but they were all Men of 

FjfflfVfx, Great Qoutage, tinder the Command of a valiant Mafter, who was Fhiit^ deFiffitn 
Mifter, fi^c a Frepeh-tnan. The Turks Fleet confifted of about Four hundred 
Sail great and fmall, having Two hundred thoufand Men on board, Three- 
ftore thoufand of them befttg Pioneers, and the Gntnd in Perfon, who 
much raiftd their Courage, not only by his Promifts, but Threarnings j and 
bcfidcs that, daily fuccourscamc to them from .rfurfre/u, which is eJofe by. This 
Siege is at length deferibed in the Hilfory of the Knights of St, to which 
I refer the Reader, both tt and that of Adatta, deferving very well to be read 
*■ vvhich'alTuredly are two of the mofl memorable Sieges that any Hiftory men¬ 
tions, in regard of the many brave Aftions pcrfomied by the Knights. The 
Turks Attacked the place with great fury, and the Knights molt valiantly IDc- 
fended it ^ fo that the C,>rf^^^^ 5 l|ff/»‘de^pairtng of taking it, was about to pack 
H up and be gpne, and his Array already began 10 dillodge. Wbea ji^rra 
a Pnf, raly a Portuguefc, Prior of Cj/i/r, and Chance I lour of the Order, being 
tupefc Trai- vexed that he was rot chofen Great Maher at the Jail Eleftion, and thereupon 
bearing a great fpight to his Order, gave him notice by a Uetcer, which beine 
fallned to an Arrow he (hot into his Camp 5 That the Befiegcd were quite fpent 
and informed him of a weak place in the Town, whereat he ought to give 
thcAflault, promifing him an ealle Coi^uelf of the place, if he had but pati¬ 
ence to abide fome days longer before it. The Si£mor having followed 
this Coups fcl, the Town was taken by CompoEtion, for the Knights were redu¬ 
ced to that pafs, that tJiey were notable to hold out any tonger. And indeed 
_ the Great Mailer received a great deal of Honour by this Siege, having been 
prailed by the Crmd Simmer himtclf, who both honoured and pittied him 
oficrirTg him every thing tisat he flood in need of, This place was fiiTrendrecJ 
to the Turks about the end of the Year 1522. after it had been kept by the 
Knights, forthefpaceofT wohundred and foraeoddYears. 

The Town hath two Harbours, the one which is the great Port, being 
Square and fpacious enough; but it is not very fafe when It blows from Ealh 
North call, or South-eall; and we found it bad.enough for two days time that 
a Nonh-Wmd blew. When the Knights were in poflcfTion of that I fie, they 
ucugned to nave made another in the corner near the Town* bv the CalHc 
hx.AHgthy and this would have proved a fafe Port from all Winds, but thev 
loft the place before ihey could put iheir defign in executioD* On thedahr- 
hand of the entry into the Port, there is a new Tower built by the Turks, in 
place of the old one, which was called the Tower of Sc. it is fquare 

has 3 pretty Dungeon or Plat* form in the upper part of it, and a Sentry^iace 
aCMch Adglei This Tower is well furnilhed with Cannon, it hath aBaflion 
attpynmg to it behind, and a Courtine that reaches to the WalJs of the Town 
and makes one of the Edes of the Port: Over againft this Tower, on the 
other hde oT the Port, there is an old Caftle, which ( when the Knights were 
Mailers thcrej was called the Gallic of St, but it is fbmewliat Rui 

nous. The Caflle and Tower, which are above fifty Fathom diftant, are built 
UTOn the two places where flood the Feet of that great of Br^ 

of the Seven Wonders of the Worlds betwixt the Lew of whirh ^ 

^ffed under Sail. This CoUjfnt which reprefented the Sun, was caft

tain many Galleys, but the Mouth of it isfo narrovr, that one Gp.lley only can 
enter at a time j it looks to the Eaft North-eaft. It's every Night Ihut with 
a Chain, that is faltned to a little Tower, at the farther end of a Mole which 
runs out Five and twenty or thirty Paces into the Sea, over agalnft the Cajftte 
the other end of the Chain is made fait to a piece of Rock on the 
Shoar, feven or eight Paces from the Caftlc St. £rm. This Mole 1 have been 
fpcaking of, hath another little Tower on the end of it towards the Land, 
and hard by about fifty Paces turther up on Land 5 there is a Kurying-place, and 
in it fifteen or twenty Domes cf Free-ltone well built, molt of them fun ported * 
by four Arches; and the fe are the Sepulchres of the Btyj, and other Per Jons of 
Quality in Rhtdt/, who have been killed in the Wars, There is a r/or • ' 

place on the fide of the Galleys Port, with fome Trees and a Fountain in*if, • 
and at the end of that place near the bottom of the Port, is the Wrjtwrf/, 
where the Galleys and Saf^ms arc built, The Town (as 1 faid ) is fmall, but 
very Itrong; towards the Port it hath high and Itrong Walls, well planted 
with Faulcons on the top, and below there are Port-holes for great Cannon. 

There is befidcs over againft the Baflion, that is betwixt the two Ports, a 
good Tower with 3 Ditch, which hath three great pieces of Cannon mounted 
aloft, that hinder any VelTels from coming near the Port. In the middle of 
the Frontifpieceof this Tower, there is a little Statue of St. ftri-/, with his Tii« smne 
Sword, as the Infcnption by his Head fliews; underneath this Statue is the^^f 
Witrc with thetwoKf^ys, which arc th& Arms of the Church, then ondcrneaih^^^^* 
that there are three Efcutcheons, one of a plain Crofs, another of a Crofs An- 
chred, and a third in the middle, bearing 3 Tree, which I know not j It is 
as ftrong on the Land-lide, but ftrangers have Icfs liberty to view it on that 
fide, becaufe they have lefs to do there. This Town hath three Gates, one 
towards the Sea where Corn is fold, and two on the Land-lide, through one of 
whi^ I paired, and it looks towards the Den of the Dragon which ws Hairi by 
the Knight as may be feen in cheHiftory of the Knights of * 

St. John ; the Head of the Dragon was heretofore upon that Gate, but Ibme 
Years fince, the Turks removed it to the Water-gate. On this fide it was alfo 
that the Tray tor fhotfecreily from the Houfe of the Great 

Malt^ that looks that way, a Letter faftned to an Arrow into the Camp of 
Turks, wherein he gave the Turks notice, that they could not take the 
Town but on that fide, by filling up the Ditches with the Earth of a Hill that 
was clofeby; which they did, and fotook Hhdcf, from the fame-place the 
Tray tor continued to acquaint the Si^nitr with the relblutions of the 
Council. Near to this Gate within the Town, are the Pits where the Knielits 
put them Corn, fuch as they have at prefent InA/j/M, for the fame ufe. As 
you enter the Town by the Water-gate, you go firlf through a little Gate, 
over which arc two Efcutcheons of twoCrofles, the one plain and the other 
Anchred j then to the Left hand you enter by a great Gait-, over which is the

Faulcons, The Streets of the Town are pretty broad, all Paved with • 
little Stones, and for the moflpart covered with Pent-houfes, which the Turks 
have made i thefe Pent-houfes jet out fo far into the Street, that thev almoft 
touch one another in the middle of it; There arc feveral fair,Buildings in it* 

■ but 
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but all built in time of tbe Knights. Church is ftill to be Teen there, 

but it h at prefent a Mofque. There h a little Nich over the great Gate of it, 
that hath a round cover, and upon that cover, the Figures of our Saviour, the 
BkUed Virgin, and St. 7 cft« holding the Crofs, arc cut in basreJjef, The 
Gate is of Wood, pretty well carv’d i and on the left hand as yoa come 
out of the Church, fitito which no Chriftian is now fuffered to tntcr) is the 
ftrect of the Knights, where all of them C 1 believe) lodged y for there are 
fevcral Coats of Arms upon the hoofesof that Ilrect, out of which there is ftill 
a gate to go into St. This is a long freight ftreet, and mounts 

upwards j it is paved with fmall Stones, and in the midclk of the ftreet there 
is a line of white Marble a foot broad, which reaches from one end to the other y 
at the upper end of it, is the Palace of the great Mafter, but no body now lives 
in it- None but Turks and Jews live in the City of Rlmdej ; for Chriftiansare 
nit fnffered to be there, though they keep Shops in the Town, but at night 
they ffluft retire to the Villages in theCoujitrey about, bring only allowed to 
come to Town in the day-time.

frtm T 71 fE flay’d at Hhodit till having all the while very bad weather, 

VV great Rains, and much Thunder. At length on Cbrijfni 4 i~ 

day, the five and twfentierh of Dtctmbtrj the wind turned North-weft *, but 
bccaufc it was (till dole and cloudy weather, our Captain would not put out 
that day, ihough a great many Sai^itet fet fail- On St.5rrflr;»'s-d3y, bring 
Tuffdtty the fix and twentieth of Dfcrntfr/it cl earing a little up, and the North- 
weft-wind continuing,) wefet out from after twelve a clock, making fail

The Cnuti* of Ctrfiirj. After Sun-fet we Iprcad our Main-fail, and in a fhort time, Jefc 
trey JLfgdo^ the Coujiirey ofCharei^ who made the Celtjfm of kkedtj^ a ft cm of us ; 

it is a little Rock ac a point of the Ifle RiiseUt^ threclcore miles from the 
SsBfua. Town. There is a fmall Town on it, with a very good Forr. When it was 
two or three hours iu the night, we came over agaiuft the Iflc of 
Gu1for£tf».r. fifty miles from which we left totheftar-board ; then we entered into 

the Gulf ofSat*U*^ where for two or three hours time, v.e had a rowltng Sea, 
bccaufc the Current of that Gulf, makes an Eddy with the Cnrrcnts of the 
Gulf of Pfwcf, and other places to the Weftward, which is the caufc that the 
Sea is a little rough there ; This PafTage was heretofore fo dangerous, that 
, many Vcflclswcrc caft away in it \ but the Sea-men fay, that St- retur¬ 

ning from Jerufutm'y threw one of the Nails of our Saviour's Crofs into it, and 
that fincethe danger has been lefs. After that^abputmid-nlght^t began to blo w 
fo rrefhfrpm North-north-weft,that we reckoned our tunning to be ten milcsan 
tiour,though we carried only our Main-fail, that we might not leave a Gaiiidn or 
Tutkilh Ship, that was our Confort, and was a great way a ftern of us. she 
* came wit h \if from C itv, and w as al fo bound for j^lexardria, Thatwindlaftcd 

all Wtibtcfday^ the fcven and twentieth of necemlftr^ 
day, and at night it flackcncd a little, and then changed to the Norih-c^, 
f , but focalic agale, that we got a head but little or nothing during the who'le 
night, and all next day, which was St. AuKoccBiVday, the twenty eighth of 
Dicembtr, That day towards the evening, the wind blew a little frethcr, buE 
ftiortly after was calmed by a thowerof Rain; About midnight it blew agsin 
• fo hard, that FrriLiy the nine and twentieth ofDtm/ibtr^ by breakof day we 
made the Land and the wind chopping about to Weft-north-weft, 

we flood away towards Boakity^ five hundred miles diftant from khdeiy but 
tlu: wind caft fo far to the lee-ward, that fbortly after we found ourfcJves 
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below AUx0tdri4, where we endeavoured to put in, and again all Arnv^nc^^ 

dav lone; but in the evening we were fain to come to an anchor five or fix , 

miles ftiw-c of the Town. We iiay’d ftill there all SiiHd>ty the one and twentieth 
o{ Dtcettditr, and then in the night-time the wind turning North, blew fo hard, 

that our VcOel was very much tolTed, . . , 

Mtnddy, the firlt day of the Year rSS7* the wind abating a little about 
eleven a clock, we weighed, Handing in to wards the Harbour of the Galleys, 
where half an hour after we came to an anchor. There we were informed, 
that a great Gallioa wascaft away in the Port of Atexandrin, which belonged to 
two Tur kith Merchants, and had a great deal of Goods on board, to wit, Flax, 

Coffee and Sugar, tothe valueof a hundred and fifty Thoufand Pufirfr. Not 
. but that the Port is good enough; !?uc they faid, that there was negligence m . 

the cafe; and that the Cables were old, and not look’d to for eleven moaihs 
that the Gallion was in the Port, To that they were rotten in the_ water. This

perceiving, fired two Guns for affiHance t but no help being given them, about

The End of the Firji BooJ^ 
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Of Alexandria. 


I N the former Book, I gave ao Account of oor'arrival at after 

a tedious Voyage, which is commoniy pcrforined from Cbi# in l^ca or 
eight days time. And now being in I flayed fomc days for 

fair weather, that 1 might go with the S4iyiK to Rtffftm i but perceiving 
that the wind changed not, and that probably it might be a months lime betore 
the S4;W could get to I brought my things a^ftiore, and rcfolvcd to 

so thither by Land- Before my departure, I fa w all that is worth the feeing 
jn AltxMdrij, This Town, called by the Turks Stwtefcri4, heretofore 
lovely, rich and famous a place, is at piefenc fo mined, that it is no mote the sitnJerU^ 
fame; there is nothing to be feen in it but mined Houfts call one upon ano- ^ 

ther, and the heaps of Rubbilhand Stones which are on ail hands, are higher 
than the Houfcs. The Frenth are lodged there in a F^dicky which isa great 
Houfe like a //.w. There are other Fmdick! alfo for ihefn^hjti, Dutch, i^tu- 
tiaai, and others, and they pay no Honfe-renti on the contrary, the wn- 
fuls receive Money from the Grand S/gniffr yearly, to keep them in neccUary 
repair. Thcfe Fandic^ arc every evening fliut up, and the Keys of them carried , 

to the jiga of the Caftlc, who takes care to fend them back every next morning. 

They are alio (hut, aud io is the Water-gate, every Friiify, during the Noon- 
Prayer, as the Calllc-gatc is at Cairt, and alfo, in all places of the Turkim ^ 
Empire, where there are becaufc (they fay ) they have a Prophelio

and other Antiquities. 

I Said bofbre that jilexani^U is n> ruiDed, that many Strangers ask where 

it is when they are in the middle of it« yet there arc fuch fair remains * 
to befoaiul among the Ruines, as ealiJy Ihew that this hach been a moft rich 
and fiately Town. One of the finefi things that are to be feen there, are the Fjr.fl An^joul- ■ 
Walls, which fthough rtiined) are HUlfo magniScent, that one mull neltfc 
confels they have bee/i matchlefs; nay a good pan of them arc fill I entire; 
and they mult needs have been Jlrong Built to Jail So long. Theic Walls 
haee fallc Brayes, and arc flanked with great fqtiare Towers, about two hun- "The walls cf 
dred paces dillant from one another; and there is a little one betwixt every 
two of them i they are fo neatly contrived, that there areftateiy Cafemates 
underneath, which may fen e for Oallery’s and Walks. 1 had a very carnelt 
delire to go into one of tbefe Towers, that I might obferve all the beauty Maguificene 
of them, but as yet Idurfl not for fear of an ^vatneov Fine; but facing 
day with another French msti in the old Cuftome-houfc, which is only an 
place, without any Building, and huding a Turh there who feemed to be good 
natured, we prayed him to lead us into the Towers of the old Walls, near 
colhat place, which he very willingiy condefeended to doj wc went into 
two.of cheie Towers then, which arc all alike; in each Tiowef fallow, there 
Is a large fquarc Hall, the Vault whereof is fupported by great Pillars of 
Stone; there arc a great many Chamli^rsabove, and over alia large 
platfomt above twenty Paces fquare; in Ihort, all thefe Towers were fo many 
Palaces able to contain two hundred men a piece .■ The Walls arefiveral foot 
tJiick, and every where Port-holes in them: in everyone of tbcTcTowers 
there are fevera! Ciflerns, fo that each of them required an Army to take 
them- All the ancient Town was encompafled with theft lovely Walls, every 
way fcnilied by loch Towers j of which moll part are ruined at preftnt; 
though thofe wc went into were pretty entire: there is danger in going to 
lee them, for the Turks finding Franks there, take oc^on to amerce them, 
lading they arc Spies, orfomefuch thing, ^hen nothing but Money can 
bring them off; lo that they pay dear enough for their Guriofitie. When I 
went thither, there was a French man with me, who was fo apprchcnlTvc of 
being fur priced, that he had nottheftaft fatisfaftioti, though he had lived ft* 
veral years in that Country ^ but wc had a iiitlc the more confidence tliat wc 
had a Turk with us. Next to the Walls, the fineft piece of antiquity that 
hath wiciifbood the rage of time, is the pillar of Pswiffy, about two hundred PJ'.

fotbat the Engravers of thofe times, rnuft have been excellent Artifts j nay, 
it feems to me a doubt whether they might not have had the art of cafting, 
or at Uaft foftning the Stones, for fomc of them are fo btek, that one has 
much adoc to finger them; and neverthelefs they are Engraved to perfedtion.

Reffmo^ aticieutly called Cmtpiy lyes upon a branch of tlic iW/r, whkh 
falls into the Sea live miles below the Town, next to Cj*f« j k is reckoned 
the lieateft Town of ^ not only becaule of the lovely Piazza’s but 
alfo the many fair Hans it contains, and yet they daily build new ones there i 

for indeed it is a Town of great Tralick, and very pleafant, as be¬ 

ing all encompafied with lovely Gardens. The Houles of Roffetre arc all 
high and well Built •, it is good living there,as in all other places of 
where Victuals arc very cheap, and wild-fowl cTpcdally, Water-fowl very 
plentiful, which they catch levcral waysj but the Town hath this Inconve¬ 
nience, chat in the Months of July and Augufi, they drink no other water, 
hut what they have gathered before into fair Cifterns, Leaded and made 
for that ptirpofe-, becaufe (during that time) the Sea flows fo high, that it 
mingles with the water of the M/c, and renders it Brackifti. The branch 
of the JV/7^ that runs by this Town makes a Pott for Saiques, but great 
Ships cannot come up to it: this port is always full of Saiques, which come 
from the Afcbt^tlage to Trade in t>£gyft. The Town is very carefully keot 
by the Sous-Balha, from all Diforders that might happen ; but befitlcs that 
Guatd, there are threefcore Men that in the Night-time march up and down 
to catch Robbers, who arc ji'-*ijof thcDcfarts: Thcfc Viliams ftriothem-

I waited for the hrfl opportunity, that 1 might go in company with fcveral 
Barks, which is the way to be fafe from the Pirafes of the M/r, and having 

hired ■ 
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hired a little Boat only for myrdf and ray Servant,that I might be at raorccafe. 

I parted from Rfjfats the nineteenth of JfVttt.try^ about Noon, rivefc 

Barks ate Caiques, or ordinary Boats, and I had a Tilt or Covering made of 
Matts in the Stern, to keep me from the San and the Dew, which on the 
NiU is very cold and piercing t it was very bad weather that day, how¬ 
ever we went on, and iVedntfduy the twenty fourth of January, palled the 
place where the Chanel divides it felf into two Branches, of which one goes 
10 Rtfttti. and the other to Damitsit. Thcfaincday in the Evening wc came 
to which is the Portof Cairti though it be half a League from it. 

£9nlitf: is a pretty big long and narrow Town, built upon the fide of the NtU, 
and has man? Gardens aud country Houfes about it. At BohIm wc paid a 
Fiaffre a piece to fome Jem h it being the cultome that every Frank the firll 
time he comes to Cairt, pays a Piafire at In my Voyage from 

to I obferved that all the land upon the Nile fides.is excellently good j 

and really, may he faid to be an Earthly Paradife, bac Inhabited by* 

Ekvils; not only becaufe the Inhabitants arc Tawny, but alfo very Vicious, 
great Robbers cfpecially, and fuch as wjil kill a Mm for a penny ^ and indeed, 
they are very Poor j therefore when one goes by Water upon the Nile, 
he had need keep a good Guard againib the Corfairs, During our Voyage in 
the night-time wc lighted fevcral Matches which we faftened round about 
our Bark on the out fidc; and the Arabt feeing thefe Matches, eafily take 
them for fo many Mufquets, which they arc deadly afraid of, as not know¬ 
ing the ufe of them; befidcs tliat, we had Fire-Arms, which wc now 
and then Difchargtd, as well by night, as by day, that they might hear 
them: but notwit hftanding all that, a Bark of Robbers came one night up 
with our Caiques, which one having difeovered, he allarmed the red, then all 
cried to them to keep off, thereupon they made anfwer in T^kifh that we need 
not be afraid, for tncy were Friends, and would go in oimpany with us; 
but when wc called to them again, that if they did not Hand off, we would 
Fire at them, they went their way. Ac BbhIm wetook Afies tocarry us co C^ire, 
half a League diftantfrora thence; Uy Lord fiemrif dt Btrnandf the French 
Conful did me the favour to Iddge me at bis Houfe, Tlic French Conful, 
(asthofc of other Nations) relides at Caire^ becaufe the Eafha lives there, 
fo the Affairs of the Nation arc the more conveniently managed: he hath 
two Vice-Confuls under him, whom he appoints as he thinks good, one at 
Rcfma, another at jt/txatuiria i and rometimes one at who depend 

upon non^ btit him. 


. CHAP. IV. 

• Of Caire. 

T Hcrc arc fo many things to be fecn at Caire, that a very large Book 
might be GlVd with the Relation of them 5 and feeing I made a confide- 
rable ftay there, and faw a good many of them, I fhab hercdefcnbcihcm b 
order, according to the ftveral times 1 faw them in, 

C.iirr, the Capital and Metropolitan City of ij^gyft, before it fell under t<ie Ctha^ 
Turkifh Dominion, w as in the later times Governed by S«/ww, or Kings, who 
were taken from among Maatatulifj. Theft were all Cirea^^a 

Slaves, bought of Merchants, w'ho came and fold them to the Sntftn of 
who prcleutly made them renounce the Chriftian Religion i then committed . * 

them to the care of Mailers of Exercifc, by whom they were taught to bend 
the Bow, Ihoot exaft, give a true thrult with a Launce, make ufc of Sword and 
Buckler, fit a Horfewcll, (for they were all Horfe-men) and skilfully manage 
him.

which feth it from B^ulaCt above half a league from the City, and yet that is 
thcnearclt place; Hence it is that fo much bad water is drank at C^re^ bccanle 
thole whogoto bring it on their Came Is, that they make the more returns, 
Sifjucj, take it out of the Bir^nts or ftinldng Pooles, that arc nearer than the River, 
and for all that, fell it very dear. They would befidcs have the advantage of 
the Wind, which blows on all hands along the River, fo that the heat would 
noebefo prejudkial; nay more, it would be a great help to Trade, in that 
it would cafe them of the labour and charges of loading their Goods on Camels, 
to carry them from the City to the Port, or from chePorttotheCity; And 
lOgfipiit. indcetl,rbe Aniients chofe a very good Situation for Mofiphiif on the otiier fide 
of the River j and Old Cairr bath fioce beenfanilc oppoiite to alfo.

C<«rf is a very great City, fullof Rabble 4 it lies in form of a Creftent, but 
is narrow, andthey arc in the wrong, whoperfwade themfelves that tT^rcis 
bigger than Parh I once went round the City and Cattle, with tw o or ^rec 
other French men s we were mounted on Afles, not daring to go on foot, for 
fear of fomc bad iifagc ; but Vc went at a foot pace, and as near as we coujd, 
Theciromt- jjjj than a man might walk, and we were two hours and a quarter in 
making that round, which is {bmcwhat more than three, but not four French 
miny Icagtjes Leagues. 1 walked once on foot alfo the whole length of the from end to 

end, which is exactly the length of the City of c^irty for it Is a Street that 
goes through the middle of it, from one end to another. I ict out early in the 
morning with a jMijutry, that 1 might not be by any liindrcd inmydefign, 
orabufctl^ and being come to the end, about Si. MichutPty 1 alighted, and 
having fet two Watches which 1 had in my pocket at the fame hohr, 1 began to 
walk pretty feft; when I came tothc other end of Khalijy I found that wc had 
been alraoftihree quarters of an hour in going the length ofit ^and 1 could un¬ 
dertake to perform Itve^ well in halfan hour, if! had noton Turkiih Shoes, 
as I had at that lime, which was a great hindrance to me, (or at every turnifty 
Paboutches dipt olFiny feet 1 and bcfidcs I was in my Vett,thac like wile retarded 
my going. I reckoned alfo all the fteps I made, putting at each hundred paces, 
^ a bean in my pocket, srd at the end 1 found one and fifty beans in my pocket, 

* w hich a re five thoulan done hundred of my paces, about two foot and a half 
each pace. It is to be minded alfo, that within the Precinfts of it, there ate 
fevqral places not inhabited, as fcveral Birqatf^ about which there are goodly

out of doors, but only to the Bath, and yet the Itreeis are always full of people, * 

and when a Plague fweeps away two hundred thoufand Souls in it is not | 
perceived. Several have written that Catrf has no Walls, and that, perhaps, r 
has made them confound CdTre with BtnLic and Old CrfjVr, but they have j;oc 
look'd well about them, forC.iMVe is cncompafled round with very fair and thieJe • 
Walls ^ they arc built of good Stone, w hich is fltil fo white, that one would 
fay they were newly built, ifk were not to be known by the great cracks which 
arc in many p]accs,that they arc very ancient. Thcfe Walls have very handfomc 
Battletnents, and at liTsthan an hundred pacesintervaj, lovely Towers, able 
to contain many People I they have been built very high, butarcat prefent all 
coveted withRuincs, which are fo high, that I have pafs’d over foroe places 
where they wholly hide the Walls, and are much above them ^ and io thole 
places one would think there were no Wall, if (where theRuincs are lower) 
it were not to be Iben carried on as the reft is: And though ic would be very 
ealic to dear the Rubbtlb,' and by repairing what is wanting, make the Walls 
appear beautiful and high, yet the Turks make no Reparations, butfuffer all to 
run to decay. And fo have they fuffered a lat^e and the lovcliclf part of the 
Caftle to fall to ruine, through their negleft tn repairlcg it near to the fatd 
Walts. In many places there arc great Church-yards, full of Sepulchres, ador¬ 
ned with fair Stones, that yield a plcafint Prolpeft, and would fu/licc for 
building of a Town. All agree, that there are three and twenty thoufand 23000 Fre- 
Precinfts in Cnin, and as many Mofques, in every Prectnft there being one cinfls, itiiaa 
Mofque at lcallr,and fomc having more. A Prccinft is a Quarter, and in fomc ^^r M^iuet 
otthem there are foveral Streets r Each Precinft is watched by two Men, who 
arc chained together by one Chain, that they may not foparatc: Thcfe Men diainnl tcigc' 
V'oluntarily undertake the ofUcc, forchcprofic they make of certain Dues, andtiicr, watdi 
the Officers of the SoifBapiit keep the Keys of the Padlocks that lock up their <^enrQuar-

and few' people go in it too; there is not a fair ilreet in all Caire^ but a great 
many little ones chat go turning and w inding \ which Ihews, that all the Houfos 
of Cdire have been built without any defign of making a City,every one pitching 
upon the ground he IlkM belt to build upon, withoutconfidcring if the Houfes 
ftopt a llrcet or not. As for the Mofques, I atn apt to believe there arc three tIic numbet 
and twenty thourand ; but of that number, a good many arc but Holes or liitlcof in 
Chappels, not ten paces Ejuave: Not but that there areatfo icvcral fair large 
Mofques, moft magnificent Buildings, adorned with iovely Frontifpieces and 
Gates, with very high Minatets; and the grcatell of all is ]^ejniet^j 4 z.e!

The Houfes of Cttin are fevera! ftorics high, with flat and Tcrrralfc roofs, #s all ^

midcs of be Teen near to Cttirt^ doubtlcfi they deferve very well to be feeq* JTnee they 

have merited a place among the Wonders of the World. But there are ibme 
things to be taken notice o^ in this linic Progrefs from C*ire to the Pyramides, 
and (if Imiftakenot) I have obferved them here ej^flly enough. Having 
defigned to go fcethe Pyramides, the Evening before, I hired Alles and Metrs, 
that I might let out next Morning bc-tiracs i thefc Beafts arc much ufed in 
and carry one convcoicntly enough atari ealie Trot, and fometimesa 
goodCaUop too. There arc of them to be hired in the Corners of moft of 
the Quarters of Coirr, and are ready Sadled, fo that there needs no more but 
to get up. The Fr*rflJ:i/put little Carpets over the Sadies, made for the pnr* 
pofe, and Stirrups for greater Convenience: If you will, the Mstr that Jetts 
the Afs will follow, to drive him on, and be careful to cry (Ttiki ketai.} And 1 
found it neceilary for a frjiri, to take one with him, paying as much for the 
yt/wras forthe Afst however no Body is obliged to take a ArfW unieis they 
plcafe, yet in this Progrefs they are ab&lutely neceffary, for clearing the 
Entry of the Pyramides, as [ IbalJ fay hereafter. 1 hired Msen and A 0 ^s, not 
only to Ride on, hut alfo to carry our Provitions, for one mull Dine there. 
And feeing I had adefign to go from thence to fee the Mummitiy \ provided fbr 
two or three days \ there is nothing to be found in thofe pans, but what Men 
carry along with them, and 1 acquainted a Jams.!tTy of the Confuls, to be ready 
with hisMulquet to go along wich me. Next day taking our FowliQg'Piec^ 
with us, both to fhoot by the Way, and to defend us againll the Arabs, We 
fet out fay break of Day with o<it Janizjry^ armed with Sword and Mufquet, 
and took our way by old Cittrt, about half a Frcncli League from Cvwrr, where 
being come, we crofled the Water over againft the Pyramides. On the other

When you come to that Pyramide, you tnuft Jay alTdc what 
heavy things you have about yoii» and prepare to mount up to the top, wliilft 
your Miferf arc clearing the paflage to go in j for the Wind drives aluTiys a 
great deal of Sand into it, which flops the pafTage to the bottom, and the 
caft out that Sand. Bcfidcs, if one fliould go in before he went up to 
the top, be would be fo weary when he came out, that lie would never rclblve 
to go up j and then, it is belt going up before the Sun be high. It is fit you 
fliould have a Guide to go before you when you afeend, 1 mean, Jbme fVM, 
who hath been already there for if you do not take the right Way, you'll 
foon come to fuch places, where you cau neither go up nor down, without 
danger of tumbling headlong. The eaficfl place to go up at, is the Aoglc 
that looks betwixt Eafl and North. This Pyramide has Two hundred and 
eight great Stonc-fteps, the chicknelsof a Stone making a flepof about Two tfcePviLiji 
Foot and a half high one with another, for feme of them are thicker, ifnil ‘ ^ 
above Three Foot high, as I meafured them; this number of fleps has been 
obferved by feveral, though Ibme reckon fewer, and others more. Nay, a 
Man coming agatu a fleond time, flialJ not find the fame number that he had at 
firfl, if hewgiti nottoalcend at the fa me place; becaufc betwixt the Corners 
towards the middle of the Front, there js a little Hill of Sand driven there by 
the Wind, that covers feveral fteps, which they that go up at that place 
reckon not; Bcfidcs, that the trouble in going up, makes one often mi fcouut; 
for you mufl fet your Knees upon feveral Heps faccaufc of their heightb, and 
then Tome reckon half fleps for whole ones. Many think that thefe fteps have 
only been made by the Weather, but in all appearance, that could not have 
worn them out fo regularly, though without doubt, it eats out a great deal, 

3S may be feen by the pieces that lie all round below. This Pyramide is Five The heighth 
hundred and twenty Foot high, upon a Bafe of Six hundred and eighty two of 
Footfquarei about half way up, in one of the Angles of the Pyramide, that 
looks betwixt Eafl and North, which is the place by which I fliould advilc one 
to go up ; there is a little fquarc Room, but nothing to be feen therein, only a Rwnu 
if you be Weary you may reft in it: And 1 am not againfl what feveral do, 
who bring with them a little Bottle, orGourd, full of Wine, torcfrefii them- 
felvcs when they arc got there, or up to the top, for it makes one very faint.

unlefs he be extraordinary ftrong, cannot indeed, throw a Scone from the top, 
and make it fall beyond the fteps of the Pyramide. For I got a pretty ftrong JJ; 

Man to throw one, and all he could do, was to make it fall upon the twelfth midc fiilbnot 
ftep, or a little lower. But I look upon it as a Fable, that one cannot Ihoot beyond tlic 
an Arrow beyond the foundation of the Pyramide ^ for it is certain, that an 
Arrow drawn by a good Arm, will eafily flic Three hundred and one and forty 
Foot, which is one half of the breadth of the Pyramide. 

Having confidcred ihcfc things, we came down the fame way that we went "^^orof • 
op, and having taken a little reft, came to the Door of the Py ramide, ^bich 
is at the lixteenth flep as you go up, looking towards the North; it isnot^^^ * 
cxaftly in the middle, there being Three hundred and ten Foot of the tide be* 
low CO the Eaftof it, which being fufaftrafted from Six hundred eighty two, 
there remain Three hundred feventy tnro Foot to the Weft lidcj fothaiThis 
fide furpafles the other by Sixty two Foot. Cttire lies Northward from it. 

Now to come to this Door, you muft go up a little Hill, joyned to the Pyra- a little Hill

Belly clofe upon the Ground,and for all th8t,yoa rub and grate your Back againft 
the aforefaid Stone, unlefs you be a very flender Man; and beCdcs, you mult 
advance with your feet up in theDefcent, your Belly low betwiitE the Defccnt 
aitl next Afccnt, and your Head riGngiip in the beginning of the fame AIccnc. 
Inthort, in this narrow pafs, one muft crawl like a^ Serpent, and therefore it 
is very painful, fothat a thick Man would be llifRcd in theSand, unlefs he were 
fpeedily pulled out by the Fcec i for the Head inufl: go firft, it being utterly 
impollible that the Feet Ihould. This palTagc however, might be madeealie 
and palTable enough, if the AfW/would take tbe pains to clear the Hole well, 
[IUC 3 D, take out the Sand 1 For 1 went thither another time, when sve were 
told, fame of the Ajjhas Servants had been there three days before, being 
curious to fee wltat it was chat obliged the Brtmhl to go into it, becaufc none 
but Fratfkt go there ^ and we fonud the palTage fo clean and cafie, that wc 
palTcd it without putting either Belly or Knee to the Ground. And I make 
no doubt, but it is as high there, as at the entry into the Pyramide, but 
the Wind driving in much Sand, it heaps up in this place i and the Mon, 
who arc neturally Lazte, after they have removed two or tlircc Load, carry 
out no more, unlefs they be very wcH pay'd, and threatned with a good 
Cudgel belidcs; which ChriJllans dare not do, nor yet delire that their Ja/ii- 
s.itry Ihouldl, for fear of an Av4nie, Having paft this Areight, every one 
takes a lighted Candle (and for that end, you mu A not forget to bring {cve- 
ral with you ) and a Steel and Tindcr-box alfo, bccaufe of a great many 
Bats that arc there, which fbmetimes put out your Candles, which may go 
out alib by many other attldents. There you find a fultry AiJfling JUr, 
which neverthelefs, you'll be foon accudomed to, before you go up tlie ii> 
Tier Afccnt. You'd find an ugly Hole on your Right hand,- which reaches a 
pretty way, it hath not (tnalJ probability) been purpofejy made, but only 
by the dccayings of Time; acd is as narrow at the end, as at the mouth. 
Having then gone about an Hundred and eleven Foot in the aforefaid Afcenr, 
yon find as it were two PalTages or Galleries, one low and parallel to the Ho¬ 
rizon, and the other high Boaping upwards like the former. There is a Well 
or pit at the entry of the fird paflagc i of winch I fhall fpeak hereafter. This 
low paflage is three Foot and three Inches fquare, and leads to a Room not 
fardidant, with a tharp-ridged Seeling or Roof; and near to this, or at lead 
pretty high, fcvctal affirm that there is a Window, which gives a pafTngeinto 
other places, but that one mud have a Ladder to get up to if. For my part, 
1 maintain that there is no fuch Window, with rerpeCt flill to thofe who 
fay there is, and they muA have taken a kind of datnpnefs which is in that 
place for a Window; for three times I aflayed to find It out, and every time 
carried a Rope-Ladder, which 1 had made with Hooks to get up with • but 
haviig carefully fcarched about with feveral Torches, neither I, nor any’that 
were with roe could find it. From the lirft paPageyou go up to the other 
fCTcnor eight Foot high, putting youc Feet in holes that arc made in the 
Wall, This other palTage that mounts upwards, is fix Foot four Inches wide, 
.and reaches in that manner an Hundred threefcorc and tw'oFoot, having on 
each fide fas it w;cre) two litUc Benches, two Foot and a half high, to lean 
upon, and Ho^a m the Groiind at evm ftep, to reft ones Feet in. At the 
endof thtspaffiage is the Hall, Nmg thirty two Foot in length, nineteen in 
bcighth, and lixtecn in fareadth; the Roof of it is flat, ccStifting of Niue 
Stones, the feven m the middle ^mg fixtcco Foot long, and four Foot broad 
a piece, the other two at each end, appear not to be above two Foot bro^ a 
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piece, bE5t the rcafoii is -becauVe tVe; btlier fialf of them is buiJt into the Wall; ^ 

they ’areof the fame length as the other feven, all feven reaching a crofs the 
breadth of the HalJ, with their ends reJling upon the vvails on each fide, 

At the end of that Hail there is an empty Tomb all of one ftonc, that founds 
like a great BeU j it is three foot and an Inch wide, three foot and four Inches 
* high, and feven foot two inches long: this ftoncis very hard, looks like a kind 
of Porphyrie, and is very neat when poliftied, which makes many break olT 
pieces of it to make Seals of; but it retiuircs a flrong Arm and good Ham- 
OKT to knock off a bit. The Walisof the Hall are faced with ffones of the Tia Eeaurt 
fame fort, though to fomc they feem not fo fine j but they are the very of the walls 
ftme. ofEhii^iiof 

it is thccommon opinion of all, that this Tomb was made for the 
Thitr^f, who by the permiDion of God, was Drowned in the Jlfd-Scat he and 
his whole Army, who were in pnrfuk of the^rn?/, at that time thcchafsTi 
People of God. As to the doubt ihatmany people make, vyhether iliis Tomb ' 
was placed there before the Py mm idc was built; I chink it is not at all to be 
doubted, but that it was fee there before the Pyramide was finilhcd; for chougli 
the entry be wide enough for the Tomb, yet the afeent that immediately 
fuccccds to the defoent, inuft have hind red the conveyance of it. 

As to the Pit which 1 mentioned before, into which no man everdefeended 
for ought we knew, before the Month of Septmbtr, 1552. That the Reverend 
father a Capuchin, withfome others went down: finding what dan¬ 

ger there was in deftending, t would not attempt it, chough 1 had brought 
Ropes porpofely withme; efpccially fince I knew from the relation of Father 
Mlleur that there was nothing Curious therein ; butaScotifh Gentleman with 
whom I wastfaftcncdhimfclf to Ropes, and having taken in his hand a little 
Waji-candlc lighted, bur Jt-inanlct him down ; and that was the Iccondtime 
that any had defeended into it. This Gentleman being come up again, gave 
me a relation wholly conform to that of Father £li.t.ir ; and fince tliat, 1 
have got others to go down, who told me the fame things. As you go then 
foom thefirft palTage or Gallery we mentioned before on the right hand that 
is like a Door, yon find this Well, which goes down in a perpendicular line, 
that nevcrthelcfs crooks a little, and makes in a manner the figure of a Spit, 
or of a Hebrew Lamed; fo that fixty feven foot down from the top, there 
is a fquare Window, that enters into a little Cave hallowed in the HUl, which 
in that place is not a Rock, but like Gravel, or well compafted peble^ff ones, 
and this Grott or Cave reaches Rail and Weft fifteen foot from thence, and A Itoleinth* 
eighty two in all, from the top or mouth thither; there isa very fteeplhel*Fi*^*'f 
ving and almoft perpendicular hole or defeent cut in the Rock, about two 
foot and a third pare of afoot wide, and two footand a half high, reaching 
downwards an hundred iw'CDty three foot, and then it is full of Sand, and 
the dung of Batts, which fo fwarm there, that the Scot told me he was 
afraid he Ihould have been ate up by thenri, and that he was forced to guard 
his Candle with both hands, left they Ihouid have put it out; therearefome 
ftones in it alfo, which have been thrown down from the top, or have fal- 
lea of themfelves, as it Itappcned while my Scot was below; for fteting a * 

foot againft the Rock on each fide, as bcwaScomemg up again, a Stone fell 
which had brained him,if it had fallen upon his Head, but it fell upon the 
Candle, put it out, and beat it down to the bottom. 

In all probability this Pit hath only been made toiet down the Bodies' 
which were laid in the Caves that arc under the Pyramidc. When the Swtifti 
Gentleman was come up, I made a man hold a Candle at the top of the fccond 
paffage, and going down to the bottom near the ftreight turning, I looked up 
to the Candle, which was a pretty pleafant Ob}e£t, appearing then no big¬ 
ger than a little Star. Ac length when wc weregot out of this Pyramidc,. • 

we were made firtfible of an errour we had committed, for our Jafti::,aiy 
that had never been within before, entred with us, and by good luck going 
out again a little after with feme of our company, they cfpied fix jirabs AfiJtt rob 
on Horft-back, making up to thePyramide, but he having prefented his 
, Mufqnet and our Men their Fowling-pieces at them, they went back as ^bey?^“ ^ 

, came: if they had cornea moment fooner, they had taken all our Provifions, ^

^''having reflefled a little on the danger whidi we had efcaped^ we viewed the 
Swonti Pyia-fecend Piramide, that is (but, and nothing ofiftobefeen but ihcout-lide, 
misSc- which is (ix hundred thirty one foot ftiuarc. 

The third is but little, and not very confidcrablc. In all probability, it 
hath been heretofore faced with Stones like that of Pkjiraah\ Tomb, which arc 
tumbled down, as may be feen by many pieces lying about the laid Pyramidc, 
fomc of them being very great. Pitr.y fpeaking ofthefe Pyramides, fays, That 
37oc»owoTk- that which was open, was twenty years in building, by three hundred and 
iiKdinhuiid- feventy tboufand Men j and that one thoufand eight hundred Talents were bid 
ine lh^htA during that time, only in Turnips and Onions, a thing not hard to be 
Pyr^iJe. bHieved by thole who have feco thefe wonderful Stvufturcs, wherein there arc 
fitoiPiVcte” fhcb prodigioufly great Stones, and raifed fo high, that they muft have had 
work; ami extraordinary Engines for that purjwfc; and all men know, that the ancient 
une titourjDd e/£^pt;ai!s were great Eaters of Onions, nay, and that the Jews longed for 
&e jic hm i^d wildcrncfs ;and at this hour they retain much of their Forc-lhthcrs 

temper, for they arc great lovers of Turnips and Pnlfc. 

Ileal I y thefe Pyramidcs arc Wonders worthy of the ancient Kings of 
w ho for magnificence in Buildings, exceeded all others of their time; and I 
believe (w ithoutdLfparagcment to anyj that no Prince in the World is able to 
laifc futh Works, afwel for the difficulty of piling up fo many huge Stqncs one 
over another, as for the tedioufnefs of the labour. Mauy think it very Itrange 
whence ihqy could have fuch large Stones, and in fo great a quantity, feeing 
ihe Couutrcy all about h nothing but Sand ; but they have not minded, that 
under that Sand there are Rocks, out of which they had the Stones ; l^fidcs 
fevernI neighbouring Mountains that abound in Stone ; though (IbmcffiyJ that 
they were brought from Saiile upon the NiU. 

It is the Opinion of maay,thaEthelc Pyramldcs were heretofore higher above 
ground, than they are at prefcot, but that the Sand hath covered a good pare 
of their Bafes ; and it is not unlikely, feeing the North'lldc is covered up fo 
to the very door, and the three other lldcs are not, which makes men thin k, 
that it blowing more violently from the North, than from any other corner ; 
the wind liaih driven more Sand on that fide, than other Winds hath on the 
Tbenwilrt Other fides. Before each of the i^rec Pyramidcs, the marks of certain Iquare 
i>r RuiUinn Buildings are ftUI to be feen, which feciu to have been lb many Temples; and 
there is a hole at the end of the pretended Temple of the fccond Pyramide, by 
jsmidcs. vvhlth f feme think) there was a way down within the Temple to go to the 
Idol, which is a few Heps diJlant from that hole. The call this Idol 
Aksielhieiut. haoiai^ that i$ to fay, Father ofthc Pillar, which Plifty calls Spfyax^ 

People of Uic Countrey believe King was buried in it; 
jving ^s. j believe no fuch tinpg at prelcnt, nor fomuch as know the 

Name of and indeed, it is an erroneous Exlief. Others fay, tha t a 

F^iept, King of canfed this Figare to be made in memory of a certain Rhadepe^ 
a CvimhijH Woman, with whom he was much in love. Ic is laid, that this 
Sfkynxy fo foon as tbeSun was upi, gave relponfes to any thing it was coijfiihed 
about; and hence it Is that all who go into the Pyramides, fait not to fay 
that a Prieft conveyed himfelfinto that Idol, by the Pit or Well in the Pyramide 
. which we juft now deferibed. But to (hew how groundlefs an Opinion that is 
we ^uft know how the Idol is made: it is the Bull: of a Body, atfomefteps 
'4. djftancc from the open Pyramide, cut out of the natural Rock, from which it 

hath never been feparated, though it feem to be of five Stones pieced together 
one upon another; but having very attentively confidcred it, we obfcrvcd 
^ that that which at firft feemed to be feams or joynings of the Stones, arc oulv 
The Figure veins in the Rock: ThisBuftreprefentsthe faceand breaftofaWoman* bnc 
oftivictourjt is prodigiouOy high, being twenty fa foot in height, fifteen foot from the

zi SA.X. t»abihty is there to bcUeve, that every day a man would take the pain?, and 
venture the breaking of his neck, bydeftending into that Pit, that being at 
the bottom, he might only have the labour of coming op again, for there k no *

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paflagc there, as they who have gone down have obferved; a paHage mo ft 
have been cut in the Rock then, which would have coft a great deal of Money, • 
and been known of every Body- It were rnore probable to think that they 
entered it by the Hole, which (asifaid) is in the pretended Temple of the 
Ibcond Pyramide, or rather by another, which is at the fide of that Idol, and 
very near it. Thefe two Holes are very narrow, and almoft thoaked up with 
Sand, wherefore we entixd not into them, nnc knowing befides, but that we 
might meet with Vipers, or other Venemous Beafts in them. But though there 
had been a way through the Rocks into that Idol, bow could the Voice of 
that feigned Oracle have come out, *fince there is no hole neither at the Mouth, 

• Nofe, Eyes, nor Ears of it? It may be faid, perhaps, that the Voice was 
uttered by the Crown of the Head, where there is a Hole, into which we en- * 

deavoured to have caft fomc Hooks fajlened to Ropes, that 1 had brought pur- 
pofely with me, that we might get up, but we could not compafs that, (je- ' * 

caufe of the height of it y only when we threw up Stones, they refted ther^. * 

And a ^<)feridA alTurcd me. that he and fomc others, having got up by means 
of little Hooks and a Pole, which they brought with them; they found a 
Hole in the Crown of the Head of it, aud having entred therein, perceived 
that it drew narrow'cr and narrower proportionab]y, as it approached to the 
Breall where it ended. The Voice of him that entied then, by the above' 
mentioned Holes, did not come out that way, and therefore it mu ft be con¬ 
cluded, that if any entred it, k mult have been by a Ladder in the Night¬ 
time, and that he put himfelf into the hole that is in the Head, out of which 
his Voice came. 


CHAP. VI. 

Of the Mummies, 


H Avlng viewed the Pyramided and Idol, we went and Lodged in the Vil- « 

lage of the called , three good Leagues from thev^jSeeof 

Pyramidesi we fpoke to a Mwr of the Village, who is the Maftcr of the A/aw- tbs Mimmitu 
«/«, that he w'ould cake care to Jiafc a AinmMie~Pit opened for us againft 
next Morning. He carried us to a Houfe, where we Supped on what we had Muw pMpIc 
brought along with us, and then went to rclt upon a little Rifing in thefkepatJ^ 
CourtWhen we were about to go out next Morning, they asked Money for 
Watching us ( as they faidj ail Night and it was to no purpofe for us to tell 
them that we wanted none of their Watching, and that we had care enougli to « 

Guard our lelvcs for all our Hulhng was iu vain, and there they fhut us in, 
till we gave a Piafirt to be let out. They who wou Id not be to impofed upon, 
ought to lie abroad in the Fields; but that’s not fafe, for they are very greedy 
of Money, and fpare not to do any thing fo they may cotnc by it. And as they 
fancy, that the Fr^>^ carry always a good deal about diem, when they have 
them in their Clutches, they fijueefe from them all they can. Wherefore 
when any one goes there, he ought to be well Accompanied, well Armed, 
and have 3 good Jlout jMitz-ary^ and w'ith all that, one muftnot vcntui^to 
beat them j for if be did, he would loon have all the Rabble about his Ears. 

We parted then from that Village early in the Morning, with the Matter of 
the AAiwjrtifj, and went to the Plain where the ASumaie-Phs are, a little way 
from the Village, and (I think ) it would be very convenient to fet out two • 
Hours before day, to avoid the beat of the Sun, for there is no Jhdter there; 

This Plain begins near the place where the ftatcly City of MsmshU heretofore 
Hood, of which feme marks are ttill to be feen near theiVi/f. There are a^Sv'pv 
fcvcral Pyramidcs in this Plain, and that for feveral Miles together j but not 
being very conlidcrable, I JhalJ only fpeak of a very fair one, which is four the 
dr five Mites from the Place, where they opened a for us. Having

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thcn agreed with the Matter of the Mtttnmitt, that for eight Piaftrtj he would 
aij»t9Ki>-Pjt5. open me a Pit^ that had never been opened before» and paid hiiij down ihg 
Money, for otherwife they would not works he with two fell to the 

Huiinef^. Whilft they were at work, wc went to fee the Pyramide, I men 
lioncd before, which would be nothing ihort of the beauty of the firft, if it 
had been finilhed. We went up to the top before we entred it, as we did ac 
the former; tthas an Hundred and forty eight fteps, of Jarge Stones like the 
other, the Platform of it is not even, the Stones being put together svithout 
order, which makes it eafily appear that it hath not been linifhed, and yet 
it is much older than the other j as is evident by the Stones which are all worn 
OLic, and crumbled iuto Sand. It is Six hundred forty three Foot fouarc 
and hath its entry at the fourth part of its height, Jookine toward] ihe 
North as the former j it Jiath on tJie Eall-fide Three hundred and fixteen

in the Corruption that might evapoptc from the dead Bodies, as the Phyh-

jEevDliansrcprefented with the Head of a Sparrow-Hawk, as they 
with the Head of a Dog, the NUt with a Lions Head, (?'c But as a furer 
mark that it is an Embalming, there are four Veffds without Handles upon the 
aforefaid Table, which could be nothing elfe but the Vcffels whcrcjn ihc nc- 
cclTarv drugs were kept not only for the Embalming, as Balm, &c. 

but alfo for the wrapping up and Incrulladoti of the body, as and 

others; by the fidcs of the Table, there are fcvcral Perfon^s landing and 
fictiDg in divers pollures* VV^ithin. this Collin is ihe figure of a naked 

with her Anns ttreatched out. . * * 

But to return to my firft Dlfcourft, This Wooden Coffin I mentioned, be¬ 
ing broken to pieces with Hatchets, wc found an entire Body in it, w'hichlaj 
in this manner. The Face was covered { as commonly all the rcll are ) with 
a kind of Head-piece of Cloth fitted with Pkiller, on which the Coimtenancc tl»e iiiumMir. 
of that Perfon was repreftnted in Gold, and when wc cook off the Helmet, 
we found nothing of the Face remaining, which is commonly reduced to Aflies j tuc/MJwwB. 
J believe it is, becaufe it will not admit of Gumming fo well as the other 
parts of the Body. However 1 brought to Farit the Head of a whole 

and entire, but it is all covered with Fillets of Cloth, fo neatly fitted, that TheBrndaget 
they hinder not but one may fee ihc ffiape of the Eyes, Nofc, and Mouth, of ASownie*. 
The reft of the Body mas fwathed with liitlc Bands of Cloth very neatly made, 
but wrapped about with fomapy cattsand turnings, that I believe there were 
above a Thoufaud Ells in it; andccnainly it is fo rare a way of bwathing and 
Binding, that 1 think it cannot be imitated at preftnt, as many Chirurgeons 
have acknowledged to me. Along the Brcaftand Belly, there was a band of 
Cloth three good Fingers btoad, and a large Foot and a half long, it was fatt- 
ned 10 the other Bands, and upon it were ftvetai Hieroglyphicks done in Gold. 

T took this Writing and folded it, that I mighc the more conveniently carry 
it up with me. 1 hoped to have found Idols in that Coffin, knowing that they jfi thi' 
Interred many with their Dead, either of Stone,Copper, or GreenEarth, ^coffins of 
1 have ftvcral that have been found in theft Bodies, but finding none, I thought thctiead. 
there might be fomc within his Body? for after they had Emboweled them, 
they pretty often enclofed Idols within their Bellies ^ for that end I had it 
broken up, but wc could find nothing. I conlidercd then that Balm which fhe Etim ■ 
h now quite )ott, it is Black, bard and thincs like Pitch, having much fuch a 
fmcll, but morcplea&nt, that kept Bodies entire, and fl believe) tlfc Sand boijes «re

in old C4fir. jtjji prefervcd, but it is not to be ften, being kept in a very dark plate, wich 
^ twiy^r cat Iron Grates before it, one over another, where there is a Lamp al¬ 

ways burning. There is a thick Pillar alfo in Ais Church, to which an Iron 
Chain is faltncd, which they fay, was St. C«rfe‘s r and Acy tie Mad-mcn to 
it to Ik Cured. This Monaftcry te Inhabited by Greek Nuns, it is very Ancient, 
^ well BuiU, and exceeding high, having a place on the top of it, that affords 

a very di^t profpeit: But we mult take notice withal, that this MonaAery 
is fo foil of Fleas, that fo foon as you have fee foot within, you arc covered 
aU over with them; and feeing tl^ are very lean, they quickly crawl up, and 
fail ou. Near to thisMouaftery is Ac Church-yard, where the Frimh arc In¬

T H E Mjthitirte is two fhort Leagues from New C.iire ; it is aiovely and JHutwiv;

The Caftic of ^ Callk of Cairt is one of the Gnefl things in j it Hands upon a 
cxiif, X Hill, not in the middle ofthe City (as many have written,) but wiihdut 
the Town, almolt ac one of the points ofthe Grefeent which the City makes 
and in a manner over againfl OldC^/Vf, It is founded on a Rock,and cncompaired 
with very high and thick Walls: The afeent to this CaJlJc is by a pair of Hairs 
cut out in the Rock, foeaCe to mount, that Horfes and Camels go up it with 
their Loads. There is a very large Place or Square before the Caftlc calicd 
the Rcmtflt 9 and near that place, the A/ff/ywf c^lcd Suit an Hstjk/t, bccaufc it was 
built by SHltan Hdfsa in the time of the Mmtlitkfi.

H Aving fccn alt theplatra that I traye mentioned before* ao more remains 
but to walk through the City, and fee the lovely Mofqacs and feir Pala¬ 
ces i and if you conld have any occafion to go into the Honfes of the Btys there 
you would fee brave Appanments, large Halls, paved all with Marble, with 
Water-works,and SceUDgs,adorncd with Gold and Aiure, You would fee iike- 
wift neat Gardens. As to the Frontifpicces of Houfes, there is not one that 
looks wcU, and (as 1 have faid already) the finclb Houfes are but dirt wicho'bf. Lorks 
All their Locks and Keys are of wood, and they have none of irob, no not for Revs of wood 
rhe City Gates, which may be all eafily opened without a Key. The Keys are in Ciim 
bits of timber, with little pieces of wire, that lift up other little pieces of 
wire vuhich arc in the Lock, and enter into certain little holes, out of which the 
ends of wire that are on the Key having ihruft them, the Gare is open. But 
without the Key, a little foft pafte^pon the end of one’s finger, will do the 
job as well.

--arc in a low place, and in a manner under ground j they arc made of Earth, 

round within, the Hearth or Floor of them being covered all over with Tow 
or Flocks to put the Eggs upon. There are in all twelve of thefe Ovens, lix on 
each fide in two ranks or ftortes, there being two Aorics on each fide, and 
three Ovens in each ftoric, Thefe two Ildes are feparated by a Street or \\-ay 
thrODgh which they who work in them (who arc all Cofkrj) and tliofc that 
come to fee them, pafs. They begin to heat their Ovens about the middle of 
FikrkAry, and continue todto fo for aJmofo four monthsfpatc. They heat them 
with a very temperate heat, only of the hot alhes of Oxen and Camels-dnns, or 
the like, which they put at the, mouth of each Oven, and daily change it put¬ 
ting frcfli hot dung into the lame place. This they do for the fnace of ten 
days^aud then lay the Eggs upon the Tow and Flocks that are witlun the Ovens 
ranking them all round j and they'll put about eight thonfand in an Oven 
After twelve days time that the Eggs have been there, the Chickcus are 
hatch'd, and come out ^ fo that the time of heating the Ovens, and the time 
the Eggshave been in them, make In ah two and twenty days: Bat it is pica&nt 
to fee thefe Chickens, in one fide fome thruAmg out their heads, others Ari- 
vmg and Aruggling to get out their bodies, and others again (which on the 
other fide arc quite out of the fhell) tripping up and down upon the rcA of the 
Eggs; for if you Any there but the leaA, you A ice all thefe progrcircs.

Upon the River- 
lide near to old Caire, there is a great Bnrying-placc, ^vherc many dead Bodies 
are Interred: All the Inhabitants of CjuVc, not only Cookes 3ndGV«tf,bur 
alfb Turks and llloorsare fully perfwaded that on Holy Wtditcfday Thtirfdsn A*’ 
and Friday^ (according to their account, who follow the old endar) the

They fiy, that one time two ChriRians being rdblvcd to Carry 
away that Body, put thcmlelves into the habit of l^ervilhtf, and were fo con- 
ftant and diligent at their Devotion, that all took them for great Saints: But 
upon a time a report being raifed and fpreaU over theCity, that there was a 
defign to carry away the Bodyof Mifumicr^ though no body could tell who was 
Authaur of the Intelligence : ThcQovernour invited all the £itTviJbti to diai 
at Ids houfe, that he tui^ ad vile with them about that bu finds; When they 
wete met, the two Chriliians were mining, who were fought after, and being

itionercr* Dine, without any new Service. When the Balha has Dined, he withdraws 
into^nother Pavillion, where he is vilited by all the Btyt, and other perfons 
of Quality, every one in his turn. The Balha ftayed there two days, and the 
third which was the Nine and twentieth of Seftemhtr^ he made his 

Entry in this manner. Flrft went the Servants of the Styt oa Horfe-back, 
their Sword by ^heir fide, and Harquebufs in hand, with the but-end on their 
Knee I they made near Five hundred Horfe, and among them were fcvcral of 
the Retinue of the Balha. Next came the Spabhy divided into three Banners, 
the Green, the Yellow', and the Red. The Green called the Troop of the 
ChsirqMtfe^ or Cireapotu, marched fisft, every Trooper having a green Gmdo» 
on the lop of hhPike; they were near Four hundred Men, and in the Rear 
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of the Troop came tjiclr havlag in his handaljb a Pike, I’irli agrc^B , 
Cuidoft^ as the reft hadi and after him the Tilnbrch and Pipes of Lhc Troop. 

Next to that cainc the Veilow, all the Troopers carrj/ing yeU&w Gi^dwts y vvKow 
they made about four huudted and twenty, and were brougUt u#my their Troop, 
followed by the Timbrels and Pipes. The laft was the Red Troop, conllfting p , ^ 
of near five huridccd Men, carrying every one a red Guidfn j their vras in ^ 
the rear, and after bitn the Timbrels and PipEs, but in greater number than 
with the two former } for that is themoft honourable Troop of the three, and a Troop of 
next to it is the Yellow. After the Spahm came a Troop of Tttrt.irtMt- Horfe^ Turtacs. 
who belonged to the Cafha; there were abbVe an hundr^ of them all apparelled ' 
after the Tartarian fafhion,w ith pikeinhand^nd a Guidon ftrlp'd whice,ye]]ow » 
and red. Thcfe we rc fol I o w ed by the Munftracats j th cu th e Chi^nx w ith tiieir 
great Caps of Ceremony, who made abonc three hundred in number. Next 
came all the Beyt^ every one with two Pages walking a foot before them* Ai^jr -*' * 
them came feven Horfe men, every one leading a Horieof the Bafhas \ thcfe * 
Horfes were covered w ith richHoullb, all embroidered, with Gold and Sliver; 
the Soitiba^tt fbllowcd them, having the Maftcr of the Horfe of the Balha on his 
left hand. All this body of Horfe, made about tw'o thoufbnd five or fix hundred 
Men. r he jii-Afes fol lowed them, covered for t he moft rc with the Skins of 
I'igrcs all entire, and their Muskets on their Ihoutders, being in all above three 
hundred Men. And after them came the Jam^^rtts^ of whom two marched 
before, the one carrying on his fhouldcr a great wooden Club, and the other a 
great wooden Hatchet, as their Cuftome is when they march in Pomp \ tliefe 
'j.tmz.arits made in all near a thoufand Men. After them marched the forty

fignifics a place where Jufticc is rendered to all,) then tixiccn Pticks or Balhas 
Lackqueys, marching two and two, with ibcir Caps of Silver gilt on their 
heads, and Pluraachles of Feathers in them. Then at lengih came the Hafea^ 
mounted on ^ ftately Horfe, with a Houfic ciTibroidercd all over with Gold : * 

He wore a ChiaouxCap, viuthtwo black Hcronstops Handing upright upon 
it, and a lovely Veil: of white Sattin lined with excellent Samour or Saole. 

After him came his Srfihfr/dr and Tc/jif.«£«r, each with his long tail’d Cap hanging 
dow'n behind his backand then came a great many Trumpets, Flutes, Drums, 

Timbrels, and fuch like Inftrnmcnts, with all his domeftick Servants on Horfe^ 
back. This Balha brought one thoufend feven hundred Men with him, of wham 
fomc w'cre in Armour to the very fingers ends; and two rhoufend three hun¬ 
dred Beafts, Horfes, Camels and Mules: It was cafic to diftinguifh them from 
the reft, being all much harraifed by the Journey. When he entered into his 
Appartment, which had been prepared for him fcveral days before, they killed 
two Bullocks.

B Eing at Ofrr, 1 had a delign to go fee the Red'Sea, and knowing that The Journey 
there was a Caravan ready to part for Sjyt, 1 went to wait on /Af(y Bty^ Ho™ to

I iiad opened my defign to him) promifed me his protection- I went next to 
the Gentleman of his Horfe, and having retained Mules for myfelf and Com¬ 
pany, I made Provifions of Bread, Wine, Mrat, and otbephiogs ncccflary to 
ferve us to Smvjc, where they afiiircd me i ftioutd find all things, but erpccially j’roriiwup 
Water, nor forgetting neither a Quilt, Coverlet, and a Capot for cv^ftJnfcSe 
one of the company.

Having TOtJe ready our ProviJious, we loaded them on a Camel," and then I 
parted froni^rfiVe on T^ttrfday^ the feveutccnthofJ^-xww^j, in the Year Jd^B, 
with a Opf/w, and aFrcQch mao of Trwewf, who under flood ^4iictvcry

went along with this Caravan in a Litter canied by two Camels j he made the 
Journey, becaufe one of hi$ Galleys was arrived ; and that was the caufe alfb 
‘ cAthe C4|W!f>xi going, tlwthc;mightConfers the Slaves onboard. This iifr^wr 

* h fpacious, and has always water in it i there arc fome who pay fo much a 
year to the GtMtd Sigm^r, for liberty to catch Wild-duck and fifli in it. Friday 
all day long the reft of the Caravan was a coming, and S-irwriiiijf Morning a Mart 
cried aloud, that alt fhould make ready to depart at Noon *, for it is the cuftomc 
in Caravans that are any thing big, to give notice of parting fome hours before; 
Atempeftbbut towards Noon there fell fo great aTempefl, (for in Sandy Defarts there 
the Dc&rt. ate Tempefts, arwel as at Sea) that we could not fet out that day. It ble w fo 
furiouHy* that I thought all the Tents would have been carried away by the 
Wind, which drove Wore it fuch clouds of Sand, that we were almofl buried 
under it 5 for feeing no body could flay abroad, without having mouth and 
eyes immediately filled with Sand, we lay under the Tent, where the Wind 
drove in the Sand above a foot deep round about us: We had two E^flics not as 
yet opened, and they were wrapt up in napkins at the bottom of a Maand, well 
^ covered vvith a napkin fewed over it. Wlien the Storm was over, which lafled 
not above three or four hours, we opened our Paflics, but found them fo full 
of fand, that no body could eat of them (fo fubtik and penetrating the fand is) 
fo that we were forced to throw them away^ andthercare theoccafions, when 
one finds the advantage of a good Tent. ' 

Next day, the twentieth of Ja«iiary^ we parted at eleven a clock in the 
Morning, and at three in the Afternoon refled, that we might drink Coft^ | 
then half an hour after, the Timbrels founding, we marched on till one a clock 
The march next morning; for in the Caravans there is commonly a Man mounted on 3 
of the Can- Camel, who now and then beats two Timbrels or Kettle drams that arc on each 
fide of the Camel before him; the Cafes of thefe Timbrels arc of brafs, and 
they ftrve not only to cheat up the Camels (who delight much infoch a noife, 
and In linging) but aifo to give warning to thofe that flay behind. 

Manday afternoon we parted, and having relied a little about five a clock, 
half an hour, wc fet forward again, and marched on tillfour of the clock in 
Titrfday morning, travelling always a good league an hour: About half an 
hours march beyond the place where wc had refled, wc faw a very handfome 
Turkifh Sepulchre, where the Kiaya of a Caravan lies buried, who coming 
from Safe., was fee upon by many Atahs ; The Kii^a having for a long time 
fought with the Ar^s in defence of the Caravan, as his office obliged him, f for 
the A'/4^rfof the Caravan is the Lieutenant of the Governour of Swi, and is 
obliged to guard all the Caravans that come or go from Caire to Sjw^. • ) this 
Kioya O fay ) after a long fight, received a thruft with a Pike in the Belly, of 
wbifh he prefcntly died, and waslnterred in the fame place. Since chat time 
the Vertels on the Red-Sea pay five thoufrnd Piaftres atJw^ to mainiain an

More than that, wc were obliged to give them their Diet j fo that all they had 
to do, was to guide us and feed the Camels.

of Coffee, and ordinary Tobacco j and for ourldvcswctook wbatwe could 

cct for there is nothing to be found to eat in all that Journey. Weeaufed Br|ad 

then and Bisket tobe made for us of pare of our Flower, and finding no Wineac 

Sue^t bccaufe the jew who us’d to fell it was gone to Damiette to buy fomc, we 

took Brandy made of Dates, Meat ready dreff, and inlhort, all that we could 

ect toferve us till wc came to Tv, where the Slaves of allbrcd us, we 

ftould find all things j but above all, we were furc net to forget fix. Borrachios, 

which we filled widi water, *, we carried no Tents with us, bccaufc the Slaves 

told us, that if wc travcUM in fo much ftate, thcArabi might fee upon us, 

thinking they Ihould find great Booty ; but wcdid very ill in omitting them, 

for wc were in no danger, confideringhow wewcrcrecomraccdcd, and having 

with us who bore rulcamong them. 

All our provifions being then in a readinefi, everyone monnted his Camel Jovmey 
as if wc had been takeirg Horfe, and patted from Sutx, on frirfgrthe five and 
twentieth of yaniivy, about four of the Clock after noon, keeping along 
the fide of the Rtei-fca till we came to the end of it, where wc crolTcd over 
dry to the other fide; there we faw a Bear about an hundred paces from 
us^ but fo foon as it perceived us, it cook the Water and Iwam over to 
the other fide, fo chat we foon loft fight of iti we found many more of 
them afterwards on our Journey. We travelled till eight a Clock at night, 
and then refted in a place where there was fomc Broom; for they never 
brought us to reft any where but in Places where they could find fomc 
fewd, not only to warm them, but for boyling their Coffee and Mafroaca. 

This was the firft time that ever 1 rode upon a Camel, and indeed, it 

made me very weary, for their Pack-faddlcs are fo broad that they _ arc 

very uncalie to ones Legs, which mu ft ftraddle very wide j the fotigue 

of this lafted with me about two days, but after that, I grew accuftomed 

to it.Camels arc fowcll known at prefent, that 1 think it would be ruper-camdt. 

ffuousto give a defCTiptton of them. 1 Ihall only fay that there arc two kinds 

of them, to wit, thofe which are called Camels, and thole whom they ^ 

Ttamc Dromedaries j at lea ft l think tiicy may be ranked under one kind j Diamnlariesi'^ 

for all the difference that is betwixt them is, that the Camels have ore 

bunch of fleJb upon their Backs, arc great and high, go conftantly at one pace, * 

which is faff, but hard, and travel (when they arc loaded with feven or eight 

Y X hundred 
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hundred iveifelit) abouc iliirty good leagues a day. The Dromedaries haee 
two bmichf of fleflion their back, fcaped nacorally like a Saddle, arc lefs, 
fmaller andiighter than the Camels, and are only for cari7ing of racti; they 
have a go^ Ibfrirott, and will travel with cafe forty Leagues a day*, all 
that oiic h^^o do, is to fit them welt, and indeed, there arc Ibmc chait 
lyc thcmfelves to them, for fear of falling i in all things clfc they arc like 
Camels, they have Ean and a (hortTail like them, a cloven foot, and as Toft 
as a Spupgc, the neck long, and hair iuft like a Camels, both kneel when 
they arc loaded and unloaded, and then rife as they arc bid \ their Food 
is the fame, and both endure thirft well, eontinuing uponoccailon five days 
without drinking however the Camels can abflain longer than the Drome* 
, darics. 

But to return to our Journey, we parted from our nril Stage Sittur^ 
the twenty fixth of ytsnutry about five a Clock in the morning, and during 
ajl^his Journey, it was very cold in the mornings, until the fun ivas op. 

afjjr found fevcral waters, which they call jUn d Alanfi^ that 
is to fay, the Wells of M<>fu\ there we filled our Borrachios, as wc did 
where ever we found frefh water. About half an hour after ten, werefted, 
and having baited, w'c went forwards about eleven, and craveUed tilt 
fix aCIock at night, having the V^td-Se* always on our right band, abouu 
‘ halfa league wide of us. Wc travelled at luch a ratc,^thai it would have 

been all a go^ Foot man could do to have kept up with us. 
f StinLy jMtHayy the twenty feventh, wc fet out about five a clock in the 

morning, and had not advanced above five hundred paces, when palling by 
An wlio the fide of a Bulh, wc heard a Voice that called to ns, and being come to the 
who had nm pjacewc found a poor laQ|uilhing Arab, who told us that he had not eaten 
S«"ih*ic ^ a bit for five days 5 we gave him Ibmc Victuals and Drink with a provi- 
" ■ lion of Bread for two days more, andfo went on our way. Wc were not 

Jdcermjg with afraid of the Araht, (whom we met on the way) for when ive found any, 
ia (hccfify civilly fajuted us, and departed after wc had given them feme Bread 
and Tobacco, which they very conrteoufly defired of us, for they diirft not do 
us any hiirt,teeing us guarded by two Sthrikt, who told them that they had an" 
fwered for us: when wc refted Inany pi ace to feed ,'fom soft hem came often, 
who having falutcd us, fell a eating with our Arabh and when none come, 
one of our Arabt cried out (as loud as polfibly he could) That if any hdy 
bad afnittdto fat thty miylit [aftty €tmt, and made this proclamation on all 
fides, fo that fuch as heard the invitation, failed not to come with their 
half-pikes, and laying down their Arms, fell a feeding together on the Mar- 
fnaca, (of which! (hallfpeak hereafter:) but there was noneccfilty of mak¬ 
ing proclamation at night, for fo foon as they faw the fire wc made, they 
came immediately to fee what It meant. After we had given that poor 
^ Camilhtd Arab fotnc Viftuals, and travelled on in very good way, about teti 
a clock in the morning we eptred among the Hills on very ftony ground 
Atr%f,3 forcing light of the Sea: on tbefe Hills we fawa great many Amthfes, and 
Bca A berwist nothing elfe, though there be abundance of wild Bcafis in tWe Oefarts - as 
a Goat and a Woolves, Bears, wild Boars,Foxes, Hares, Chacalesand Eftddgesi thefeWe 
?buikt common there, and all know that the ChacaUi arc engendred ofa 

Efitiitiu f>og'VVolf, and Bitch-Fox, or of a Dog-Fox and Bitcb-Woir As for the 
Eftridges they alfo live only in the Defarts, where fome of them ate ofa pro¬ 
digious bignefs. Every one knows bow Eftridges are (haprf, which haw a 
neck, head and bunch on the Back tike Camels, with which they agree in 
‘ i>eveCwUh fo that the Turks call them Dtvt Cmfch, that is to fay, Bird- 

Camel* i th <7 go in the Fields always in 30 even number^as two,and two or four 
and feat. They always beget a Male and a Female, and run fwifter than a 
Korfe, bnt tire Ukwife fboner: and while they run, they throw with their 
r feet the Hones that they find, with fomuch force againflrtholc that purfue 
them, that if they hit a man, they would do him a great deal of hurt- I 
faw one once give a great Dog fiich a blow with his foot, as left him fprawline 

« ^0.1 “P Eftridecs, an 

purfues them on Horfe-back, .atfirft gently, and they nm awa? in the 
fame manner, but ftill tiring a little. Mter two or three hours time, he 

rides 
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rides faAer, and then when he fees hU Fowl almoft fpejit^ he Aits on to a 

fpeed j and having taken and Killed it| he makes a hole in the lliroat of it, * 

and then having tied Areight the neck under the holc^ three or of them 

take hold of it, and for fomc time tofsand lhake it from fid^o Jlde, juA 

as one would rinfe and walh a Barrel \ when they think it is enough fliakeih 

they untie Che Throat of it, and then a great deal of or a kind of TJie j^utrer 

Butter comes running out at the holes, infomuch that they fay fbme of them 

wiil yield above twenty pound weight of that AuFj for by that Ih^cing, ^riSgt 

all the fieIh of the Creature is dKloived into Matatgiu^ nothing remaining 

but skin and Bones. This virouid have feemed fabulous to me, if fevcral 

Bacbary menhad not afifured me of it. They lay that this Mantegue is a 

very delicious food, but very apt to cauft a loofcncfs. We ttavelJcd among * 

thefe ^Us dll noon,whcn wc refied in a place where there were a great many 

fair Trees. Near to that is a place where the Rain-svater that falls from the . 

Mountains is kept, (and that water is very good.) Here it was that the Peo|^ * • 

of tfrael camc out of the Rtd-Sf^y having palled it over dry, to the mine 

and confulion of PhiorMh and all Ins men, who purfuedi them, as may be leen 

in the Book of Exedus, where this place is called Sbrn-y Chap. 15, It is at Chap. 

prelent called Cerendtl. Not far from thence there are hot watersin a Grott, 15, * 

which the yirabi csil Hattum tl PharxQn\ that is to lay Bath. They^^"*^ 

tdl a thoufand Aoricsof it, amongA others, that if you put four Eggs into 

it you can take out but three, and fomany as one puts to, there is always''^* 

one fewer taken out again, and that the Devil keeps for hlmAlf; wc did 

not fee that place, for our Arabs would not take us to it, becaule it was 

a little out of the way. They fay alfothat over againA C^rmdel the Sea is 

always Tempeftuous, about the place where PhttroBb sodthc tA^ftians were 

Drowned. We parted from thence at one of the clock, and continued 

travelling till feven, then wc rcAcd in a place where there are Trees 

alfo.- 

Next day, being A^djy the twenty eighth Cifjsrtuaryy wc let out 3t four 
a Clock in the Morning, and having pafled over fevcral Hills, we camc into 
good way again near to the*Sca, but there is one place to be palled over juA 
by the fide of it, bcio^ white andfoiooh Rocks, where the Camels had much 
ado to keep from Hiding, chiefly bccaufc they are wet with the Sea^w'atcr, 
but that lalts not long: wc relied at Noon, and half an hour after fet for¬ 
wards again, and towards the evening entred among Hilts, where wc travelled 
till fix a Clock that we reAcd in the hoUow of a Rock, where we fpent the 
Night at chat Stage, and we could find no wood, not to boyl lb much as 
our Colfee. 

Tfttfdi^ the twenty ninth of Jamary, wc parted at live a clock in the Mor¬ 
ning, and entred into a plain, where we travelled tUl Noon, and then having 
reAcd a little, after one a Clock we marched on over the fame Plain, until 
fix a Clock at Night, and then rcHcd. 

Next day Wtdntfd^n the thirtieth of Jfuiary, we partttl at four a clock 
in the Morni^, and four hours after arrived at Tmn aWt an hour before 
we came to we found a great, many Pahn-trecs, and a well of very bad 
Water. 


CHAP.

T or k no coufKleTablc place, ncvcrthelcfs it hss a good harbour for 
Ships and GaUcys. This Port is guarded by a little fijuare Gaftlc on 
the Sca-lidc, with a Towerat each corner and twofmall Guns on thcout-fide 
" before the Gate: an is Governour of this Caftlc where none but Turks 
Near toit there is a Convent of Greeks dedicated to St. Caberitte 
and to the Apparition of God to in the Burning-Buih. We delivered 
the the Letter from tlic Bey of Smz., but becaufe we had no prcfenc 
for him, he made no great account of us. Wc lodged in the Convent, w'hich 
is very fair and TpactoLS ■, there we were very well received, entertained with 
the Beft, and atcFilh of the Rtd-Seay at that time there were thirty Monks 
in it. Wefearched for Provifions there, but could not fiad any -, only the 
Monks commiferating our condition, gave n$ Olives, Dates, Onions, and a 
jar of Brandy, which we husbanded as well as we could; wc ftayed a day 
there beraiifcthe Monks told us tliat we needed two Septiers more of Flower j 
fo that having tffiught the Com and got k ground, they baked Bread of one 
half of it, to give our ArA/t by the way and upon the Mount, and all this 
they did in a very obliging manner. While wc were there, wc bought of thefe 
poor Greeks feveralflonc-Mulhromes, which in that place aregof out gf the 
R(d Sf*i as alfo fmall Stone-lhrubs, or branches of Rock, which they call 
white Coral, and many great ihells, aD taken out of the Sea, and very plea- 
fant for artificial works •* But they could ndi%ni(htnc with any thing of 
a certain Fith, which they call a Eca-man; however I got the hand of one 
fince. This Fi(h is taken in the Rtd-Sra^ about little Ifl«, that are clpfc by 
Tar. It is a great Crong Fifh and hath nothing extraordinary but two hands, 
which arc indeed, like the hands of a man , faving that the Fingefs arc 
joined together with a skin like the foot of a Goolc, but the skin of the 
Fift is like the skin of a wild Goat, ovShamfij. When they Ipic that Filh, 
they ftrike him on the back with Harping-Jrons, as they do Whales, and 
fo kill him; They ufe the skin of k for making Bucklers, which arc Mufijnee 
proof. 

Having payed all and made a Prefent of fomc Piaftres to the Monks, for 
their kind reception, we prepared to be gone, but were obliged firft copay 
a due oE twenty eight Maidins a head, to wit, four for T«r, and twenty 
four for the Mount, and all to the ufe of the Araht. 

We parted from Ttv on Thi^fdM the lalt of y 4 mafy^ about eleven a 
dock in the Fore-noon, with a Monk whom they lent with us, to&ew us the 
chief Places of the Mount, and we payed for a Camel to carry him thither 
and back again. He fpoke to os Turkilh and ArAicti^ for he underRood not 
a word of X4ti^U4 Franta, wefaw on our way the Garden of the Monks of 
Tat, which is not far from kj this Garden is the place which in Holy Scrip- 
rj-gi tuft is called where when the JfrMlnes went that way there were only 
' feventy Palm-Trees, and twelve wells of bitter water, which Moftt made 
rweet, by calling a piece of Wood into them; theft Wells arc Rill in 
beirg, being near one another, and mofl of them within the precinfts of 
t the Garden-, the reft arc pretty near, they are all hot, and are returned 
again to their firft bitternefs, for 1 taRcd of one of them where People 
MMoanonU 1^**^*' themfelvcSjWhich by the ArAt is called HAtnam 0at is to fay, the 

* Bath of k is in a lit tie dark Cave, there is no thing in that Garden, but 

* abundance of Palm-Trees, which yield fomc rent to the Monks, but the 

feventy old Palm-Trees arc not there now. After wc had ften thefe things, 
STC flllcd our Borrachios with the water of a Well,tear to that place, which 
f * belongs i

belongs to the Monks j I told them that it flunk a little,and they m^c anfvvcr 
that they had not Stowered it that year as they ufed every ycKr to do^ 
bat wit hall, that it was the belt water thereabouts. Herctof^ they had 
a Church near to chat Well, which the Turks Demolifhcd, a/a with the 
ftoncs ofit built the aforefaid Caftic called T«r, Wc travelled in the Plain 
till fix a clock at night and then refled. This Plain is in Holy Scripture 
called the Dcfart of Si/i^ where the Ifrutiittf longing after the Onions ofosfiirtofsin. 

God tktit them Manna. In this Plain wc faw many Acacia-Trees, 
from which they have the Gum that the yfr*ii/caU alfo ; It is to be obfer- 
ved that the Acacia-Trees which arc now To common in Ftanct^ came at 
firft from JmtricA^ and do not yield that Gum j and chat which in the Shops • 

is called Acacia, is the infpiiratcd Juice of wild Pfumb-Trees, and comes 
from Gtrmaf!y\ thefe Trees are neither bigger nor higher than oor ordi-' ^ 

nary Willows, but the leaves of them are very thin and pricklcy, Tlni. ■ 

Araht gather the Gum in Autumn, without pricking the Trees, for tc runs * 
ofit fdf, and then they fell it in the Town. 

Next day, friday the firft of Fehrinfry^ wc fet out about five a Clock in 
the Morning, and entred among high Mountains, where we relied near a 
Crook, and putting on again about eleven a dock, wc travelled till about I 

half an hour after four, that we came into a little Plain, where finding 
fome Cottages of ArAh$^ our Guides would go no farther that day, but cottages ut' 
fcalled merrily on the Milk that wc bought for them in-Ehefe Cottages. There 
SVC faiv a great many Women, and little ChildreD, raoft of them Sucking. 

We parted from thence S^ttHrd.rf the fecond of Fthrtt.v’y^ about two a 
clock in the Morning, and travelled a Foot over other Hills, where the way 
was very bad} about eight a Clock in the morning we found little Houles 
pretty well built*, where Mah live at prefent. This place is called Rayhi-Xfj^Uhiu 
dim in holy Scripture. A little further wc faw fcveral Gardens belonging 
to the Monks, very well watkd round and full of all forts of fruit-Trees, 
and Vines too, kept in good order. Then we found the Rock out of which The. Rock 
Mefts brought Water, when he had fmitten it twice with his Rod; it is 
only a Stone of a prodigious height and thicknefs, riJing out of the Ground i 
on the two fidcs of that ftone we faw fcveral holes by which the water 
hath run, a$ may be calily known by the prints of the Water, that hath 
much hollowed itj bntat prefent no water ilTucs out of them. This Stone 
in Holy Scripture is called the Stouc of Strife, About ten in ihc Morning 
we came to a Monaflcr^ of Greeks, dedicated to the honour of 
forty Martyrs: from this to the great Monallery where the Body of St. 

Catljeriite lyes, it is' two hours travelling. This Monallcry of the forty 
Martyrs is pretty neat, it hath a fair Church and a lovely large Garden , 
wherein arc Apple-Trees, Pear-Trees, Walnut-Tree, Orange-Trees, Liraon- 
Trecs, Olive-Trees, and all other Fruit-Trees that grow in this Country i and 
indeed, that little of good Fruit which is eat at Cture^ comes from Mount 
Sinai i befidcs that, there arc fine Vineyards, and very good water there. 

A Greek Monk lives always in this Monaftcry, and he whom wc found there, 
told us that he had been twenty years in it ^ he takes care to fee the Gar* 
dens drefs’d and kept in order, by fome Arabs who willingly ftrve him. 

We relied in this Monaftery at the foot of the Mountain of St. C^rJ^mVir. 
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Of the Mountain of St* Catharine* 
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H Aving repofed out felves ia the Mooaltcry of the Forty Martyrs, we weot 
out at One of the Clock, and afcendetl the Moantain of St. Catin(ri/>Vf 
chat is before It, raking with ua a little Arab Boy, who carrycd a fraall Lea¬ 
ther Bucket full of Water* that we ought drink when we were dry. We 
\<^cre near three Hours in getting op that Mountain, we Ilopt (indeed ) Icvc- 
•fai times by the way to drink Water; but bclidcs, the Hill is full of fliarp 
cutting Stones, and many fteep and Ilippery places to be climb’d up,that binder 
People from going felt- There are many Scones tobc found m amending this 
HiU, on wbi^ Trees are naturally reprefen ted, that being broken retain the 
fame Figure within \ of wbic^toncs, feme are prodigbully big. About the 
middle of the Mountain there is a lovely Spring of dear Water, with a great 
Ba&n in the Rock. This Spring was difeovered by a Quail, when the Monks 
having brought down tjje Body of St. CrfrhariHf fofer, were ready to die for 
Heat and Thirll, and that Spring began at that time to run. This water 
wasfo hard froTsn in cheBafou, ^at we could not break the Ice with g<^' 
blows of a Stick. In many places of the Moantain, wc few alfo a great deal 
of Snow, and at length, got up to the top of it, where there h.a Dome, 
under which is the place w hitlicr the Body of St, C^thsriee was brought by 
Angels, immediately after fhewas Beheaded in jtl<xttndnai that holy Body 
remained Three hundred Years there, until a gopdMonk, having had in the 
Night-time a Revelation, that ^e Body was in the top of the Hill, went 
next Morning with all the Religious, who in Froceffion brought it down to 
the MonaRcry, where it vvas put in a lovely Silver Shrine, that is JtiiJ there. 
Under the Dome where this Body lay, there is a great piece of Rock rifinE 
a little out of the Ground, whereon (they fay) the Angels placed it, and ix 
bears ftill the inarks, as if a Body had been laid on the Back upon it for the 
form of the Reins appear there. The Crakt hold that this Cave was made by 
Miracle, but ciicre is feme likelihood that it hath be(;n done by the Hands of 
Wen: They made I bis little Dome about the Rock, in form of a fquarc Chap- 
pel. Having in this place paid our OevociDns,vvc came down agam with a great 
deal of trouble, and were t.wo long hours by the way \ fo that we were tired 
enough, when wc arrived at iheMonaftery of the Forty Martyrs at fix a clock 
at night.

t ^ , there 
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there wc heard M 4 i &td by the Capodti who was with us. Near tjb that, there 
is a Jittlc Mofque, and by the fide of it a Hole or Jrttlc Cave, \Vhere 
failed Forty Days. There is a fmall Grott alfoat the lide of the Latin Church, 
where Mofa hid himfelf, when having defired to fee God's Face, ^e Lord told 
him that he could not fee his Face and live \ but that be fhould drde hirnftlf in 
that Rock, and that when he was palTcd by, he ihould fee his back parts: His 
Back and Arms arc very well marked on the Rock under which he hid liimfclf. 

It was upon the top of ihk Mount that Mofu received from God the Ten Com¬ 
mandments written upon two Tables. From this place one may calily fee 
down into the Convent, which is at the foot of the Mount, and as it were 
ioft under ihofc who arc on the top of it. There you fee a fair large Church 
covered with Lead, where (they fay ; theBody of St. Cathtrnc in pieces. • 

Before the door of the laid Church, within the Preemfts of the Monaftcry, 
there is beautiful Mofquc. As wc were coming down again, wc found by the 
wav aareat Stone, and (as the Greih lay) this is the place to which the Pjot * 
vhetBia* came, having iled from Mount bccaufc of the Pcrfccution of 

Queen of Syria ^ being come to that place where the Stone is, an 
Anecl appeared unto him, and with a Rod, ftnicing that great Stone, made ic ^ 
felfdo^vn in the way, and forbid EUat to go any farther, tcJling him, that 
fince Mfifj had not been in the Holy Land, he Ihould not go to the top of this 
Mount A little lower, is the Foot of a Camel, fo well imprinted on the Rock, 

that it cannot be better Jlampcd upon the Sand over which a Camel pafies 
the M»ri and Jrabs fay it is the print of the Foot of A/.drtfH«f’s Camel, which 
it left there as he pafTed that way upon it, they kifs it with great devotion ' 
but it iscrcdible that the Creeks have made it to captivate their friendfiitp, to 
the end they may reverence thole places. After that, in feveral places of the 
Mount, wefaw little Chappds, which have all little Houfes near them, and 
Gardens full of Fruit-Trees. Heretofore thefe places wereinbafttted by Her- 
mites, info great number, that it is faid, that in the Mountain of there 
vk'ere in ancient Times above fourteen thoufand Hcrmitcs; afterwards the 
Greeks kept Monks in all thefc Hermitages, to celebrate Divine Office j but 
at Brclcnt there are none, bccaufc the too much tormented them. Wc 
dined upon this Mountain on Bread, Onions, and Dates that wc had brought 
with us, and then went to fee the Hermitages, and hrft we found three of 
thefc Chappcls altogether, with a paflage from one to another ; Behind the 
Altar of the third, which is dedicated to the Honour of S£,A/j-r, there tsa 
Hole in the Rock, where EUm lived all the while that he fojourned in that 
Mount, becaufc of tht Pcrfecution of Je^iabeL Then wc came to another place 
where there ate three Chappcls more, dedicated one to the Honour of the Blcf- 
fed KirjfWj another to the Honour of St-and a third to the Honour of 
St.John^ after that, to a Chajppel dedicated to St. then to another 

dedicated to the Holy another to i)«W, another to the Baptifm of our 

Lord Jrfui Chrtfi, another t.J St, Juthny the Hctmitc toanothcr place where 
there three little Cells, *h which (the Greeks fay) that two Elder Sons of 
the Greek Emperour ftmc thcmfcivcsup, each in bis Cell, cauling the poors to 
be walled up, and leaving only a Window in ««ch, fiiU tobe fcen, by which 
^ they received Victuals fromaServaut who lived in the third Cell, that was not 

Jhuc up, and that both of them died in their feveral Cells. All thefc Chappcls 
are fotteted up and down upon the Mount, fothat oncrouftgoagood way 
before he can vidte them all; Near to every one of them, there is a little Houle, 
a Garden, and good Water. From thence wc went down to the great Mona- 
fiery at the foot of the Alountain, by Heps whith heretofore re^hed frofti the 
faid Monallcry up to the top of the Mount, and were in number fourtcep tliou- 
fand i atprefent fomcofthem arc broken j thofetbat remain, are v^U made, 
and cade to go up or down. One may judge ofthc height of Sr. Ctfiberiwe s heifiM 
Mount, by this, which certainly is not fo high by a third, and yet hath fourteen tJj? Monii- 
thoufcnd Steps up to ic. Upon the way as we came down, we found two fair uin 
ftonc Porticos, by which wc pafied, and where (the Greeks fay) that they 
who performed the Pilgrimage, paid heretofore a certain I'mallduc. After 
that wc came to the great Monaftcry at the bottom, which is welt built of good • 

Free^ftone. with very high fmooth Walls; on the Eaft-fidc there is a Window,

by which tfofe that were within drew up the Pilgrims into the Monaiitry, 
with a Basket which they letdown by a Rojk that runs b a PuJly, to bcfeeji 
above at tie Window, and tht Pilgrims went into it one after another* and fo 
were hoiiliJ np ^ by the i^e place they alfo let down Victuals to the Ar^bs 
witha RopeN We entered^ not into that Monaftery, becanfc it was (hut.

And for that reafon, when there are any Monks in the 
Monaflery, they are obliged to |ive Haifa Peck of Corn to every Arab that 
comes, and thefe Arah grind it in a little Mill that they carry always a^ut 
with them, who come fometimes to the number of art hundred and fifty two 
hundred, nay, four hundred in a day, and muft all be ferved * fp that Ic 
amounts fomctimcs to many Quarters of Corn , and to fome they give three or 
four AipfjJw a year, more or lefs, according as they deftrve it, Now about two

A Fter wc had walked round that Mooaftery , we returned» and law at Ibme Mount 
ibiaU diltanrc. Mount Hereby, on which M^feskd his FJodts, when he / 
faw the Burning Bulb. And near to that, are the Mountains upon which ' 

prayed for the Pcopict sd Tittle ones. There is afairGardcuadjoyning to 
the MonaAcry} and within the Walls o^it, a lovely ChappeU dedicated to the 
Holy Upon our return from the Monallery of the Forty Martyrs, 

about half a quarter of a league from the fa id Garden, we faw the Scone, or 
rather Place where the Golden Calf was molicp it is in the very Rock, where 
one may fee a great Head of a Calf cut to the. life, and within that place it was whoc die 
(as the GrccksTay) that the Riches and'Ornaments of the IfrMlitcj were calt,GoklenCaif 
of which they made the Head of the Golden Calf that they worlhippcd while 
MoftJ was with God upon the Mountain: But it is more probable that the 
Greeks have in that place cut the Head of theCalf in the Rock, to fhew the 
place where it was Caff, or where it was placed upon a Pillar. Something 
near to that, there is a high and great Stone, with Ibmc Injiription upon it, 
but fb defaced, that none of it can be read. The Greeks fay that this Stone 
was to mark the place where ytrcrttieh hid the VefteU of Gold and Silver, and 
other coftly Furniture of the Temple of when the J/TMlitn were 

cartiedaway Captives to and that it is not known how it hath been 

brought thither, but that there is a very ancient Authour that fpeaks of it, 
as being on Mount Si»ji, Father Ktrcbtr explains it in his Prodreinus Copiem^ 
where he forges an Explanation of thefe Charafters, which are unknown to all 
Men bclidcs bimlelf, as if they were Hieroglyphick$, whereof without doubt 
he hath had the meaning by Revelation. 1 relate alt thefe things according to 
the Tradition of Che People of the Countfcy, which not being authorized by 
Texts of Scripture, nor audeut HiRory, 1 leave it to the Reader to believe 
or not belicae, as he thinks fit. 

Having fcca what was to be fecn, we returned to the Monaftcry of the 
Forty Martyrs, very weary after fo much mounting and defccadiu^. Our 
luck was good that no Wind blew when wcweut up thefe Mountains, for 
whether hot or cold, it would havekiiTd us, 


•CHAP. XXXI. 

Of our Return to Suez. 


W EE had* lb bi^l entertainment on Mount Siatii , that wc thought of ^ttnn^ from 
nothing but of returning as foonas we could to where wc ho^d Mount s»«ji 
to refrefh ourfclves^ and therefore Monday the Fourth of Fehrnarj^ having*^ 
made a Prefeut of Ibmc Money to the Monk who lives in the Monaftcry ofthc 
Forty Martyrs, wc fetout at eight of the^cldlk in the morning, to go fee what , 
Rill remained to be {cen, being unwitlmg, notwithltandlng all our &ctgue, * 
to leave any thing unfeen ^ wc went hrR to the Church of the Twelve Apoltles, 

. Z 1 , and 
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and thcn^viitg travelled about iD hour, and one half of it np hill, wc went 
' down intola very low place, w'herc there Is a little Habitation, with feverat 

Gardens fiJl of Fruit-trees, aod a large Spring of excellent Water. There 
there (pa Church dedicated to St. Cej ^ff/e and St. Dit/tiroH. Having afeen- 
ded 3 little, we went down by the very place where the Earth opened and 
cerji, fwallowed up Cw-at, and ^ecaufc they had mutinied againit 

and Jiiofni. 

About eleven of the dock, we came to a place where ourCamels flay'd for 
us, and having dined, and given fbme Piaftres to the Monk who had fhew'd 
‘ us every thing, ferhh pains, we fetovt about noon, and followed the fame 

, way we came till four of the dock in the afternoon, thac we left it and 

ftruck off to the right, leaving the Red-Sea at a pretty good diltancc fronr 
us on our left hand. We travelled in good way, being the flrcightefl, pica- 
'• fan tell and Dior tell Road from Mount SiitAi to Sikx. \ But as we went, wc 

' took the way by TV, partly to fee it, and partly to take a Monk to guide 

us in our vilitatioos. About half an hour after hve, wc relbcd In a great 
Plain. , ' 

Next morning, Tiafly the Fifth of Ftbrnury, wc fet out at four of the 
clock, keeping nil! in good way, and relied about tenof the clock in a place 
where there was Water. Wc went from thence about eleven, and came to 
tcH again about half an hour after five in the evening. 

Next day, lVcd»rfd,iy the (Ixthof^^fV/f,p*^7, wc parted at five a clock in the 
morniog, and about eight, feme two or three hundred paces wide of the Road, 
sve found a Well of good water, w here wc provided our fel v cs. About hul f an 
hour after one of the clock ^^e relied, and at two went forwards again, rill 
fix at night, yvhen we took up our ryJh. 

Next day, Tharfday the leventh of FtirBary, wc parted about five of the 
clock in the mornjng, about iix we entered again into the way by which wc 
came, and found a Caravan of about two hundred Camels belonging to jirahf 
loadedwithCoal, and going to CtjW; When they have gathered their Gums, 
they carry them in this manner in Caravans to the City. We relied at Ccr^tidtl 
about ten a dock in the momlrg, and fetting out again at eleven, travelled till 
feven at night, where wc relied in a little Wood. From whence wc departed 
next day, Friday the eighth of Ftbrnary^ about four of the clock in the morn¬ 
ing, and relied at eleven. From thence we fee forward at noon, and came to 
reft at fix of the clock at night, at the place which wc had made our firlt Stage, 
when we came from Smt. 

The fame evening ac feven of the clock we parted, and arrived atSwe. on 
Friday the eighth of Fthruary, at eleven of the clock at night, but lay with¬ 
out near the Gate until day, that it opened, fuffering a great deaf of cold, 
for we had no wood to make fire. 

All the way back ftoin Mount Sinai to Sjffz., was very good and even, and we 
were very merry upon the Road, for [ took great pleafurc to hear the jirah 
tell [he feveral paflages of their Life, putting them now and then in the humour 
by oucftions 1 put to them.

T he Ar^h aie of the Race of and of Jvts Twelve Sons, who 

were the Patriarchs of thcTri^sof the as the Twelve Sons of 

^Acob-t were Heads of the twelve Tribes of IfrAil, Tbeie^.<^»*4^/arc divided * 
intothofe who live in Towns, and thofe who inhabit the De/arts ; thcfelaft 
are the Arabt whom the Ancients called Setnit*^ and .arq now adays called . 
BedoHiftSf of whom particularly I intend to Treat. One gcwl quality theyj^fte, ■ ' ' 
that they willingly rob Caravans when they can, and do no other liurt, but 
flrip Travellers Hark naked, unlefs they make refinancebut when they catch 
any Turks, they give them not fo good quarter, cipecially if any of their Co tin* 
irynien have been lately ufed fevcrcly in the Towns, Thefe People who arc very 
numerous, live in the Defarts, where (thtugh they lead a mojf wretched life ) 
yet they think thcmfclves molt happy, Ttfeir Cloathing is a long blew Shirt, 

Icwed up on both Tides from top to bottom, and then with a great piece of 
white Scarge, they wraatheiTtielvcstabouc the Bcdy, under the Arm-pits, and 
over [he Shoulders, giving it fcveral turns about«thcmi Ibmeof them alfb 
have Drawers, and a kind of Furred Veit, or elfe a great many Sheeps Skins 
fewed together, putting the rough' fide towards their Shirt tok&ep thern 
warm, and turning it the contrary way again, when they would be cooler: 

Several wear alfo a kind of PAnahtt, which arc almoU like our Shoes, Their 
Wives are alfomtferably ill Cloathcd, all cover thele Faces with a Linncmcloath 
with holes in it for their Eyes, and wear great Rings of Lattiu in their Eats. 

Mo^ of thefe People have Hocks of Camels, Shdp, add Goats, which they 
feed here and *theTc, according as they find Grafs; and where they find Fa¬ 
ilure, they pitch their ugly Tents made of Goats-hair, in which their Wives 
and Children live i but when that is eaten up, they pack up Hag and Baggage, 
and loadingtheirCamels with all they have, Houle, Goods, Wives andCbil* 
dren, they go in ftarch of Pafturc fomewhere clfis. They live on Camels or 
Goats Milk, and on the flcfli of Camels, with water for their Drink^ they 
sKb cat Cakes or Bans, among others they have tha MAfnacA, which is s greaf 
regale to them; and indeed, they eat but feldom of that, I have feen them 
many times make it on our journey to Mount SitiAi, where they had it daily. 

Morning and Evening at my coJl, for 1 gnidged them pothing. They mingle 
Flower with Water in a Wooden-How), which they carry always about with 
them, and knead it well into a Parte, then they fpriad it upon the Sand, ma¬ 
king it round, very thin, and a f^t and a half in Diamctre, after that 
they lay it upon the Sand where the Fire was made, covering it up with hot 
Embers;, and live Cools over them, and when it is baked on one fide, they 
turn it upon the other: When it is well baked, they break it into fmall pieces, 
and with a little Water knead it again of nesv, adding thereto Butter, and 
ibmeiimes alio Honeys they make it into a thick Parte, ^nd then break it into 
great pieces, w'hicb they work andprefs betwixt their Fingers, ^d fofecd 
on them with delight;, and they look like thofe Gobbets of Parte that ^re 
given toOcefc to fatten them. Their Oefarts are divijled into Tribes, and 
the Tribes into Familiesi which pollcfs dificrent Quarters. Each Tribe hath 
Ktbir, or great 5 F£i«fe,, and every Family hath its Seheikjt or Cap- 
tain, TheScl*f(t, rf Ktbif commands all the other Seltfitfi and thefe Schttk*^^^^’ 
adminirtcT jtiftke to the having power over them of Life and Death, 

and arc pundnally obeyed in what they Command, for they can Fine thofein™ 

Money who arc refraftory; thcOlficesof Schetkt are Hereditary, delcending 
from Father to Son, and when the Scheik of a Family dies without Children, 
all the Family artembic together; and having let forth the praifes of thole * 
whom they think worthy of the Charge, they chufe the moli vertuous, and 
* , entreat 
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entreat the CO approve of thdr pcAion. It is the fame thing 

in the Elc^on of the S^hult^tl Ktbify only it is made in an Ailembly of the 
whole Tritlj. The B;ifbas commonly give jome pay ro the Sthttk, d Kthif of 
the Tribes i^t arc fcattcrcd in their Governments, being very unwilling lo 
haveany quanel with them} and the p^ravans alfo aiiow him a fum ot IVIo- 
ney yearly, that they may fafely pafs without AloicJTaiJon t to the other Sthtih 
they give Provillons, Money,Veils, and Cloth for Shirts,in certain proportions, 
and thele Blades think tbemrclYcs in thdrTetits happier than Kings.SifV'^ 
heretofore would have confined them to live Jo Towns exempted from all 
Payments, but they would not heat of it. They keep coqflanily Spies abroad 
op all hands, to kno w if there be any Plots in hand againfl tiKm, and to be 
always ready to defend therofclvcs, ccr fiie farther off ^ and certainly there is no 
great hurt to be done unto them in thole Defartc, for feeing there arc no High' 
ways in (hem, an Enemy would loon lofe thcmfelvcs. Befides that, they mujt 
c» 1 > 7 >ith them ProvtliojM for all the time iliey mull: be there, for nothing is 
to be found in tho& places, nay, they would (bon die of third too; for 
(hough there be fcvcral Wells on all hands, yct none betihe know where 

they are. The Arms of t^ arc Lances, or H^lf-pikcs, Swords or Sha- 
bJes, aud long Daggers; Ftri^anns they liavc iioi^e, but arc tniKb afraid of 
them, and it is prohibited to fell them any, though indeed, they know not at 
all how to ufc them. For I know^ French Merchant, who one time mcecigg 
w'ith AftAh tbey^ ftript him Itaik naked, and before they left him, made 
him (hoot olT hjs Fire-lock and Pidols, which they furred him to keep, 
They have alfo Bucktersf made of the Skin of a FiDi, call<^ t^ 

They have pretty Horfes, that are fraall, but indefatigable, and run fo fall 
that tbey (eem to flic; where they alight, they leave them without making 
them fan to any ihlng, and there Hones tUr not from the place where they 
have been left. And indeed, when tbe^' find them for their purpoft, they are 
careful to feed them with Camels Miik, Butter, Camels fleJb dried in the Sun, 
and Wheat, all which things mike them very Urong. Thoft who hare any 
competent Eltaie, keep a Cfemel to lave their Life in time of danger. They 
feed him froma Colt with Camels Milk, Butter, Camels flcDi dried in the Sun, 
aiid Wheat, and give him nothingcirc to cat, which makes them very Itrong 
andfw irt, as well as their Horfes. The ArtAt of different Tribes, are many 
times in Wars one with another, and theSfkrt €t A'rtjr marthes at the head 
of them. When one of them kills another in time of pc?cc, If the friends 
apprehend the Malefactor, they carry him before the Sthetk el A'ri/r, who 
condemns him to death, or to pay fomuth to the Relations of the deceafed, 
according as they dcCrc it; but commonly thofe of the fame Family, revenge 
the death of fheir Relation, and they are fo obflinaw in their revenge, t iwt 
they’ll keep it an Hundred Venrsi the Mother evet now and tlien, (hewing 
licT Children the Blcotiy Shirt of their Father- When any oneof.thcm dies 
he is buried in the fame place where he Expired, and fome Stones put upon his 
Grave, « 

They told me a great many things more of their Culloms, as among others. 
If an marry a Maid, he kills a Camel or two, according as he h able to 
make a Fcafl, and gives fo much to the Maid; If at any time after, a near Re¬ 
lation of the Maids (who wasabfeot when the Wedding was made) happen 
10 come, aod.be difpliafed with the Marriage, he pays back the Husband what 
Money he gave to hisKItifwoman, the Camel which hekil‘ 

Marrjage, thoogh the Maid be dcflowicd.

TheSlav^j told us, that the 
People of the Country believe, there is Tome Treafure ncarthat place guarded 
by Hobgoblins*, for my part, that Night we arrived from Mount Sfir,,i, [ Jay 
at the foot of that Eminence, and the Speights did not at all difturb ray reft. 
There U in this Town ftill a Greek Church, but in bad order. There are 
fomc pretty well built Hoyfes in Swx, and an indifferent good Market-place, 
To conclude, this Town is very Populous, when any Ship arrives, or when 
the Galleys are in the Harbour, bu^t other times it is very Oefolace; and 
indeed, there is not fo much as anf good Frclh Water within two Leagues 
round it. 


.CHAP. XXXIV. 

My Return from Suez to Cairc. 

Rrtora from * \ had feen Sjwx at leifure enpugh, 1 prepared to be gone with a Ca- 

siie^ laCiift. ravanof Two hundred Camels, which the Emir-Ai^e had provided to 
carry from Swx to Caire^ the Coffee that svas biought in the Galleys, and 
twelve Ships which were in the Road j theitwasin all Thirty thou fa nd Load, 
each Load wclfhing three or four hundred weight, and every Camel carried 
two of thefe Loads- 1 hired a Camel for my fclf, there being no Mules to be 
got, and we parted from Thta-feUy the fourteenth of Fflrrwij, about 
' eight a Clock in the Morning; the Caravan was attended by a guard of 
fromfundryplaces. 'We leftfeverajthoufands of C^elsin and 
met abroad feveral great Troops belonging to and others, who came 
to kt their Camels for Tranfportrag of the Coffee. I Toon found the diffe¬ 
rence betwixt the Camels of the Ar/dn, and thofe of the Town, for being 
^ accuftomed to Ride upon the Camels of the Araljf [ could not make ufc of 
this which I had hired to carry me to C^irf, one half days Journey ; fo that 
I hired a little Afs from a man of the Caravan, and rode upon it to Cjirr. 
The truth is, the Camels of the Arabs go a great deal more cafity than the 
others do. At Koon we paft by a Caftlc call^ Ad^traud, which we law not 
* as «c came, bccaufc we paft it in the Night-time, only three perfons live 

there who drink Salt-water. We refted at Two a Clock, and put on again at 
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Six travelling tiE three a clock in the morning of Friday the fifteenth of 
when werdtedi we parted again at noon, and travelling till three 
a clock after, we refted \ then we let forwards again at (even a clock at 
niaht and kept tiavclUng till next day SAturddy the lixtccnch of FeltriMtyt 

that about eight a Clock we arrived at C^rf. 

ffom Cutte to ana Iroril ours, to tr:^vcJs cotn- 

monlv very faft, bccaufc it cannot fpcndmuch time by the way, for other* 
wife they would fall Ihott of provlfions, having none but what they carry 
with them, both for Men and CaraeJs, and therefore they never Hay above 
two or three days at Suct.^ and if they ftayed longer, they would ftarve 
that To wa, TV her e ther c is not hing but what is brough t i n from the C on ntrey 
about when the Galleys or fome Ships arrive y and indeed, thefe Camel * 

driven arc always fo weary and fpent, ihat they can hardly llir, they have 
not fo much ns time to Deep, and now and then they run before the Caravan ^ 
and tumbling down uPou the ground, fall prefcntly a fleep, taking th^jc , 

a fliort nap till the Caravan be pad, when fome take rare to awakenffiem. 

In this Journey from to CrtfVr, for a days time and more we had fo 

hot a Wind, that we were forced to tnm our backs to it, to take a little a dingcmvi 

breath and fo foon as we opened our mouths, they were full of Sand: our hot wind. 

Water was fo cxtreamly heated with' it, that it feemed to be juft taken 

off of the Fire; and many poor People of the Caravan, came and begged 

of us a cup of water for Gods fake; for our parts we could not drink it, 

it was fo hot. The Camels were fo infefted with this Wind, that they 

could not fo much as feed ^ but it iafted not above fix hours in its force j 

and if it had continued longer, one half of the Ciaravan would have periihed. 

It was fuch a kind of wind that the year before fo infefted the Caravan of a great Mor- 

Mccha thac twothou&nd men died of it in one night. In this Journey 1 tall^ hytiat 

obferved that when the feet of the Camels were ait and galled, the Camel WinJ. 

drivers cook the Bones of dead Camels, (of which all the way from Caire 

to SKfi is fo'full, that following only the trait where thefe Bones ly, one 

may go the ftreight way to they took thefe Bones (I fay) and with 

the marrow they found lO them anointed the fore place of the Camel. Such 

as would travel to Mount Sinat, ought to make provifion at C^ttre of all 

that they may Itand in reed of, and not trail to Suez, or Tor, for a Caniet 

will carry all. I’m fure for want of that connfef, we Mered much, and 

when we came back to CdiVf, were all troubled with a Rheum that felt down 

upon our Lungs like to have choaked us, by reafon of the cold key waters 

th^ we were forced to drink Upon that Mountain •, nay our Mecr Servant 

had almoft loft his Life by it. 


CHAP. XXXV. 

The Journey from Caire to Gaza. 

B Eing recovered from my Journey, to Mount Striai, 1 relolvcd to travel FfnmC 4 ;«t* 
to JtTitfJtm, and feeing that which moll recommends thefe places 
to us, is the Birth, Life and Death of our Lord Jtfm Chrift, 1 ftayed till 
.Lent, .that 1 might be there at the time when the Church celebrates the 
memory of his dolorous PalTion. There is_a Caravan that yearly in Lent 
goes fVom Caire to yerufalc/rt ; and with the Mailer of the prefent years • 
Caravan, (who was a Chriftian of the Gountrey) I made a bargain for eighteen’ 
lUftret each Coune, and all Cafairci payed to JeTHfitltm, Thefe Councs Cmth 
are Hampiers like Cradles carried upon Camels Backs one on each fide, but 
they have a back, head and Gdes, like the great Chairs that lick people fit in. ^ 

A man rides in each of thefe Councs, and over them they lay a covering, 

A a which 
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which keeps them both from the Rain and Sun, leaving as it were a Win¬ 
dow ^fore and behind upon the Camels back. We wanted four Counes, for 
we were four in coropny, to wit, a Capudu, a Pcovcncial, my felt and mf 
Servant* but the Capudn payed only fifteen Piaftres i the Religious not pay¬ 
ing fo much'as the Seculars. We had Biskets made for us* French Bread, 
Wine in Flasks, Rice, Lentils, and other Lent-Provifionsi carrying with ns 
aTcnr* a Pot or Skillet, and in ihort, all that was neceflary, not forgetting 
Candles, Candlcfitck and Leather-Buckets, to draw Water with. All this 
we had chrritd upon a Camel over and above the Bargain, 

Being thus provided* we parted from C^irf S^fitrJ.y ihc three and twen¬ 
tieth of at one a Clock after noon, every one mounted on his Al’s, 

and by four a Clock came ro HhanqvSy which is a little Town where the 
Caravans of make their lirft Stage. There we lay, and next day 

came the whole Caravan, conhltingofh-C Score Camels, withlcveral Horfes, 
AljjiJes and AOes. 

Wc parted from fflhtTiqm AianJjty morning the twenty fifth of.3£irci, and 
refted without the TowntUl Noon ; at which time we fee out on our jour¬ 
ney, ard at eight a Clock at night came to ly at Butbejs ; wc had a tryal 
then of thefe Panniers, and for my pan I was much at my cafe, for 1 had 
under me a good thick quilc and a pillow, and lay at full Lcjigth^ turning 
my feet fometimes towards the neck and fometlmes towards the tall of the 
Camel, though the Camel-drivers kept a heavy dot ter, crying that 1 fpoil'd 
their Camel, for they would have had me fit after the Turkifli manner, 
as all the reft did. 

Next day TnefiLiy the twenty Cxth ofMjrcb^ we parted ft'om Bulbeyszt one 
a Clock after Noon, and came lo lodge at Cwtde, where we arrived at 
dght In the Evening, and, wc parted from thence next day, 

tVeJtitfdjy the twenty feventh of ASjrch at Noon, and at eight a Clock 
in the Evening w^c came toSJ.ihU ; there arc very pIcaEint Woods of Tamarisks 
about all thefe places; bur though all of them were good Towns and 
Villages, yet we lay abroad in Tents, making a little Camp, and la the 
Night-time Guards with Mulquets were placed on all the Avenues of the 
Caravan, whofuffered none lo come In or goe out^ they arc payed for that, 
andk is a very good courfc to prevent being Robbed. 

Next day ihs twenty eighth of A/urch at Noon we parted from 

SaJahU: and abont ten a Clock st night crclfK] over a fair Bridge, uadcr 
which runs the Water of the Mediterranean Sea, thatremalnson Jund, when 
that Sea makes any Inundation, ( fo wcwcrc told) but it is pro^bJe it may 
. be the Sirfftnite Lake. We travelled on till hve a Clock in the morning 
next day, when .we encamped in a place called Blhr Dtvedar^ becauic of a 
dirty Well of fait Water that is near to It, for Bir in Arabick hgnilies 
a Well; the Bealls are watered there, but fuch as have not providedihtm- 
fdves of frelh Water, know what it is to want it at that place. 

Wc parted from thence the fame day, Friday the twenty ninth of Mjrfh 
about noon, and beiwixi: three and four of the Clock we found upon the 
Road a WcH called Bir like the former, but continued traveling till nine 
a Clock at night, when we arrived at Cjtif, where we refted the next day, 
being Someday the thirtieth of Marcht bccanle of the Jeips^ who do dot 
travel on Saturday, and there being a good many of them in the Caravan, 
they had crediLenough with the mailer of the Caravan to obtain this. Cane 
is a Village where there is indeed a well of water, that is not indeed fait, 
but ItiJl unpleafant for drinking, as being very fwcctiftij but two miles from 
Catie there is a well of Water, which t$ go^ after that it hath Hood a 
little: at CtfTfV wc ate ffelh Fifli half as Jong as ones Arm, as bre^ and 
thick as Carpes, and of as good a rellifli j they did not colt us a Maidinor 
^fivc farthings a piece. 

Saturday after noon the Cifr,frf/of CdfiV prefltd our Camels to fetch wood 
from the Sca-Cde, which Is but a little wayefT, and they did not comeback 
till the next day, Sunday at One a clock in the Morning , which hindred 
ns from Parting from till the day after. The Cachef of CgtU 
fini for me, to Ihtw me fomc Books; he had got a great many Latin and 

. French 
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Frcncli Books of Pfeyfrck and Chinirgcry, chat had belonged CO a Dutch Chi- 
ftirgcon, who died there fome Months before, as he was coming from Cj/w • 

with the Carayan, which the Cachef ffgoificd by Letter to the French Con- 
ful at Cairc | he told me that he had a Chelt full of them: he ihewed me 
alfo holy Srpulchrca, and other fuch Relkks of the fame DntclMiians, and 
gave me fomcof thenrii having afterward treated me with Coffee, he asked 
me wherein he could ferve me; 1 thanked him heartily for hts civility, and 
being returned to ray Tent, made up a Bo* of Raifins, Ainionds,and fuch other 
Fruits, (which arc there a great Treat) and prefenced it to him. 

We parted from Cutit Mr/nLy the firft of Jfnl at nine a clock j a the 
Morning, and four Turks armed with Muskets and Shables, waited oa us as 
a gnaM to Riche, becanfe we wefc afraid to be fetupon by the About 

two 3 dock we found afhallow and narrow but very long Pit full of\'cry 
white Salt, and they alTured us that that Salt was made only by the Rain- Salt v^k Fiio- 
water, the fond of that pLicc Iiaving fuch vertuc, as being wJchour*iJ6nibt 
very Salt, and the like is to be feen in Jlexd»^iri.t, We came to BirUb 
about ten a Clock at night, which is a Oefart without any Habitation, but 
hath three wells of 5ak-water. 

We fet out from thence nextday fecond of about ten a 

Clock in the morning, and about noon came to a well of good frcEh water 
lately made by a of vfypf, for all Trai^lcrs: About fix a clock 

at night we arrived at a placeItallcd winch is alfo in the Defart,'®'^ 

having neither habitation nor w'atcr Co water Hc^s; and all thefe ways aae 
full of Omck'S^nds, 

We lay there, and parted on the third of jifril, about £i.t a clock 

in the Morning, and about one of the clock at noon vve found a Well called 
Sibitet bitr Acat, newly made by an who paff^.that way a little before 
on his journey toC*///frf?)fi>jfl^lf. ( Sibil h^ntffes a place where all may have water 
forGod’sfokc.) This Well Ucovered widi a Dome, fupported by four walls of 
ffee^ftonc,built fquare ? the entry into it isby tw'oDoors over againli one ano¬ 
ther, but one mult firlt afirend four or five Heps. The Ctllern is covered 
all over with frce-ftonC) eifccpt in two round places, big enough 10 let a * 

Bucket down, by which the water is dra^vh that rifes pretty high, half a 
fothomof Rope being fufficiett to reach it. This A** left a fond to main" 
tain fome Argbt^ who daiiy briug thither lb many Camels laded with frefh 
Water, which they take at a place near the Sea. Having there made a 
provifion* of Water, we entered again into the which Jaftedas . 

far as Bkbe, where we arrived about four in the AftcrnoDii, A qiinTterof 
an hour before we got there, we were overtaken by a Storm, which Jailed 
above thirty hours. Riclst is a Village not for diffant from the Sea, it hath 
a Callle well built of liiiJe Rock Stoocs, as all the Houfes are; and the 
Cjtckef. of it, as well as he of Z»k.ty depends on the Cliche/ of C^irie. They 
have fo many lowly ancient Marbk-Pillars at Riche, that their Colfoc'Houles 
and wells are made of tliem, and fo ate their Burying-pi aces full. 

We parted fi'om Richr, Thurfdjy the fourth of Aftil, about one a clock 
at noon, having eight Turks with ns, who guarded us to Ckunienet, for cjtoMflfj. 
fear of the Arkbj. An hour after -we parted from Rtche we found a Sibil of 
Sale Water. We itill travelled on through though it blew very 

bard. Rained, Thundered and Lightened, and about midnight came toZ.fk^ 
which is in the Defart, without any Habitation, but has only three Wells 
bad Water, and yet the Corfairs’come often there to take in*fre!li 
Water. 

FriJjy the fifth of A^il the Wind after a great deal of Rain calming, 
we parted from about nine a Clock In the Morning, and travelled in 
good way a little after twelve of the Clock we found threffair Marbfo* , 

PiUars, two ftanding, and one lying along upon the ground, and a little 
after a large Well of good Water, where there arc Sakii, there we begaa 
to fee a very pleafant Countrey, and fome Corn-Land: fometime after 
we foiind a Sibil of bitter Water, which is clofc by C/miiiMieiy where we 
arrived about three in the Afternoon; they have lb many Marble-Pillars there 
alfo, that their Coffee-Houfos Hand all upon filch, Thcrowve began to fee 
. Aa z abundance 
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abundance of Ttecs» and a great deal of good Meadow ground 5 and indeed, 
both the Cartel and Inhabitants of that Place* from the brggeft to ih« 
Icaft are citrcamly Fat, There is a very fairCaftlc there, wiih a large open 
place in it. The Turks lodge in the Cattle, where there is a Sah oi 
very good Water, and the Abwi and Friiix live in the Houles without. 
This Callle is commanded by a Mattfenauf who has but a ^all number of 
Soldiers with him w it; he depends immediately oq Cifi>r,froni whence he 
has his pay, and his Soldiers arc payed by the Cachef of ; Cattaimet 

is in which here ends, . * t- c * l 

Wfeparted from Cgmimao^ SAiurd^ the (ixth of before nvc in the 
Morning, guarded by feven or eight Turks of the Place; who went with 
us to <7rf2.4*, for fear of the Af^bi^ About fix a clock we found a Sibil of 
bitter Water, and about feven another better; a little aft^, we diftovered 
the Towu .of half an hour after eight we found a Bridge,under which 

rutrS^i^hc water of the Meadows, which arc very fpacious, and at the end 
of that Bridge there is a well of good Water; the Countrey abounds in fair 
Cattle,- andaUfoTts of Fruit-Trees r aboutan hour after we found two Sibils 
notftrdtftantfrom one another, and about halfanhour after ten, we arrived 
at where we Encamped near the Galtle, in a little Burying-place walled 

about. 




C H A P. XXXVL 

Of the Cities af Gaza ^/id Rama, cyW our arrmtl 

at Jerufilem. 

T H £ City of Cdi.d is about two miles from the Sea, and was anciently 
very lUuftrious, as may be feen by its Ruines, for you have Marble*Piilars 
every where, and 1 havefeen Buryiog-pbees there, where‘the Tombs were 
wholly made of Marble; among others, there is one enciofed w'irii a wall, 
which belongs to fomc particular Turktlh Family, and is full of lovely 
Sepulchres, made of large pieces of excellent Marble, which are the remains 
and evidences of the ancient Iptendour ofihat Town: It was one of the five 
Lontlhi^oP Lordlhips of the Philiftist^ to which ^difryiin did fo much hurt* nay, and one 
tbc day tarried away uptinhis Shoulders the Gates of this City, and left them 

upon a little hill at a miles dillancc, TheCaftlc is near the Town, and is 
round, with a Tower at each corner, four in ail j it is kept b good order, 
and has bnt a fmall circumference, but two Iron^Gates, Hard by this 
Caftlc is the Sfrra^U* of the Baiba's Wives, and joining to it above, Ibme 
pieces of old wall, of a matter fo compaft that it cannot be broken with 
a Hammer; it is the ruincs of the Callle of the Semms. The Town is but 
very little, it hatha b very good order, and a pretty large Greek 

Church, whereof the arched Roof in the middle is fupported by two great 
Pitlats of Alarble, with their Corinfties of the Corinthian order; they fay, 
that our Lady was three days there, when Ihc fled into i/£gyfti The Arme- 
fifMu have a Church there alfo. Near to the Caflle of behind the 
Burying'placc, (where we Encamped) is the place where the Palace of the' 
^ Philtfiint ftotxJ, which Samfiif polled down, Smothering hijijfelf and all that 
were within it *, it is now no more but a heap of &rth. Without the 
Town there arcfevcral goodly Mofques, all faced with Marble on theont- 
fide, and I bclclve they were places that bcJofged all to the ancient City. 
From CArt till we came thither we found no -Wine, but there we had 
Ibine . pretty good, wherewith.we provided om felves, and might have had 
pretty good Br|pdy too, if we had had occalion. We llayed at GAz.a zllSsKiiay 
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the ferenth of jlyil, waiting for the Jita, who had ftopp’d to tclcbrate 
their Sabbath at C^mtionts. ^ ‘ - - ■ * 

On MMA4y morning when we thoogUt of parting, the T-aOia put a Rop to it, 
who having had intelligence that the mafter of the paravan carried money 
for Tome Jrwj in ‘yeriifi4tij*’i (who were bis Debtor?^ \yonId needs pay 

htmfclf with it. •»- n l ■ i r 

The matter being takert up, we parted From C^^tt Tuefu^ the ninth of 
jipril^ at fix a Clock in the Morning, withfomc Turks for a Convoy; about 
jiiue a Clock we pall^ over a very high and broad bridge, but of one ITtigle 
Arch, which has at the higher end a Sibil joining toil, and another a Utile 
beyond it i about half an hour after ten we found another Sibil, and about 
eleven, two high-ways, of which leaving to the left hand the one that at a * 

hundred paces diftance pafles through a Village called we took the 

right hand way, at the entry Into which we found a Sibil,and at noon another, ^ 
beddes ihcfc, there arc a great many Birques upon the Road. At thr^^ 

Clock in the Afternoon we arrived at Hh^ttfedonJ^ travelling all the way 
from Gaz,* thither in a lovely plain full of Corn, Trees and Flowers, which 
yielded a rare good fmcll. This Plain is all embroadcred with Tulips and ^ P^ of 
Emonics, vwhenthe reafon is, but then it waspaft^ and theft Flowers 
be reckoned beautiful in FTdsci. Hhwftdctid is a pitiful Village, where there 
is a Han for Caravans, built of fraall Frcc-ftone, and the doors faced with 
Iron, but we went not into it, becaufc we would make noftay, dcligningto 
make up our J^ndvft journey which we loft at and therefore we 
encamped upon a jittlE height about two hundred pacc^eyond the Village, 
from whence we parted the fame day, 'Tutfday the ninth at nine 

a clock at night, and at one a clock in the morning pafted a Village called 
rtbtta^ at the end of which we croQ'ed over a Bridge that is very broad j 
about half an hour after three we found a lovely large well, and a Sibil 
dole by it, as a little farther another. 

mdnefd ty^ the tenth of Apr a^jout four of the clock mthe morning, w^ ' 

arrived at called in Arabick R.ud* \ we went not into it, becaufe iVc 

had no mind to lye there, but encamped in a Plain, over agaluft; the Town, and 
then went to the Town to fee the French Merchants that live there. RAtnt is a 
Town depending on the Balha of Cotj, and therein is the Hoofe of Niwmtdet^ Houfc of 

where fomc French Merchants and their Chaplain live. In thcfaracHoufe, 
there is a pretty Church and k is the Houfe where the Frjw^ who arc on Pil- 
crimage lodge, when they pafs through The Door of that Houfe is sot 

'three root high, and fo arc all the Doors in the Town, to hinder the Arubt 
from entering into their Houfes on Horfe-back. The Church of the Forty 
Martyrs U alfo in this Town, and hath a very high rquarcSteeple, vduchiti 
times paft was as high again. Heretofore there was a Ibcely large Convent 
there, of which the Cloyfter ftems ftill to be very entire, by what we could 
obftrvcm pafiing by the Gate, for we were told that ChtiIlians were not per¬ 
mitted to enter it. There is another Church there alfo, dedicated to the 
Honour of St. Cesr^e, 

We parted from RM/rt* on Thitrfdiiy^ the eleventh of Aprils at fix of the clock 
in the morning, and a little after came to a ftony way, which grew worft 
and worfc all along till we came to our Lodging. About nine of the clock, we 
faw to the right hand the Village of tl^ Good Thief, called in Arabick Ffth- 
j after that we paid the Cjij/j/rr, and took a Guard as far a Jerufajem \ 
before w^came to that Village, we found two Ways, of which that which is the 
good Way is on the right hand, and pafles through the Village; and the other 
is on the left hand, which we took, to avoid a , but it led us among 

Hills in very bad Way, and at length we •encamped amid ft the Mountains 
about halfan hour after two in the afternoon, in aplace cloft by a ruinous 
old Building, which heretofore W'as a Convent of Franciftan Friers % there * 
are ftill foi^c Arches ftanding, and many others under ground, wherein at 
prefent the ArA)} put their Cows. * Near to it, there is a Spring of very |oqd 
Water ilTuing out of a Ro^ , which perhaps was formerly cncloftd within 
the Convent. *

travelling, wefaw it plainly before us, and arrived thereafter ten a dock in 
the morning, but we who were A>iifjl;xllayM at the Gates of the City till the 
'■ I^ligtous febt for us. When he had waited about an hour at the Gate, which 
' fuelled IJri/mrf/iMi-Gatc, we were introduced into the City by titc Trucheman 
of the Convent, who came with a Turk bclongirg to the Baiba, that vifited 
our Baggage j for if a Frjwit entered the Town of JerMfilem before the Reli¬ 
gious had obtained a permiffion for him from thcBalha, he would have an 
p\it upon him. They led us to the Convent of St, Sjv/flflr, where the 
Alonks live,and where after we had dined, we were fhewM into an Appartment 
to reft ourCdvcs. This is a very commodious Convent both for the Rdtgioas 
The rccepti-and Pilgrims. About three of the dock in the afcemcon, a Monk came and 
on of Pit- walhcd our Feet wiiJi warm water, and at four, wp were conduced to the 
BTimat jc- Church, where after the Compline, the Reverend Father Conimiflary, (forac 
OM. there was no Guardian there) attended by all the Monks and Pilgrims 

that were in the Convent, making us lit down onaConcIi of crimfon Velvet, 
waflied the Feet of us four, oue after another, in Water foil of Rofes, then 
killed them, as afccr^him did sll his Monks, Unging In the mean time many 
Hymns and Anthems.' When this Ceremony was over, they gave to each of us 
a white Wajt-caper, which they told us welhould carefolly keep, becauft they 
carried great Indulgences with them; and then we made a ProcclTion about the 
Cloyftcr, Cnging Te DtKot Lud^mui, to thank God for the favour he had fliew’d 
us, in bringing us found and fofe to that Holy Place: They made us perform 
the Stations at thfee Altars, to wit, at the High Altar, dedicated to the 
HoIyGhoft, at the Altar ofonr Lord's Supper, and at the Altar of oor Lord’s 
appearing after hisRcfurreftion co the Apoftic St- Tirgmjjf lingiug at every one 
of thele .Utars, the proper Hymns for the places. 


CHAP. XXXVII.

mentia^in who takes rare of the Pilgrims, to begin our Vifitesof the Holy Places, and 
firft we paired near to the Judgment-Gate, through which our Saviour went 
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oui; bearing his Crofsf when he went to Mount C^^Mry ^ and it is called the 

Judgment-Gate, becauJc thofe that were coadcnined to Death, went out of the 

City by it, to the place of Esccution ; at prcfcni it is within the City. Having * 

acli^apccd a few flcps, we faw on our right hand the Houfe ofwho nicHpureoi 

feeing out Saviour coming loaded with his Crofs, and his Face bcfoieared with Rrwrfj, 

Sweat and Spittle, went out of her Hoult, and having made way through the 

Croud, took a white Veil off of her Head, and therewith wiped our Lord’s Face, 

who in celtitijony of his thankful nets for that charitable ofiice, left the Tmagc 

ofhis Holy Face ftatnped upon her Veil, which is fhewn in St. at 

four times a year: There arc four Steps up to the Door of this Houfp, Nest 

to chat, on the right hand, is the Houle of the IliehGJutron \ then on the left, Tiie Honil 

the place where our Saviour laid to the Women of Jarttfultni who wept, Rie^ 

vet for jvtf Imt far you and yeur Cbtldrcn. A little after, is the place where 5 jixqit 

the CjrTfwfrfH helpt our Lord to carry his Crofs, when he fell down under that 

heavy burthen. Then on the right hand is the place of the Blclfcd Vim,g|i^ ^ 

Trance, who fainted away when file faw our Lord bearing his Crofs, aM[b * 

fpightfully ufed. Proceeding on our way, aCoui an hundred paces farther, 

v?e pall^ under the Arch upon which Pilate fet our Lord, faying,- BthoUtbe 

maHj it is a large Arch, reaching from one fide of the llrcec to the other iThiArchof 

This Arch hath two Windovvsihat look into the firecr, which are feparated 

only by a liitk Marble-Pi liar: Under thefc Windows, is this Inlcrtption, 

Tttie, Cracif^e eu//i, Bcyoud that Atch, at the end of a ftrcct on the 

left hand, is the Palace ofwhere our Lord wascioathed with a white 

Robe in dcriiion, Sd lent back to PtlaiCf w'lth whom Htrcd being formerly 

at variance, was that day reconciled. Leaving that ftrcct on thelcfi hand 

after a few fteps, you come to the Palace of Pilate on the right hand, which is The Pilace 

at prcfcni inbabiied by thcBafha: The Stairs of that Palace arc to be feen 

Rook^ near to St, jehnde Lgiran^ being feut thither by SC. AAAn; they arc at 

E refenC called Scala Sancla^ bccaufc our Lord afeended them, when he was led ^‘ihStuSit 
efore Fi/jrf, and came down again the fame Stairs, to go before Hrred j then 
being lent backby WmJ, he went them up again, and afterwards defeended 
- them when he went to execution. In place of chat Stair-cafe, there is another 
of eleven fteps, which are now iufficient, becaufc lince that time the 
Street is much raifed by the Ruincs- Having gone np thefe eleven fteps, you 
come into a Osurt, and turning to the Left ^nd, you enter into the Baiba's 
Kicchin, which is the place where Pilate waflicd his Hands j in that Kitchin 
there is a Window that looks into the Court, or open place that is before the 
Temple of Salomcn^ from that Window wc faw the Front of the faid Temple, 
atone end of the Court; there arefevcral Arches that make a lovely Porch 
before the Door of the faid Tcmplc, fupported by feveral fair Pillars. There 
is a bole in that Kitchlu, which ferves at prefent to lay Coah in, ard is 
thought to bpve been the Prifon into which our Lord was pur. Heretofore 
there was a pa Q’agc from this Palace to the Arch of Behold the Mav^ (that we 
mcDtioned before .) Coming out of the Palace, we went over to the other 
fide of the Street, into a Chappcl, called the Place of Flagellation, bccawfe The place of 
out Saviour was Scourged there ; the Turks makcufeof it at prefent for a Pljgcllachui, 
Stable. In that place ends ( according to the way we w ent ) or rather begins 
the Dolorous Way, which reaches from tbeHoufe of PiLvf, to Mount O/- 
varjy about a Mile in length. Having fecn ihcfc things, (to avoid the hear) 
we refolved to foe the moft diflant places before the Sun were too high ; and 
therefore went out by St. Stt^ben\ Gale, anciently caUed Porta or the ^ - 

Shcep-Gate, without which, we faw the place where the Bklled Virgin Ic! her 
Girdle fall to St. Themat^ when he faw her Body and Soul carried up to Hea- 
ven; then we went up to the Mount of Olives, in the middle whereof is thcMountofr- 
place where out Lord wepi ovzt Jerafalttaj forefcciog its future Ruine: The h'vcj;. 
truth is, one has a very good view of it from that place, and may at leifure * 
there confider all the external beauties of the Temple of Stdotrata^ asalfo the 
Church of the prefentaiion of our Lady, which joyns tije faid Temple, and 
is magnificciiily built. Here it was that the Blefled Virgin was by her Father 
and Mother prefented to the good Widdows, who lived near to the Temple, 
a.nd taught young Girls Breeding and good Manners, The Turks have con¬ 
verted 
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verted thk cimrch into a Molquc^ and ftificr 00 ChriiliM'to enter Into it. On 
the top of the Mount isihe place of Arcenllon, which isaChappeJ i7ith eight 
Fronts, hiving a little Dome covered with Lead, ard fijpportcd hy eight 
Pillars of white Maiblc i.in tins Chappcl you may ftill fee the print of our 
Saviour’s Left Foot on the Rock, the imprenion of the other vvas aiJ'o there, 
but the Turks cut off part of thekoCk, on which the other Foot was impTin- 
ted, and lias'C carried it iniothe Temple of Sj/tfwoM, where they preferve it 
very tonourably, as they do this 9 nay, they hav^v little Moffjuein this Chap- 
pel, and they I’uffec Chriftians to come and bifs holy Foot-ftep, fora few 
Msiditn. !n this place a Gentleman enllamed ivith the love of God, and deli- 
rous to follow Jefns Chrin:, whole Steps he had traced fo far, yielded np hia 
Soul to the Lord. A little below this place we law the Grotr,where St. 
a famous Courtizau of did Penance j then coming down again,we pallM 

by the place where,our Lord made the Prayer, (which w'C call the Lord's 
feycr ) and a little lower to the Right, the place where he Preached the lalt 
juef^ent, for a Memorial of which, there Hands a Pillar there. Afterwards 
tve came to a Grott or ChurclT, wherein are twelve Arches, in this place ic 
was that ilic Apollles made the Creed, which goes by their Name, and then 
to the J-!urying-place of the Prophets, where clicrc are many Grotts cut out 
in the Rock. Next we favr two iquare Sepulchres, each Iquarc cut out of the 
Rock in one entire pieces the one is of Ayfahm-^ the Son af David.^ and it is 
encompalkd with fcveral Pillars cut out of the natural Rock, and covered 
with a Pyramide: The other is the Sepulchre of w'ho gave the 

name to the Valley y others fay it is the Sepulchre of Hfcig Af.in.iffis, Ahf»- 
hms is cafdy known, by the many Stones that are always there, bccaufc no 
Eody goes near to it, whether Chriftian, Turk, or Moor, Man, Woman, or 
Child, but throws a Hone at it, as detdting the memory of th^t Prince, bC'- 
caule of his Rebellion apinH his own Father. Then we faw the Grott where 
St.yjjwjfj the younger hid himlclf when our Saviour was taken, and continu¬ 
ed there without eating or drinking, until the Refurreftion., BeiDg come out 
from thence, we faw the Sepulchre of the Prophet ZathariM^ the Son of Bara- 
fkw, who was flain betwixt the Porch and the Altar, by the command of 
KingJ^^t^t It is cut in a Diamond-point upon the Rock, with many Pillars 
about it. From thence we «mc to the place where the Brook Ktdroa runs, 
which is many times dry, without w'ater, as it was then, and there svo faw a 
Bridge hard by, of one Arch, under which that Brook pailcs when there is any 
water in it % and upon that Bridge our Saviour fell, when after his apprehen- 
Hon in the Garden, the Jews brought him into the City, uling him fo barba- 
roufly, that as he went over that Bridge, they threw him down from the top 
to the bottom, and in the Hone the prints of bis Feet and EUiows arc to be fccn. 
Having narrowly obferved thefo Holy prints, and paQcd the Brook dry-food, 
we came to the Valley of Jthtftfhati which is about a League in length, but 
not very broad j it ferves as a Ditch to the City of JerufAtm. TTie Jews give 
a Chfytffwa day for permiflibn to bury their Dead there, bdidcswhat they pay 
for the Ground, and all, that they tnay be the fooncr difpatdied at the day 
of judgment bccaufc ( as they Ijelieve) it will beheld in that place. Thf re 
sve faiv the Garden of Olives, and entring it, we came to the fome place 
wlicre our Lord having been killed by Jadas^ was taken by the Jews j it is a 
very little narrow place, cnclofcd with a pitiful Wall. Afterwards we came 
to the place where the three ApoHlcs, St. St. Joiats and St. John the 
EvangeliH, fell alleep whilH our SaviourJ>raycd, which made Him fay to them 
Cai&ot yvitteatch the Hear mth me? Then to the Garden of Etthfettumie^ where 
our Saviour left the Eight ApoHles, when He went to Pray in the Garden of 
Olives, taking only Three with him j to wit, St. Ptury St, Jatm and 
St. John. At prefent the Garden of Btthftmanie^ makes but one with the Gar¬ 
den of Olives. The Grott where our Lord fwcat Blood and Water, faying 
FailHr, if Then he remove thit Cup from Me. And where the Angel 

cstne to comfort him, is Painted linec the time of St. HeUnt and receives light 
by an opening in the middle of the Vault, which is fupported by four Pillars 
Near to that is the Sepulchre of the which is a Church almoH 

under Ground, of which nothing but the Front is to be feen. It Hands at the 
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entry into the ValJey of Jehvfipbiff^ pretty-near St.Sffjj^^fw’sGatc. In tljc firft 
placG you go down by Jix Heps into a Court or Walk, and croffing over that, 
defeend One and fifty very large broad /teps, at the top whereof on the right , 

Hand, thci^ U a Door watlcd up. In the middle of this Stair'cafe there is 
a Chappel on the Right Hand, wherein arc the Sepulchres of Sc. and TticScpui- 

St. 9 on 'the other fide, to wit, to the Left Hand there is a little ChappcI, dues of S:. 
where arc the Sepulchres of Si, Ji>fiph (the Virgins Husband ) and yajslrfland 

Towards the bottom of the Stairs, there is a place on the Left Hand, adorned, tV 
but no body can tell for what ; for there is nothing to be feen in it but tlic c^s o^f St. 
Floor, which is all of Mofaical Work, and looks as if it were newly done, st. 

At the end of the fteps, to the Right Hand, there is an Altar of the Atme- Jwwi". 
nians, and a lovely Cxftern to the ; behind which tncrcis an AUar of the 
^futt. After that you come into the Church, wherefn turning to the Right * 

Hand, you fee the Sepulchre of the Virgin, which isalmoft in the middle of The stpcT- 
the Church, in a little fquare Chappel, four Paces long, with two little Door a chre 
to enter into it. The length of the place on which her Body was put i^^e virsin- , 
Spans, the breadth four, and the height as much. It is covered with a Stone 
of a greyilh Marble, with Veins in it, and in fonje places is broken. This 
Chappel belongs to the Latin Monks, and none but Latins can fay Mafs there, 
which is Celebrated every SjtHrday^ behind that place there is a ChappeJ be¬ 
longing to the Greeks. On the Right Hand of the Virgins Sepulchre, there 
is aTiirkifb Mofquc, and on the Left a Chappel of tkcjacobitts. This Church 
is pretty dark, receiving no light but by the Door, and a Window that is 
over the Altar of the Greek ChappcI. There arc One and twenty Lamps in 
this Church. Near to it ts the place where the Virgin feeing St. SicphfN fioued. The pijw 
prayed to God to graht him conftancy enough to liifferthat Martyrdom j and st. 

ro it, the place where that Saint was ftoned. Being after this come into 
the City by St. Stepbtn'% Gate, we faw pretty near to that Gate the Sheep-PooL t^pjL., 
clofc by which is the Temple of SjiWffw. Then we came to the Houfe 
St. the Mother of the Virgin. Sc. Hslrn built a Church over this Houfe, Temple, 
which was ferved by Nuns, but the Turks have fince turned it into a Molquc s huuie of 
anti nevcrthclcfs, Chriftians are permitted to enter into it, for a few 
which they give to the Smio that keeps it. There is a lovely Cloyftcr Hill to 
be feen there, by which one goes down to the Houfe of St. which is 
under the Church: It hath two Rooms, in one of which there is an Altar in 
the place where the BlefTcd Virgin was Born, After we had feen all thefe 
things, we returned to the Convene, at eleven a Clock In the Morning.

W Hcn we had Dined in the Convent, we made ready to go to the Church 
of the Hedy Sepulchre, and that very Evening entrod into it, jjay- 
ing Four and twenty PiaJhtJ a piece j for all Franks are Taxed at lb much for a Tar lot 
the firft time they go into it, but the Religious pay only Twelve, as alfo when entering into 
one hath been once in,- he may eater it again as often as it is opened, giving holy &> 
^ to tht^Turfcs who keep the Door. Before you enter into tbis^"^'^^* 
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n>eDoorof there were eighteen Bctls in it. Aftw that, you come to the Door of the 
Church Church, which h lately and Magnificent i hairing wer it many Figur^ in 
Bafs-Relief. rcprefcniing fevcral facred Hiftottcs. Fins Door k always (hut, 
and feakd up with the Balha’s Seal, nniefs when fomc Pilgrims qr Religious 
Perfons atqto eotet into it, and then the Turks open it. and immediately Ihut 
it aeain. There are three holes in this Door, two whereof are but finall, 
and made on purpofe that they who are within may fpeak through them to 
* thofe that arc without, and the third bigger tq let in Visuals to foch as ftay 
within t but there is a Bar of Iron crofs it, tohmder any from cntring m that 
way thcreis another Door clofc by this, but it is Walled up. Betwuct theft; 
two Doors there b a. kind of Stone-bench, where the Turks that keep the 
Door fit. So foot! as we were within the Chnrch of St. Sefiikhrf, we went 
Tie ChappeV to the Chappel of the Apparition, fo called, bccaufc they fay our Lord appear- 
of the krpa- cd firlt io that place to the BlelTcd Virgin his Mother, immediately after his 
ritio? (tiorious Rcfurrcaion, Here the Monks put thcmfclvcs and the Pilgrims in 
ofKa-of Procemon. every Monk had a Wax-Taper given him, and a Book 
containing proper Prayers for every ftation. We began our Procclfion before 
PiUarof Fla- the Pillar of Flagellation, and having there fung the Prayers proper for that 
SHacion ftatioD, we went two aad two to the Prifon of our Lord, where the proper 
Prifon of our prayers for that place were fung. then to the Chappel of the parting of his 
Lord, Garments. We next went down to the Chappel of St, fieltn, and from 
thence ( without flopping^ to the Chappel of^the Invention of the Crofs ^ 
having there long the Prayers, we came up again to the Chappel of St, 
where having made the ftatioo. we afeended into the Church again, and there 
went to the Chappel of Exprebraii^f from thence to Mount Cidtr^, where 
having performed our ftation, we oamc down again from that holy place, 
went to the Stone of the VniliaHy then to the holy Sepulchre, and turneif 
thrice round it j then entred into it, and having there ( as in all other places) 
iune the proper Prayers for the place, we returned to the Chappel of the Ap¬ 
parition. where we made the laft Ration before the holy Sacrament, and there 
we ended our Proceflion, by the Litanies of the Bielled Virgin. When that 
was over, every one bad liberty to go and perform his Devotions where he 
pleafed, and view all the works and corners of that Church j of which 1 fhall 
give a little DeferIption hereafter. 

Next day being the fourteenth of jtfril, every one of us recei¬ 

ved a Palm Branch, blcOTcd upon the holy Sepulchre, from the hand of the 
reverend Father Commillafy, who afterwards fung aMafsupon an Altar made 
on purpofe before the holy Sepulchre; we had there a Monk, ivho played upon 
a little Organ, lafrpofdy brought thither, which^xcccdingly delighted all the 
Turks, and Oriental Chriftians, who much wondered,how by the motion of the 
Fingers, one could make fo fwcetan Harmony, At the end of Mafs, we all 
Tcceived the Communion. from the hands of the reverend Father Com- 
milTary, and then went to Dinner in the Convent of St, Savhitr.

Of tbe Church of the Holy Sepulchre. 


B Eforc I leave thefc hoty Places^ \ rauft (according to my promife) fay 
(bmethingof cfiem. This Chu'rch is very fpacious> the M/or Body of 
it is rnnnd, and receives no Light but from the top of the Dome above^ 
vrhich bmuch tike the Dome of tlie Rotwid,t at Reme, This Dome is on the 
out-fidc covered with Lead, within it is Wainfeotted with Cedar VVe^, 
which St, H*l<n gave for that ufe when flic built that Church, bccaufc 
not. The opening of the Dome is covered with a Wire Lcttlce, that hinders 
Birds from coming into the Church, In the middle of this AV/, and Juft un¬ 
der the opening of the Dome, is the holy ScpulchrCj but before you enter into 
that fo holy place, you muft pafs over a plate raifed a Foot high from the 
Floor of the Church, there being on each Cdc a Scat or Bank of White Mar¬ 
ble, about two Toot and a half high, where the Religious that alTilt at the 
Celebration of the Mafs of the holy Sepulchre (where none but Laiios can Gelc^ 
brate) lit. From thence yon pafs through the Chappcl of the Angel, fo called, 
bccaule in that place the Angel told the three Mta'in , that our Lord was 
IdfcD 5 it is about fourteen Span long, fiK in breadth, and about jiineFoot 
high. This ChappcI hath not been cut out of the Rock, as chat of the holy 
Sepulchre, but bath been built for Ornament, and joyned to the Chappel of 
the holy Sepulchre, In this Chappel there is a littic Altar, and three little 
Windows, to give light to the place. Before the Door of that Chappel there 
is a Lamp, and fcventcen Lamps within it, In the fame Chappel |oft before, 
and within a Fdbt and a half of the Door of the holy Sepulchre,’ there is a 
rquarc Stone cut out of the Rock, and raifed about a Foot from the Ground, 
it ftrved for a fupport to the Stone which Jhut the Sepulchre, and upon that 
Stone the Angel fat, when the three Maritf came to look for the Body of our 
Lord, Neretto that, you enter into the Chappel of the holy Sepulchre, the 
Doer of which is thrccToot high, and two Foot wide s all enter into it bare¬ 
footed, and it is lb little, that it cannot contain but three Men kneeling, and 
four make a great crowd, On tlie Right Hand as you cater, is the place 
where the Body of our Lord was hid, and not within it, as many believe j 
for in tbofe times the Sepulchres were little Grows cut in the Rock, wherein 
there was a Table of the fame Rock^ on which the Body was laid, and the 
entry into theGroit was (hut with a great ftonc, which was liipported by a 
little Bench cocon iheout-fidc of the Rock, This Table is about two Foot 
and a half, raifed from the Floor, taking up one half of the breadth, and the 
whole length of the faid Chappel j it hath been 'faced with White Marble, 
wcaufeall the Chriftians that went thither, ftrove to have fomc little bit of 
if. It fervesforan Altar to the Latin Priefts who Celebrate Mafs, none dfe 
betag permitted to Cclebritric there. This place infpires great Dcratian even 
into the moft undcvout; as I found by my felf. The Chappel is cue out of 
the Rock, and there are tiiree holes in the Roof of It, through which the 
finoak of the Lamps that burn there docs evaporate, there being no ot he ropefling 
into tins place, but the three holes and Door, fo that it is very hoc bciug in 
It, There arc four and forty Lamps in it, all Tent by the Emperours, and * 
the Kings of France and Sf 4 in,^ This whole place is faced within and without 
with White Marble, and environed on the out-fide by ten lovely Pillars of 
White Marble, and Lamps round about k, k is covered with a Plat'form, 
in the middle whereof, juft over the holes by which the fmoak of the Lamps 
evaporatt^, there is a little Dome, about fix Foot high covered with Lead, 
a^ this little Dome ftands upon twelve little Pillars of the colour of Poc- 
pnyric, placed two and two upon the Plat-form, and lb m^ing (ix Arches, 
under every one of which hang three Lamps.

This is a very ftatcly and magnificent Place, and 
many think that the Doors (wbkh arc very thick, and of the WcRoncJ have 
been cot with their Hinges and Pivots in the fame place tyherc they arc, and by 
mucli labour divided from the reft of the Rock \ bin that is not lb, as may be 
eafily knonm, if one will but take the pains to ferape a little below, and put 
afidc the dult; /or then he'll fee the joyoing of the Jtones that have been put 
there i after thk, the Doors have been placed with their Pivots in the holes. 
Being come out of this fair Palace of the Dead, wc went to the Cave where the 
Prophet JfTwrdl) compofed his Lamentations, which is near to that place of the 
Sepulchres.

Having nbliberty then to go fee that Sea, we parted from the River of JoriLm 
about fcven aclock in the Morning and returned back the fame way as we came j 
about nine a clock the MufelUmt who (as 1 faid) commanded the Convoy, 
halted in the middle of the Plain of JeTichoy and went into a Tent, (which was 
ptirpofciy pitched for him, then he caufed all the Latin Monks to pafs by before 
him, who were numbered 5 Then we f who were feeular Pilgrimsj palled by 
aifo, and the lb jjj ordered us to be fetdown eight, though we were but 
and though the Trucheman faid chat there was but fix of us, and offered 
* pafs by him again, yet nothing would be abated, which was an 

AnamJe fir Avanic of twenty Piafires for the Monks, for every Secular Frank payes 
ten Piallrcs, but they pay it in the City bccaofe the Convent anfwerjj for them. 
Franks, ^.ghadbeen thus mufieted, we went and Encamped in the fame place 

where we did the day before^ and having taken fotne rcfrelhmeut, we went to 
ITic Mount the Mount of the Quarantine, at forty days Faft, noefar from thence, while 
offo^ days njuftefcd the reft of the Chriftians, w ho payed down in ready 

^ Money four ^s^rband twenty. Aiaiditti^kUcaii, though the years before they 

payed no more but tbreo Boktli. 

Wo parted from the Camp about ten a Clock in the Morning, then w'cnt 
to the Mount of Falling, a League diftaut from the Town of Jtrteht'^ it is lb 
called bccaufo otir Lord (when he came cut of fpent forty days and 

forty Nights there w ithout Eating or Drinking: li is not fo hard to go up, 
as fome have been pleafed to' lay, ualeis it be inrooie places, which are very 
dangerous, for one mull climb with Hands and Feet to thc,Rock, that is fmooth 
like Marble, and when we went up it Rained, which rendered it morcQippcry, 
but we afiifted one aiicthcr. We came to the place where our Lord falUd 
wliercour forty days ^ which isaGrott, wherein thcieisauAltar, on whitL one of out 

ijom Monks faid Mafs; the Greeks heretofore held this Place, and there arc ftUl 

fome Greek Pifturcs there. Some of our company went up to the top of all 
■Hie ylaoccf^j]^ Bill, to the place whether the Devil carryed our Lord, and TempiiiiE 
Ihewed him all the Kingdoms of the Euih, Saying, thefe mtl l 
ihce, if tbeuteiltfaltdewa MtnilVorfhif me. But 1 was fo^Dt and weary, that 
1 wopid not go up. There arc dangerous places in it, where the way is not 
two foot broad, and there is a great Precipice ou the fide of it. There are 
fome ruins ftill of an ancient Monaftcr y that was heretofore on the very top of 
the Mount. After we had feen that Mountain, we came down again, and upon 
T] r rttorii, faw the W.ell of the Prophet EitfltM, the Water whereof was 

ilM vv!S foi^n^crJy bitter, but that Prophet Tweetened it by catting Salt into the Foumain: 

Ibtliat at prerent the Water iscxccllently good. It isa quarter of au hours 
going from thefoot of the Hill towards the Camp, where wc arrived at two 
pf the Clock In the afternoon. When we were come, fome Greeks (to the 
' number of ninety feven) aftcir they had been muttered before the Mulellcm and 
payed their four iffltfb and twenty, □ piece, would needs go frethe 

-tim irfonve ^^vc not tlic permimon as the Franks have, to 

uknceoffcc.Ko thithdS upon theit return the MufeUem ordered them.to be bound with 
ins*tlieHoly Cords, and demanded of them three and a halfa.piece, but the Protu- 
1 i!3c;s. rator of the Religious Franks compounded the buQueis for fomewhae left. 

Wc 
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Wc parted from thence next day WedHefdsy tb^ reventeetitlv of April about 
four a Clock lit the morning, and all the way in Rain, and came about elevren 
of the Clock to jemfaltm. The truth is there is a great deal of reaibn in 
what i$ laid,that tbofc who would vific the Holy Placcs,ougbt to arm thctafelTcs 
with Patience; for in all thefc places they fuficr injuries of ail kinds from the 
Turks, bdides a great deal of Fatigue, for they muil vilit all the Holy places 
abouLytrufaitm on Foot, and to the more remote, they ride on Beafts, which 
are commonly very bad; and they who b^r with all purely forGods fake, may 
merit much, but though there were no merit in the cafe, yet they muA take 
Patience prr/«rrr; For he that would huff and play the Bravo, would pay and , 
fu^r dearly for it. 


CHAP. XLII. 


Of onr fecond entry into the Church of the Holy 

Sepilchre. 


T H E fame day wcictumcd from Jord*»^ which was Holy Wedatfi^ the 
fercncccnth of Aprils after wc had dined in tlie Convent of St. Sirvitv'^ 
we entred a fecond time into the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, but the 
Greeks entered nottiU the nmcteendi of ^pi/, (which was Holy fridiy) in the 
Afternoon, fo that we had two days quietly to perform our Devotions in 
On Holy Thurf^Lty the eighteenth of in the Morning, we received the 
Blcll^ Sacrament from the hands of the reverend Father Commifiary, audio 
the AfEcrnoon went in Procemon to the holy Sepulchre, at the door whereof, 
the reverend Father CommiOary mihed the Feet of twelve Monks and Pilgrims, 
of Che number of whom, we were; for when there is a fufficient numfer of 
Pilgrims, they take no Monks, but when they are fewer than twelve, the num¬ 
ber is made up with Monks ; as allb when there are more than twelve Pilgrims, 
they^ft Lots who fhallbe admitted, (as it happened the year before 1 was 
there) when there was one and twenty, of whom, nine were excluded by Lott 
we fat down then all twelve upon the two feats of Marble that arc near to 
the Chappclof the Angel, and the Reverend Father CommilTary wafhed all Wifhing of 
our Feet and kifled them, giving to every one of ts afterwards a Crofi full of Feet. 
Kclicks. All the Oriental Chriltians w'ho were in the Church, (for ibme went 
in with ns) crouded much to fee that Ceremony, moll part weeping and cry¬ 
ing aloud when they^ law the good old man on his knees waJhing our Feet. 

On holy Friday the nioteenthof Aprils when the evening Office was over, we 
went in Pr<xeffion through all the Sanftuaries of the great Church, where all 
the myfteriesof the Paffioo were reprerented to the Life; in thisProceffion“nie Proctffi- 
therc were two Monks who carried the one a Box of Aromaticks, and the other 
a Bottle ofodoriferi^ Oyl; every one of the Monks had a lighted Wax-Taper, 

SEclchc El. F, Camininary carried a Crucifix; wc (wba were Pilgrims) tnarched 
twaaud £wa, every one with his burning Taper, and the Father of the Pil- 
gnms after usp to tell as what the places were, and the Prayers that were to 
te I^d there and certainly the Jani^arits who were with ns* did us a great 
kjndncfs in^akmg way for Jaying about them with Sticks, for they took 
gr^tprethat the Pilgrims (hould not be Iqueezedin the terrible croud of " 
ChriHians chat were there toicc our Procefiion, and whopreflbd one another 
almoft to Death; and indeed, the Latin perform all their Ccrcmo- 

meswith great Order and Devotion; fueh as was admired and reverenced 
not only by all the Chriftians, butalfo by fevetal Turks who were prcfcnt,"nieCcrenio- 
whcrcas the other Cliriftjans perform theirs without any Order, but with''‘«ofdtt 
great noiio, infomueb, that the Ddnixiiridf who make way for them, beat them 
, Cc 1 ^ tbeinieives 
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them reives with their Sticks, having no veneration for their Ceremonies^ as 
they have for oors. We (topped firflr at the Chappel of the Pillar of Flagc - 
lation, where having rung ihePrajcrs that ate for that place m Books whicfr 
were given us, an/ra/f-rt preach’d upon that Subjeft ? then we went to the 
PrifonV our Lord; where having fung thc Prayers for that place, a French 
man made a very good Sermon. From thence we went to the Chapixl of the 
parting of the Garirfcnts, whereafter Prayers there was an Italian Sermon ; 
then to the Chappcl of Exprobracion, where after Prayers, we hsd a French 
Sermon: being gone op to we came to the place where our Saviwr 

was nailed to ihcCrofs, and there having fung the proper Prayers for that 
iilace* there was a Sermon in high Dutch. From thence we went to the place 
wherJ IhcCrofs was planted, and having put the Crucifix into the iamchqJc 
where the holy Crofs Jlood,on which our Saviour w^s Crucifictl^ano then Sung 
tbwPrayers of the place; there was a Sermon pade in Greekjwhidi wrought 
much upon the Greeks, who were very attentive, and flicil many! ears; then 

the Crucifix was taken off of theCrofsjand wrapped ma Linens Cloatb-* 

w^rds beinfi con^c down we went to the Stone of Unclioni on which 

the Crucifix in the (h«t was laid, ard after Prayers was faid, there was a Latin 
Sermon; after which the R. F. Gommiflary anointed the Crucifix with the 
Ovl and aroraatkk Spices, then wrapped it up in a Sheet, and from tiicnee 
we proceeded towards the holy Sepulchre; but hardly were we rilcn up from 
about the Hone of UnAion, when all the other ChnJliaqs (who followed the 
ProcedioiO caftthemrclvesincioods upon the faid Stone,rubbing Lincn-Cloaihs 
upon it, that they might dry op what of the Oyl and Aromaticks had fallen 
upon the Stone, as a great RclicJt, all kiEng it with great Devotion. Being 
come to the holy Sepulchre, the Crucifix was laid upon it, and then having 
Sung the proper Prayers for the place, we bad aocxccllcfit Sermon in Spanilh. 
S7t^<l4r the twentieth of the Reverend Father CommifTary pcrtormcd 
the O^cc before the holy Sepulchre, and made ufe of ihe ornaments given 
by Lruh thQ thirteenth, late King of which are all raoft richly Em- 

broadered, and acompicat Service of them. There was a great croud of 
Chriftians and Turks to fee and hear the little Organ that a Monk played 
upon which they much admired. 


CHAR XLIII. 

Of the Holy Fire of the GreeJ^ and other Scbifmatkal 

Chrifihms^ ■ 

' Thelio!y Fire TXrHcn our Office was ended, we made ready to have the pleafnre of the 
oftLeGrecian yV Holy Fire of the tjrrrfcj, jifiaemifitzuiCtphiti, which the Priefts make 
AniKajacis jjig people Dclicve comes down from Heaven into the Holy Sepulchre on Holy- 
Co|Jiics, Cf. Saiardityi and for that make every one of their Pilgrims pay To much Money, 
who ate always very numerous. This Solemnity looks more like a Comedy or 
Farce, than a Ceremony of the Church, and would be more proper for a 
Stage than for fuch a Sacred place as the holy Sepulchre is; and indeed, the 
Turks take up their places betimes, and come in great numbers to have the 
plcaffire of it. We took our places In our Galleries. After we had con- 
* eluded our Service then, (which was about eight a clock in the morning) 
they put out ad their Lamps, and the Lamps of the holy Sepulchre, and then 
began their folly, running al^ut the holy Sepulchre like mad men, howling, 
roaring, and making a horrid noife, without any refpefltothc place where 
* they were.- Every time they pafied before the Holy Sepulchre, they cried 
and it vvas plcafant to fte them run one after another, kicking one 
another on the Breech, and with Ropes-ends laying one another over the 
j Shoulders: 
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Shoulticrs: Several of thcoa joined together in a body, and carrying men upon 
their Arms, as they pafTed by the holy Sepukhi o. kt them fall, and then barft 
out in Uughtcr, while they who had fallen, itin after the others to be revenged 
of them: In lliort,ofie would have taken them all for down right People; 
and it was not only little Boys, but men both old and young that did To, from 
time to time they lifted their Eyes up to //cjftww, and litctchcd cut thetr hands^ 
full of Wax-Tapers, crying all together as if they were weary ot 

expefting the holy Fire, and would obtain it from God by force. This con- 
tinWd till about three a Clock in the Afietnoon, when two Greek Arch-Bilhops 
and two Bilbops being cloatlicd in Patriarchal Itobes, ( for the Patriarch was 
not at that lime Xti jtrufdtm^ came out of their Quire with all their Clergy, 
and began the Proccllion about the holy Sepulchre j the ArmettiAm came alfo 
and followed chat Proceffion, there being foui with Mitres after the 

Latin felhion \ then came a Cophtifli Biihop with his Clergy and People, going 
all dtlfinftly, but yet Mowing dofc after one another. After they had soiT 
tinijcd their Procelljon three times round the holy Sepulchre, a Greek Prtelt 
came out oftheChappcl of the Angel and told him who fiipplicd the place 
of the Patriarch, that the holy Fire was come down from Ht4.vtn,^ then he 
went into the holy Sepulchre, having in each hand a bunch of Wax-Candlesj 
he was followed in by him that reprefented the ./Irnjf a ww Patriarch, and the 
Cophtilh Biihop, the door oftheChappd of the Angel, being in the mean 
time guarded hy'yit>iit,*triei. When they had been a little while there, we 
raw the Greek Arch-Bilhop comcingoutin a very plcafinc poJlure, he tparched 
with his head down, having in each Filt abuiifh of Wax-Candles all lighted ; 
ro fooner did he appear, bmthey all fell a ttriving v.-ho fhould firft light 
his Candle at the Arch'Bifliops, it being the bell Fire that is foonefl: Jight^*, 
in the mean time the hands were not in their Pockets, they, hurled 

the Greeks Caps and Cal pees from one end of the Church to the other, and 
laid about them on all bauds with their Cudgels, to make way for the poor 
Ar^-Biihop, who was doing on his part the peft he could to make his dcape 
tofit Wic Arch Biihop being freed a little, got quickly upon a ftone-Alcar, 
th^s Mre th» door of the Quire, over againlb the entry of the holy Sepul¬ 
chre, ivMe the People immediately flocked about him j thofe alfo who having 
lighted their Candles, endeavoured to get out of the Crond, were run down 
by the reft; in Ihorc,there was a horrible confofion, and plenty of Blows 
bellowed. After that the Greek Arch-Bifliop was come out, the ArmettUn cma 
next, and made his efcape towards the Church of the the Cophtifli 

Prelate did towards his own Church ; in the mean time the kept tiie 

door of the holy Sepulchre, and fuflercd none to enter but fuch as gave them 
fcvcral A/jrj/fljjthat they might light their Candles at the Lamps of the holy 
Sepulchre, where the holy Fire hrft was; All made To much haftc to catch this 
holy fire,that in a (hort time their candles were ainiglitcd,rothat in atrkcthetc 
were above two ihoufand bundles of Candles flaniingin the Ghurch j th-ep be^an 
all to cry again and play more foolilh tricks than before, and immediately a 
man with a Drum upon his back, fell am tjulng with allfpeed round the holy 
Sepulchre, while another at his heels beat upon the Drum with two fticks, 
and when he was iveary,another inftantty ftipplicd his place, however by little 
and Uitle the noife lelfeacd, and we began to look about coward's all the parts 
of the Church both alxJvc and below, and trierc conlider men and women, 
who having by them pieces ofploath, enough to fet upa fiiopiUnfoldra them, 
and at every fpans length made Crbflcs with their lighted Candles in tljpm v 
this Cloachfcrves them lo be buried in, and for that end they keep it, as if 
it tt'ereaReUck ; during this Solemnity, one would certainly think mmcelf in 
//r/i amid ft a Legioo ofOcvils let loofc, and never tbclcfs, the moft^ fenous 
cannot forbear Laughing at it: After that is over, they perform their ofhee 
and then go cat, for they neither cat ntJr drink that day, before they have had 
the holy Fire. Now' it isimpoflibk to knowhow they make this holy Fire, 
for they have a fpecial care that nobody comes near the holy Sepulchre to 
obferve them, but I am apt to bclcivc that a man hid within it ftrikes Fire 
with a Steel, and fo lights the Lamps. The Turks difeovered the Cheat, and 
would have punifhed them for it, but the Patriarch reprefented to them, that 
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he could not pay them fo much Money as lie did, if they took from him the 
profit of the holy Fire, and therefore they are fuiFered to continue the juggle. 
Next day thconc and. twentieth of being dv/f the R* F- CO0I' 
miflary laid high Mafi upon an Altar, parpofely erefted beford the door ot 
the holy Sepulchre, a Father playing upon the Organ, to which the Turks 
weic very aticniire, but in the mean time purfumed us with the Smoak of 
their Tobacco, and one of them fairly lighted his Pipe at one of the Tapers 
upon the Altar,during the time that high ■ Mafa was faying. At this Mafs we all 
the Sacrament from the hands of the Ri F« Qomtniilary, That day 
wcufed Oruaments glTen by the King of 5 pj*>, which arc very rich inEm- 
broaderyj but feeing it is not a comptcat Service, they made up what was 
waotiDC, out of thofc that were given by the King of fr^nce, TJie R. F. was 
very apprehenlivethat the Greeks might diftilrb our Service, bccanfc they had 
refolvcd to perform theirs before ours, but ail was very well, and we performed 
oCr Service firfl:, though they made as if they would come out of the a^irc 
and begin their Procefilon at the fame time we began our Mafs j however they 
durltnor, and perhaps they would have got nothing by it, for wc had Jatn- 
zjtriet that would have hindtod them. They flayed then till our Service was 
over, and then began theirs. For our parts fo foon as Mafs was faid, we went 
out of the Church of St. fffMlchrr, and diued In the Convent of St, SinrioNr, 
where every one of us found two Chaplets and two Croiles, (which* had been 
touched at the Holy places) Upon our Plates, The Convent treated both the 
Pilgrims and Monks with thefe. 


CHAP. XLIV. 

Of the places that nn to be Jem on the may from 
Jerafalem to Bethlehem. 


M OadayOnt twenty ftcond of we put it to deliberation, whether 
wc Jhould go to EjsffdM;, ( as the day feemed to require) but it was not 
thought fit that we ihould go bkaufe it was in our way as we returned back, fo 
that wc might not make the journey twice, we went not, for we had do time 
to lofcv butafter Dinner we fet out from the Convent atone a Clock, to go 
to Bethlthtm, and going out by the Gate of Bethlehem, and leaving Mount 
Sm» to the left hand,for which, and of all that is to be foen there, [ fhall i^k 
TbE Turpen' hereafter) wc went firlh to a place where a Turpentine-Tree grew,under which 
dn«‘To^«f (as the people of the Countrey fay) the BlelTed Virgin gr^ngone day froni 
thcv iigin. £(ti}khtmt<i’^er»[tdtm‘t relied her felf to avoid the beat of the Sun, and that 
then the Tree bent downwards to give her the greater ihadc. Some years 
(ince, it was feton Fire by the Jrab Shepherds, which the Monks hearing of 
ran thither in all hafte, and took what remained of it, whereof they ftjl] make 
Chaplets and little Crofics. Leaving that place to the left hand, and keeping 
on our way, wefaw to the right handout of the Road, the Houle of Right^ 
Tht Jioufe of ous S'wfw, who made the Hymn Nme D'tmittity &c. After that, we found to 
Sc. snsrtJT, the right hand, the Ciftero where the three Wifo Men found again the Star 
which had appeared to them in the and which they had loft as they 
entered who J^aOdm, A little beyond that on the right hand, is thcHoufe 
Prophet wherein che Angel took him by the Hair of the 

' carried him to ady/w, to give Dtnid Food, when in that City he 

was put into the Lyons Den, IftM. 14. To the left hand there is a Greek 
The place Monaftcry, dedicated to che houonr of the Prophet EUju, who was Born in 
that plKc, and before that Monaftcry there is a Stone on which the figure of 
‘ * his Body IS imprinted, and which (they iay) was his Bed, and a Well called 
Well. A little farther is the place where the Prophet Jfftsi was Born. 

■ After 
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After that, viC found on our tight hand the Field ,of Stone-pcare, where the 
People of the Countr'^ fay, that the holy Virgin going from BtthUhtm to Jfr*' * 

fAltL found a Man fowing Peafe, and asking him what it was he fowed, he 
made anfwcr, Stones \ whereupon (by DiviiK permiffion) the Peafe were 
changed into Stones, retaining only the figure of Pcafg , and there- are of 
them to be found at prefent. Then wide of the way to the right hand, wq 
* faw the Houfe of the Patriarch Jacsb, next, the Sepulchre of the Beautiful TIte lionR: 
Kachtty made in the Vault of the Rock, which is faid to be fo hard, that Iron 
cannot huft it •, it is under a little Dome open on aU fidcs, and fupported by , 

four fquarc Pillars. This Sepulchre is enctoled within a little Wall three Foot (tei, 
high, having only a little entry to which one afeends by four fteps. It is all 
ft ill fo entircj that it would ftem to have been newly nwdd. Heretofore it was • 

aChneeb, which theTurks have now changed into a Mofquc. As wc went on 
our svay, wc found about twenty paces wide of the Road to the left hand, 

Ciftcrn, made with three Mouths, whereof mention is made in ebc piv//sQi. 
23 Chapter of thefecond Book of Saitmt', a little after, abouwwo in the Af- ftem. 
lernoon, we arrived at Bethtthem. 


CHAP. XLV. 


Of Bcijileheni. 


B Zihlthtm was anciently a Town of the Tribe of whither Jt/tfh Bttbkbart, 
came with the Virgip to be Enrolled, as being of the Tribe of 

JhJa, according to thcEdia of the Roqjan Emperour, who 

commauded that all fhould give b their Names and Qualities in their Towns, 
that he might know how many Soub were under his Government. Ac prefcot 
it is a ptetty big Village) where the Inhabitants get a Livelihood by making 
Chaplets, Crofles, &e. There is a fair Convent in it, where Latin Monks ^ Qmveut 
live, confifting of a large Court, through which yon go into a fecond, where* of Merits, 
in there are three Ciftcrns, and on the Right Hand of them, a place Vaulted 
over, the Arch whereof is fupported by fis Pillars of Garnet: It was in this 
place that St.Jtrww Read and Taught the Holy Scriptures, bat the Turks at The placeof 
prefent have made a ^cable of it. From this fecond Court, you go through a £t.5i!Tfliw. 
little Door, only three Foot high, and two Foot wide, into a third little 
Court, which ferves fora Pofch to the Church ; this was a very large Doori 
but it is walled up, to hinder the Arabi. from entring into the Church with 
their Horfes, the Door alfo which is of Wood, is very thick, and Qiuts with 
a ftrorg Bar behind«, to hold out the Ar^ly^\ after that, you eater by ano* 
thcr Door Into the Church, which Is very fpacious, and we lhaU fpeak of it here¬ 
after. Turning to the Left Hand, you go into a Cloyfter, ^ a little very 
thick Door, and covered all over with Iron on the fide of thcOoyfteiv with 
a great Bolt and ftrong Bar, for rcfifting the Jftht : In this Cloyftcr being the 
Lodgings of the Latrn Monks, whofe Cliurch U Dedicated to tlic Honour of St» CAthtrhu 
Sc. CAih^mt i having there faid our Prayers, and heard Tt Dtm fun^ the Church in 
A. E. Guardian, gave each of us a white Wax-Taper, like to^thatwhkfl had 
been given us in the Church of St. Sffy>w*r, the day we came to JerHftkffty and 
we went in Proceffion to vifit the holy places that are in the Convent. We 
detcended eighteen Heps, and came to the place where the Birth of our Savi¬ 
our is reprefenttd.', for 11 nee the Greeks (as we ball hereafter relate) had • 
taken the holy places from our Monks ^ they have built 3 Chappel over agabll The p]a« of 
the real place where our Lord was Born, and another over agabft Che Manger, tji- Reprcrcn- 
t^ing only feparated by a Wall that is betwixt them ^ and the Popes have ution of the 
granted to thefi: two Chappcls tlvc fame bdulgences, as to the true ojies. uf^ar 
Next, we went to the Altar of St. Je/tphi then to the Sepulchre of the 
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(tmj. fo called, bccaafe njany Innocent Infants, whom the Mothers bad htd 
with thcmrelves in that Grott, were Murdered and Burt^ there. Thw to 
lhc“ Oratory of St. where he Tranllated the Bible out of Uthes 

into irftjM, and to his Sepulchre which Ibauds in a Chappcl, where there arc 
two Altars : CO wit, one over bis Tomb, which is on the lUghtnand as you 
enter, and another upon the Tomb of St. P-rii/rf, and her Daughter E^Kkttm^ 
where there is an Epitaph made by St. in thcle temns i Obttt btc Paula..

Sf, Cnging at thefe feveral ftations, the proper Prayers for the places. 

All thefe ftatiojis arc in Grotts under Ground, where there is no Light but 
what they bring along with them. Then we come up again into the Church, 
where the Procellion ended. The Chnrch of St. Cah/tristf was heretofore a 
Monaftery j they fay, that it was in that Church that our Lord Efpoufed 
St. Cittharifttf who came to viiit thefe holy places, and the fame Indulgences 
are there, as in Mount Sinai. There is a very good Ciftcrn in that Church, 
near the Door on the left hand as you enter: It is a very ptetcy Cliurch, and 
was with the whole Conrent built by St, Faida. After the Proceflion, we went 
to the great Church, lately come into the Pofieflion of theCr«^/, which for 
Money they gare the Turks, they wTcfted from our Monks, This Church was 
built by Alette, and is a moll beautiful and fpacious Church ? it has a high 
Roof of Cedair-Wood, extraordinary wrcl) wrought, and Leaded over,, 
with many fair Windows, that render it very light. The Ntf^ or Body, is 
fbpported on both fides by two rows of high and great Marble Pillars, all of 
one entire piece, there being EleTcn in each row, to that it tnaketh five ifles, 
feparaied one frotn another by thefe four rows of Pillars, on every one of 
w'hlch there is t he Pifture of a Saint ^ and over thefe Pillars all the Wall is pain¬ 
ty in ioveiy Mofrick Work of Green, u^on a ground of fine Gold. Hereto¬ 
fore all this Church was lined with beautiful Marble, as may be cafily feeu by 
the Cramp-Irons fixed all over in the Wall, which have held the pieces; but 
the Turks have removed theft Ornaments for their Mofques. As you enter 
that Church, you fee on the right hand behind the third and fourth Pillars the 
Greeks Font, which is very fine. The Quire is Hill very large, and clofed all' 
round with a Wall; the Jr/nenidni have a third part of it, which was given 
them by the Ljiitu whilft they poiTeOed the Cbiirch j they have feparated 
it from the reft by wooden ^iis. As you enter this Qpirc, you ftc on each 
fide a kind of Chappel, and almoft at the ftrthef end of it Hands the high Al¬ 
tar, which with thefe tivoChappeJs makes aCrofs; in that which is an the 
right hand, there is an Altar, where you fcethe Stone on which our Lord was 
Clrcumcifcd; in the other Cbappel, on the left hand, which belongs to the 
■ there is an Altar, which they fay, is the place where the Kings 

alighted from their Horfes, when they came to adoreonr Lord. On the right 
fide of the high Altar, there js a puir of Stairs, by which you go up to a Tower 
on the but-fide of the Quire, it-was formerly the Steeple of the Church, and 
ferves at preftnt for Lodgings for the Grttkj, There arcaifo many Pillars in 
the^ire like to thoft in the iVf/, and which with theft of the Nef, make in 
all fmy Pillars.* Near to the high Altar in the Quire, there arc two lirtlc Mar¬ 
ble Stair-cafes, one on each fide, having thirteen fte^ apiece, and being gone 
down lix of them, you find a neat Braven Door well wrought, and pierced 
throngb to let in light from above; palling it you come to the foot of the 
Stairs, which lead into a little Church, reaching only in length from the one 
Stair-cafe to the other; Much'undcr the great Altar of the Quire, at this cod 
betwixt the aforefrid two Stair-cafes, there is an Altar, under which b the 
place where our Saviour was Born; this place is faced with ioveiy Marble, 
in the middle whereof there is-a. Glory of Silver like the Sun, with this lu-

Lord, fo Toon as She had brought Him into the World v this Manger is nowjjl*^ Manjif: 
at Rvme, in Miiritt M.tjora, And in the fame place St. A/f/f« caufed ^ ‘ 

another of white Marble Tables to be put, on one of which ftt agaiofl: the 
Wall, is the natural Figure of an Old Mao with a Monks Hood, and long 
Beard, lying on his Back v and they’ll have this to be the Figure of St. 7frc;jsf , , 

which God was pleated fhould be marked upon that Srone, becaufe of the great 
love he had for that place. Ten Lamps are kept burning before that Chappel; 
tsvo Jlcps from which, and juft over againlt it, is the Altar of Adtratim of tiia •* 
Three Kings, where there is a little Stone for a mark of the place, on wIitcli Thepi^*t. of 
fat the holy Virgin with Her dear Son in Her Arms, when She favvtlie three ^ 

Wife Men come in, who having laid down their Prefents upon a little Bench 
of Stone at the foot of the Altar, on the lidc of the Epiftle, adored Jffurt 
and then ofletcd him their Prefents. The Vault in this place is very low, and 
fupported by three Pillars of Porphyrian Marble ^ before this Altar, three 
Lamps bum. At the other end of this place, there was heretofore a'Door, 
by which one came down from St, CrfffcjrtJw’s Chappcl into this Grott, before 
the Latin Monks lolt it, but at prefent it is Walled up; andclofe by chat Door 
there is a hole, into which the Oriental Chrifrians la]^ the Star funk after 
it had guided the Magi into this holy place. This Grott is all faced with Mat' 
ble, both the Walls and Floor, and the Seeling or Vault, is adorned with Mo* 
faick Work, blackened by the fmoak of the Lamps, k receives no light but 
by the two Doors that arc upon the ^irs, which afibrds but very little. 

Now this place is held in very great Veneration, even by the Turks, who 
come often ami fay their prayers there: But it is^ very incommodious and un- . 

fecmly thing, that all the Turks who pafs through StfUebemy Ihould Lodge in df 
the great Church, with their whole Families, there being no convenient Lod^- rems fora 
ingtn Beihlthtm, which Is a great Eye-fore to the Chriftians, who fee their losing w 
Church made an tnn for the Infidels: But it is above all, troublerome to our'"!’®

CHAP. XLVI. 


Of the Way of mahjing what Men 

feafe ngmi their Arms, 


W E fpcntall Ttttfdity-t the Nine and twentieth of in getting Marks tjic PilerinH’ 
put upon our Arms, as commonly all PilgTims do; theChrillians of 
Btfidthtm (who are of the Latin Church) do that. They have feveral Wooden aurkcit in 
Moulds, of which ynu may chufc chat which pleafes you beA, then they filUt the Artn. 
with Coal-duft, and apply it to your Arm, fotbac they leave upon the fame, 
the Mark of what is cut in the Mould \ after that, with the left hand they ^ 
take hold of your Arm and (Irctch thesnin of it, and in the right hand they 
have a little Cane with two Needles in it, which from time to time 

they dip into Ink, mingled with Oxes Gall, and prick your Arm all along the 
lines that arc marked by the Wooden Mduld: This without doubt is painfrl, 
and commonly caufes a flight Fever, which is foon over; the Arm in the mean 
time for two or three days, continues i'welled three times as bigaskordina-

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rily is. Afccrlhcj haf€ pticked allaloDg itiefsid lines, they wafh the Arm* 
and obftrvc if there be any thing wanting* then they begin again, and fotne- 
times do it threetimes over. When they have done* they wrap tip your Arm 
very ftreight, and there grows a Cruft upon it, which falling off three or four 
days after, the Marks remain Blew, and never wear out, becaufc the Blood 
mingling with that Tinfture of Ink and Ojes Gall, retains the mark under 
the Skin.

C^/Nrd^theftvenandtwetiticthof.d'jpnV, we entered into the Holy Sepul- 
chre, where we ftayed tiiltMoct day, being Siutd4j the eight and twentieth 
ofjlprtfy that the Pilgrims went to Dinner in the Convent j for my jsrt,'! 
Kni^tiwod flayed flill in the holy Sepulclire, where 1 was honoured with tlic Order of a 
ofytryUhif. Knight of the holy Sepulchre, with the cuflomary Ceremonies. This Knighthood 
coftsan hundred Crowns, and has many Privileges, but not acknowledged in 
many places. That which chiefly made me deUrc this Kpigbrhood, svas, that 
that they alTured me in fcveral places, that the did DOC detain the 

Knights ofjrrw/rfhw Ptifoners, thou^ they were Fratchrntni and feeing I 
was afraid t might meet them at Sea, upon my return into Chriflendome, I 
• thought my fclf obliged to take flrelter under that prote£Cion. After 1 liad dined 
in the Refedkory which the Monks have in the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, f 
went to the Convent, and wc prepared to leave that Holy City next day. 

I Iball % nothing of the Ancient JerufdejKt only give the R^der an account 
yftufilem. of the ptrcfent State of it. The City otJernfaUm is the Capital of yniie4 1 It 
fbnds on a dry and mountanous ground that b^s nothing ^ fo tliat for three 
or four leagues about, the Lard is very barren, Ibut good at a farther dijttance.

(N/, chat of or £»^f/»M,that of Sim and the Dung-Gate. It hath alEb be- 

fides thcle m Gates, the Golden Gate, by which our Lord entered upon the Afs 
in Triumph, but it is walled up, becaufethc Turksliavea Prophcfie, Tkttt the 
A Propbecy Chrifiiant Are t» ijd(e JtrAfdtm iy tbst Gau : And every FritUf aUtbcOthcrGates 
of the Turks, fhe City arc IhucatNoon, and not opened till their Noon-Prayers be over, 

baaufc they have another Prophecy, That tht Chriniamm^e ttbteemt Ma^en tf 
them OH a Friday, dteing The feme thing they aifodo in many* 

other Cities. 

Not far from tbeGolden-Gate,there is on high,on the outCde ofthcCity-Wali,

M OUty morning, the nine and twentktfi oftJwR.F. ComtnilTarv 

led as CO the Church of St, S^itari where having fung the « 

and fomc Prayers be gave us his Bleffing, and fo having taken leave of him 
and of all the Monks of the Convent, aft er wc bad given fbnjc Piif/^fjtothc 
Truchemen for their pains, and Money to the procurator or Steward for our '* 

dice (which is given by way of Charity, every one according to his liber^lS * 

for they ask nothing,) we parted from the faid Convent, extremely weH farijT- 
Jicd with the Entertainment we had received from thefc good Fathcn, who 
certainly are at a lofs bow to Treat the Pilgrims, for they %, if they treat 
tbeinwclJ, when they return into their own Countrey, they give it out that 
there is no need of fending any thing to the Monks, bccaufe they are too rich * ' 

and if they treat them not well, they hinder others from fending them anv 
Chanty, faying, that they do not fo much as entertain Pilgrims with what is 
given them. In the mean time they need fupport, confidcring thegreat fumms 
of Money they yearly pay the Turks,without which they would tiotib wilJinelv 
be tolerated, though indeed, the League betwlvc the GrmdSifmtr and the 
Frlmb King be the real caufc of their Toleration* For many years tlicfe Monks 
have held the Holy Sepulchre ar'. other Holy places: They were given to them 
in the beginning of the year i|o+, by Queen of S/cZ/j, whofe Husband 
was King of and, Jlnce that time they have always retained them 

With the Approbation of all men. 

We part<^ from' Jtrttfatm on the nine and twentieth of about Deparwr- 

ftven a clock m the morning, and went to leagues and a half diftant froSTwj- 

from JerMfaem. Wc went out by ihcGatcof*ih*ikOT,and the firft thine thev 
m^c us obferve, was about half way, the place where our Lord joyned lus two 
Difcipics CiesphMJzni St.infcfiThcn on the left hand,w€ found the Well of water 
where they drank together; and afterwards, about nine of the dock in the 
morning wc arrived at the CaltJe of which is the place where then- 

two Difaples knew our Lord, Brtgd : Jt is 3 place quite rained 

where there arc fememarks of an old Caftic, and a Cbappel whereof one half « 
thrown down j one 6f our Monks apparelled inan^tand^M/e, read there 
in the fame place w here the Houfe offlood, thcGofpel on that Subie.<> 

W. diKd dofeby on tho iido of a W.ll, whcJobaain/takon ltvoo ^ 

Monks who had accompauied usfo far to fee that place, «e parted about ten of 
the d(Kk, taking the way of to go to 7-^.,, and there take water for 
from thence we might go to N^»b - we had witli us the Drct^l 
of fourteen, Piaflres a piece which we had given him, was 

obliged to fiirnifli us with Horfo and Carriages, and to conduft us toiifii * 
this IS a rate eftabliftcd long aeoc, and all that Travellers have to do, is oniJ 
to Imk oat for a Palfage at he being obliged by the fame bargain to find 
us Diet for three days : The Monks pay only twelve Piafrres, and there were 
feveral of them going to N^^ttreih with us. There is auoiher way bv fcnf! 
from 7rri^*i&MitoiVrt£4r«A, which i (hall delcribc hereafter, but bccaufe of the 
cxcelbve Cv./.irw which the exaft upon the Road, few go that way. 

Wc came to RMub about four inthc afrernoon, having had bad wav from 
JerufUlem till eleven a clock in the forc-noop, but the way afterwards verv 
g<^ til! wc arrived thwe. JUmtth Is eight leagues from yerufMtw, We Ilavcd 
a day there, becaufc there was a Bark at taking in Goods for the French 

" cpere going, and thcrScforcwc flay'd till 
file mould be ready, of which the Metdiaats having lent os notice. w<> narrrH 
from on liWd^ the firft about fixa dock in the mo?niim, 

and about mne a clock came to 7^/*, four leagues diftant from R^mO, ^ 
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Jjfffti was heretofore caUed Jfff *» it is a Town built upon the top of a Rock, 
whereof there remains no more at ptefeot butlbme Towers, and the .Part of it 
was at the foot of the fald Rock. I'here it ts that the Fables relate how ^»dra- 
mti,t was^ond to a Rock, atidcspofcd to the SeE-Monfter, but delivered by 
Ttrftm^ who killed that Monfter. There it was alfo where the Prophet Jmai 
embarked when he Red frorti the Face of God, who commanded him to go and 
Preach Repentance to the People of Nimvth. Into the fame Port allb came the 
Cedars^ which caufed to be cut upon Mount for building the 

Temple of JeruJaUm. It was in that Town, where Sr, Pettr living in the Houfe 
of SimoH the Tanner, railed T^tthuT Mi^ 9 . In the fame place he (aw a Sheet 
full of all forts of Animals Jet down from Heaven, Act. 10. It was Jr the (hme 

E lacc that Mary M^dalrif^ with her Sifter Martha, and Brother LatiarMs^ w'Cre 
y the Jews put on board of an old Ihatter'd VeUel, without Rudder, Sails or 
Oars. 

' Is at prefent s place of few Inhabitants, and all that 1$ to be feen of it,is 
a little CaRie with two Towers, one round, and another Iquare, and a great 
Tower feparated from it on one Jidc, There are no other Houfes by the Sea- 
(Idc, but five Grotts cut in the Rock, of which the fourth is in a place of retreat 
for ChriAians. The Francllbn Friars had made foiae Rooms there fbr the 
convenience of Pilgrims, but they had an AoMiit put upon them, faying. That 
they would have buitt a Fort to Command the Coantrey, aiid all was thrown 
down again. There is a Harbour Rill in the fame place where it was for¬ 
merly, but there is To little water in it, that none but fmall Barks can enter the 
fame. 


CHAP. 1.II. 


Our Defarinre from Our Raiicomiter with a 

French Corf air. And our Arrival at Acre. 


W E Rayed fotne days at Jafa, no: only bccaufe the Bark had not in as 
yet all her Lading, but aJfo bccaufe of the Weather. At length, cverv 
thing being in rcadinefs, we went on board a Bark of the French Nation of 
Acre, SmiL^ the fifth of May f about feven a clock in the'morning, and making 
all the (ail wc could, wc &w in palling, A/iiipairit, Cafarta, Tmf/a, called by 
the Franks Cajltt Pthgrina. Then we made Mount Carmri, and fliortjy after 
Aertj where wc made account to be in two hours time, when wc began to 
makctryalof the misfortunes to which ail Sea-faring Men arc obnoxious * till 
itiac time 1 had never met with any bad rancounter a: Sea, and fincethat I 
never made any Voyage without fuch, though God in his great Mercy hath 
brought me always fafelyoff'. '* 

Being got near then to Mount Carmei, which runiout a great way into the 
Sea, wefaw on the other Rde of the Point, the top of a MaR, which at firft 
we took tojjc fome Bark at anchorncar the Ihorc, but afterwards feci n? a 
full of Men making towards us, ouc %f, f who was a Turk,) toldue 
they wereCbriJlians, andprefently went into bii Catgite, and put into (hoar 
where were 3 great many Arah both on Foot and on Horfe-back, who called to 
us, and wc were fo near land, that we plainly heard them uU in Arabick 
TaAa, Carftmht Malta-, Come, it isaCorfair of./i/j/r.*; calling all Veflels in 
coptfc fuch* becaufe they often receive Vilitesfrom thefe Gentlemen; But at 
thisiimethcy faid true, and the rame./fr*i/ fited Small-Riot briskly at them 
wliJth for all that, hindred them not from making up to us: When I knew 
them to be ChriRians, 1 perfwaded a Greek that remained behind, and Rood by 
the Helm, to Reer right towards them, fince taking them for Friends, I would 
not go a*lhoar where we would have been ftript by theArahr, who left our 
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Rtyi ftark naked as Jbon as he had landed. We had no Arms, and though we 
bad had, we would not havechought of making any defence agalnft rhofir whom 
we cook to be oar Friends \ neyerchelcfs feeing their is no {Warding, vaithouE 
firing a Volley of final 1 Shot, it was thought fit we Jhonld go under E)cekSi * 

though alt Handing upon the point of Honour, no body would hide, for fear of 
being a reckon'd Coward. Within a very little after, thefe Blades came up with 
us, and though a Capucin of onr company called to them at a difiance, that wc 
w crcfi'fHf^r,aod Chat being near, they law no body upon the Deck,Rcvcrchclefs 
when they were broad fide and broadlide with us, they fired a Petr cm, charged 
with Musket'BuHeis, and all their fmall Shot into our Bark; I (halt not name 
that Knight for his Honours fake. Thefe Rafcals (becanfeof their bad conduft) 
at that time deferved to have met with about thirty Turks on board of us, who 
might eafily have maftered them, having diftharged all their ShoCi When they • 

had done this brave a A, they made ha fie and we came out to Ihew our- 
felvcs *, but theft young Villains curCng and fwearing like Devils, that they , 
might appear more terrible to unarmed men, would not know us, thoagh th«.y * 
ihemfelvcs were all French men too, and prefcntly fell a firipping of us j for * 
my (hare I was better fervedthan a Prince, for though I cold them I was a 
French man, I wasbefeeby five dtChMubre with a vengeanw, of whom 
fomc were the Captains Brothers and Kinfinen, who holding a ‘pifiol to my 
Breafi, and a Sword to my Belly, com mantled me pcefently to fir ip, then 
pulling and hailing one forwards, another backwards, one at the head, ano¬ 
ther ac the feet, in the twinkling of an eye they left me fiark naked; 1 ihooghc 
then chat all was pafi, when they began again to make fome padesatme, and 
perceiving that tc was for a forry Ring that I had on my finger, I quickly pull'd 
it off and threw it to them, for 1 began now partly to underfiand what thefe 
Blades were able to do ^ nay, when we were carried on board their Ship, one 
of chem efpying an inconfiderabic plain Gold Ring on ray Man's finger, feemed 
very angry that he had nor taken it, and when my Man told Wm that he himiblf 
could not get it off, he made him this free anfwer, That with all his heart he 
vrould have cut oiFche Finger for the Ring. When at length they had left me 
naked to my Shirr, 1 asked them who was their Commander, but to that they 
made me no anfwer. In the mean time, after all this din and clutter, (to which 
,l was not at all accuftomed,^ [ began to feel it cold, and one of our Monks in 
pity covered me with his Mantle, for they had not firipp'd the Religious,though 
they feemed to have a great mind to rifle them, to fee if they had got any 
Money, and in that tlicy had not loft thetr labour, for a Spaniard of oar com¬ 
pany omningly (lid his money into the fleeve of a Monk, and by that means 
faved it. But now, fall being taken from me even to my very CapJ I felt 
much cold in my head, becaafe I was tiavcd once a week, as being drefs’d in 
the Habi| of the Coulitrey. 1 prayed them to give me a Cap, and prcfently 
theyclapt upon my head one of their Caps, which they had recovered out of 
the Sea, wherein it was fallen. By that time all the hurly-burly was over, it 
it was night, and fo dark, that our Guards loft fight of their Ship, which had 
put under fail fofoon as thejf knew that their Men were Mafiers of our Bark,and 
flood off to Sea, for fear of danger from the Shore. However the Lieutenant 
who Commanded the Crew that had taken us, had orders to follow the Ship 
with the Bark fo loon as he was Matter of her, and therefore he fired ftveral 
Squibs from our Barks head, that the Ship might anfwer, and let him know 
where (he was : ! was then e.'ctremely afraid they would have fet our 

Bark on fire, being full of Corten, the Bags heaped one upon another; 
if that had happened, they would have made their efcape In their Boar, 
and left us to be burnt alive, but God prelerved us. Their Ship jifladc 
anfwcr with 3 Squib, and coming up with her a quarter of an hour after, we 
went on board._ Preftntly the Captain fent as to the Poop, intending to make 
us lye abroad in the cold .'iir without Supper, and had the Monks into his 
Cabin, who having told him what I was, he came and called me by my name, • 
and carried me down into Ills Cab in, where he prcfently gave me Cloatbs, and 
made many «cufe for the bad ufage I had met with, alTuring me that [ Ihould 
loft none of my Gloaths, and withal telling me that he had feen me at 
Our Supper was but very mean, for he had no IVovifions. I n the mean time be 
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gmmchisEed, the nest day» the fisth of he took a great dcf,l of paios 
to makeu? recover OLr things again, but all in Taiwf only he got my C.-pr, a 
pair of Drawers, and fomc other Trifles, to be reflored onto me, and at that 
the Rafcais murmured too, faying. That if they had killed ns, they would 
not then be obliged to reftore ajiy thing. Then the Captain told us, that he 
muft needs fet us afhoar, betaufe he had rot Provilions enough for us; we 
thereupon prayed him to let ns go in our Bark, which was loaded wholly for 
FrtuthmtP^ imt he told UK that he was accountable to his Owners for that 
Bark, fo that herefolvcd to turn us aihoar, though I told him, that was tlie 
way to put us in danger of being burnt alive, if the Arabt fnould but fancy 
us tobc Pirats; he ordered his C4/f«e then to be made rc^y, but feeing it 
could not carry us all at a time, was refoiveti Ibc (hould do it at twice. For 
my part, 1 would not go off with the firlt, judging the worjt of every thing. 
And the truth is, this firft Voyage fucceeded as 1 had imagined y for lieing 
pretty near Land, olf of a fair Village called at the foot of Mount 

Cfrml^ thdy put out white Colours, but inlbead of aDfwcring them with the 
ibme Colour, they flred a Volley of fmall Jhot at them, fo that they were 
forced to come back again. The reafon why they anfweRri not with a 
white Flag was, that there was a French Merchant tn the Village, who came 
from to buy Goods, and he being informed by our Rtyt^ that there were 
French Paflengcrs on board of that Bark, he went to hint that Commanded in 
the Village, telling him that if he put out a white Flag, they would fee us 
aflioar, and carry off the Bark and Goods, whereas if he did it not, they would 
be obliged to let both Bark and Men go, not knowing what to do with us: 
It happened fb, indeed, for the Captain hnding himleif in great Perpk.^ity, 
and not knowing what to refolre npon, made us give a Cerridcatc uuder our 
Hands, aiceiliog that the Goods belonged to Frenchmen. When we had (ign- 
edtbis, he Jet us go in our Bark, giFing ns three Cfttki-, whom he had taken 
before he met with us. We left him about Noon, and came to jicrt about 
an hour after, being every way in bad Equipage, and much out of Order, not 
having io much as a C4/fHr to come aOloar in. MonftHr 4t Brkofd^ the French 
Confui, font us one, and did me the favour to offer me both Money and Closths, 
for 1 had loH both deaths, Money and all, esicepc a Bill of Elxchangc for 
jirrf, which by good luck they left rac In an old Cloak-bag, having torn and 
thrown overboard fome Papers, whcscin I had written ray Obfervations of 
JtrxfdUm. All our Relicks were broken, rntflald, or thrown into the Sea, and 
the Gourd that 1 had filled with the Water of Jurd^tt was emptied, and then 
filled with Wine} for when 1 asked them news of it, they Jhcwud it me full 
of the Wine, which they had taken from us. So loon as we came afhoar, 
the Bafiia fitted out four French-Merchlhts Ships, that were, in the Harbour* 
to fall upon that Corfeir, for they had feen ns uken from thence j aid all the 
French Merchants knew their ov^n Bark, having a Sail ftriped with Blew. He 
put an hundred Turks on board every one of thefe Ships,but the Confnl (whom 
it would have troubled to have feen fo many Frenchmen made Slaves) having 
recommended the matter to the Prayers of the Monks, ordered the Captains 
of thefe Ships, toufe all means they could not to take him, and prayed me 
to dilhcartcn the Turks that went on board i which I did the bell way I could 
For the Turks having asked me before they went* what number of Men chev 
were? I told them they were betwixt three and four hundred, though they 
were not fixfcote j and that chey were well Armed, and rcfolved to defend 
themfclycs to the la/t. In Ihort, the Balha himfelf went on board one of the 
four Ships, and made towards the Corfeir, who was lying at Anchor much 
aboft the place where he had taken us. He had a delign ( as we were hacc 
fciformed) thinking them to have been French Merchantmen, to have met 
them, and got Pro vifions from them, ffor they were all ready to liar ve) and 
if the Bafha had had the skill to have put out French Colours, he might have 
taken them without flrikinga blow i but the Captains not fleering right upon 
them,ard firing purpofely at themata diftance,raade them know that they were 
coming, to take them, whcreforcthcy quickly cut their Cable, and getting un¬ 
der Sail, flood prcfcntly away j and the Balha being very welifatished that he 
had made them leave his Coafl, returned to jlere. 
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CHAP. LIIL 

Of Acre. 


A cre is a Town of PMtu, lying on the Sea j it was ancwntly called 

jUco, afterwards long held hr the Knights of /Mu/w, and PwAwft. 

hath been a very large and ftrong place, as appears by the marks that remain, 
but at prcfcnt it is alntoll wholly Rnincd, and the Harbour of tt (which is verv 
great) cow filled up with Rubbilli. This Town depends on the Baflia of 
Sffhet. Hiftory mentions, that heretofore there were as many Chnrches Jn ** 
Ibis Town as there arc days in the Year j at prefent there are only the Ruincs 
of about thirty to be feen j among others there arc fome ftaceJy remains of 
one, where (as they fay) the Knights of Mtit^ heretofore bad a Treafure 
which they marked with a piece of Marble, and which, not many Years lince* 

^ey broughtaway m a Ship that came purpofely to ^r,nnder pretext of btiv- 
ing Goods. The Palace of the Great Maftcr Is to be feen there ftiJL but verv 
Ruinous; there is in this Palace a back Gate towards the Sea, by which the 
Knights abandoned the Town, and went on Shipboard, w'hcn they could no 
longer defend the place. There remain ftill a fair Stair-cafe, and fomc BuiJd- 
inp,made there by the Etwr f^trr Edditt^wiih feveral other very lovely Ruincs 
Thcrc isalfoafquareTowerin.id'frf, which fenres for aCaitle, with a Houfe 
clofc by It thaeferves for a co chc Baiha, when he is in that Town 

which IS not much Inhabited, forihercarcnotfifty Houfes in it, and thefetoo 
rather Huts than Hotifes: Neverthelefs there is a little there, where the 
french Company of Sjy^ lodgcd^t that time, but they were fo ftreightned in 
It, that there were no fewer than four of them in one Room. Thccaufcof 
the French Companies removing from to jicrf, was that he who Com¬ 
mands at having done them an Injury, and refufing to make Rcoara- 
tion, M/tJieur dt Brtc^rd the Confui, rcfolvcd CO have jufticc of himrand 
having given Orders for all things neccJTary, he pretended one day to eo a 
Hunting, but being abroad in the Fields with all his Merchants, be made ail 
hafte where he was kindly Welcomed by the Batha of S^t - The 

other finding this, fent to entreat the Confui to return, promifing him all Satis- 
faftion, but the Coniul was fo far from condefeending to it, that he fent De¬ 
puties to ConJfutitinofU to make his Complaints againlt this Turk of S^de 
who feeing that he could not prevail with the French by fair maias, gained an 
Sthetky who promifed to bring the Confui and ail the Merchants back bv 
force. But the French being informed of this,flood upon their Giiard,ro that the 
finding liis delign blow’d upon, durft not undertake it, in fimrt this 
Man of S.yde being now at his Witfend, threatned to Plunder their Ware- 
houfes, which were full of Goods at if they did not return; but thar 

did not at all move them, as knowing he would have a care how he did that" 
for he would have been forced toreftoreall back again one day, andif rheJ 
had thought fit, more than he had taken, by pretending that there was ten 
timw as much in them as indeed there was; But at length, fome Months after, 
the Confui and Nation having received all Satisfaftlon from CmSantim^c. re¬ 
turned in Triumph to Sayde^ * ^ \

CHAP. LIV. 

Of Nazareth, and the Plices about. 

W E fet out from on WtJtufeUyi the eighth of about four in 
the Afternoon, to &<rro N^s^^truh^ eight Leagues diftant from j^cre ; 
we took four Turks with us, each armed with a Mufquct* to defend us from 
the jlrabi if we fhoulil meet any, and we our felTcs had each of us a Fowling* 
Piece, and a Cafe of Piftols, that they had laitus at jirrr. We ftopt a little 
to eat, about fix a Clock at Night i and then taking Horfe again, continued 
our Journey through places where there was no Road, but Grafs np to our 
Horfes Bellies, and at ten a Clock at Night arrived at Naz,^retb 

is an ancient Town, Handing upon a little height at the end of a large Plain, 
called £s.i^tieir. it is a Town at prefent aJmofi defolatm We It^ged in the 
Convent, which is commodious and neat enough, being new built; for it is 
but about forty Years fince that place came into the hands of the Monks of chc 
Holy Land, being given them % the Emir Fjrir Eeldiif. Tburfdi^^ the ninth 
of A/jy, we went into the Church, where we heard Mafs, and faid our Pray- 
Thc plate of ers^ this Church isoothc ferae place where the Angel G.iir/f/Annunciated the 
the Annunti- Myltery of the Incarnation to the Virgin w hen flic was at Prayers, fo 

■ that that Grotc was her Oratory i you go down to it by feven or eight Heps 

in the Court, and by more in the Convent. There arc two lovely Pillars of 
greyifl] Stone in it, which were put thereby St. one at the very place 

t as they fey ) where the Virgin was when flic received that Heavenly Meflagc, 
and the other at the place where the Angel appeared y from the lower part 
of that wlMrc the Virgin was, there is abouttwo Foot broken oHby the Turks, 
foihat the rcH hangs (as it were J in the Air, Hkking to the Vault to which 
the Capital of it is fafined. Even with this Grott is the place of the Virgins 
Chamber, which was by Angels Tranfpor ted to Lurtttf, fo that there aretwo 
Nrff,QRt of the Grott,aud another of the Chamber, in the fpacc whereof there 
is another Rebuilt cxaflly like that of Lomte. [t is thirteen paces long, and 
four brood, the Chamber and Grott together, being alfo thirteen paces in 
length. We went out of Naz.arefi/ the fame day, the ninth, about three 
in the Afternoon, to go vific the holy places about it: And in the firH place, 
about three quarters of a League South from Nax.*reth, we fawa great Hill, 
called the Prtfiftne^ vthich is the place where the Jews would have thrown our 
Saviour down headlong, but He reiidering himfelf invifiblctothem, retreated 
(as they fay) into a little Cell, that looks like a large and deep Nichi this 
Nkh is about the middle of the Precipice, and heretofore the prints of his 
Body were to be feen in it. In this Nkh there is an Altar, on which Ibme- 
limes they fay Mafs ^ and the fuincs of a Chappcl HitI to be feen by it. From 
the top of that Precipice, you may fee the Town of Nuimf where our Lord 
railed the Widows Son from the Dead 9 It lies at the foot of the Hill caJlcd 
Mrjmw, raciitioncd in the Pfalms. Betwixt the Precipice and Na:L^ctb, 
there arc fomerninesof a Nunnery, where there was a Church, dedicated to 
OurLailyciiF our Lady of Fear j bccaufe they fey, the holy Virgin following our Lord, 
whtfm the Jews led to precipitate him, and being afraid they might put him 
to death i as (he was going fell down in this plate, and her Knee is very well 
marked In the Rock. The Monks fay, that they cavifed a piece of the Rock to 
be cut off, that they might have carried away that Impremon; but that after 
they had gone a few Heps, they could not carry it away. Then upon a little 
Mount, about fix hundred paces from the Convent, they Hie wed as a greac 
rrarSaviour's^tonc, called our L«rJ*j TMe-, becanfc they have it by Tradition, that our 
Tahk. Saviour cat many limes upon it with his Apoftlcs: Glofe by it is the Fountain, 

called St.Frfeyj iVtffj bccaufe our Lord TCturniog back to the Town with his 
Apoftlcs, and St. PatT being dry, our Savionr made that Well to fpring 

out.

N ext day being FriJaf^ the Tenth of we parted from Naz.artthf 
about five a Clock in the Morning, and a little after, found the Fountain 
wherctheBlelied Virgin ufed to draw Water i and there arc fomc fteps to go 
down to it.Thcn on the left hand we fa w the Tomb of whom the Turks 

bear great rcfpc£t, as they do to all the Prophets: We law a print of his Foot ^ 
on the Rock, the fame Foot being marked on four places of the Rock, at fome 
paces dilbance from one another. We came next to the Welt where the Water 
was drawn, which our Lord turned into Wine, at the M^riage of 
In the Sacriftie of the Church of the Eleven Thonland yirgins at Cologne^ i 
faw oncof the Pots wherein our Saviour wrought that Miracle, changing the 
Water that vvasin it, into fo good Wine, that the Guclls who had not Icen 
the Miracle wrought, complained to the Mailer of thcFeall, that he brought 
forth the good Wine laft; feeing it was the cultom to give the good Wine 
firft, and the bad lall: then we went into the Houfe where our Lord wrought 
this Miracle. Sc. Heita built there a Church, with a litdc Convent where 
fome Monks lived, it is ftill Handing, but the have changed it into a 

Molquc^ however wc entred into it. Having feen that place, we Travelled a 
pretty while in the Plain where the Apoilics pluck'd the Ears of Corn, and 
rubbed them in their hands on the Sabbath-Day, then from a little height wc ■ 
dircovered the Sea of Caltke^ from whence wc alfo law Bechuti^ where Jtiditb 
killed Hchftrnei. Wc faw alfo from that place, pretty near the fajd Sea, 
the top of Mount Libjoms, all white wi th Snow i and about Ten in the morn¬ 
ing we came to the Mount of Beatitudes, fo called, becaule it is the place The M<mnt 
where our Saviour made to his Apollles the Sermon of Beatitudes j we went upof Jkacitndcs, 
to it, and after we had heard the Gofpcl on that fubjeft read by one of our 
Monks, wc came down again and continued our Journey, and half an Hour 
after, wc came to the place where our Lord fed Five thoufand men, with 
Fiflies and five Loaves, and twelve Baskets full of Fragments remained. Ha- on wliich II ur 
ving tlic Gofpcl read to us> we cat in that place upon a Stone, upon which Lord bldfoi 
(tlury fay J he blclled the faid Fiihcs and Loaves i from thence we went to the Uk two fiOiM 
Town of Ttberias, which is upon the fide of the Sea of TlFfni/, having been 
rcltorcd by fJefodj and named Ttbtfiaj from the name of the Em^rour 
Ttbtrivi. Wc got there about Noon j its Ruincs and old Denmlilhed Walls, 
demonftrate it to have been a very large place. The Walls of it haviug^cn 
ruined, a Jewilh Widow afterwards built new ones in form of a Fort, wkhks 
Courtincs, and jews lived there, until about fifteen Years ago, that the Ty¬ 
rannic of the Turks made them abandon k. Among theruines of the Town, 
and even within the Prcdnftsof it, a great many ^Im-Tress grow j within • 
this lall Prccinfl, there k a Callte upon cheSca-lide, which feeras to have been 
a Itrong place. A hundred paces from thence, within the laid Precinlt, we 
law a Church, five and twenty paces in length, and fifteen broad, dedicated 
to St. Ptur^ which is ftill entire. They fay, that St. Httm caufed it to be 

built 
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built ill tbc place where our Lord faid to St. Pttfr^ Thtu Peter, iffw 
Thu RtKk will J bpitd nry Chiirth, &c. There we had that Gofpcl read to US. 
Others fayj it is the place where our Lord cat Filh wUh his Apoftks after 
his Rcfoir^ioo, when He appeared utito them upon the fide of this Sea. We 
Dined in that place, and then wathed cfur felrcs in the Uke j the Water 
whereof is frefb, very pood to Drink, and full of FiDi. St is about tivclvc or 
fifteen Miles long, and five or fix over. It was heretofore called tlic Sea of 
GJiltr, or Lake of Ccncx.at ttk From thence on the Jeft hand, upon the fide 
of that Sea, we faw the ruincs of the Town of C^pcrnauM^ where St. 
left thcCultom-Houfe, to follow our Lord, and where our Saviour Cured the 
Centorioo’s Servant, and the Son of the N[>bJeinan, and raifed a Maid from 
the Dead- Ateut an hundred paces from the Preernft of the Town of Tibe^ 
clofe by the Sca-fidc, there is a natural Bath of hot Waters, to which 
they go down by fomclleps. The ancient Walls of Tihtriaf^ reached as far 
as this Bath. We parted from Ttberiat about two in the Afternood, and about 
fefen a Clock at Night, arrived at a Village called S4tW<f, near to which we 
lay abroad in the open Fields, for our Monks would by no means have us to 
Lodge attheufual place, which is at the Caltle, called £itiul^i.fr^ that is 
to fay, the Merchants Well, as being afraid of feme Av,imr.

"Xhc way by Land from Jarnfiicm to Nazareth. 

O N E may Travel by Land from to Nit^.iirethy and bcfidcs f,j, 

avoiding the dangers thatolFer by Sea, fee a great many'other curioos und from 
places; but,(asl have already &id) the Ardhs<xz&i fuch unrcafonableCaffares yrrafiiem to 
tipon the Road, that few go chat way at prefent; however I Ihdl f« it down 

Parting from JirufaUm after OiDner, you come to Lodge at Elhr ; there 
there Is a very car ious Village landing upon a height, and Inhabited by a few 
People, T here isaifo a Church half mined,which was heretofore a fai r Fabr iijk: ^ 

The Walls that yet ftand arc of great Flints. They fay that this was the 
place where the bleJTcd Virgin loft her dear So^ 7r//(^ and therefore rctorned 
to Jeruf^r/tiy where file found him in the Temple Difpiiting with the Dodtors. 

Next day you Lodge at Nafltufet Travelling all the way over Hills and Dales, Ntfitufi. 
which arc never thelcfs Fniitful, and in many places bear plenty of Olivo-Trccs. 

is the Town which in holy Scripture is called Skhimy near to which sicic^. 

Jjc^ and his Family molt frequently, Lived; it ftands partly on the fide, and 

partly at the foot of a HiH. The Soil about it Is fertile, and yields Olives in 

abundance. The Gardens arc full of Orange and Citron-Trees, watered by 

a River and .fundry Brooks, About one hundred paces from the Town towards 

tJic there is a fpring under a Vault, whtch difeharges its water into a 

refervatory of one entire piece of Marble, ten ffrans long, five broad, and as 

much in height; in the front there arc fome Foliages amd Rofes cue in Relief 

upon (be Marble. About half a quarter of a League from thence, (upou the 

Road from JerafJim ) is the Well of the Sa^t^^lrltaJ^, as the Clirillians of thc-rj^g, gf 

Country fay who keep it covered with great Stones, leafl the Turks Ihould fill the SMvri- 

it up. When thefe Stones arc Tcmovcd, you go down into a Vault by a little 

hole, oppolite to the mouth of the Well; atid there another great Stone is 

to be removed, before you come at the Well, which is Cxtccn fathom deep, 

Cimented narrow atchetop, and wide at the bottom. Over the aforefaid 
Vault, there arc fotne ruincs of the Buildings of a Village ? two little Pillars 
arc to be feen fUll ftanding, and many Olive-Trees all Tound. Near to that 
is the portion of Land which jaetb gave to his Son ; it is a very plea- 

fant place, and his Sepulchre is in it. Mount Cere:Lim ( mentioned in holy Mount em* 
Scripture J is on the right hand as you go to that Well. There is a Chappel jm, 
ut the foot of this Mountain, where the heretofore worlhipped an 

Idol. On the South fide of the Town there is another Mount, called in Arabick 
that is to fey Table, where f they fay^ our Lord rcftcd himfelf being 
weary upon the Road: There isaCujhion of the fame Stone raifed upon the 
Rock Hill to be feen, and fome prints of Hands and Feet; and they Jay, that 
in limes pad, the figure of our Lords whole Body was to be difcerued upon k:

jjjMrijL Milcfaftors in Prlfon. This Town of Sftajif, was alfo called from 

the name of Sfjwrj, to whom the Ground whereon it is built belonged, or from 
the name of thcHill on which it ftands, which is called Chomrcit. Having paiVd 
Sth^e yon arc out of SjOhotm, which terminates there, and purfuing your 
Ciimj. journey, you come to lodge at Ctmij. They fay, that in this place our Savi-

a Church of the ChriAianS', the where yon lodge is great, and ferves for 
'* a Fort, having clofe by it a Fountain and a B^z^/er where Proviltons are fold. 
' T^e Soil is fertile enough, and produces plenty of Palm-Trees and Fig-I'rces, 

There is a very great Caflfarc tobe payed iliere. Next day, after about two 
EiittthH. Hours march, you enter into a great Plain, called Es^drtlLin^ about four Leagues 
in length, at the weft end whereof you fee the top of Mount where 

the Prophet £/mi lived, of which wc IhoU fpoak hercafeer. At the foot of 
this Hill are the ruines of the City of Jfsj'erl,founded by King of Ifriitlf 

itwtL where the Dogs licked the Blood of his Wife JtTLthdj as tSie Prophet Eiiat 
Bwuh of/w. had foretold. In the middle of this Plain is the Brook of Ci/wj, where J^hin 
King of Cflnjjfland Sifrra his Lieutenant were Haiu by Dtyirah thePropbetefs, 
and Judge of //fjfl,andby Bur ah chief of the Holt of Gods People. Many Battels 
have been fought in this Plain, as may be feen in holy Scripture. After yon 
have palTed this Plain, and travelled an hour over Hills, you come tQ Naz.itrtth^ 
of which, and the places that arc to be feen about it, I have already faid enough. 
Now I’ll fetdoKD the way from I^a^artih to DjunafcM. 


CHAP. LVII.

S UCH as would go to Damaji/u, may lye at Ajh Etutdn/er, which is a 
Caltk about three Leagues from Nax^artthi mentioned ^ me before in 
the fifty fifth Chapterj and there is a Caflare tobe paid there.

is no water in it, the mouth of it being very narrow, but the bottom indiffer¬ 
ent wide, and may be fix fathom deep. It is covered by a Dome Handing on 
four Arches, to three of which fb many little Marble-Pillars are joined ,33 Bot- 
terefles for the Dome ■, the place of the fourth Pillar is Hill co be feen, and it 
app£!?rs to have been not long agoc removed. Clofe by this Pit there is a 
little Mofque adjoining to an old Hjn. ^ Two hours journey from that Pic 
y.tf.i3iPTirii£f, youcrofs over JacOSi Bridge, n'Mch the Araht call Ditftrjaceidtr, this is the 
place where this Patriarch was met by his Brother Efasty as he was returning 
j with hU Wives and Goods from Lahoa hts Father in law: The Bridge confilfs 
of three Arches, under which runs the Ri ver of 3tiri£t)j, and falls afterwards into 
the Sea of Tiffjfffjer, about three hours going from therce. On that fide the 
River runs, there is a great Pond to be feen. When you have paOed this Bridge 
you are cut of GaliUty and there you pay a great Caffare. Then you come 
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to Lodge which is a Uttle Village»wherem there is a very old

T H E firft thing that may befecn at Darngfiftf, is the Bei.tfieint which is pjw/Erff. 

Beautiful enough, and hath three Gates ^ from whence yon go to the 
raftlc which isallbiiilt of Stones cut in Diamond cut i but it isnotcanefor 
Franks to enter it. At firft you come to a Court of Guard with fc^veral Arms 
hanEinp upon the Wall, and two pieces of Ordnance, each lixtecn fpans long. 

fifteen ftciisfurthcristhc Mint, where the Jews Work. Aliulctoyond 
that there is a Dome of no great Worlcinaofhip, but fiipportcd by four fo 
jtreat Pillars, that three men can hardly fathom one of them round. Fifty i^es 
from thence, you enter through a large Arched Hall into the Divau where 
Ihe Coundlis held, painted with Gold and Axure after theMofaick way 5 and 
in it there are three Eafons full of cxccHcnt water: When you come out of 
rhe raftk vou fee the Ditches half a Pikes depth, and twenty paces over, 
wherein on the Me of the Town a little Canal of water runs, which waters 
Jto Gardens about, that are full of Orange, Limon, Pomgranct, and fcyeral 
nSer Trees Through the middle of the Caftle runs a branch of the River, 
with which they can fill the Ditches, when there is ocrafion. On the outfide 
of the Walls of the &me Caftle, hang two Chains of Stone, ouc of which 
contains lixtecn Links, and the other fourteen, cut one within another by 
matcblcfsAtt each Link being about two lathom long, and one and a half 
widc,aiidthc two Chains arc of one entire Stone a piece. From thence you come 
ro a fairMofque about twenty Paces Square, painted all over with MoJaick 
Urk in Gold and Axnrc, and paved with Marble; in the middle of it is tlie 
Sjnulchrc of MUc l?#o-,Snltan of *^i. After that, you muft fee the Houfe 
S the r^frfrJ^r, wherein there is a Uttle Marble Mofqiie of moll lovely Atchi- 
tfAute and painted with Gold and Axure. There are fever a I lovely Rooms 
iric of the fame fcflnon, at each Window whereof, you have a little Fountain 
^ftnoft clear Water, which is artificially brought thither m Pipes. In this 
Hoafe there is a door and feveral great Windows, with copper-Lctticcs which • 
into the great Mofoue, and thence one may fee without moleftatioo, but 
rhrlftians arc forbidden to enter it, upon pain of Death, or turning Turk. 

From that door ur-d the Windows,one may petceivea grratpartoflhcMofqiic 
IJhirh mav be about three hundred paces long, aad threefcorc wide. The 
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Court is paved with lovely StoheSf tnoU paft of Marble, 0ijntng like Lookin- 
glafl«. Round about this Court there are fcveral Pillars of Marble, porphy- 
ric and jafper, incomparably '-veil wrought, which fupport an Arch that ranges 
all round, parnred with fevcral pieces in Mofai^ work* The Porch of the 
Mofqnc faces this Court, and the entry into it is by twelve large Copper* Doors 
embollcd with Figures, with fevetal Pillars, moil part of Porphyric, wtiofe 
Capitals arc gilt. The walls are painted with lovely figures in Gold and Azure. 
The Turks themfeives have To great a veneration for this place, that they'dare 
not pafs through the Court without taking olf their Pabouches \ and certainly 
*cis oncofthelovelicH Molquesin all the Turkilh Empire. It was heretofore 
a,Chrillian Church, built by the Emperour in Honour of Sr. Z^tch^ 

ri<*f,theFaihcr of St. Baptiftjand they lay,thereisa Sepulchre in it where 
the Bones of that holy Prophet rclt. Vou mult allb fee the Fountain where 
St. ?dd recovered his fi^hr, and was Baptized by which is in the 

Strei^ht-fir€(tf fo called in the Afts of the ApoJfles, under a Vault in Che 
near CO a thick Pillar, called the Ancient Pillar ^ then you go up to the 
Houfe of chat fame 7>H6ir, with whom Si, Pud Sojourned, to be inltruAcd in 
the ChriAlan Religion, and Baptized: there you fee a great door armed with 
Iron andhugeNaiJsi within which is the Chamber where the iaid Saint Failed 
three Days and three Nights. After that, you go out of the Town by a Gate 
called Alt eherkj j That is to fay, Eall Gate, near to which {in former timesJ 
there was a great Church, built in honour of Sc. PaiUj but at prefent the 
Lurks have made a Han of it; the Steeple remains ilill, andis very ancicoc 
Work. Continuing your way along the Town*Ditches, and about fifty paces 
South ward,from the faid gate,you ice a great fquarcTower joining to the walls 
in the middle of. which there are two Flowers dc luce cut in Relief, and well 
fhaped,an(l at the fide of each of Ehcm a Lyon ent in the fame manner: Betwixt 
thefq f/tfiFfrf df Lace, there is a great Stone with an Infcriptton upon it in 
Turkilh Characters. About three hand red paces further^yon come to the Gate 
caPed that is walled up, under which is the place where St. Paul 

was let down in a Basket, to avoid the pcrfecation of the Jews, Sixty 
paces from ihcncc over againft the Gate, is the Sepulchre of St. Geerge the 
porter, mho had his Head ftruck off upon preienoe that he was a ChnAlan 
and had madcSt. cfcapc: TheChrillians of the Countrey reckon hin) 
a Saint, and have commonly a Lamp burning npon his Tomb, Returning 
ThcHoufcofthc fame way back to the Town, you pafs by the Houfe ofv*i 4 *f/ 4 r, which is 
betwixt the EaflGate and St. Tkeinaj Gate; and there you find fourteen ftens 
down to a Grotc, which is the place where Jttjtmaj iuflrofted St, Paul and 
taught him the Chriflian Doftrine - And on the left hand is the hole, (but now 
flopp’d up) by which Jnanias went under ground to St. Pad in the Houfedf 
Jada}. They fiy that the Turks have ftveral times attempted to build a 
Molque over that Grotc but that all that they had bulk in the day-time, was In 
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the Evening thrown down in an inftant. You may alfo go to a little Hermitage 
two milesfrom the City,whece Dtrvijhts live; it Hands upon a little HiP above a 
sddU, great Village called SatMa. There you may fee the Cave where the feven 
The CaveafSleepers hid themfeives when they were Perfccuted by who svonld

time of Thttdofm the Younger. Thisisa very pleafant place, and the more 

that from thence one may fecall the Countrey about Damafim, Three Leaeucs

llewhk Bfo. ViftaBC called Jwjr, half a League from the City, inhabited only by lews

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is very well Ccuared; fevcn Rivers run by it, audit is encompalTed all round 
alinoft with two Walls, and little Ditches. The Houles arc uoc handfome 
on the out'&de being built of Brick and Earth, but within they are inoit 
Beautiful, and have all generally Fountains. The Molques, Bagnio’s and Cof- 
fee-Houfes arc very and well Built. But let us rcnirn to NAz.>treth^ which

CHAP. LIX. 

Our return to Acre. A Defiription of Mount 

Carmel. 

I 

A Fter w*e had fecn NAT^etreth and all that is to be feen about it, we took 
leave of the Father Guardian of J^As.artthy and parted on Smd^ the 
twelfth of May^ about two a Clock in the Afternoon. 

M&fdAy the thirteenth of M.ty we parted from Acre about four a Clock in 
the Evening in a fmall Bark, to go to Mount Carmel ten miles foom Aere ; we 
had a iair Wind, but To high, that our Rudder broke, which being quickly 
mended again with ibme Nails, wc failed only with a fore^Sail, and about 
fix a Clock at night, arrived at the Village of Cayfhat^ before which we were The v if 
taken by the Corfair mentioned before. This Village which was formerly a ©f 
Town, Hands at the foot of Mount Carmtl j we went up the Mount, and about ' ^ ’ 

feven a Clock came to the Convent, which is held by barefooted Carmelitej. The Convent 
There we found two French Fathers and an Italian Brother, who had been on Mount 
twenty years there. Thcyobftrvga vcry,fcvcrc Rule, for bclldc that chey^^/* 
arc Tcinoved from alt Worldly Converfation, they neither cat FlcQi nor drink 
Wine, and if they need it, they muft go to another place, as the Superiour at 
that time did, for being allhmatick, and pining away daily, he was forced to 
go to Acre^ there to recruit himfelf for fomedays: Nor do they fufler Pilgrims 
to eat Flcfli in their Convent, only they allow them to drink Wine. This 
Convent is not on the top of the Mount, where they had a lovely one, 
before the ChrlHlans loft the Holy Land, the mines whereof ate Hill to be feeni 
but is a very little one fomewhat lower, and needs no more hut three Monks to 
fill it, who would have much adoc to fufaJilt, if they had not fome Aims given 
them by the French Merchants of yferr, that go often thither to their Devoti¬ 
ons. They have polTeflcd this place thirty years, fince the time they 
were driven out of it, after that the Chriftians loft the Holy Land j it is the 
place where the Prophet .E/w lived, and their Church is the very Grott wherd 
fometimes he abode, which U very neatly cut out of the Rock: From thi^Con- 
vent they have an excclleut Profp^, efpecially upon the Sea, where there is 
no bounds to their light. About their Convent they have a pretty Hermitage 
very well Cultivated by the Italian Brother, who bath brought all the Earth 
that is in it thither i and indeed, it is very pteafant to fee Flowers and Fruits 
growing u^n a Hill that is nothing but Rock. Thcfe good Monks gave usa 
very neat Collation of nine or ten Dilhcs of Fruit, and then wc went to reft 
in the aparrment of the Pilgrims; for though it be a very little place, yet 
they have made a rn)3ll,commodious and very neat Lodging for Pil^ims, but 
they mull not exceed ibcnumbcr of fix. Next day the fourteenth of wc • 
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pcffomicd our Devotions in ihat holy place, and then left the Convent sdout 
eight a Clock in the morning, that we might go vifit the places c^f DcTocioo 
, about it. Our guide wasorieof the French Fathers, who fearing wc might 
be Rcrf)bcd by the made us carry upon our ftouiders flicks in the mm^ner 
of Mulqucts. At a good Leagues diflance from the C(»Fcnt,tte fawa VVeJl 
that the Prophet EU.ti made to fpring out of the Ground, and a lirtlo over 
It, another Jio lefs miraculous, the waters of both are very pkafant and 
good. The jirabi fay, that all the while the Monks were abfent after tbev 
had been Baniflicd from thence, they yielded no Water. Clofe by this Jaft 
Fountain are flately ruincs of the Convent of Sc. BrntirJ, who was fent thither 
by St. jUhert^ Patriarch of jrrHfdtm^ to Reform the Hermites, that lived 
there without role or community j it hath been a lovely Convent. Not for 
stv tte.Me!on. ihencc is the Garden of the Stone-Melons, and they lay, that EiUsDaStTiR 
that way, demanded in Charity a Melon from a man that wasgathcrine fom^ 

■, who in contempt anfwered EUoj that they were Stones and not Melons where^ 

, upon allthe Melons were immediately turned into Stemes j when [ prayed them 

to conduft me to that Garden, They made ineanfwer,that they knew not the 
way, but after that, they told me privately, that they were unwilling to carrv 
me chjther, becaufe we were too many in company, and that there beiuE but 
feiv of thefe Melons there at preftne, if every oac took what he lifted no 
more would remain *, but they made mea prefent of one. After we bad Veen 
theft places, we returned to the Convent about eleven of the Clock and havine 
Dined on good frcIhFiili, we went to feethcGrotts of the holy Prophets 
and that arc near to the Convent; there is alfo a third, but it is 
full of Earth, and the door walled up. Lower down, to wards the foot of thf 
Monritain, H the Cave where the Prophet £1*4/ taught the People: it is all cur 
very fmooth ia the Rock both above and below j it is about twenty nacte b 
length, lifteen iu Breadth, and very high; and I think it is one of the Jovtieft 
Oroits that can be fecn. The Turks have made a little Mofque there

H avingthanked the Fathers for their Civility, which we ackuowlcdeed bv a 
charitable Gratuity, we embatked again about four a clock in the Afterne»n 
in the fame Bark that had brought us, and arrived at about feven at 
Night*

From So/vr you have a days 
Journey laSAidry and there is a Tower upon this Road alfo, where there is 
a Caffare to be paid.

Aocteut name of it was Sydon, Before the Town there isa little Fort Built in the 
Sea. The Conntrey about Sayde is lovely, aud foU of Gardens j among others, 
there are two about two Mufquct Shot from the Town, that are foil of e.v 
ceLlent Orange-Trees, wherein they ftiew the Sepulchre of one of ^,* 1 ,^ 

the twelve Sons of Ifratt. Next day you may go and lye at Bifnah. About lan. * 
an hours travelling from Sayde to there is to the right hand a Village BiratL 

called Git-, with a great deal of Sand about it j and they lay, that that is 
the place where the Whale cad out 3^4/, after he had been three days in 
the Belly of it. There arc two Charts to be paid on that Road. The , 

Soil atout Barmh is pleafant and good, bearing abundance of White Mnl- * 

berry-Trccs, for the Silk-Worms. Having next day travelled half a League 
from Baritthy yon fee a Cave on the right hand, which was heretofore the •* 

Den of a huge Dragon- Two hundred paces further, there is a GrSek • 
Church upon the lame Ground, fas they fay) where St. Gtaryt Killed that 
Dragon, when it was about to have Devoured the Daughter of the King of 
Barnth. Half an hours travelling from thence, there is a bridge, called 
Bridge, of hx Arches and there is a Caflare to be paid th^e. About twH> 
hours Journey foom thac Bridge, you hnd another, under which, rum a River, 

'called in Arabick Namrtt Ktib-, that is to fay, the Dogs River, without doubt, 
bccaufc there is a Ring cut in the Rock, to which is feftened a great Dog, cut 
on the fame Rock, that isftitl tobefeen inthe Sea. They fay, that in times 
pa If, that Dog Barked by Enchantment, when any Fleet came, and that his 
bark was heard four Leagues off! A little above the defeent where the Dog 
is, this Infcription is cut in great Charafters upon the Rock. IMP. C/£S.

BRITANNIUS. At the end of this Bridge, there isa Marble-Stonc eleven 
Span long, and five broad, on which is an infcription of fix lines in 
Characters. From thence you go and lodge at j^rAjim. The day follow - 
fogi you lye at Trifoly j by the way on the Sca-fide, you fee the Towns of ThW;, 
iSibtly Prffr&rt, and Amfbf, Trifoly is a very pretty Town With a neat Caftle, CiinK 
at the foot of which, a little River runs; feveral Gardens full of Orange- ‘ 
Trees, and White Mulberries, encompafs the Town , which is a mile from ^ * 
the Sea, where there arc feveral Towers planted with Cannon to defend the 
Coaft. Here it was that St. Marine being accufed of Incontinence, did 
Penance in Maos Apparrcl. Next day you gp to Mount Lib^my about five Mount i/fct* 
Hours and a halfs travelling from y ou come to Lodge at 

which is a Village where the Patriarch of Mount Idbamtt Lives j there is a 
Church and Monaftcry in it. The day following, you go to the Cedars, 
which arc an hour and a halfs going from Caittmiriy and you pafs through 
a pretty Village, called Bdvt^ which is about an hour from Caitmbttt. 
a Foppery to fayi that if one reckon the Cedars of Mount Li^anm twicci Twentythree 
he lhall have a different number, for in all, great and fmail, there is neither 9^'^ 
more nor lefs, than twenty three of them. AD that Inhabit this Mountain, 
are M^fonite Chriffbus. Having feen Mount Lih 4 f>uf^ you come back to 7ri- 
folyi from whence, if you have a mind to go to mhfl take the 

following RoadYromTVfplyi you come to lodge at a Cattle called the FrineB . . 

Crf/Wf, ftandingupon a high Hill, which was Built in the timc oft/flJ/rQrof ' 

Bouttam, From thciicc you have a days Journey to Amjty which was here¬ 
tofore 3 fair large Town, but at prefcnt is half mined, tho' it ftili coetains 
fomc lovely Mofqnes, and Houfes Built of black and white Stones interming¬ 
led. At the end of the Town, there is a great Cattle upon a Hill, almott all 
ruined and uninhabited j the Walts of it arc very thick and high, built of 
pretty black and white Stones difpofed in feveral Figures, and the little of ^ 
them that remains, ibews their ancient Beauty. The Gate of the Cattle is 
adorned with Infcriptloos in ArA/ick Letters, and the entry into it, is made 
like a Court of Guard. There is an Oratory on the South lidc of it, like 
to thofc wherein the Turks fay their Prayers. There ate feveral Grotts 
weD wrought in it, a great many Magazines, which ferved formerly to * 
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4$, oro/sc'hold Provifiops and Atnunition. The River jfpt or Orontat runs by the 
fide ofthis Caille, and fills the Ditches about «* that arc cut in the Rock, 
c ard very deep: Sc runs alFo tiirough the whole Town, where it turns eight- 
teen great Wheels, which raife the Water two Pikes height into Channels 
that lye upon great Arches, and convey it not only to the Fountains of the 
Town, but alio without, into the Gardens. You ninltalibfee a Moiquetbat 
Rands near the River, and over againft the Caftk, before the door of which 
there is a Pillar of moil lovely Marble erefted, with the fipurcs of Men, Birds, 
and other AnimalS) very well cut In Deiuy Relief upon Jt. In this Morqne 
there is a very pleafant Garden, full of Orange-Trees, by the River-lide. 
From jimiy you go and l^ge at-A^r^, which isaforry Town commanded 
^ by a SanjiiMt and there is nothing in it worth the obl^ing, but the Hati 
* you lodge in, which is covered ali over with Lead, and is very fpacious, being 
capbk of Lodging eight hundred Men and their Horfes, with eale. In the 
middle of this fJait there is a Mofgue with a lovely Fountain, and a Well 
{ Cwfb and forty Fathom deep from the top to the Water, is ftill to be kcti 
there. About fiidrare Years ago, that Hmi was Built by Mtmah ChtUhiy great 
TefteriUr^ when he made the Pilgrimage of Mtehs. About fifty paces from 
thence, there is another old half mined, having a door of Clack Stone, 
of one entire piece feven fpan long, four and a haIfbroad,andarp3n Chicks 
on which two Crofles like thofe of MaUa^ with Rofes and otJicr Figures, 
are cut in Demy Relief. From Mjrr* you go and lyc ztjilcffd.

The Road fram Tripoly to Aleppo, In Damaicus. 

^^Hofe who have never feen may go to it fromJntoA, in three 

X good days Journey, and from thence to by the way following 

From DetmAfcm^ the firft nights Lodging is at CitdiptMi one half of the vpm/ 
thither, is over moll plealaat and fruitful Plains, abounding with Fruit- 
Trees, Olive-Trees, and Vines, and watered by feven little Riven, and 
fevcral Brooks, where you fee by the way a great many Villages in the 
Countrey about, to the number, (as the People of the Countrey fa^ of above 
three hundred and fifty. The reil of the way is very Barren and Moun¬ 
tainous. There is at CotAifhd the lovelyeft Man that is to be feen in the 
whole Countrey. In the middle of this ffa» there is a Fountain that dif- 
charges its water into a great Pond. There fe plenty of all things necefTarv 
therein, and a thoufandMen and Horfemay be commodioully lodged in it 
About fourfrore years fiticc,Sw4W the GrAHd riftt, paOlng throueh 
that Countrey upon bis way to Mechm and caufed it to be Built * 

K you go into it, you muft pafs through a great Square Court, wailed 
tn Ijkca Caftic. It hath two Gates, one to the South, and the other to die 
North, upon each of which, there arc three Culvcrlnes mounted, to defend 
the Place. There is a Caflare to be paid there. From C«A,pbj^ the next 
N«gh;s Lodging is at JVett j and upon the Road, five hours travdline from 
C9tAifh4 you fee an old Caltie, called 0/f/,or that isforav 

the Brides Handing in a very Barren place, and environed by Mountains’ 
« Situated upon a little Hili, at the foot of which are Gardens full 
of Fmit-Trccs,and watered by a fmall River, over which there is a handfom 
Bridge of four Arches. Next day when you have Travelled two Hours, you

They lay, that on certain die KeaJ of 
days of the year, fome drops of Blood dilfill from that Cafe. Thereof* 
pc alfo many other long and round pieces of Marble built in the WaiJ,^**^ 
inferibed with Greek Characters, and very artfully engraven with Rofes and 
other Figures. St. H<Uh built that Church, which was Jong polTeflod by the 
Chrtilians of the Countrey, but, at length, about an hundred and fixty years 
ago, was ufurpod by the Turks, and ferves them at prefent for their chief 
Mofijuej the Roof chat is fupported by thefe Pillars, has been lately renewed 
and is only of Wood ill put together, Ghriftians arc fuffered to enter into 
k. By the fide of it without, there is a great Pond where the Turks make 
their Ablutions before they go into it. Ac the door of this Molque, there 
arc two Marble-Pillars twenty fpan long, lying along upon the Ground 
From thence, you go toanothcr Church held by the Moors, called Sc,CV«xr’s; 
the Ghriftians of the Country may perform their Devotions there, paying for 
half the Oyl that isconfumed in it. The third h dedicated to the Honour 
of our Lady, and is poJTeflM by the Ghriftians of the Countrey, The foufth 
is held by the Greeks, and is called jirbaittc ChcHndt^ which is to fay, forty 
Martyrs; it is very neat, fupported by five Pillars, whereof four are Marble,'*** 
and the fifth Porphyric, wrought and cut in the form of a Screw. The fifth 
Church is called St. Jidtflinttf alias St-’Jntian ; the People of the Countrey lay The Sepul- 
that his Body is there, in a Sepulchre of molt excellent Marble, ftanding^ st. 
behind the Altar, made like a Beer or Coffin, with a high ridged cover; 
the four Corners there arc four Balls of the fome Marble, and twelve CrolTes 
round it in Demy Relief. This Sepulchre is ten Spans long, five broad, and 
as much in height, feeming to be all of one entire piece. Six hundred paces 
Weft-ward from the Gate, called Bab Jtmtudy^ that is to fay, the jews Gate 
there is a Pretty big Pyramid, wherein the People of the Countrey belie 
that Ciiwj C-yir the Nephew of is bucied. Upon a HiU to the South Nepliw of 

u Town, there is a Caftic built like that of Ama^ which 1 mentioned in 
the foregoing Chapter, but it is notfoniinoos, though it be uninhabited, as 
well as the other. They lay, that heretofore both of them were held by the 
Chrifttans, who endured long and hard Sieges, before they fnrrcndred them 
to the Turks; and that's the reafon that the Hrand Signior has commanded 
that they ^old not be llepaiTcd nor Inhabited, The Hart where Travellers 
lodge, is fifteen paces without the Walls of the Town, on the Nortfefide 
from Hrmfs. next Lodging is at Ama, About half way there is a little 
Oratory, which they foy, was built by the Franks; it is at prefent Inhabited 
by a MooTiui a little'further there is a ruined Village upon a HiU. • 

Near to that is the Han where Travcllers(ch3t have a mind to flop there) may

Upon the Road you fee Tome ruinous Villages, 
whereof that which is molt entire, is called Han Mtny^ built in form of a 
Calllc, having four Towers in the four Corners, three fquare, and one round j 
this /7#Bisfour Hours going from M>irrat and about twenty paces fhort of it 
• on the left hand, you fee five great Sepulchres, in one whereof a Bafha is In¬ 

terred, having his Turban cut tn Marble, at ore end of his Tomb. In an old 
Building fifteen paces diftaot from the Gate of that HanStrahiy^ there is 3 
Well almolt fquare, which ts two and fony Fathom deep before you come at 
the Water, as well as that of Mma j about fourfcorc paces from thence, 
there is a pitiful Village little Inhabited, though there be good Land about 
Hurt Temm. it. From HanStr^kii!, you have a days Journey toMi« Upon the 

Stmia. Road to the left hand, you fee a pretty h and fome Town,, cal led Sermn^ and 
three or four Tuioous Villages, having been forfaken becaufc of the Robberies of 
the About forty Years lince, Han 7 wuwrfw was rebuilt by a Balha of 

vf/rw,callcdi7//i<»/ flrfjfcri,who put Into it an with fifty Soldicre>and ten litcic 

Cufvertnes, to keep it againft the jiraht^ who formerly committed frequent

aud turns two Mills not fur from thence. From Han TQMman^ you go to 
to three or four Hours lime.

W E Aaid at Acrt four days, expecting a paflage for Dam’eitt^ but at 
length, finding two of Cyfrat^ which were both bound for 

Damitttty werefolvcd to go along with them *, and having ferut for the *^rof 
that S^btqner that was a Greek, Manfunr de BrUgrd the Confu], took the 
pains to make ^ Bargain for us, and recommended us to him. SMbi<inttt are 
Vcliels madcdkeGalliotts, but longer', the Stern and Stem of them, are made 
much alike, only in the Poop, there is abroad Room under Deck j there arc 
fcveral Banks for Rowers, according Co the IcDgth of the Sanbitintr^ and each 
Oar is managed by two Men. Ours had twelve Oars on each fide ^ but befides, 
it had a great Maft with a very large Sait i To that being light Loaded,no GoOcy 
could be too bard for one of them, if their Oars were long enough, but they 
have them very Ihoi i. The Wind offtriug fair for ns, wc took our Provifions 
and^went on board our Snnday the nineteenth of May^ about three 

a Clock in the Afternoon, the other Siothtfurr being in company with us. Wc 
were much afraid of Corfalrs Aill, and efpcciaUy of Jum who had taken us be¬ 
fore; not onJv Inrcaut'e his Men had fald,Thac if they had kilted us, they would 
not have been obliged to make RcAitucion of any thing, but aifo leaftthcy 
might have accufed us of being thecaufe that the Turks bad come out agatoA 
them, and (bufed us the worfc for that. However we met with nothing confi- 
dcrablc till next day, being Mtnday the twentieth of May^ that about Sun- 
fetdog wc psfledby a Tower, about twelve Miles from when we were 

come near to that Tower, theyfited fome ^tiac and SmaliKhoLatus, which 

much 
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much furprifcd us, bnc more when wc law that they made great Fires all along 
theCoaH, and cfpedally upon the Towers. We knew not the caofc of this* 

( which 1 fliaUtell hereafter) only we concluded that they cook us lor Pirats. • 
When wc came near toyn^rf, we perceived a great Fire upon the Tower, and 
then about nine a Clock at Night, oiTcring to put into the Harbour to take in 
Wood and Water, they fired at us both great and fmall Shot: Then onr Rtys 
sveni upon the Poop, and called out as loud as he coiuld, that he was Inch a 
Man, Rtyt of a Smbxiiur^ calling by Name thofe whom be knew at Jaffa \ but 
wc had no other anfwer from within but that is to fay, that we Ihould 

ftand off, and with that another Volley of great and fmall Shot: When this 
Mufick had lalted about an Hour, they continually Firing, and our Rtys calling 
to them and making a heavy Noife, the other Sauki^tur ftood in nearer than 
wc, and the Rfyt calling as loud as ever hecotild,madc them at length hear him, 
and the Greeks who were at J^ff* to know him : Then in ftcad of 
they called to us which exceedingly rejoyced us j and the racanin^of • * 
that was, that wc ftionld come in, fo that we entered the Port about t^ a • 
Clock at Night. For tny_ part, I was afraid it might have been a Trick, that 
lb they might havecalily funk as when wc were got nearer. But it proved other- 
wife, for we were received as Friends. Wc found all the People in Arms, 
ready to file, and the Women and Children were already gone from3‘«tj^. 

Here we had the comfort to be pittled, that we Ihould have been Rifled even 
by Chtiftians, for they kne w us as having been once before at and had 
had intelligence of our being taken. We Itaycd at Jiff* for fair Weather until 
Friday^ the four and twentieth of May^ when the Wind prefencing, wc fet 
out about Noon, and within two or three Hours after, were got out of fight 
of Landi the Wind calming inthcEveniog, we rameto an Anchor, and next 
Morning, Saurday the five and twentieth of by break of day wre weigh¬ 
ed, and failed upon a Wind j about three or four a Clock in the Afternoon 
wc made Land, and Handing in to it, came to an Anchor at Sun-lctcJng, not 
being able to weather a Cape on head of us, becaufe the Wind was contrary. 

Next day being the lix and twentieth of iHiy, wc weighed by break 

of day, and prefcntly made two Sail, whereof the one ftemed to be a Ship, 
and the other a Galliot; wc rowed off from them as much as we could, and 
at length Cafter fomc hours) loH fight of them, but about Noon again we 
faw the Galliot a ftem of us. Our Confort ran prefcntly aDioar, and inltead 
of doing the like, wc rowed and made all ihe fail vi?c could, fo that in a fhoct 
time we loft fight of the Galliot once more t but making her again a little af¬ 
ter, wc rowed again a little, and fb loll light of her the third time. At lirll 
when we made thofe Sails* tny mind mifgavc me that fome Misfortune attended 
us j and indeed I was an unlucky Prophet, for I told the reft, that as yet we 
were too far from Damime to be taken, and that as we had been already 
taken within ten Miles of Acrty fo wc fhould be taken within ten Miles of Ba¬ 
rnette, Having then loft light of that Galliot once more, about fix a Clock 
at Night we came to an Anchor at a place, from whence we could fee 
three Vtffels riding at an Anchor alfo. Oordefign was, fo foon as it flioald 
be Night and Calm, to endeavour to double a point of Land that wc were not 
for Ihort of, and then wc would have been pretty near Bamimet and avoided 
that which befcl us, but our Company flept too long for MttuL^y the feven 
and twentieth ot May, they turned out about two hours before day, and 
having weighed Anchor, made all the way they could with Sails and Oars, 
but at break of day when wc were not twenty miles from Damietety we faw two 
Cgy^aet fal\ of Men coming again ft us; then would our Company have #ood 
back again, but it was lob late. And the Cmaet making up with all fpecd, 
a Turk who v/as a PalTengcr with us, tied his bundle about his Neck, and jump¬ 
ing over board, goc quickly afhoar without the tofsof any thing { the reft, 
whether it was that they could not Swim lb well, or that they hoped wc might , 
gain Ihoar before they could board us, did not imitate him. I had then fome 
apprehenllons, that they as well as the Corfairs, might dtfcbarge their cholcr 
upon us who were Franks. But at length the being come within Mu I- 

qitet'lhot of us, all the Turks who were PallcagCTsIn our Sa^iquerf leaped 
over-board to fare thcmfdvcs on Ihoar, and the Greeks having fired the two ‘ 
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fttrtTMi they hadf did the fame. It pHicd tpe much to fee thefe poor People 
] fcom their own Houfe (forio J call their S^ttbiifiier) and to leave all their 

* ■ Goods to the Plunder and Diicretion of thofe Mad-men, carrying nothing with 

them but a Chaplet or two of certain Bisket, which they fell lirung upon Chap¬ 
lets. Prefcntly one of the Caiques fired a Cros-bar Shot out of a Blundcrbiift 
I Corrairs that into our Poop, which had it hit but a bands breadth lower, would have killed 
were Franks, us all, and funk the Saabiquer to rights j but feeing no body appear on board 
‘ of us, they made after tliofc who were malting their efcape to Iboar, for bciog 

near land,the water was very fliallow,which made the Soldiers f fin ding ground) 
' CO jump into the Sea, with a Sword in one hand and a Pilfot In the other, and 

purfue the poor Wretches, firing at thofe whom they could not overtake: 
: ‘ In the jnfm;n, 1 prayed oar Caputin and another Fren^ Monk that was with 

3 to go up upon the Deck, and put out a white Flag, which they did j and 

putting up a Handkerchief upon the end ofalbick, called in French to thofe 
'« who remained in the Caiques, that wc were French they bid ns lower our 

c Sa\l, which we eafily did, but it was fo great chat we could not furl it. la 

the mean time, it covered all our Sanbiquer, and they fearing there might be 
more ftill hid under near h, durlt not come i but having told them, that with- 
‘ out their adjltance they could not furl it, and chat they need not fear any 

thing, they came on board, where knowing us to be Franks, they offered us 
not the Icaft injury as the fbrroerhad done,only took of our baggage and things 
what they found here and there in the VelTel, though we ourfoives kept ftill a 
‘ good fharo of them. 

It was then a fad fpeCtacle to fee the Soldiers return loaded with Spoyl, lead¬ 
ing by the hand thofe v»bom they had taken a*(hoar, and who were ^1 fiript to 
the fhirt as foon as they had been taken. When they were come on board our 
Sanblqulr, they fcarch’d in all places to fee if they could find any thing worth 
’ ‘ the taking, and made Captive feven Turks in all: Being all on board our San- 

biquer or in their own Caiques, they carried us to their Ships *, and by the way, 
told us, how they had made us the evening before, but that not having feen 
j a Galliot which they had in company, for two days, they cook our Saublqucr 

A for her, till next morning, when we flood clofe in by thelhoar, they werecon- 

j> vinced it was not (he, and that if they had not taken us for their GalUot, they 

would have given ns a vilitc the fame evening that they faw us. 


CHAP. LXIII. 

Of n?h^t baffened on Board the Corfairr fo long as we 
mere with tbem^ ^ftd our Arrival at Damiette; 


W ithin an hour, we came on board the Corfalrs, being two Ships, the one 
Commanded by Captain called otherwifejEifMrrr^ of and 

the other by Captain NUth oiZme, We were made very welcome by thefe 
Captains, who divided us betwixt them; Our Monks went on board of Cap¬ 
tain Smti^ and we who were Seculars were taken into the Ship of Captain 
Nifch. Thefc two Ships were Conferts, and had on board ea^ an hundred 
and forty Men, with fourteen Oarsifide, which they could ufe tn cafe orDCcefe 
fity, feeling two Men to each Oar. The Ship we were in had four and twenty 
Peireras, and two great Guns all of Brafs, belidcs a great number of Muskets 
and BlnndcrbulTes 1 and the other was as well armed; They had beftdes a Galliot 
w hich they had made of a Sanbiquer they had taken near co Svd^Jrtnsw, and 
armed with fix brazen Petreras, and a fair brafs chafe-Gun, having manned her 
with eighty of their Men, forty a piece, and that was the fame Galliot which 
had given us the chafe the day before: One of thefe CorJaira had been fk and 
thirty^ and the other forty Months out at Sea. 
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1 woadrcd to fee on board the Ship where we were, feverai Slaves, Men, 

Women and Children, and they told me that they had taken mod: of them at 
Caiitl Peregrim fomc days before, having farprifal the Caftle in this manner. • 

Wiicn they had took this Sanbtqucr, which (as I raid.) they turned into a 
Galliot, a Turk about Se^tuLireott who was taken in her, made a Propofal to 
them, that if they would give him his liberty, he would put them in a way of 
taking many Slaves: They prefentiy made him a Promife, but he noctrufting 
to their Word (for all he was a Tnrk> made them Swear it before an Image of 
our BteOed Lady, and another of Sc, Fratic$t, When they had given their Oath, 
he made them llcer their courle toward Cajtei Pere^riitf, which is a pitiful 
little open Caftle betwixt jisre and ten miles below Mount CrimW, on 
the way to They took their meafures Ib well, that they were not at all 

perceived, and having immediately landed, they went without any noiie to the * 

Habitation, where being come, they began to appear in their Colours, carry- The Sarpri. 
ing away all living Creatures, Men, Women and Children, and killing all, 
without regard to Age or Sex, that would not willingly go along with the[fi ; efo*? 
infomuch that fome Soldiers told me, that they had klUed young Maids, who 
notwithftanding they had feen others that wonid not fol]ow>kilkd before their 
faces, chofe rather to be put to Death, than to be made Slaves. They fliewed 
me one of their Officers, to whom a Soldier brought a Child four months 
old, telling him. Here is a Slave for you; who in a barbarous manner taking 
the innocent Infant by one foot, and faying. What would you have me to do 
with this, threw it from him ( as if it had been a ftonc) as far as be could on 
the ground. Theymadc on this occafion above fifty Slaves, Men, Women and 
Children. 

The Turk who was their Guide, having brought them on board, they took 
off his Chain, and he went to look for more, never thinking of making his 
efcape, either bccaufe he trufted to their Oath, or clfe perhaps, becanle he 
was afraid to have met in tbatCountrey with the reward of his Treachery. 

They killed more than they took, and left not lb much as a living Soul in the 
place i and that was thecauTe of the great allarm they were put into on that 
Coaft, when wc failed along it from Acre to 

it was a fad fpcAacIe to fee on board this Ship ib many poor Women, with 
their Children at their breafts, having no greater allowance than a little mouldy 
Bisket and two glafl'es of ftinking Water a day, which was all the Men had 
alfb j but among others, there was one Woman Slave on board, with her 
Husband, Brother, feven Children, and one in her Womb: All this together 
caufed a great clutter and naftinefs in the Ship; nay, there was one little Child 
ill of the Small-pox, which made me afraid of catching the fame Difcalb. 

We were no better treated than the Slaves, for they were in great want of Emectaie- 
Provifions, and had fo little Water, that they were obliged todiftribute it by 
mcafurc, giving every one two glalTes aday. Our Diet then, confifted of two 
meals a day, both alike, one at noon, and the other at night, and thefe.were a 
little mouldy Bisket of all colours, which, to feafonandioftenit, wasftecp'd 
in Water that ftunck fo horridly, that it fmelt all over the Cdhin, and getting 
into OUT throat as we broke the Bisket with our teeth, was like to have turned 
ourftomacks: A little Cheefe we had alib that might have kept along time, 
for it needed a Hatchet to cut it: Our Drink was the fame ftinking Water, 
with a very little coat of Wine upon (t \ and in the night-time wc lay upon the 
deck, amidft the Vermine and filth of the poor Wretches^ our Monks were 
better accommodated, as they told us afterwards. However 1 was aot alto¬ 
gether diflieartned by this ad verfiiy, on the contrary, was &in to encourage: the 
reft, who thought chcmlelves half dead already, and apply'd my felf to conJtdcr 
what way wc might be delivered out of this mliery. With their two Ships 
they had a great Saique, which they had taken a few days before, and fome 
Greeks coining to redeem her, had oBcred a ibouland Piaftres for her j but 
theft GcDtlerocndemanding fifteen hundred, the Greeb went away, promiling ’ 
however to come back again which I having underftood from the Captain( who 
was as willing to be rid of us as we were to be gone, becaufe we le^n^ his 
ftinking Provifions,) wc prepared to go to with theoi; The Coifaiis 

would willingly have fet us athoar, if we had pleafed, but we would by no » 
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means accept of that offer, for fear of having {wen taken forGorfairs, and III 
immediately burnt alive j and it was loo firclh in my memory what l had been 
told of other Franks, who having cfcapcd from Shipwreck, and coming a fhore, 
thought they came very well off when they were only made Slaves. In the 
mean time, the Galliot came up with the'Ships, TatfdAj morning, the eight 
and twentieth of fhe had taken a Saycoc, which was the fail wchat|^eCTr 
with her, but ihe'lctit go, as not worth their while to Hay for it. ^ 

On Wedntfday the nine and twentieth of<d^iy, abootanhour before day, a 
Polaguefell in among us, and running foul of our Sanbiqoer that ;vas rowed 
at the ftern ofoncof the Ships, made a hole in her fide; TheCorfairs were 
immediately allarmcd, and firing fome lioall ShotJnto the Polaque, manned 
their Boats to take her. On the other hand, thofe on board the PoJaque, who 
were cither drunk or aflcep, awaking at the knock which their Polaqnc gave In 
Unking againit the Sanbiquer, and being fonfiblc of their fa alt, betook them- 
ielves in all halle to their Caique, and endeavoured to make their efcapeby 
rowing, bat being clofcly purfued, they were loon come up with, and of 
one and twenty Turks that were in it, twelve leaped into the Sea tofwim, 
though the neareft land was above fix miles off, and the nine that remained, 
were brought on board the Ship : 1 asked them how they came to be fo neg¬ 
ligent in looking after their Veffel, and they told me, chat thinking thcmfclves 
CO have been near the mouth of the Wi/f before Ditmettey}ivz^ were faUen afleep, 
which was the worft excufc they could have made, feeing they ought to have 
been afraid that their Polaque might have run a-ground. There were fome 
Bales of Soap in that Polaque. 

The fame day, the Corrairs finding that the Greeks (to whom theSaique 
that they had taken belonged,)came not again, rcfolvcd to bum her j but know¬ 
ing that the more mifehief they did,the harder it would be for us to get a fhorc 
I prayed Che Captain not to burn her, and at my requeff, having taken away all 
her Sails and Rigging, they let her go a drift,and not longafter,we faw her run 
a-lhore. In the fame manner they nnrtgg’d our Sanbiquer, and having fet her 
a driftalfo, Ihe was caH away in our fight. o 

After that, we fteered our courfc toward D^mietttj to take in frefh 
water at the mouth of the Niit'. This refolution made us greatly rej'oycc 
for good frefh water would have been (at that tiniej a great Treat for 
us, bclides that, being near to the placcwherc wedelired tobc, we hoped 
Hill to find feme expedient of getting fafc a lhore: Weftood in as near as we 
could, and next day, being the thirtieth of M.iy^ aWttcn a clock 

in the'morning, we were got before the mouth of thcAT/ir, and the Galliot 
went in to take ^fh water, in fpight of the Guos of the Fort; Our Shins had a 
mind to do the like, and put out a white Flag, that they might fee whether 
they would let uscome a-fhore,or ranfomc any of the Slaves they had on board - 
Wc expected with great impatience that they ftiould have put out a white Fla^ 
on the CaJlle, and were making ready to go quickly to Damitttt with all fafeev’ 
when (as ill lutk would have it) he that look'd outfrom the main top m^ff head* 
made four Sail; Immediately they changed their white Flag into a red though 1 
offered to tell them, that it was ill done to fall foul of thofc Sails,which^perhans 
only ftood mbecaufc they had feen white Colours abroadibut they made anfwcr 
that feemg the Caflle had not put out a white Flag, they wereno wavs oblincd - 
fo that they gave chafe to tbofe foot Vefleh, and the Caff Je fired ft veral Shot 
at us, without any effcA, unfcfs perhaps they ftrvcd to give warfliiie to thofe 
Saiques to make away as faff as they could: Three of them madethSr efcaoe 
and fourth (wich was a Saycot) run a-fhorc,and aO that wcrcoji board cS 
to land and faved thcmfelves: Our Caiques were manned out, whofindinV in 
her nothing but Wood, wherewith Ihc was loaded, and the je^yi all alone fwha 

sSp^ foamebaefc to the 

having by break of day made a 
Shr, ' j tillabout noon • While wc were in purfurt 

Cor fairs thinking ic might be feme other 
whowasinchaft of forae Saycot, made all the 
jpeed they could with Sails and Oars after the Saiqac j for our parts, onr wifiies 

were 
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were contrary to theirs, for we always prayed to God, that they might not 
come up with her; ft ill ccckoming, chat the lefs mifehief they did, the bet¬ 
ter it would be for us { however they laboured fo hard, that they gained 
ground on her, and manned out their CayifHt to Board her j then they who 
were intheSrfj/ijitf, (finding that they could not make their Efcape) furrendred 
themfclves j and another feeing this, chough ftie was above fix miles 
oft' of us, came without being purfu^, and Surrendred of her own accord, 
in hopes of better ufage; and Mth thefe two, were only loaded with Cdrslf 
Beans. Towards the Evening, the Galliot, which had been out a Cruifing, 
(as (he daily did ) came up with our Ships, and told us that they had met 
with a Turkilh Galliot, and having laid her a thwart the //*?/>, they met 
with ftout rcfiftancci the Turks who were on board of her, having a naked 
Sword between their Teeth, and a Mufquet in their hands ^ ib that finding 
they could do no good on her that way, they left the Bead, and fee upon her 
on the Stern, but they found as hot fcrvicc there, as they Jvad done before, 
and were even in danger of having been taken by the Turks: They Boarded 
her again Che third time, but could make nothing on'c; on the contrary, the 
Turks were like CO have maftered them} fo that having throe of their Men 
Killed, and fey cn wounded, they were fain to come off with Difgrace. Du¬ 
ring chat Engagement, they had fired fomc fbot with their Chafe-Gun, which 
were the Cans we had heard iu the Morning, and if the Ships had flood that 
way, from wlwnce they heard the Guns, as the Masimes of their trade requi¬ 
red, they would have cafily taken that Galliot; but bein^ unwilling to fave a 
certain for an uncertain Booty, they mtiled of that fair hit. ^ ^ 

This Engagement affilded us, bccaule it made our condition worle and 
worfc, nevetthelefs, we prayed our Captain to let go thatS^ycM, which had 
voluntarily furrendred, to theend, that file going to Dsmetrt, we might go 
sviih her, and that thefe men might tell a-fhoar, that they had been obliged 
to us for having begged their S^cet for them. Tfiis S^tet being of fmalf 
value, they eafiiy grauted our defires, and having taken out O'f her ten Sacks of 
C(i 7 eii,they fet us on board and let her go, on Sdtutnitif the firftof Juite. We 
entreated the Captain allb to give us tnat Turk who had put them u^n the 
exploit of Cafitt Prrtgritte^ for I'ceing they had promifed him his Ubetty,*' 
before an Image of the Virgin, as their Soldiers cold us, he might tell all 
People at Divnuitt^ that wc had procured him his freedom; not daring to 
tell the real caufe of it, and fo would have put us out of all danger j but they 
made ns* anfwcr, that they w-ould carry him back to his own Countrey; 
which made fome of the Soldiers murmur a little, faying they could not fail 
of filing into fomc mifchance, feeing they faJfificd their rroniile made before 
the Image of the Blelfed Virgin. We went then in that Saycn whieh came 
from Cyfritf, and was tmund for Damutte^ and were not as yet out of dan¬ 
ger ^ for if thefe Greeks had been malicioas Rogues, they might ha ve taken an 
opportunity to throw us over Hoard; not only to make them (elves fatisfa£]:ion 
for the fmall matter that was taken from them, T>y the little Goods we had, 
but aifo in teveuge of the wrongs which the Franks d^ly do to the Greeks 
their CouutTcy men ^ and indeed, wc cook that relblutiononly that we might 
be delivered out ^ the mifciies that wc endured a Board of thefe Ships; 
for bcfidcs the bad entertainment we had there, (which we could not Jtavc 
born with much longer,) we were daily in danger of being taken and burn'd 
a live, or at Icaft made Slaves if thefe Corfairs had been taken; as indeed 
it was to me a great wonder, that the Tntks fhould filler theft Blades to 
flop the entry into feeing they needed do no more but isaii out five 

or fix good Srfjfwfr,with an hundred and fifty or two hundred men a piece, and 
fall u^n thefe Corfairs, whom they might eafily have taken . Befidesthat, 
wc were hourly in dangcr.of being wounded, if the Ships came to an Engage¬ 
ment, and durft not defend our Teivcs, for if wc had once taken Aims, we 
muft have laid alidc all thoughts of fetting Foot on Turkifli Ground, where 
w'c might be known by one or other that had Efcaped, or been I^nfom’d 
out of the hands of the Corfairs.

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Cor&'iTS, we were Jifeetn mUcs f?on] Djtmiittey where we arrt^red in three 
hours ume ; atd Jb fbonas wetatnetothe place where the water of the Nile 
mingles with £hc Sea, which is a good mile our at Sea from the mouth of 
the Rieer, for the different colours of ifie Rivct'Watcr and Sca^w-ater may 
ealily Icep. There came out fomc Cermtj to unload our Sjyetf becauft 
at this place, loaded VefTels cannot come in, for want of Water. ^ Thefe 
CetmeJ are great Boats with high hdes and very lights they are Lighters 
open fore and aft, having no Deck, that they may take in the more Goods, 
They came about us in fuch numbers, every one flriving to be the firft, that 
Ibmc of them were like to have niD down our When they had light- 

tened us a little, and we were got into the mouth of the vfc took out 
Goods In again out of the Gcr/ttc/t and in half an hours time, went up the 
River to Djr/iittre^ al^ut two mites from the mouth of it. For defence of 
this entry, there is only a forry tower, in form of a Caflic, wherein are 
fome Guns mounted, which were thofe that Fired at the (^rfairs. Being 
upon the iVi/r, we drank our Bellies full ofgood Water, chinking our felves 
to be come out of Hell into Paradice, as we came from Sea into a River; 
however we were ft ill fearful ofgoinga-Ihoar at where being come, 

we quickly difpatched a Monk to ftnd out the Houle of a French Man whom 
we knew to bz there, the danger not bein^ fo great for a Religious Perfon, 
as for us: Hefpcedlly came back to us again, and having given Ibtne Crowns 
which we had laved from the Corfairs, to the Greeks of the for they 

would needs be paid for our Paftage, and that at a dear rate too, without 
calling to mind that we had begg’d their S^ym for them. We ftcpM 
a-ftioar over the Galliot which had been the day before attacked by our 
Corfairs. Wc went to that French Merchants Houfe, who made us very 
welcome, and told us, that that Galliot came from and that they on 

Board were three hundred Men, having with them fifteen thoufand 
wherewith they were going to TraGck ^tMteba-, and chat they had had one 
Man Killed, and three Wounded, Had our Corfairs minded thdr bufinefs 
as they fhould, they would have enriched cbemfelves, for all thefe Turks 
were well Cioathed, and able to pay Ranlbms, being all Rich j after we had 
refted our felves a iUtle, wc went to the Eifljop of the Greeks, to acquaint 
him with our Dllaftcr^nd to dcfire his Protection and CeTCiflcace,thac we w^ere 
not Corfairs. Afterward vve kept very private within doors, but the People 
of the Countrey were foftr from abuftng us, that they pitied our misfortune, 
and three Turks came to lee us, and told us that they r/ere of thole that 
were on Board that Pelgqnt^ which ran foul of our in the night-time, 

and had fwam a-flioar. They asked us news of their Comrades that were 
made Slaves; and we delired to know of them what was become of the 
ocher oiue, who jump'd into the Sea with them, but they told us that they 
could not tell what was become of them, they were certainly Drowned j 
and indeed, it requires a very good Heart to fwim above two Leagues. Wc 
had no fight of i>Atirrrrc, but upon our Arrival, not daring to walk abroad 
in the Streets; all we could obferve was, that it is a very handfome well 
built long Town, yet not fo long as Rejfntt. It was anciently called Ptiufaua. 
and lyes upon a Branch of the River of M/f, which diftharges k felf into the 
Sea, two miles below this Town, that mates one Angle of the Dth*.

T Vtfdjyiht fourth of Jmc, we Embarked fn’flktk Bark that wc had Dtparture 
hired for our fc]ve$, but the Wind not being good} wetnade but little Dati^ 
way, till Thtirfd^ theiixth of when a fair Wind prereniiug, we pad 
by AUnpHTA on the left hand. This is a pretty neat long Town, but we ilopt 
not at it, Frt^y the leveoth of Jtotty we paH^ by SAmmtJiAtif on our right SimaXud.

MtndAy the tenth of JiPit 
in the Morning} we ^llcd by that place, where the River divides it fclf Into 
two Channels, one whereof goes to and the other to Rojftue^ and at 

length, about eleven a Clock in the Forenoon, we arrived at Bsdai;^ where 
we paid a PiA^tt a piece, and from thence we took AfTcs ^ rode to Caire, 
where the Merchants wondered to lee us in fo bad plight I had not To 
inucb as a pair of PahcMchu^ having loft them on board the Corrairs,and all the 
Cloathcs I had vrere a Waft-coat, a pair of Drawers, and my Capot. How¬ 
ever they had been informed that wc had been twice taken by Corfain, for it 
was known all along the Coaft. And they thought wc had been carried to 
AlaitA^ and fo many times I thought we ihould j for the Corfairs toid us, that 
if they could but take a prize that might be worth the pains, iijcb as a good 
Stiyfw loaded with Rice, they would Band away for Maba.

Befidcs that, they make a large Blaze or Flame aloft 
upon the Yard, and in the Head have feveral pieces of Cannon; upon the 
Bafha^s tbvre were ten, aud on the Snout of the ft cm, there is a Wooden Fi¬ 
gure of fomc Animal, Gilt, as a Lyon, Tygrc, Eagle, or the likej on the 
BaJha's there was a Hydra. All the feveral Beyt^ the Sousbalba, and many 
other Oflicers havealfo each of them one, befidcs feveral other finaller made 
like Galliots. About feven or eight a Clock in the Momlng, the Baiba arri- 
ved w'ith the uGuI Cavalcade. When he goes to any fach Solemnity, he is 
mounted onaftately Horfe, in rich Trappings ^ and at this time he wore on 
his Head a lovely Flower of Diamonds. As he palled they killed Sheep in 
three or four places, and when he was about to enter into his Bark, thrre or 
four more were kQlcd upon the River-fide. Being with all the Beys entr^ into 
his Barge or he went towards old C*irt^ and then aUthe fain¬ 
ted him with thefr Guns, and follow'ed him in order.

Nor did the noife of Cannon, the found of infiohe numbCTS 
of liiftTumcnts, and the fliouts and acclamations of the People, contnbote a 
little to the Magoificericcof the Solemnity. In this manner they went gently 
along, firing nowand then their Guns, rill they came to the Bank which keens 
out the Water from the Khdiu We could not fee the opening made, be^ 
cauft of the great crowd and confofion, but it fignifies no great matter ^ for 
all that is to be feen, is a vaft number of Rabble, who wait till the Balha 
pais i and on each fide of the Dyke a Paper-Tower, with Walls of the Jams 
reaching to the Dyke, and Guck fall of S<juibs and Serpents, which as foon 
as the Bafha palfes are fired, and ftt one another on fire, whilft the People 
break down the Dyke with Pick-axes, Shovels, and fuch like Inftrumcnts, and 
tcTuuvin;;' thc Earth make way for the Water. There are Boats loaded with 
FrtHt (^nd Sweet-meats (fuch as they make) which are thrown among the * 

People, and one may have the pleaftrc to fee them jump in, and fwim fora 
lharc.

' ly theyappeared: Thefe Figures were two fquare Machines of Wood,two Pikes 
length high, each in a Boar, and both were placed before the Palace where 
they meafure the Water* and where the Balha tarries during the three days of 
Rejoycing. One of them is on the one fide of the Water, and the other on 
the other fide* each ten paces from Land, leaving a broad palTagc betwixt 
them for Boats and Barges. Thefe Machines arc filled with Lamps from top 
CO bottotn, which are Sighted as foon as it is Night. In each of thefe Figures 
there are above two thoufand Lamps* which are fb placed, that on all [ides 
you fee a Man and a Woman of Fire. Bcfidcsthat, ail the or Barks 

of the Balha and Aiyi, arcalfo full of Lamps* and their Mufick of Trumpets, 
Flutes, and Drums, which keep almoft a conibnal Koife* mingled with that 
of Squibs, Crackers, Fire-Lances, great and fmaII Shoti fo that the valt num- 
yber of Lamps* with the cracking of the Gun-powder, and noife of Mulick, 
make a kind of agreeable Gonfu lion,that without doubt, cheats up the molt De- 
jefted and Melancholick, This lalfs till Midnight, and then all retire 5 Che 
Lamps burning all Night, unlefs they be put out by the Wind and Squibs.

A$wi)}i]T(er who Swim in the KhaHt^ with Iron-Chains. One of thefe Swimmers i faw 
wid) pafj by* and not without Ceremony: Before him went a great Boat fuj) of 
Chains. people* of whom fome beat the Drum, others had Firc^locks to JliOot at thofe 
■ who Ihould throw ftoncs, and then he came in the middle of twenty Perfons 
that Swam about him. His Hands were tied behind his Back* and his Feet 
bound with a Chain of Iron* that weighed ten pound weight, he Itood up¬ 
right in the Water* and dlfcourfcd with thofe that were about him, not 
iteming in the Icaft to move- He was followed by five or li.x Boats full of 
People, ready to take him tip if bechanced to fink; In thisnsanner hecamein 
the Water from old Cjirt where the /CWf#begins, cothc place where it ends, 
which is a long League. For a reward he has from the Bafha* a Veit, and a 
thonfand and befidesthat, he goes about the Town with a Box, and 

gets'^fomcwhat more. In tins manner he goes twice, on two feveral days. 
Therft is another alfo who Swims in Chains, furrounded as the other, from 
end to end of the KkaUt-t and holds 10 each hand a diOi of Coffee, with a Pipe 
of Trijacco in his Mouth, without fpilling the Coffee. ''He performs this 
twice* and has the fame reward as the otlier had.

Of the Arrival of the Bey of Girge at Caire, 


the fourth of Septtmlftr, Mehmtr Sty, who was theQ Bey of Thc arrlvil

in Tents. "This Bey had beea a Slave to one Hdey Bty^ who died very Rich, 
in the year One thou (and fix hundred fifty five, when he was Bey of 
which is fourteen or fifteen days Journey from Cdre, up the Nile, in his L^e- * 
time he had made four of his Slaves Beys, of whom this was one ^ and after * 
his death Bey of Girge, When Ndty £ty died, he left behind him Fourftorc 
thoufand Camels, and aboot as many AfTcs } and betides that, a vaA Treafurc 
of Coyned Money and Jewels, among which there was a Cup made of a Tur- 
keis, worth above an HundrcuLthoufaud Crowns. This Man lived at a very 
high Rate,and tlierc was not a my but he fpent a tbou&nd Crowns in hisHoufe 
at Catre, though he were not there, but much more when he vvas. His Suc- 
ccllbr (Mfhinet Bty I fpeak of J was feut for by two one after another, 
and commanded in name of the Baiba, (who had no kindnefs for him) to come 
to C^orr, and account for what he was in Arrear to the Balha, for that is a Bey-- 
fljip depending on the BaiTaihip of Caire^ The defign of the Baiha was to draw 
him to C,tirtt under this pretext, then to deprive him of his Beyihip, and give 
it to another; which was a ftcrct he had difeovered to no Wan living. The 
Bey vvbo fui'pefted the Baiba^s defign, having at firil Qighted his Commands, 
reiblved at ieegth to conic j but ftelng the BaJha knew that he came with a 
great Retinue, he fent an dga to command him back. This jigjt found him at 
three days Journey from Caire t and acquainted him with his Orders, which 
the other flighted, and proceeded on his Journey till he came near to Caire, 

Tharf^ the fifth of5«;!»in^rr,ali the Beys and other Peribns of C^aiity,went out 
to vide him, as alfo all the Militia of the Country. The Beys, and the Cadi* 

( who was no friend to this Bafha) had laid their Heads together to 
make the Balha Minfialt in cafe he gave bad Reception to this Bey, betaufe, 
befides that they were all his friends, they always Rick together againil the 
BaDia. He made his entry into Caire^ on Satttr^ the feventh of Sefie/nherf 
and that I might have a full view of that entry, I west to Cara Meidaw, which 
is a great Court or Square in the Bafha’s Palace, at the end vi’hereof the Stables 
arc. Tilts is a large andTpacious place, but longer than broad. ThcBa^a 
came down, and went into a Kitmk,^ which is about the middle of the 
length of this place, on the right hand as you enter it from the Remtitie ; The 
Balha Raid for him here, becaulc the Bey would not go to his Appanment, fear¬ 
ing he might not be ftrong enough for him there. Thither came all the Men 
of the Beys, and all the Chiaoux^ Mmefencat^ and in a word, all the 

Militia, ready to fight: For feeing thev knew not the Bafha^s dclign, and fsw 
on the other iiand that the Bey was well accompanied, they doubted It might 
come to blows. Thclc Men of the Beys played for the matter of two Hours 
with the Dgtrit^ or which was a great Diverfion to me ^ for there 1 

faw them at near diRanee with fafety and eafe, whereas when they fee ^Chri- 
Rian abroad in the Fields, they many times dart their Dgerie at him. After 
that, they drew ueatly up into very clofc Order; And at the fame time, by the 
Gate oppofite to that which goes mto the R^meille,^ the drds of this Bey en- 
cred the plate, armed with Pikes, and Sbabies four fingers broad, every one « 

with his Iron*Hook a finger broad, and as big as ones Hand, with a Wooden 
Handle, to take up their Pikes without alighting from Horfe-back as they run, 
after they have darted them at any Body i as they who make ule of Arrows, 
have filch anothet Iron'lnRrumcnt, wherewith they hook up their Arrows 
from tlie Ground ^ and both arc very dextrous at it. Thefe Hookt they car- * 

H h a ried 
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rietl in their Sleeves; and were all very well Mounted* and not ill Cl«d for 
Jrahs, They were in nnmbcT above Three thoufand, and among them marth- 
edthe (ixteenC^/irk/j or Bailiffs* who areSubjefts of this Bey, and bis Stief- 
^a(ha. After thefc came the Tw£ of the Bey* which is a Horfes Tail at the end 
of a Pike, and a large fait pair of Coloots: Then came above Two thou land 
Harquebufiers on Horfc back wcU dad, carrying all their Harquebofes teforc 
them, and their Shables by their fides; and of thefe the laft forty had on Coats 
of Mail, Vambraccs, Steel-Caps, Neck-pieces, and in a word, they were all 
in Mail, and followed by the Beys foot, who are called Sfwfcin, or Serifon. 
Thefe are Men who have no Pay but from him, reedving none from the 
Grjwd SjVww. They were about four hundred in Number, ad in good Order , 
every ote with a large Mulquet on his Shoulder, well Gilt i nay, feme of 
them carried Blunderbuflcs as big as Jittlc Fawlcons, svith their Shabics by thek 
fide: After them came fix Jed Horfes, as if it had been before theBafoa bira- 
fc,lf, then many of the ChtMux of Cttirfy and Janizaries, all with their 
Caps of Ceremony; then the two Pages ol' the faid Bey of Gkfc, aid the 
eight of the Baiba, with ihdr Gilt Silver-Cap, and lovely Plumes of Feathers, 
and at length, came the Bey of Chge. He was a Man of good prefence, about 
forty Vrarsof Agci after him came his Houfebokl, to the number of three 
hundred Men, all in good Order. The ten (irfl; were cloaibcd in Qreen Vel¬ 
vet, with a large Collar of the fame Stuff, co#rcd over with Ptoes of Gold, 
having neat Bows and reivers full of pretty Arrows, with Shables by their 
Jides: The ten that came next were Apparelled in Yellow Satin, carrying 
t2£h a Pike, a Shield and a Sbabk, The reft were all well Cloacbcd too, 
every one carrying a Carbine and Shable, and b the Rear of them, ton play¬ 
ed on Timbrels, and as many on Trumpets and Flutes; bclides all thefe, there 
were nlmvclixty Men playing on Timbrels, every one mounted on a Camel, who 
being difperTed here and there through the Cavalcade,made a great NoUe. They 
dre w all op in the Csira Meidgn^ but though It be a large place, yet it could not 
contain both them and the Militia of dVurr, fo that a good many of tbeia 
were forced to March out Into theAc;»»lir, to make room for the reft. When 
the Bey came near the kTifjof, he alighted froni his Hoife, and went unto it, 
where the Baiba expeCted him ^ and treated him with Coffee, Sorbet, and a 
Perfume, prefenttng him and every one of his Officers with a Caftan a piece. 
Whilfthe was there, I went to a narrow Avenue at the end of the RmtciUcy 
•through which he was topafs; foon aftcr,wc faw him and all his Men pafs that 
way in File- 1 reckoned alt thofe of his Retinue who had Caftmf^ and found 
them to be au hundred and eight, and they marched b the lame Order as they 
came. The Kietja of the Balha waited upon the fiey back to his Houfe, wrhich 
was oot far diftant: However that was a thing extraordinary, for it is not the 
tuftome for the KUjd of a Balha to wait upon a Bey ^ he ^uted all the People 
on both hands as he went, who alt ihouted, and wilhed him a thouland Blef^ 
lings. The Turks and People of the Country, were much Turprifed to loefo 
many Men, faybg. That there was no King fo powerful as he. The truth is, 
the Bey of Citg* is a very mighty Prbcc when he Is beloved of his Subjects, 
who are all Warlike, fo that when he is at Gitgty he values not the GrandSig- 
niar himfelf. And nevcrthclcfs, a Year after this folcmn entry, the Balha of 
Cdin having made War with him ( who Jeemed to be very well (Gloved of his 
SubieffsJ he took him, andcaufod him immediately to be Strangled. His 
who were his greateftftrength, and in whom he put inoft Confidence, 
having forfaken hiitt^ bnc it was thought they were corrupted by the Balha. 
This^Bey kept b his Honfo about him a Guard of Two thouland Men, and the 
reft of bis Forces returned to ilr&rrm, and the Rtrde^ which is a Country-hoiifo 
belonging to him, over agabft old but they came daily to the City to 
know how the Affaires uf their Mafter Hood, becanfo he mtftrufted fome bad 
dclign agHinft him j and therefore when he went abroad b the Town, betook 
always Three thouJand Horfe along with him. This Bey prefented the Balha 
in Money and Horfes, to the value of eighty Purfes, and it was [udg^J, that 
that Journey would coft him Three hundred Porfes; and indeed, he had brought 
Tivothoul^d Purfes with him, which amount to fifty Millions of Mtidituj or 
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a Himdrod and fifteen thou&nd an hnodred and one Piajffti, feveiitcen Maiding. 
When this Bey was at Girge, they killed an hundred and Gfty Sheep a day for 
his Family^ 
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CHAP. LXVni. 

The arrival of ati Ainhaffadour of jEtbiopia at 
Caire, With the Trefents be brought for the 
Grand Signior. 

I N the month of (XIOkt an Ambafiadonr of t/Etkiiipiit came to Caire, with^tht arriTal 
fcvcral Frefencs for the Grand Simmer, and among Others an Aft that had ofan Ainhaf- 
a moft delicate Skin, if it was Natutaii for 1 will not vouch for that, fioce 
did not examine it. This Aft had a black Lift down the Back, and the 
of its Body was all begirt with White and Tawny ftreaks, a finger broad SAn AVsofec- 
piecej the Hcadof it extraordinarily long, ftriped and partly coloured as tiaMdinary ' 
the reft of the Body; its ^s like a Buffies, werevery wide at the end, and Bcautf. 
black, yellow and white;; its Legs ftreaked juft like the Body, not long ways, 
bnt round the Leg inftlhion of a Carter down to the Foot, and all In lb 
good proportion and Symmetry, that no Lynx could be more exadUy lotted, 
nor any Skin of a Tygre lb pretty. The Ambafiadour had two more inch Afies, 
which died by the way, but he brought their Skins with him, tobe prefented 
Co the GnmdSigniinr, with the live one. He had alfo federal little bl^ Slaves 
of Nutria, and other Coantreys, confining on iy£tbioo!a,Civet, and Other coftly 
things for his PrcfcDt.Thefc little Blacks, (as I faid before) ferve to look after 
the Women in the Serra£tic, after that they are Gelded. The Ambafiadour 
was an Old Man, and h^ the eod of hisNofe, part of the upper and under 
Lip cut oif, bnt was otherwife a (hapely Man, and of a very good Preftnee; 

He was Cloathcd after the Cophtilhfalhion, wearing a TnrMn like them, and 
ipokc very good Italian, which gave me the opportunity of converfing with 
him: He cold me his name wasMchael, that he was a Native of Tripity, in 
Syna, and that he had^ade three or four Voyages into Cbri/len^m ^ he even 
confefied to me, that he was a Romm Caibolitkj, but that he durft not make 
profclfion of it in t^thiopia, but only of the Myjfv, that is to lay, the Reli¬ 
gion of the Cppbics. That ci^tcen months before, he had parted from Genrar, 
the Capital City of t/Ethiopit^ and was fo long retarded by the way, becaufe 
of the contrary Winds he met with on the Rtd Sea, by which he came. 

That of an hundred Perfons whom he had brought with him, of his own 
Servants and the Slaves he was to preftnt to the Grand Signior, thirty or forty 
were Dead. If he had come by L^d, he had not been lb long by the way \ 
for from Contar loSchoMaquett, ft isaboDtfix weeks journey,8nd iromSctMuaqMenf-ggtj,^ 
to Cjire, forty or fifty days by Camels j but he could not cake that way 
becaufc of his Train.

The Father of this prefent King was a good Cjaholkk-) but 
he dying fomc thirty odd years agoe, the Queen his Wife, who was a great 
Enemy to the Jefiiits, and no CaihoJtck, and who fuffered impatiently that 
they ftonld govern (as they pleafed) the late King her Husband, wrought upon 
Apcdccution her Son that fuccccdcd him, to Pcrfccutc all the RsmM Cathelickii in Ibch 
manner that the Jefuits were obliged to make their Eftape, and he put to 
'“Death all the Capudns whom he found. Since that time, three Capucins 
^ more were pnt to Death at ; for the King of tAshiopa knowing 

that they had a mind to come into his Kingdom, fent to the Governour of 
SrbirrfW, praying J)im to put to death thofc three Religious Franks. The 
Governour oiSthouAttt canfed their Heads to be immediately ftrnck off, and 
fent ihcm to the King of tAthiopia^ who as a reward, made him a Prefent 
of three Bags of Gold-Dull, promiCng him as manylaggs of Gold-DofV as 
he Ihould fend him Heads of Franks; and fifteen or lixtecn years lince, two 
others have been put to Death, in the Province ol whole names

that they delcrve to be taken notice of where one can (rnd thcm.Xhey aie called 
Civet-C^h come from (as I juft notv fald) and are taken in Snares. The 
lews in C*« keep many of them in their Hoafes, where for buying a few 
drachms of Civet, one may fee them. It is a Bead almoft as faigas a good Dog; Civet, 
it hath a [harp Snout, fmail Eyes, little Ears, and mudachios like a Cat i 
the Skin of it Is all fpotted black and white, with fo me ysllowilli fpccks, and 
hath a long bufhy Tail, almod like a Fos. It is a very wild Creature j and 
1 believe the bite of it would put a body to no finaii pain, The Jews keep ^ 

them in great fquare wooden Gages, where they feed them with raw Mutton 
andEcaf cot low fmallPicccs. Wheo they mold get from thorn that wliK^ 
is called Civet, (and is the Sweat of this Bead, that fmeUs fo fwe«t) they 
make him go back with a Jtick which they thrult in betwixt the Bars oPthe 
Cage and ^tch hold of hU Tail i when they have chat fait, ihey take hold 
aifo of his two hind Legs, pulling him half out of the Cage by rhe Door, 
which falls down upon his Back, and keeps him faft there, then another opens 
a ceruin Cod of Flefb that theft Bcafts have, which is Jhaped like a fpUt 
Gy feme, and v.dth an I ron- Spatula ft rapes all the S wcat off of it wi c hi n. The 
TMei have that piece of Flelh beiwLxt their Stones and Yard, which is liko 
a Cats The Females have it betwixt their Fundament and Privities j and 
it is emptied of the Sweat .but twice a Week, each Beaft yielding about a 
drachm at a time, by what 1 could difeern- When that Sweat or Excrement 
is taken out, it is of a whitilh grey, but by little and little in Tome fhort 
fbace it turns to a very brown colour. It finells very fweet at adiliance, 
but near hand it ifinks and caufes a Head-acb. There are as many kinds of

The King of v£thi 9 pia has above ah 
hnndred Wivcs» and keeps no Eunuchs to look after them, bccaufe they look 
upon it as a Sin to Geld a Man i To that the Women have the fame liberty 
there as in CbriRendom. Hcls a King of very eaJie accefsj and the poorcJl 
ha^cthe freedom to come and ipeakto him when they plcafe. He keeps aJl 
l&)^hildren on a Mountain, called pMhh/iii in the Province of whicli 

is a Mountain two days Journey dlflanc from Gmthur j there is a place like a 
Ciftcrn on the top of the Mountain, into which they are kt down every night, 
and taken up again in the day-time, and fnilCTed to play and walk about. 
When the King dies, they chufeout one of the wittieft of them, and make 
him King, without any regard to Birth-right: and vrhen he comes to have 
Children, he feuds his Brothers Prifoners to fome other place, and places his 
Children at Oufhhni. The place where the Kings are Buried, is called 
and is a kind of Grott; vuherethc Aged arc laid Ln one fide, and the young in 
the other. Heretofore there was a Church there of the fame name, in time 
of thejefuitsi and in the ftme place, there is an ciLCellent Library, where 
are all forts of Books in all kinds of languages in great plenty, and may be 
feen by thofe who have the CorioGty. The Ambafladour aJTured me, that he 
bad been in that Libra^, and I fancy it is the old Library of the Ancient 
iJEthiopiitm. ty£thiefi* is a good and fertile Countrey, producing Wheat, 
Barley, c^c. The greatefi: Dcl'afts of it, are not above three or four days 
Journey over; ajid neverthekis, when the King makes any progrefs, he 
always lodges in Tents , TheHoufes of the great Lords, are liketbofe of 
CMft, that is to fay, very mean in Tcfpcil of the Houfes of Europe, and the 
reft are only of Mud. The Countrey affords men of all Trades, eicept 
Watch-makers. They have no Camels there, bur Muics, Affes, Osen and Hor- 
fcs. All the peojale of this Countrey eat raw FJcih, except the King, who 
itdrefs'd, and drinks Wine of Gra^^ the reft drink only Wine made of 
Millet or Sarafin wheat, but as Ilrong as ours, and Brandy made of the fame 
Grain. They arcCloatlicd after the falhion of the Franks, and wear Cloath 
Velvet and other Stuffs imported to them by the Etd-Sm. They have Haroue- 
buffcsfroin the Turks, and of thofe People, there are not above three or four 
hundred, who ferve lu the Wars with Harquebuffes. In Trading they make 
noufe of Coined Money, as the Europeans do, but their money are pieces of 
fifteen or twenty Pict of Cloath, Gold, which they give fay weight, and a kind 
of Salt, which they reduce into little fqaare pieces like pieces ofSoap aud 
thefe pafs for Money, They cutout that Salt upon the lidc of the Red-Sea 
five or fix days Journey from DAngaiM, as yon go from Caire, and the places 
where they make it, arc called jirho. Among them is the Nation of thecW#j 
whom in .€tbiopick they call ChavA, and arc a Vagabond people in JE/Wwr/

CHAP. LXX. 

Of the Efne that vaas at Cairc in my lime. 

I N the month of there was an £Jtne kept at Cttire^ that is to fay, 

a publick Rejoicing, becaufe the Turks had taken two Caftics in MnHgatry. 
It was proclaim’d on the eighth of Nwm^ after noon, there being a man 
who cried it in every Quarter! and the chief Cry cr went in aCj/Mutoadver- 
tife the Beys and Con fuls, and got money in the Streets; They Cried it for 
feven days, to be^inon S^tard'iiythe ninth of Navtmbsr, at the hour of Evening 
Prayers, though it uied not to laft above three days. This morning 

the Guns were fired from the Caftlc, which continued to be done every mot- 
ning as long as the la Red, and then all fell to work before their doors, 

the pooreftMan that is, being ready on fuch occaftons to lay out fomewhat 
on Lamps and Stuffs; It is a very pleafani thing to be fecn, e^cially in the 
Night-time, when one may go abroad with greater fifety and freedom than 
in the day at any other time j for by Lamp*light they cannot teiJ whether 
your Turban be svhiie or of any other Colour, and Co they know not 
whether you be Chriftian or Turk. All the ftrects.arc full of Lamp*lighrs, 
but efpccially fomc, wherein there are a vaR number of Lights, not only 
before the Gates, but within the Houfes of the Beys, and other Pcribirs of 
Quality. BcCdcs that, the ftrects are hung with lovely Hangings of Cloath 
of Gold, and other rich ftulfs! among others, there are feme Streets where¬ 
in all the Shops are hung with Cloath of Cold, and rich filk Stuffs flowered 
with Gold. In manypTaces alfo, you may fee pieafanc figures of ChriIlian 
Franks, which to them ts a great Olverllon. Bciides the Taplftery and Lamps 
which are to be fecn in the Houfes of the Beys, they make, a ftiew alfe in 
the entry of all forts of Arms and Armour; as Head-pieces, Cor (lets, Coats 
of Mail, Mufqucts, Swords and Targets, £?'c. which are ranked in very good 
order. ThcConfuls are iikwife obliged to aft their parts in the Solemnity, 
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thog^H irtvcre cTcn a rejojdngfor a Vidtory obtained by the Turk* over their 
ownCounrry, clfe they would have an JvaTut put upon them, and therefore 
when they keep an Efnie for a Viaory over the Venetians, the Conful of 
rtiifct is obliged to do as others do, if he had not rather pay the ncjii day a 
fwinaiEe Avjpic. There they expofe, befides Umps and Tapiilry, fevera! 
c^^cs)Ie^t Pictures, whieh the Turks look upon with a great deal of plcafiire, 
erpecially when it is fomc good Face i thinking it smpoJUblc that we fhould 
have futh Beauties in Chrilteudotn, nay, that there can be any fuch in the 
World. The Women came alfo, being allowed then, as at HMrm^ to go 
abroad and fee the FeftivaJ, yet not the great Ladies, as thofe of the Bafiia^s, 
Beys, and others of higher QudJiEyi of mfcriour Condi, 

tion. This is very expenfive to the CoDfuls, and to all that would make any 
fbew j for beiides Tome hundreds of Lamps, and the Tapiftty which muft be 
lured i it is the cuflom to treat all thofe who come to fee what is before the 
H6urc with CoJFee, and if they be People of Honour and Falhion , they 
mu ft give them tor bet alfo, nay, and Sweet-meats roo. And for that 
end, every Confiil had before his Houfe a piece of Tapiftry, hung out on each 
fide of the Street, and Hangiogs aiJ round, leaving only a PaJTage between *, 
under tliefc kind of Pavilltons on each fide of the Streec, there were fomc 
hundreds of Lamps, and a great many Pidlu res, as like wife at the Avenues of 
the Street, with Chairs and rich Culhions for thofe chat come to Ice, to fit on. 
And nolboner did any come, how mean foever he was, but he had Coffee and 
Tobacco brought to him, fo that the Expcnce went high y for betwixt morning 
early, and three a Clock after Midnight, many thoufands of People came. 
This Fcllival ended on Morning, the fifteenth of Nsvtmirtr^ fothat the 

£/jfelaftcd but fix days, though it had been cried for feven, becaufc the Infe- 
riourlbrtof People were at too great Charges, and got nothing, for during 
char time, no Man (vai foffered to Work.

Yon muft lake Water 
at BetihCf with a Janizary or two, and fall down as far as a Village called 
Ttrrandt where there is a Ctichtft to whom it will not be a mifs to make fome 
fmall prefent of Sweet-meats, or the like, that yon may be the Ixtrer prote¬ 
cted by him. Then the Janizaries wait npou the faid Carhtf^ and inform him 
that their Company havea delire to go to the Defartsof St-Afoehariint Imme¬ 
diately rhe Cathtf gives orders to two of his Men, and to jirab Sthttkiyto make 
ready to attend the Travellers,and provides Bcafts to carry them.For the price, 
y oumuft endeavour to agree asefieapas you can,and icmnil be made in prelhoce 
of the Cathtfy before you fee out, for if you delay till you comc^ck, they'll 
exa^l the more, The hire commonly for going and coming Is two BUfint for 
each Horfe or Camel, and one Piaflrt for each Afs, befides three or four Pujtret 
for every Horfe-man that accompanies you, which pays both for Mao and 
' Horfe. Such as would Tparc Charges, fhould at €4in ftrike in with one of the 
Monks of fome of theMonafteries of the faid Defart, who will oblige htmlelf 
to Conduft them thither and back again to Caire^ and they arc to go down the 
River with him,to a Village called iJ/fV,where thefe Monks have a Houfe. There 
, the Monk will do well to take with him an that is known tu the Moun¬ 

tain, and every one being mounted on an Afs, they may begin their Journey .

Titratta^ anti lies right Weft, This is a very andect Monaftery, the Walls 
are v*;i'y high, but it is much decaied. There are many holy bodies in h, but • 

only one of ihefe approved of fay the Church of R^mt \ to wit,that of St. Aijrfc**- 
rim^ a$ alfo fiveorfis Altar-Tables of lovely Marble, Within the Procind 
of this Monaflery, there is a hind of a big fquare Tower, into which you 
enter by a Draw-bridge; and wherein there is a Church, a Well, and all that 
is necclfary for the Service of the Church, and the forry fuftenance of the Re¬ 
ligious, who fotnetimes retreat into it. for when they find tbetofclve afaufed, 
and purfutc! fay fir anger Arjibt^ they betake themfelves to this kind of Urong 
Hold, and pull up the Draw-bridge after them, keeping there whatever they 
have of Value in the Monaflcry, cfpettally all their Books which they fo cIIccitti 
that no Monk dares to Sell, or put out of the way any of them, under the * 

pain of j!mthttnA. In this manner*, all the three other Monafterics, < of 
which we fhall (jpeak hereafter) have Towers in them. This Monaltcry is the > 
greateft, but alfo the moll ruinous, and eipecially the Church that feems \o • 
have ^en very fair in times pad- There is no Garden belonging to it, aud 
the Water which the Monks drink is fomewhat brackifb. 

From MtebjriuJi you go to another, called lying North- 

ward of the former, three or fdhr Hours journey only. Upon the way thither, 
you fee a great many litilc Eminences, or lUlings, about a Itcp over, which 
cut the way, andreath far into the Weftern Defert: The Religious fgy, and 
find it Recorded in their Hooks ( which arc very ancient,) that this Rifing was 
made by Angels, to lerye for a path to the Hermites, who tna^iy times loft 
their wav, when on Sundays they were coming to Mai's in the MonaItery, and 
therefore they call it T^r/t tt that is to fay, the Angels Way. Hy 

the way alfo you fee many old Wells, which are the mines of fcveral Mona- lutr. 
itcries that heretofore have been there, and as the Monks fay, to the number 
of three hundred, round that Mountain; but the Ruines whtdi remain at pre- 
fent, make it not appear that,the number has been fo great, ft is true, one 
mull not think, that they have been perfefl Monaileries, but only little Houfes 
bailt by Seculars, who Itad a mind to retire into the Defart, and lead a Reli¬ 
gious Life there *, being obligwl on Sundays and all Holy Days, to come to 
Mafe ill the nej:t Monaltery, there to aflift at Divine Service. And In that 
Monaitcry there was an Abbot, with a certain number of refiding Monks, who 
when they had a mind to lead a more sullere Life, and were found to be fuf- 
ficicntly qualified for that, bytheirSuperiour, were fiifFercdby him to leave 
the Convent, and go live more folitary further off* in the Mountain, where 
they built little Hermitages, and there fpent their lives in great Aufterity, 

Silence, and continual Meditation; and this is the account the Religious 
give. It is not good to follow that Angels way, nor to be too curious in ask¬ 
ing queffions of the about it, for then they would prcfcntly conclude, 
that you were come to the Mountain to leareh for fomeTreafurc hid in it, 
which they fancy tJie Franks know of. Among thefc old buildings, you fee the 
mines of a Monaflery, built in honour of St, Jtkn the Little^ and is called 
jstbhaitna el Krfjrr, where there is llili a Dome, and the dry Rod, which being 
watered by that good Hermice,at the command of his Super lour, was changed 
into a fair Tree, which istobefeen at this day, as a monument of the meric 
of Obedience. The Monks tall this TreeC/f«/j^frft ei TIm, that is to fay, the cWjifmel 
Tree of Obedience. The Monaflery of Aiabubtcheyt, is the picafantefb of all 
the four, for It has a fair Church, a lovely Garden, and good Water, with a 
big Tower ii> it, as in that of St. Ad^turiiu, There were a great many^holy 
bodies therein, which on Palm-Sunday, in the Year idyd, were burnt by a 
fpark that fell from a I'apcr that had been left burning there; whereupon 
the Monks being vexed that they had loll their Samts, gave it out that they 
had been carried away by a Frend] Merchant, who came into thofe Quarters 
to buy Natreft, But finding tl. t ihe device would not take, though it coll the * 
Merchant Money, (for the Turks would not let flip that occafion,) they 
raifed fome dead b^ics and brought them into their Church, publilhlng that 
they were the bodies of their Saints, which had efcaped out of the French 
Ships, and were come back to their Church.

Sea, which w^ dried up (as the Monks fay) at the Prayers of the Hermites 
who at that time lived by it, and chicily of St. AiMhafiMt-j becaufc the Pirats 
of that Sea much infcfled them, it is called it^r ti MAtumt, that Is to fiy, 
Mart Ctmtitii. There you may find a great many petrificatioDS of Wood, and 
Tome Bones converted into Stone, which are pretty curious. On the fide of 
tlut Sea to the Weff, is the Mountain of ^gles Stones, called Bgthd d 
uinijf Eagiej , where digging in the Earth, and efpecially in time of heat and drougbc, 

MiitK j feverd Eagles Stones of djJicTentbignejs,fb called, becaufe the Eagles 

carry them to their Nells, to prebne their young ones from Serpents •, they 
have many Vermes, and the Monks lay, thact^erc arc commonly many Eagles 
to be firen there. You muff make as fhort a ftay there as you can, for fear of 
the ytrabs. Prom the Mountain of Eagles Stones, you go ( making a Triangle) 
to the fourth Monaftery, and all the Journey Uom j^rdrichijt to thisMona- 
fiery, is performed in one day* This Monaftery is called DireiSi^dtt^ that 
is to fay, thcMonafiery of our Lady; it is very fpflcions, but a Uctfc ruinous. 
It hath a fair Church and Garden, but the Water is bracklDi, aod ncVcrthelcfs, 
there arc more Monks in this Monaftery chan in the other three, bccaufe the 
Revenue of it is greater, and they have feme Kellcks alTo. Prom this MoDa- 
fiery you go to the Lake of Natr^ft , called Bir^m el Natrekn^ only two 
Leagues difiant from it *, this Lake is worth ones Curiollty to fee, and it looks 
like a large Pond frozen over, upon the Ice whereof, a litt/c Snow had fallen; 
It is divided into two, the more Northern is made fay a Spring that rifes out 
of the Ground, though the place of it cannot be obferved j and the Southern 
proceeds from a great butbling Spring, the Water being at leeft a Knee deep, 
which immediately as it fpriogs out of the Eanh congeals, and makes as it 
were great: pieces of Ice j and generally thcJVjrt-w U made and perfeited in a 
Year by chat Water, which is reddilh. There is a red Sale upon it lljt or feven 
ACtirsff. Fingers chick, then a black Natren^ which is made ufe of ia for Lye,

Sea. This Country liesfo low» that thp Land cannot be Teen till one be*juft , 
upon it; and therefore thofe that fail to k, ought to be upon their Guard. 

has no Ports on the Medicerar.ean fit for Ships, except Jitxandria and 
the which is^ther a Road than a Port: The River of me runs The conrfe 

through the length of tt, and having its Courfc from South to North, dir-oftheiVi/rin 
charges Itfelf into the Mcditerrancanl>y two mouths, upon the lides of which 
Hand two fair Towns, to wit, /loferto to the Weft, and DMniettt to the 
Eaft, two miles beiow which, it mingles its Waters with the Sea, and by that 
diviiion makes a Triangular ifle in t/£ppt : This Triangular Iflaud was by the 
ancient Greeks called Dt/ot, bccaufe in Hgure it rcfenibks the CharaftCT a. The Dtiu of 
One fide of that Triangle is beat by the Mediterraaean Sea on the North and* 
the other two are bounded by the two branches ofthc Wr/c, which divide at 
the point of this Triangle i fo that the three points or angles of this Tri¬ 
angle arc, the firft at the place where the Nitr divides it felf Into two ■ ihc 
fecond at Eefetie^ and the third at Damiette : The firft Angle is at an equal 
diftance from the other two, to wit, from Rejfette and and from that 

Angle it is five or fix Leagues to Ceire, fo that the Nile has only thofe two 
mouths which are Navigable for great Vefiels j for though there be feme 
others, yet they are no more but Rivukts. This River isbroader than the tIk breadth 
broadeftpart of theSfiw, but it is not very Rapid, unlefs It be ac itsCa*®^ the 
tarafts, where it falls from fo great a height, that ( as they fay ) the noife 
of It IS lieard at a very great diftance.

Hind-feet/ In a word, a Crocodile rercmbles very much a Lizard, and grows 
as lone as it lives i fome of them arc above twenty Foot m letigth, but 1 have 
feea little ones half a Foot long. This and the Htffofitm aie the only 
Animals, who in eating move the upper Jaw, and move not at all the uiuler. 
The Crocodile is very ftrong, and one day as I caufed one of them, which wa* 
eight Foot long, to be skUmed, four Men ftood upon it, whilft they were 
niiiing up his Belly, but it ftirred and ftrugled with To much force, that it 
threw them all four off; it is alfo very Hrong Jiv'd, for when they skin it, 
® after they have cut the Throat and opened the ^lly of it,if ic catch hold ot any 
thing in its mouth,lt will never part from it.^As it happened once to a^l/wrwhoiii 

1 knew, who having skinned one for a French-man, ( who had a mmd to keep 

the Skin) and cutting the Throat, liad feparat^ die Head from the 
^ ibthat there remainednomorebur the Hcadfttckin^ to the Skin, all theaefli 
being taken out j he untied the Snout, but immediately thereupon the Jaws 
opcDiog, caught hold of one of his Fingers, whkh with its Xerth, it cat cle^ 
olE The Hefb of a Crocodile is not bad, but it is fomewhae inflpid, and cot 
at all poyfbnous, as many believe, for 1 have tafted of it, and found it to be 
good; the Bti'/harittni cat heartily, and make a great Feafi of it. Thefc Crea- 
lures arc great lovers of Mens flelh, and therefore they arc very terrible all 
along the not only to lutleboys, whom they frequently devour svhcii 
they come to the River-tidc to do their Needs, for thefe cunning creatures hide 
thcmfelves i but alfo to Men, whom they furprife fometimes in their Boats, 
For in the Night-time they rife upright, and thiufting iheirSnoat into the 
Boat, endeavour to catch hold of a Man, and if they can but pull him into the 
Water, they quickly mailer him; and that is the reafon that no Body will 
willingly venture to Swim in the NtU, Ic is another moft: erroneous fable 
alfo, that a Crocodile wilt like a young Child, to draw People about ic 
w - whom ic may devour i it is a thing altogether unknown in that Country. To 
dilesaic ui- catch thefe Creatures, they make a great many Pits by the Rivc!>lidc, which 
ken. they cover over with Sticks, and fuch other things, and fowhen they come to 

pafs over thefe Ditches, (efpccially when the Water cncrcafcs, which is the 
time when rooft of them arc taken, becaufc then they venture farthell out) 
they fail into them,and cannot get out again l bey let them fall there for fcvctal 
days, then let down fome Gins with running Noofcs, wherewith they jiurzzlc 
their Snour, and fo puli them up, and cany them to the Quarters of tlic 
Franks. Tjie Mtarj fay. That at old Caire there is a Talifirma againil the 
Crocodiles, which makes chat they never pafs beyond old Cnirt ^ but that is 
falfe, for there arc of them at and and they arc to be fcen 

upon the way to Cjirt, not indeed, in any great number, bccaufe commonly they 
keep off from ihe Sea i but there fome at lea ft to be found there. They uever 
come into the A'lijhj, bccaufe ( as I think) it is narrow ; but if they did, they 
might do a great de^ of mifehief, for when the Water runs in it, it is foHof 
Swimmers.

But to return Co the Nilfy thb River caufes all the fruitfulnefs of e^vpr, 
and if it failed to overflow one year, there would be a Famine Ln the Land j 
nay if it did not rife fixteenfoot, there would be great Scarcity ■, as olfo if it 
grew four and twenty foot, it would likewiie occafion a Dearth; becaufe the 
water covering all the Land too Jong, Seedtime would be loft, when it ebbs 
off; it leaves a far nitrous (lime upon the ground, which fo fattens the Land, 
that it would produce nothing, through too much Fatnefs, if they did not 
fow Saud upon it, before they planter fow any thing therein; fo that they 
are at the fame pains to pat Sand on their Land to tinfatten k, as we are 
to Dang ours. Not that it never rains there, as many Dreamers would have • 
us believe in Chrlftcndom, fquee^ing their Brains to give a realbn for tTiat * 
which is not in Nature,for tt rains much at jUfx^iaiiriity^nd Jli^ettesiCo ^ bur at 
Cjftrr, which ffands higher, it rains Icfs; and yet 1 have feen it rain very 
hard every year for two days together in the Month of Dntu^try and at 
the fame time, It Thundered fo much, that the eleventh or twelfth night 
ofthefaid mouth, a man in the CaRlc was kilted by Thunder, (though k 
hod never been heard before that Thunder bad killed any body at Caire. It 
is cold vreacher allb In Dtectt^tTy which 1 found by experience, but it is 
htver fo cold that one Aands in need of a Fire. In the oilier Seafons it is 
extream hot, but efpecially in Summer. From JattH^y till MArchy they catch 
Snipes in in Mjy^ yellow Birds pr Nitrials, which are nothing but a Foiling hi 

Jump of Fat, and wiId-Turtles, which*arc very good, but for the houfe*^^J®' 
Pigeons they are good for roching: alTo yellow Birds and Turtles, 

which come again, and at the lame time Larks, that lalt till the years end. 

This Couatrey iudeed, is not only tnoft fertile, but allb very pleafant; and it 
is not without rcafon that t fald elftwhere that uSsjfthzn Earthly Paia- 
dift, inhabited by Devils; but certainly, the oppreffion the people lye under 
from their Governours, abates much of their PleafuTe, as I (hall lay here¬ 
after. 

This Countrey produces a great deal of Corn, and Herbs of ail forts, but 
no Fruits nor Wine, for it yields but very few Grapes, which arc of thole 
great red Grapes, that have a ve^ thick Skin, and little Juice in them. 

Many fair Trees grow there, which we have not in this Countrey, and Tr«s of 
efpecially Palm-Trees, and tJie Sycamores or Fig-Trees ofPh^jaby which 
differ from thole Trees we call Sycamores, for thole of are the true 

Sycamores; they bear Figgs that Itick to the Jtock, whi(± arc not good, 
and yet the Moors for all tliat cat them; there are alfo Caffia-TreES 
there, which arc very lovely; they bear always both BldlToms and Fruit, 
the_ Bloiloms of them being yellow, and having a very plea fane Scent, 
which may be fnielfd at a great diltancc. 

I wave many other plants, as the CcUxaJfe and Pjpyrjw, &c, which arc 
delcribed in Frefytr jilpTnu.

Thtf manners 
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C Airt ihe chief City of tAl^pt, called in Arabick ASdfrf and in Turkilh 
Mifr^ as the whole ProFtnce of £/>Fis, ( whereof it is the Capital J is 
pcopfed by feveral different Nations, who may be reduced into fome kinds, 
for there are the people oft he Countrey, who are cither Mufulmans or Chri- 
Kjansi the Mufulmans oftheCoontrey, arethcAloors the ChrifUans, and the 
Cophtes. Beiidcs theft, there arc the Stranger Chriftians, Turks and Jews* 
the fltanger Chrtflians are either Franks or Greeks. I Iball here ip«k firft of 
the Moors, after I havefsid a word or two of the lAE-^yptiatii ingcijtral. The 
People of the Countrey, Cgencrally fpeaking) both Mufulmans and C hr i Plans 
are all fwarthy, they are exceeding wicked, great Rogues, Cowardly, iaiy 
Hypocrites, Buggerers, Robbers, treacherous, very greedy of Money, and will 
kill a man foraMruiiny in (liort, no vice comes a mifs to them; they are 
Cowards to the higheft degree, and are very loath to light, but when they 
fall out, they huff, fcold, and make a terrible noife, as if they w ould cut one 
arotJiers Throats, and nevcrthelers, they refer their controverfic to tJic next 
man they meet, who makes them good Friends again j then Speftators and 
all together, (for they foon gather to a croud) lifting up their Hands fav the 
prayer which they call (t mean when they are Moors) and then they 
are better Friends than ever they were before. Thefe w retches arcufedbv 
the Turks like naves, or rather like Dogs, for they govern them with a 
Cndgel, and a Turk will knock a Moor on the head, and lie not dure to rcUft 
^d indeed, when they fpeak to a Turk, they do it with great reffW 
They labour and cultivate all the Land, and yet the Bread they cat, is verv 
bad, and have not thcjr Bellies full of that neither .though it be a moft pTenttful 
Countrey j and indead, they arc of fo bad a nature, that they want to be well 
beaten, and lovcthok the better for it, who beat them like Dogs, ftrvinE 
vety well when they are foundly drubbed, whereas they are inrupportable, and 
will do nothing when they are genUy ufed. They li ve a wretched life, their 
moft ordinary Diet bemg fait Cheefe, which they caU Dpil>i, Halum with 
very courfe Bread; their Bread is as broad as our plates, made like ihin’Buns 
andconfilljonly of two round pieces of paJie,and as thin as Parchment, claoM 
together and Ihewcd to the Fire, fo that one oft hem may very well be eaten 
at three mouthfuls j but it is fo bad, not only for the blackncfs of it, but as 
bcjug III kned, worffi bak'd, and full of Coals and Alhes, that I could never 
^ enough indeed, for you may have eight 

of there Cak^es for a which is worth about three half pence. For their 

Deftrt or after-courfe, they fuck Sugar-Canes j they arc ajfo great eaters of 
ordinary Melons, water-Melons and the like, vvhereofthey have great olentv 
and many forts which we have not, yet all cannot attain to them, thoueh 
they Lf extraordinarUy cheap. They are Apparrellcd like the Turks wW thf J 
are able i 1 mean the Moors, (for the Chridians wear neither any green nnr 
the white Turban) but moft par t of them are half naked, and many have no 
more but a blew Ihirtupon their bod y. They arc a very ignorant fort ofmonie

into the City and fell them to the Apothecaries: They come often to the 

Quarter of the French, aud boldly thrufting their hand into their Sacks, pull 
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out a whole handful of them. One day one .of thefe blades handling his 

Vipers in this manner in the quarter of the French, they brought a PuJJet 

and made one of the Vipers bite it, which immediately thereupon died \ fo that * 

it evidently appeared, that the.Moor bad fomething about him which preferved 

him againft their Poyfon. But 1 cannot tell what to fay of a MooriEh Woman 

who lim in a corner clofc by the quarter of France, and pulls worms out of ^ -''Mrilli 

Childrens Ears. When a Child docs nothing but cry, and that they know it 

is ill, they carry it to that Woman, who laying thc'Ghild on its lide upon JSr of S! 

her knee, fcratches the Ear of it, and then Worms like ihofe which breed in them Ears. 

mufty wcevely Flower, feem to fall out of the Childs Ear; then turning it on 

the other (ide, Ihe fcratches the other Ear, out of which the like Worms drop 

alfo^ and in all there may come out ten or twelve, which ftie wraps up in a • 

Linnen-^g, and gives them to thole that brought the Child to her, who 

keep them in that Rag at home in their Houfc j and when Ihe has done fo, fhc 

gives them back the Child, vrhich in reality cries no more. She once told pie * 

that Ihe performed this by means of fomc words, that (he fpake. There * 

was a French Pbylician and a great NaturaliJI; there, who attentively beheld 

this, and toLd me that he could not conceive how it could be done ^ but that 

he kTieiY.^cry well, that if a child had any of tiiclh Worms in its head, it 

would qmtkly die.^ In fo much, that the Moors and other Iniiabitants of 

Crff'K, look upon this as a great Vertue, and give her every time a great many 

Maidint. They fay, that it is a fecret which hath been long in the Family. 

There ate chi Id ten every day carried to her, roaring and cr^ng, andfuchas 

would fee the thing done, need only to follow them, provided they be not 

Mofulman Women w'ho carry them, for then it would coil an Avaitit ; but 

when they arc Chriftian or Jcwilh Women, one may ealily enter, and given 

few to that Worm-drawer. The Language that is fpofcen in 

is the Atabick, which is a diale^l of the Hebrew, but very copious, and the -rjie a h- fc 

moll ample Language that ever 1 heard fpoken, and is indeed ufed in a great 

many Countreysi it is very difficult to be pronounced, becaofe it has many gut- ^ * 

rural words ; and therefore when the Turks at Cenfiantiaeple would make them- 

fcives merry, they make Arabs fpeak that Language before them, and yet it 

is their holy Language for their Jlotraitf and all their Prayers arc in Arabick j 

it is a common faying with them* r?74r theTuri^ipi feme fin thu ^erU j 

the Arjthick^Jb^lt he fjuken i» Ptfr4ieU{i^ mtd itt Hell the Ptrfvft which never- 

rhetefs js a fine Tongue, and makes the greatefb part of the Turkilh Poems 

and Songs j but feeing they extreamly hate the Ptrfmt, they revile every 

thing that concerns them..

Mofijut in the cnarter of France. Xh^y arccloach^d much in the fanne man- 
Dcr as the Dancers, and have felt-caps nftcr thefamc falhioui Theft'men fay 
their prayers much ofieoerthan the other Mufurmans do, but chiefly on T'jw/: 
irt/ and Tbiirfdys about ten or eleven a clock at night. They all meet at 
the Mof^ue at the call of him who goes up to the top of the Tower, then 
they fall a finging fomc verfes of the Acer,w, which they often repeat, fo 
that they have enough to ialt them till day, clapping their hands now and then 
againlt one anothers, playing on certain Drsitiisaiid inch like Inflruments^ 
but about the middle, after they have long fung the they all rift 

upright and put themrdves into a Ring one behind another 5 then he who 
is the chief, Ongs fpine prayers very loud*, and in the mean time the reft 
inftantly fay over and over, alinoft without fetching breach, which 

is 10 fay God, making at every time a very low bow: fo that their Itra ini ngr 
to pronounce that word, which they draw out from the depth of their Brea ft, 
without intcrmiifion or taking breath, with the frequent bending of their 
Body in theft inclinations, make them look like men poflelftd, and cfpectally 
towards the end, when being quite out of Breath, one of them beats his 
Drum as faR: as he can and the reft pronounce the word jfltah asfiift, and 
almoft as often as he ftrikes upon his Drum ^ fo that they foam like 
mad Dogs, and iome with the violence of ftraining, voidBlocd at the Mouth. 
This bits about half an hour *, but towards the end, they fay no more but 
M«, that is to fay, he, which is as good as if they had faid God, becaufe they 
want flrcngth to pronounce JUah ^ tufomuch that to hear them about the 
end, one woold think he heard fo many Hogs grunting, when that is done, 
they f[t down as before, and take a little reft, lingiug other Prayers 5, then 
towards the end they Rare up and begin their Tweet Mufitk again, which they 
do three times, and then conemuc onlinglngas before. I have often been 
ftun'd with this at Rfjferttt where I fancy they do it more chan in any other 
place, for my Chamber-Window looked into their Motque: I lodgM in a 
/iun becauft 1 would not part from the Chiti Gentleman, with w hom I came 
from Chio. But at C«« they have a little Mofquc in the quarter of the 
French, in which every Tii;y<Gy and Tharfd^y they fall to that Catterwouling 
abuattena Clock at Night; there they may eafily be ften from thcftrcec, 
ftanding over againft the door of their Mofque, lor one muft have a fpecial 
care not to enter into it, nor indeed to fet foot upon the threshold of the 
door. Thcfe arc a fort of men that take a great deal of pains to damn 
ihemlclvcs. Jn their ProcciSons you always fee Ibine of thcfe fools, who foam 
at the mouth like mad Men, and with fliut eyes pronounce the word Hok^ 
having a man on each fide, toftpport them for fear of fallings and they 
who can keep Longeft in that Extalic, (for they think they are iu an 
Extafic) arc the greateft Saints. There are S-wro’s alfo in who go 

ftark naked, many of whom 1 have feen without the leafl: rag to cover their 
Nakednefs, either b Winter or Summer, but it is not very cold there, and 
they fuftcT all their Hair to grow as long as it can, for greater Mortification. 
Theft men arc lughiy honoured, and going to the Houfes of the chief Perfons 
of the City at dinner-time, they lit down at Tabic, dine, and fo go their 
way, and that is look’d upon as a blefliug to the Hooft, they are very lafcivious 
Rogues, and that for both Sexes; and it is no fiftion, that many Women 
who cannot begot with Child, kifs their ?W4y<£f with great veneration, nay 
fometttnes they procure a Great-Belly by them. There was one of theft 
blades hretbforccirrlct] a great Stone hanging at his CUnt^ and the Women 
hcattUy kilTed it for a Big Belly. Others eat Serpents,and b my time there was 
one of them at Cj^rv, whom they called the Schnk of the Serpents; this Man 
bad always a great train of Schfffe and other people after him, when he went 
out, or TetuTutd home to his Hotife. I did not fee him cat Serpents, but 
fercral who have ften himaffured me of It, and it is a thbg iio body doubts 
of. 1 Taw alfo at Cjiift a SMtt who had a Turban as broad as a Mdi-ftone, 

and 
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and weighed a^vc half ^ hundred weight; it was all patched up of fevcral 
Jtttle pieces ofdilftrent colours: Every one camcatid ktiVd his hand with 
great refpeft, the weight of ius Turban making him walk very foftlv and * 
with a great tlMl of Gravity. There are many other forts of 5 Ws, akd in 
a word, enough m to man out fevcral Galleys. The Turks who arc 
nothing npr lo fupcrftitious as the Arabs, have no fudi eftcemfor them ■ and 
formerly there was a Bafha who fencas many of thefc lazy Lubbards as he 
could find to the Galleys. They have alfo dead 54«t<.'s to whofe memory thev 
bear a lingular Reverence j fomeof them are Interred upon the Hiah^avs and 
UMD Bridges, and when the Moors find any of thefc Sepulchres, they ask leavfe 
of the W tvho IS w'lthin, togo that way, or crofs over that Bridge. But 
I think the chief of the dead SamSs whom they reverence In i*

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CHAP. LXXV. 

Of the Copbtes^ 




T he CopfertJ are ChtiftIans, but SF-mitiw* that is to fay, who follow the 
Herefieof £«f>fW/aBd Di^fetruij though Tome however among them 
beOrthodor, and are called Miebiw, They have a Patriarch 
whofe Authority reaches very fer, for he chafes one of his Clergy and 
fends him to be Patriarch to the Jijftia in firhiepi**, as i faid before. The 
Ce^itts arefo very ignorant and inpoliihcd, that they hare much ado to find a 
man among them Gt to be their patriarch ,and fo in my time,thc Patriarchate had 
beft] vacant for fome years j the truth is, there was another reafon for it aifo, 
for they could not raife a fnm of Money that muff be given to the Baiba, 
for the adroiflion of every new Patriarch. They retain a great many Fa¬ 
bulous ftories taken out of Apocryphal Books, which they have fttU among 
them. We have no Hiftory of our Saviours life duripg his Minority, bur 
they have a great many rebtions of it j for they fay, that every day an 
Angel brought him Victuals down from Heaven, and that he fpeut bis time, 
in making little Birds of CUy, which afterwards he breathed upon, and 
Jbthrowing them up into the Air, they flew away. They fay, that at our 
Lords Supper a roalled Cock was ferved up, and that then JWai being gone out 
to fell and betray our Lord, be commanded the RoaftodCock to rife and go 
after JftdMy which the Coct did, and afterwards brought back word to oar 
Lord, that Judaj had fold him, and that therefore that Cock was admitted 
into Paradife. They fay Mafs in the Cophtick and Arabick Tongues, and 
when they ling the Paflion, and come to the place where it is faid that JitJai 
betrayed our Lord, all the people cry that is to fay. Horned Bcait, 

(Cuckold) in this manner avenging our Lord, by reviling of JutUt. And 
when they read that St. Ptter cut off the car of the HigfrPriefl:’* Servant^ 
all the People cry j^fU that is to fay, well fair you for that, Feter^ 

as if they would encourage St. Ptrtr by their Applaufc. The Cefljut ferve for 
Oerks to the Divan of the Styi and Villages. 


CHAP. LXXVL 

Of the FrOitl^s that live in j^gypr, and the Ava- 
tiies which are pn upon them.

OftheFraiOo npHerearc Franks who live in fcveral places of to wit, mCairr 

iaCitrt. X aud but the Confuls Jive at Caire^ becaule the 

Baiha refldes in that City they have yic^CoDfuls in Rejfttto and AlexMadrU 
and fometimes in Dantiettr. There is in Caire a French Conful, a Venetian' 
an EogUfb, ant! a Dutch 9 all other Nations that Traffick In that Counttey* 
or in any part of thcTurkifh Empire, go under the Banner of France, as the 
Cfitetftj &C. and the French Conful process them. 

The Confuls in u££yft have from the Grand Siinior a yearly PenCon of 
fix thoafand jMlwiim,, which amount to two hundred Piajheti but the Conful 
of f^rnif*,lia5 only two thouiand Mnidim, and yet is obliged to make aPrefent 
of about two thonfand riajirej to every new Baflja, whereas the reft are cxcufed 

for 
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for about a thouiand; for it is the cuftomc wheaa uciv Balha comes, or a 
Dcw Conful enters into OSice, to fend the Baflia a prcfetiEof fo many Veils, 
and ib many belides to fome other Officers, which are rated at above a thou- * 

SaadFiafimt not rcckonini; a great many other Vails that are to be given The Omfuis 
every day almoft to the Sojf*liajha and fcvetal other Ksiaves. VVliep the «pen« to* 
Conful hath ient his Prefent, he demands Audience of tht Baflia, who having 
afllgncdhim a day, he goes to wait upon him, and the Baflia makes him to*^***^^- 
itt down over againff him in a Ciiair or Couch, or elfe near to himfetf upon a 
Divan, and when the Conful takes bis leave, the BaOia gives him a Veil: of 
Cloath of Tiflhc to pat on, and one to the chief Trucheman, on whoraalfo 
he beftows a fjaiall Peiillon, and raifes the pay of the Confuls Ja»ti.itriei. 

Hertcofore theConfuls had the honour of Beys, but at prefent they arc pul¬ 
led down very low, and fo little regarded, cfpecially in that a Balha ' 

makes no fcruplc to put Avanies upon them when he plcafes j and while 1 
was in 1 knew the Turks and Jews fqueeze from the French Nation * 
above fourfcorc or an hundred thoufand Ptafires in one year, beaufe ifve • 
Jews are very powerful ia&sypt^ and govern all the afeirs of that Kingdom t 
the Cultomcs being in their bands, and they being the only or Bankers- 
BcGdcs that, they enjoy fome Offices about the Baflia, which make them have 
his Ear j and they daily put new inventions into his Head, for railing 
nittz He has three principal Officers, to wit, the Bafha^s St;!Ktfbi, which is 
an Office inftituted within thefe few years;.the SarafBalha, and the Saraf 
of the Balha, who fettheic Wits continually a deviling, and thirik of nothing 
clfc but of ways how to perfecute the poor Franks. A Turk told me one 
day, that the Jews were the T urks Hounds for catching Money from the Franks; 
for the Turks of tbemfetvcs are neither malicious nor cunning cnougli, to chafe 
the Prey; but when once the jews have made fureof the Came, the Turks 
come in and carry ail away, 1 have known theConfuls fovcral times put in 
Prifon, and always molt UDjultiy- An EngtiOi Merchant-man bound for 
was met and purfued by fix Turfctlh Ships coming (lomCaaJie-, fo the Chafo An Avanfe 
he fired levera) Guns, and killed three ^wnttfriej j but fo fooa as the Ships upon the 
arrived in and this was known, theEoglilh Conful was put into Pri- Englilh Con- 

fon, and for fome days kept there; but this is nothing, in refpeft of what 
happened fome time after; 

The Turks having freight^ two Preach Ships with goods inAn anhuky 
the one commanded by Captain nHrhetjm, ^nd the other by Captain CmV/irrr’ 

^ one Etiglilh Ship, toall which they gave a good Freight; Captain DitrlteatU 
inftead of going to CpnfianrhopU'y fas he ought to have doiicj went to ' 

with adefign to make the belt of his Cargoc; Captain CiviUitrt and the 
Euglilh Captain followed the Example; upon this, Ships durft not come 
from Chriliendom to Jlgypt, fearing thelofs might be revenged upon them 
but in the meantime, the Jews having had advice from Lrgorn that the Ships 
were arrived in chat Port, prefendy acquaintexi the Balha with it, who at 
that time diilembLing his Indiguation, fent an ^4 to allure theConfuls that 
the Ships of their Countrey were in no Danger^ and that they might come 
as freely and with as muchfafciy as they did before, entreating the Confuls 
to fend this advice into Chriliendom; each Conful prefented the Af* with 
a Veil to the value of fifty Piallrcs; for it is a general rule that >^4’s never 
come in Meflage toanyperfon whatfoever, Conful or private man, Chriftian 
but they mull be prefented according to the merit of the bufinefs, 
whtther good or bad. A few days after,when they thought that the Confuls 
had lfoit Letters into Chriliendom, according to the orders lent to them, on 
which the Coufulsdid really rely; one mornfog an with a Cbia§Hx and fuch 
other Rogues, came to their fcvcral Honfes, and haUing them out like 
Thieves and Robbers by force, put them upon ugly Horlcs without allowing 
them time to dre& thcmfclves, one being in his Slippers, and another in his 
Night-Cap, and with all imaginable rigour carried them Prifoners to the * 
Cattle, being even in danger of being knocked on the Head in the Streets, 
for the Villains fpead about a report that the Franks had robbed the Gr^ 

Sff»(Vs Money, which muchincenfed the People. The Dutch and Venetian 
Confuls vrccccanied away fo the fome raanner, though they were not at all 1 

concerned 
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concerned in the bufioefs, but they were no fooner come into the Cafile, 
when they were rent home again to their Houfes^ though for sJJ that] it coil 
them* an hundred a piece to the and CibtKmje, si a reward for 

the pains tliey had been at. The other two Confuls Jay fevcral days in PrifoD, 
my, and were for the fitft day put to Chains, and at length were not releated, 
tilJ their Nations paid great fums for their liberty, and promifed the Bafha 
to pay within a few Months, the value of the Ships Loadings \ for which 
all the Merchants were obliged under hand and Seal. If the Capitulations 
made by Menjkitr de BrtveSf were oblerved, fuch violences would not be 
ufedjas I my feJfbave Jeen prafliced by thsSmf-Bajhsi^ who lent his Oiiicers 
one nighc into the jjuarter of the French, Tome Merchants walking then in 
the open place, which is at the end of their Quarter, having perceived them 
coming, retired to their homes, buc the Villains purfulng them to the very 
tops of their Houfes, hailed them out, and with all the fpe^ they could 
dragged them to a naily Prilbn, upon pretc^tt that they had found them 
abroad at unfeafonable hours, for it is prohibited to walk abroad in the 
flreers in the Nighttime; but the French arc excepted by the Capitulations, 
which fpecifie that the SoHfhJha is not to enter .into their Quarter i They 
ran away with them in all haftc, for fear they might be taken from them; 
and to make them cun the falter, each of them was led by two Cowtfi^ one 
holding one Arm and the other the other. Thefc Cewar arc MooriJh Rtcort 
or Officers, tall ftrong fellows, who wear no other Cloaths but blew-Shjrts, 
fenedclofe like Womens Smocks; they carry Haves as tong as thcmfelves, 
and as big as a Mans Arm; and when they carry any man co Prifon, they 
give him DOW and then a blow with their Cudgel, which they hold in both 
hands by the end, that they may lay on the better. Thus were thefe Gentle¬ 
men dragg'd away, each of them by tw'o of thefc great Devils, who empti¬ 
ed their pockets by the way, and pulled even the Rings^orof their Fingers: 
but what was worft of all, other C«Pifr followed them at the back, who fo 
banged their fidcs with their poles* rhac they were forced to keep their 
Beds for fome days after. In the mean time the other Merchants, whothoughc 
that if they let them alone till next day, the Charges would be the greater 
went toiraedLately with the Conful, (though it was eleven a clock at night) 
to theSfl#/- 5 jjlM, andprefented him with a Ptirfc, in conUdeiation whereof 
he rel^fed the Prifoners, and let them go home with the reft. - Two days 
after, the&aHin threatened to Imprifcn the fame Merchants, under pretext 
that the Sonf-Bafiia's Officers had found them with Women, though it was 
felfc, and though they could draw no evidence of the matter from fome Bitr- 
herint whom the Souf Baffia’s men found at the fame time in the French Quarter, 
and purpofely clap^d into Prifon when they apprehended the French Merchants; 
however it colt them three Purfcs more co take op that affair. Monfuttr 
Harare dt Brraertd^ in whofc Family the Conrulfhip of E^t continued for 
many years, had a defigu to remedy all thefe Diforders^ who being a man 
ofRerolotion and very well beloved in that Conn trey, purpofed toraifehis 
Office to as high a pitch as ever it had been, and for chat end, fent his 
Chief Truebemau to CaMj/^irriw^/f, with tnftruftions to fblljcitc the £?rW 
Sigmar for feverai Ordcrs,and among the reft, for one to have two or three of 
the chief Jews Hanged before their own Doors in Cjire, thereby to terrifv 
the reft from putting their tricks upon the French: and another of no left 
iraponance, to wit, that the Jews Ihould not demand from the French re¬ 
payment of the money they had lent them, becaufc they had received double 
the ix'indpal in Intcreft, (for they take one prr irntf Ufury a month adding 
the Intcrdl to die Principal every month, which amounts to conSderabll 
gams, doabling almoft the deb: in twenty fix months time.) He fpared not 
Money to accomplifh thefe things, and would cafily have obtained them if 
Manfutir dt Btgue had Rotcome at that time, for his coming broke all the 
others mcaforcs, bred a confufion among the Nation, and coft them above 
thrccfcore thonfand for he promifed the Balha great toms of Monev 

to admit of him to be Conful, and to fend offA^in^f^r dr Berawtd, who for 
fome time was obliged to give way to that violence. Had he obtained thefc 
orders trom the Port, they nughthave contributcdfomewbaitotheprevcnt- 
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ing of fo many Avanics; but the belt courfc that could be laker, would be, to .

When a Frank goes along tJie ftrcets, you lhall have one rafcally M9<>r fplt iu 
his face, another give him a blow with a CiKlgc], and in the mean time hedares 
not fo much as look them in the face, for fear of a prcfenc j for many 
times after they have btatena Chriftian, or it may be, given him altab with a 
knife, though the Chriftian hath not revenged himftlf, they’ll go and complain 
to the Cady^ faying that the fame Chriftian hath beaten them, and to lift the 
hand againftaTurk, is a Crime that deferves (w iththem^ the catting off of 
the bandj but the matter rauft prcfently be compounded for Money, and the 
longer it is delayed, the more it wUI coft j ray, you ftiall fee a Turk, who ha¬ 
ving killed a Chriftian that did hidpo hurt, go and complain to the Cady., tlAt , 
that Chriftian had beaten him, or blafphemed againft the Law of Mahomet ^ which 
is a Crime for which a Chriftian muft be burnt, or turn Turki and though 
commonly the Cady knows very well that all is fajfr, yet he ftill Condemns the 
Chriftians, that he may get money *, and if the party who is fo unhappy, have 
nothing to give, they Charge the Nation with it, and cxa£t it from them by 
force. 

I faw alfb a Woman, who paffingby a Frenchman, purpofely jofledhim,I>^Terre fora 
and then went and complained that he ftruck her a blow on thebreaft, and that®^ Avanics. 
Ihe had a big Belly* which coft him an hundred Piaftres. 

There arc likevriie Elafcais, who will inform againfta Chriftian, that they 
&w him with a Woman, but that they could not apprehend him, bccaufe he 
made h is efca pe, and they want not falle Witncflt^ for that; if it be a Turkifti 
Woman with whom he is accul^ to have been, he muft tnrn Turk, or Burn 
for it ^ if it be a Chriftian or Jewifh Woman, the rigour is not lb great \ but 
whether Turk, Chriftian, or Jew, that (as any other Fim/f) is compounded 
for Money. 

In ftiorr, they’!! do any thing to fuck Money from the poor Franks, obliging 
tbofc who live near to them, even to keep their Windows always ftiut, preten¬ 
ding that they wrould not have them look upon their Wives, but in reality, to 
get fomePreient from them. 

I could make a whole Book of the AvanUs, which I have feeu prafrilH when 
I was in that Countrey, but it is lulltcient to have mentioned Fame, to ftiew how 
much thefc Kafcals defpife and iufult over us, i wave this among others, that 
all Chriftians (whether they be Franks or not) muft have a care to alight from 
their Afles, not only when they pafs by the Mei^ieme (which is the Hall of 
Jfuftice,) butalfo when the chief ofchefeheriftpallcs, or when they meet levc- 
ral Perfons of Quality, and crpetially the Black Eunuchs coming from the Grand 
Sigmor’^ StrragUo, who arc Men of Power ■, now feeing thefc [)evi]s are very 
proud, they have always a great Train with them, and make the Chriftians 
Tender them that tellimony ot Refpeft, which ncverthclrfs is not their due, but 
3 Cuftome aboCvely introduced ^ but if a Cbriftiau did not alight as they 
pallal by, their Cswas would dlTmoDut him, and drub him fouodly with their 
Cudgels. 
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Of the Fffments which the Greel^^ Patriarch of Alex¬ 
andria wears when he Celebrates,

If-Tturfdij, -OUxoadrU by a Pope. Over that Stole he wears the P4tlitum^ which is bigger 
and longer than that of the Liain Arch-Biihopsi then hefiuts upon his head a 
lovely 7/rtrrf, or Cap of Silver gilt, fet thick with line pearls, Ibmc of which 
arc pretty big, with many large Rubies, Emeralds, and other fuch Pirctious 
Hones, but it hath not three Crowns, as the Tiiira of the Popes has. This Cap 
was prerented to him by the Duke of jW^/ciowj, who is never omitted in all the 
Prayers of the fTrerly: k is certainly a very rich Cap, though it come far Ihorc 
ofthcrichesof the Crown of the Popes, which iskepcin theCaftle of St. jA, 
gtio. The Patriarch Celebrates M4ft as all other Greek Prtefb do j oily after 
theEpililc hath been read in Grcck,it isalfo read in Arabkk it is thofamc with 
the Gofpel, and fome other Prayers, which the PatriarcJi fays aloud in Greek 
and then repeats in Arabick. / 

As to the Communion, when the Patriarch hath confecrated fomc pieces of 
Bread, then the Wine in a very great Chalice, becanfc of the great number of 
Commaiiicants; he crumbs fome pieces of that Confecrated Bread into the 
Chalice, then having publickly asked ForgivencJs of all that arc prefect, lie 
Communicates of the Lord’s Body v afterwards taking theCup, and having faid 
fome Prayers, he Jays, In N*me afiht Fatbtr, and takes a little of the hallowed 
Cup j then having faid, 4tid tf rht Spw, he takes a little more j and laftly, and 
tfthe Htlj Ghff/, he cakes a tiiird lip. When tliatisdonc, he Communicates 
the Priclh, giving each of them the Bread, which they rcceeive in one hand 
and holdmg the other under to receive any thing thaf might fall, they go to the 
fide of the Altar, where after fome Prayers, they askForgiveuefsof thc reif 
and then Communicaic; after that, they go to the Akar, where the Patriarch 
gives them the Cup at three times, as he took k himfelf, laying, la Na/ne cF 

tbt Fathtr, and tie Son, 4ftd of the Heiy Gbo^. ' 

The People Communicate withont the Chancel from the hand of a Prieft 
who taking the Chalice, goes to one of the fide Doors of the Chancel, whore irj 
a gilt Silver-Spoon he gives of the Confecrated Bread crumbled into the Wine 
fas I Jatd before; to all who come to receive; but the truth is, they go to the 
Cotnmrnion with far led reverence than the Latins do.

T H E tifual Puniftments in Mnft arc Beheadings which they dextroufly Pnniniment^ 
perform: For the Sosis-bapst finding a Robber, or any one that looks like in 
fuch, feifes him, and making him kneel, one of hb Men cuts oBThis Head at 
one blow with a Shable, and yet not llriking with great force neither ; but 
drawing towards him the Shabic, and fo utiing the whole length of it,* he « 

never fails at the firll blow to fever the Head from the Body. Impaling is alfo a irapallDg; 
very ordinary Pnnilhment with them, which is done in this manner. They 
lay the Malefactor upon his Belly, with his Hands tied behind his Back, then 
they flic up his Fundament with a Razor, and throw into it a handful of Pafle 
that they have in readinefi, which Imlncdiatcly flops the Blood; after that 
they clinift up into his Body a very long Stake as big as a Mans Arm, (harp at 
the point and tapered, which they greafe a little before^ when they have 
driven it in with a Mallet, till it come out at his Breafl, or at his Head or 
Shoulders, they lift him up, and plant this Stake very ftreight in the Ground, 
upon which they leave him fo expofed for a day. One day 1 faw a Man upon 
the Pale, who was Sentenced to continue fo for three Hours alive, and that he 
might not die too foon, the Stake was not throft up far enough to come out 
at any part of his Body, and they alfo put a flay or felt upon the Pale, to hin- 
der the weight of his body from making him link down upon it, or the point 
of it from piercing him through, which would have prcfcntly killed him : In 
this manner he was left for fomc Hours, (during which time he Ipoke) and 
turning from one lidc to another, prayed thofe that pail^ by to kill him, ma¬ 
king a thoufand wry Mouths and Faces, bccaufe of the pain he fuffered when 
he ftirred himfclf, but after Dinner the Baflia fent one todifpatch him j which 
was eaGly done, by making the point of the Stake come out at his Breafl, 
and then he was left till next Morning, when lie was taken down, becaufehe 
flunk horridly. Some have lived upon the Pale until the third day, and havo 
in the mean while fmoaked Tobacco, when it was given them. This poor 
wretch carried the Scales and Weights, of thole who go about to villt the 
Weights, to fee if they be ]ufl, and he had lb combined with fuch as had falie 
Weights, that he brought falfe ones alfo with him j fo that the Searchers not 
perceiving the change of their own Weights, thought the other to be juft. 

When jirabi^ or fuch other Robbers are carried to be Empaled, they put 
them on a Camel, their Hands tied behind tlicir Backs, and with a Knife urakc 
great gafhes in their naked Arms, ihrufting into them Candles of Pitch and 
Rolin, which they light, to make the fluff rnu into their Flelh; and yet Tome 
of thefc Rogues go chearfully to Death, glorying (as it were) that they 
could deferve it, and faying, That if they had not been brave Men, they would 
not have been fo put to death. This is a very common and ordinary Punifli-' 
ment in but in Titrkit it is but very rarely put into pradlke. The Na¬ 

tives of the Country are punilhed la this roaoncr, but the Turks are ilrangled 
in Prifon.

Now feeing that Diftemper caufed great Coughing, it was thought every’ one 

fnng H-f, fe.1, bit ; wherefore the Ba/ha prohibited the finging of that Song with 

fomuch Rigour,that when the Sons-balhafound any one fieging it in the Streets 

though it bad been but a Child, he ordered him to be laid down and Bafto^ 

nadoedi becaufe they fancied that the Song was the canfeof iheDiftemixrr 

which fpread fo far, that afterwards we learnt at Jetufaltm , and In other 

Places about, that they had been troubled with it at the fame time j nay the 

Coriairs who took us, had all had it at that time. 1 was told at CniTf\^^i 

ten Years before, fuch another Difteinper had raged there, which they called 

Mtkafa, that made thofe who were troubled with it, think all their Limbs 

to be broken; and they were Cured by eating of Oranges, which made them 

fodcar at that time, that an Orange was worth half a PiaJfre^ f© long as 

that Difeafe laltcd. Once every feven Years they have a Plague in 

making (during that time) the Cirtnit of the Turkifh Empire, and yet it 

had been there a little before I came, tivo Years one after another, fweepinK 

away each Year, (as 1 wastold) an Hundred thoufand Souls. All Difeafesin 

C^re .arc more dangerous during the Hh^mchin, than in any other time. 

JJbamchiiit ts as much as to lay a Cm^uamnf^ becaufe during fifty days time 
bad Winds blow. In the Year 1 <557. the Hha/nchitt began the /eventh of Aorii 
and it begins every Year much about the fame time. During thefe fifty davs 
there blows a hot Wind, which brings a great deal of Sand into the Town- 
fo that it gets not only into the Chambers, but alfo into Trunks, let the 
Windows and Trunks be never fo dofe Ihut; and when you go to Bed vou^ll 
find the Sheets full of it- Thefe Winds are fo hot, that they lion the Breath 
and kin many People in the Caravans ; as I faid before. Whtlft this Hh^mcbin 
Ms, all Difeafes arc dangerous, and continue to be fo commonlv fmm

{heHead ^ Head, and for fore Eyes; they bind a Turban about the 

Neck, but not fo flrcigbt as to flranglc them, then he who lets Blood, feels 
for the Vein in the Fore-head, which being found, he puts the cutting end of 
aRa&r upon it, and giving the Raibr a philip, opens the Vein very neatly, 
and cafily flops It again after it hath bled a good deaf, with a little Cotten or 
fome fueb thing, nay, Sometimes with Camels dung.

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I N they reckon Money by Purfes. A Pnrfc confifts of Five and 

twenty thoufand which make ^ Hundred fifty feven Ptitflnt Ryals, 

and nineteen Maidiat, or Eight hundred thirty three BaquetU^ and ten M.tidi}u, 
TheTorkilh Ck^Kw, which they call Sthtrif^ t$ worth feventy Maidinsy and 
the Venetian, feventy five, The Piafiret arc worth Thirty three Maidinj, the 
Bc^ieetltiy thirty. They are by corruption fo called, for their name is Jbea 
Kefhy that is to fay, that hath a Dog, bccaufe on one fide of it there ts a 
Lyon, which they takefbr a Dog; nay, the Jews call them in Spanifh Pfrru^ 
They have other pieces ef Money befi^dcs. The Maidin is of Silver, about 
thebignefsof a French Double, but very thin, with fome Arabick Gharadlers 
upon ic; it is worth iwojl/prfj and a half, which is ftMnewhat more than three 
Halfpence Eoglifh. In a Maidin^ there arc eight Furltf or Buibttf which arc 
pieces of Copper, as big as French Doubles, but thicker, and are in value 
fomewhat lefs than an Engllfh Farthing; there are half Fsritt atfb.

TTATtng Sojourned a pretty white in and foBod no Company to Tra- 
X~i vel with farther^ fome other Coohderations Iikewifc prompting me, I 
refolded to return into Chrinea^Qm. 1 took the occafion of a great Englifll 
Shipt called the Rtcwfrvy which lay at ready to fet 1^1 for Legtrit } 

there were good Frcncli Ships at MtxMtdria^ where 1 might have been very 
well Accommodated. But for greater Sccuricyf I chofe rather to go in an 
EngUJh Ship, bccaufe the Englilh were at that time in Peace with thofe of 
Stir bary. 1 alfo chofe that PafTage, as having a great delire to fee Timh^ wheft 
that ^ip was to couch, to land Don with leveral other fiarbaiy Mm 

who were on Board of her j and bccaufe 1 bsA got a pretty ^miliar Acquain¬ 
tance of him during this Voyage, I think it will not be amils to give here a 
Ihort view of his Hiltory, arxordiug as I had it fVom himfelf by pieces, and a 
certain 5 /ef/iiW, who bad waited upon him ever Cnee he anived in Sittiy, 

Don whofe Turkifli name is h the Eldelt Son of the late 

D:y j&m*t fourth Dty of Twn'r, who was a very auftere Man, but yet fond of 
tnisSon, that w'as the EEdeft of feveral other Boys he had. This Prince M*- 
homtt being very young, was made General of the Galleys of and 

made an Expedition with them; after which, (being as yet bnt feventccnoi 
eighteen years of Age ) his Father Married him to the Daughter of the Baiba 
afTVjpp/y, againfthts Inclination, who loved not the L^dy, though (he was 
very Beautiful ^ but he was forc^ to DiJIcmble, for fear of provoking his 
Father, who was fo violent a Man, that his Anger was always Fatal. The 
bfarriage was Celebrated with all imaginable Magnificence, and for the fpace 
of three days, there was nothing buLFeafting, Plays, Tilting, and other Di- 
verfions, the Father fparing no Charges in Celebrating the Solemnity of the 
Wedding. In the mean time, though this Prince was greatly Refpeiflcd, yec 
he rcfolvcd to quit all his Hopes, and elcape into a Country where he never 
Jiad been, and was unknown^ he carried on his Dtfign fo cunnin^y and fe- 
cietly, tliat nothing of it was fufpefted till he was gone. Pretending one day 
to go take the Air in fbme place beyond he went into a JittJe Boat with 

four orhvc Chriltian Slaves, and IbmcAi/w/, to row them. When he was 
pall the G»Utta^ and got a pretty way from it, he put aihoar fome of his Mart 
upon pretext of fending them for fomething, and then going off to Sea, aud 
a little after, making afign to the ChriSians, that it w as now time for them 
to^ declare themfelves, and begin j he Ihot one of the Motrt that remained 
with an Arrow; and the Chriftians aUHling him, all the reft; were quic^y 
killed, or forced to leap into the Sea, of w-hom fome fwara aihoar. They 
then diredted their Courfe towards Sicffy, and fuccceded fo well in it, that in 
two days time they arrived at The Vice-Roy of Sieity was no foojier 

ioformed of it, but hefentforthe Prince to PJermo^ where he was lodged in 
the Profefs-Houfe of the jefuits, and being there inftrufied in the ChriHian 
Religion, he was afterwards Baptifed in the Cathedral Church, by the Arch- 
Biihopof FaUrmc, the Vice-Roy being God-Father, and the Vice Queen God- 
Mother, who named him He went from thence to ^tfw,^'here 

he was well received and much honoured by the Pope, who gave him good 
Prcfcnts. He went to Sfxia^ where the King allowed him a Penfion, and re¬ 
tiring to Frf/ewfw, he fell in love with a Spanifh Lady, of no great Fortune, 
bit very Witty, who played very wdl on the Lnte, and Sung to admiration 
( which was enough to engage the Prince, who is a paOlooatc lover of Mufick} 
he Married her privately, and was at fome Charges about it. In the mean time 
the King of Tunis being informed that his Son was fled into Chriftendom, fell 
into foch a Rage, that he put about twenty to Death, Slaves and others, and 
among the reft, the unfortunate Wife of this Prince Mthcmtt^ ( whom for 
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the future wc flialJ call Don Philipp) whom he cauftd to be HrangJcd, as ha- 
Ting favoured the flight of liis Son. But then^ it being out of his Power to 
ChaAife his Son in Pcrfoni he Diflnhcnted him, leaving him not fo Dmch as 
one Farthing. Now the Mother of Den Fhitipp«^ who was no lei's afBifted for 
the loft of her Son, (whom fhe pafllonately loved) betliought her felf of 
nil ways how fhe might recover him, and prevailed fo far with an Engtifli 
Captain, that tie promifed to bring him back. This Tray tor in execution of 
his delign, came to VdtmU^ w-here having Toon got acquamiance of this 
Prince,- he found that he wanted Money, and fupplied him. Da» PhiUppo ha¬ 
ving got Money, made an Equipage, and foon fquandcredaway two or three 
Thoufand Crowns, that were lent him. But fbme time after, the Captain de¬ 
manding payment of his Money, put the Prince to a great plunge: He oAb'd 
the Captain a Letter to his Mother, who would pay him ail that he had Bor¬ 
rowed of him j bat the Captain would not have it. Saying, That he was no 
. more owned in that Country, now he was turned Chriftian, but that headvi- 
i fdtl him to return ta Rmtf where he had been well received, that his Holi- 
neft would flill receive him in the fame manner, and gukkiy put him in a. 
condiiionto repay him i ofTcring him at the fame time to carry him thither in 
fiis Ship, The Prince embraced the offer, and taking his Wife and fome 
Cbriiliaa Servants on board with him, put to Sea \ but the Captain in ftead- 
of direfting his Courfe toward Rmt^ flood away for Ttmu, fotbat the Prince 
was all tQ amaiewhen he knew Gaiettn, He had had intcUigence iii 5 fo/jiof 
the death of his Father, and thcrefote flnding himfeif betrayed, he made a 
Vettue of NccelEty \ and writing a Letter privately to fome Friends that he 
had at Tumt^ he ftni it alhoar by fome of the Ships Company, who fecretly 
brought him an anfwer. He acquainted thofe his Friends with his arrival, and 
asked their advice what way he fhould enter Tusiu They fent him teck an an- 
fwer, That they would come next day with 3 Brigantine, and carry him away as 
bjr force. Wherefore next Morning be went out la the Ships Boat, that he 
might go Fifli near the fhoar, and took with him the Sicilian 1 mentioned be¬ 
fore, who hathal way s ferved him. Tliis Mtn,who was made believe that they 
caltupon Tiwjj by fouJ Weather, would have difluaded him from that 
/^ilhing; telling him that he might be known; But hcanfwered, That he was 
ib much altered, that he did not at all fear that, for he had now been feveral 
Years abfent. They were no fooner got off from the Ship, but a Brigantine 
full of Armed Men came up towards them, who having fired fome Jhot in the 
^ Air, entred the Boat, and with great rerpea faiuted the Prince, But the poor 

Sictiiatt (who fleered the Boat) was much furprifed, not knowing what 
to do. Immediately they were carried to Tunh^ where bding arriv^, Dta 
' fiihpp went to fee the Dty firft, and then his Mother; who cipefled him with 

■.great impatiente. Thelfej ordered him, as a Puniflimem for his flyirig into 
Chrtflendom, to walk through the To Am in the Spanifli Apparei he then wore 
lb that he was a Laughing-flock to all the People i but if he had not had good 
Friends, he had loft his Head for his flying. After he had feen his Mother 
they put him into Turkilh Apparel: But when they came to cut off his Hair 
( which was very lovely and long) he told roc, he had much ado to con fent to 
it, and thought that he could more willingly have fuffered Death, than parted 
from his Hair. Nevcrthcleft, having fent for diteftion from his Confeflbr 
concerning the matter: His Confcflbr fent him this Refolution, That the Chti- 
Ilian Religion con filled not in Hair, and that therefore he fiiould fuffer ic to 
be cut off Then he fent for his Wife toTwa/, (the being with Child ) but 
he had much ado to preferve his Servants liberty j for the Dty and qf 
the Div/ct, would have had them made Slave?, ncvcrthelefs they retained both 
theit Liberty and Religion. Two years after, he would have fent his Wife 
back again intoChriftendom, but they would cot fuffer him ^ however after 
many difficulties, Jhc went away attended by a Servant of the Princes, leaving 
a Son behind her, and came to where ftie put her felf into a Nunnery^ 

and hath iince continued. ^ * 

Now BoftPUippo having been Difinhctitcd by his Father, had nothing to 
Live on but what he had from his Mother, who is very fond of him: Nor it 
he put into any Place, btraufe they fltU beiicTe him to be a Chriflian, there 
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being none great nor fmall in THUtJ^ bnt knevr him by the name of Iha 
Fbiliffo^, for my part thefirft time I went to his Houfe vFhen I was at Tums^ 
having asked for the Houfe of Dtn Phiiippaf every body told me the way to ' 

it. 

Now to dirpofleft them of the belief they have that he is ftill a Chriflian 
at Heart, hcrcfolvcd fomc years after bis return, to undertake the Pilgrimage 
of Meeha, and fo whcadled a Brother of bis own, that he engag^ him 
in the joomey, who borc i)ff» ThUipfPs Charges and his Sons, whom he took 
with him. So foon as he tame to Caire^ he made acquaintance'with the 
Franks, and then hired a Houfe in the quarter of the French, where became 
two or three times a week to drink Wine and make merry with the Franks; 
and the time being come that the Caravan parts for Mdnt, he travelled 
thither in company of the Megrthinsy and upon hts return, the occailon of 
this Englilh Ship pre&nting, he rclclvcd to return by Sea to Tmi$, 

This Prince is a tall and handfome well lhaped Man, and was not then ' 
above thirty years of Age, lie has a great deal of wit, and /peaks Italian * 

and Spanifh naturally welt. He is a lover of MulTck, and therefore has 
feveral Slaves, who played fomc on the Harp, others on the Flute and Lute. 

His Son was then a little Boy about fbven years old, handfome and witty, 
like his Father, 

This fame Den fbiiifpe for all he is fo poor, makes his Brothers foftand 
in fear of him, that there is none of them dares to look him in the Face.

Our Voyage from Caire to Alexandria. W^at the 

Hbommes are. 
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the third cfjMJtMjy itfjp. | parted from Calrey and embarking a£ 
the which is a pleafanr place, upon the fide of the Nile, where 

many go to divert themrelves, and where our Boat ftaycti for us, with a 
fait wind-w^Tailed as for asTow, which is half way from toJiefitte: 
Soni&*hours after we parted from Cairty we met the Boat of Den PhiiippCy 
which we Saluted with fome Volleys of our Fowling-pieces r We arrived at 
Tena SnttiriUjf the fourth of Jnmtjry after Midnight; but there the Wind 
turned contrary, which put us to a great deal of trouble, and a main Kope 
of our Tackle breaking, we had alraoft been calb away Boat and all, but 
having quickly recovered it out of the Watcr,andre'fittcdit withalihafte, 
we continued out courfe, making ftill a little way, though the wind was full 
againft us; at length perceiving that the Wind was like to continue fo, we 
put a-flioar at DerMt Tutfduy morning the feventh of and went by 

Land to Reffettey fix hours Journey diftant from Dtrent ; wc arrived the iv- 
fame day, Tutfdny the feventh of jMtttnryy at Refnte. 

Upon the way froinC«« to there are fome pretty Towns, which 
I had not obferved as I went from toCnire, as Feny Sewiiim^DfreWy 

and fomc others. We frayed for oar Boat wherein our luggage was at RafestOy 
»where it arrived pij tf^tdnc/dty morning the eighth otjantury, and Thttrfday 
‘ the ninth, wc parted from Reffeuty ab^t two a Clock in the Morning. 

Betwixt Roffnte and the Sea- fide, there arc eleven Pillars fixed in the 
Ground, and a Palm-Tree, at fome hundreds of Paces diftan t one from ano¬ 
ther; they arc put there to mark the way, bccaufcit is aDcfirt,and befides, 
the ways moft commonly arc covered with Rain-water; and if a Man Ihould 
mifs bis way in that Delan, it would take him above a day to find it again. 

We followed then thefe marks by Moon-light, and being got to the Sea»J 3 de, 
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came to C^lft which h half way betwist Reftm and MfMa^ where wc 
arrived about three hours after day, MMa is above half way from Re^tito 

to Alfxmidria, - . ^ ■ 

Having refted there about an hour, wecrofTca over m the Ferry-boat, pay¬ 
ing afor our Houfc-rooin and paflagc^ and after vre had t ravelled a 
good way, ^onc two a clock b the Afternoon we came to 
twelve hours Journey dlftantfrom betwixt which two Towns there 

is no other inn but Mtdia^ where you have nothing but Water and Houft- 
room, fothat what you eat and drink* you mulb carry with you. 

From C4/r# to AUxtindria it is about an hundred and fifty miles by Land, 
which is cffluraonly travelled in three days, faecaufe they trawl day and night, 
refting a little la the Mocniag and Afternoon. 1 law nothing in Alcx^vidri^ 
but what 1 had feen the time before, when I was there, only they ftewed me 
a and told me ihatthefc HfcffMajwfxareafortof Vagabond People 

amqjig the ^r4tr, w ho lodge as they do, under Tents, but have a certain 
particular Law to themfelves; for every night they perform their Prayers and 
Cerctnoates under a Tent without any Light* and then lye with the hrlt they 
meet, whether it be Father, Mother* Sifteror Brother-, and this is far worfe 
than the Religion of the Mamitti, Thefc People though* ftulk and keep pri¬

We toqjt Boat then on TTuo-fday the tblnieth of Jxttitaryy to go on board 
the Ship, which was at fcjfyxur, (but not before we and our Goods had been 
liarchedat'ti^Culiome-houfcJ where we were encompalled with an Army 
of Rogues that begged lomething of us, and to fay the truth, it is no cafic 
matter, for a Stranger to Embark there, for there arc fo many of thef^ Raf- 
cals to whw fome M-ndiai mult be given, that one is quite Stunned with 
them. At tingth being in the Boat, we went to the Block- houfe to give in our 
Cockets, to few that all our Goods had been fcarchcd at the Cultome-houre; 
and there it behoved usalfo to pay three Afasdinj a piece; but tbof^ that 
are at cannot be fcarchcd, for they arc without the reach ofCaunon 

Ihot. 

From the Farithnor Elock-houfc, we went lireight toA«jv^#rr, where we 
arrived about fix a Clock at Night, but it blew fo bard, that we dueft not 
go a board the Ship ^ fo that we put a-Dioar and lodged in a Coffee-Houfe, 
keeping our Boat with ns, for there was none to be found there, and that 
was the reafon wc came by Sea, and nocover Land, knowing very well chat 
we Ihoutd Gad no Boats there j belldes it is more convenient and cheaper 
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o Roby 5 ca» than over Laiid, wheo one has any quantity of Goods. Wc 
ilaid thenfome days aQioar, waiting fora fair wind to carry us on Boardj 
during which time, I obferved that place as well as I could, though tt 

fignificd no great matter. - ^ n j u * I'.u • .. * 

Bouqiur is a Caftlc built upon a poult of land, that runs out a little into Siuiutr, 
the Sea. It is fquarc, having on each corner a little Tower, mounted with 
forae fmall Guns, a Dungeon or great Tower in the middlei with a light 
Houfe on the top of it, and a Mofqne. The Caftle is like an mand. there 
bcinE a gut of Sea-water two fteps over, betwixt it and the main Land, 
to which it is iomed by a wooden Bridge, that joins to one of Stone; it 
isbefide cncompalTed all round with Rocks, but they have no other water, 
but what they fetch from a Well at a pretty diltance from the Caftle. 
Heretofore there was an Aqueduft that brought water from a Fountain, at 
the old port of JtfXMtidrLt^ to this Caftle j and this Aqueduft is ftill to be 

The Caftlc has in it a great many Soldiers, commanded by a Mutcferjyra, 
but it does not feem to be well provided of Cannon ; for while I was at C«>f, 
pMMbiti a famous Corfair, came with Spanilh Colours and took both an 
Engltih and a French Ship, that had put themfclves under the proteftion of 
its Ihot, the Caftlc firing only two Guns; but the was made Manfbul 
for it. It has romc Guns however, and two among the reft, whereof the 
one has the Arms of France, and the other of Mdrfaltfj^ the Turks, (who 
arc very bad Hiftorians) fay that they are as old as St.who left them

There is about a ftorcof Houfes near to this Caftle, and a little farther 
off, as many more*, but the French are not fufFered to water at £w^ntr.

pened, Che yltnof the Block-houfe, fent word to the Captain of that Ship, 
that he ftiouldhavcacarc of himfclf, that he thought his Ship made too 
much travel, and that he had belt put out another Anchor, but be Digbting 
the advice, and his Cables firing in the night-time* the Ihip ftruck againft 
the Rocks, with fo much Violence, that fbe broke into fmall bits no bigger 
than ones hand, (as DmPbitifpo whofaw it cold me) and eight Men Per- 

^^The fame night, a Ship of AiypflJ which arrived at two days before, 

broke her Cables, and having quickly got under Sail* to favc her feJf, was 
forced in by the Storm, near to MadU^ not without danger of being wracked 
there, for it is almoft at the Mouth of the JV,/e, where there is no Water 
ftr a Vcflel of any Burthen. Our (hip had alfo fomc ftiare in the danger, 
fciccalioned by that Storm, for (he loft two Cables, and faved only one that 
held out; The chief Mate alfo going in the Evening to the head, to fee if 
it was not like to Fire, was throwrn over Board, but five and twenty oA 
thirty Ropes being Imm^iately thrown out to him, he caught hold of fomc' 
of them, and fo was pulled in. The Captain would have reckoned his Ship 
as good as loft, if that Mate had been caft away, for he confided much in 
him, and indeed, he was a skilful Sea-man, In fhort, if that Cable had given 
as the other two did, the Ship muft unavoidably have been loft, for they 
bad not one good Cable more, having lain tlitce or four Months at an 
Anchor. j 
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Our departure from Bouquer, and our getting on 
Board the Ship, 

TV the third Qf FtktuTy^ the Wind flackeniog aliteJe» (though it 

i.VX ilillaArong gaJefrom Weft) we went into our boat and pot 
out trom Awfif^r about eight a Ctock in the Morning: In a good hours time 
we came to the Ship, and immediately after iJw Pbiiifft canic. This Ibip 
carryed thirty Guns, of which the greateft eighteen pound Ball, the fmaller 
twelve Pounders, except two little Brafs pieces in the Cuddle, which carried 
but hvc pounders a piece. 

There were two of thefe C^ans In the fteerage, which were charged with 
Bunches of Grapes, that is to fay, clullers of little leaden Bullets, fplit b 
the middle, that yet Hick all together, but when they are Ihot, ft^trer into fo 
many pi^s: In this place there were two port-holes to run out the Guos, 
if the Ihip were attacked, and came to a clofc Fight: fb that there beioc 
two alfo in the Fore-caftle, and two more in the Cuddic, charged b tte 
fame manner, they would fo ftower the Deck fore and aft, that I belieF« 
if two hundred men Ihould have come on Board, £h?y would all have had 
their fliare. Thcfe Guns in the Streights arc called ScDp^ Oyenj^that is to lay 
» covered Broom, and when they fire then), they ring a little Bell* that thofc 
of the Ihips company who are at the other end of the Ihip, may fall flat on 
their BelUes,and rccciye no hurt. 

Our fliip hadli«y four men a board, Ihc ^vas very great, had fair large 
^bins, and two EKrck^ In the lower Deck they had a very convenient Pump; 
It js an Iro^Cham m form of a Chaplet, that reaches down to the Sink! 

Lwther about half as long as ones hand, and fom^ 
what hollow, and feftened to it at every half foots diftance; this is turned 
by two Handles, one on each (ide, and it is incredible how much water 
It winraife; infomuch, that ifa llnp were full, fte might be emptied by 
hjch a Pump in two hours time. So fooii as we were come on Board, we 
hired every one of^ a Cabin to lye in; for my part I hired one (dr ftx 
Crowns upon the Deck m the Ships Waft. Thcfe Cabins arc like oreflS 
roadc along the ftip fide; I put my quilt into mine* and crept into it by a 

within, I neUlrtr felt cold nor the tofline of the 
Veffd, for I was in the middle of the Ships length. There were fo nfan? fuch ♦ 
pbinsmthis Ship, chat nor only,the Officers, but all the Sea-men likewilc! 
had every one his Cabin s feme alfo lay b Hammocks, made faft to tL 
Deck above, which is very commodious, for let the Ship tofs never fo much 
It IS not to be felt m theft Hammocks which hang always perDendSa? 
The Enghlh are very go^ Sea men, andobferve excellent or?er^o 7 bo^rd 
their Ships, not difmayed at all at bad Weather, and fo exaft in kccS 
account of the fhips way every day, that during all our Voyagl f 
knew them miles out m their reckomiig. They meafure the SMt!c vJf! 
with a J-og or little flat and very thin piece of Wood tied roa^iw aS 
when tljey throw it into the Sea* they turn a halfmixmtc Saod-G?afs fthere 
being an hundred and twenty of them in an hour) and then droo the I ^ 
from the Siern, letting the line run off, till the Glafs be out - 
pull in the line and reckon how much of it hath been in the wartr

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ftiort, the Engtilh arc very expert in that. That which only dirplcafed me 
in this Vo^ge,was the great namber of Candles,that were lighted in the Night 
time tictwixt Decks, and in the Cabins, for there were above thirty Bar^ry * 
Men on board who had been at Mtch*, and were returning into their own 
Country; all thefe Men lay upon the lower Oun^Deek, (there being a rank of 
Beds on each lide, and s paHage tn the middle betwixt them) and had all their . 
lighted Lamps Jiuck to the Deck, and burning in the Night-time, which made 
me always eKtremely afraid the Ship might be fetou lire; and befidesthat, 
iince thcleaft glipfe of light, is in the Night-time feen a great way off at Sea, 

1 was apfirehepfive it might have dtrefted fomeCorfair, or Tome Ship of the 
Venetian Fleet towards us: For 1 hadfmarted already, and knew very well 
whatBlades they were, nay dkitc, I fancied that they were not careful enoogh 
in fmoaking their Tobacco. However they cold me ftill, (hat there was no 
danger in what 1 feared. 


CHAP. LXXXVII. 

Our Ships fuling from Bouquer. 


f I the fourth of Ftbrmcfy, the Purler who was Hill at jUtmmdrU^ 

I came on board with fome ProviCons, and then having taken In our Boats, 
we fet fail from Wtdnef^ the fifth of Ftbrttary, we fleered our 

cotirft North, with an eafie Weft-wind; kwasa calm in the Evening, but in 
the Night It blew hard from Welt, with feveral Itorms of Rain and Wind 
which failed till nest day at Noon, Thurfday the fisth of Fthrtmry: All that 
while we bore away North-north-weft, in the Evening the Wind fhifted about 
to North-weft, and lafted till next day the ft vent h of Ftbrtury^ when after 
Noon the Wind turning North-north'weft, we tackt and flooa away Weft- 
fouth'Well, lead the Wind might force us coo near the I lie of lOiedti. The 
night following the Wind flackncd, and SatufJLty the eighth of Ftbru^y^ we 
were becalmed from Morning ciil Noon, when we had a little Gale from South; 
then we fteered away We ft-north-weft, but the Wind lafted not* After that 
(to our great trouble ) we were becalmed for ftvcral days. Jitfjjr^i^-nighr, 
or Stfnj^^moming, the iLctoenth of Ftbrunry-f there fell a great deal of Ram 
which i^ed till day, when we were kill becalmed, and about eleven a Clock 
in the Morning, with a breeze of Wind from Weft-north-weft, we flood away 
South-weft, the Wind blowing freiher in the evening until Midnight; du¬ 
ring that time, we tackt and flood away towards the Illcof CW/j, and the 
Night being very dark, we ran fo far till we faw a Light cloft on Head, 
which the Men could not diftern whether it was afhoar, or in a fmall Pinnace, 
which in the day-time we faw making for Cjoidia ; at length, for fear of ftri- 
king on Ground, they tackt about again before Midnight, bearing away 
South'weft. Meiiday the fcventeenth of Fibrit/try^ after Midnight the Winds 
fo chopt and changed, that wc had all forts of Winds, and about Morning 
it blew fo hard from Weft-norih-weft, that jve were forced to furf all our 
Sails, except the Main fail, and tye the Helm to Mid&ips 5 this Wind Irroaght 
with it many ftorms of Rain, that lafted not long* About one a Clock after 
Noon It Halted, which changed the Wind to the North, but fteing it blew 
harder than it had done in the Morning, we could not cany high Sails, but 
continued the ftme Courfe. If the Wind had pot been fo violent, we would 
have fleered our Courft Weft-north-weft; This Wind lafted tillTtuflty the 
eighteenth of Fihntary^ when about an hour before day it flackened a little, 
and then we fpread our Fore-ftil, the Wind being ftill too high to carry our 
Maintop-fail, however we flood away Weft; the Wind abating a little after. 


we 
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we rpread our Milotop'fillip aad ihortly after that, the Mizzain and Fotetop' 
fail: After noon the Wind chopt about (o North-well^ and blew fo frcih, chat 
* we were forced to furl our Forctop-fail, and fleered away Weft fouiti-well, 
till ^{dnrfiLiy Morning, the nineteenth of Ftf/Tnary^ when the Wind changing 
lo North.north-weft, we put abroad our Fcretop-fail again, and flood away 
Weflf andaHttle after, we fpread all our Sails. About two hours after day 
Hifixirti. we made Cape Rafaxamt^ia BaTbary, and ftemd in within almoft thirty Miles 
of itit is a very low Land, then wc tackt about again'towards the Gt>s,9 of 
Cttnditt- About two hours before night wc were becalmed, and about two 
hours after Night was in, we had the long lookM for Eafl Wind, bdt It was 
taGej howererwith jt wc fleered ourcourie Weft-north-weft until 
t Morning? the twentieth of Fekitaty, when after a little Rain that fell, the 

Wind chopt about to Souih-fouth-eaft, whilft in the mean time wc made 
all fail,and ftoodaway North-north- wefl^a little after, we turned our Ships head 
' to \Vell-north-wcft, running above eight Miles an hour upon a Wind, which 
' wc woul^ have continued to do, had wc not been afraid to have been embeyed 
HAiit wiihiaabadGulf, called Hthd, that runs out into the Sea, and therefore Ve 
flood away before the Wind, till we had weathered it; all this while the 
Fore-fail and Sprit-fail did us no fervice, We ran at a great rate in this man¬ 
ner for the fpace of three hours, then the Wind turned Welt, which brought 
us a Flurry, with a great feud of Rain, for half a quarter of an hour, but the 
main Wind was eafie enough, and with it we bore away North-weft j in the 
evening the Wind frcfliened a little, and we fleered the fame Courfe, til] 
about ten or eleven a Clock at Night, that wc tackt and flood away South- 
weft. About midnight wc had a fudden guftof Wind, with Hail and Rain, 
which was fo violent, that it laid the Ship on her Gde, and if fhc had been a 
fmall VcfTel, would certainly have overfet her ^ it tore the Main-faii in pieces, 
and blew fo very hard, that the Sea-men could not furl their Sails, but ac 
length all Hands coming aloft, they madcafhirt to furl them, till theftorm 
was over. They faw trie Flurry a coming, and then they (houid have minded 
their Sails, fo that we needed not to have feared any damage, but thrbugli 
La'dnefs, they let them alone, faying, that perhaps it might pafsover them. 
In fine, we fpenttheCarnavalin this manner, dancing more than enough, in 
fpighc of our Teeth, and without Mufick, When the ftorm was over we 
fpread all our Sails, and tackt about again Northwards, with the fame Weft- 
north-weft Wind, until Fritiiy the one and twentieth of Fthru.sry^ that the 
Wind turning South-weft, wc bore away Weft-north-weft, till after Dinner, 
that the Wind got into the North-north-weft, and wc flood away Weft, 
This lafted till Saimdact/^ the two and twentieth of Ftbruary, when we were 
bccaJmcd, and in the livening the Wind turned North-weft and by weft, but 
ancafieOaic, and wc fleered South-weft till Smdjty^ the three and t^ventteth 
of FtbrHoiry^ that the Wind turned Northerly, but fo gently, that it Jookd 
like a Calm, and we fleered our courfe Weft-north-we ft ward j wc were after¬ 
wards becalmed until Evening, when we had an eafie North call Gale, which 
frefbened a little In the Night-time, and in ftcad of fleering sway Weft (which 
was OUT Courfe) wc flood away North-north-weft, to bear in with the Gulf of 
Vdiiety where wc hoped to have found a Northr wind, that would have carried 
usftreJghc to Tnmt, We kepi that Courfe till che five and twentieth 

of when the Wind blew fo hard, that we made nine or ten Miles aa 

boor, always North-weft, for fear of being carried to far to the Leeward 
and lofing the Wind: This Wind iafted ail Wtdmfdxy, the twenty fiith of 
and morning, the twenty feventh we made AiJra which 

we left to the Starboard, running betwijtt Tripsly and leaving Llmstde fA 

and Urtef* to the Larboard ^ LmofA is about feventy Miles diftant ftom Mdt* 
We faw them not, becaufe we pafTed them in the Night-time, Our Lady of 
LMtifttUft is well known and Reverenced both by Turks and Chriftians ■ and 
though I had not the fktisfaftion to go aflioar there, yet [ will fay t wo or three 
words of it. '

IS a little Ific, or Rock of fma]] ClrctJmference, about an hun- Lmpei^i. 
dred Miles dilfant from Malta* k is an lllajxl tJiat produces nothingf 
and is only inhabited by Coneys jbutbccaufc there isgood Water upon it^nd a 
good Harbour, Ships put in there for Frcfh'Water, in that Ifle there is a little 
Chappel, wherein there is an Inragcof the Blelfed Virgin, which is much ^c- • 

vcTvnced both by Chr ill tans and Inlidcls, that put amoar there; and every * 
VelTel always leaves fomc prefent upon it. Some Money, others Bisket, Oyl, 

Wine, Guii'powdcr, Bullets, Swords, Mufquets, and in Qiort, all things that 
can be ulefulcvcnto little calcs ^ and when any one Aands in need of any of 
thefe things, he takes it, and leaves Money or Ibmewbat elfe in place chereof» 

The Turks oblervc this praAice aswell as the Chriftians, and leave Prefents 
there. As for the Money no body meddles with that, and the Galleys of Malta 
go thither once a year, and take tlie Money they find upon the Altar, which 
they carry to our Lady of Trafano in Sicily, I was told Chat fix Chriftian Ships 
having fomc time fince put into that Port, and that when they had watered, the 
Wind offering fair, they all failed out of the Port, except one, which having 
retlail with the rclt, could not get out; ac which the Mafter was ftrangely 
furpriftd. However, taking patience, he waked for another more favourable 
Wmd, which offering, he attempted to get ont again, but as yet he could not, 
which feemed veryfirange to him j and therefore he rcfolved to make a fearch 
in his Ship, whereby he found that one of his Soldiers had ftollen fomething 
in that placei which being carried back again, he made fail, and got eafily 
out of the Harbour. Many Miracles arc wrought in that place, at the inter- 
ceflion of our Blcfled Lady, which arc not fo much as doubted of, neither by 
Chriftians nor Turks. We paft that Ifland then, with the fame Wind, which 
Jailed tillFnd^ the eight and twentieth of fehitary, when we were becalm¬ 
ed about three a Clock in the morning, the Wind leaving us pretty near 
Vamdnria. or/ 

FMitdaria is a little Ifland, about twelve or fourteen Miles in Circuit j it 
is diflant from Aitlta about an hundred and thirty Miles, and is fruitful in 
Wine, Fruits, and Gotten. It belongs to the King of Swi*, who keens a 
Spanifh Gdvernour in it, that lives in the Caftle j which ( as the Turks told 
me/ is ib llrong, that two hundred Galleys could not take it. About two a 
Clock in the Afternoon, wc bad a Gale at Nonh north-eaft, and we flood 
away Weft. About three in the Afternoon, we made two Ships to tlie Wind¬ 
ward, which bore down upon us with full fail-, they weicgot already fonear us 
that wc wondtied we had not made them fooner. We made ready to receive 
them the beft way we could, in the ftiort times warning we had. Immediately 
we launched our two Boats, then cleared the Gun-Deck, of Chefls, Hamocks, 
and of all incumbctances, that our Gnus might have freedom to play, fothat 
® look’d like a great Hall; alt the Goods and Baggage were 

laid alotton the Poop, and upon the upper Deck, but betwixt the Malts, that 
they migne not binder the execution of our Guns, Scopa Ceperta* The Main- 
yard was chained to the Main-mafl, all the great Guns loaded, every one took 
ms Mulquec and Bai^ilccrs, and all with fb much c-xpedition, that by that 
time they were got within Cannon (hot of ns, we were ready. The headmoft 
Ship put out Red Colours, andtheit all took them for Spaniards, becaufe we 
were lb near Sicily, For though wc perceived the Turkifh Colours, yet we 
knew that Corfairs have all Jbrts of Colours on board, and put out many 
times falfc ones, chat they may the more csfily furprife. We put out Englilh 
Colours, which they faluted with a Gun without Jhot> and we anrwered the 
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like. Being came within Mufiijaet fliot, we heard their Trumpets ronndmg 
French Levees, which made the Turks who were on board of us> take thcin 
* for Ships of Tmij/, being come nearer) they again iaiuted us without a HuNet) 
which we did rot anfwcr^oniy furled our Maiti fai^o fliew tbein that we rcfolved 
to Fight) and not to Run for it. We were then on board in all an hundred 
and fifty Mcfl) and c^'pefledto fpend the Night in fighting and not fiecping, 
for the Sun was fet) and we had no Light but from the Moon, which fhonc out 
very dear. Our Mate hailed them from the Poop, and demanded who they 
were? Who having anrwered. They were Friends, The Mate then called to 
them. That if fo, they fhould fall to the Leeward, which they did, failing fo 
our Stem, ibatonr Turks cafily Ipokcto them. And having asked who 
A were? They anrwered, they were Ships of Tiw«. AnEngltfh Renegado, 

called Splyman Rtp, commanded them, and they belonged to the Dcy. The 
biggeft and bell Sailer of the two Ships, carried thirty hx Guns, and the other 
* which was leff, five and twenty, having each two hundred Men on board. 

* When they knew that the Prince X>o» PhtUppo was on board of ns, they faiuted 

' him vs'ith three Guns, and our Captain ordered the falute to be rendred, but 
to the Windward, becaufc all oar Guns were loaded with Shot, and thefe 
Gentlemen were to the Leeward of ns, the Gunner fired two Guns to the wind¬ 
ward, but the third mifilng fire, he ran in all haftc to that which was neareit, 

(without confidcring what he did) and it happening to be to the Leeward, 
and they jufl: ofFand on with us, he fired it, and fhot a BuiJetinto the middle 
of the biggelt Ships lide. This put pur Captain into a great Pafilon ngainfb 
the Gunner, who ran away and hid himfelf: Immediately they came onboard ^ 
of us in their Boat,and complained highly of that Afticn, demanding him who 
had fired the Gun, lobe delivered unto themi bccaule they faid they had a 
Mankiticd) and two wounded by the fhot. Which we believed to be fbife; 
Bccaufe one faid, one man Killed, and two wounded 4 another, ttvo Ktll^ 4 
another, two wounded 4 and another, three. Our Captain told them, That 
it was an Accident, and that many times Ships upon their entring into a Port, 
intending to ialucc the Town, have by Inadvertency, (hot fiuJtets into the 
place. Bat they flill perfiAing in their demand, he told them, That if they 
would needs have him, they ihonld goon board their Ship again,and then ceme 
and take him. W hich perhaps they might have atcempled,had we not had Turks 
on board, who would have fuffered for it. For it was an Article in their 
Peace, that he that firit fhot a Bullet, broke the Peace. When they found that 
there was noihirg to be done, they drank a Gup or two, and returned to their 
Ship, giving tts two Letters for TWr. After ihatj they bore away Ea ft ward, 
and we held on our Courfe till towards Midnight that we tackt about, but then 
Ca^ BflB. the Wind turning Weft, wc tackt again, lianding away North-north-eaflr, 
Qitiijfj, and failed byCapeilm, and thcCafilc of GaLppJi, 

S^riwii^thcfirltof Mjrch, wc tackt, and leaving ChcCaflle to 

the Leeward, bore away North-weft, but the Wind choppiuginto the North, 
which blows full from Tufi/r^ we (food away Weft-norih-wcft, and coming 
cloie up with the Caftleof Gulifpdf fwhich is a rmall fquarc Caftie upon a Hill) 
wc left it to the Leeward, and then tacking again, bore away Eaft-north-eaft- 
that wc might allb weather Cape JJm, and Ib get where wc defired to be. We 
k^t beating in this manner a pretty while, the Current carrying us always 
off of Cape and the fame day had fower gufts of Wind and Rain. ^ 
Suiid,tf Morning the fecond of wc made a Corfair near to Pgnttdma 

whom ytc waited for w ithout breaking our Courfe, and fo Toon as he was come 
within Mufquct fhot of us, we hailed up our MabTail, he puttiug out Red 
Colours, and wc the Englifh. Then became under our Stern, and wc infor¬ 
med our felves that a Turk, called Ahmet Rtft^ commanded the Ship that 
longed to private Menof TMnif. She was a fraall Ship, that two years before 
hadijccn taken by them from a Captain of flic carried then four¬ 

teen Guns, and had about two hundred Men on board; having faiuted one 
another each with a Gun, we fteered on our fcveral Courfes. 



Mend^ Morning the third of AUrtht wchad another kind of Altarin, when 
flSeaman on the Mdntop-maft head cried, he faw four Sail, which proved only 
to be Rocks y that day we began to Jail farther upon a Tack, to wit, from 
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rnKtAlaria to Sidlyy and wcte got very tiear to it in the Evening, when we 
Tackt about and flood back again for P.iW<frij,Wchad lb bad Luck,that when 
the Wind was fair? fomc Corfair or other, made us loft the occafion of it * 

for douMing the Capfe, for then wc mufl make ready to .Fight, and by that 
time they knew iis to be Friends, the Wind was gone. Orothenvife, when 
wc w'ere in one place, a Wind offtred that would nave been very good for ns 
if wchad flayed where wc were the day before i and when the Wind was good, 
we had a high Sea on head, as on TarpUythe fourth of AUrch, w'hcn with a 
North'Wind, we were got abovetwenty Miles to the Windward of Cape &jj, * 
but making no way forward, (becauft of a high £ea we had on head J flfe 
found our Mves in the Evening to the Leeward of the faid Cape, and tacked 
about for Stdi^'y from whencf flanding oFagain, next day the fifth of Jtijrch, • 

and with the feme North-wind beating Weft-north-wefl, rtewerc got fo far 
to the windward of Cape Sm, that wc were in hopes to have weathered it; 
but a high Sea on Head, the Current and contrary wind drove us fo tp th? Lee- * 
wardythat being within a League of the fa id Cape, we could not doubJe it ,t hough * 

wc wanted but a little of having done it> We ihereforo flood oJf again to- * 

wards the Eafl-north-caft. nighc and SMnrd»y morning, the feventh of 

Mach, we had florins of Rain, and all forts of Windsv and yet were fo for¬ 
tunate,. that in the Morning wc found our fetyes forward enough in our Gourfe 
to havedooblod the Cape, 'the tanie Morning we bad the Wind at North- 
caft, which made us bear away Weft-north-wefl, and fterfieniDg a litcle, put 
11s in hopes of doubling the Cape, but half an hour aifter, it fhiftedabdut to' 
the Weft, and chat made us bear away South-weft: An hour after, hchopt 
ateut to North and by Eaft, and blowing pretty frefh, we made all the Sail wc 
could, flanding awa^ Weft-north-weft, and fo about two a Clock in the Af¬ 
ternoon, with much joy wc doubled Cape Boit, called in TtirkKh JCgrn Bfitrenfty jcsn BBuroiai 
having been eight days beating about it, all the while with Weft-north-weft, 
and North-winds. Our Mates told us, that they were always a long time in 
doubting chat Cape, and fometimes fpent three Weeks about it. About flve 
a Clock in the Evening, we Sailed beiw'ixt the Ifle of Zimhr^y and aulQeor 
Rock, that is alitiofl mid-way betwixt the Main-land and Zi^t is z/?siw. 

Inhabited, has conveoient Anchorage by it, and good Water iu (t. From 
Zifhhre ic Is but forty Miles to Goleud, Having pafRxl Zimbre, we flood oF 
from Land, intending not to enter GoUtta till next day, becaufeof the many 
Flats that are on that Coalh Friity night and Saturdicy morning, the eighth 
of March, we bad greater gufts of Wind and Rain, than befoit; and if we 
had not doubled the Cape, wc mufl have been a tong time ftiJI before we could 
have done it, coniidering the Weather*thaE happened afterward. Ouriug 
theft ftorms, a Moor on board of os died, who had been ill of a Bloody Flux, 
almofl evee Imcc the beginning of our Voyage, and next morning he was 
thrown over-board. At length, on Saturday ific eighth of Mar thy aboutTcven 
a Clock in the Morning, wc came into the Port, or rather the Road of Gdma, 
for it is not a Harbour, but a Road that lies open to the South eail: Wind; 
and in all Barbivyy there arc but two good Ports, to wit, ?mu Farina, and Tara Fansd 
Fvrtc Sttra. The Harbour for the Galleys of Tututy is Btferta, a little Town 
threefcorc Miles from Tmi'u. Biftrta was formerly call^ ’Iftha, and here it 
was that Cato killed Mm ft If, wherefore he was called Cato Viieenjit, 
came to an Anchorncar a Pointof Land where the Sepulchre of Dido is, and aTheSe^- 
or Sheick is Interred there. So foon as wc had dropc Anchor, 

Phtlipfo feut aDioar one of his Men, who having informed a poor Mear whom 
he met, that Don fhiliyfo was arrived, the poor Man ran with all the ijecd he 
could to the Town, to carry the news to DonFhiiip^'s Mother, who was over¬ 
joyed thereat, and gave him twenty Crowns for a Reward j he was nu more 
expcAed at Tuais, and it was thought he wasgoueba^ again into Cbrifiendoa^ 
having been abftnt almofl two Years. S»:di^ the ninth of ASarch, we went 
alhoar, and when Don PhiUpfo left the Ship, they bred fifteen Guns He found 
fcvetpl Men on Horft back, and amongflttem all his Brothers, who were come 
out to receive him.

When we had refretl^ our fclvcs a little in cne Houfe of Dan ThUipfa^ we 
took Boat and went toiViifr, the Cana) or rather Lake, which in the begin¬ 
ning is very narrow, there being many'Canes fixed all round in the bottom 
of the Water, for catching of Fifb,after wards it grows very wide. It is not 
commonly above fiveTpaa deep in Water, then it was vcryfliallow, and bad 
many dry places in it, which with the lealh Wind are quickly covered, and 
that very high with Water. 

Don Philippa went by Land with his company mounted on a flately Horfe 
that was brought him. Thcfirft thing we faw upon that Water, was a Hill 
to-the left hand very near the Sca-lfde, where there are natural Baths of 
Water almoft boyling hot: There is a Bagnio built there, and it is called 
Hamanrmif -^ ihen a little further on upon the fame lide, they Ihcwed n^ a high 
Z^aum. fji[j calkd which ha great way from this Lake, and a days Jont- 

ncy diJlant from Tank^ there there ha little Town of Tagvtm-^ xix Af>Aali^‘ 
P4(/, called alfo 'L^auam, ‘ ^ 

When the ChrTdians poGelTed chat Countrey, there were Aqucduflis that 
brought Water from thence to the City of at prefent they are 

broken, but fome Arches with the Fountains and Cjfterns /till remain to ^ 
icen. As we tame near to Tmji^ iffc faw a great many Olive-Trees, and 
abundance of other Trees, wfltch denote a good Countrey. Jn four hours 
time wfcarrived at Tuttit^ though with a little wind they go it many times in 
two hours, but we were many times imbaYed- 
By Land it Is eighteen miles from Goletta to Tmh. If they pleafed, thev 
might make a good Port at Tiotity but then the Town would not be fo 
ftrong, or at leaft not fo fecure. From the place where yon Land, it is a 
mile dill to the Town, where being arriv«^, we went to lodge at the Houfe 
of Manjitar Lt a Periilan Prieff, and Father of the MifTion, who 

was then Conful for the French, and he received us very Aficftionatcly,

T W O days after our arrival, DittPhiliffo fent for us tolhcw ns aCoun- 
trey-Houft he had balfa League from the Town. The Countrey about 
Tutth IS fuirof theft Counjrcy Hoiifts, which are built like the about 

Dm fhiUffoh « very pretty* it is built in form of a fquarc Tower, » 

and higher than any about it \ from the Hall to the top of the To»?er, * 
there arc an hundred and eleven fteps up, and from thence there is an 
excellent Profpei^, which diftovers on all hands a lovely pfain reaching out 
of fight, fuliof Olive*Trecs. In it there is a great Hall open above with 
cowced Galleries round it, .which have the Roof Tupported by fevera] Pillars. 

In the middle of this open place, there is a great refWvatory of Water, 
which ftrves for ftveral Water-works. All this place is adorned with Marble, 
as alfo all the Halls and Chambers, which are beautified with Gold and Azure, 
and very plcafant Plaiftcr-work, there facing Fountains every where, that 
play when one plcafes. One ihould alio fee the which are three 

Houfes built by the Bey for his three Sous, a League from IWr, This 
Bey is as it were the Balha’s Farmer, to whom he gives fo much of the Revenue 
due to the in the Countrey, which he gathers, and the reft be 

keeps to himfcif. He was not at that time Bey, but Balha, and his eldeft 
Son was Bey. In theft Houfes there arc a great many Fountains with lovely 
Batons of one entire piece of Marble* brought from j and as in the 
Houfe of Don Ptnhpfo, an open Hall, with a grtat refervatory in the mid¬ 
dle, and walks all round it, roofed over, and fupported by feveral Pillars 1 
this, as alfo all the Rooms, are paved with black and white Marble, adorned 
with Gold and Azure, and that kind of Clay or Plaifter-work. There arc 
feveral fair appanmencs in all thefe Houfts, which have lovely Gardens full 
of Orange and ftvcral other Fruit-Trees, planted in as good order as in 
Chriflcodom, with many neat Beds and borders of Flowers at the ends of 
Walks, all made by Chriftian flaves. Theft Houfes are called Baroltt, from 
the Morcfco word that lignifies Cold, bccaufe there is a frefh Airabout 
them. Near that place, there is an Aquedufh butlt fay a Dey^ which brings 
Water four or five miles off to TunU, A few Reps from that, there is ano¬ 
ther Aquednft fomewhat older, yet Rill modern, which is parallel to the 
former, and carries Water alfo to Tunij. Another day 1 went to fee the 
Camret which belongs to Sehelehi, whom I mentioned, the Son of Hifoufcant, 
Dtp and is four leagues from Tunit. As you go thither, you pafs by the 
old Aquedofts of Cartbnge^ which are about half way \ they arc at that 
place very entire ftiJl, raifcd highi and built of very great itones. From 
Tnmt to the Cantre molt of the way is over large Fields planted with Olive- 
Trees, fomc Reps diRant from one another* but in fo Rreight a line, that they 
look tike Walks,which would be very pleafant,were k not that theft ways arc 
always full of Rain-water and mire, as all the Countrey about Tunis i^jbecaufe 
it lyes upon a level. We'eame then to the Cantre, fo called from a Bridge, 
which Htftuf Dty^ the Father of built over a River called Ma^ertU^ JUigitit, 

for Caigre in Martfeo fignilies Bridgc.ThU River M^gerdn is neither very broad 
nor rapid* but ciiough to deftrre the name of a fair River ^ it runs near to the 
Houfe of Stheichi, and his Father built a Rone Bridge to crofs over it, the 
fpaces betwixt the Pillars of ch c feven Arches* being built up from the bottom 
to thefurfacc of the Water, with huge pieces of Freedtonei fo that the 
water pafllng through the Arches, and finding it lower on the other fide 
makes at every arch a very plcafant Cafeade two foot high, where the 
Water falls with a gr cat noife. Upon that River there are feveral Iron-Mills, 
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asalfo for griading Gorn» and billing the Caps called Fex-Caps, which are 
made at by Tagifrim. All that work in tbefe Mills are the Saves 

otSebtUbi. Ac the end m the Bridge is the Houle otScktlehi-^ built in form 
of a CaHte \ it hath one very large Court and other fmaElcr ones \ the Rooms 
(asmother Houfes) ace beautified with Gold, Azure, and Plaiftering, with 
Fountains everywhere, and all p^ed with Marble^ fo that they are more 
magnificenC than thoft I had feen before. There arc lovely Piflures in thofc 
Rooms, for formerly this Schtlebi was very rich, hh Father having left him 
a vail Ellate, and among other things eighteen hundred Slaves, but he hath 
run out a great deal in his Debaucheries j he is a man of a gencrons Hearr, 
and if he were once in Chrillendom, he would never leave it again. He 
keeps open table for all Franks that come to hts Houle, and is lb cour¬ 
teous, that be never refufes any thing, and if he hove not what fs asked from 
* him, he ufes means ip prootre it at any rate, that he may freely give if. 

< Whtn I went to his Houfe, he was not there, for he was then at T^bar^ite^ 

a little Hland in the Kingdom of Tntas^ within a Mufquet fljot of the main 
Land, but three days journey from That Idand Xiongs to the Geiiot/i^ 

who have a very good Fort, and drive a great trade there, and among other 
things, in Horfes, which are called Tlio Schtttbi was gone thither 

to buy Timberfor buUdiog of a Galley. About three Leagues from the Omre, 
there is a place calk! TMismrbt^ where there arc [I>nie ancient ruincs, and 
chieHy an ancient Temple, butl went not to fee it, bccaufc then 1 mult have 
, lain there, or at the Cmttrt, and I had not time to fpare, for our Captain 
put us in hopes daily that he would fail next day. That was the rt^on 
alfo that I went not to Skz.t neither, which is a long days journey from Timij^ 
kis the place where there are more Antiquities than any where elfc in the 
Kingdom of Twiii, and ] believe that thereabouts there arc ruines of Churches 
and other things, relating to St, Akguftin^ to be ften. 


CHAP. LXXXXI. 


Of Tunis, and of the Slaves that are there. 


T V N tS the Capital City of the Kingdom; of the fame name, lyts in a 
Plain 1 it is pretty big, and the Houfes are indiffbrentjy well built, 
though they make no ftsew, but they are all Marble, Gold and Azure within. 
The Suburbs of this City ate as big as the City itfclf, which is all paved! 
but dirty as heretofore Pstrit was, fo that after rain, there is hardly any 
going in the StrMts. There is a Callle upon an Eminence within the Town, 
which commands it, and it makes a very pretty flicw: There ate fomc Gun* 
before the Gate, and the front of it looks well, *hich is all that I could fee 
of it, nor indeed darll I eyek attentively j for I had warning given me, that 
k wasdangerous for Chrillians tobecurions in viewing thatCaftle. 1 paJt 
by it then, but very fall, and hard by over againft it there is a Burying-place. 
Not fan frem the Caftle there is for Drapers j it is a long broad fttect 
with (hops on both fides, all which have the fore part fupported by four 
Pillars, two oneachlidci none but Drapers keep fliop there i ^t there are 
fcveral other Bazars alfo for other Commodities. * 

There arc thirteen Baths in rujifr, where all the Slaves lodge, except thoTe 
that are kept in their Mailers Houfes, and ( as feveral Slaves told me) there 
may be there in all ten or twelve thouland Chrillian Slaves, who carry 
Ting of Iron at their foot, but the Knights of have 

that a huge kon-Chain above five and twenty pound weight, which 
15 rafleprf to the Ring, that Chain is very troublefomc to them, for they 
/ muft either turn it quite round their Leg and make it fafe ther e, which « 
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very heavy when they walk, jor hang it by a hook that they have by their 
* fide, which commonly gives them a pain in the fide, or die moft carry it on • 

their Shoulders, in theft Baths there is a great Hall where they are fiiiic up 
in the Night'timc, there they lodge as well as they can, feme having little 
Rooms made of wood, to which they go up by Ladders, and are flowed 
three orfoor together in one, the rcli lye ii^n the Ground, but all horrid If 
bad, for being very numerous, and lock’d in in the Night-time, they do 
their needs where they are in Pots, which^raifes a noyJbme flench j bcfidcs 
when one has a mind to Deep, ftme fall a talking, and others s quai^lline 
and fighting, making conftamly a hideous din* which feems to tne a HeS< 
upon Earth. . ■ ^ 

[n the morning this priftn is opened, and thofc that arc to work, arc 
let out, who are conduced to their Labour by men that take care of if 
they are employed in building and other works of that natureV and 1 have * 
known Knights of noble Families there, who have been made ferve • 

as Labourers, fomc carrying Sand and others Stone, and they were thus ufed 
to oblige them tof anfom chemietves the fooncr, and at the higher rate. 

They who can get any thing by their own induftry, pay fo much a day to 
their Maflcr, andfo arc not forced to work. Many of them keep taverns, ■ 
and theft live the bc/t of all, for they get money, and work not, but yet 
they raufl give their Mafter part of their Profit. None but Haves fell Wine 
at Tnnn^ It is all white, and grows in great plenty in the Counircy about, 
but they put Lime to it to make it intoxicate. They ftU their Wine cheap 
and it is the cuftomc, that if you go to a Tavern and call for a quart of 
Wine, they will fet Bread before you, and three or four dilWs of Meat or 
Fifii, with Sallads and other appurtenances, and when you are to go, you only 
pay for the Wine, and at a rcafbnablc rate too j bclides,iheft Slaves have power 
to beat the Turks if they arc rude and infolcot in their Taverns, and to 
pull of their Turban and keep it till they have payed their reckooing, if 
they refuft to doit. ® 

Slaves vtbo neither work nor gain any thing, cannot flep out of the 
Bath, without leave from the Keeper tlyireof who ^ves them a man tp wait 
on them, to whom they ought (at lcaft) to give three pence for his gains, and 
he is, to anfwer for them. Our* Knights were of the Number ofihbft lafl 
for having written to M^lia that they %vcrc forced to work, the Turks t|p£ • 

were flavc at Mdta were fcvcrcly Baftonadoed, who immediately wrote to 
Twj//, that if they continued to make ihc Haves of Adf^/r^work at7#«#/, they 
wonld be Cudgeled to death in MJra^ and fince that time, they are no 
more put to work.

When it is generally known who is Dty, all the Cadys and others, who 
Hand in need of his favour, faring him Prerents, (but in the Night-time) 
and in great Dilhes covered with Friiic or Meat, under which there may be 
five, fix, feven or eight Purfesi To that the firft night he receives above two 
bui^red PurJes in Prefepts, They bring them iu the night-time, that they 
may not be perceived, Iraft it fhould be faid, that he was corrupted by 
firibesi and if they were brought to him by day, he would ref^ them, 
fall into a great Pafiiorfagainft him that Ihouid offer to bring him a prcfeiii^®^ 
they come then in the Night-time, dndonlykifs his Veft, having one or more 
Servants tarrying difbes of Fruit or Me^t,.wich theprefent at the botiom, 
and as they kifs bis Veft, they whlfpcr to him, what they have brought in 
i tifefc Dilhes. After all, the Dty keeps no great Court, nor carrys it out with 

any great Majefty, but ^(hews hlniftlf familiar enough with every Body; I 
faw him once as he was coming back from a Mofquein the City, he walked 
on foot, was doathed in a fear let Ju^etcrrj lined with Samotn-^ and had 
but a ftnall Retinue The Dty cannot procure that his Son [hould fuccccd 
him uftcr his Death; having asked Z)«i tberealbn of that, he told 

me, it was faecaufe when Young men findthemfelvesall of a fudden advanc'd 
to fo great power, they fall into fuch debau^ed courfes, that they render 
themfelvcs infupportablc to all People, forcing all the Women and Boys 
they meet with ; fo that if 3 Dty would havchisSonto rncceed him, hemuft 
'niei</jof get him raadclVy in his own Life-time, They have at Tnwn aifo an jigaSE 
tbeCiiRonicstheCuftoines, who hasa vaft Revenue, and is a man of great Authority. 

The Meofi of Barhary are not altogether Apparrcllcd like the Turks, for 
inftead ofa DoUman and a Veft, they wear a Waftecoat, which they call GHUtf 
and over it a which reaches down to the knee, girt about with a 

large fnrdle; on their head they wear a fei-tap ftiaped like a Bell, and a 
thick Turban round it. They are all Apparrdlcd after this manner, except 
fomc Officers: as forinftance, there are Cbiaaux'i of Jufticc, who wear 
a (harp pointed Cap with a Turban about k, and a kind of Hanging-Ilecvc 
thac is interlaced with it behind their back; the Oda B^as go much after 
the fame manner, but there is this difference, that their Hanging-flceve ends 
as it were ici a p^)r of Horns- They have no but men ofpay, 

and generally all Renegadoes ; fo that Italian is very commonly fpoken at Jimi/, 
and if a Chriftiati would fay any thing that be would not have known, he 
Ihouid not fpeak French neither, for he migfit eafiiy be underltood, and pay 
dear for it.

T H E PuniOiracnts ufad at Tunh^ diffef according to the quality of the Pcr- 
fons. When a Turk in pay deferves Death, he is Executed in a Cham.' 
ber, and not Pubj:ckly> They make him lit down in a Chair, qjndcwoChri' 

Alan Slaves pulling ^ch an end of a Cord> that is pat about his Neck, quickly 
Arangic him. The Turks of mean tftodition, or Aftor/, arc Hanged upon the 
oothde of the Walts ^ they let them upon the Wall, put about their Neck a * 
''Halter, made i^Ain a hole purposely auade in the WaH, and then puflftitg * 
them down, they are allb foon difpatchcd. As for Maids or Women, chat 
have defcrvcd Death, they choak them in the Oa^c by the Sca-hde, putting 
their Head into ir, and a Man fettiug his Foot upon their Neck. They have 
other very cruel Punilhmcncs for theRenegadoes, that turnChriAtans again: 

They wrap them up in*t*itchcd Cloth, put a Cap of the fame upon their Head, 
and then make a Fire round tbem. Or olherfCrifc they put them to a crueller 
Death : For they wall them up fo, that there is nothing but their Head 
out the Wall, and having rubixd over their Head and Face with Honey, Iravc 
themfo expofed for three days, and as many nights, to the difcrction of the 
Flies, which paift them to Death within Icfs time. The Slaves are puniQied 
With BaAotiadoes, or they cut o/F their Ears or Nofe, according to the qua¬ 
lity of thcOfFcr.ee. But if a Slave kill his MaAer, or any other Turk, they 
break his Legs and Arras, then tic him to a Horres TaiJ, and after they have 
dragged himfo aboutthc Town, A tangle him, giving the Body to the Franks 
jba^ Buried j but moA coiumouly the Boys cake him (rom- the ^ccutioner, 
they di(^a French Man a little before I came to Twjij) for there are no 
wickeder Boys in the World, than in that Town. They foatchc that dead 
Body out of the Executioners hands, in fpight of the Mcz. 9 ar^ who is 
Ofliccr whom in Turky they call the SoHf-b^p *) and having dragged him about 
for ibme time longer ^ they RoaAed him a little with Straw, which they 
kindled under him, and then threw him into the DitcJi, out of which the 
FreiKb afterwards took him, and buried him in their Burying Place, called St. 
^iihoipf-, for the Englilh have ore by themlJlves. When Twasat Twij,thc 
Franks lived feverally, iotheHoufes which they Hired 5 but they were a Build¬ 
ing a pretty commodious OfKf/r, where theymuA all Lodge with theic Qm- 
fub, as in other places of the LfVifr.t.

halted uponr Maui-faiJ, and waited for him. When he was come up with us 
our Men knew it to be a Fkmjfh Pinck, commanded by an Ea^ilh-mao who 
had .bought it. He told us that he came from iejprw, and was bound for 
that the we met was a Prize, taken by ^C«raistut. and Bark of 

r«»fr, that were Conforts ^ that he had met with them, but that he had fecn 
CO Spanllb Ship, which much rcjoyced us. After that, he drank our Captains 
health, and fired a Gun» which our Capiain having aufwcred, he went his wa'» 
and we followed our Courfc- The Wind ftackened much in the Afternoon* 
and about five a Clock in the Evening, we made two Sail near the Laud of 
C#r/rM, which flrove for the Wind of us. Wc .thought they had been the two 
Barbary men they told as of, however we flood upon our Guard. About fijc * 

a Clock at night, wc were almoll becalmed, and wc difeovered Fires a-flioar in • 

Ctfryrc4, which ( as I think ) they made becaufe of thofc two Corfairs. About 
feven a Clock the Wind turned Eafterly, and we held on our courfc North 
Botrh weft, leaving Ckri^c a-ftern of os. About nine a Clock, the head- 
mofl of the two Corfaiis, failed by a pretty way to the Windward of m. 
and coaitnued his Courfc. 1 believe they were afraid of us; however we 
w*c all night upon our Guard. We were then becalmed till next day, 
thefixih of ^pi/, when about five a Clock in the morning, an cafreGalcbe¬ 
gan to blow from Eaft, which by little and little frcfhencd, and we flood awav 
North-north'cafl. About fix a Clock in the morning, we made a Sail comioc 
upon us afore.thc Wind, and we kept on our Courfc topieet him 1 when he was 
come within a Leapt, or thereabouts of us, he put, out White Colours, and 
we lookd upon that co be but a Trick of a Spanilb Corfair: In ihorr wc 
ftew’d the Englilb Colours, and he continued foUowing us> tin eight a cWk 
in the morning, when he Tadtt about, and flood away the way that wc came 
Perhaps he was afraid, when he faw our Guns out, and that wc did not ruti 
fw it. Some thought chat it was one of the two Corfairs, whom we had feen 
the day before: Others, that it was a Spaniard: And others again that it 
was a French-man. lothc mean time wc made way fljll, and within a Ikcle 
paOM the iQc of Elba^ of which the Spaniards have one half. It bath two p;** 
good Ports, the one is called Font Ftrrgre^ and belongs to the great Duke * ^ 
and the other Fsrts and belongs to the Spaniards. The French took 

It ■n thcYcar OnethouJand fix hundred and forty fix, but loft ic again One 
thoufand fix hundred and fifty. About ten a Clock wc werebccalmFd about 
two in the Afternoon, we had aneaCeGalc from North-north-we ft, and /leer¬ 
ed Qur courfc Weft north-weft. An hour after, wemade a Ship and a Bark 
a-ftcru and another Ship on head of us. About four a Clock, we faw the Sbio 
a flern give chafe to the Bark, and afterwards take her. About fix a Clock 
we parted the lllcOy««, leaving it to the Starboard, becaufe of the contrary* 

Wind. When wc were come near to it, they made a Smoak u mn the Tower ^ 
to give warning to the Goaft i and there we put out our Colours From that 
place wc made a Ship at the point of the Ifland, and on the other hand i et 
te-Boat, This Illc belMp to^GWyi; itis^u, „ot bslng Kii 
Miles in Circuit, but fruitful 10 good Wipe. On the South- fide of it there is 
a l«tk Tower, and a Caftle on the North fide, whicli has fifty Soldiers in 
Garifon, and about an hundred Inhabitants, who arc fomuch given to Shoot¬ 
ing Ctherc being great ftorc of Game upon the Ifland) j that for fivc-or fix 
j^und of Powder, they'll give you a Barrel of Wine, and thanks to boot. 

There, and before the ille they filh for ^chtutj^ and in Fifhme-fca-Tte Amho- 

fon, 10 many Boats come there upon that account, that about the Mouth of"Sr 
ALy, there are above five huudred Souls lodged in the Caftle.

S Vildd} nkht, aivd inorning, the revcnth of yifril^ the Wmtl wai 

fickfc, fotuctifflcs Wefttrl/, Eaflcriy, bet blew always fefb* 

and wc ftill kept on oar Coork \ btit Aftttddy the feventh of ( wJ^h was 

in the Holy Week ; about four a Clock in the morning, we m^e two 
Ships/nd a Bark, or Sloop, that bore up towards as, there being fo little 
Wind, that it was almoir a Calm- Ataut eight a Clock, having perceived 
the Spanitb Colours abroad upon the Ships and Bark, we put out the EngliEh 
Colours, and furled all our Sails but the Maintop-rail. This put them to a 
ftand, when they faw with what Rcfolution we waited for tlwm. So that be¬ 
ing within Cannon {hot of us, they all three came toCounfel together, and 
wf prepared to make a vigorous Defence, for it was too late for us now to 
Mw out feWes witli the hopes that they might be Friends; the ftorm Rad 
hovered To lone* that It muft needs break at laft, 1 could not then but r^ett 
uponmvLutk, that! fhould be Ship wrack’d in th« Harbour j for having been 
now almolt fesen Years abreni out of Fr4*re my Native Country, when I 
thought my ftlf C as itwrere ^ found and fafe at Home again, I law my felt

ever, wc were ati iff gow 

GtrfMitt as iwo Theatres, wherein the Inhabitants were to behold fa: eafe, 
and cm of all danger) the engagement we were about to enter in, like Gla¬ 
diators denined for their Divcriion - for wc were at an equal diltancc from 
both thefe Iflcs- In ihc meantime we made alt things ready* that were ncccl- 
ftry for our Defence, all the Chefls, Hamocks, and other Goods and Clothes 
that were in the Cabins, and upon the Gun-Deck, were carried aloft upon the 
Poop, that they might be no hindrance to the Traverfing of our Guns, and 
thaeproducedagoodcfieil- ForthcEncmicsbeingbufiedinplujidcringthcro, 
were in the mean time killed, and bclidcs, it hindered them from breaking 
rti with their Hatchets to the Cabin where wc werci which they muft have 
done to maftcr us, A hole was made in the Floor of the Mailers Cabin to go 
down to the Gun-Room, aud fo all through the Ship, where there wasocca- 
(ion ; and in cafe the Enemies (hould have rendered thcmfelvcs Mailers of the 
Great Cabin, we would quirkly have got down into the GUU'Room, and ha¬ 
ving made fall the Pailagc, blown up the Poop, and all tliat were upon ir, 
rhe Miin ynsd was Chained to the Mall with a great Iron-Chain, which no 
Hatthet could caDly cut ? for rf the Enemies could have brought the Main- 
yard upon the Deck, they would have made a great clutter in the Ship, and 
we fhoflld have been half overcome. All the Guns were Loaded, and the Iik 
S wMCf/rrM Pieces were charged with bunches of Grapes, (the fmall (hot, I 
metitioiictl before ). Water was put in all places of the Ship, to putoui Fire, 
if itlhould happen any where, AH things being tbns prepared, our Captain 
gavcThe rtcteiijry Orders, then made a Ihort Speech to his Men, end gave them 
ell a diachm of the tkiit1e,and then all cried, God fave the Captain. So bidding 
one another fjiewel, every one went to his feveral Poll \ fome to the great 
Cf.bin* others to the C,un-Rootn, feme to the Guo Deck* and others to the 
Fotc Ollle, there being a Man to commard in every Poflr For my part, I 
it ay ed wl t h the Gi ptain i n I h e great Cabin. The Ch i r urgioa w cut do w n i n t o 
the Hold, where he pre(med his Medkiues, ard flayed to take care of the 
Wounded Men that (houid be brought dow^n to him. After thefe Gcmlepicn 
had been in Counfel almoft two hours* their Boats carrying Men often from 
DiiC to another, they came up with ns. The Englilh. Mate who fpokc French, 

told 
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totd me, that MC.[h(mU have the Honour to 5re the frit and fall Oun j and 
immediately we lee ^ie three or four great Ihot at them, the £rii of which 
would certainly have funk the biggeft Ship,if the Bullet had been but half a foot 
higher, but it felt !n the Water dofe by the Ships fide; which feemed to one 
Courage Into them, for they thereupon made bud (houts. And the biggell 
Ship making a great Noife and Bravado, with a Trumpet he had, having hred 
Ibrac great ftot among our Rigging, which only graced upon our JMadr, about 
ten a Clock laidus onboard, and grappled with as on the Starboard fide, ly¬ 
ing along our Quarter, from the Stem ro the middle of our Waite. Immedi¬ 
ately welhut our felves into the great Cabin, and then the Guns went oJf Pdl 
Mcll on ail hands; the PMdcbt and Bark came up andhrcil their Jjroad'^fdes, 
endeavouring chiefly to Ihoci our Mafts by the ^rd, which would have been ■ 
a great advantage to them. They fired alfo fcveial Parttdj, charged with 
Murquctflior, which would have done great Execution, If we had benr Aloft $ 
but our Walls were Mufquct-prooir, and we could Jiear fliowcrs of If ullets bac< 
ter againft the Ships fides. Prefentjy fevcral of their men came on boaf*d of 
os, who ran up the Shrouds to endeavour to lee fall the Yards; and we brought 
them dowQ with fmall fhot, which we fired through holes purpofcly made. 
When they found thcmlHves To well plied with Mu^ueebot, and that all who 
were above Decks ( both in their own Ship,and on board of us J were riii]cn,for 
we fired out of the Port-holes and Shuttles, upon all chat appeared on twrd of 
them, and cleared the £)eck fore and aft, of all that came on board of us i 
many of them got up to tlic top of our thinking that the jccuicH place 
they could find, ‘and notion svas more to beleen upou the Deck, orany other 
part of the Ship, they who were aloft hiding themfelvcs the bell way they 
could< ThcBeU rung t^ce or thrice from the Forc’Calile, and prcftntly we 
fell upon our Bellies, but they who were upon the Poop hearing the Bell, got 
imm^ialcly upon the Shrouds, fo that there was no hitting of them i butfomc 
being perceived oue time upon the Poop, ( wltbcuit ringing the Bel)) they fired 
a Scfpa Ccf€rm from the Forc^Caftlc, which killed three or four of them. In 
the mean time, we kept firing with grat and fmall fhot, and if any of the 
' Enemy attempted to get upon our Pooiiover theSkuctlcs of the Cabins, we 
ealily prickt them, or ntatbem ihrougb with our Swords. Ac length, about 
three a Clock in the Afternoon, finding that the Enemies fired no more, we 
came out with our Swords andPiftols, and faw the J’««r«rirr and Bark, towing 
off with their Boats, and the great Ship grappled with ours, but no body ap- 
pcaringupon the Deck. We fent fomc great (hot after thofc that fled, and 
had we fired but as many more, perhaps they would have ftruck Sail and yield* 
cd tbcmfclvcs. So we had the Honour to fire the Grit and lait Gun. Then we 
oflered Quarter to cfaofc who were aloft upon our Malls; and as fail as they 
came down, we difarmed them, and eJapt them down into the Hold. The 
Captain was for fondiDg Men on board their Ship, but it feeming to mcltraugc 
that they (hoiild fo lofc their biggclt Ship,l cold the CapCuJn,That perhaps they 
only pretended to flic, to tempt our Men on board of that Ship, where lying in 
Ambulh, [hey might Blow them all up, that fo coming back agaio, they might 
have left trouble to take us.* He had fbmc regard to my advice, ami font no 
body. For my part, [ would not fuffcrinv Man logo, though he had a great 
miiid toiti not only bccaule I was afraid he might come to fomc harm, but 
alio that it might not be fald the French had Plundered any thing. At length, 
perceiving that the Enemies Boat carried fevcral out of that Ship on board 
theVeflels that fled, and ivas coming back for more. And being totd by a 
Man who had leapt into the Sea, to wvc himlctf by’ Swimming, (but was taken 
upj that there was no danger; though we afiiired him that hclliDuld die for 
it if betoMaLye: Our Men boarded the Enemies Ship, and prcfently took 
down the Spiinini Colours. They ealily afterwards mwlc themfehres Mailers 
of the Men that remained, whom they brought on board of us j moil part all 
Btvidy, and more than half dead for fear, for they expected no Qpatter. 
Among the rdt the Captain was taken, who was a young Dutch-man in the 
Spaniards Service^ be had twoMufquct Ihots in his right Side, and right Arm 
His Ship was called thcGrrar jiltxinAr, and was the very fame which 
bad taken by Surprife and Treachery, from the Cbtvulfar dt Sitat, and this 
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Fktian bad bought Jier from PafAckin, She carried eight and twemy Guns, 
and lixtccn Pttrtrji^ and the Captain told us, that the which w aigonc 

with the Bark» carried fixteen Guns, andlixand twenty/’rrwrfi, and the bark 
four Guns, and twenty four Pttrerai*, and that among thefn, they had in &U 
betwixtthree and four hundred Men. 

He then gave us an accouut, how the day before, they put to Sea out of 
parti FtTfAre, that havii^ made us, they had born up towards us, and that 
next morning (which was the fame day of this Engagement) being come op 
with US, they had held Connfel, and refoived that the tTrciu ^/caWi^r fhould 
lay us aboard, and ihc PatAcbe and Bark fhear aJong our fide, and fire thdr 
Broad-fide^cto us i that afterward the Bark fhould fall a Stern and take us 
from Stern to Stem, to beat our Men from the Guns, whilft the F,tt.iche lay 
'by our fide, and kept continually firing, and therefore they had put Twohon- 
dred arid twenty men on board the 6>^rfr jiltJfiwier, an Hundred and fifty into 
the Patofhf, leaving thirty remaining in the Sloop or Bark. Their rcfoluiion 
wa^in part executed, for the great Ship laid us aboard and grappled with us, 
but when the others as they Ihcarcd by us, law no Man above Deck, but only 
fix Guns to Icower the Deck, and many of ihelr men fell, they fired their 
Broad fides according to their promife, and then made the bell of their way, 
leaving the great Ship engaged, svho finding themfclves worfted byus, w'Ould 
have been gone alfo, and therefore font fcvcral Men to caft loofethcGrap' 
plings^ but their defign being unknown to us, we knocked them down as fait 
as they Ihcwed themfeivcs, fo thac*iio more of them durfb appear. He allb 
told us, That about the end of the Engagement, his Boat went three times to 
the fjti/rfif, or hnaller Ship, and carried awSy from him every time, as many 
Men as fhc could hold, it being out of his power to* hinder them ^ and that 
feveral attempting to favc thcmrclvcs by Swimming, were Drowned, He 
feemed to be enraged againlt the Captain of the Putdchcy who had fo abandon' 
cd him, and faid. That he would willingly give Three thoufand pieces of 
Eight, that he might kill him. We killed on board the CrtM jHexaadtrt thrcc- 
Icorc and five Men, and wounded above fifty. 

We were Cnee informed at Lt^mt, that ( by their own confdlion ) they lolt 
and had difablcd in the Engagement, an Hundred and fourlcorc Men, partly 
kitted on Ixiard ihctr Ships, partly dead of their Wounds afhoar j among 
whom was the Lieutenant of the Crtat ^ItxamliTy and partly Maimed. The 
6 'rr^ ylUx^titr had four or five (hot betwixt Wind and Water, which would 
have funk her CO Che bottom, if our Men had not fpeedtly flopC the Leaks; 
and the PAtache that ran for it, had alfo three or four foot betwixt Wind and 
Water, which would likewjlc have funk her to our view, if there had freen 
any rough Sea, We took Niaety three Prifoners, among whom were fomc 
French, who having taken on, fomc with Captain Lamtery a Fortnight; and 
iboic with Captain FMgaHty eight days before this Engagement, had left the 
Ships of ihefc two Captains at Porto Ftmfra, 

We loll but two Men, both killed by one Cannon Bullet, that going through 
and through. the Gun Room where they were, carried off one half of their 
Head, and dafhed their Blood and Brains againft the Tillar. We had alfo two 
Men wounded in the Leg with fmall flvot. The Prifoners being fearcbed and 
rifiicd, they untied ihetr Hands, and elapt them down into the Hold, where 
they hed ViAuals and Drink given them, and the Wounded were carefolly 
drefl \ fo that our Chirurgcon had none but Enemies codrefs. And "the Chi- 
rurgconof the( 7 rc.rt j^if.Tijfli/frtoidus, That he had never had fomuch Pra- 
aicc asethat day, for they brought him down Wounded Men, fafter than he 
could well turn to. In (hort, all the Prifoners were fo civilly ufixl, that they 
wondered a£ It, and faid, that they lived not fowell on board their own 
£btp; But there was a good Guard placed at the Hatches, both to hinder 
them from attempting any thing, and to hand dowu what they wanted ; as 
for the Captain he was lodged in the great Cabin with our Captain, where 
he was well look'd after, and wanted for nothing. 1 prayed our Captain to 
givctlw French their Liberty, w hich heprefently did very generoully, faying. 
That the French might command any thing on board of his Ship. The chief 
Mate and fome Sea-men, wfcrc font to fail the Prize. The two other foil with 
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much ado rowed off to the Ifle of and went back to Ptrte Ferrari. When 
all things were put ia order in our ShiI went along with the Captain to 
fee the Prize i we found that poor Ship ladly {battered, our Croft-bar {hoc 
had made great Havockin her, one of them had fplit ^ Perrer4 in two, and 
another fo mangled a Gunner, chat wc found an Arm, a ScUjr, and two Legs, 
and no body could tell what was become of the reft of him, 'fheic Croft- » 
bar-fhot arc round Bars of Iron^ three Fingers thick, and a Foot long [ ha¬ 
ving at each end a round knob of iron, all of one piece, they arc piit long¬ 
ways into the Gun, but when they come onr, they file crofs-ways, every way 
doing terrible Execution. There were dying Men ft ill on board that Ship, 
who could Dot be removed, becaufe of their Mortal Wounds; and the Dead 
were thrown over-board, fo foon as we were M^ers of the Ship, Wc found 
on board a great many Bales of Stuff, fine Cloth, and other things, which" 
they had taken fome days before in the two French Ships, 1 formerly menti- 
oned, and four thoufand pieces of Eight in ready Money. . 

We obferved chat that day was St, j^txandtr\ Day, and the Ship whicfi wc * 

took, was called the Great jitextmdtr. After wc had rcjoyccd a little, and • 
heartily praifdd God for our Adventure, wc made the beft of our Way; about 
feven a Clock at night, we had the Wind at South-weft, and ftood away 
North, fhe eighth of Jipril., about two a Clock in the Morning, wc 

failed by Gargond., a licile Sfland bcloaging to the Great Duke j leaving it to Qomnj, 
the Larboard, and Itcercd on our Courfe, with the Prize a-ftern of us. About 
five a Clock in the morning, from the lUain-top we difeovered thu Light of 
Lfgitra. About feven in the morning, we fpied a Sail to the Starboard, bear¬ 
ing towards us,* but Ihortly after it llccr^ away its firft Courft. About two 
a Clock in the Afternoon, we came into the Road of Le^ttrn^ and entered in 
Triumph, having on the Poop, and Main top-ma ft head, the Spanifh Colours 
under the Englifti, and the Trumpet of the Prize fbiJndcd, whiift the Prize 
came after us without any EniTgn abroad. So foon as we came into the Road, 
the Prize fired all the Guns and Petr eras with fhot, and then our Ship fired 
ieven Guns, and came to an Anchor. All the People were come to the Harbour 
to know what the matter was, for they had heard the Gnns when wc were 
Engaged; and befides a Bark having fee out from and feen our, En¬ 

gagement at a didance, came back again, allcdging that they were obliged to 
do fo, becaufe they had feen four Ships engaged, two againfl two, Wiien we 
were come in, and that from fhoar they faw a Ship without Colours, they 
foon concluded it was a Prize, but when they law the Spanilh Colours under 
the EngUni, their Afleaions were much divided. So foon as we were quiet at 
Anchor, aU the Eoglilh Ships faluted us ^ then the Health-boat came, and pus 
Waiters on board of us, to keep the People of the Town from mingling with ' 

os. To thefe we gave a full account of our Engagement, which they punflu- 
ally wrote down, how many PrUbuers vre had taken, and how nj^ny were 
Killed and Wounde<t, that they might lend the newsof it to the Great Duke. 

After that, all the EngUlh in Z.ffjrar«, and fevera] French, came in Boats on 
board to vifitiis, and congratulate our Viftory, wc faluted them all with three 
Guns a piece; fo that our Ship fired above two hundred Guns that day. Then 
they went to fee the Prize, which the Captain called his Child. Every Body 
was aftonifhed at this Viftory, for it had never been known before, that a 
Merchant-man took a Man of War, which had two others to afTift her. Our 
Captain was lb Juft to us, as to tcl] aU that came on board of him, that the 
French had had a great hand in faving his Ship, which the jaoieday went over 
all Legarn.^ and afterwards all over Jtdyt * 

Ec is certain enough we had our fhare in that Vi^ory, though wc were but 
five French-men In all, to wit, thrw Merchants of my felf, and my 

mafl. For the Englilh arc very nimble In Charging and Dlftharging their 
Guns, and will Fire three Ehot, before others can do two, and all the Officers 
of the Ship fought very well j but the Common Sea-mcD were in fuch a Maze, 
that they knew not what they did, and were puc in heart much by the French, 
who fired without intermilfion: So that my Man, called JehnGmUerval^ with 
thirteen (hot, killed fo many Men, (as all, that were on the fame Quarter 
affirmed who cafiiy faw what Esecutlon every fhot did.) Hardly any Guns 
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but thofe in the Poop were ufed, and c?cry time they were to be Trawerfed, 
the French mult lend a hand to if, for the Engl I Ih Sea*mcn feemed to be a 
llccp and laughed to fee the French tug at it. My man alfo ferved there fo 
eaeerly, that he cruJhcd one of bis Fingers betwixt a Rope and a PuUy of a 
Gun which he was bringing to, and I was afraid he fhould have been maimed 
« by it. I thought ray fdf djligcd to fay of him in this place, what all the 
men of the Ship have every where pablifiied, feeing it is all the Reward he 
had, for though the*Captain proroifcd him his fliarc in the Booty, (as in right 
it did belong to him as well as to all who fought); nevcrthelefV he gave him 
nothing, nor to any other of the French, nor indeed, did we ask any thing. 
In the mean time, (though we were in the Port) yet we kept good Guard 
a^ard in the Night-time, having all our Guns loaded with (hot, becaufe we 
had 3 fufpicion that feme Dutefi ShiiK, that were allb in the Port, liad a mind 
to take our Pri2e from ns, and the Great Duke feemed unwilling to allow us 
his Protection. Our Captain told me. That if thc:l3rcat Duke would not re- 
cciv ?5 him into Protection, he wasrelblved to kil] and throw over-board all the 
Prifoners, and then fttfail for E/jg/W with his Prize, This dclign wrought 
horrour in me, and 1 was roitdi in fbr they might pnt it in Execution j for 
I perceived they were inclinable enough to do fo: But at length, on Cwi- 
Fri^, about four a Clock in the Afternoon, the He^th-boat came aboard of 
us, and gave us PrjffJtt., eatring the Ship and mingling with us, which was a 
lingular favour j for weexpeCted at leaft to have made a Week or a Fortnight 
of All the Prifoners were ftt at Liberty, and put a-lhoar, and 

ne« day, SatardAy the twelfth of Afnl, we allb went a-lhoar.

T H E eighth of the Moon of. which was the eleventh of Nevt^ir^ 
the 6 riitidSimmer pitched his Camp before E*jrditft in the fame 
pUce where ( above an hundred years before) S*/f jh SelyntMt had pitched his t 
And the fame day he went to the Sepulchre of the blcfled l/fttm As-im-, and cal¬ 
led together all thc/^i^ferj, Enjbat^ and other chief Officers of his Armyj com¬ 
manding them to Draw up their fcveral men in Battel-array, and after that, 
allotted the Polls to all the Principal Commanders, cneompading his Camp 
with Horle, and placing all his Foot round bimielf Then he rode on Horfe- 
back roBnd about the whole Camp, and came jneo the middle, which was lb 
well Ihut in, that no body could go out or in, ivithout giving an account to 
Generals that were polled on the Flanks The fame day he caufed great heaps 
of Earth to be call up in aU places, where the Cannon of the Town could an¬ 
noy us, and ordered great quantities of Wood and Faggots to be brought, 
which facing mingled with tht Earth, made three Hills in as many places, tugher 
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than the Walls of and upon each of them hc caufed twenty pieces of 

Cannon to be mounted, which began to play next day by brwk of day. And 
ac the fame time, hecaufttl a high Tower to be raifed before his Panillion, 
on thetop whereof bUMaJefty mounted, and fa w (as otic of a Gallery) what 
was done in his Army, and within out of danger of the Enemies Gum, 

and there he ftot for all the great Men of the Law, juftiecs, and Militia, to 
whom he fairt: Vou ritieri, BfiUierbtiu and all the 

reft of you, whbm God hath put tinder my Obedience, think nbtihat I am 
come hither to return back again Wuhouc taking this phcc: No, I anl coffle 
with this great number of Soldiers faithful to the Law, to Conquer or die 
here, and therefore all and every one of you, ought to make the fame refoln- 
tion. For 1 am refolted with my own hand to kill the great men that IhalJ not 
do their Duty, aridcaufe thclnferiour to be put to death one by another, or 
by ththandsof the Enemy, and then will die myfcif; chat it n»y in-Hiltory 
be tranlmittcd to Policrity, that a SuccclTour of thc.Greflf Othnam died here 
wi^ a Million of men in defence of the Faith. 

After that, fofteniog hif Voice a little, and creating them with Icfs Iharp- 
nefs. Look you, ffaid he to them) the World is but a fmaJl matter, or 
nothing atatl^ he that dies in well doing, is well after Death, but he who 
(tics killing ab enemy of the Faith, is morts happy ih Paradife. Look you. 
Fathers, ("forfo I call the Old) and you Brethren who arc of the lame Age 
with me, for we are made of the fame Matter, let us do fomewhat that may 
oblige our great Prophet to be our Advocate, and that at the day of 

Judgment he may prefent us all before the Tribunal of God, faying to Him, 
Her care the Faithful who have fought valiantly for the greaceft Glory pf yout 
holyMaJeliy, and of hllyoUr faints ^ and in the mean ttm«, that it may be 
faU! tntimfi tocome, thrt »fc haVc had reft in this World, and gloty In the 
next. To attain to which, it is expedient to labour, and not to fear dan¬ 
gers, But why fliould you fear them, being called to this En^pcmcnt for 
the fake of our great prophet, who promifes us fo much favour before the 
Majeffyof the Great God? No, I do not think you do, and if 1 find that any 
of yon go not willingly to fight. Til kilt him with my own Swjprd. 

ThisWihgheard by all thut were ptefenc, they pht their hand upon their 
Head, andanfvvcred all unanimODily, That they were ready to obey his Im¬ 
perial Commands: And even ffomthence they began to fight without lofing 
of time^ aiKlthet?ri(iv<fS(fMcrcaured the PaviiUons of all the Chtrurgtons of 
the Army to be pitched near to his own, ordering all the Wounded men to be 
brought thither to be Drcft, which was done, and he hitnfelf comforted them 
with veG'good Words, and good Deeds j giving to every one forty or fifty 
Chcqmm, And it was found that in one day, he gave to feven hundred Wound¬ 
ed men, from whence yoo may judge, whether or not the fight was furious $ 
and caufed the pay of thofe that died, to be given to their Children, or thcic 
ueareff llelations. And during the thirty nine days that the Siege lafted, the 
Town being taken on the fortieth, his Majefty made his Prayers every day, 
and every night upon his Knees, proltrating himfelf upon the Ground, with 
Tears in his Eyes, And feeing every evening, we Cart^ away a little of the 
iamc earth, whereof Ramparts hsd been made to iecure us from the Enemies 
Gutis, in making our approaches to the Tdwu; We were got on tht tenth of 
the Moon of Chuhan^ clole by the Hrit Ditches, and Che commanded a 
great many fack^ of Earth to be thrown into them j which w’asdone with fo 
much diligence, and in fo great quantities, that in four days time they were 
filled up, and three other Mouuis were made, to the top w'hcrcof the Cannon 
which wtre mounted on the former were brought, from whence wc battered 
down one half of the Walls of SagjLtt^ the other half being burled under 
heaps of Earth all round, where the Cannon could not make a breach, A 
trioufand foot were fired into Ac Town, which hit againA certain Towers or 
SiGcples that rclfiftcd the Bullets, and made them rebound without any daui- 
mage from them, Ac the Poftof the SAtifidT which vvas by one of the 

Monnts,ihere were twelve Guns,and three great Cantons RoyaUw'bich continu¬ 
ally played into the Toviiii, and battered down 3 great number of Houfo, 
The Grand vmcr had his Poll at another Mount with the Rmuctitt from 

whence 
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whence they in^dc sa afliiult itito the Town, and took three Baltioos} bur 
. there he was killed by a E^lurquct'Hioc Je the Head, and three Beiliitrbttf were 
Wounded-, to wit, Chm Cd/waitr, Hibraim Ba0U , Baitterbry of Sir as , Kir 
Kjraiij Bs^i, who was BeiHierhty of Njtsiigy and Qwn^t ChJtbjn and 

icTcn jitjiheysy that is to fey, Cafflp-Maftcrs, and a great toany others kil- 
Jed. 

The jixteenth of the Moon of Ch^aHy \hsGtasdKts,ier died, the fcTcn- 
teencli Mujidfht BA^Hy who was BaiHa of the Sea, and Cnjnmtitn was pat iji 
his place, and the ilrandSigniar g3?e hitn the Seals. The eighteenth there fell 
fb much Rain, that we could not keep our Matches lighted, and we entred the 
Town with fo great Fury and Impetuofity, that the befieged begged Quarter, 
veiled their Standards and Colours, as a lign that they fnbuiitted to the Dil^ 
cretion of the Sttimfi, At the feme time the KUya^ C us if one Jhould fey ) the 
Captain of the'Arms, or Lieutenant and priucipaJ Officer of theOovernour 
of went to the Grand Kisjtr with a Scatfe about his Neck, and^is 

Sword wreathed in it, which is an Ignominious mark of Sobmiffiou, and 
begged both in his own and Mailer's name, Aaian, that is to fey^ Pardon or 
Mercy i and having obtained it, the Governour, named BektAchk^my came 
alfe, and tlic Grand Ktnicr leaving them both there, went to wait on the Grand 
Sfgniffr, to whom he related what bad happened, bcfcecbing him to feve the 
Lives of thole two poor Penitents, which he obtained. And forthwith, the 
Emperour commanded all to draw up in the ^It Equipage they could, to make 
n fair Jhew, and with great Pomp and MagniGceuce, caufed Btktachkban to be 
brought into his Pavilliou: Where being come, he was lb confounded at the 
LuArcof fo great Majefty, as appeared in all the Court of iht Grand Signmr^ 
that bis Blood was chilled, being able to fay nothing, but God h ffai/edf God 
be yraiftd. The Stiitaa fat on his Throne, and Btbiachkiinn fell upon the ground 
demandipg Pardon, and imploring his Mercy, which he obtained. The 
Grand Stgnior commandipg liiin to rife up, and draw near his Perfou, asked 
him many QucJtious, which he having anfwcrcd to his fetisfa^ou, he gave 
Him a Veil lined with Sables, with a Dagger and Girdle let with precious 
Stones, and a Plume of Hcrons-top opoo an Eofign, of great value; fending 
him back into the Town, with orders to fend out toliim all the chief Com-' 
manders and Officers: And to tell the People, That they who would continue 
in bis Service, Jliould be welcome, and the relt dirmiJIed without Arms | or 
if they would obllinately Hand it out, they Qiould all be put to the Sword.- 
Then Beki-Khk^fan proltratiirg himfelf again upon the Ground, molt humbly 
thanked his MajeJly, promifiug to be his Slave^ not with one, bur with a 
thoufend Souls. Which is a way of Ipeaking, that takes very well in Tur- 
kilh, and rcinmed to the Pavlllion of the Grand Ptx.{tr , from whence he 
lent his Kiaja into the Town, to make known the Grand Signior'^ plea- 
fure. 

But before he was got there, the Soldiers in the Grand Kiz-ier's polf^ 
entered at the fame iultant by the Gate, called Htman afi.anay and began to 
plunder the Houfes. SixChami that were in the Town, (who arc in Btrpay 
what the Baibas are in Turliic ) feeing this, could not endure it with patience, 
butetted out, that they had fatisli^ cueir word to them, feyiug. That af¬ 
ter they were received to Mercy, they were nfed with Rigour, and got tO' 
gether as tnauy Soldiers as they could, at the Gate called Cara Capty and 
they who would not follow them, asked Quarter. But our men were fo hot 
upon Slaying and Plundering, that they would not hearken ro them, and 
killed all they met, during the whole night that this Sacking lafted ; abd God 
knows what a valt number of Per bans died in this AAion. Morning being 
come, the fekl Chamt with Hfteen thoufend men they got together, fet theit 
Soldiers to the Wall, and ivith their Swords couragioufly defended them^ 
felves: Which being cold the Snitnuy he commanded all the Soldiers of the 
other Polls to enter the Town, and put all to the Sword i but being entered, 
forac fubmiticd thcmfclves to the will of the Cj-W SignitTf and the reft Rood 
it out till they were killed. Of the lalt there were Ten thoufend vrho were 
killed, and Five thoufand of the others, and the fix Cbamt were made prb 
Toners j whofe names arc Afeyrc Cbanty the Grand Kt^itrj Prifoner, with the 
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Governour MirfAtA AliihtikhiiTt^ and La Etta AfAxttfn , Ojftitt 

Cbamj of tlw Sdtttmr and Mtib CW, witb twelve other great Men,* 
one with Offein Ba^a^ heretofore Balia of Catrt. The Five thonfacd Perhans 
who asked Qtiaitcr, were guarded by a ButUtrbty, tiU they were paft the 
Army, to hinder our Soldiers from injuring them. But thti^raniFtsLier fee¬ 
ing them pafs by his Pavillion, alfenibled all the chief Commanders who were 
near him, and faid to them: Why do we give Quarter to thole Dogs who 
have no Faith, and never keep their word ^ They have not rendered roJun^ 
larily, but we have conftrained them to do it by force,God having for that end 
Btcngthened the Arms of our valiant Soldiers. Are not they the feme whom- 
w'C overcame at Rivoa^ to whom the SMltan Ihcwed fo much Goodnefs and CJc- 
niency, who having given them Quarter, fent them away with their Arms 
and Baggage, but they unthankful for that Favour, cut in pieces Ten thou- 
fund of our niea,whom they took at a Dlfadvantagef What IhaJI become of the 
bl<^ of the Faithliii whom they have fo cruelly MaUacred i Mercy was granted 
them on condition that they yielded without fighting; But having lince obfli* 
nately relifted,thcy have rendered tbemfelvesunworthy of ic,and be it ask wiJ/ 
though the CTaml Sigmir hath pardoned them, yet 1 pardon them not. And 
all of a fudden, he commanded Nauvy jinUy, jidrtvh Mahrmet Ba^a., 
rAtyBaffa, Chut Cafmaiar^ HfkAhim Bafa^ ^fla of Sivaj^ to fell upon them 
and cut them in pieces. Which at firlr they refufed, atlcadging for excufe* 
that the Emperour ^d pardoned them. But for their Jultihcatton, he gave 
them the Command in wnting, raking the blame f if any were) upon him- 
fclfi by vertuc whereof, they went and executed hi$ Orders. Which made 
the GrWSifmV fend for him in great Rage, asking him. Why he had given 
fuch Orders contrary to bis Promife, aud violated the Faith he had g^cu > 
To which the Cratsd PV!.rtr replied Irreverently, That if he had Ihcwed chem 
Mercy,for his part he would not, for theteafons afore memioned * which he re¬ 
peated to the SAian, Who having confidcred, and retleftcd a little upon what 
be had heard, pulled off the Veit be had on, and gave k to the Grand Fizatr 
praillug him for what he had done. * 

[n Ihort, There were in Ba^t^ One and thirty thoujind pick’d and choice 
Soldiers, aud Twenty thouland Volunteers, all whom we have put to the 
5 word, not one having efeaped to carry the trews to the other Towns of PtrEa 
We have made the lupputation by the Mufler Rolls of the five that 

are Prifpners. And there has been no fnch Battel fought againfe the Ptr- 
/4IU, no not in the time of KhA^tua, when the Battel was fought twtwixt 
Suhan Sfhja, ihc Father qI ^AxanSAymipt^ and Chal^imatt^ King of Pw/fj. 
wherein above an Hundred thoufand men were hilled on both lidcs. ' * 

The eighteenth of the Moon of CbA/smy being Friday^ the City of Batiat 
was entirely delivered up to the Cr«na SifAi^r, with the Grace of God and 
the Benediftion of the People, who feem to have got new Life. When the 
belieged faw chat they could no longer refill tbc Will of God, who vifiblv 
favoured the Arms of our great Emperour. They hilled all their Wives and 
young Children and Ham-ftrung four or five thoufand Horfes of great value 
that they might not be fcrviceable to ns, Btktachhbaa (to whom the SAtJ^ 
made fuch fair Prcfcnts, as you havefeen before) having entered the Town Pov- 
foned himfelf one Night, and was found dead in the Morning, and buried like 
a Dog. Before tbc Oraird Si^mv fet our from Ctnjiaatitnryle, there came an Am 
bafladour frem the King of Perfuy who was Arrefted by command from the 
SAun^ and he bath been under Guard to this prefcnt. The Lrmd Simier

And I will reduce his whole Coontry to fuch a ftate, that there 
fliall no: be a Houfe Handing in Ijp^, and Erdebil, nor in any of hts

boatd; then we Ikercd away Eaft.South-Eafi ;lhart]y after the Wind fo flack- 
ned that we were'becalmed, 

Afwidaj morning about break ofday wcwerc got tery near the Land of 
Sicily^ to the Wind-ward of C#po i(««ovcr againfi AUrfsU : k is fiv e hundred 
miles from Ltgem. Wc made ftill fomc way in our courle Eaft-South-Eaft, 
notwithfbnding the Calm which lafted till noon, when the Wind blowing 
Irefher, we coaft^ along Stciij pretty near the Shear, about four a dock af 
rernoon the Wind encreafing a Iktic, wc ftood away South-South-£aft, and 
this fair weather bt^lnnlng w ith the New Moon, made the Captain repent 

that 
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chat he had not pafled through the Phare of whicli would have faved of 

him fifty miles in hts courfc; but then he told me that he durll noc venture * 

through fb dangerous a palTage in the Winter-time when Storms are [?j Tre- 
tiucnc, and the rather ahout^ew Moon, when commonly the VVinds charge. 

Towards the evening we were becalmed, and had a breeze again in the be¬ 
ginning of the night ; and in that manner the Wind fell and rofe feveral rimes 
during the night. That day, we took rwo Mtinms or Sea-Eeles which were 
in the Filhcr mens Wells ; this Filh is dainty Food, bur the Skin of it is SJimey, 
and is lb full offmall bones, that if one have not a care, he may bcchoaked 
by them; it is lhaped like a common JEcle, and dies lb Toon as it is out of the 
Water. 

Titefdaj^ ycry frefhEaft-North-EaQ Wind rofe with the Sun, and we con¬ 
tinued our courfe Sourh-South-Eaft; about ten of the clock in the mornit^ 
theWindoeafed and left us in a Calm, over again ft Metire Gihe/U, which y 

fawfq plainly, that we could ealily perceive k was covered with Snow, A ‘ 
little after, we made a Ship on bead, but becaufe it flood in to Shoar we 
thought they were afraid of us. The dim lafled till night; during which 
we had fometimes Breezes of Wind, and fometimes Calms, with which we 
made a little way. 

ireAnefJaj morning we were got in fight of leven hundred miles ^Mu. 

from L*S6f», and about two hundred from Sicily^ which we had not yet iofl 
fight of. He that looked out, made a Sail towards Malta. At fir ft we were 
in a dead Calm, but a little after we had a very great Sea from the Welt 
which rolTcd us fuffidently, though there was not a breath of Wind : we there¬ 
fore furled our Sails, and that fowling Sea lafted till one of the clock at noon; 
when there arofe a gende North-North Eaft Breeze, which made us (])read 
our Sails, and hand away Eaft-South-Eaft, that we might make CanJit^ ftven ^ * 
hundred miles from Malt a. ^ That Wind lafted not above an hour ; ib that 
we were becalmed till about eleven a clock at night, when wc had a ftiff 
North Gale, with which we ftiU continued our couric ^ft-^uth Fafl. 

That frefii Gale lafted all till night, arid then we had a ft tong guft 

of Wind with fome Rain: when that was over, we had fair weather, the 
Sea becoming Calm in a moment, though before the ilain it wasexc^ing 
roi^h : but half an hour after the weather and Sea began to grow rougher 
than before, and then Calmed again, which happened twice that nigh r. Du¬ 
ring thefc gufts the Sea was fo rough, that it was not poflihle to ftand upright 
in any place of the Ship, fo ftxangely was fhc toffed, bccaufc of a fowling * 

Sea that came upon u$ on poop and on both fides; the roughnefs of the 
in poop was occafioned by the violence of the Wind, and on the Star-board 
by the currents of the Gulf of Fmkr, off of which wc were, and never thclefs Gu!/ of tv 
wc made betwixt eight and ten miles an hour. About midnight it blew frcfli 
from North-Weft, with which we bore away Eaft and by &uth, that we 
might not ftand too far off of the Gozo of CamlU. 

That Wind lafted all Friday the lirft of Fehruary \ 3 bant night we had imoo- GtK(otfCjji^ 
ther Water, the Sea on poop only remaining, which with the Wind that 
(bifted about to the Weft, and blew frefli made us run above twelve miles an 
hour; but about ten a clock at night wc had a fwclling Sea again which made 
us row! all night long. 

Next day wc were troubled with the fame weather, and ftrong gufls of 
Wind by firs. About night, fmee we had not piadc the Land of Candif, as 
we espied, by realbn of the cloudy dark day, it wasconfultcd wharcouide 
wc fliould fleer ; every one brought forth bis oblcrvations, and all agreed in 
general, that our courfq was to the Windward of the Gozo ofCandie ; but be- 
cauJc oneamongft them, according to his account, let off our courfe betwixt 
CattMe and the Goz^; though it was known he was in a mtftake, l^lng accor¬ 
ding to his own account, we muft then have been very near, and almoft up¬ 
on the faid Gozj'i neverdielels for greater lecurity, it was thought fit to fpare 
Sail: and therefore all the Sails except the forc-Sail, were furled, and the 
Ships head turned due Eaft-South-Eaft, leaftwe might run too near the Shoar, 
the Watch looking out (harp alt nightlong during which the Wind was very 
high andftorcnjj whkh exceedingly tefleaus.

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Sattdity about breuk of day, wc tacked about and ftoodNcrrh Eafr, that wc

nine in the morning we racked abcot^anJ Hood North-Weft, and about three 
;i Clock after Noon, tac^ked again and bore away South-Weft ■ we had after¬ 
wards feveral Flurries that brought great (howersof rain with them, which 
were ffion over. About five in the Evening the Wind turned Weft- 
Nor h'Weft, and we racked about that we might get to the windward ofAitx- 
from which we wereftili aboutan hundred and ten Miles diftant, and 
thcmforc we bore away North. In this ruanner iVe plied to and again a- 
guinft our will ■ and it was obr misfortune*that we knew not where we 
wer^ oncly beraufe we had nor made the Ifland of CW/f, from whence ^fnerreuref 
vvirh [liat Wind we might eadly liave come to AUxenJria in two Days and id 

one Nights time; and the tearon why vrcniade it not plainly, was that th^ 

Ship had run two hundred Miles more than we had reckoned, and that * 

when wc thought our Jelves to he a: the beginning of Candu^ we were al- 
moft quire paft ir, as we fince obfervod. The Wind blew hard, and wc had 
(cvcral gufts in the Night tiitie. 

Wehcldon the &me courlc ftllt untiH jV/Way, when ahnat eleven a Clock 
in the Fore-noon we tacked, and bore away South-Weft: In the Evening 
the Moon three hours after the full was eciipfcd: I cannot tell ar what 
hour that Eclipfe began, of how many parrs it was, nor how long it con¬ 
tinued ■ becaufe fhe role overcaft with Clouds, fo that we could not Ibc her 
but when (he was coming out of the Eclipfe; as near as i could guefs flic 
had then been up near an hour, and rhe Sun had not been fet half an hour 
at which rime /he was aJmoft halt cclipfed. The Eclipfe decreafed from 
the time we perceived ir, and ended half an hour after : The Almanacks of 
AUr[tiiUi fiiretold it to be very great about two or thice a Clock after Noon 
and by con/equcnce affirmed that it could not be ften: In the Night the Wind 
atwted much, and fodid the Sea, which in the day time had been very rough 
and high. . ^ & 

Tuejtby morning the twelfth of Feiruarj, we pefccived rhe Sea very 
white about us, and he that looked out cryed Land, fomc thought it ro be 
Djwjiettt, and others Hen^utr j In the mean, time that wc might not fall to 
I he Lee ward, we continued our courfe South-Weft. About eight of the 
Cluck-wc tacked and flood North Eaft; and a quancr of an hour after the 
Wind turning North-Weft, we bore away Weft-South-Weft: after an hours 
lailing wc found rhe Water to he fo little brackifii that it was almoft frefb, 
and he that looked out thought he made /iiifftr?: Wheceforc thinking that we 
knew where we were, we tacked about and flood away North-Nonh-Eaft.

h'tdnefda/ sboui four in the morning, we tacked and fleered our conr/e 
Eaft-North Eaft, and two hours after, the Wind blowing frcfticr, we tacked

/aw to the Lar-board, land vmry near us, whiih we all took to be the Land 
hetwiKt Riinfuer and fb that we continuwl our coUrfe,lioping quickly to 

fee the Roti^ner ■ and that till eleven in the Forenoon, when having difeover^ 
the Mails of fcveral Saichf'wo: thought our (elves to be off and on with r«, 
and ili we found our felves far out in our account ; wherefore having tacked 
about, wc bore away Eaft-North-Eaft ; about ten of the Clock at Night wc 
tacked again, and ftood Weft-South-Weft, and after midnight we badfevetal

Tburfdaj murniug the fourteenth of Fthruaryf the Wind flackened a little, 
but we had (evcral gufis till Npofi : about eleven in the Morning he that 
looked out made the RoutiHtr, and an hour after wc eafily faw it upon the Bouquer 
Dcck; a little kfter we ^dc the Fariikn or Light-houfeof Alexandria, where ^ 
we arrived about three in the Afternoon, when wc enreretl the Haven by 
the South.

Of what happened in-the way from Alexandria to 
Sayde, and from Sayde to Damalciis. 

I Parted on the twenty elghthofRirtfjry about 

nine ot tne clock in the morning in a Germe or open Boat; bur (wing the 
Wind wwTOrw, and that we weretecalracd in theaftemoori, weput ina- 
gam to the Har^r of which we bad palled. OnBxard of tbaTov™* 

ttere was a Ctr^r of Barborj who had long followed thatcourfe, and had a 
Stop of bisown in ; Thar man who had fcen a great many French 

men, nay and had had li^veral of them in his power, would not believe that I 
was one j butairured me that one would always take me for a Livantme m 
ther than a French man: 1 was tK»:at all troubled ro find that I was lb uxll 
difguifej, for in travelhng through nikyi it -it good to havefo much of the 
Atr of the Ojumrey, that we niay not be uken fte ftrangers,unlel 5 we plafc. 
Nett day about five of the cl«k in-ihc morning we fet our, and about ten of 
the clock entred the Channelof JVr/^, where we itoind a man in a Boat, who 

where the ShelvcsaTc, yecthcre is need oTlUch^a man for a guide i beraufe the 
Rircr-bnngmgagrcat deal of6ni!sw‘th it, tbepaUages aiidailyohoak^ Up, 
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which were oavigiibk two hours before; and on the contrary, walhlngaway 
1 (lands, which it bad made, and which appeared to be out of reach of the Wa¬ 
ter, it makes ways for Veffets, in places where before one might have walked 
dry fiiod ; and this mans buJlneS is to found every hour of rhe day, that fo 
he may be able to Jhew the right Channel; and the \iaftets of the Gttmcf 
pav him for his pains, 

At noon we came to R^^o.wherel (aw manner the of making Sorbet,whilft Rofltfm 
I haiJ there. They made ufe of an hundred and fifty R9ttef of Sugar broken the tftnef 
into (mall pieces, which they put into a great Kettle over a Ere, with a Jictle 
water to dilJblvc it, when it was ready to boil, they skimmed it, and poured in 
five or fix quarts more of water, to make the skum rife better ; they put ir in 
by fpoonfuUs, and wet the fides of the Kettle to cool them. Half an hour af- « 
ter they mingled a dozen whites of E^s, with four or five quarts of water 
and having beat them a Itttlewltb the water, alt was poured into the Kettle 
at four or five times, and then they began toskim again, till a little after thev * 

ih-ained it through a Cloath, and that they call darifyine of the Sugar* Af- * 

rerwards they divided that Dquor into three parts, of mtich they puca third 
into a great Kettle or Caldron over the fire ; and feeing that Su^r from time 
to time was like to boil over, they made h fettle, by throwing Jn two or three 
Egg fhels full of Milk. When they knew it to be boiled enough, after it bad 
been an hour upon the fire, they tooklt off ; it looked then very yellow and 
two men feta ftirring of k with wooden peels ; fo that the more they forred 
k, as it grew cold it became the thicker and whiter. Wbenk was a jktle 
thickened ; they put into it about two glafe-fulls o(||e Juice of Limon boiled 
as I (hall tell you hereafter: Then they fftrred It a^ti to mingle all well ro^ 
gccher, and a lirtleafter they pur into it about two f^nfulls of Rofowafer 
in which Ibmc Musk had be^ diflblved, feveral adding thereto Amb^reafe 
Then again they ftirred it till it became like a Pafte, and afterwards put it in¬ 
to Pots; the fame they did with the other two parts. With an hundred and 
fifty of rhefe they filled twenty nine Pots; therein they fbent a little 
Bottle of Rofe wat^, with Musk which coft a Crown. When rh^ have a 
mind to make it of a vioIet-CoIour, after the juice of Limon, they put of 
the Syrrup of Violets into it, which is made by pounding Violets with Suear 
which they clear from the drcggs. To make the juke of Umons, a great 
many Limons are prelTed, and the juice exprefled, boifedin aKetde’ but 
the Kettle muft be full, and boil along whife UDtiU the juice be reduced to 
the quantity of fix or (even quarts; In die mean rime they bum above an hun¬ 
dred wdglu of Wood, and cannot boil above two Kertlc-fulls a dav* that is 
above tenor twelve quarts; it Is of a blackifli red colour, fbarpand bitter* 

In the over ag^inft and as far as DamUttei there is plenty of Ctefo. 
fine Fowli which the people of the Countrey call Garden-Cocks, that is in ra i ■ 
jirahuK Die eigaft : they areas bigas ordinary PtiUcts, having the Belly and 
Wings of a violet-colour above and black bdow, the Head and Neck of a ^ 

violet colour, the Back greenifti brown, a Tale like a WoodOrck, which is 
white underneath, a long Beak like a Parrot, and a little crooked* bur of a 
lovely red colour; it reaches from the Crown of.rhe Head, where there is 
u kind of a flat Plate of the feme (iulf, and all looks like Horn; t^ir feet are 
as big as Pullers feet, but longer and arc red, but of a paler red than rha 
Beak; they keep in the Marfiics. 

At Rojjette 1 found a bark bound for Barttth^ but bccaufe there were Soldi* 
ers ready to go to they fuffered no Sail to put out, leaff the Chnfii 

ans might have advice of it. At leMth the Soldiers teing gone for Altxan- 
dria^ our batkj wherein the Aga of the CafUc of Rojjino had a lhare, was 
fuffered nrivatcly to depart: So that Monday the nineteenth of Marcb about 
nine of the Clock in the Morning we put out. When we wercalmofl at the 
mourb ot the River, we were forced to fend our the Boar on head lodrop an 
Anchfjt (cvcral times, thatfo we might tow our felves^ till about Noon being 
got out of the River, with a Weft-South Weft Wind we made alt the foil we 
could and boreaway North Eafi* Three hours after we fteered an Eaft and 
be South courfe, the Wind having (hifted about to South-Weft, though it was 
fo fraall that wo wcio altnoft becalmed. In the Night time we few a great 
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<]eal of Ugbrnlng at a cliftance from us, and then the Wind blowing frefher 
fmra South, wc ftood away Eaft-North-Eaft, It is uncafje roitieft)|;ivea 
tfM mjbip'f relatioti of this Voyage, fo much it vexed nw, our Crew confilted of hftcen 
Cnttf. men, who did nothing but Ifcep rill Noon, and after they had quarrelled to* 
gctfaerai Dinner, fell a finging and playing, and would not vouchfafe to Air, 
too look out aloft, pump the fliip, or to do any other fcrvice. All that I 
ctjuldeetofthera during the whole Voyage was once to pump the Veflel. 
They nnd nothing to throw out the Water with but the Neck of a Bottle, 
and if the Veli^ made but the ieaft Travel, they thought thcmfelvcs loft. 
One Night when we bad bad Weather, the Vdfel rowling to and again,tht ee 
or four times thejr were upon the point of laundiingthe Boat, and forfaking 
the VdTcl, which flood in need of nothing, but a little Vigilance. They had 
no ScA'Cart to ftt off their Courfe by ; and when I asked them where we 
were, they made me anfwer, that they could not tell, after fo much tacking. 
* Atcixry turn they &id to me jiltjii JCrr™, that's to lay, God is great, td- 

i * ling me with all that once they had made t hat Voyage being but one Night 

gut at Sea. Amongft them there was no diftindion of Mailer, they jeered 
and abuledone another openly, and no body could hinder it. The Rtii ne- 
vercoflitnandcd any thing to be done, but with tears almoft LnhisEyw, and 
frampmg with his foot like a Child j lb that we teemed to be utterly loft ; and 
indeed,they all inade a fool of him, and imitating his vmce bid one another do 
what lie ordered, without ftirring in the leaft. In fhort I bclievethefo Blades 
bad never been at Sea ina ftorm, going and coming commonly, as they told 
me, in fair Weather. A 

'Jmefdnf and all JVtdmJSi) almoft, we had (liccelRvely Eaft and South Eaft 
Winds, which made us bear away North-North-Eaft ; at length on fVednef- 
dajf about ten of the Oock at Night the Wind turned Wefterly, and we bore 
away Eaft-North Bail. 

Next day being exafUy mid-Jent, the Iknc Wind blew tempeftuoufly, and 
the Sea being very rough, werowled 16 as every moment we were like robe 
overfet; The sky was extremely overcaft on all hands, and amongft other 
fierce gulls which we met with from time to time, we had one about half an 
hour after hvein the Evening, wherein we had like to have been call away. 
Seeing ihde lazy Lubbords law it a coming, they took the pains to furie 
themain foil, and left none abroad but the fprit-failjWhilft that ftorm lafted we 
were darkned, as if we been under foroe great Vault, it lafted almoft 
half an hour with great violence, and in the mam rime all were very lilenr. 
To wharhandfoever we looked, wefaw nothing but ftormy Clouds and 
this was Hill foliowing us, neverthdefo when it was almoft ^nr, we made 
Mourn CftTMti : Immediatdy wc bore away Eaft, and foiled with l^ind in 
poop towards Acre^ but having no more but about half an hour of day and 
it being impoHiblc, all the diligence we could ufe, to come up with it fe- 
Ibrcit were an hour aftcrNight, we tacked about and Hood North, for fear 
of tunnibga ground. In the Night-time we had many furious gulls, and a 
great deal of Li^tning. A little before that great ftorme I have been mcn- 
tiomng fell, we faw about two hundred paces from us a Flock of little red 
niA ftrA. Birds flying, 1 thought at firft that the reftexbn of the Sun made them look 
to be of tbacColouri but feeing it continued fo long as they were in liabr 
and that the Sun was overcaft, I concluded that it mull be their natural 
Colour. 

Ffidaf^ morning the two and twentieth of Marrh we had IHU feveral Flur* 
rics; howe?ec(the Weather clearing up a little,) wefteered our courft Eaft- 
Nonh Eaft, and about Noon pall’etl by Suidt in our way to Bunth which '\s 
Satwh. twenty miles diftant ^ h. But when we were near the Cast of Barstth 
the Wind chopping about to North-Weft, we were forced to tack about and 
Hand away South South-Weft that we might put in to Saidt^ fmee we could 
»wt get to Burutb^ and that was lucky for us ; for we were told at Satde that 
was a C*r/«r about Buruth, into whofe hands we mull have folJcn ffwe 
had contmu^ couife chat way. So foon as I came a-lhoie the Cuftomer 
who was inbia Office, called me to him, and having asked me who I was, I 
told him I was a Fr***, which he would not believe j until! a Turk who un-

things brought a (hore which he cleared at the Cuftome- houfe without any 
coft toms ; I received fb many Civilities from him during my flay in thaf 
Town, that 1 wifhl were able to publifh all the World over, that he is one of 
the moft gallant and obliging ^ntlemcn living. 

Satdt is a fmallTown very til built, having a good Cafile ftanding upon a Satde.

Tomb with two Stones erodted over it ; the People of the Countrey fey it is 
the Sepulchre oiZtbulm^ and that the diftance of the two Stones fhews the 
length of his Body.; tf it be (b, he muft have been a very proper man, for 
ihcle Stones are abkit ten foot dilhnt one from another. Tt is but three years 
fince there was a ac Saidti formerly it was governed by a 

but the SnwgiaeAi of Stfet hath bCOT annexed to Ssiit and its dependances, 
and both together eredled into a Balhaftiip. The day that I departed I few 
the Batha enter the Town,hc was attended by abour three hu’ndrcdHorle-mcn, 
livell mounted ari^ armed, fome with Carabines, and others with Bows, Ar¬ 
rows and Buckler, and all with a Ihablc by their fide : in the rear of the 
company there were a great many Players on Tymbrels, Hdboys, and fuch 
like Inflrumcnrs ; amongft the reft one kept tune by knocking two little Plates 
of Copper one againft another. * 

The chief Traffick of SaiJe confifts in Silk, and therefore there is abun¬ 
dance of Mulberry-trees in the Fields about, and fo loon as they^fan get but 
a little piece of a Rock, if they can make two fingers breadth of Earth hold 
uison it, there they plant a Mulberry-tree at Saidt. I batgainod with a 
cft or Menhir to carry me to Damafem, Mottvre comes fr^ the Arabick word 
Kira^ which (ignihesto let, to hire, as one would fey a l^br out of Bealls to 
‘ hire. He wastofurnifh meudth aHorfo for my felf^ and two Mules, one for sa. sLirrie af 
my Servant and another for my Baggage ; befides he obliged himfclf to dear 
me of all the Cnffartif and I payed him fnttcen Bockelsand a half fe Dj- 

Titefdajf the five and twentieth of Mareb abous eleven of the dock in the 
Forc-noon, I pai red from Saide ; we came to our lodglr^g at Lahria about 
live a Clock in the Evening: we travelled ail daylong mounting throilgh 
very good Corn-fields, and the reft of the ground by the road that was not 
lowed, was covered over withDaffad'iis andFurecs in the bloflbm, with other njiffajHi add 
like forubs that yielded a very pleafent profjpedt So foon as we were arri- Fur^ts, 
ved, a Tchrbadgi ot' Deme fin t, encamping hard by under a Tent, being infor¬ 
med of the Moucre that there was a Fratitk there, lent for me ; and having 
rreared me with Coffee, asked me if 1 had any relation to Menjitnr Mvrmeini 
a Chirutgeon of who negotiated fomc Affairs a t for ihe 

Merchants of SSide: I cold him 1 was, without mentioning in what degree, 
for our Kindred is onely derived from the Patriarch Neab. lie cold me that 
he was his friend, and made me to underffand leveral times, that ifl l^ida 
mind to buy afhes, he would be my merchant ; but all my anfwer was that 
Ijvas too poor to be a Merchant, and that jny bufinels was to go to my 
Xiniman. 

LabatU is a miferable little Village, where we could not find lodging, and L^baiij- 
the beft accommodation we bad ro lie in, was a little place at the end whereof 
there was a pane of a Wall; our Mules were made faft hard by , and wepoft- 
ed our fel vis near the Wall in thc.opcn Air. 

Next day being (Vedne/dn^ the twenty fixth of Marcb^ we parted about 
five in the Morning, the ground being frozen wtha (harp cold Wind. Our 
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wav was bad and ftiil upwards; and wc (bon caine m fight oi a Caftlc upon 
a hiabhiUbcroreus, which is-called Skbttf, and is pretty large and fquare i 
it depends on Sffa which is but two days Journey from ir: Thar Caft'e ts 
itrowK bv fdtuaebn^ for it is maccelTible, but yet was inhabited, \ Vc kft ic 
CO the righr, and went a great way to find out a defeent into a place, Irom 
whence wc few a very deep Valley, where a River runs, which they call 
Ltitam, [ ha c makes many turnings and windings; iris at leaft hve fathom 
broad and very rapid. During a quarter of an hour we defirentled by a very 
dangerous way ; tor tlie leaft falfe ftep was enough to make one tumble down 
into rhe River, and that from a great height coo. Being come down we 
kept along that Water, following the cutrenr, and a hftle from thence crol- 
(tidic upon a ftonC'Bridge of two Arches, about three fathom high, which is 
called Hanhla. There, Pallcngers pay a Fiitjire and a half a head, I mean 
the Chriftians, for Turtt do not pay fo much. Having pafled the Bridge, 
wc ftood olTa little from the Water, ftill afeending, and had tn view the 
Hill that we had left on the other fide,which appeared pieafantcr unto us than 
‘'when wc were upon it; for it was very high and feeighc and alt covered o* 
ver with Trees. After we had travelled about half an hour In ways where 
it would have been very dangerous to fall; we came juft over agalnft the 
Caftle ofSkheip, which is upon a very high and fteepHij!; Some time after 
we came into a Plain, and an hour after to another far larger, but uncultiva* 
ted and full of ftones as the former was, though both looked very green. 
In this Plain wc met a Caravnn of Camels .loaded each with a Milhnone j 
I was told that rhefc ftones came fromOriiff, which is live days Journey from 
thence, and that they carried them to Saidt^ to be tranfpcBrrcd into E^fpr. 
Having paft that Plain, we came over bad way to a ftonS Bridge of three 
Arches lying over a Brook four or five fathom broad; when we nad croffed 
ir, we mounted by a worle way, full of ftones bad enough to make Mules 
that were not loaded to break rheir Necks; and that lafted till we came to our 
Lodging at £fr.!iti^ where vpcarrived two hours after, during all that way, 
befides Hones we had a great many torrents add fuch dirty deep ground, that 
t he Mules §ftcn ftuck. 

This Village of Batiht is very Inconfiderable, nevcrtbeleft when hereto¬ 
fore the Chtiftians were Matters of it, It was a good Town : it lies at the 
foot of a Hill, on the top whereof there is a great Caftle uninhabited; this 
place depends on He Baftia of batnaftus. VVe found no better Lodging 
here [hun tlic Night before, for having croffed a f^are Court, we entered 
under a Vault two foot deep of Horfe-dung. and dull minted together; our 
Lodging was appointed us in chat place, and feeing the Court was vaulted all 
round, under which they bad put the Mules, and a Caravan of Aflb ; we 
were (o incommoded there, that Ibfbon as the Beafts begpn to ftir, they rai¬ 
led a tluft tliat ipoilt all the Viftuals we had prepared to cat; all the pleafure 
we had, came (fom a little door chat opened towards the fide of a River that 
nms by it, and which is at leaft three fathom broad, but vety {hallow, though 
it Le rapklir is called the River of £min. 

Next morning about five a Clock, we left that na% Lodging, and after 
about an iiours mounting upwards, turning by very bad ways, (though the 
Land about was (owed;) we found ourfelycs juft oppofue to our lodging, ha¬ 
ving betwixt us and it a very deep Valley, agitable by'its verdure, and the 
many Trees it is filled with, which arc watered by a River char runs through 
ft- A little after wc few the Cattle of Bania* in its full extent, which is large 
andjlrong, We ftill mounted during the fpace of an hour by ways that 
were better than the former; but we had the lovely Valley always in fight, 
and on the road there were a great many Trees, which by their verdure and 
lhadc leflened fbrccwbat of the fatigue; The truth is there was no falfe ftep 
to be made there, bccauJerhc way being very fmoorh and Qopeingto the very 
bottom of the Valley, one could not flop before he came to the bottom. By 
the way we lound many wild Cheftnut-mces withered and without leaves, 
and yee bearing their fruit, Having dcfccnded a little, we entered into a 
laigc Plain; and having pafled it, and mounted a little amongft Trees, 
wo found Uony Plains, where it behoved us to march on untill about three tit 
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rhc Clock after Noon^ in the worft way imaginable;, (or they were all great 
rtonc?j amongfl which there was no place for a Mule to fee his foot.. After 
Noon it wasa little better, but we faw no fowed Land, all the ground about 
being (hII full of a prodi^ous number of (tones. Neyeithclcfs our . 

would needs have nw believe that heretofore Vines had grown there: Indeed, 
in fevcml places there are Hill to be feen fomc Hovels like to licn-houfes, made 
i>f (tones piled one upon another, where it might be thougftc that cl^y who 
dreffed the Vines retired; bur fince that rime feme Mtdufaj bead mull needs 
lia;fo pad over thefo grounds; or the £arth bath brought forth Hones itiftead 
of Ginpcs- Having travelled in this maniter till towards thrceof the Qock in

came to Village called JSfhiww, where we took up our Lodging in a noble Beiilma, n 
ibiblc, for in it was a place of £arth railed tw'o foot high, to make a l^paratc • 
appartment for the men (rom the Beads, * * 

Next day being Friday the eight and twentieth of March wefet out half art 
hour after hve in the Morning; At iirH we did nothing but mount and del' 
cend during the f^oc of two hours, afterwards we entered into a grear plain 
full of Hones, except In lome places that were (owed, and that plain reaches 
as fer as There are a great many Villages in it, and at Hrft we law 

one called Catatia, about half a French League to the left of us : Then we thc Tem* 
paft near to another called Arfetn ; a little after we perccivai one to our 
right hand named Mabtstma^ and fo a great many more; after that wc left 
the High-way that leads to the Town, and Hruck olf to the left, rill weeame 
to a great Village called ^o/inidn, and from thence to another named Salaia^ 
which was the Village of our McttJUrtj^ where they would have had me to’ 
lodge, had I not kept a great clutter with them ; tbefe Blades go commonly 
to That Vill^e to change their Bealls, V^'^e went on then on our Journey; 
and having pafl near to many Gardens, I arrwed at Daenafiui abouetbrie 
of the Clock after Noon: In all this Journey we law but /bur Wolves of 
a greylfh white Colour, they were in company together, and leemed not at 
all robe afraid of us; for InHead of running away, they retreated at a foot 
pace oncly ; we (aw alfb Ibvcral Co vies of Patiidgcs.

Of the Citjf of Damafeas. 

A Fter I had relied (omc days in Damafeutf I relblvod ■» view the City, 
but before I undertook ir, I cook my nccell^y tnealiircs; and fince one 
muft be aflihed by feme who have power, I failed not to a vifit to 
Bajfa^ who received me mod courtooufly and civUljr; I (hall mention here* 
after who this is, and the good OSices he did me. 

The City of Damafeus has eight* Gates; to wir, the ‘SadGate, or Bak- T/j* tiumbenf 
Charki^ that looksofi the South-fide, along the VValJs that are oppqlitc to 
rhcLaft: Eab-Tchiasar, that looks to the Ss^uth: Bah-yah'e that looks to the 
Weft, hut fomewhat Southward ; Rab-Chottcaretta or B^ih-Efyahtj that's to * 

(ay the Gate, becaufe fumituie neoellary forHorlismen ts fold there, 

it looks to the Weft; it is alfb called the Gate, becaufo U isoppoHte 

to the StwE/w: Rab~Fakmcb, l!b called, becaufo it is thehlace where they 
foil Faboutcbci CiT fhocs; it looks betwixt Weft and Nordi; butfomewhac 
more towards the Weft; Bab-Fatdh^ thafs to foy, the. Gate of P^radifo 
which looks betwixt Well und North, but more towards the North Bsh- 
bVtjn or Gate of Peace, (bcalled, becaule no dues are payed either entering 
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in or going out ac it, a Grand Seignior having gjven it that Privilege ; it looks 
to the North r LatHy BulhTiMmas which bears the Name of that Saint, be- 
caufe in the out fide there is a ruinous Church adjoyning to it, dedicated ro 
St. Tbomai ; which looks to the Norths 

1 went round the City on the ouriide of the Walls, in an hour and a quar¬ 
ter walking pretty faft ; but the Suburbs are as big again as the Town, and 
amongft others the nsbmliitbjs. Suburbs without the Gate reaches three or 
four Miles in length. It is <^led Rab^vUab, as one would fay the divine Gate; 
becaufe tbit waygoes the prefent which is Tent from D^mujius lo Mtcba. Iri 
furrounding the place I oblen'cd that the Walls are not to be ften on the 
outfide, but from Bab-Tit'uour palling before Bah-Charki^ and then before JSa^- 
Tbsmat, TO the reft being covered with Houies from Bub-Trbiacur, 

to BAihTbmtsj the VValls are double, well built and very high, having fair 
Battlement^ flanked at levcral diftances with good Towers, for chemoft part 
round i Ibme are fquare, but of them there are but few. The Inner-walls 
ye about four fathom high: The outer which are at fomo two fathoms di- 
ftance from them, are about three fathom and a half high, and the fpacc be¬ 
tween Is filled up with Earth near four or five foot thick. Before thefe Walls 
there is a Ditch about Jive fathom broad, and two fathom, or two and a* 
half deep, 

I once meafured the length of the City; that's to fay, from Bab’Charli to 
Bab-Jabie which is the Stretgbt-fireet \ I was a quarter of an hour in walking 
it, and reckoned two thouibnd one hundred paces, * 

Let us take a view of the particular places and things. That which iirfl of 
all Travellers vifit at Damajeui^ is the Houfe of Anamm^ which is inhabited 
by aSrfj/i: I wentthither with fome friends, and for fonie afpres wc were 
fuffered to enter in. Having ^fled-rhe gate, and turned to the left hand 
by fourteen fleps we ddeended into a Cellar, which heretofGrc was a Church" 
feeled and paved with Molaick work, of which fome temalns are flilJ to be 
feen in the Pavementsi ac prefont it is a Mofque, and light enough to be To 
deep under ground : that place as they fay, was the Chamber where 
lodged, when God commanded him to go to Sattl • as it is ielated in the Ads 
of the Apoflles. 

Having vilited that Jioufe, wherein there is nothing curious bcJldcs the 
Antiquity of it, we went to the Gate called Bab-Ciar£f^ that’s to fay the Eafr- 
Gate; it is likewifo called Pau/t Gd/f, becaufo it is rrear the niace 
where thy Holy Apoflle was let down from the walls in a Basket At thar 


Gate begins the Stm^bt-jh'ier^ mentioned in Hojy Scripture, which reach^ 
as/ar as the Gate^'^d^rt. » 


When we were paft chat Gate we turned to the right hand, and havinn 
advanced a few paces; we faw in one of the fquare Towers wliich are in 
the Oty-VV^, about two fathom high, two Free-floncs, on each of which 
there IS a Hower dc-Juce wcU cut; there is a third with an Infoription 
in Franca ; but the Charafters are fo worn out, that they cannot be 
read. Upon two yher Hones at the fide of each Flower dg-Iui there ar« 
two Lwns cut; ai^d n^ m each Lion a great Thifile. Some will needs 
here chat the b^ub builr that Toww. which is not impoflibic; but it i/r^orc 
probable tliat the Tarii have brought thefe (tones ready cut and carved Irom 

which ther»rir hid demohlhed ; for they are laay enough, td chufe rather 
. CO bring ftonesrea y cut from a fy, tfen to be at the pai^/to cut them up 
on the places, After that we faw m the Fields about foSe hundreds of ^

Being gone fonw jaces from the Walls, we came to the place where Or

At the entry into the Court where * 

it is, on the left hand, there is a place dengned for burying of thole who 

die for the Faith of Jeftu ebrifi ^; and when any Chriflian departs, his body 

is hrff brought to that place, where having (aid the office for the dead, it ts 

carried 10 the place appoint^ for its burial. 

Being come out of that place we kept flre^ht along by the City-Walls ; litpbtee»here 
and ftiortly after came to the place where St. P^id was let down in a Basket 
over the VVall, There is% Gate there which the Tiirkt have waited up, be- 
caufe they are perfwaded that the Cky will never be taken but by that Gate ; 
and over it they have put a gr^r Stone with fome IUhss in Arabick cut on it, * 
Intimating that that is the place where Sr. Ftal the Apoftle of Jefmt came 
down ro fave hlmftlf from the jFvwj. ^ 

Afterwards we returned into the City by the Gate called Bab'TcUtmrj tve^gqti-TckiafDr, 
wehf into the ftreight-StreeT, and foHoiving if, came into a very large fair 
Bm^r, covered with a high ridged Timber-roof, and full of fhops on both 
ddes j it tS Called the B»XMr of ftuds becaufe nothing elle is fold there; and I Bazar ef 
karned by the by that the of Danutfcat is a weight anfwering to five _ 

liVrrffA pounds mXuf 

Havifigctoflctl over half of that which is very long, we ffruck off 

to the loft bafid,aTxl throi^h a little Ifreet wenrtothehoufe of jT^ddc, which Thetmfeof 
is dote by; where it is believed in that Country that St. Paai lay hid three 
days, and that AnAnut went to him there. We went into that houl^, which 
was heretofore a ^rr and large Oturcb, and there is IKll to be lecn a lovely 
fron-Gate through which we palled ^ and then came into a iitde Chamber, 

Where rhe^omb of Afsaniai is, rahed againft the Wall, over which there is 7^ 
a green Cloath, and on it Arabick Letters ifnchctl; I read them, and found Aim"'**- 
the le words, rf Abided rkumj that is, the Holy God deep¬ 

ing or buried here. The Tttrii have a great refpeff for it, and they have ta¬ 
ken that houfc, bccaufc of the profit they make on’t Irom the Franeki^ who 
give thetfi fomewhat when they go thither. 

We then returned into the Bui^r of Stuffs, or the Streix^t-^^etty and on 
the left hand from thence, we came near to a Gate, which ftp^tes that Ba- 
tiiir of Stulfo, from another B*z4r at the end of It, where there is a Fountain, 
with the Water whereof^ (they faY,)AnaTtiMj baptil^ Sc. Fm/ Having palled 
chat Gate, vvceniered into another B/tzar, wmeb is AiU in the StreixM^reetj 
the beginning of which is covered with a high-ridged Roof, and the reft with Bab.jibic 
aflat, (lipported with found Joy Its; They fell f^s there alfo. At length 
we came 10 the City-Gate called Bub-Jatie where the ftrcight-Jhect ends. fireighAtraf. 

Having without it, turned a lew Heps to the left hand, we were got Into a 
large Bazar, where they (elt wooden Boxes. This is the largcff Baz«r of all; 
it has a high ridged Timber-Roof,upheld by fovetal ^eac ffmie-Arches at con¬ 
venient Ditenccs: That place is called Si»anie ftom the Name of a Bapia a SiatcaU 
of Damaftm named Smatty Who built it, aa be did many other fair publick bd Siiunic. 
Fabricks in (6vcralpartsof7«f%, and aH his Works bear his Name. 

As yofi! enter into that Bazar without the Gate, you lee the green Mol^ue, xbe 
fo calledbecaufe it hath a Steeple faced withgrecn glazed Bricks, which ren- M{qu»* 
dcre it very rcfplcndant; it is covered on the Top with a Payillion of the 
fame fluff, except the Spire of the Steeple which is covered with lead. We 
palled befodethe door of that Mofqiie, and I (aw during the (horc rimo that 
I durflcoftfider itj a large Courts pe^edT-With lovely Stones, with a Bafon or 
Fountain of Water in the middle; at the end of that Court there Is a Portico 
lupported hy e^ht Marbl^I^illars Of the C&mthia» Order, of which the fix 
rniddlemoft aid chamfered thele Eight Pillars uphold fi> nany little domes 
leaded over, that cover the Portico, through which they enter into the Mol^ue 
by three doors. Ithath a large Dome covered over with lead, and on the Weft 
fide, there is Steeple or Minatet faced b the lame n^nner, and covered 
with a PavUlitnof the la^ matter. 
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The Turti fay that this Mofque was made in that place, becaufe that 'Maho- 
ract bring come Jo lar, would not enter the Town, laying it was too de'icloua; 
and chat he might Juddcnly remove from it, he let one loot upon a hill that is 
* nor far from it, whereon there is a little Tower, and from thence made but one 

leap (0 ; that's the reafon why they have covered that Mofque with 

green, which is the Colour of this fdle Prophet. Others confefs indeed, that 
Mahomet came as far as that place, and would not enter the Town, but they 
lay that it was Hiily who made that fair leap: However it be, they call Demaf- 
cus Qtamfchtrif^ that is to lay Noble Bamafeus^ becaule Mahimtt came thither. 

From thence we advanced to the Oty-Walls, and corning along the Serra- 
gVu Street; we law to the left hand a lair Tomb'^dc In fafhion ofa Dome, 
leveral fathom high, and covered with Lead, next to that there is a lovely 
' Mol^ue with a Court; it fronrs the North, and at the end of the Court, 

there is a Vertko lupporred by lix Pillars,by which they enter into the Mofque, 
which is covered wirb a very large Dome, having one lels on each fide; 
hW I they are all three covered with lead; Its Founder was a Ba^ta called Ha* 
* fan, who at hisdcathleft money to build that Mofque, and his own Tomb. 

Going forward we came to a place of the Street, where on the left hand 
V)e Bifha'f Hands the Eajhaj Serrsiikt which leens pretty enough Over the Gate 

Scmgiio. there is a PavUlion in form of a Pyramid, but It is onely of Earth and not fa¬ 

cet!; it Is the a^jpartment of the Bajhat Kiaja^ and theCaftle is on the 
Tif Strrafiji& right band, Th^Gate called or B*^‘B/ts:^r*Efpabi is in this place. 
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^Ea- We entered the Town, and went along by the Caftle, which was on our left 
hand, the Ditch wherein there is Water being betwixt us; That Caftle ferves 
for a Wall to the Town on that fide, and it reachcs'almoft to the Gate of 
PabcHttbet ; it is a large fquarc well built fabrick of Free fone Table cut ; 
the Walls of it are very high, and at certain di fian ces there are large high 
fquarc Towers, built as the reft are, and very near one another. Having walk¬ 
ed all along that fide, we went along the fecond fide, which ferves alfo for a 
Wall to the Town: There we law a ftone-Chain made of a fingle Stone, 
though it confills of leveral Links cut one within another; it is faftened very 
Jiigh CO the Wall; There was another Chain longer than this, but fix years 
agoc it was broken down by foul Weather, and fell into the Ditch. » 

From thence we pafled by the Gate of the Caftle, where we law Ibme 
Cannon thatdefena the entry of it; then we went to the Market-place of 
Pahmebej^ and having crofled it, we went through little Streets to one where 
there are two Mofqucs, in which are the Sepulchres of fame King^ of Da* 
majetu^ having been formerly the Churches of the Cbnftians There is no 
feeing into one of them; bur we looked into the ether through lovely Grates 
of well polifhcd Steel. This Molque is compleatly round, and covered with 
a lovely Dome of Free (lone, in which there are leveral Windows alJ round; 
it is faced in the infide with Marble of various Colours, From the Pavement to 
the height of three fatbomc or thereabouts; and from thence up to the Win. 
dows there are foveral fair Paints ol Churches and Trees after the Molaick 
way. In the middle of the Mofque there are two Tombs one by another 
upon a Floor of Marble railed about a Foot and a half high: Thefc Tombs 
arc of Cedar-wood very well wrought; they arc about tour or five Foot 
high, and ridged. They fay that the one contains the Body of King Daer 
who being a Chriliian turned Tark^ and petfecuted the Chriftians ^uelly ■ 
and the Turh affirm that no Candle nor Lamp can be kept lighted-there ‘it 
is certain chat both times I paft that way, I faw none. Near to thefe Tombs 
theroarefome chained to desks of the fame matter the Tombs are of 

and though all the times 1 pafled that way, Ifew no body at them yet i 
itna^ there are men hired to read the Alewan for the Souls of thefe fines ■ 
according to theCuftome of the great Lords of the Makmtran Religion who 
commonly at their death leave great Eftates for performing fuch Prayers, 
Having confidcred this Mofque as much as we could, we came to another 
which IS called the great Molque. I took foveral turns about it to fee « bv 
the doors^which wore open; for aChtiftian dares not for foot within it, nor 
ftand at the door neither. SomeTwi# offered Indeed, to take me in with a 
Tarkip Tiirlfatt on my head, bur I would not embrace that offer j for had I 
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been known I mull have died, hnee, by God’s AfGflancc, I would nor rC' 
tujiiivcemy Faith. On the Weft-fids they eocer that Mofquc by two great 
brazen Gates, near lour fathom high, which are very well wrought, and * 

full of odd F^res; in the middle of each of them there is a Cbalicu 
well cur. By the doors 1 law the breadth ol'ihac Mdque, which may be a- 
bout eighteen lathom; it hath two ranges of l^cthick Pillars ofgrey Mar¬ 
ble, of the Corinthian Order, which divide it intotlmw lilesi and of all 
thete Pillars each two fupport an Arch, over which are twoUrtle Arches, Ii> 
paraietl by fraall Pillars, which look much like Windows: The Pavement is 
all of lovely fttmes that fliine like Lookinglafic That great Molijue which 
reaches from Bill to Weft, iscovered with a lharp ridged wooden Roof, and 
hath a very lai^e Dome in the middle; but on the Noth-fide, at die place ' • 

where that Dome is latgeft, there are lide arched Windovre all round; and 
from rhefe Windows three or four foot higher, which is aJfo their hci^c, it is 
faced with green Stone glazed, which niakes a lovely ob;eft to the fight, and * 
fhe reft is rough call with Lime. * 

On each fide of the Front of the Molque, there is a Iquare Steeple, with 
Windows like to ours ; but the higher and latger is on the Eaft-fide’; and 
they Cay it was made when that Church was firft built, which fince hath 
been converted into a Mofque. The TitrJLi aftirm that ytfus is to return into 
this World by that Steeple. Thereis a third Steeple behind the Dome, which of 

is diam emcaily oppofite to that of the Mtjjiia^ and this laft is round and 
hath been built by the Tnrh^ afwell as the other le^ fquare one. One Night 
of the RaiadJati ; I went upon the Terrals-walks, to the Windows of toac 
Molque, which are made like the Windows of our Churches, and have 
panes of glals let in Plaifter which arc wrought into Flguiies. 1 looked in 
through a quarry of one of thefe Windows, from whence I law the end of 
the Molque, which I could not through the others, becaule on the ourfidg 
they have wire Lettices, There, by the l^p-light I perceived in the Ke- 
blaj whidi is expoled to the South, a hole grated over with gilt Iron, where¬ 
in rhey lay the Head of St. Z^htrj is kept, 1 could 1^ no more of the Orna- 
menis except the Lamps, which are in great Number; and the Pillars 1 
mentioned- 

Befides the two ranges of Pillars which are in the Body of the Molque to 
tlie Number of fix and thirty, eighteen to each rank, there arc ac Ic^ three- 
fborc more, afwell in the Court as at the fortk^i which make theEntrys 
into the Court. Take this account of what I could obl^ve of that Court, its 
Porches and of all the outfide of the Molque, having taken leveral turns 
round it. 

On the Weft fide there are three-Brazen Gates embcliflied with feveral 
Works ; and before thefc Gates within the Court, there is a Pmko divided 
into two Alleys, by eight great Pillars, of which foim are in length and four 
in breadth; and thele P^Ia^s fiipport Arches, over which there are two o- 
tber little Arches, made b form of Windows fepaiat^ by a little Pillar. 

That Portico leads into the Court, which is very fpaclous and large, and all 
paved with great Ihining Marble-ftoncs, as the ^^que and Porticos are. To¬ 
wards the end of the C^urt ±ere is a kbd of a little Chappel, with a Dome 
covered with lead, which Is fiipported by Ibreral MarhlePillars, and they lay 
it was the Font. From that £ntry on the Weft, one may fee the Eaft Gate 
at the farther End of the Court, and on the right hand the Body of the 
Molque. « 

On the ScMith-fide, at the Baxar of the Pkk (lb called bccaufe Cloatb is Pick n met- 
fold there by the Piri, which is a mrafure mud) about two thirds ofaFreaei fure. 

./inM;) there tsan Entry mto the Molque, and two lovely Gates overlaid 
' with Braft, with Chalices cut b the ml^le of each of them. 

On the Eaft fide, there are three BrafoGaces, and a Ptrrtko tike to that I 
have been fpea king of, and then a Court, towards the end of whtdi, near the 
Weft-Gdie, there isanocher kind of Chappel, much higher than chat on rhe 
Eafi-lide, which is lupporied and covered in the fame manner; and frem 
that Gate, otic fees the Weft-Gate, and then the Molque is on the left 
hand. 
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On rhc Nnnh’fvdc there is alfo a Brazen gate, by which they enter into 
the Court, and then have the ddc of the Mofqueoppofucunro them : In the 
' Wall of this fide there are leveral Windows after the fartiion ol the Windows 

of our Churches; but they begin three or four tboc from the ground, and 
they are glazed and Icttlccd wjth wire on the outfide. IThcrc is in that Coiitr 
alfo a refftrvatory of water under a Cuptilo., fUppotted by icvcral Pillars, and 
bclldes that, a Lanthorn fuppon:cd onely by two, This is all that 1 could 

oblervc of this Molque. . . > 

Oneday I went out of the Town by the gate called and dole 

by it 1 faw the Church doiicated to St. Thomai. The door of it was fliur, be* 
caufe it is all ruinous in the infide, and looks more like a Garden than a 
Church, being uncovered and full of Herbs. Neverrhclefe there ftiil remains 
a kind of a portall, which is a Ctinimt lupported by two Pillars; but beJides 
that thefePillars fticw nor above a Foot beneath the Capital, they arc lunk 
^ ‘into the Wall; Underneath there are three other CetTiturt^ fupported by three 
‘ Pillars on each fide, and the lintel of the door is alfo iiipported by a 

Pillar on each fide; all thefe Pillars are of Marble and Chamfered. Over* 
againfi that Gate there is a little roundTower made like a Chefs board, for 
it is built of linall Stones about half a foot fquare, but placed in fuch a man¬ 
ner, that next to each ftone there is a fquare hole of the fame bignefs, and fa 
alternately all over. That Tower is called the Tower of heads, becaufe 
a few years ago fevcral Drufti Robbers on the High way, who were briskly 
purluod, being taken, were pur to death and their he^ds placed In thefe 
The Temjite hole.% fb I hat they were all filled with them. 

of Sftjfii, a From thence we turned to the left, and keeping a long the Walls, weeame 
Mofquc. |o a Moique, which, (they fay,) was a Temple of Serapti, Neverthelels it is 
pretended that the Body of S^, Simeon Stilttti refls there, having been brought 
o t However ir be, the Twrif lay that the AlufVw cannot 

call to prayers there as at other Molques, and that when he olfers to erj', 
his Voice fails him; they have a great Veneration fot it, and I was told that 
one day a Fej/aum having corrupted the Servants of the Sebak who has the 
charge of that place with money, would have taken away the Body of Sr. 
Simeon^ to carry it to Venue ; but that the Sebtik having had Ibme fiifpidon 
of it, made that Vtmunn pay a great mulitof levcral thoutand Crowns ; and 
(Ince that time, they have caulbd a Grate to be made over the Sepulchre of 
that Bodv, befides, there are always Sebrrifs there reading the Alcoran. 

From that Temple we went to a place, where throe Rivers that run 
through Damsfeui meet at the end of the Town, and turn Water-mills. We 
went next to the Spittle of lepers which is betwixt the Gates Rab-Thema and 
Bah-Cbarii, but nearer and almofi dole by this lafi ; It is but a few paces di- 
iiant from the City-Walls. The People of the Countrey lay that it is the 
(amc Hofpital, which Naaman lieutenant of the King of Damafeui built (or 
Gtbav the Servant of the ftophet Elipa^ whole Hiftory is recorded in the 
fifth Chapter of the fecond Book of Kings. This Holfiital hath great Re¬ 
venues. 

Being come back again into the Town, in the Taylers ftrecr, I faw through 
an Iron grate, a Room where there are two Bodies, which the Mahometans 
fay arc the Bodiesof two Saints of their Law. A little farther there isanoihcr 
where there is alio a Body to which they render the lame honours, I could not 
team the Names ol thel^ falle Saints. 

There are a great many lovely Fountains m'Bamafcus^ and among others 
that which is oppofite to the gate of the great Mofque that looks to thcEaif 
and covered with a Dome almpfi flat. It is a round fiafon, of about two fa¬ 
thom in DiametTe; inthe middle whereof there is a Pipe, that throws up a 
great deal of Water at a time, and with Ib much force that it fpouts up alnioll 
as high as the Dome; ahd if they pleafed they mighr caiily m^e it pUy high¬ 
er, t^ufe the Iburce lies lar above it in level. 
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CHAP. V. 


A Continmtwi of Otfervations at Damafcus. 

* 

H Aving taken a refblUTtorr, whilA 1 was at Damafcus^ to fee wbac was 

moftcyrioua and worth the feeing in the Cbuntrey about it; 1 made an * 
appointment with feme Friends to go to the place which is called the Fortj 
Martyn. We went out of the City by the Serraglia gate, and crofOng the The forty 
horfe-Market.kept our way along, a fair, broad and long paved Street, which / 

does not a little relemble the Avenue of the Fma di ^c/oat Roiht ; It led us * 

almoft to the Village called Salam Cratbt; Having paflra this we went up a 
very rough and barren Hill, being nothing but a natural Rock. It behoved 
us to alight from our Afles and march on foot, alceddingby waysfoRcep that 
they were almoft perpendicular. With much trouble, at length we came to 
the place of the forty Martyrs, diftant from the City a good half League; 

I,never in my life-time mounted a fteeper Hdl. There is alittle houle on it, 
where a Scbtik Uveth, wholcd us into a Grotto faoUawed in the Rock ; where 
he (hewed us a place, where it is faid Eiifts failed fbmetimes, and was fed by E/i jjVGroUo. 
a Raven. In a holebard by, he fhewed us the place where the People of the 
Coimtrey fay. the forry Manyrs are buried; but no Tomb, Qones, nor 
Allies are to be focn there. He fhewed us befidea in the Rotjf of that Grott, 

(which is a natural Rock, very hard, and like to Pit-coal, from which much 
water drops,) the figure of a hand, which they lay is the hand of Eiiai^ hue 
which is inde^, no more but the Veines of the Rock, which reprelenc (but 
very impcrfedly ) long and great fingers, to the num^rof more than five or 
fii; and I cannot rcU if ever Elmt was there. As to the forty Martyrs, this 
is the Story they tell of them. A Jewifh Child having fecrctly left his Excre¬ 
ments in a Mofquc; the King or being informed next Morning that 
fuch a Packet had been found there, was highly enraged, and caufed enquiry 
to be made after the Authour. The Jew who was an Enemy to die Chri- 
frians, told him that he knew for a certain that they had done It in contempt, 
of his Religion; whereupon he. caufed them all to be put into pr^fon, and 
/□me time after fortyof them, out of a charitable Zeal to fave the refr, con- 
felled themfelves guilty of the pretended Crime; upon which he caul^all 
the fort)* to be put to death, though he knew very well they could not all 
have be^ guilty. Upon the fame hill, ( but at feme hundreds of paces from 
thence, ) is the place of the feven Sleepers, as the People of theTTountrey Seven (keptn, 
think. There they fhew a Grotto where there are (even holes fropt; nay 
fome fay that they lleep there frill; but in relating thefe things they confound 
fo many Hi frories, that it is very hard to know the truth of what they believe: 

We came back to the Town by the Gate of Pttbmcbtt. 

To have a full view of DataafeHi^ one mufr go to that place of tbe forty The phere fbi 
Martyrs. Ir lies towards the middle of a Mountain that is to the North of having a full 
the Qty, is long and narrow, and teaches from Ball to Weft.* to the Eaft ir ’'■'J!! ^ 
draws into a point, and at the Wefrend is the Suburbs called Bab-Ulla&, which 
I ntentioned before, reaching in length above three or four Miles Wefr- 
ward. 

This City is in the middle of a fpacious Plain on all hands furrounded with 
Hills, but all difrant from the Town almofr out of fight; tbofe on the North- 
fide (is where that of the forty Martyrs,) are the nearefr. On theNorth- 
fklcit hatha great many Gardens full of Trees, and moft Fruit tre^; thefb 
Gardens rake up the ground from the Hill of the forty Martyrs eveh to the 
Town ; fo that at a diltance it feenis to be aPorefr. 

D I 
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Another day I W'ent by the Bafiist Serrsihe^ and having advanced a Jirtle 
North wards," in the firft llreet to rhe left hand, I found a Moftiue .which 
The Church had formerly been a Church dedicated to St. NieboUti lenrcredir, and 
DrSt-NifWji found it to have been a very la^c and ftatcly Church, with a rjiadousCourr, 
"O'* environed by a Cloyftcr, whereof the Arches are fupprred by many great 

marblc-Pillars. All thatQoyftcr and Court, which is ftill paved with Targe 
fair Stones belonged to the Clutch, with a great fpace enclofod and covered, 
which they have changed into a Molqiic; and they have defnoiifhed all die 
Vaults which covered that which I call Ae Court, and brought into it one 
of the Rivers of Dama]titt called that runs through the length of it. 

there they load the Camels that ate to go'to Meet* widi Water ; ■ and for that 
end alone they have brought the Courfe of the River that way : Thera are a 
great many Trees alfoin it which render it a very plcaiknc place. 

Iking c^e out of that Court I went lo the which are a little 

,, fartiieron the fame fide: They arc very well lodged, and have foveraJ Ar¬ 
dens through which rhe Riycr Banm runs, before it reaches the Church of St. 
jVtciw/fff, The Name of is made up of two Plcrfen words, *o wir 

oi‘Dfr, which ligtiifics Daw, andf'^/; fignifying Tbri^U^ as if one fhould fay 
iherhrcfhold of the door? Their founder took that Name, to inejmate thar 
hisdefign was that that order fliould particularly make profomon of humility, 
by comparing rhcmjielves to the threfhold of a door that aU People tread 
upon. . 

Having viewed that houfc I kept on my way, and came to the Green of 
Damajcai that is not for from ir. It is a large Field or Grais-plat which they 
call the cncompall^ on all h^ds with Gardens, and the River Ba- 

waj runs through it. About the middle of it there is a little Pillar in the 
ground, about four foot high, and they fay that that is the place whore God 
made [he hrft Man. It is a very plea fane pl^, and therefore when any 
Perfon of Quality pafl^ by Dum^Jciu he pitches his Tents there, ^ 

When I was come into that field, I turned to the right, and entered into 
the M^refian^ which ts at the rtiiddleof one of the Tides of that field, Ifound 
my fclf ilia fquare Cloy her, covered with little Domes, fupponed by mar¬ 
ble Pillars, the firft bafos of which are of Brafs; on the fide I entered at and 
iuft oppofitc unto ir, there are Chambers for receiving Pilgrim’s of 
whatfoever Religfon they be. Every Chamber iscovered with a great Dome 
and hath its Chimney, two Prelfes, and two Windows, to wit one towards 
thcGiecn, and one on the other fide. The Cloylfor has twiceas many Domes 
^the Chambers have, the fide on the r^t hand is appointed forXitchins 
where there are nmy grcatKettles, wherein daily, and even during the rI- 
waJiis, they boU Pi/tfB, and otherfuch Food, which they diftribure amoneft 
all that come ot whatfoever Religion they be On the fide oppofitc to tie 
Kjtchins K the Mdque, and before it a lovely Porcico, covered with Domes 
as the reftot the CJoytter is. but they are romewhat higher, and foppoTTed hv 
more lofty Pillars. TbisMofqueis covered with a very great Dome having 

a lovely Minuet on each fide, and all chefe Domes and Minarets are’covered 
with I.ead. Within the Green there is a feir Garden along the fides of the 
Cloyftcr, whetemany Trees are planted ; iris railed with rails of Wood on 
thcfourfiJ^orir, wh^h^ five or fix foot high ; fo that it leaves in the mid 
die a la^c Square paved with fotr Free-Stone, wherein there is a Bafon of an 
oblong Figure, orrather a very large Canal, through which the River 
runsj This Hol^tal was built by Soij/majt the focond who took Rianles for 
the accommodation of poor Pi]g?4ms of all Religions; and when I was there 
there were a great many Perfons who were already come to perform the PiT 
of 1 weru out of that Hofpital by the oS fide ro that 

which 1 entered it; and on the left hand 1 faw the StabjS where the Pit 
grime Horfes are put, if they have any. Purfumg my way I found to the 

Architeaureas the fLmer, and whiJh 
U;ongs to ihe lame Hofpnal; it is for poor Scholars 
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over head Rtwnis fttc the Wotceii Rlgrims, Then I came to a great Houfe, 
which hath a fquarc Court, where the/ make the Bisket for ; and 

rhert 1 raw fevcral hundred Sacks full, though it was as yet thriw Weeks to • 

the rime of their (etting out upon the /ourney, t They irtade this Provifion, 
ir is the cuflome, that at Danufcitf two hundred Camels arc loaded 
with Bifikets, and as many with Water at the GrwJ SeigiMrf cirpenccs, to be 
tliftributed in Charity among!! the poor Pilgrims on the way. 

keeping on my way I crofjed the Horie-Market, where ftands a great 
ftonc between four and five foot high, about three foot broad, and half a 
lijoc thick, wherein fome lines in Ar^kkk arc cut, but fo wpm out that they ' 

cannot be read but with gft^t difficulty ; the meaning of them is that when 
tJiic ftonc ftiall be covered with water, then Dsmafem will be taken. Never- * ^ 

thclefs Morfitar dc Btrmmd who conduftcd me to thoTe ^acas, tdd me that 
feme years before he had feen fo great an inundation* that he believed the 
fmne was covered with warer ; at lead as far as he could perceive from ^ / 

high place pretty near, from whence he difoovered all that ^rker-phee, • 

and could not Ifee the ftone ; near to which many Trancilcan Friers were here 
toforc put to death for the faith. 

We came in the next place to the bazar of Horle-Jaddles ; it isfb called, bC' 
canfc that is the oucly Commodity fold there; having advanced a Utile into 
it we few on die left band the great Bugmo which Ifhall deforibc : then wc 
entered into the Qty agaifV by the Gate of rahmtebts', on both fidesof that 
Gate there is a great Rower-dc-luce cut in the Stone. We pah^ by the A Fiower-dc- 
Gaie called Rah Fardtt which was to our left, on our way mBah-Sitltm^ with-1««- 
ouE which, but clofe by it, is the coniundtion of three Rivers ; this is an ex¬ 
traordinary pleafanr place. Kcepii^ ftill along the fide of the Wall, wc ente¬ 
red the City again by the Gats called and returned to our 

Lodging, _, , , , 

All theCxjffc&houfes of Daamfqit are fair, and have much water, but the gaffee-houf^i 
faireft of all arc in the Suburbs. Amongft the reft that which is in the Siannky of DvaAfiiu, 
and is called the gr<»t Cotfee-houfe, becaufe of its vaft extent, is very dc- 
lightfull, by realbn of the many Water works that are in Bafona full of 
Water there. That which is near rhe5oiTd^/» Gate and is called the Bridge 
Colfcc-boute, becaufe it is near a Btidgc upon the River, is fo much the more 
delicious that the River borders it on one fide, and that there are Trees all 
along before it, under the fhadc of whidi they who are upon the 
of the Cdfee houfe, ha vie a plcafenc frefti Air, and the view of the River 
running below them. The C^et-houfc of the two Rivers which is near the 
of the Paboittdffj and where the length of the Caftlc ends, is alfo feir 
and large; cwn Rivers pafe bv it, which at the end of a great covered Hall, 
makes a little IllanU full of Rofe-buDies and other Plants, whensof the ver¬ 
dure and various Colours, with the fmell of the Flowers delight at'the fame 
rime fcveral lenfcs, and give a great deal of agreeablenefs to a feituation other- 
wife fo advantageous: For you mufl know that thefe Rivets which 1 call lit¬ 
tle, arc at lealt four fathom broad, and commonly five or fix. All know 
what a Coffee-berry is, from which thefe places take their dermmination; I 
have fpoken of it in my former Travels, and fliall onely add in this place 
whar 1 learned of the qualities of that drink, to wit, ±at being drank very Tbf Effoftior 
hot, it dears the head of vapours, moderately hot it binds up the body, and Coffcc. 

cold it is laxative. x- , i. , y j ^ ^ 

At DafnAftus there are Captemt, and Monks of the holy Lana, wnofe 
houtesare near to nnc another-in the quarter of the and jullo- 

ver againft their Church, where allb they fey Mafe: becaufe each of the<p 
orders have their Chappel there. There are Jefuits allb in that City, Imt 
they live a pretty way from tbence in the quarter of the Greeks, and cele-

1 ftayed four and twenty days in D/ufiajcutf but could nave been wil¬ 
ling not to have fiayed fo long becaufe of the troubles I was chreatned with.

whom I met upon the Rode as 1 came from SaiJt, haying fent for Mmfa»r 
Btrmoni a French Merchant, who washis friend, told him, perhaps to pomp 
him, that I had told him 1 washis Kinfman, but that, in fliort, he knewl was 
agreacand rich Lord, and that 1 fhould look tony fclF, becauftlcveral thw* 
tened me, and that he would lerve me, for his fake, if I ftoodin need of it. 
This report daily «icrcafing and 1 being very well known by face, the onely 
remedy Jhad'was to leave Damafcm : but feeing there was no oppoctunity of 
aCatavan, I could not be delivered by that means, fofoonas I could have 
wifhed, and 1 was forced to re&Ive to keep within Doors, or at leaft not to 
ftir abroad but as liitie as I could, whilft I flayed fortheoccaJion offome Ca¬ 
ravan ; 1 could not doubt of the danger I was in, cfpeciaUy when 1 knew 
that they watched the Reverend Father Gtorgt a jefuit, who amongfl other 
,klndnel]cs he ihewed me, took the pains to come and teach me the u(e of the 
jyirolabe, which obliged us for the future to correfpond onely by letters: 
Noiwirhftanding all thefe cautions ray Quality and Purie augmented daily in 
the mouths of the people. In the mran time as luck would haveit, the night 
before my departure, 1 had an expre^ from Manjitut Berut one of the cheef 
Merchants of upon occafionofmy writing to him, to give me notice 

when there vi'as a Caravan ready to part for In a trice all the Town 

knew of the coming of this Man, though it was in*the night-t^, and every 
one laid, that he was come for all the ; but next morning the rumour 

run chat it was onely for that Frank who was fb rich j and a anrk told me, 
that there were fbrae fools enough, to affirm I was the King of France his 
Brother. Seeing thefe honours exceedingly difpleafed me, and that I under- 
ftood there was a Caravan ready to depart; 1 bargained with a Maacn to 
conduit me to v^/fww, to carry my Bagage and pay the Ct^aret : we agreed 
^ (or thirteen Ro^atUei which was very cheajj \ and wc were to be gone with 
the Caravan that carried the f/iasaw of the powder of Crire to ConjtanthtBfkf 
of which there was an hundred and fifty load, of threcicore and ten or Ibur- 
fcoreOditfja piece, carried on Camels and Mules; Thar Caravan wascom- 
mandeu by an Aga^ and was to be guarded by fifty or thrcelcoreTroopers ; 
lb that being informed that it would confift of at leaft. two hundred M en, 
Alafters and Servants, I was very gjad 1 had the fortune to meet with il 

Having ordered my bagage to be loaded, 1 went to rake my leave of fa¬ 
ther Gtsrgtj and as 1 came out of his houJe, 1 perceived all the Tcrrafles full 
of Women gathered together to fee me as 1 p^fed ■, then 1 went to wait on 
the Seignior Miehatl to thank him for all the Qviiities ha had fhewn me 
at Damafcm, and to-bidmmfare well: That gallant man would needs con¬ 
tinue me his favour to the laft, and gave me two Letters one in Arabick and 
and the biber in Turhifh, infbrm of a Pafs-porr, to all the Lords and Gover- 
nours from Damajcai xo Eegdad : In thele Letrers he fakl 1 was his Brother 
aud called me Franth tbt Carnttr ; 1 cannot tellif I could have anrwered that 
Charafler if an nccafion had offered, ^nd being afraid they might flop me or 
ortcr nie ff>mc affront, he obliged me to take horfe at his Gate, ^ough 1 pray¬ 
ed him to let me w^k on loot, becaufe Chriftians dare not ridethtoi^h the 
Townonhorfe back; but he would have it (b, and gaveme two horlc'inen 
to ftrve me for a gua^, commanding them to pafs through the City the one 
before and the other behind me, and To to convey me fkfe to my firft Nights 
Lodging, which they very civilly performed . ®

This brave man 
for whom the Capn<rmj have procured the King's commiJlion to be French 
Cnnful at Bagtisd, protcils rhem as far as his cr^ic can go, nay and is very 
willing to be reckoned a Frenchman by the I'urki-, but he is fame what

niJfarUif of whom there are three or four thoufand at Damafcui fomenmes Fifty thoufaivd

Before 1 wholly leave D^ufa/ca;, I mu ft: mention fame remarks which I 
made, though there he no co hcrencc of matter not order amongft them, for 
infiance: In thefe Qparters and in the reft of Tiirjtj', theyl fuffer no body to 
ride on Horfe-back with both Legp on one fide, a; Ladies didin when 

I left it: tlie rcafbn of that odd order is, becaufe the Turks believe that the APoftu«in 
two Gyants Gog and jV/dfcf who were Rebels againft God, rode in that man- tiiimg forbid- 
ner; they arc fb prejudiced withtbatfalfe Zeal, that fa fbon as they fee any dm.

At Demafeut and Aleppe^ when they wouldi whiten their Walls with lime, 
they cut hemp into finall bits, and mingle it with moLlfened Lime, which The minntr 
they dawb the Wall over with, where it would not hold without the hemp, ^ p^pinina 
bedtufe the Walls are ondy of Earth,

Tile WonwiB ii ij a pretty ridiculous thing too, to Ice the Mourning which the Women at 
Moummjj. pamafim appear in, ar the death of their relations, and even the Chriftian 
women. 1 Ld that diverfion one Evening about eight a Clock at Might when 
I was at ihe Capucim gate, I porceived ftveral Martwiie women returning 
I’rom ihc lodging of one of their relations, who died three boors before; 
there was above twenty of them, and they made a great deal of nolfc, fouic 
finging, and ot^rs crying, knocking their breafts with their hands joined 
togeiher, and two Men carried each a Candle to light them. When they 
were over againft the Mtrmiter Church, which is befere the houfe oi the 
C 4 >f Mci»tj they flopc, and put rhemfelves in a ring, where for a long time 
thev fnapt the fiugcrs of the right hand, as if they had been Caftanets, a- 
gainft one atiothcrs Notes, keef^ time to the longs they lung, as If they 
rejoycod, whUft Ibme of them from time to cimG howled and cried like mad 
Women; Ac length having performed that Mufick a pretty long while, they 
made many bows to the Bail lifting up the tight hand to chdr head, and 
(hen flooplng it down to the ground; bavii^ done io they marched fore* 
waid, with tWlame Mufickasbefore. 

Thewjiyof At ZXnw/ctri and abnoftall Tartj over, they threfti not the Com; but 
^rethin)} after it U cut down, they put it up in heaps, and round the heap, they 
fprcadWiO of it four or five foot broad, and two foot thick: This being 
done they have a kind of lied made of four pieces of Timt^ in fquare - 
two of wbkh ferveforan Atile-ttec to.two great rowlers, whole ends enter 
iniothelc two pieces of Timber, lb as that they cafily turn in them ; round 
each of thofe rowlers there are three Iron-pmions about half a foot ihick^ 
and u foot in diametie; thefe pinions are full of teeth like fo many la^vs; 
there is a fear placed upon the two chief pieces of Timber, where a man 
fits, and drives the horfe that draw this Machine round upon the lay of 
rom that Is two foot thick, and that cutting the ftraw very fmaU makes the 
Corn come out of the car without breaking it, for it Hides betwixt the teeth 
oj the Iron. When the ftraw is well cut, they put in more, and then ftpa- 
rate the Com from that bathed Straw, by coifing all up tpEcchcr in tnc 
Air with a wooden fhovcl; for the Wind blows the Straw a little afidc, and 
The wiy of fhe CfJOi alonc falls ftreight down : They feed ihdr Horfes with that cut 
ftrdin^Hor. Straw. In tome j^aces, that Machine Is dilferent, asl have leenin Mefopo- 
*»■ famu I where in ftead of rhefe pinions round the rowkr, they have many 

pegged'I non about ftx Inches long, and three broad, almofl in the ftape of 
w^ges, btit fomewhat broader below than above, faftened without any 
order into the rowlers ; ibme ftreight and othemcrofs ways; and this ^gine 
is covered with Boards over the Irons, whereon he that drives the Horles 
fits, ibr he has no other feat to fit upon, they take the femecourieln Ftr^a ; 
neverthclels in feme places they cut not the Straw, but onely make Oxen 
or Hortes tread out wc Corn with their feer, which they feparatc from the 
Straw as I have fakl. 

Of all the Com which they prepare in this manner. Barley la the onety 
giain they teed their Horfes wkn: In the Morning they ^ve every Horfe an 
of that Barley, and four at Might which they mingle with cut Straw, 
r and 
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QnJ chiar's all they have the whole day. In Perjia the Horfes have Barley 
oiwly at Night, but in the Day-dme rlie}' give them a Sack of Straw. 

Lcr US now fee how rhey make Butter at Damafeut^ which is the lame way The way of 
all Turkt^ over. They falrcn the two ends of a illck to the two hind feet of making 
a Veffei, that’s to lay^ each end of the Ihck to each foot; and the (ame tHey 
do to the foreTcer, to the end thefe flicks may lerve for handles: Then they 
pile the Cream Into the Veflcl, flopping It dole, and then taking hold on it 
by the two flicks, they ffiakc it for fome time, and after put a little water 
into it: Then they fhake it again, untill the Butter be made; which being 
done, they pour off a kind of Butter-milk by them called which 

they drink. When they would have this T<^oun more delicious,they heat the 
Kfilk, and put a fpocKiflill of lower Milk to it, which they rnake lower with 
run net; and by that mixture all the Milk becoming To^tmrtt they ter It cool « 
and [hen lift it ; or if they have a mind to keep it, they put ir with Salt 
into a bag which they tye very faft, that w^c is within, may be prefled : 
and let it drop until no more come out 7 Of that matter there remains ng J 
more in the bag but a kind of a Butter or rather white Cheeft, of which 
when they have a mind to have Teg^rt they take a morcel, and fleep it in 
water, which rhey drink with great plcaliire; they uft much of it to refrefli 
themicives, efpcdally in the Caravans, where they have always gpod florc. 

This Vogottrs is very fliarp, but cfpecially that which remains after ihey 
have made the Butter. 

I conclude rny obferyations of Dumafeut with this advettifement, that the 
Wines there are treacherous and flrong; and that the SmiTmur/fCrctkitmgvovfs ^tri^g Wuiet, 
in this Town upon all the Terraliee of the Houles.

CHAP. VI. 

Of the Journey from Damafcus to Aleppo. 

X Morning the one and twentieth of I parted firotn T>amitf^ Departure 

XVX ejw, with the two Horie-men of rbcTe^ in the manner I mentioned rmin D4 wi4/- 
before. We went out at the Gate called and keeping flreight 

Eaft, in three hours time came to a fmall Village, by which runs a 

little River, that divides into two, above the Village: There is a Han there 
that has two Courts, and there we found all the Caravan which was to con¬ 
vey the pDW'dcr; with whom my Moaen and I encamped. Next Morning a- 
bout half an hour after five they decamped, and we marched Eaflward, in a 
fpacious plain, though near us to the left we had Mountains of white Rocks; 

About eight a Clock we bsan to have bills on both hands, with barren 
plains betwixt them ; and three hours after, that’s to fay, about eleven a 
Clock we arrived at above which we encamped, over againftthe Man. cteifa. 

Ck^* is a large Vill^e, near to which there is a great Han with high The mn of 
Walls of FreC'ftone, weU built with Battlements; it hath a great Gate to the 
South, another to the Nonh, and two little ones on the Tides. The South « 
Gate begios a long Entry arched over, on the fkles whereof there arc fliop, 
fumifhed with all things that can be neceflary for a Caravan, and a 
Goffec-houle and Bagnio. Afterwards you enter into a large Iquare Court, 
which hath all round icMjijfjii«,,cffftcinchalf paces for lodging the Caravan. 

This Court hath great Gates In the infidc, one at each front, of which the 
Eaft and South are faced with Iron. When you are entered the Courr, the 
door which you find leads you to the Mcrfquc, which hath a feir Dome rough 
caft over, and a goodly Mjnaret; Coming out of the Mofquc through the 
Court, by cheEaft-gSite, you enter firft into a vaulted walk, which hath Maf- 
Mi«?:.on tach fide, fromibcnce mto, another Court fomewhat longer than 
broad, which is well paved; in the middle whereof there is a great fquare 
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^cfem^Q^y for Water, buiJc of Frcc-fi£ire, thatfen'es for watering the Bcafts; 
ThatwatCT runs from a little Conduit, which keeps always ihe Baton iul?, 
anil I believe it comes from a Brook, that runs behind the 11 jn^ on the Eaft' 
fide, almoft by the root of the Walls. In ihis C^urr there are Lodging-rooms 
under a vaulted Gallery that runs all round it, and is iu^porred on each 
fide in length, by eleven Arches, ami by nine in breadth. Behind that G.ah 
lery there is a kind of vaulted Stable, which ranges Ukewife round the O-jft, 
and that Court has its tofeparate the Men from the Beaib ; thefe 

Mafiahi^ are dividod into leveral apartments, every one having its Chim¬ 
ney, and the Entry to it is by a gate in the middlcof each fide. This whole 
Fabrick is of Free-ftone, and well endowed, being founded by AVizier. The 
Cafilc which Tktro DtUa VaUt Ihys is in this Town, with a good Garrifbn, is 
not there, and in all probability never was, unJels he iticanr a laigc round 
Tower in the Village, which is eafily fecn from the Han^ and upon the road 
roo^ bccaufc it is much higher than the Walls of the Village, into which I 
entered not, as not chinking it convenient, bcfidcs that, there is a pretty deal 
*of way from the Han to that Village. ACouncrey-man told me, that hereto 
tofore that To^vn was held by the Francki^ and that then there was a lovely 
Oiurch where at prclenc the Han fbnds. 

We parted from thence on WettntfJaj the twenty third of ^pril, about 
three long hours before the break of day, and our departure was (b Hid¬ 
den, thatlbfoonas they awakened me, we made hafte and loaded, and 
followed the Caravan chat was upon the march before vve began to load. 
I thought that the Moon not rifing til] a little before day, we Ihould have 
put off till day; but we went by Candle-light, I having borrowed a Lan- 
thom. All that 1 could obferve in the darkncls, was that our way was 
North'Eaft, and that we were entering in amongft Mountains, but wirn a ve¬ 
ry cafie afeent, they being onely near us on both lides, and were all of pieces 
* of fiiarp pointed Rocks. We went allb along the fide of a precipice, but that 
Med not long. A iirtb after we paft by a kind of a Han^ that ftood alone 
by it lelf: I luffered much cold that Night,though I had on my Capor,forthe 
Wind that blew pierced through every thing. When it began to W day, I 
perceived the more we advanced the more diftant were the Hills from us^oti 
both fidcs, and ftill klTening in height. By day we were got into a great 
Plain covered with heath and jibr^ciimitn of which there is a grcai 

deal on the way from Damafcar to Attpj>ef but it is very low. We contin 
ed our march in that plain as far as AVM, where commonly they pav n 
Ftafirtf a Mule; wc by a Village before where there isa'/f^H 
AboutNoonweairived at Neik^ which is a pretty good Village built u 
a Height, and watered by a River chat runs undenteathic; upon wlu 
there is a little Bridge of three Arches, and by it we encamped: There is a 
Hun made there fmee, which at that time they were finiOiing. It is all of 
Ftce-ftone, taken out of adjoyning Qparri^, which are common in rhac 
place, andfurnifii as much Stone as one can defire. There arc Grerkt in 
that Village, and on thefides of the River many Gardens, planted for the 
moft pare with Vlnee. 

Wc parted from on the four and twentieth of .rfsr// three 

hours tefore day ; our way lay Northward, and at break of day, we naffed 
through Ctfr.?, which IS a good Town, having a Rivulet running by it There 
l^a^tmany ruioes to be fecn there, which are afign that Heretofore it 
hath been fomewhat more confidcrable; and indeed, ibe Peop’cofthc 
Coyntrey fay, that when that place belonged to the Chriftians it was a no¬ 
ted Towa There arc ieveral GrtcL there ftill, who have a Church beauti- 
ftjlly painty A ittle after we found a great Caravan confiAing of tome 
bund^ol Camels and Mules, carrying Men, Women and Children wh 
their Bapge, who were going to Damafiut on their way to About

to it, it looks to the South-Weft. My meaning is, that the City in thofe 
places where thefe Gates arc looks to thele Quarters of the World, for (bme 
of the Gates look along the Walls. 

Without the Prilbn'sGacCjthcre are a great many fair large Oives cutlnihe 
Kock, which are wide, and have a very high Rocf; t eaching above an ilun- 
drod paces inro the Rock ; They make ropes in the mouths of them, and 
lay Grapes there allb a drying to make Brandy of: This Rock is white aniJ^ 
pretty fbfr. 

Seeing my cui blity led me to fee all that could be f^en,they took me one day 
to 3 place, called Schtik Bajkir,kom. the Name of the Founder; it is a very plea- JeW Bjyrj 
.(ant convent of Dtrofflus. You enter into a Court where there is a Foun- 
tarn with a lovely Bafbn ; on the right hand at the end of the Court there 
isaftiir large Hall, covered with a grrat Dome, paved with lovely greyilh 
Marble, and on the left hand hands the Molque, covered with a Dome: 

The Water they have in that houfe, is forced by PoHjJtrttguti, From thence 

we paft by the Garden cS Suita» Atmrat^ which lignilics but little; and then 

went to refrefh our felvcs at the Fifh-wcll, which is a Cburc fijrrounded TheFilh-writi 

with Walls, where there area great many plane-Ttecs, and a Canal whar- 

fed with Marble, that is filled with Water from a very good Spring hard by, 

and that Water is very light Tn that Canal there is plenty of tlfh which 

none dare take, for the Turkt will not fulfer it, ^ying that if any cat of them 

they fall lick: They may be (een playing in the Water, which is Co clear, 

that one may cafily fee to the Bottom; this place is fhut with a very thick 

Stone-gate, whole Pivots arc of one piece with the Gate, and turn above and 

below in the Lintel andThrcfbold 

The Gallic of Ait^fo reaches in length from North*Eaft to South-Weft, 
and is of an ova] Figure afwell as rhe Town, which mult be (i:en ftotii 
Mount Avgtltiti a quarter of a League to the Weft ward of it: From thence 
you have a fair profpeift thereof; and may perceive that it reaclics from 
Norrh-Eaft to South-Weft. This hill is called by the Frattcki^ Monte Dtiia 
Ajtgtlmi^ bccaule there are many little Birds there, called by the Arabi *ingefctii. 
Meet71., and by thcTlfr^t FetiJ^eali. 

All the Houl^ of Aleffo arc better built, than in any other place of Tvthty 
that I have feen. There are^ a great many fair Cliques in it, and amongft The gt«t 
others the great Molque, which is robe ften from the great held from which Mofque of 
it bears betwixt North and Eaft; It hath a large Court almoftlquare, pa- 
ved with lovely black and white Marble ; towards the middle there is a great 
Baibn covered with a Dome rough caft over.liipported by lix Marblc^Pillars; 
and on the lide towards the South, there is a Fountain covered with a Dome 
in the lame manner, but Icfs, which is alfo Tupporced by lix Marble-Pilbra 
A Gallery or very wide vaulted Porch, runs all round the Court; and that 
Gallery hath leventeen Arches in length, and eleven in breadth, under 
which they who have performed the Ahdefi or other purilicationfa}^ their 
Prayers ; this Gallery is tetValled over-head. On the North fide in the mid¬ 
dle of ihc front, is the Chair or Pulpit ot'St. Jtha Damafcenr^ wherein he 
Preached-; and it is upon the fide of the Terrafs. Thfe Chair is of Stone, co¬ 
vered with a Dome of the lame, they enter it from the Ter raft, under an Arch 
bn each fide: before it there is a round Stone-Balcony pierced through, and 
wrought in rhe fides, and over*head a Pent-houlu of Stone, to keep rhe Prea-* 
cher from the Rain. 
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The Enrrv inm this Moique, is on and Wtifl fijles, ori rheWeft 

frde there is a Cnurr joyntng the Marque» into which they f,o from the great 
Mofquc bv a little door ; in the middle of this Court there is a and 

from the 0)urt there is an Entry into a little Mofque, covered with a Stone- 
Dome rtHjgh caft : This Morque with the Court, was anciently the Church 
of St. jobtt DuTttafcene, and there is a Crudfis painted on the frill to be 
recn, but the Vaults that covered the Court, have been tiemoUfhed. 

There is another Molque near the great Ktfw, towards the Weft, cove¬ 
red with a Dome of cjccelleiit Archltedlure ; iris of a very great circumfer' 
rence, and on the outHde bath buttereDTcs of moft delicate ftrufture, to 
The jidelse, a j;(f(;ngthen the Walls : this Dome is covered with Lead, The Mofque is cal- 
Mof^iut Mie from the Jflamc of its Founder, and its Minaret hath been beat 

down by Thunder. There is al& another fair Mof'que near the great Kb^n 
betwixttbeEafrand South, which hath a lovely Court; where two ranges 
of Pillars fupport and make two very good Porticos. This hfcfque hath a 
^ ’^ery high fair Dome covered with. Lead, as all the other Dtimes of rhe 
' Mofques of this City are. 

The great There arc many fair Khatit in and amongft others the great Koan^ 

jQ/r.imsf jf- where the Confuls of England and France^ and many Merchants lodge. The 
Portal of it is very lovely, and hath Rofe* cut upon it as delicately, as can bc< 
done in any place of Chriftendom. h hath two great Iron-gates, covered 
all over with Nails, and though they be half a foot thick, yet there is -a 
liole quite thorough, which, they fay was made by a Muskec-ftior, fired by 
one of rhe Soldiers of A fan .flaJljj*, when he was in rebellion againft the 
Grand Stigniw, By thefe Gates you enter into a very large Court, in the 
middle whereof there is a little Mofque in figure of a Dome covered with 
lead; the truth is this, Mofque does Tome Injury to the beauty of the 
Khan. 

There i$ a vaft number of Domes in Ahffe^ and it feems that way of 
building, hath had Its Original in this City; for moft parr of the Inhabitanta 
HDufejDomt- all their houfes Dome-ways, wherein they fucceed extraordinarily well; 

nay even their Villages are all I^mcs though they be of Earth, and a little 
ftiarp pointed. They allb bu'iM Sreme-minarets very high and flender, and 
give very good proofs that they are not ignorant of Aichiteflurc. To fay 
the truth, the People of Altf^i are very induftrious and ingenious, and ea- 
iilv imitate whatever they Ire, and whatever is brought to them from 
chriftendom. 

There are very fair Bsx^rs^ and very beaunfull houfes in you’U 

fee lovely Halls there, with Fountains in the middle, and three Divani 
crofs-ways, and all of Mofaick work even to the top, or at leaft built of 
white Free-ftone, and certain Black-ftones, that are found near to Aiepfnf, 
which are layed alternately one after another Checker-ways. There are 
0iv4Mi. other Divans encompafled with very high Marble-Pillars ; and moft of thefe 
Divans have large Windows, before which there are Matts to let on for the 
convenience of prolpcft and freth Air. 

Since Alcffo is a City of great trade, it will not be amift co lay (bmewhat 
W'eifihu and of the Value of Weights and the Moneys that are moft current there. The 
Monert weights that are ufed in that Coumrey for grofs Commodities are the RmU 
F^irtf. and the O^w. The RssttU weighs commomy fix hundred Efraclims, or five 
hundred Pound w-cighr of Mttrftillei The Rottff of Perfian Silk, contains 
fix hundred and Iburiojre Drachms, or five Pound and a third of MarfeilUs 
weight; the Rottk of Alt^^ is offeven hundred and twenty iJrachms, or 
O^iu. five Pound weight and a half of MarftHkj: The Ojw contains four hnndrcd 
Drachms, or three Pounds of MarfctlUt^ and fo it is at Damafcnt. Ac Ahg^ 
fo the Piajlfri*of Ryals is worth fourfcorc ; ibe threefcore and 

ten, the Sebattd is worth five Affrtt^ fixtccn Schaitds go for a Pjojfrf, and 
touncen for a BtspscUe. 

Bs A\€pfit and Damafrai they rub all the Roots of the Vines with a kind 
A Rfmedjra- ^ Af^bahum, which they purpofely mek to anoint the Vines with, from the 
giinU Worm* Root a f^c and a half high; and that prevents the Crapes from bdng eaten 
in Vlici, by certain Worms, which other wile would deftroy all. That ftuff is of a

1(8iy trodmtur. I was told that in Cyprut and many other places of Turktv 
they ufc a little drug ferthc fame ends. ' 

Ac AUj^ when the Grapes are ripe, they bring them to thc Town, in Grw,* 

&cks of Goats hair, without breaking, though fomccimes they be brought ' 
eight French L^gues from that City, Thefc Grapes have a very thick i 

Skin, are all white, and make a very flinng Wine, the beft time to gather* J 
them is in the Month of May. All buy as many as they hand in need of 
for making of Wine; for It is the Cuftom of the Inhabitants of Alepfu^ that 
every one makes bis own Wine in his own houle after this manner They Tiw^vavof 
put the Grapes into a great fquare fat of wood, where they prcis them wirh making? Win; 
mens feet; and then the Wine runs Into a Pale or a fhalW Tub through 
a hole and ftrainer at the bottom of the fat; When it is all run out, they put 
it with the Lees into very large Earthen Jarrs, where it works for thirty 
or forty Days; thefe Jarrs are covered onely with a Board and a Cloarh over 
it, without any fear of its taking vent. 

^ 111 this manner they leave it as long as they plealt^ nuylgnietimes a whole 
Year, catefUlIy ftirring it every day: And when thejr have a mind to drink 
it they draw it ojf, provided the time, at leaft wherein it was to work, be o 
yer, and they put it with the lees again into the fiir, where they flrain it a 
fccond timc: When it runs no more, they put the toes into a bag, and prefs 
them in the lame profs with mens feet, till no more come out, and vyhar 
rames out runs Into the reft ; Then they fpread thc Sralks of rhe Giapes 
that have been fo preft in the far, and t^r upon them all the Wine again, 
and fo let it rutt through a third time; This being done it is clear, fit for 
drinking and hath no lees. They then barrel it up, and in that manner 
make Wine at Ahppa all thc months of the year; hut as 1 have already fiid, 
it is onely White wine ; for there are no red nor black Grapes in all' thofe 
Qviancrs. The Chrifhans in that City make very good Brandy; but rhey 
who ft-ll it, are obti^ged to put about fii Drachms of Alum into a Bucket hill 
of Brandy to iftikc it ftconger, for otherwiH: the Turh would nor like it 
They drink very good Water at Aleppo f obferving a great deal of dr cum- 
'fb^lun in thc ufe of it It is indeed River-water, but it is diverted ftom the 
Aiver about three Leagues above AUpfi, near a place called Ailan from 
whence it is brought into the City in open Aqueducts, which coming near 
thc Town, are conveyed under ground to Fountains whence they take the 
Water; Thefe Aqueduffe have been made for purifying the Water, which 
is very muddy, and allb for fupplyingthe City; for thc River being low in 
the Summer-time, the Gardens drain all the W^r almoft with their 
Poufferagucs. ■ 

The Francis have CifternsaBb which they fill with the Water of ihcfc 
Aquedufts, by opening a hole in the Clftcrn through which the Water 
comes, and tpen Hopping it again afwcll as thc mouth of the Ciftern, which 
they open not but in Summer ; and thefe Cifterns are made not onely rn 
keep the Water very’ cool, but alib to make it pure and clear. They nave 
glides another excellent w^ of clarifying it; that is, they put thc Water 
intogreat Jarrs of unbumt Qay, through which itdtlHIls, and falls into Vcf 
fels, put underneath to receive it. This Rivci' of Aleppo comes from Amab, 
two days Joomey from thence, and jj^^cs ic felf under ground about 
half a league beyond Aleppo ; many think that it comes from EMphratef^ 
near to which it hides it felf under ground, and appears again ar 
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Though commonly- they, eat but little Fi(h at Aief^e, neverthetefs they 
have fometimesgreat pienfV ; but onely when they are brought from £»■ 
fbratts ■ The little River fumifhes revcral Trouts, which are noybo^'c a 
Fingers length,, and very finall but exceeding good. They take goo^Bs in 
It, which though they be but fmaH are moll delicious: There JIRroa 
great juany Crabs in that River which are broad and flat, and prefPrgood. 
Thev are at no pains to filh for them when the Mulberries are knir; be- 
■ caufe thefe Crabs ddighting in that Fruit, fell not to ramble about, and 
crawl up the Mulberry-trees, to feed on the fruit, and then it is no hard 
matter to catch them. 

The Cucumbers are To good in AUfpt^ that not onely the Countrey- 
People, but the Frattcii alfo cat them green, skin and all, and they do no burr, 
though they be «iten in great quantity ; it is the &nie all over 


mm. 


There is no fait ufed in this Gey, bur what is brought from a place a 
alay and a halfs Journey of Caravan diftant cowards the North*Eaft; it is 
made of Rain-water, which in the Winter falls into a fpocious low place that 
makes a kind of a Pond ; and that Water having exrraftod the &]t our of 
the ground it covers, congeals, and is formed intoCubcsofSalr, like to Sea- 
Salt ; It is brought to Altffo on Mules, hut is nothing near fo good as Sea- 
Salt, 

There is very good Turktjf Leather made at Altppa, There alio afwcll as 
at DstrmfcMi they prepare the £'dgrf, which is chat we call Chagrine in Frann, 
but much mote of it is made in Terjia. They are fb jealous of their iecret in 
preparing of Turkey Leather, that they fuficr nO' body to enter their houfts. 
TTie S/fgrt is made of the crupper-pieoc Skin of an Afi, they fhave that skin 
'* lb long iiill it become Imooth, white and thin like Partchmeni; but what 
they dowlth it aft'erwards, is all myftery; I did all I could to learn it but 
could not; onely I was told by a who trades in it and deals much 
with them, chat they put Ibme vety finall grain upon the skin fb prepared, 
which being prelFed, makra at firft little dents in it, but rhefe dents after¬ 
wards filling up again, they make that gcane which we fee in Cbagrin ; but he 
allured me that he Knew not in the Icili what grain it was tliey made ule oh 
I came to know afterwards in Ftrfm^ that when they make the Sagri^ after 
they have fhaved the skin,they wet it, and pur it upon a little frame of wood, 
to which they fallen it by ftreighc cords; then they lay the grain ( which 
^rhaps is no more but land ) pretty thick all over it, and fo expofe it to the 
Sun; when it is dry, they beat off char fand or grain, knocking the 
faack-fide of the skin with a ffick, anti then they wet it again, and put the 
grain to it a fecond time, which fometiracs after they beat o^ again in the 
iWte manner, and that's the whole my fiery. 

They drive a pretty good trade at in Cabram hair (that is the hair 
under the belly offomehe Goats, which is very fine, and ufed in the making 
of hats:) I was told that when they are put on b^d, great care muff be 
taken that they be not wet, becaule then they would be in danger of tak¬ 
ing fire of themfeivcs in a fhort time, like Hay that is bmught in before it 
be dry; and fome Ships have been burnt by that means, though tliat hap¬ 
pen not always infallibly. 

The Dyers of that Countrey make a moil: excellent blew dye. They 
put in ir, as wc do, Indigo, and Pomgranat-pecls, but befidcs that thev 
have this particular fecret They fill their great fets, that are of Earth with 
wati;r, and put into it two or three of Indigo, according to the big- 
nefs of the fat, and the goodnefs of the Indigo; and for fome time they ftir 
rheliquour in the far until the Indigo be all diOblved and well mixt ■ after¬ 
wards they pt into it Dogs-turd preyed in this manner. They take about 
an of that Excrement, and boil it in water, then they fJrain that water 
and put It into the fat, adding afterwards fome of the water of dares For 
tmking of that date-water, there Jino more to be done but to-put about an 
OquttiX Dates mm water, and ftir them well, rubbing them wirh the hands 
in the water, fo that all the fubftance of the Dates may be diirolvcd, and 
nothing remain bur the ftone; then having paffed that liqueur through a 
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Ih'iiincr, which loolts then like honey, they put it into the flit. For want ot 
Date$ they make ufe of the Jurce of black grapes well damped, and for 
want ofgrapcs^ they cake the Juice of ftamp^ (In Aleppo ufe 
grapes having no dates.) 

Four days after they have put in thefe waters of Dogs turd and Date, 
they add to it about two bandfulls of unllacked Umc. The preparation of 
that dye requires feven or eight days, and fbmetittjes a fortnight, during that 
time they keep a gentle hre of Camels^dung under the Fat, but lb weak that 
it ferves onely to keep the dye always warm; they put no urine to it, ufhig 
Dogs turd in ftead of it^ which they lay makes the Indigo to flick better to 
the things that are dyed. 

There is an /»Jiawliving at who paints Boxes and Canes of Pipes, on 

which he makes a great many Cirdes, and Tittle points of divers Colours; 
but being the onely perlon that knows the lecrer, he is fb jealous of it, 
that he will not reacn any ocher, and it was to no purpofe for Mmjieitr Btf 4 
M to oiler him five and twenty fimfirti co obl^e him to tell it me. 


CHAP. vni. 

The Sequel of the Otfervations of Aleppo.

publick rejoycing, Tbele Zinehi here are more mi^nificent than at C«rw, 
where the houles onely of the Conluls, Btjssnd the great Bazar are ador¬ 
ned, and nothing clfe of any note But feeing there are many rich Mer¬ 
chants in AUfpdt by reafon of the great trade of the place; at all times when 
there is a Zitteh^ every one hangs his Ihop infidc and outlidc, with the hneit 
Hurt’s he Ciin get, covers the Floor with lovely Orpets, and lays rich Culhl- 
ons upon them j l^hts a great many l^amps and Waa-Candles, and fo all 
the Bazari being covered,it yields a ^orious profpe^ You ihaU fee a Baz^r 
whereof all the houfes are hung with Velvet of feve^ pieces or (1ieaks,anorber 
with Cloath of Gold and Sil ver, another with Cloath, another with wrought 
Sturts, and lb every Bazar according to the trade of ic, and the Wealth of 
the Tradcfmen who live there, The gates of the great men are alfb ador¬ 
ned with coflJy Sturt's, lovely Arms, and all forte of Lamps. During that 
time they arc day and night in their Divant, which neverthelel^ are onely 
their Shoos transformed into Divaift; But all the fhops in Tarity are tailed 
two or three foot flora the ^ound, and there, as I cold you, they fpread 
Carpets, and lay Cufhkms all rout>d, and on the oucfide have rails of wood 
which they alio cover with Carper. They vifii each other, and mu mall v 
receive their virtts in their Divans: and there they entertain them (elves with 
Coffee and Sorbet, mufick after their way, and their little Lute which they 
call TamboMra. 

The Zmh which I faw at Alttpa, was appointed for feven days, beginning 
on Suniiaj the two and twentieth of JnTK ; the rcafon of that rejoycing was, 
the Bird) of the Grand Sknlors Eldeft Son ; whereupon imtnediarely priiw/ * 

were feiir rromC 0 f/d#/is«pZ’,to all the Towns of to publifh rhe news 

and appoint Zmths, Soioon as the Aga artived, the Ziaeb was proclaimed, 
all over the Town, and then the Guns of the Caftle proclaimed it more 
loudly, which TOntinued Morning and Night all the days following: If any 
had failed to rejoice, and to adom bis houfe, of whatfbever Nation, religion, 
or quality be was; he would have been deeply fined; and if a Subje^of the 
Grand Signiors, Baftonadoed befidcs. 

During the Ziwi all walk freely day and n’^t up and down the Oty, 
which in the Nigbr droc is Tighted by a great number of tamps in all the 
Streets, where there is cordlandy fo great a Croud, that one has much adoe 
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to pafe. All treat one another^ and make merr3' with tlicir fileiicJs ; Nor fa 
much as the but force a publick rejoycing, and they arc to be icen in 
troops up and down dancctog to the mufick of infiruments. The fcconJ 
day of the 7/ineb the MufeilnA being come to the great Khan^ to vifit the 
Stbtuk Batular y he IS the Judge of the Merchants, and Mafter of the great 
KboH ; ) be w^as received upon a Di-vsn eredled before the Gate, where at 
fir ft he was regaled with Coffee, Sorbet and Wine. Then about ten of the 
Clock he was conduced to another Divan prepared againft the Wall at the 
lower end of the Court, to fee a Comedy to beafted by Jewt. The Court 
ferved for a Theatre, there are onely two Creflec-lights of Pine-wood which 
they took care to keep burning; and that fuffiled to light all that g^eatCburt j 
, twenty fteps from the Divan, four or five Jev/j fitting on the ground, play* 
ed on fever a I Inftrumcnts and fiing ro them. 

The Ballet began by the entry of a Tart who danced to the found of In- 

k pruments, and fhewed a thou&nd feats of agility of body, but all moft in¬ 
famous and laid vious; next fallowed cwojewifh youths in thcApparrcl of 
the Maids of our Countr*^, who a^ed almoft the tame poftures, from time 
to time whirling very faft round, and fora pretty long while at a time. 
Then were fovend other entrys all different, and amongft the reft, one 
wherein there was a Jew inthedre&of a FrancA, which extreamly pJeafeJ 
the People of the Coumrey, who look upon our habit to be altogether ridi¬ 
culous But all tbefo entrys were petformed with abominable Lafc'n'ioufi 
nets, not oncly In gcftures but words, aifting in prcfoncc of all, the moft 
filthy^)ftures imaginable, and at every turn ufing moft obfoene and bawdy 
exprollions. Thctr whole difeourie in general was nothing but fihhincfs, 
from which if in fame places of Chriftendom the Stage be not altogether 
free, at Jeaft they arc not (b frequent, and arc wrapt up in clean Linnen ; 
but ihefe expreft every thing plainly and down right, which plcafos the 
Tvrh beft, and 1 obfeni'ed that fopperies fpoken without fonle or coherence 
were fufBrient to make them tear their Throats with laughter, provided the 
words were filthy and obfccne: In fhort, it is horrid and incredible to foe how 
far the impudence of the TlirJfe/tranfports them to luft and efpeciallv to 
Sodomy. 

Belides this ignominious entertainment, fovcral Players upon Tnftruments, 
that go about the Town, fevery Company confifting of two Hoboys and a 
little Boy that plays on a Timbrel,^ ftopi before rhegare of the great Khm and 
played, in cx^idktioti of fome gratuity from the5r/6fjfA Banilar who wasftill 
on the oppofite to the Gate, and who after they had played for fome 

time, lent fome half a P/if/rr, others a quarter, and to feme a whole Piajrre. 
The fineft thing to be feen in the Zimbt, is the proceffions of the trades, 
riic procFifi* This entertainment began the third day about nine of the Clock, by the 
oil of the Shoomakerswho marched in this order. In the firft place were a great ma- 
Shw-irnkm, little Boys, who wore on their heatls fharp pointed Caps of Paper like 
Sugardoayes; they ftioutol as loud as they could wilhing Bleflings to the 
Qrand Signm, after them catnc three or fburfoore men of the trade, two 
and two, attired body and bead in different manncis, but all very extrava¬ 
gantly, and moft ol them had on Coats of Mail or Tigres skins j they had 
all Muskets on their Shoulders, Swords and Targets by their fidcs with a 
Wax-taper in their hands? they were followed by the Ancienteft of the trade 
without any Arms, but all together made a quire of Mufick after their way 
pra 3 ;ing for and blcfling the Grand Signibt ; (binetimes they call theuifelvcs 
into a ring, and fingingwith great aftion, toffed their heads fo violently that 
It fwmed they had a mind to throw them at one another. Immedtarelv 
t^e eight men after them, carrying a Dtvan or Pageant upon their Shoul¬ 
ders railed about, on which were fovcral Tapers, and two little Boys of the 
trade, oncof which cur out PdWrie#, and the other fewed them When 
they came before the Kbau they ftopt, and the ancienteft of the mufical 
QJirc with a loud voice called to that they mu ft pray 

Sdt"dlS^f and fay thefatab (br his fakej and immedi¬ 

ately all raid It together, andfo they went on their way.

Ijiic order the others did; but many of their Company were covered all xhe proctJll* 
c/er with Furs, having alto fticks like fools baubles covered in the fame t^n of the 
(tanner, and their Divan (oti which was a little Boy a tewing, ) was edged al! Ta^lt-j-j, 
round with Furs. 

The firfl Trade that marched the fifth night, was the Dyers, which made Th? proeefll-* 
one of the lineft Shews. After Ibme little Boys wearing horns on their Heads, on of the 
came about an hundred men covered with Tygres skins or Coats of Mail; 
they carried Muskets on thtar Shoulders, Swords and Targets by their tides, 
and Wax-tapers in their hands, and roared and danced like Fools; then 
came three Quires of Mufick conriflingof rhe ancienteft of the company, who 
Hnging with all their force and dancing, at leaft with their heads, laid the 
Fatah for the Grand Signinr before the great Khan ; After that appeared the 
Dtvan carried by Ibmc men, on which were fpread feveral pieces of ftutf 
dyed red; and In the middle there was a little Boy, who Hnging as loud as 
he could, took a white Cloarh by the two Corners, and Ipreading it our be¬ 
fore all the Spectators, dipt it into a great Pale ftanding before him, and Im- 
medlately pulled it out ail red; he wrung it, and then fpread it abroad. [ 
was furprized at firft, and fb were all the reft, to lea that the Cloath had ta¬ 
ken the dye fb Jbon; but I fancy that be left it in the Pale, and pulled out 
anorlier already dyed, however it was nimbly done r That Divan was fol¬ 
lowed by another, whereon a Boy knocked blew Stuffs, to make the water 
come out of them. 

To this compiiny fuccceded the Curriers or Turkey Loather*drc(Iecs, who TheCur.-ietj. 
had a great many Youths marching before them attired with Goats horns of 
teveral Colours, four or five foot long; they were followed by feveral Chil¬ 
dren, alidad in Turkcy-leather,and then marched the Aft/u/a, the Old men 
and the Divany on which were two little Boys one of which dyed the Lea¬ 
ther red, and fpread it upon the rails, and the other fmoothir^ it with a 
little Row ling-pi II, ft retched it out upon a bigger. 

After this trade, came the Grocers, or Ibme fuch trade; for they ftll Oyl, Grocert 
Olives, Fruit and the like Cbmmodaties. The Dtvm was- adorned with 
Apples and other Ibrts of fruit han^ng round it, and below there were (eyera! 

B^kets filled with various things; in the middle ftood a little Boy, holding a 
pair of Scales in one hand, into one of which he put a handfull of fruit, which 
afterwards he threw among rhe People, lamecimes (mail Nuts, and fometimes 
Dates, Apples anti other Fruit. * 

The fourth Company was the Cap-makers both for Men and Women ; Q-tnjktf*. 
ihele had no Divaw, but after the old men came feveral Boys, attired with 
very long Horns, Ibme of Velvet, whereof they make mens Caps, and o- 
thers of Qoathof Gold of which they make thofcof the Women; lomea- 
gain wore Caps, from which hung behind long Beeves of the fame fluff, anti 
ieven or eight men amongft them wcrecloathcd all over with the lame ftufis, 

(oine in fafhion of ^CbajulUy and others in the manner of Cspysi, much like 
to thole which the Boys of the Quire oi' Nsfire Datat in Pam wear, but that 
thefe drew into a point on the fmall of the back, and all were attired 
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wirh grcAt Caps of the /amc Stuff, ftiapcd much after*he faftiion of a 
Micre. 

The fifth was the Company ofCoffeo-ftllers Theic werntwo Boys upon 
their Divd», one turning a wheel by the handle, to grind i(e Coffee, and 
the other hoy ling it. The Targcr inakers and Scabbard-mkers followed 
them; and upon the Diva» were two young Boys one fcwing sTarger, and, 
the other polifhing a Scabbard. 

Next came the Butchers, whofe boys that went before them, raving dan¬ 
ced a little before our KAjh to the Mufick of their Tabors, adva^ed to re¬ 
ceive the Money which the SchtUk Baatlar gave them, which vai about 
twelve or fourteen for above a ftore of them; which mad- me ob- 

Icrve that the Tvrkt arc libera! at fmall coft. The Mafters fat loved the 
men, and their D/wn was ftuck round with green Boughs, and fevera, pieces 
of fleth hanging theteut: Upon it was a Uttle Boy whetting his Knives, 

At the heels of theft; came the Silk-Throwfters; Upon their Divaa v^is a 
‘little Boy who mmed a wheel, which make fix Silk-Looms to turn, and ticre 
was above, a kind of‘a pair of yarn-Windlcs, which turned alfo by one of he 
firings of rbefe Looms: At each end of an Axietree there were two blad*$ 
Gtof^ways, and to every Arm of the Crofs two Lamps faftened, which wen, 
not our, nor fpilt one drop of Oyl, though they turned very fall; a little, 
Btack*a-more of Wood, held the handle of that Machine, and feemed to' 
turn It. 

Thelaft were the makers ofKofe-bands, that part of the Bridle which co¬ 
vets the Note ofHotles, at the cad whereof ba^ Taileis of Silk; their 
van was adorned all round with them, and had two Boys uponit, the one 
combing and the other fewi ng them, 

The Cxrh Evening naarched the Joyners, Gardeners, and the Smiths, but 
there happened a fcuflle amot^ft them; the laft fighting with another Com¬ 


pany.

WoTfc.bfifU f Spring to Autunin, the Turk* leave their Horfia, Mules and Game’s 
all*ijfiiUreud. always abroad, expofed to tl\e Sun, Rain and Wind, without any fear of 
damagc,and they lhackle them by the fot^ feet, to wit, the two left L^s with 
one cord, and the other two the Eirae way ; and at each end of the cord there 
is a piece of Girth that goes about the Horfes ftmt, and a Rope faftened to it 
to hold it •, and beftdesrhat the Beaft is feftened by a Rope to a ftake fixed in 
the ground. As for the Camels, commonly they are not made fa ft; one! v 
(bmerimes they fbackle their two hind Le^: In the ni^t-time they cover 
them with a Cloath of Goars hair, which in Winter they line with Felt. 
Whilftthey keep the Camels and other working Beafts abic)ad,they give them 
no other food hut the grafs they eat; and tbafis rhe reafbn that they are not

fhrie Btafti, for which end they leave it in the day-time in the Sun, where it grows (a 
dry, that it is almoft reduced to Alhes, and at Night they have a a tot care

C H A P. IX. 

Of the Koad ts Moful fy Bir and Orfe.

A Fter two Months Hay in Aleppc^ I let two Caravans go which were Caravan* for 
bound for Erzeruntf becaule one muft Ibmetimes wait a long white at 
ErzjrittHf fot a Caravan to Rtvajf, and at Reva» for one to Taurij^ and in 
tliole parts tlie FraaeJb have no prqtfiftion; belides there is much robbing on 
that road. At length there was one ready to let out for Ateful, and 1 ciilol* 
to go with it, contrary to the advice of all the FramJkf^ who would have 
perfwaded me to rill the heats were over. 

1 agreed with a Turk who had hired foveral Mutes, and gave him thirty Agrcemrnt 
Piaflrtf., to tranfport me, ray man and ba^ge by Land to and from 

Moful to Bagdad by KeUck^ and to clear me of all Caj^arts ; (bme days after 
lie would have three Piafires more, and Cloath-Stockins for four Piafhtt: f fii^ 
gave him all in ha^ as be dehred, though 1 thought it not the fafeft courle, dtJ. 
bur onely that 1 might not baulk a friend from whom I had receivyd many 
kindneftes, and who had made the batgain for me: Seeing he had never era- 
veiled that Journey hlmtelf, and that he thought et'cry man as honeft as 
he was, he perfwaded himfclf chat he had done very well for me. in the 
mean rime the onely way is, to bargain with the Muletors, and not to pay 
them in bandi for ifl had done lb, it would not have colt me lb much. 

ThacTwri payed the Muletor but fifteen Piajlni for the two Mules and a 

half that 1 had loaded, and all rhe reft of the Caravan payed no idors but 

f}X Piijfrtt a Mule. Befides, that infidel told me many tintes upon the road .Sis pta^rtr a 

that he had neirber agreed for niy baggage nor for the CaptrtSf and would M'J'f* 

have I know not how many Piafirti i«ore; and in fine, 1 was forced to 

pay new chaises from Mef»t to Hagdad. 

1 parted from jfttpfroon Sunday the nine and twentieth of ytaUf accompa¬ 
nied with Icveral Fretuh Merchants on Horle-hack, who would needs do me 
that honour, to fee me to the Caravan, which wtu; in the Meidan, by the 
Gardens, dole by the City. 1 went out by the Gate Bait-Ei-Barkouja' and 
my Servant told me who had been there with my Goods two days; that 
the Night bdore one of my Fire-locks had been ffollen, and fome Goods AThtft. 
taken irom others: It behoved me to be contented fmee others were in the 
lame condition, and that they told me they had feen the Thieves and pur- 
fued them, but could not overtake them, Thelc thieves flidc cunningly 
along upou their bellies like Snakes; and thcrefon: in all that Journey, tl^y 
lye not in tents in the hiJight-dme; but on thecontrary unpltch them at l^ighr, 
bccaufc then, as th^ fay,) they lerve oneiy for li^aStacIes to Robbers. 

Next morning ac the break of day wc let forward on our Journey, and 
were at firft troubled wnth cold for fbmc omoi We marched till nine of the 
Clock and then encamped in a Field called near the River 

Aitffe that runs by this place;, and liasaUttle Bridge over it. 

We parted from thence on Tacfdaj the fir It of July about break of day ; 
and about nine a Clock wc met a great Caravan coming from Mojuf^ in 
which there was a Watch maker, who came from Ptr/w, where he had 
long lived with bis Wife andOiildrcn. After wc bad difcourfcd a iittlo mgv! 
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thcr, we ^lartcd, rherc Caravan going on to SitMttfitia, and ours iibour tch iti 
the morning Hopping in a fieid catted Chetavti., where a little Brook ftiosu' 
mongReeds; from Jhppe to that place webad always kept Eafl North- 
and from thence to Bir our way lay Eaft. 

Nest day being the l^ond of wc I'aned from Cteratt.'t 

about break of day, and about ten in the Morning canve to a great Vitlsge 
called AT.f&fr, near to which wc encamped. This place hath much wo^ 
and water about it which renders it very pleafam, and here you may fee a 
very lovely CaJeade of nine or ten Stories which has been made for a Warer- 
mill hard by, Wc began then to feel it very hot both day and night. 

Next morning July the third we decamped about two Clock after rr.id- 
night; and at break of day pafr betwixt two grounds where a gteat many 
Fig-trees were planted in fireight rows About half an hour after feven, 
we marched betwixt two Hi Hocks, upon one of which to the right bund, there 
is a Building, with a kind of a Pyramtde. Half an hour afrer wc came to 
jhe Banks of Euphrasts^ which l^mcd ro me to be no bigger than the Hivcr 
of Seim ; but they /ay it is very broad in Winter, and the truth is, its bed 
is twice as broad. This River is called Frat^ and Ahurat Seui^ that’s to fay, 
the water of defire; becaufe, (fey they^ a Calife of BagtIaJj ha v‘mg/ent for a 
The Warn-of little of all the Waters of the Countrey, and having caufed them to be 
weighed, the Water of Euphratet was found to be the lighted. 

'I bis River runs very /lowly, and is navigable for little Barks as far up as 
the place w'hcreit joyns thcTj'^i'i/; but great Batks go onely from Btr to 
Riitjva»iay which is a Village ditknt iroin Btr, about ten days Journey; and 
then they unload their G^s, which are carried upon Camels to 
which is but a /mall days Journey from it, where they are conveyed by 
Water ujwn the Tygrij. TTjus do the barks loaded with gJafe (of which [ 
/hall pre/cntly fpeakjl gotoBaJIsr^. Not that this River is (t) unnav-gahlc, as 
fbme would have it; for whilil 1 was at JiepfOj the Seheici, litinJsr hired a 
bark lo carry by Eupbratti to Etttfvania five or fix hundred ca/es of g!a/s, 
which be lent to the InJkt. The realbn why great barks go not bc) pnd 
Rentjh/eniit, is becau/e there are Ibme Rocks in the River which hinder iheir 
pa/Tage, but are avoided by fmaller Boats. Nevcrthelefe I /hnuld have taken 
that oocallon to go to Bag^aJ^ had I not been told that the barks flopped 
Ibme days in ceraln places where the paflage is bcH, and go but very /lowly, 
and that belides, 1 could not in the Iraft fiir from the bark without dan¬ 
ger oflieing robbed by the Arah, nor fray on board without being much 
incommoded by the heat, becau/e they have no Deck, I wondered to fee 
that they who baled up chde Chefis lor the SehekA Bandar, tumbled them /b 
rudely that they broke all the glafi j but they told me, that it mattered not, 
though it were all broken into pieces, becaufe the Indian Men and Women 
buy it onely to have little pieces /et m l^gs, which ferve them for l,ooking- 
gbiles to fee chemftlves in. Thatgjafs Is all over laid with Quick filvcr on 
one fide, and is a very faleable commodity in the InJin, and profttablc to 
the Merchants. 

We croflirdover Euphrarei in great boats, which have the rudder about 
three foot dillanc from the ftem of the boat below ( asP^tre diSa I'aHe re* 
pons j) and 1 think no oAer lea/bn need to be given for it, but that of fru- 
^ity i becaufe thefe kinds of boats coft them lefi than if they were made 
like ours j for their rudder is no mote but pieces of board nailed crors-wavs 
ro the end of Poles, and that would fignifie nothing*, if fafiened to the Hern 
as ours are We rame a /hoar at Bk, which is a liirlp Town mMrfepet^nw 
upon the Jidc of the River, the hou/es of it beginning,below at theWater- 
fide, and reaching up to the top of a hill j the Caftle ^ich feems to be pret¬ 
ty* enough, is alfo iltuated upon an afeent. The Walls of the Town arc en- 
tire and as the houfra arc, built of little fquarc Stojies, gotin the bill, which 
li all ot a rofr Rock; but within, there is nothing but Ruincs. We encamped 
on ihc top of the hill without the Town, and arrived there half an hour 
atw eight; having firft payed cuftom for all Merchants goods at fo much a

into aAVcIl, and that our Lord knowing this, faid that that Land wasgoirxl 
Ihr nothing, and therefore went no farther ; this is the caufe why they will 
not bury their dead there r Others tell this ftory in another nianfter, which 
1 (hall relate when 1 come to fpcak of Orfa. 

Friday the fourth of Jdy wc parted from *ir, about two a Clock in the Departure 
Morning ; and took our way a little different from what we had held till we froni Sir, 
came there i for we dire^ed our courle Eafl-North-Eafl until! we came to 
Orfa. About nine in the Morning we encamped in a Field near to a binj • 
where Iieretofbrc had been a great Town call^ Aidar Ahntet^ at prelent 
there is nothing of it to be feen, and a Hctle Brook runs by it among Reeds. - 

"Next day being ^atarday the fifth of Juiy we (&c forwards on our Journey 
abour two a Clock in the Morning; and about five a Clock patlM by Tebamte- Y<henmfi(k’ 
Ink winch was formerly a little Town with a Caftlc, builr by tme Deti^ar * ^ 

who was Balha of DMr^«r^,upon a little eminence, with a for the 
caJivenience of the Caravansjand that becaule of the many Robbers upon that 
road, as there is hill at prclcnt. All was built of hones taken out of the 
Ruinesof Akmtt ; but there is no more now remaining but a little of 
a Oihle, with a finall Village at the foot of it; and part of the Walls of the 
Town, whereof two gates arc hill to be feen ; the Han which is hill entire is 
very pretty. We went on, and about nine in the Morning, encamped in a 
place where formerly hood a great Town called ; at prefentii is no T^enhmi. 

more but a confufed heap of hones, amongh which there are (ome Wells of 
Rain water. Wc parted from thence the fame day about ten of the Clock 
at Night, and alcended by bad ways. Next morning being Sunday the fixth 
of Ju/y^ at one a Clock in the Morning, we travelled along a lovely way 
made in the Rock, two fathom deep, a fathom broad, and eight (athom long, 
before that way was cut, there w^ no rtaveUtng by that road : Then wc 
went down an ugly ddeent which continues as far as the Town ofO?f«,whcr6 
we arrived about two a Clock in the Morning, and encamped near the Walls. 

The Town of Orfa which is the andcnt EdtJlfa is about two hours march in orfa, Ediffa. 
circuit; the Walls of it are fair and pretty entire, it almoh fquare, but 
within there is hardly any thing but Rnines to be Icen, and nerertbelefs it is 
very populous. On the South fide there is an adiomingCallle, upona hill, 
with large and deep pitches, though they be cut in the Rock; it is large in 
com pals, but full of Ruincs, and has onely fomc piitifull old broken Guns; on 
tlie top of I he Caflle there is a little fquare Turret from whence one may fee 
a great way, and the People of the Countrey fay that£/w/ lived in that little ,, ' .

On the (ide that looks towards the Town, there are two great StonC’pi liars, 
at fix or (even (ieps diilance one from another, and Handing upon their Pe- 
deflals ; they are of Corinthian order, conlifting of (bven and twenty lays of 
ft<mc a piece; each lay contains but two Hones, and each Hone is nineteen riniii;.in order. 
Inches high, being two foot and a half in Diamctre. The People of the 
Countrey Hty, that heretofore there were two others like to tbefe, and that 
one of the Thrones of Nimrod was placed upon thefe four Pillars; chat TtittbroReoF 
from this place, to which they bear great reverence, Abrnbam was thrown Nimrod 
headlong into the Furnace chat was underneath, and that at the Jamc 
inftanc a Spring of Water gCtfhcd out, which is running at prelenr, and tills 
a Canal clofeby; it is a great many fathom in length, and five or fix in 
breadth; whole Water having waHi^ all the Town Jofra it (elf under ground, 
at (bme hours Journey from thence. 

There is fb great plenty of Fifh in this Canal, that they appear in great 
fhrjals, and I take them to te Carps; but they fay that Ifa man (hould catch 
any in this Canal, and eat of them, he would not fail to fall intoaFea* 
ver t and that's the reafbn they (iiffer nobody to catch them, unlefs on the o- 
ther fide bf a little Bridge which is at the end of t he Canal: Hit they (ay that 
bung taken beyond that Bridge, there is no dangerln them.

tietwixr rhe Caftlc and the Canal, there is another I'mallcr one, dillant 
from the grcatcr about fifty paces, whofc Waters joyn together at the end of 
the Channel. Seeing the Inhabirants of Off<f fancy all to be miradein their 
Countiey \ they fay that it is another fource, whidi fpning out of a place 
into which they threw a flave, who leeiing that Ahrabam received no hurt 
by his fall, and that Water gufhod outmiraculouHy from the place inrowhicli 
he was pitcipitated; told 'tiimrod that that man was p true l*ropher,and not 
a Sorcerer as he faid; whcreuiKjn he cauf^ him alio to be precipitated j 
Had it not been for that, Orfa could not have fubfifted ft long, but muft have 
perifhed for drought; for there is no Water in that Town but what comes 
from thofe two Sewrees. * 

On the South-fide of rhe Caftle there are ftveral neighbouring Hills that 
command it; and cIpccialJy one which rhe People of the Counrrey call Aim- 
ted TabbiaJi^ (that’i to fay > the Throne of UimroA', bccauft they believe that 
his chief Throne was upon rhe top of that hill; there arc a great manv' 
^Grotto's in thefe hills, where they an hundred thou land of Nmred‘s Sol* 
diets quartered. 

Next day J went out of the Town by the South gate, which they call 
Eyam Capjij and 1 came ft fee rhe Well called the Well of the Handkerchief' 
Tlic hiftory of a tout a ihoufand paces from that Gate. The’u' Hiftory (ays that Abagfintt 
^bagantt. 0r/<» being a Leper all over, and having heard many wonders fpo* 

ken of our Lord, ^t Meffengers to pray him to come and cure him ■ wkh 
orders to aflure him in his Name, that he would protect him from all his 
Enemies, and ftnt with them a Painter to draw his Pifture. They fay that 
our Lord made anfwer to the Mc^ngers, that he could not go with them, 
becaufe the time of his paffion drew nigh, and chat perceiving the Painter 
drawihg his Pitlurc, he put a Handkerchief upon his face, which immcdi- 
, 1 . nntcuu,.- J'cccivcd fhc print ofhis Countetiancc J and that Handkerchief he gave 
handXcrch^^^^^ f ^cm to bc Carried to their Prince: The Mefiengers fttislied with their Em- 
bady, returned, bur being near rhe City were ftr upon by Aobbers who put 
them to night} and he that had rhe Handkerchief threw it nimbly into rhe 
Well we (peak of, and cfcapcd into the‘Town, where he related all his 
proceedings to the King, who went next day in proceflion with all his Peo* 
pic to’the Well, where they found the Water fwcllcd up lo the brim and 
the Handkerchief flouting on the top: The King took ir, was immodlatelv 
cured of his l^profitf, and he and all bis People turned Chriflians: They fay 
that they kept that Handkerchief a long time, but that at length the FrifftL 
liole it and carried it away to Romr, 

^ A Ttfri told me in good carneft another ftory of that Well, he faid that 
Jyb living batd by, and being fallen into extream poverty, the Worms eat 
him up, ib that tOCTC remain^ no more of him but the Tongue, which they 
would have devoured alfb ; but that he having had his recourft to God 
cried, H'baf! LorJ^ will m>t jea letfvt r»y Tongue to fingyear TrAftt itritbl 
That then Gto bid him go wafh in that Well, from which he reiuimod found 
and well, and fhortly alter recovered great Riches i that the Worms rctiixid 
into a Groct not far off, and confumedpart of the Wall of it, of which thev 
fail not to fhew rhe marks. ^ 

This Well is walled in, and many People both Men and Women go thi¬ 
ther to Wafh : they go behind little StoncAValls, and there ftrippine them, 
feivcs, receive upon their bodies the Water of the Well, which runs dm of-, 
VclJcl pierced through ftandlng upon the IittlcWan,that they have filled belore 
I /aw many Lepers in this Town as wcllias AiDumafctn. They look 

hideouny, arc black and mclancholick j much ado they have to focak and 
their btoy all over pains them; their difleraper is much like the iC but ir

1 was at Rfijjitm, a Frenrb Phyfician called Maufttit iVrjiJw.cuicd [hefe I-xcit;!- J he w.-.r oj 

cenccG iti this n^anner. He took two fticks, wherewith lie (bparated that f’.xcrtf- 

iuperhuous Flefli from the parrs, Co ordering ft, that nothing remained under 

the iiicks, but juii what he was to cur; then holding thetwo flicks very fall 

with one hand, witha&y/fiifi in the other, he cut clear off the fujiei huous 

tkfh that was under the flicks: That if he chanced to cur any VelTd, whidi 

made a great flux of blond, he had his Buttons ready upon Coals to flop it : 

Aflor that he fewod up the Smtum, and drolled thb wowid till it was per-' ' « 

feJly aired. This fwelling is caufed by a Gsrnonty that grottos rn the 
lur/t, under the Privy parts, with Veins by Which ,k is nouriflied: And ! told 
him that that Phyiiclan had Siffured me, that at jiltxitn/iriJ, lie dtt k man 
a weti on thefe parts that hung down to the ta-y ground, and that having 
weighed ir, h was twenty five pound weight. Seeing he had maby Patients 
con:e to him, bccaule in F^ypt^ moft a're iroubted wit1> that diflem-per, Cmio 
Ttiorc and fomc Ids, I had the Curiofity to fee one of them, whole 
1 ciicbetl al moft CO his heels. Having i trfonned the Chiru i^enb Dahn^icfi of th is 
way of Operation, he told me that he had one under harxls troubled with 
the lame difeaft, whom he was to Cure, but that though his own way was 
gortl yet he would make tryal of the method of that Phyjician 

■Uiwnhts,Paficnt; and indeed, he propoled it unto him, ^jlTurlDg him with 
all that thci’c would remain a banging Ain as long as he lived, which would 
be very uiicafie to him, if hutnade bis ordinary operation upoiiltlm;. whereas 
ifhedid it the other way {'that I had taught him,; he would be free from all 
inconvenience ; bur the Patient wouM not admit of it, and told hint that 
another Franck had heretofore propofed to treat him in that manniir, but j 

that he would not, and that he had rather have the trouble of liiatSkin, and 
run no risk, than m be rid ofir with the danger of his lift. 'llic Patient was 
a tnan above five and fifty years of Age ; and to cute him, Dtmhtm made at! 
jncifioti crofs waysinhis Scretam^ and then ftript tltar iuperfluohs Rdh which 
ho cut off; after that he ftitched Up thesW, leaving obely a little place 
open, to which he applied hjs Medicines ; this piccti of Sell) was bigger than 
ones Fift, and bad a greit many 11 rtlu veins, whilfl that operatioh was per* 
forming, the old n:ah fmoaked a Pipe olTnbacco, and made no noilc; onely 
he nfientimes recommended htmfclrto Afabcmet^ whilft the by flanders prayed 
for him : but the Chit urgeon that did the opcratkm was fo poor that he Ijad 
not lb much as a Button or aduai cautery, 
fFfJntjifaj theninihof 7*// in the Evening, the Officer of the Cuftom-hourc 
came to demand his dues from our Caravan, and took my Sword out of my 
Tent, which he left in the handa of the KiSrvaH-Sap, pretending a Pwjfri 
!rom me as being a frrtitcA j but having fpoken to my Mtfitrti he went and 
brought back my Sword 

Next day a Thief ftole the Dolimatt or long Coat of one of nur Company: * 
but after a very bold, and in fomc manner pica fa nr way. We flayed and 
lay at the houfe of a Phyfician who was a Framk^ and being alle^p hi the ^onl 
U|ion a Maeah of his Court, about an hour beihre day a nimble Rogue cun- 
niiigly opened the Gate, and came fbftly to the Dairt>n» whicb Was near to 
him it belonged to; he awakening at the noift the Thief made in cmpryinc 
his Ptwkets, was not at all flaitkd, on the contrary thinking it was hij man 
he twice calkd him by his Name; at which our Tfiief who, < as {tliink,^ had 
no delign to carry otf the bur onety what was in the Pockets ima¬ 

gining that he was difeovered, whtpt away Deliman and all In the mean 
time the onely remedy was nor to talk of it; for if the ^ettd*ajha had con'e to 
know it, he would have come to the Houfc and ftctedall that he found in ir 
proceflmg that there were no Thieves in the Town, and that rh<* 'rhefi mufl

were to ensamp the firft Night. This gave fo fearfull an allarni to all our

wc encamped by ir, Irom the top of thefe bills, we bad a view of the Moun¬ 
tains called CarAdgtit‘DaglMr. CjiraJ^i4~ 

Aboutelevcn a Clock at Night we had an allarm from twenty five Curdifh OtgLir, 

1 lorfe-mcn, who came towards our Camp, who king difeovered the allarm 
was given, for it had ken publifhcd in the Evening, that we ^ould all 
watch for one another. All armed .at the found of a Flure infiead of a Drum, 
and fbmc of our .Men marching out of the Omip, and purring chemfelvcs in 
apoflure to tire upon the Curdt -, they cried aloud praying us not to fire • 

upon them, bccaufe they were going a hunting, and fo went on their wav 
We rpenr every Night in this manner, inciting one another to watch and ling* 
ing to keep us from fleeping. • 

We parted next Morning about a quarter after three, for wc marched no * 

more now before break of day, that we mi^t not be furpriftd. Our way 
was Eafl a little towards the South-BaA; and about fix a Clock we found 
fittcen or twenty of the Curds Tents, made of the hair of black Goats, un- Tmti efUie 
der which were feveral Women and Children ; about eight of the Clock wc ^>frds. 
found above fixty of them, and three quarters of an hour after we encam¬ 
ped near a Well of Spring-water, In a place called AUki> Tbcfc Cttrdt came Ahkj. 
and fold Provifions in out Camp j but moft part of them would not take 
Money, but oncly Soap, or Tobacco, and culcfly Scfp; and though they 
wctcolfered Ten pence for that which was not worm Eight pence, they 
would not take it, faying that ^ey would not gjve it for a Piape^ but for 
Soap they would. The Night folio wing we had a veiy cold Wind, but not fo 
the day after; for then it was cxceHlvely hot. 

Wc parted from AUki on Tutfday the fifteenth of about three of the 
Clock in the Morning, and marcbi^ on Eaft-South Eaft: An hour after we 
left the bad way full of Stones, which we had conilantly had from Oj/^t, 
and entered into a great Plain, having always to the left the Mountains 
Caradgta which arc the Mount TauTUf^ char reaches from above Ofra to Tk Mou^ 
arbtek towards the Eafr ; and from thence, Soutb-Eafl; till over again fr KixAl- 
ie», and till near lo Pfsfthtn towards the NorthEaft j and from thence South- 
Eaft, till within two days Journey of MefuL 

About fix a Clock 1 was told that the Town of Dkrbtck^ called in Antteni- The Town of 
«», Anttd^ was two longer thrw fhort days march to our left hand, and that 
was the neareft we came to ir. Half an hour after (even we ^^afied by A 
little Chappel coveted with a ftone-Dome; wherein there is a Tomb, which 
the People of the Countrey fly b the Tomb of Job, and at ptefent there is JqIs Tomb, 
a Suvtit who prays at the back of chat Chappel \ Ibr this is a famous place of 
Pilgrimage, and this Santa hath a little Cell near a Well of good Spring- 
water. 

Half an hour after eight wc arrived at the foot of a hillock, on which 
fiends a Village, called Teighmren^ {Tti in Arabick. figiuficsalitile hill) and 
weencam]?ed in the Plain near a Fountain. This day and the prccecding, 
we found by the way , many plants called Agnus Cafins^ or Canahii\ for 
they grow three foot high, and have the leaves divided by fives, like a hand, Agnus cajiuf, 
the middlcmofr being the longeft, and then the two ne.xt ro it, the two tafr 
are the lead; they are jagged in the middle, and white underneath; indhort, 
that plant ends at the cop in an car of fevcral little Flowers of a very bright 
blew; they grow among the Stones, and may be feen there in grcit tufts. 

1 mufr here alfo obferve fonve faults m Mapp of Mid-Anerrourw 

way from Orfa to Telgbu/urani we fbnulU have palled a River which he Gugnphr- 
calls and makes it to come from Mount Taurus^ pals by Caracmit^ and 
a great deal after fail into Euphratei'^ ncverchelcls in all our Caravan there 
was not one who could give me any ridings of that Water ; and from Orfa 
to Telgbiauran, we p^ed no other Water, but Dgialiab, M’kIcs he hath Othfr errottn, 
made lb many fauks in the pofitions of places, and in their difrances, as alfo 
in the changing their Names, that nothing is to be known by it; and tliough 
* 1 named 
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f na^mcd to maiiv of our Caravan moft ot' the Names that he has put in his 
Diariici or mihcr Durkiir, the beft way 1 could, yet they ktic^v nor above 
rwo or three of them. He makes two Towns afCitramiil and and 

it is hut one to wit Dkrlicck. He makes the River jiidaktir the fame wirh 
D^iitOai and that of Orffi. That River of jlkbakur takes its Jburcc abtju: 
four days Journey from Mar Jin towartjsthc South, and falls into Eupbr^itj 
They fay that the Water of this River isfo ^ood, that if after a man hath 
eaten a whole Lamb, he drink of it, he’ll not find it burthen his Siortiach. 

But it Is to be obfcrved that there is alfo another River,called which is 

the Ckhr mentioned in the Prophelie of Danid; it islcfs and has it fourcc be¬ 
low on the tefc hand to thofe who go down the J/grw, and at likgdgJ 

lofes it felf in the 7)^w ; and by what T could learn of an ancient Sjtsan of 
jWsj'rtf, who hath nmy rimes travelled by divers ways, from MvJuIiq 
and fromjiitffa toAUful, tJiere are a great many other faults in the iMdiip 
lof Diarkekj which niakcs me to think that it hath been taken from bad 
Memoirs, 

is a Caftle endofed with a great many Stones piled up one 
mmv another; in former rimes it was a great Town, but througli rheT#i'- 
*# Tyia!my it was defeated. There are about an hundred Koufesof 
mtmant in it, hut none of eiccepc of the Aga and his Servants which 
'V alfo cuftomec aivd Cbtfhagi^ we found a little thick muddy Claret there 
which they bring from MarJin. Under the trees at the foot of the hill, there 
K a little Chappel, where are Chains that they put about mad mens Necks 
and they fay that if they arc to be cured,* they &|j oft'of rhemfelves; but if 
wherwifc, they mull be taken off: The Cuftomer o f this place c.mie to our 
Ciiravan to receive his dues. 

Wc parted from thence ncjtt day the fijttcenth of Juh, three quarters af¬ 
ter three in the Morning, and ct»iitlnued our way EaftSouth Eaft ■ About 
haH an hour after hve, we faw by the way many ftnnes, and Tome walls of 
houles ftill handing. About fix a Clock wc had a great alJarm, becaufe thofe 
who were for^oft bad cfpied Tome Horfemeti; all made resdv, fomc lieh- 
tcU thetr matches, ond others took their bow and two arrows in their- hand • 
lome run this way, and others that way ; and neverthclefe it was in vain for 
me to ask lyhcre the Jrabt ware, for no body could let me fee them 
caufc then they werein a Jirtlc bottom. A little after we came to know^haf 
It was the Aga of Ttig&mn, coming from fbmc place where his buiinefe 
had carntd him, who was accompanied with ten Llorfe-mcn, armed fijire 
with Muskcfs Md Qthcre with lances or Darts, About eight a ClKk^t 
|aw on our left hand near a WcU leveral black Tents of the CurJi ^ht, 
mg from the came and encamped in that place; and wc marching 
forewards about three quarters after ten came and encamped near a hillocf 

in a jd^e call^ where there ii a Well of good Sprine-watcr’ 

which bears the fame Name. ® ^ ® 

Next day Thttrfiaji the fevcntccnth of wc parted from thenrn^ 

Morning, and continued our wav 
South Eaft ,^we entered among the Mountains, where for almolf nn

I obferved on the way that day, that they were 

but then cutting down their Cotn,' whereas at they bt^in to cur a- 

bout the end of M^j-, or begin ning of After we wo re encamped we 

fclr, ^not with ftancling our Pavlllions fo hot a Wind, that it foe mod to have a ttot’W'rnd, 

niuflcreU rogethV, and brought with it all the heat of the Air, and I thin 

that a man tonding near a gr^t flame, which the Wind blew upon Ills face, 

could not feel a hotter Air. 

KsXitlhn is a great Village all Inhabited by Syriant : we-found (ome 
or warer-MelIons there, which were ripe and good, andtheic did us a great 
deal of kindneJs. In the night-time there came Robbers feveral times; but . 
they iliat watched, making as If they would fire upon them, they madefome 
filly cxculesand marched away. , 

From Kiz.0ktn we parted nejtt day being Friday the eighteenth of 
half an hour after one of the Qock in the Morning, and continued our way* • 
Eaft-^uth Eaft; about four a Qock we faw on our right hand two very 
fblid well built houles, but abandoned, as well as the old Ruincs that were 
to our left. Half an hour after feven, we arrived at a great Village, called 

where the Cuftomercame to cake his dues, but not knowing that Ks^i tpr. 

I was a Frstfck^ asked me nothing. In former times it was a very great Town, 
and ftime very high and fubftantial Buildingsftill remain i and amongft others 
a rpacious Church rarely well built. Firft you enter into a large Court, 
along which fhinds the Church that bach (even doors all ftopt up, cjicepc the 
middtemoR which bath a great .Nich on each fide •, over the(e doors there 
has been Molaick work, the place whereof is ftill to be ob(erved, and at the 
four Corners of the Court there has been four very high (guare Steeples co¬ 
vered wltli little Domes, of which (at prefent) there are onely three remain¬ 
ing, and of thefe too, but one entire: The other two \vant oncly the Dome; 
they are built of pretty lirtle Free-ftones, with Ornaments of Arch i texture ^ 
and lb is the Church alio, the middle wherof is covered with a Dome rough 
caft pver, and the Walls fupported by good large ftone-Buttercfles. The Twrki 
having converted it into a Molque, have made a Keble in it, and a little 
Pulpit to preach in. Near to this Town, runs a Water chat palles under a 
Bridge of five Arches; to fay the truth, it is not very good, but there arc 
good Weils, and each houfe has one: There isone in the middle of the Court 
of that Church, and hard by it, a kind of Dome (upported by feveral Pillars; 
but for what ulc I know not, unlels it be to wafli in, as the Turks do when ‘ 

they go to their Mofquc. • 

Kojgiafar is over againft MtrJh that ftands upon a Jiill to ihe North-Eaft Mmiir: 
of it; "the Caftle is on the very top of the hill, and is leen at a great diftance, 
being four liours Joum^ from Kodgi<}far. The Cuftomcr of Merdin came to 
our Camp for his dues, and demanded of me as a Franck^ five and 

therefore made my man Prifbner; bur my Mottcre brought him out, ho ^vas 
informed that I was a Frnnck^ by a Turk of the Caravan, who was the oncly 
man of them all that (hewed any averfion to me. 

The Caftle of Mtrdtn Is fo ftrong, that the Turkt (ay no Array Is able to 
take it, (cclng they have both Spring-water and CifteVn-water. They will 
have it, that tamarian lay (even years before this Cafllc, who: to (hew them 
that he would continue there untul it were taken) caufed the Trees below it 
CO be cut down, and new ones planted, o( the fruit of which, (when they 
began to bear ,) he lent to the C^rrilbn; and that the befieged to nmkt the 
beft (hew they could, fent him Cheefe made of Bitches milk, aslf ichad been • 
of the Milk of Ewes, which wrought a good effeil; for he was perlwadenl by 
that, that they had not as yet (^nc their (heep, and delpairUig to force them, 
he railed the Siege, chough be had prevailed in all the other Si^es that he 
atrcniptod 

There is a at Mtrditt^ and almoft all the Inhabitants of K^dgiafur arc 
Robbers. Wc flayed there all Saturdty^ becaufe the Cuftomet had not as 
yet agreed with our People what he was to have of every Load, having ash¬ 
ed too much i atXvt/gw/cr, there ftill remain many fair Steeples, and other 
• amiquities 
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antiquifEcs fLinding in fcvcral p[ac€$H T. Jamc rhe ninerccfitb of 

Jul/, ibtrc arrived a little Caravan near to ourCamp; which came from

On5i*«f/4jr the twentiethof we parted from about three 

a clock in the nioinlog; half an hour alter live, we paft by a great Village, 
caTJed/itfty-Tyir, which was on our left hand, and is onely inhabited by Sjui- 
fint: So foon as we palled it, we came into a great plain lowed with Cucum¬ 
bers and Melons, of which thofc of our Caravan took as many as. they could 
cat and carry with thenn, nocwhhftanding the Cries of the poor People, Men, 
Women and Children, who had no better payment than ill words, as if they 
had been much in the wrong for complaining that their Goods were forcibly 
taken from them. About nine a Clock we pafled a little Water, and after 
that, found the Tents of tome Cwr^//, three quarters after nine, we encamped 
near a Village called futlUge, near to which there is a Well of good Water ; 
jo Winter they encamp at a Village near the Mountains, called CaraJire, a 
little on this lidc, becaufe there are GrotcoV in them to lodge in. 

We parted about two of the Clock in the Morning, dirct\ing our way 
Eaft-Souih-Eaft; fuch hot Vapours llcemcd out of the Earth, that ffor breath, 
and that I might not be flidledj I was forced to fan my felf; which made me 
think of the which I had already heard lb much of. Half an hour 

after live, we^w on the fide of the way to the left, the Ruines of a great 
Caftlc called A, of which feveral panels of Wall Hill fl and. 

About eight of the Clock we found Ibrre Tents oi the Cwr^^j ; and then 
crofted at lea ft twelve Canals one after another, which difeharge their Water 
at where we arrived three quarters-of an hour after eight, and en* 

camped beyond the Bridge, which confifts of eleven fmall Arches, under 
which a great Water runs, which is divided into three by plowed Fields, 
that reach even to the Bridge, and render three of its Arches utokfs; They 
call ail chcle the Waters of for ask them the Name of a River in 

what manner you plcalc, thcy^ll give you no other bur the Name of the 
place k runs by. This water comes fr<Mii the Mountains, and before it reach 
Niphntj they cut it into feveral Channels for watering of their grounds.thai 
ate pltmted with Cotton, riceand other things which require Water. That’s 
a heavy and unwhoUbine Water, and lb is the Air, which is fb bad, that I 
was to'd that if one fteep in it by day or by night, he runs a great risk of 
being fick, and thatlsthe reafon why the People ot the Connirey are lb taw 
ny as they are. 

wtis formerly a great Town, atprcfencit is divided into two quar¬ 
tets leparaied by S plowed field, and both thefe quaners make but an ordi- 
mrj^Village. Heretofore it bad a Church dedicated to that's to 

fay Sf who is called the Brother of our Lord j It was very large, 
but at prefent there is nothing to be toen but the Arches of the doors, and a 
fmall fpace, which was, jas I think,) the end cf the Church,walled up by the 
Sjrtam, where they and the Armtmant at prefent celebrate Mafs, The 
Cuftomerof lstfihi» came and demanded his dues of our Caravan, though 
dependon the of the Cuftomerof lyhich bad already 

taken his dues at Kviighjar^ but he took nothing from me, bccaufc he thought 
I was a Grtik. ^ 

We parted from next day being the two and twentieth of 

>/y, about one a Qock in the Morning by Star-light, and palled another 
Canal; aftrongNorth Wind blew then, which hardly cooled the Air About 
live ot the Clock we began to fee on our right hand the Mountains Stviimr 
which reach Irom North-Weft to South Eaft, bur they were about two days 
Journey diftant from us. Half an hour after toven we crofted a water, half 
an Lour after eight, another, and a quarter after nine we rafted a ihitd, 
which was very lovely, and called Dgtrrnhbt Stm; We thought to have en¬ 
camped nrar it as is ufoal, but becaufe the Mules muft have been fent in

our Ciravan was a long time in jJafTingir, becaufu ol'tlie dark, and of the 
many great Stonts that are in the Water; when we palled it, we flood away 

the throe and tvventieth of Jnijt about two a Clock in the Mor¬ 
ning, we found another Water, and another again about four a Clock, and • 

three quarters of an hour after, a very plealanc little River, which turns and 
winds through a fmall plain cncompaired with hills. 

Three quarters after five, we faw by the way to our left a Hillock, on ^ ^ 

the top of which there is a Dome, under which lies buried one iwjw 
for whom the Tarkt have great Veneration, this is a place ofPilgrimiige. 

About fcv'cna Qock we palled by a fbrry Village culled Cani^/, and halfa? CjaJgi. 
hour after, we encamped near a Spring of good Water, in a plain culled 
the hlamc of the Village. The Inhabitants thereabouts art# fb gi^en to 
thieving, that they fiay not for the Night as others do; but come into the, ^ 

Camp in the day time, under prete'it of Jelling Corn for the Horfcs;,atid 
walking up and down, ("if they perceive any thing not well looked alterj ' 

they fail not to lift it. , i i t ir i, r r t • 

We parted from thence, the fame day about half an hour after feven oj 

the Clock at Night, and marched Eaft-South-’Eall; It was cjttreamly hot 
till about two a Clock next Morning,that the Air grew cooler.' Wu marched 
without finding Water or Habitation, until lialf an hour after fix, that we 
came and encamped in a plain called bccaufe of a water that runs 

there'among the reeds, and is bitter, according as Ihad been told, thaefrotn 
Cisdii loMefuty there was neither habiration nor good water; which made 
me provide my felf before hand j neverthclefs having tafted it, 1 did not find 

1 C to be fo bicter. i ^ t ir u 

FriS^j the five and twentieth of jfw/y we parted from JJgifcu, naif an ho^r 
after three in the Morning, for we were not willing to travel in the Night- 
t'lme for feat of the Jrah. We marched South, and about eight of the 
Clock, crolTcd a Brook of bitter water; half an hour after, we croll^ ano¬ 
ther whofe water was pretty good; upon a hillock dofe by, there ftands a 
wall’ which feems to have been the Wall of a Caftle whereof there is no 
more remaining. Half an hour after nine, wc crofit d a great Brook of brack- 
ilh Water, and three quarters after eleven, a Cnall River that runs under a. 

Bridge of four Arches, of which cvvo ate broken, and indeed, they feem to he 
ufcleli for the breadth of the water reaches but to the two that are whole, 
arid it muft needs be very high when it pa fits through the other two which 
Hand upon a pretty high ground; This Bridge is below a little ruinous Caitle 
Handing upon a hillock; it hath been fquarc, but there is nothing remaining 
but the four Walls, and a little round Tower in a corner. We encamped 
clofc by ihisCaftle, all fcorched with the Sun, and Hewed in Swear; that 
place is Ddled AVjjfJt Cwpri, that’s to fay, broken Bridge, and ihe Water is 
called Cuffi-SoH, that’s to fay, the Brklgc-watcr, and ,no other Names of 

Rivers are to be got from thern, i 

I informed my felf of thefource ofthatRlvw*, which rceras to have An errcrtiT ta 
confounded with that of and 1 was told that,it was another, and cjwgnphy, 

that the fburce is nor far from that Bridge, This water is not very good but 
it is not bitter, (as 1 had been told,; and dofe by it there is a Fountain of far 
worfu water. We left cjiat place the fame day, three quarters alter feven 
at Night, and took our way Eaft-ward. About eleven a Clock we^^lTed by 
a Village culled which is wholly forfaketi becaufeofthc lyr^ny mhjjit. 

of the TwrJb. Ac midnight we had a great Allarm, but we found to 

be twelve HorJe-men armed with Muskets, who came from Ma/m/, where 
we arrived the fut and twentieth of July three quarters of an ^ur after 
five in the Morning: A little before we came there, one of our ^mpany 
having alighted, and returning back to look for his Sword which he had 
dropt, w^ftript of all by the Arah. 
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Of Moful. 

W E entered A/a/l/ by Bagdad CapiS that looks to the South, and at 
that Gate I payed a P/a^e to the JattiJfarks, 

1 went and lodged with the Crffji/<rwM,who were lately arrived there,to fettle 
a million, fay orders of the Congregation, dt pr&paganda j^r, and therefore, as 
yet they were but very ill accommodated ; but a houfc was a preparing for 
them, which a Sjrim Prieft had let them at a pretty dear rate There were 
bur two there, ro wir,the Reverend Father and brother Ctarge, 

who charitably ad mini died Phylick to all the People without diftinilion of 
Religion; This, with the knowledge he bad of all Difcales, dew lb many 
/ick People to their houfe, that it was always as full as an Hofpical i They 
came to him even ten days Journey off, and the moft powerful! lent and 
prayed him to come to them from alt parts of Mtfipeiamia. 

The City of Mafid, anciently called Aafaur Imnds upon the fide of the 
Ttgrii which runs to the Eaft of it; it is encompafled with Walls of rough 
ffonc ptahered over, with little pointed Bat dements on the top, two Ungers 
breadth thick, and four or hve broad, much like to wooden ^les. 1 think 
that one may walk round this Town in an hours time, there is a Caftle in 
the water, which is narrow, but reaches out in length from North to South, 
and is almoh of an oval hgure : towards the River it is ail built of FreciVone, 
and the Walls are about three &thom hi^, on the land-fide it is feparated 
from the Town by a ditch, five or fix fathom broad and very deep, being 
led with the River-Water; and In this place it is about four fathom deep; 
but is not faced with Free^ltone above one fathom high, from the foundation, 
and thereff 'is only rough Scone. The entry into it is on the fide of the Town, 
and the Gate is in the middle of a great fquare Tower built upon a llrong and 
large Arch, under which runs the Water of the ditch ; and there is a llctie 
Draw-Bridge to be paft before one comes to the Gate, which heretofore was 
flrongly defended by Artillery; for before it on the outfide there are fix 
large Guns fiill to befeen, but one of them ts broken, and but one mounted ; 
there are about as many &ld-pieces, and onely two of them mounted ; I was 
told that this Caide was buUt by the Chrilham,and that there Is a fair Church 
within It. 

The Tigrtt (eems to be (bmewhat broader than the River o^Semt, but ts 
very deep and rapid ; neverthelels it has a Bridge cfBoats over ir, a little be¬ 
low the Cailie, and oppofite to one of the Gates of the City t^Ied Dgefir 
Capifi, that’s to fay the Bridge-Gate : It conlifts of about thirty Boats, on 
which they pafs to an Ifle, the other end reaches iK>t the Land, unlefs it be 
by a Stone-Caufey, which is as long as the Bridge it felf where it ends. In 
Winter that iJridge is removed, becaglcthe River ('then overffowingbecomes 
as broad ^ain as ir is in Summer • A few paces from the River-fide there 
arc large Ditches which it fills with water, that is drawn out from thence for 
watering their grounds; and that (I think) by a very filly invention. They 
have gieat Buckets of lecher chat hold more chmi a Barrel; and at the bor- 
tom of the Bucket there is a large Pipe of Leather, about three foo t long - 
luch as I have In former times f«n at Pari/ faffened to Casks fuU of water* 
which ftrved to water the C?jifrj de la Rstine, This Bucket is faftened to a 
Kope, put over a wheel, that turns upon an Axletrce whofeetids enter into 
the Penthoufes that are on each fide of the Well; and there is another Cord 
faftenctV to the Mouth of the Bucket, that holds it upright to keep the water 
from fpilling, and this laft Cord goes under the wheel; thefe two Cords are 
faftened together to a great Rope: and becaufe it requires feveral men to 

draw 
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liraw the Bucket full of Water, they faften this great Rope roan Ox, whom 
they drive fore ward about twenty paces in deJeent, that he may draw more , 

eaHly and fall. When the Bucket is up, they let the water run out at the 
Pipe into a little furrow, from whence it fprcaris nver their grounds: When 
tltat is done, they bring the Ox back again, and fo for him ‘a drawing as 
tefbre. 1 cannot tell wny in this Countrey and in PerftB they make no uie of 
' PouIIcragues as in E^pt and the Weft of 

Whilft I was at Miful the Cuftomcr (who learnt that I was a jTjnfi, 1 ftnr 
for me and my fervant, and having prelented me with Colfec, he cleman* 
ded of me ten for the Cuftome of two load ot Goods which he 

faid 1 had \ I pretended not to underhand neither Turki^t nor ArahUk^ it be¬ 
ing beft to do lb (when one is known to be a French^ fat rrany rcalons. I ^ 
told hinr then by an Interpreter that I had nor two load ofGo^, and that ^ 
they were onely Books ; By chance there was a Syrian Mrrchanc there, 
called Cidgia Eitai^ who is very power full in .^Wij/i/and afriendof the Capn* * 
f/wj, and he had bulinels with the Cuftomer; this Codgia Jeeing me, took 
two Piafirtt out of his Purle which be threw fo the Culfomcr, praying him 
to let me go for that; but rhlsfgenerofity of a man whom 1 knew not; making 
me diRruft him, I bid tell him that if be laid out any thing for me, 1 could 
not repay it; this put the Cuilomer into Ib great a pallion, that having abu- 
ftd my fen'arit with his tongue, he lent him away to prilon ; for my parr, I 
flayed there, and he ftill treated me calmly and civilly enough. At lengtii 
CoAgia Eiiasj olfcring to pull out more Money ; 1 made him plainly to un* 
detlland by Signs, that £ would not re^iay it; wherefore he put up Ins 
Money again, and departed not well ^tisfied with me; though he broughr 
my Savant back from prifbn again, to whom the Cuftomer gave leave to go 
CO my Lodging for one of my Books that he might lee it; he came hack and 
Father Jain with him, who ordered matters fo that I came ofF for two 
Pw/«j. I thought it might not be unprofitable to relate tlicfe things,which Profitable sd* 
ftem to be but trifles, and yet may fcrve for a leffon to the Francks^ who ’'ice, 
travel in Turky, when they find themfelves in the like Circumftances, and in 
daces where there is no Conful nor Merchants *, for where there is any, it is 
wft to let them to whom you ate recommended a£t, becaufe they know the 
lumour of the Cuftomets, and how they are to be dealt with, Not chat I 
pretend that my condutH fhould ferve for a model to others, bur I think 
chefe are hints that can do no hurt, and may do good; feeing when one is 
Inftruifted before hand, he may tetter cake his meafiires os to what he is to 
fay and do upon the like oocafwns; For my own part/1 thank God JI came 
off very well in my own way, and I always perceiv^, chat one mu ft be as 
flow as he can in putting his hand in his Pocket in that Countrey; Becaule 
when you are known to be a Franck, if you pull out your Money as fbon as 
they demand it, they never leave off as long as they can Iqueeae one penny 
more from you. The Name of a Francl lb tickles them, that when any 
filch fall into their hands, they drain from him all that they can, ImD^ining 
that Francis never travel but with Purfes full of C&etjum. One mu ft like* 
wife have a fpcdal care not to let them fee Gold, but onely white Money, 
and 3s little of that too as may be, and in ftiort, one fhould have the cunning 
to pafs for a poor Man, And therefore in thefe my laft Travels 1 wore al¬ 
ways mean Apparel, fo long as I was in Tnriy : The beft way in the world 
would be not to paft for a Frand, if it could pofiibly be done, and 1 was fb 
well difguiied when I parted fromX^flrn, (that underftanding Turkifh,) 1 
fiicceedc^ in it; not in Aitscandria wnerc 1 was coo well known, fince the 
firft rime I had been there, but af Rc/fetfo, and Said «; but from that time 
forward, (travelling always with thole who had fecn me with franki,) they 
prefonrly blazed it abroad that I was a Franck. 

ASeJtil hath five Gates, befides that which looks to ■ the South, called xhfGrtei of 

Capiji, becaufe that Is the Gate by which they goto Bagdad. There is a Msji/. 
Mofque by it which formerly was very great, but the Tnris have demollfhed 
a good parr of it, Icaft if the Po'/idJ'ii fhould befiege that Town, (as they al¬ 
ways do when they are Mafters of Bagdad,) they might make that Mofque 
a C^e to barter the Town from. The inJide of it is enrirelv foced* from the 
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top TO bottom, with ornaments of Plaifter laid upon the Walls, and wrought 
with the Chizzcl a good inch deep: Thefe ornatticnts are not lo regular, as 
* chofe that are to befeen in Ewroff, nay they arc even n tittle confuted, 

and fbciiiE but finall..' arc not cafily diftinguithed, though thej'" r!icapc*Tioc 
altogether the l^hc neither; and particularly one niay plainly obferve a 
great many Rofes: But pficr all, it is an agreeable cotifufion, and fine© 
there is not one bit but what is covered with them even in the Reeling ic 
(cir, and that the ground is all azure, It yields a fight that lurprtzes the 
Eye, and in fome fort contents it better than more regular and accompli(ht d 

Beauties. . , ... 

On the other Tide of the River at the end of the Bridge, begins the 
‘ WKctt*:- ^hcrc in ancient times the famous City of NtwiwA, which ha¬ 

ving repented upon the preaching of the Prophet Jettssj forty years after 
relapled into its former difbrders} wherefore the People of the Countrey fay, 
t 'that God overttimed the City, and its Inhabitants, who were buried in the 
Ruines with their headsdowi and their feet upwards: There is nothing of 
ic now to be feen but fome Hillocits, which fthey fay ,} are its foundations, 
the Houfes being underneathi and thefe reach a good way below the City 

of Moful, \ t r* t 

A little more up on land on the fame fide, is the Tomb of JmAt in the 
Mofque of a Village, but 1 went not ihirher becaufe of the eifcellive heat.- 
For two hours after Sun-rifing there Is no poflibillty of ftiiring abroad, tilt 
at Icaft an hour after it isfet; the Walls befidesarefo hor, that half a foot 
from them, one feels the hear, as if it were of a hot Iron ; and therefore du¬ 
ring the Summer all fleep in the Night time upon TerrafTes in the open Air, 
both Men and Women: And the laft of July 1 obferved in my Thermome- 
TTiedegrti of tre expofed to the Sun, (even and thiny degrees of heat. In fhorr, the heat 
in Mefofotamia is certainly cxccflh'e; and though f when I travelled there,) 1 
wore upon my headagrear black handkerchief, like a Womans hotyd, that 
I might fee through ( becaufc the Turki commonly ufc thefe handkerchiefs 
upon the. road O ^ fcoichedi 

that’s to fey, it became all over red, after which it fwellcd exceedingly, and 
then the skin came off; my hands were alio continually (torched. Stare 
ahb in the Caravan had thdr Eyes daily fcorched ; and the remedy for it is 
a powder made ofSugarand long Pepper beat very fmall; which being well 
mixr, is put into a purfe, or rather a long narrow bag, and when there is 
occallon for it, they take a skewer like a bodkin of wood, fo long as to reach 
to the bottom of the bag, ad having taken it out full of that powder draw 
it along betwixt the Eye and Eyc-lid, where it leaves all ihe powder that 
Ihick to it; and this muft bedone to each Eye feveraily. 

In the City of Mefut there is a Mofque divided Into fevcral Ifles by means 
of many arched Roofs; it is adorned with Plaifter-work as the fonrier, but 
FUiflct. touch decayed ; it is at Icall as big as Ni/fr# Datm of Fatii. The plaifler,where¬ 
with they 'embleliifli thefe Mofques, Is made of a certain Stone which tliey 
bum,and then break and crufh with rowlers drawn by Horfes. The houfes of 
this Town are ill buUr, and are rather ruines than houfes, even the .fiajfcii’s 
own 5frrjg/M, ( for Mofvl is a Bafhafhip) being a very ferry place. 

In this Cduntrey and in the reft of Melons are not rough and 

in a manner carved, as in Ewi-flp#; but they are long, have a very (moorh 
£kin,^and for themoft part the fteih white They are very good, and eat as if 
they were full of Sugar; but they are gathered fe ripe, that one may cafily 
eat them withafpoon; and the Ltvmttmtj generally eat them fb. There 
arc alfb feme little rourU Melons which arc white within and eat very 
Ibort, but they are not fb good. When we wme tg Feui ini'er/w, we found 
feme of the feme IhaM; but yet are of a quite different nature, fer they are 
ncvcijQvcT ripe, and I have eat of one that looked firm and green, which I 
found to be very good; and neverthelcfs all the leeds were already (prouted 
out an inch long, nay it had'a little Melon full fhaped of the bigneis of a 
Nut, with a tail, to which the feeds that produced it were ftill flicking; it 
was not round, but wanted not much of it, and had the form that it could 
take in the vacuity it met with: fluvingcut U 1 found feeds ki it, but fo 
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finall, that rhcy could not be feen, but by holding i: to a Candle and look¬ 
ing through, and then they might plainly be feen ; thefe Melons come in ^

WhlllH was at dierc happened an Eclipfeof the Moon on the Ecilpfeoftiifl 

feventh of ; it began about one a Clock after midnight, and kfted Moon, 

till four in the Morning; during all which rime the Moon feenved to be of 
the colour of blond. All the while it lahed, the'TermJres were full of Peo¬ 
ple, who made a continual dafhing din with their Kettles which they beat 
wiih (licks, and that to frighten a hugeBeaft which,(the People of the Coun¬ 
trey fay,) would devour the Moon. I learnt from a knowing man, that the 
Aii tbourof that Mnntmtry was an Aftrolpgcr, who foretold to a King an 
HcitpCe of the Moon ; which flirted up bis curiofity to deJlre to (ee it; But * * 

having waited lomctime, (though the moment prelixt by the Aftrologcr drew ^ 
nigh,) he grew impatient, and becaule the Ecllpfe happened not 16 (bon a$ 
he would have had it, lie dilcharg*^ bis cboler upon the Ailrploger, as « 

who ought to have anfwcrod for it, and then fell ^ecp. In the mean time, 
the Ecliple beginning fhortly after, the Allrologer was in a new perplexity; 
bccaufe on the one hand he durft not awaken the King, and on the other, 
he was afraid that if he did not awake before the Eclipfe was over, he 
would not believG it, and yet make him fed the bad influences of the 
fiune. To be ftort, that he might come off the befl: way he could, be in¬ 
vented a tale to the People, and told them that there was a huge Ikaft 
which had a mind to devour the Moon, and that to fcare it away they muft 
make a great deal of noife, which they did, and by that means awakened 
the King. NcvcrtheleB, it Teems that the Remgns had thlE cuilom of making 
a nolle with Kettles and Drums to afllft the Moon when fbe laboured in an 
Eclipfe, as mgy be fecn in the fixth Satyr of JttvtnaL

Of the Wind Sarnie!, the Kelecks, mid the An-* 
tboars embarking in that kind of VeffeL 

W Hen vre came to MofJ, it was nefolved that five KtUrh fhould be 
made, becaule many of the Caravan had a mind to go by Water, to 
the end they might avoid the Samiel^ and I was one of thoft. 

The reft departed on Wwdntfday the thirtieth of Jviyt and took their way 
through Mtjepotitmia^ which is certainly the fhotteft ; but no Village to be 
found upon the Road, and two tf^s after, we had news that fur ofthem 
were already dead. Within a few days more came the which is the 

money for paying the Soldiers of £tgdad, and becaule the KtUt&i werelong 
in niaking, a great many took that ^cafion, and on fVcdntfday the ilxth ol' 
went away with thtHazfm through Curdijldti, and ciofled the Water 
upon the Bridge of Afe/i/. That is the longeft way, but there are fcveral 
Villages upo^i the Road, and my Moucre had a mtnd^I fhould go that way; 
however 1 would not partly becaule of the Sjmiel, and partly aKo for fear 
he might play me fomc trick; bccaufe I bad tefufbd him fonic Pw/rMthat 
he would have had over and above our bargaidf though he had beenalreadiy 
payed double; and therefore he went away and left me. This ought m be a praftnbte 
a lelibn never to pay that fort of mefi before hand. Next day after they sddet. 
were gone, tlic news dune that nine of them were dying. 
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Bur havinefpoltcn (o much of tho it is I>ut fcdloiiiible f flwiulj rC' 

lawwbar 1 have been told of U ; fisnihes poj^n, and.«/ in 

T/^rM;, wind: (b that that compound word fignifies f anUicmav 

be the or Eaft Wind, of which Jcb fp^ks in the one and pyen- 

tieth Chapter of his Book Having w ith much cunollty inhrrnicd my tell of 
That Wind, all told me the fame thing, that it is a very hot Wind that rtagns 
in Summer from Mofii to Surr^t but oncly Uy Und, and not upon the Wa- 
tet ; and that they who have breathed thac Wind, full mftatitly dead 
the place, thoueh foniedmes they have the time to fav thar they barn wrth^ 
in, No fooner doe^ a man dye by this Wind^ but he becomes as black as a 
coal, and if one take him by the Leg, Arm or any orher place; ms flem 
comes from the bone, and is plucked otf by the hand that would lift him 
up. They fay that in this Wind there are fireaks of fire as fmall as a hair, 
which have bet’n fwn by fonie, and that they who btt^th in ihofe ra^snt 
'lire dye of them, the reft receiving no prejudice; if it be fii, ic maybe 



entrals in a moment. Or otherwilc, if it be no more but a bare Wind, that 
Wind mqft be fo hot, that in an inftant it corrupts the whole body it enters 
into ; and if it kdl no body upon tho Watcr^ t he rcstbn nauf^ bCj that thefe 
enHamed Vapours are dillfpated or exdnguifhcd by the exhalations that coij- 
tinually rife out of the water, which are grofs and humid; or bccaufe there 
is always a cool breez upon the water. However leaving the difimflion of this 
point to the learned,what 1 have related of the effefls of the Samiel U certainly 
true, for 1 have informed my fdf thereof by many, mofl of whom have 
fain and handled rhofc that have died of it, which is very cogimon in Sum- 
mer: If that Wind reign from Mojul xoSKrrat fas fbme fay,) it muft be a- 
long the Warcr-fide i for over laiid there are many places where it reigns 
not at all. 

Having been fo well informed then of that Wind, T refolved not to 
run the hazard of fu He ring by it-, but becaufe many were gone with the 
they could hardly refolve at Mufui to make Xc/rob, which is a kind 
of boar, wherein there isneiiher peg, nail, nor indeed, any bit of Iron ; 
though it be made up of atleaft of as many pieces as our boats are. It hath 
neither Maft nor Sail, and nevenhelefs if ir wanted Wind, it would prcfcnrly 
fink to the bottom : And quite contrary to our boats, out of which they 
arc obliged to pump the water often, into this water muft be thrown. For 
making of thefe boats then, they make fall and tye together with ropes a 
great many Barracbm or leathern Jug?, in a fquare figure but longer than 
broad ; Ours confificd of twenty BerrgthKs in length, and thirteen in breadth, 
which in all made an hundred and threclcore. Upon ihefe Berraibks ihe/ 
falicn a tram, or hurdle of poles tyed together with withies, and upon that 
led of poles they place four benches, which are nothing elfe bur bundles of 
poles, about half a foot thick, they are fet at about two foot and a balfdifi 
ranee one from another, and are made as high ; fo that there remains all 
round without,a border or fide-way two or three loot broad. Afterwards they 
lay poles crofs over from one bench rfNnother, and upon them they load 
the goods and place their pafiengers every one fliiftingfor themfelves a(welt as 
they can upon the things they carry along with them. So thefe boars arc 
about four fathom long, and three broad below; and above, {when they are 
loadcdj about three fathom Icng and two broad \ and they are leading and 
all, about five or fix foot high. Thefe JStrrJiciiei, muft be wet every half 
quarter of an hour, for fear they ftiould jquat for want of Wind; which 
the boatmen do with a leathern pouch tied to the end of a pole There is 
neither rudder jirr fail, as 1 faid, and the whole crue confiits cf three Wa¬ 
termen, two of which row the boat with Oars, which arc towards one of 
the ends, nn each fide one; and thefe Oars are no mote but Poles, having 
fins about two foot and a half long faftened to the end of them, they are 
made of Icveral pieces of Cane, fix cr ftven Inches long, and the third Wa¬ 
terman wets the Birracbitt, They have reither ftem nor fietn, ,and goc any 
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way, hut commonly fide ways, quite contrary' to ours r Every eveningthefe 

Barrachios muft be new blow’d, which they do with the ends"of reeds, and 

when they are cracked they mend them. Thefe KtUtks put a (hoar always 

twice a day, that the men may do their needs. They are necelErated to , 

make ufe of (uch boats, becaufein the Summer-time, a fmall boat of Timber, 

cannot go upon that River, by rcafbn of the multitude of banks. 

Two of thefe iCt/eris were made, and fb fbon ■ as they were finifhed I lent 
to rake a place; but the anfwer I had was, that they would not receive me, 
becaufe Cfomc ! had Wine, and others Musk with me, the fmell whereof 
would heat them too much. However, fince 1 would by no means lofc 
that occafion, the Rev erend Father JebnfyoVA to forae, who promifed that mowv ■ 

I fliould have a place, on condition that I carried no Wine with me; for 
they fancy that Wine would fink the Kiieei ? And indeed, 1 faw fome ^ ^ 
Chrilhans who had a great deal of credit, but not enough to embark Wine. ^ 

I prelently fenc my Servant with my thingB; bfe flayed on board to look af- »% 
ter them, and (ent me word, that they would not put offbefore the next day f 
I failed not nextmomiiig to go thither, but it was in vain, for (our departur/ • 
being put off till night, and then tUl next dayp I was perfwaded to return 
back ; which I did the more willingly, becaufe I perceived it would be very 
incommodious to fpend the Kight in that place. However, having heard 
the Soldiers of B<ig«W(who were togo with us,.J threaten to throw over¬ 
board the Goods of ihofe thatoftred to carry Wine, I then rcfolved not to 
take any with me. 

Next morning I came to the.water-fide, where at firft I bad a proof of 
the tyranny and barbarity of thefe people, who putting the paliengers 
Goods on board without we^hi^ them, reckoned them double the weight 
they were, for one hundred weight fctting down two, and doing the like 
for the provifions; for one muft carry every thing wth him in this Voyage, 
wherein, fas they CiyJ there was neither boufo nor harbour to be found. 

We went to the Office, and payed two PUJhej for every bead, and four 
for the hundred weight of my Goods, Then I came to keep my place, where 
1 fufTcred a great deal of heat, for every thing was 15 hot there, that what¬ 
ever I touched burnt my hands, and rivers of fweat ran from me on ail 
fidas. 

During that rime, I faw an experiment of the dexterity the People of the 
Onmtrey have to croft the water without a Bridge. I perceived forty or 
fifty (he driven by a Boy Dark naked, who came to fell the milk of 
them; thcfc Bu^s took the water,and fell a fwimmiog in a fquaie bbdy; the 
little Boy flood upright upon the lafl, and flepping from one to another, 
drove them on with a flick, and t^t with as much force and airurance, as if 
he had been on dry Land, fbmetimes fitting down upon their l^tocks t He 
went afhoar above five hundred paces below the Town, on the other fide of 
the Water. After Noon diey demanded a Fiafire more of each Perfon, and I 
v-as obhged to CW|fji Eliai that I payed a little lefs: But when they came to 
talk of putting me in the m^dlc of the other where I (hould have 

been flifled for want of Air, I demanded back my money and goods, tel¬ 
ling them that i would flay at until the heats were over. In fine, 

Elm prevailed (b far that they left me my place; and they font other 
paflengers with their goods out of our KtUtk into the other, which was left 
loaded. From that rime they began to (hew me good countenance, and to 
afiure me that no body (hould molefl me. I -think that befides the credit of 
Codgta £/mj ( to whom i am much obliged for that good office, and for many 
more that he did me ; ) the Authority of B/^k (wbofe Kjnfinan I gave 

my (elf outio be in the Caravan,; flood me in no fmall ftead, and I had tea- 
fon to 6y I was, fince in the Letters he gave me at Dtmtfcnt he had called 
me his Brother. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. XIII 


Of the Voyage iniourd Keleck, Bagdad, 

W E parted from on Friday the eighth of jiugujt about three of the 

Clock in the Afternoon; at leaft our Ktleck went to the ifleon the 
other fide, where wc fbyed at Icaft an hour in putting men and goods on 
board of the other, which was le/s loaded than ours. There was left on 
board of ours no more than ten hundred weight of goods, and twenty paf- 
fengers; then they made me change my place, as a lign they uoiuld oblige 
?ne, and gave me a better upon the fide of the Ktleek^ all beginning to cards 
me. We began then to ftt forward in good earneft, and were gone bur a lit¬ 
tle way, when we found an llland which we left to the right hand; keeping 
always to the left along by rhe fhoat of Curdijtan The Mtof Me/ipetirmia 
is well lowed, but the CurJifian Iboar is barren and uncultivated ; as tf the 
curie of Nintvelf were fallen upon it; never theleft in the Evening I (aw 
great flocks of (beep, and goats a watering. 

The River of is more crooked and winding than any that ever I 
faw. It maketh a great many Idands, and is full of banks offtonc; when 
we palled near to any of rhefc banks, all the TfrJki in Cbertij called Mahotntt 
to their afTiftance. There are a great many ^dion both lides, and amongft 
others vve faw a flight, altt^erher like ikve that they have an 

unplcafant ImeJl, though the flefh of them be* firm and very good to ear. 
They were lb numerous, that 1 think a grain of final 1 fhot could not have 
paft through without hitting Ibme of them ; and they ihade a Cloud above 
five hundred paces in length and fifty in breadth. About fix a Clock we be¬ 
gan to haveTirtle hills on our right hand, which lafted about two hours; 
And we paflw near to one, out of which they have Sulphur, which they 
purifie and melt into Canes. This Sulphur is a very white Eanh, for we 
were pretty near that hUl, which is almoft wholely of Sulphur. We top¬ 
ped on the Curdi^an (hoar two hundred paces from thence, about Sun-let¬ 
ting, and refled upon the ground by the Waier-fidc; fome of the Company 
frayed on board to guard the KfUckt ; for the jitah when they lee KtUth, 
many rimes come fwimraing ami rake what they can, and then make their 
efoa^ in the lame manner. They have befides, the cunning (when they arc 
fwlmmingj to pur fome branches of trees upon their hcads,that it may not be 
thought they are men. The water over againft thefc hilb is no broader tiian 
the length of the Tom Mark at Parif. That Night we had a very hot Wind, 
which fomerimes brought with ir cold gufrs alfb, and f oblervcd they were 
not lb ftrong as the others; I was afraid it might have been the Satnitl^ be- 
caufo it blew from that hill of Sulpimr ^ 

Next Morning being Smitrday the ninth of Aaguft^ we embarked about 
break of day : We ftill faw on t he Iklc of Aitfopotfimia fomu hills of Sulphur 
which we fmelt. We met feveral People, Men, Women and Girla that 
crolTed the Water frark naked, having a Bottetihk under each Arm-pic and 
their ba^age on their heads, and amongft the reft we law two Girls who 
fwanS over without any help. Half an hour after Sun-rifing, we perceived 
on Water-Jjde to the left Ijand, feveral of the Arsht houfes, Iquarc, and 
about two fathom high; they were made of Poles, and covered with leaves, < 
their Cartel were haid by, and allb their Horfes which are always faddlcd.- 
Thcfe are their Summer-houfes; for in the Winrcr-timc they Ihelter them- 
felvcs under their Tents of black Goats hair. 

About fix a Oock we fropt at a Village, calk’d Alybamsm \n Mtjiyptsmta ; 
there are a great many natural hot Baths there, and 1 make no doubt but 
thefc Waters tun through Sulphur. The People of the Countrey have tlugg 

great 
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great Pits in the Earth under little Domes, wherein they bath rhcmielves; 

for mv own part, I thought it enough to wet a finger therein, and found it 

very hot, bur not fcalding. Sick people come there from all quarters, and 

are cured, but efpccially Lepers. There are a great many always there * 

from which is but a days Journey of Caravan diftanc All the Houles 

of this Village arc by the Watcr fide, .they are all about two fathom fquare, 

. and the Wails and Roofs arc oncly of Canes interlaced with branches of Trees; 
werefied there about two hours, and then continued our Voyage. The Sun 
that day was ievcral times overcaft with Clouds, that did us a great kindnels ; 
after Noon we ftopt a little, to flay for the other Keleck which was not 
come up. 

About three a Clock we came to which is a place where the re* Ajlpjlf. 

mains of the Foundation of a Bridge are ftill to be fecn,ovcr which the Water r * 

runs with fo much nolle, that we heard it half an hour before we came to i 
the place. When we were got there, we went a fhoar on the left hand, be- 5^ ' 
caufc there is onely a fmall pafikgc near Land for the and in fh(*^ ^ 

Summer-time it ifihb (hallow, that many rimes they are forced tu keep in the 
middle and go over ftones that rife to the brim of the Water, and make a 
kind of cafeade or fall. We all took our Arms, to defend us againfl the Lions, 
which are there in great Numbers amongd little Coppiliis ; however we fiiw 
none. When the KtUch had palled near the (hoar the current carried it into 
the middle of the River; fo that it could not ftop till it came to an lHand 
which is about fifty paces from the main Land, and thither we went to it up 
to the knees in water, A little alter, we had a great many hills to the right 
hand; and on the firfr of them there is ftilt ibme remains of a Caftle, called 
Tcf CaUi, that’s to Qy the Caftfo of Cannons; they fay it was built by Ntm- 
rvd^ as well as that Bridge, which he had built for his convenience in going 
to his Miftrefs whom he kept on the other fide, 

Ifefides that, we faw a great many other hills of Sulphur; and oncamongft 
the reft i-ary high, the Sulphur whereof appeared very ^ yellow, and fmeh 
flrong. About half an hour after, we law the end of thefe Mountains, and 
had others on the left hand covered over with Trees, A quarter of an 
hour after, we faw on the left hand, the place where the River of Zarb Rtvrr qf 
falls into the Tt^rit t It's a great River, more than half as broad as the 
very rapid, and the Water thereof is whiillh and cold t They (ay that It 
comes very far off from the Mountains of Cardigan, and is onely Snow-water. 

On the fame fide, about a Fmcb League up in the Couhtrey there is a hill 
by it lelf' on which are the Ruinesofa Cafrle, called Kcbaf, Having paded 
this place (which looks like a little Sea,) we had conftantly to the left hand 
Woods full of Lions, Boars and other wild Beads. We mwcdontill rhe 
Sun was fetting not knowing where to lyc, becaufc we durft not go a Ihoar 
on the fide of the Woods for fear of Lions; and on the fide of Mef^^anmU 
we faw jiralfs ; at length juft at Sun-fetting^ we ftopt near Woods, which 
are all of Tamarisk and Liquourlce, and fe: a guard both again ft Men and 
Beads, From to this place, they reckon it two days Journey and a 

half by Caravan. 

After midnight three Robbers ftark naked approached, but finding them- 
(elves dilcover^l, they dived into the water, and difappeared; neverrhc'e(s 
[his gave us a great alJarm, for they who faw them, tan in all bafte ro chc 
KtUtk^ crying out like men in extreme danger ; and the reft not knowing 
what the matter was, and chinking that they had a Lion at their heels, 
threw thcmlelvcs defperately into the KtUck-^ whilft thole that were allicp on 
board, awaking at the noife, and imagining there was a Lion in the Kthek^ 
endeavoured to get out; In Ihort, fo great was the dilbrder, that no man 
k now ing what he did, it is a wonder wedid not kill one another, 

Smday the tenth Qi'Apd^ about break of day, we put forward again, and 
half an hour after, paft by the foot of a Hill to the left hand, on which there 
is a with a Building like to a little Caftle, called Suha»-Altduliiib\ Sultin'-AhdtiU 

heietofore it was inhabited by Derwjfwf, and far preliintj Serves for a retreat 
to Arabtaa Robbers. Wc faw about a fcore of them on the water-fide, with 
their Horlcsand Lances, who font three of their company towards us, The(e 

X . Blades, 
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Blade?, having ftripr themfelvcs naked, came fwimming, and asked Bread of 
us ; tbe/ bad it, and fo rwurned, carrying each two Lijuves, one upon rheir 
head, and the other in one hand, which they held our of the water, Jwim' 
' ming only with the other hand. We hud ft ill Woods to our left, and bv in¬ 

tervals (bme Hills, and fhortly after we had Woods alfb to the right hahd in 
leveral places on the lame fide we law a great many of the Sumrticr-houlcs of 
but no body in them. 

Half an hour after five in the evening, we law upon a little Hit! on the 
fame hand the ruins of a Caftle called Tijfr«-Cj/rf/f, There were Ibmc Houles 
of there; and the other Kc/eci having ftopt a few minures near Land, 
they Hole an Abt of Cloth, which is a kind of a veft, and no body perceived 
it til! cliey were gone. Thefc Araki low Millet thert^bouts, of which thev 
make thei r Bread, eari ng no other. 

We ftopt that day in the morning and at noon to do the needs of Nature, 
as it was our cuftom, and then continued our way, having always Hills on 
*diiC right hand ; and about Sun-fstting we went a-lhoarat a place on the left 
band, where there is abundance of Lions, and where one mu ft have a Ipeck! 
care of Arabs ; for Ibme time ago the Arabs robbed a Krlnki^ that very place, 
having on board almoft fourfcorc people, whom they killed, and then over fet 
the Ktleck, that it might be thought it over-fet of it Idf, HardJy were we ar¬ 
rived, when throe Arabs came fwimming over to us from the other fide ; wc 
gave them Bread, and fo fet them going. 

We parted next morning (Mondaj the eleventh of Augu^) at break of day, 
and bad Hills ftill on our right hand. About eight a clock we palled near 
one of thele Hills, on which the people of the Countrey lay there is a Caftle 
named Aiekbwi-Calaai^ by the name of a Franck who built it. About nine 
a clock we faw the ends of rhefe Hills. The Liquorice which 1 found by 
the way when we went a-fhoar, was very uleful to me ; for I infilled it in 
the water which I drank, and that plcafcd me better than common water 
which not only made me fweat exceJlively (for f voided by the pores as* 
much as I drank,) but alfo it railed on me fevci^Blifters, that pricked me like 
lomanrjiecdlcs as often as I drank or late down; whereas when 1 drank 
Liquorice water, I felt none of thefe inconveniences. I had befidcs Sumackt 
which is almoft like Hemplecd, wherewith 1 made another lovt of Drink, 
by putting a little of that grain into water, and after pounding it; that yiel¬ 
ded meavery red Water, but very cooling and whollbm; and if a little Salt 
he added to it, it makes it much pleafanter. They ufe a great deal Qi'Stsmack ; 
and when it Is beat dnd put Into Broth, it ^ very wholfom, and a good re- 
medyagainft the Bloody-Flux, 

They fuffer no man to make a Tent upon thefe to keep out the 

Sun; nay they would not fuffer me to hold a bough of a Tree over my 
head, becaufe of the wind, which might over-let the KtUck : but 1 found a 
way to defend my fclf again ft the heat of the Sun, by lying half at length, fe 
that my licad was a little hi^er, almoft as if I bad been fitting. In this po- 
fture I lafteneti one end of my Abe behind my head, and covered my iblf 
with the reft in manner of a Tent, by means of three fticks, of which one 
thatl held between my Legs upheld it in the middle, and was like the main 
Pile; the other two fupponed it on the two Tides. In this manner I had a 
pretty convenlem Ibade, and the wind ever almoft on one iklc or other ■ but 
norwithfhinding all my.ckcumfpcaion, I fuffered great heats, eipecially fome 
days, when there was not a breath of wind. About noon, the LDUs beean 
again, tnd thefe Mountains run along as far as the Inditi ; they cal] them 
Dgtbei Htmrtn \ 1 believe they are the Mountains called Cerdad bv ^amtus 
Cun ins in his Jbunh Book and tenth Chapter, 

Towards two of the clock wc pafied near to a Caftle which is in Mefe^s^ 
Mww, called GjWWCrthf/; and fomc time after, we law a little Hill to the 
left hand, raUod Ahm Dagbi, that’s to (ay, the HtUef Geld, becaule thcArabr 
here and there find a little Gold. About four a clock we pafied 
that place, where t^y thatgo down the Tjgris (as we did,) begin to have the 
Mounts Hibrta to the left, which till that place they have always had to the 
right, and on the fide of Mefopetapssa. it is the tradition, that the River 
/ ^ here- 
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heretofore divided them, and that they goby Iffahan, and reach as Taras 
thcJWfW, and in thatCounticy they affirm, that theTe Mifis, (which are 
of a white Rock,) cnconipafs all the World. At Sun-ferting wc went a- 
ihoar on the fide of Mejiparamia, over againft JCraj/ f/ju ; which is a //«» 
nor far from it, and the fifth Lodging of the Caravans that come from 
Maful. 

Wc did not take our Ijodgingon the other fide as the nights bcfoi e, becaufc 
of the Lions that are there, and are to be feen in Flocks like Sheep We kept 
go^ Gaard, bccaufc our flAtion was pretty near to the Houfes of fbme j^rah^ i 
bclldes, there were fbme Lions allb on that lidc. Amongft the reft, there is 
one that is in great reputation among the people of the Countreyhe is called, 
tbe L$o» fif and is laid to be as big as an A(s, and of extraordinary A Li^ of 

ftrength^ who never fails to take a man of every Caravan, and tc was very Krtjpijjneft. 
lionoui^ablc for ours that we paid him not that Tribute Thci' add, that he * ■ X 

commonly fers upon thole who ftraggle in the rear ; and (that it may not be 
thought that it’s for want of courage, but only out of cunning, that he does * 

fo,l they lay he is lo bold, that if he fee no more but two or three men, he 
comes confidently up to them , and taking one of them in his Claws , 
lays him upon his Back, and carries him away. Some Caravanifts told 
me a great many Tales upon that fubjelt, which 1 (hall give as cheap as I 
had them. 

They told me very fcriouHy, that the Lion never ftrs upon a man but 
when he is very hungry,- and that he feeds upon him l^ackwards, beginning 
always at his Buttocks, becaulc he is afraid of the fiiceof a man. That when 
he takes a Camel or a BufKe, he lays him on bis Back, and ealily carries that 
Load ; bUc that he cannot do To with an He fiufflc nor a Sheep ; for he dares 
notf« upon an He-Bufiie, becaufe he would certainly be kilted by him; As 
to a Sheep, that he can very well take and kilt it, though he cannot carry^r, 
but is obliged to tlrag it: and the reafon is, bccaufe heretofore the Lion ra¬ 
king a Buftlc or Camel, faiJ, r carrf if in rU jfrejtgth of GoJ, knowing that A Fjbic of iKc 
it was above bis power > but having found a Sheep, he laid, l U tarry rbh vtS Lion. 
enough hj mr own flttngib \ and therefore God punilhed his Prefumptidn, by 
difabling him to carry it- This they have got from the Fables of damned 
Calil-ut. They affirm moreover, that the Lion underftands what a man fiys, 
and weeps when a man (peaks. Tbe Atohs arc not afraid of Lions, and ThcAr^iffsrt 
provided an Arab have but a flick in his hand, he’ll purfiie a £.ion, and kill "or afrjid af 
him if he can catch him. 

This evening about nine a clock one of the men of our KtUctf with a Hook 
took a great Fifh; it was above five foot long, and though It was a$ big as a A Filh ni 
man, yet he told me it w^s a young one, and that commonly they are much ^ 
bigger. The Head of it was above a toot long; the Eyes four inches above 
the Jaws, round, and as big as a brail farthing; the mouth of it was round , 
and being opened as wide as the mouth of a Cannon, fo that my head could 
eafily have gone into it ; about the mouth on the out fide, it bad four white 
long Beards of Flelh , as big as ones little finger; tr was all over covered with 
fcales like to thole of a Girp; it lived long out ot the water, died A'hen they 
opened the Belly to skin it, and was a Female: the flefh of it was white, tailed 
much like a Tunny, and was as loft and loole as Flax- 

We embarked again next day (the twelfth of Aiigafi) in the dawning, and 
about two a clock after noon came to T/iri, which is in Aiefopotumia^ and the T%i. 
iixth Lodging of the Caravans from Mefd : there wc fpenc the reft f4 the 
day. I endeavoured twice to go thither, but could not, bccaufe in ten or 
twelve places there isdanger of breaking ones neck; (b that I relied latisfied 
to lee the Houfes which arc to the waier lkle, and are well enough built for 
that Countrey, being all of rough Stone, I under ftood that hereto fore it 
bad been a great Town, but at prefent It is no more but ruins, and hardly 
to be reckoned a good Village; and indeed, wo had much ado to find Bread 
in it, and to have a little Meat it behox'ed me to buy a whole Sheep. It is 
built upon a very high Rock, becaule of tbe overflowings of the Tygru which 
happens in the Spring; for then it fwells fb confiderably, that it feems to be a 
iktle Sea, and is deeper than in Summer by above four or five Pikes length, 
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as 1 might cafilv obftrve by the marks that remain on the HilTs. We had no 
Lions to be afraid of in that place, bur Robbers we had. 

fVrAmJiiaj rhe rhirteenrh of we parted from thence, about break of 
day, and about eight a dock iaw to the left hand a Village called 
hawmfddmr^ from the name of a Mofque, where they pay great Devotion : 
all that I could obferve in pafTing, was a fquare Minaret that fpjres into a 
Pyramid. About noon wc law many forfaken faou^, Ibmc ruinous, and 
others not; and that during the fpace of above two hours way, bur at diftan- 
ces one from another; th^ call that the ancient Bagdad, About 

two in the afternoon we llopr on the left hand, becaufe the wind was high* 
At that time tome of our company having gone a^fhoar to fit under a Tree, 
they had hardly made one Aep, when they returned with all fpeed, bccaufe 
tlwy found that the wind was Samkl^ and told me that they felt the Air as it 
had been lire We fhiiod there about two hours, and then wenton our way; 
^huc the wind ftill continuing, and being apprehenfive that It might force us 
r upon tome Bank, half an hourafcer,we put a-lhoar on the lame fide. We were 

prelently vifited by the who told us, that in the morning a Lion had 

carried away one of their BufHcs; I asked one of them, if he run away when 
he met a Lion : Gad forbid^ fanfweied he; J a Man jhaidd never fit fram a 
fttmg if a Uan ^&etive that be is rejelatr, it itr^ he fare tc rim frf. 
AVe kept Guard all ni^t long again!! the Arabt and l.ions, whofe roa¬ 
rings we heard every minute , as well as the noife of rhe Karacontackt , 
the yelping of the Chaiulti^ and the barking of the Dogs. 

l^TiictuIick/, The Karaeoiiiacki'Z.rc Bcafts (bmewhat bigger than Cats, and much of the 
fiimcfhapc; they have long black ears, almoll half a foot long; and from 
thence they have their name, which f^nihes blaehtar. They are the Chiaoiix 
of the Lions, fas the p^ple of the Countrey fay) for they go Ibrae fteps 
before them, and are, as it were, their guides to Ic^ them unto ihofc places 
where there is Prey, and have a fhare for their reward. When thar Beafk 
calls rhe Lion, it f^ms to be the voice of a Man calling another, though the 
voice of this be a little thriller : 1 was told that the KatManlack and the 
Chakftt. fori were one and the fame thing. ThtiCkakales areas big as Foxes, and have 

The Amhor foniethitie of a Fox, and fomethrngof a Wolf, but are not Mongrels bceot of 

firil rmd» Wc were obliged then to keep Guard both towards the Land and Water, 
as well againff Men as Beads. Several told dories how that many lions had 
' come to Caravans and carried away men, no body fcaicely perceiving it; 
bccaulc when a Lion fwims, he bides all his Body under water except the 
L^iofe, fo that he comes on fo ^fcftly, that he is not heard; and when he is 
a fhoar he fnaicbes a man, and jumping into the water with him, carries him 
over to the other fidcu Whenever we Beard a Fifh Bir in the water, we took 
the allarm, and that obliged us to make a fire, and fhoot off feveral Muf- 
quets, bccaulc they lay the Uon is afraid of fire. About midnight we heard 
(he voice of a Chakalt near to us, but when wc fpake it was fiJent; and we alt 
thought it was an Arab who had counierfeited the noife of a ebaiaU that 
feeing him afterwards come creeping upon all four, we might not have been 
allarmcd, tbrthey have the cunning to do fa A little before day a real Cha- 
kale came within Mufquet-fhot of us, but finding it fclf difeovered fled 
Tbefe cbakales are very thieving Bcafts, not only of what is fit for eating, 
but of any thingelfe they find, carrying away even Turbans fbmetimes* they 
howl almoll like Dogs, one making the Treble, another the Bafle and a 
third (be/Counter-Tenor; and fo loon as one cries, the reft cry alfb fo 
that all together they make a noife which may truly be called Does 
Mufick. ° 

Tbarfday the foonceoth of Aaguf WC paHed from that place at break of 
day, and a little after, faw on our right hand a Village called Aaftbeuk and 
idAfehauk; to the left another called Maafehaui. The people of the Cbuntrey lay,^ that 
thefc places arc fo called bccaufe in each of thofe two Villages there was in 
former ti^ a Tower, in one of which lived a Man, who was in love with a 
Woman that hved in the Tower of the other Village, and was in like man¬ 
ner belovw of her. This place is the reventh Lodging of the Caravans that 
/ * coma- 
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come from Moful ro About half an hour after fix wc few ro the 

left hand a Village called lm*m^amtrva. About eleven u dock we pall^ by Irmm Sitimv- 

another Village called which is in AHefopatiMMiii Three hours aP- * 

ter, «c few another on the feme fide, named FMmji, and betides it, Ibme Hou- 

fo, all that Land being railed Digei. Half an hour pall fijr in the evening we avc* 

pur a-fhoar on our left hand, where f was rold of anoeber-gueS prowefe of a ^ 

Lion, than what I had been told of that of Ktzjl'Haft^ They laid then, that 
not long before, a Caravan paOing by that place, a Lion came, who letting 
upon a young mounted on an Aft, that came after the reft, carried away 
both Boy and Afe in view of the whole Caravan. After Supper we went up¬ 
on the water ag^in, about nine of the dock at night, and for thefpace of 
half an hour heard on our right hand many ChaJbtle/ very near us, which ^ * 

called the Lions, and after that we few no more Woods. We began rhen to I ^ 
make the beft of our way by night as well as by day, becaufe there are 
more Banks, and the River is very broad, but alfo fo ftilJ, that it can hatdfy * 
be diftemed which way tt runs. We palt by feveral Villages, moft of which 
were on Mefi>potamta-fidc^ 

Next day, being the fifteenth of wc faw about noon many 

Boats near the ffioar, which have Mafts like Sakitf and ferve to carry ^rn 
to from the neighbouring Villages. Wethendifcoveredfeveral Paltn- 

Trees, and many of thofc Wheels they call Detl^b^ which ferve todraw wa¬ 
ter out of Wells, as at MafitL Half an hour after fix in the evening wc ftoptat 
a Village called on the left hand; there are many Gai^cns there, 

where they fold us good Fig?, Ponwgranats, and very belong Grapes. At 
that place we were not altogether fefe from Lions, feeing the people cf the 
Countrcy told us, that they come often into their Gardens, and that one 
morning a Lion came to the very Suburbs of Bagdad drat lies on the Defen- 
fide, where it feixed a man who had tifen too early. Neverthclefe, betwixt 
rfiTg^fand fligJiiii/ there are feveral Villages, with a great many Gardens. 7enghige. 

We parted about nine a clock at night, and next day, being Saturday the 
ftxceenthof Augu^^ at two a clock in the afternoon pafTed by a Village call^ 

Imam-Moafa^ which is on the r«ht hand: It is a place of PUgrimage, whl- imam-MiuJa. 

ther people refort ftom afar, and the Women of Bagdad go thither every 

Friday^ it being only an hours march by Land. A little after we few ano* 

ther Village on our left hand, csSled Infam-Aasam, which is like wife a pin re jH tm jfaxem 

orpilgrlmi^e; and about five of the clock in the evening wc arrived at 

Bagdad.

We parted from Weintfday the twcniieih of Augufi^ about five a Dfpirrttre 

clock in the evening* and joyned the Caravan , which was encamped a- irom^^g^JW.

The Caravan inarched nciit day, being Timrfday the one and twenriech 
of Aagajtt a little aftes midnight; Wc prefentlyentered the Dcfarr, marching / *

with Salt, where grows nothing'bur wild Caytr-^mih^ and l-and-Caltrtvi ^icaper 
An hour and a half alter, we law in riie dark to our left a Tower like a little shmbs.C

About nine a dock in the morning we encamped by the fide of the 
Ibmc miles below Tvtghidp^ near a Village called Jjacmam’Hakin^ 
or Luemm r^e at'iye; there we ftaid all day, and in the evening we heard 
fiveral companies of Cbakalts^ which entertained us with their MulieJe, 

Next day, being Fndaj the two and twentieth of Outfit/, we parted after 
midnight, and having raken a Guide at wc marched due Eaft, 

and about ninein the morning came to the fide of a Rivet called Diala^ which kim. 
wc crofled in a Ferry-boat. On the other fide we paid each Horie-man an Ofj/4.a Ri- 
A\fajfi^ to a Tntk who receives that Tdl, and all pay the lame, of wharlbevcr 
Retigton they be. This River is at leaft as bro^ as two third parts of rbe 
Stmt^ and at Bajfira it falls into the Tygrtt. Flaving crofled it, we went and 
lodged ina great Village called Aatnabe^ under Palm-Trees which arc there in Adtiodr, 
great quantity. 

Next morning by break of day we began to march; our Company would 
not Ibt out iboner, becaufe they knew not the ways. We continued our way 
JZaftwards; and about leven a dock ^w to the left hand a Mo(que,which is a 
place of Pilgrimage. A quarterof an hour after, wc paft through the ruins of 
adefblated Village, and then over a Bridge of one Arch, under which the 
Channel was very dry. About nine of the dock we crolTed a Village called 
Harcitaia, and encamped near the Gardens, which are many. Wc made Hitnimia 
our Journey the flior ter; for f^r of the heat. Wc were obliged to keep ‘ ’ 
Guard all night, bccauft of Thieves and Robbers, yet we heard nothing but 
ebakaUt. 

We parted from that place on Stmdi^ the four and twentieth of Augujt^ 
about two a clock in the morning, keeping on ftill Eaftward. A^ut three a 
clock we palled near to a Village called Adgia^ and about half an hour after 
fix, dote by another called Imam-Esterj where there is a Bridge, upon which laatm-Esker, 
they exafted far every Horfe, Mule or Aft, an Abajfi and AMabmudij wlirch 
is almuch as a C&si, and a Fara^ though the Bridge it folf never coft fix Abaj^Sj 
for it is oncly mafie of two beams of Palm-tree, that reach from fide to fidc^ 
with fame planks a-croft, and half a foot of Farrh over them; the River 
that runs underneath being bur a Brook no bigger chan the River of Gebe* 

/<Me#arPw«. They call that due, the toll of bridles. We refted bevond 
the Bridge, bccaufe not onely our People were aftaid of the heat; but they 
were befidcs informed that fome Arab* waited for us on the way, and there¬ 
fore they held a ^undl to refolve what tvas fitteft to be done t Though 
they had no certainty of this, yet they were fttangely ftarded at ir, and the 
fear proceeded from fame amongft them,who knowing that we were to march 
through a narrow paflage, imagined that an hundred Arabs expected us there; 
and yet they reduc^ this number afterwards to fifteen It was to no purpole 
to upbraid them withCowardilfe, telling them that Ictrhem he as many as they 
pleats we Icared them not. Though this refolution gave them fame aflu- 
ranee, yet they uf^ their credit to make us flay for fome Jani^a^est who 
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who w«re going ro MenJeli \ and in cafe they would not accompany them, 
they rcfolved to take four Troopers at the Village. They lent one of their 
number to acquaint us with their refolution, and civilly to entreat us to con- 
' mburc Jbmewhat to the pay of rhcfe Troop^: At firfl we relgled i:, yet 

gave them fome Qbait after, with a Protcftation that it was not (or any fear 
we were in, and that wc ChouJd not be concerned though there were an 
hundred Jrjibs of them, but that what wc did was oncly in a complaifance, 
nor thinking thefe Troopers to be any ways ncccfliiry. 

We parted the lame day about eleven a Qock at Night, attended by (if- 
teen Jam^arks armed Ibme with Muskets, and Ibme 'with Arrows and all 
marching in good order, and at a good rate too, for there was not one of 
them bur was fufficiently afj^d, and v^t: continued our march Eafhvards, 
V Mutidaj the Ave and twentieth of Aagup about two of the Clock in the Mor- 
\ ning, we met a Caravan of about fourl^re or a hundred in company, ibme 
mounted on Horfo, Mules or Alles, and the reli: in great Cnwcr, well ct>ve« 
Camfii. >’'jTcd over Arch-ways, each Camel carrying two of them, and in that compa- 
* ny I law feven or eight of thefe Machinei This Caravan came from P*ry7(f, 

and was no better armed than ours, which a little IcUened our Peoples fear, 
who before that, made frequent difchai^es of two rufty Pil^ois, which was 
all the Artillery they had. 

About break of day wc pafled that dangerous pals they talked of: It^as 
a way Ibmewhat narrow, near to a llttleWater, but it feemed to me to be no 
more dangerous than the reft of the Koad. We met by the way (everal 
Men and Women, ibme on Alles, others on footi fbme in company and o* 
rhers not; which made me think chat it vvas a very good Jafe Road: For 
from RfigSad to AfoWe/i, the way is always full and as Imcoth as a Ijooking- 
glals; but 1 take it to be very bad in Winter, for there are pieces of ground 
all chincked and cracked, by the bear, which yielded a little under our Hor- 
fts feet, and chat made me conclude thatiin another feafbn it would be very 
deep About lis a Clock in the Morning we faw to the right, a Village cal- 
KtUrndtiJ. Nehuar^inHf and half an hour after feven, wc arrived at Mendel near to 
which wc encamped. 

AW^/rtlie Mendtit Is the outmoft bounds of the Turif on that fide, it Is a little Town 
FronUfrof built amongfta great many Palm-trees : It has a Caflle with foms Towers, 
bur all is built of Mud and Clay: Neverthelcfs, it is watered by a running 
fircam, divided into levera] Brooks. There we relied all the next day being 
Tiff (day the fix and twentieth of Aagujl, and payed an for every load: 
The fame day a Caravan arrived at Mtndeli^ which came from and 

was going to Bagdad it Was no bigger than ours and had no nroArms * 
yet there were Jrabi at Mendeli who looked fufpidoully ; And 1 was told 
that a Turk having askctl them, why they bad done'nothing to us, they 
had made anfwer, that it was becaufc we had nothing but Leather, whicli 
they did not much care for; they uled this JSti/cmonfiii/fl, becaufi: they law 
fijme Horfes in our Caravan loaded with £itjfi<} skins ; in the Night-time vve 
heard feveral CbakaUi,

CHAP. I 


Of the entry into Perfia, and of the Road to 
Hamadan. 

W £ Farted Trom MetidtU IVeJnefJaj the and twefi' 
tieth of break of day, caking our way due Eaft ; 

aflbon as we were on our way, weentered amongitijiiijis,: 
where we faw many ilivulecs, fomc of which it behoved 
os to Gfols. About Ok in tlw Morning we fuatded over a 
River, which rhdy call Rogaira^ about twour three fathom broad, and the a 

Water up to our Hotf^ knees. About ten of the Clock in the Morning we 
had a Rancountcr, which we little thought of. 

As I pall^ within a fewfteps of three Huts made of Canes; I law two 
Men iti Perjiaa Habit, of whom he that teemed to be the chief had a clolc W 
died Coat of Silk-fluff with large Flowers of Gold: They came towards us » 
whilftl minded nothing, and fpoke to. me (hou^ I did not heed it: Li the 
nipn time finding that I liftened not to what they laid to me, one of them 
with a hooked flick, took htJd of my Horfes bridle and jlopt him u which 
made me pntl out a Piftol, and to confitler the Men more attentively. 1 
perceived that they made no fhew of offering anyH iolence, though they were 
armed eqch of them with a Quiver full of Arrows, a ^w, an A* by ftwir 
fide arid a Cy metre; and indeed, it had not been their belt courlif, land 
they wh(i followed me having our fire-Arms all in readme^, which wade 
me a little wonder at the boldnels of the Men. Ac the fame lime MuHj^irr 
Jtifci/ who f.tw their a^litHi, ad^miccd towards them, with a dclign nyfire^ 
catling them in Turkilh an hundred Rogu^ and Kafcals,. as if they had be^n 
Robbers. My man came allb with a Musketoon prefented, bttr perceiving 
that the men fee mod not concerned, and did nnrjbmuchas lay a handufon 
tlwir Swords; but that on the contrary the chief of them calliog me C>j- 
-T;ifb, (that’s to fay Brother, ,.' civilly a^ked me to’ give him the hearing; 1 
prayed ^yunjhur '/tfcst to hold his hand, and they very cou neon fly told us 
that they had orders not to lufler us to pals. That Ibrptizod us a licck, be- 
caufc we knew nut the rcalbn of it; but being intbnned of thatJ \c would. 
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Thefe men 
arc many 
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a River* 


not proceed againft their Will, though we might have done it. T 
are \, that's to fey guards of the Road , ) of w'htch there 

in rcvoal places, crpecially upon the Frontiers, not onely of Ftrfta^ but alfo of 
every Kb«niick or Province to fccurc the High* vvays; and for wages they have 
a due of feme Bifitt of every loaded Horfeor Mule. 

They hop ^1 that are not in Caravan, if they know them not. And the 
reafon why mey ftopt us, was becaufe we were not onely a little fepa rated 
from the Caravsm, but that a man who went before us, had told them, thar 
in ouriCaravan there were twounkown Franki . The being infor- 

fha r we were fl^t, came and fpoketo^ them ; but they told him that 
they would not fuffec us to pats, becaufe if they did they would bft their pla¬ 
ce. We might have eafily forced them, (as I have tb’d;) but it would not have 
looktwell to have commuted violence upon our ftrft entry Into a Countrey ; 
tbr at this place begin the Territories of the King of Fer^a. At length, i by 
^chc Council of the we followed them to their Huts, where 

they (bread *a Carpet, on which we fete down together like good friends. 
In the mean time they unloaded our goods, and (everhl of their men came 
into the place where we we®. Their Msdlcr bid us lay by our Swords; 
which we freely did, and he drew them one after another. We bad feme 
tb^ghts that he Intended to be revenged for oar offering to fire upon him ^ 
but ^er he hadlooidd upon tbem,be put them up again: He told us af^ond 
time that bis office was to feffcr no man to enter into unlefibe were 

known, Icaff feme might come and make their ef^pe there, when they had 
committed Villanies elfewhere; 1 made him anfwer that many Franki had 
paft that way before, without being ftopt, but he afliired me of the contrarj'; 
and indeed, 1 believe that the ordinary way is femewhat more towards the 
North, chan Mtn^U. In fliort, he protefted that he would not let us goe, 
unlefs thofe of the Caravan would anfwer for us, wherefore we lent our Mu- 
letor with one of the F&JUnf to the Camp, which was half an hours walk 
from thence. In the mean time, that man complained fevcral rimes to my 
&rvant, that we (bould have offered to (ire at him, and give him bad lan¬ 
guage as if he had been a Rogue i NeveTtbelels,he civilly ordered our Dinner 
to be brought which confifled of a great Bowl full of Bread ; two Bowls of 
fewer Milk, two plates of new made Butter ^ and a wooden Difh wherein 
there were about two prepared with a feuce, which X think can hardly 
be found in any Book of Cookery ; and that was for about a dozen of men. 
We fed a little, and drank Water in wooden Cups. Then the man mu(l 
needs (be our Trunks, he handled the watches of Mm^ear one after 
another ; 1 opened at(b ray Sepet ; but finding chat he bad a mind to fee all 
things onely out of Cuiioliry, and to make Tatnafc&a as he called it, I told 
him that he had no right of demanding cuftom, nor by confetjucncc of view¬ 
ing our goods, that it reqiured much time to do them up again, and that 
* cherefore he might undoe what he thought (it, and do them up again him- 
(elf; but that if any tbii% were loft, he Ihoutd be made accountable for ir, 
and that made him fuffer me to make all fait agtin. 'Afterwards the man 
whom we fent with our Muletor arrived, and brought him a Paper ligned 
by fkverat of nur Caravan, who vouched for us, and who Indeed threamed, 
that if the Icaft wrong were done unto us, they would complain of ir, and 
[hat if we went and complained to the Chan^ it would certainly bring rhent 
into trouble. Immediately th^ dilmiired us, and we turned to the 
Caru’.an. 

It lay at a place called which is a little plain amongft hills, through 

which runs the River Aogvwrfl, perhaps a Word corrupted from RauMheuna^ 
which fignifies a River that runs ; for the Ftrfianj give that Name to all great 
Rivers. It is hard to deferibe that Countrey well, if one be nbt perfect in 
the Language, elpecially becaufe of the Rivers. Near to us there were fut 
or feven Huts of Uemdi or CW/, who fo foon as we bad pitched our Tents, 
came and Iquatred down all round under them, like ruftical Clowns rhac 
had never fcen any thing, which made a Jimi£gry that was with us ftark 
mad ; for though he bid cbem be gone, they would not ftir, but laughed 
at bimj ^id this vexed him the more, to fee that in that Counrrey he had 
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not the Authority which thofc of that- body have in all places of Turktj ; 

At length having fpoken to them lo often, they went away in great dudge¬ 
on, calling him a thoui^d Names. ^ 

We were now free from keeping guard in the Night time, for there arc 
no Robbers there, and we Taw no more Palm-trees after W'C wwc gone 
thence. Wc parted from that place next day, being TbitrfJajf the eight and 
twentieth of about one of the Clock in the Morning, and preftntly 

after wc were at a lofs, no body knowing the way, which wc fbughrforup 
and down ; Lt heing very dark and the sky overcaft with Clouds, that now 
and then fent us feme drops of Rain. Many of our loads' happened rr.fall 
aifb ; fb that w'c loft above half an hours time. At length wemade aHjift to 
croft a little Ditch of Runnin^ater, and then fcrambled up a very high 
and ftcep hill, doing nothing ail the reft of the Night but climb up and / 
down, go backwards and forwards, looking for the way which wc had loft. , 
Once wepalfcd the River or which runsamongftthe(^.>' 

hills with a great noife becauie of the Stones its Channel is full of. Alx>u’c^ • 
five of the Qock in the Morning we law the Ruities ol'a very high Bridge, 
with two Stories of Arches, one over another* it was built of rough Sronc, 
but one half of it onely remains, and that made me think that this Water 
is fbmetinres apt to overflow vciy much. A little after, we )^fled it a lecond 
time, and met a Caravan coming from Huma-ian, and going ro 
We continued our way upwards along the fide of that River; and about 
iix a Clock in the Morning, faw a little Village of CurJ)^ ( thats to fay ) 
fomc Huts made of Canes and Leaves of Trees ; and then we crofted that 
River again leven or dght times, which at the plat# where we paft irlaft, 
to vvit towards the head, is leven or eight fathom over, About eight in 
the Morning we faw the half of another vCTy high Bridge, built of the 
fame Huff as the other is, over the fame River, but onely of one Story of 
Arches: About nine a Clock we went near to a Village of Cur^s called Sam- 
where we made account to encamp, and indeed, a good part of the Ca¬ 
ravan encamped thwe; but we (who were in the front) perceiving that feme 
before us advanced farther on, followed them, and having fufttciciuly 
tired ourlelves with ups and downs, finceour deparcura from wc 

ftopt at length about half an hour after ten in the Forenoon, by a Village of 
Curds called Nian. All thefe hills are covered with Turpencitic and wild a’/j,,. 
Cheftiiuc-trees; and moll of the Waters borderetl with jigtsus Cafiui^nd Tar|vnrinr, 
Rdb-Lautels. CheJl- 

Affcr we had pitched our Tent w'e faw a Caravaii that came from Pcjyfrf, « 

and was going to Bagdsd upon a Pilgrimage to a place called Imam- 
HuShn or Ktfbtia^ where there is great devoriem payal; it is the plate where 
Hujfem vvas killed, and where his Tomb is; and is about four days Journey faH- 
from Jidgdad towards Moful in Altfopctumia, Towards the Evening that 
day, we had a great fhower of Rain, but it was prefently over; and it was fi> 
cold in the Night-time, that though I was in my Ooatns, (for f never ftript 
in the Fields,) 1 flood in need of my coverlet, and that cold encreafed daily 
the faj'ther we advanced on our way. 

We parted from that plare on-Friday the nine and twentieth of Augujl^ at 
two a Clock in the Morning, and having marched three hours longer among 
the hills wc came into better Way, though Mountains Ml furrounded us, 
bur we mounted onely fome ftnall Afeenrs, until marching Northwards, we 
began an hour after, to have ups and downs again over very high hills, and 
in worfc and more dangerous ways than hitherto wc had feen; bur that 
iafted not an hour, and then wc came into a Plain encompaffed vi*irh hills. 

Standing away Edwards we came by a Village calkd Cbegiafar, where chegiaf.ir, 
there are a great many fcatrering houtes/)f which part are built of rough Stone 
and Earth, and fomc of Canes and Reeds, covered with green branches ; 
thofe of Earth ferve for the Winter and Rainy weather, and then nobody 
Jived in them ; and the other of Canes are for the Summer, that the Inha 
biranis may have the frcfti Air, Amongft rhefo houfes, there is alfb a great 
Mofque built of rough Stone and Eanb: We made no flop thcre^ but a little 
beyond it, came and encamped near anothta: Village con filling ,Va6 the for- 
* K X \ n-cr 
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mcr } in the Summer and Wintcr-houfes, but not in ih great Number ; it Is 
called Ser^ieu, and is difbnc from Chtgiafar, about a quarter of an hours 
march- We arrived there a little after levcn in the Morning; the Vilbge 
• ftands upon a rifing ground, at the foot whereof runs a lovely Spring^watcr. 

Towards the Evening ibme of rhefe CurJi came to our Tent, and bid us 
rake heed to our felvcs, becaule there were Robbers in the lulls^ who creep¬ 
ing on their Bellies in the NigJit rimej came and carrial away whar they 
could find I We ftiew’d them our Arms, which they (eemed to be much in 
Jove with ; many amongft us believed that they themlclvcs were the onely 
Thieves, and that they came to give us this warning, that we might not ac- 
cufe them if we were robbed, and alJb that they mi^t Jee our Arms. 

We parted from thence on Saturday the thirtieth of half an hour 

\ after two in rhe Morning. Wc went up Itih and down hill, over exceeding 
high and croublelbme Mountains until eight a Clock; after that we marched 
''^foc two hours in a plain environed with hills, where we faw fevcral black 
, ''’Tents; and about ten a Clock we encamped under Trees, in a place called 
Hfn^etig. Rtngftrengy near which a Brook runs : There was dole by a Village of Curdr 
who brought us provifions. ’ 

We parted from thence on Sunday the laft of Jagu^^ about four of the 
Clock in the Morning, At firft we marched Eaftward, amongft Woods of 
Cheftnur-trees, where there is great plenty of liquorice, as there is all that 
Countrey over; wc kept going upward ftill, but in very good and cafie wa>. 
In the Morning we faw a Field fowed with Rice. About foven a Clock we 
encamped in a Plain, where there are fome Trees, near a Hamler of three 
or four Huts of Cane,^and this place is called Gaaour. We parted from 
thence the fame day about feven at Night, and by Moon-light marched 
Eaftward in the Plain or Valley, till paft Midnight, that we dcjtended by 
an ugly way into a very low Plain, where having travelled almoft an hour 
wc paired a little Water. Havir^ marched about another hour, wc paflbd a 
Stone-Bridge of one Arch, under which runs a little River that I could not 
learn the Name of; a little after, wc paJTed over another Bridge much alike 
Handing upon the fame River. * 

About half an hour after two in the Morning Musdaj the firft of $tp- 
ttrnber. We encamped at the end of that Bridge, near to a Village call^ 
Arntua^ where there is a good Ktrvanferai of brick ; there are alfc leveral 
Stonchoufes, and as many Huts of Canes; Thefe Bridges leem to have been 
lately built, and the River that runs under them has no other Name amongft 
the People of the Countrey, but the Water Araoua. There arc fo many 
Frogs in that Countrey, that my Tent was always full of them, though they 
were co»tinually driven our. We parted the f^c day half an hour afret 
ten at Night, and marched F,aft ward, in fairway; till half an hour after one 
a Clock in the Morning of Tutfday the lecond of Stpttntber^ w'hcn wc came 
to a very uneafie defcent,and very dangerous too,erpec^y being in the dark 
becaufc the Mfwnwas then fet; for three hours after, we had pretty good 
way. We aoITed feveral Brooks, and a ffnall River cillcj Q6umJit,i^T\Ci 
our way lay Northwards. About half an hour after four in the Mornine 
having gone down hQl a little, wc went away Eaftward in pretty good way 
having for fometime a large Brook of running Water on our left hand, nif 
an hour af«r fi^we defeended in|o a great Plain where we marched about 
an hour ftill Eaftward. Then about half an ttour after fo, we came and en- 
amped hear to a Afi-ww/rwi built by a Ladf: A quarter of a league from 
that ^rtianftrat, there isa Vilkge built of ftonc, called Maidtkbt, and a little 
fanher off than that Village, there is another Kervaii/erai called Sabttk-Hait 
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X 4 M Kitvanftrai, from the Name of a Chan that built ir. We paffed by it 
^rcr we had dillodged from the other, about half an hour afi^eieht at 
Night, We lookt upon it to bo very fair and commodious, cfpcciallv becaufc 
of a Stitle ^ver that runs dole by it; it is called from the Name ot the Vib 
hge Matdtjcht Som. We crofTcd over it upon a Bridge of one Arch, which 
IS bulk very keep ftiarp as .nwft of the reft are j we then kept on our 
way Eaftward m the fame finooth Plain. ^ 
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fVtdntfiLij the third of SefttTrther A Utttle after Midnight, we went over a 
hill, hut the way was pteafant enough, ;ind then came into the Plain again. 

About three a Clock in the Morning we palled little River, and an hour • ^ 

and a lialf after, came to a Village, called Ptul Sihdt/X, that’s to lay the Rings peul-schd- 
Bridge; ) we put our ltdvm under cover there in a fCervanjirai, 

The Kervttttfirait of Perjia arc much finer and more commodious than thole Ttie 
of Turttjf at Irall fudi as are on the great Roads; for 1 Ipeak nor of thole 
in Towns, thelovelieft in all the Levant being in Burja. J Thefe Ker^janfe--^^- 
j-afj of Fer/j» arc la^c Iquiro brick-Buildings above three fiithom high; the 
entry into them is by a Portfea^ under which ^n; fho[is, where all things 
necclTary for life are to be had. Palling through chat Portico, one enters 
into the Court; in the middle of this of Poui Schah there is a Fountain, 
which is not to be found in others. All round the Court there are great 
Arches, atout three farhom.wide, and one and a half or two fathom deep, 
under which arc M^ifiahcz, or Hone Divffirt, about two foot railed from \ 
ground: In the middle of the Front, (or if you will,j at the bottom of the 
Di'vaw, there is a door about cwo foot wide, where one enters into a Room 
of the laiM bignefs asche place under the Arch without, and that Chamber 
has its Chimney. All together makes a pretry commodious apartmonr, for 
the Map^c lerves for a Dtvav and Anti-chamber, and the Chamber is for 
retiring into, when one hath no mind to be foen, and for focuring ones 
Goods. Thele apparements ate feparated one from another by a partirfon 
Wall about three foot thick. On the back-lide all round the Hart, arc the 
Stables, where the Horfes may -ftand dry under roof, alwell as the Men, 
and there arc bcftdcs on one fide Arches with Altjhbez, and ChimEieys, 
where one may lodge, when the appartments of ths Court are taken up! 

They enter into it by four Gates, one at each Corner of the Court. The 
whole Fabrick is covered with a Terrafs, upon which one may walk all 
round, and the way up to it is by two pair of Stairs, which arc on the 
two fides of the PoTfico I mentbned, at the entry. Orte may ftay in thele 
Ktrva»ferait, as long as he pleafos, and nothing to be payed for lodging; 
but the Chamb^ are not fliur, having neither door nor window, nor is 
there a bit of Timber In the whole, except at the great Gate! In this^ Ktr- 
vattjtrai wc found Apples, Pears and ordinary Grapes, befules another lore 
which are ftnall and have no flones; they are very good, and arc called 
Kifcbrnijcb- Kt'/c/im 'fi 

A few Heps from that Han runs a River called Potti-Sebah, that’s to lay, Kl-Je&a 
Kings Bridge, from the Name of a veiy feir high Bridge which King River, 
caufed to be built upon it, near to that Village to which it hath given the 
Name. This Bridge hath fix Arches, whole Pillars are of Free-Stone to the 
height of five or fix foot above the water i And uponthclii Pillars, there are 
as many little Arches more, which have on each hand a good Pillar round 
on the infidc, but fliarp towards the Water, for cutting and breaking the 
force of it when it rifes fo high; thefc Pillars reach to the top of the Bridge 
againft which they reft. This Bridge is in length an hundred and thirrv/lx 
common paces, from the firft to the lalt Arch, without comprehending the 
two Avenues, which are paved as the Bridge is, having fide-Walls of the 
fame materials, four or five foot high, and each of them about forty paces 
in length; the breadth of the Bridge is about ten common paces. Alfthat 
Bridge is of brick except the Pillars with their (harp points and buttercfles. 

It is well built, ;ind kept in lb good repair,' that there is not one brick wan- 
nng, and it (^m$ to be Rrannero. There are lair and good Fifh taken in that 
River ; and they are commonly taken with Coiukt InAicm, much ufed in that 
Countrey ; they make it up with Pafte, to make the Fifh drunk. 

The lown whCTctfic refidcs is about two miles diftanc from the 
Village ; it is called t^rmam Sebabm, (that’s to fay the Kings Barnsbecaufe J^mrtuSchi- 
the Countrey about bears plenty of Rice, which Schub Abbai gave for the 
Zaret or Pilgrim^q of Devotion that was made to the Mofouc of 
Htrfein, which 1 fpoke of before; But the Turk being Mafter of it at pre- 
rent, the Rice is fent to Iffaban. This is but an indonllderablcVown, ne- 
verthelefs, it hath a covered Bmeutr wcU fiio,red with Goods anoSprpvirioiis 
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tbv rhc Belly. There is -iStirraglio in ir for the Governtjur: The 

truth is.t hough it mnKc fome better fticw than the reft of the houfcsjir is indeed 
of no great worth, atleafton the outi'ide; far 1 entered not the Gate, Luc 

raw fonie Z3raflwj for raking the Air in. . , r ri 

We relied there all that day, and the three Mowing, the Cham 

Vizir ■ ffnr fo they call the Officer who commands in his abfcncc,) would noc 
fulTer us to go, till firft he knew, whether the ci^i« would buy any W^ches: 
Wherein 1 obler^'cd that it is not good to travel in that Counticy with V. atch- 
makers, becaufe in this manner they Itop all Giravans, nil the hath 
focn whether there be any thing that he has a mmd to buy. We fciart^ not 
then till Sdiuriifij the llvth of 6€pttmkr abi^t eleven of the Clock at Nighr, 
and we rook our way Taftwardsby a lair Road, having near us to the Idr, 
rocky hills very high and ftcep, and to the right hand other Mountains at 
, a little more difiance. We found on this way many People m cempamw 
ha'jniing and goiifg, which was far mere pleafanc to us than the waysihrougli

Wav the feventh of ^l^out five a aocki^n the Morning, we 

paft by a Village cM Schttherff^v^, (that s to fay new Town, where there 
is a fair iC.rv^V^ai, with many ftone-Buildings, and feveral black Tents. 
A little Water runs by it, which divides it fell into fevcral Rivulets, it is 
called BiitoHUf ; and has its foutce an hundred paces from thence at the foor 
ofa hill/near to which we pafled. That hill thrufis out pieces of Rock, 
fepai^ted from one another by Veins ; and thefe pieces are lomewhat round, 
ftickinz on the hill from the top to the bottom i and appear like hguies in 
relief. The People of our Caravan told me that they were fo mapy rtgurcs, 
which FirhaJ cut for the love of bis dear Sebirtn^ who had her Caflle upon 
that hill. This f>rW was an excellent Sculptor in that Countrey, who 
was lb deeply in love with Schirin^ that he broke his heart and died Ibr 
her His Anjours are deferibed in the Poem entiiuled Cpfreu^e Sthnm ; 
whereof ihcre is a Manufeript in the French King’s Library at P4rw. About 
fix a Clock we found a Bridge of lour Arches, tinder which runs a Kiver 
called (he ^Vat^c^ot ^ and thats the Name ol the Bridge alio , J 

tJicy fay that this Bridge was built by the lame Perfbn, who built the Vil¬ 
lage of Sehtchtriio-uj, Half an hour after, we came to another Bridge of two 
Arches, under which runs a Hiver called Chmliar \ burbecaufe it is very ill 
paved, and has no Rails nor ftdC'Walls, we crofled the Water, which )s not 
a foot deep, a litrle below the Bridge, and encamped on a Plain on the other 
fide, where we had three Villages round us, about two or three Mutket- 
fhot dilhint; The Village to the North, is called Zw/wr, that to the Weft 
CalaHhif ; and the third which is to.the South, Sagat. 

We wereobliged to keep guard that Night, for the Inhabitants of rhofe 
ar^ rockoned fb mnible ac thievingi i tbiit th^y 11 iiway a mans 
goods even from under his head,and he not perceive lti>and they arc fo fharp 
at it and Ibobllinare, that they are attentive in watching their opportunity, 
not onely while all things be loadijd, but even untill the Caravan be gone. 
We diJlodged the fame day half an hour after eleven at Night, and kept 
on Eaftwards in a fair Road near hills; we patTed by many Rivulets on out 
right hand. 

Matuiaj Morning the eighth of half an hour after hve, we came 

to a great bourg, called Saha; Wc went through that Town and encam¬ 
ped without, near the Gardens Which are about it in great Numbers, ftom 
whence they brought us fair Grapes, Apples and Pears ; and iurniflied us 
under hand wLih a liiile Wine, that ue had not tailed iince we Icfr AA/m/, 
unlefs at JSaf JuJ with the Fathers Cajmemt, who make lome privately for 
Mals; for it is forbidden cirher to make or f^l any, And a little leiore I 
came to BarJady an Armettiatt being catched there making Brandy, bad fe- 
vc^ hundred Ba^ittaddif and whilftlomc beat him, others poureu-his Bran¬ 
dy upon bis head. Now in all ihole places of Pir^ where there are no 
Chrifliana, not onely there is none to be fcundi^but even it is a Ciinie to 
fpeah of io'ncverthelefs, having demanded Ibme of an J^abitanr of tliis 
Town, w/fobroioght us Grapes, after he bad lookt about him t n all hands. 
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to Ice if aoy body heard him, be promiled us a Jarr, which be broughc us 
a lltrfe while afcet: k wasfwccr ai^ red* and had nor (ufficiently pui^ed; 
neverrhclds, it was good and delicious; and (b are rheir Gra^jes CKCellcnr. * ' 

Here we bc^fi to fee low’d Lands, and a great many Gardens full of Vines, 
and of all fores of fruir; and though it be in Cirrdtp^an^ yet Safit alfo live Stfu. 
there. 

We parted from next day being Tmf^jiy the ninth of Sefttm- 

htr^ about two of the Clock in the Morning,'and about hve, we went up 
hill and down hill for a little while. Half an hour after l^en, we CTofled 
over A Bridge of four Arches, under which runs a pretty broad River, but 
(hatlow, and it is called CaimattJ^fna. An hour after, wccame to a big Town, CAmuted^n - 
called Ktnghtver, where wc lodged in a Krrvsiijerat, This is a large Town, * * 

well built and populous; a Rivulet runs by it, which they call the Water of 
Ktngbrtfer, About it ate a great many Gardens, full of Fruit-trees of all 
forts, and itmuft heretofore nave been a confidelrable place, for. there arlV 
the Walls of a Fortrels ftill Handing, almoft entire; they are built of Flints 
and ocher very hard Stones that are both large and thick, and fbme Tow¬ 
ers Hill remaiu, with fcveral pieces of white Marble-Pillars, of which the 
Capitals ate fo thick, chat it’s enough for three men to embrace them, A- 
mongft others at a little di (lance from a Tower, dole by this Fort, there are 
fotne Port holes for great Guns, and a Gate towards the Countrey, where 
two Pbdeftals of Marble are HiU reitiaining, which formerly carried Pillars, 
and thefc Ih^leftals (which are lour or five foot in length,) arc placed at three 
cs four foot diftance from one another, both upon a very thick Wail of fair 
Stone, with a very lor'dy wreath on the out fide; So chat in all probability 
thefo Pillars luppotted fonw Pavillion, or Balcony for profpe^l, or fome 
thing elfc that was very weighty. This Fortrels is built upon an Eminence, 
which affords a very diftant ptolpeit, and the Town is the laft pkee of 
CardieM which terininates here. &fore 1 leave it for good anil all, £ muft iitmoli 
lay foinewhat of the People that inhabit tt. tounrt* of 

The C»rdi called atideiuly Cardttcii^ live in the Summer-time in Huts 
made of'Canci and Boughs of Trees, and in Winter under Tents; Their * 
Countrey isfo mountainous, and fb hard to be pafled, chat I do no: now 
wonder chat the King of Perfi*, (every time that he went to befiege Bagdad^] 
inftead of taking Cannon with him, carried upon Camels metal to call them, 
obliging every Trooper belides to carry an for it is abfolutely im 

polTiblc to have Cannon drawn along rbefo ways. Thau^ thefe Cw^i lead 
a life much like the nevcnbelds, they arc more warlike, and make 
VC 17 good ule ot Harqucbules ; nay in ail places we paft through, there 
were always fome of them who came and cheapened our Arms, thinking 
they had b^n to be fold: Amongll others one of them once offec^ me ten 
for my Ftr&lock Theie Curdt inftead of Candle, burn onely Oil of 
Naphia, which i$ got in a place not Ikr from Bagdad. 

We parted from the t^c day about half an hour after eleven 

at Night, and in a very good Road, marched Northwards. About three a 
Clock in the Morning JVedmfdaj the tench of St^temker^ we pall over a 
fair Bridge of fix Arches, CdU« the B^e of Scbticb-fdolirKan^ from the Sthtisb-RiU^ 
name of a Chan that founded it; the River that runs under it is called the Ki^i. 

Water of Stbeiek-Hah KanTirA^^i for to Bridges they give the Name of the 
Founder, and to the Waters that run under them the Name of the Bridge. 

An honr after, we went by a Village, which we onely Ihw by Moonlight, 
but it foemed to me to be big and wdl built.: Having afterwards marched 
through a great Plain Ibr a long while, about feven of the Clock in the Mor¬ 
ning we came to a Town called Afad Ahad. 

That Town or rather Burrough is of a vaft extent, and well built: There 
arc ftreight large Streets in it, and in the middle of them a running Brook. 

The Entries into all tbeHoufes are handfbm, though the Doors of many of 
them be but low, and have matq^ Gardens round them, We lodged in the 
Fie ids without but clofo by the Town, and parted from fhehee the fume 
day, about ten a Clock at Ni^t, diredmg our way full Eaft. ^^lediarely 
attcr,in very good way,we went up a bill called Ehntnd ; fit isfo r^h that it 
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took HE a compleac hour to mount it» and alnioft three quaners oiiin hour 
in coming do»n ar^in on the other fide: J After that, wc went by a httlc 
houfeof iJdAiirri. where for every horfe tltcre aie two of Laf^e to 

he payctl Then wc yttstched aboT^ two hours and a hRU amongit Moun* 
tains, and there after came into a Plain, where having by a gr^t many 
Villages, and crofl’ed f’evcral Brooks *, and hall an hour after fire,having Idta 
Town called a*/™ to the left hand, two hours after, we arrived at HamaJan, 
wliere wc lodged in a KervinUrai, and payed a which is worth four 
Cjhtgtis, a day fora Room. Wc ftiallfpcak of the money of Pfr/4 in the 
delcription of Iffnban. 




CHAP. II. 


Of the Koad from Hamadan to Ifpahan. 

T X ^jimadtin is a very large Town, but contains many void places. Gardens* 
X~1 and even ploughed Fields within it. The houfes arc loveljr and buik 
finely of Bricks baked in the Sun; JET here is no fair Street in ir, but that 
where they IcU Stufffj Cloaths ready made, and fuch like Commodities. It 
IS a llrcight, long and broad Street, and the fhops ot it are well furnifhed; 
it lies near the fi«pf/ffiw, which is little, but pretty well built Thk is a 
concern bio Town ofTraffick, and in former times was very flrong; itJiad 
'a fair Caftic, which was a long tire agoc demolifhed by ihe-Tiffi/, who 
much mined the Town alfo. The Air is very bad here, and fa is the Water 
too; there is no Wine to be found in this place, but onely Brandy. Many 
of our Caravan fell Ikk during the time weftayed there; for my parr, I was 
taken with a loofcnels that fbon after was followed by a Fcaver, which I 
carried with me to where both held me above a Month, and the 

Waich'irraker that went with me, fell Into a Qpar^e-ague fliortly after he 
arrived at Ifjuth^, The ArmtniAnt have a Church In HentaJait^ but kept in 
bad order. There is commonly a Chan who commands in that place ; but 
at that time there was none there, onely a Dtrcga^ to whom the King font 
nie cerema* a prelenr of a Veft, while I was there. There was no other Ceremony in 
ny ofa KWaf it, but that the Dert^o went out about eight or nine a Qock in the Morning 
or King! Vdt, by the King's Gare, fo called* b«aufe by that Gate they go to lffahan\ and 
then advanced to a Houle about a quarter of a Frtncb League diflant, where 
he put on ihe Veft which the King fcnt him, being of CJoatb of Gold; and 
prelcntly reiuined to the Town amidft a Body ot fifty or fwty of the chief 
inhabitants on Horfe-back, who marched almoft all a break without any 
order whllft they were in the Fields. 

Having flayed eight days at Hama^n we bargained with a Mulctor, for 
five for every f^dl&Hcrfe, and for our Goods at the race of ckven 
fijT the hundred Fanfratu ofJfaitrli ; the hundroil Paittiam of Taurii^art near 
fix hundred weight, and that w^ a cheap bargain; But the Mulctor, (who 
perhaps repented what he had done,' rcfoivcd to flay for the Caravan with 
which we came, and was not to depart till eight days after ; and we being 
told that there was an yl^a come who guarded Butter and other Provifions 
that were going to the King; we lent for his Muletor, who fumtlfaed us with 
Saddle-horles for fix Abejfuy and tor our luggage we payed at the rate of fit- 
teen Ahafjt} for the hundr^ Fatrsam of Tanm. To this beginning of a Ca¬ 
ravan many others pyned who were as weary as we of flaying at Hamadan ; 
fb ih^ all together we made a Caravan firmig enough not to be afraid of 
Robbers: For though they (ay there are none in Ptrjia, yet at that time there 
were (cveral *gangs of them abroad ;'bccaufe the Chan of that quarter Icing 
dead, the^ watno other as yet fent in his place. 
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We parted from Hantddtn^ on Saturtl/iy the twentieth of Sepitmbtr^ a^five 
a Qock in the Morning, and having paft through a good parr of the Town, 
we went out by the King’s Gate, or the Gate of taking our way 

Eaftward. We cioired feveraJ fair Waters, and about feven a Clocka Bridge 
of five Arches, under which runs a Rivulet, that in the Winter-time fwells 
high Having travelled one hour more over little hills, we found two ways, 
and not knowing which of the two to take, becaufe we were got « 
way before the Caravan, we were obliged, Mott/itur Jacelr^ three Twrir and 
my felf to Hay fometime for it. After we had waited rhere above half an 
hour to no purpofe, we thought it not fit to return back, for fear it might 
have taken another way, and therefore at a venture all five of us took the 
way to the left hand, and continued on till we came to a Town called Nif 
{bar, by which we knew the Caravan was to pafs; We arrived there about 
three a Clock after Noon, and took fhdter in a wretched Ktrvsnftrm with- f 
out the Town, that was all ruinous. All the furniture we had was a Co¬ 
verlet which we fpread under us, that we might not lye upon the bare ^ ^ 
ground, and a leathern Veflel which they call Massra, to hold water tn; mtwa. • 
for my man and all our baggage was with the Caravan. We took paticnoe 
however, apd in the mean time, immediately after the Ciravan had palled 
the Bridge, it held along the River-fideand came to lodge at a Village called 
Bouipt^cb Kifar. , - , 

Nest day being SttnJar the one and twentieth of Scpttmber, it parted from 
thence.' About two a Clock in the Morning, and about fw arrived at Nif 
tbar: Having there payed a due of four Bi^ts a load, it went on without 
popping, and we having ioyned it again, half an hour after nine encamped 
under Trees near a Village called Hara», where our Moucrcs gave us war- Ktr-a. 
ning to keep good guard in the Night time. The truth is, in the Day-time 
fcvcral Paileiigersftopt,andatadiftaitceconfKleTed our A rms,and two hours af¬ 
ter Niglft,a man pafitng near to us,8nd making no anfwer when be was asked 
who came there,my man advanced towards him ; but then the Robber f who 
came onely to fee how Atfairs ftood, ^iaid that he belonged to the Caravan, 
which was immediately conrradiited by fbme of our Company, who cold 
him that if he came that way again, they would fire upon him 

Next day being Mendap the two and twentieth of Stpctmhtr we parted 
from that place about two of the Clock in the Morning, and proceeding on 
ftill Eaftwardingood’way, we pafled by feveral great Villages, which we 
found every quarter of an hour almoft i and being come to a River above 
two fathom over, which they call the River of Diz^va, we marched up it 
about half an hour, and then having paft over, entered into a fpacious 
Plain, of which in two or three hours time we palfed over a great part; 
and came to a Town called fb bUl among Gardens which take up 

tlic whole breadth of the Plain, that as a Curtain they not onely intercept 
the view of the Town, fautairo of part of the Plain which reaches a good 
way beyond it. An hour before we arrived there, and being very neat Ir, 
wc were fain to fctcb a great compaft to pals a Rivulet that was broad, 
deep, and very full of mud, and then came to a little pinr which gaveus 
a palfagc into i3/e-iw, where wc kept marching on ftill along great Lanes 
made by Gardens on both hands, that were well walled, but without any 
Habitation, and Diz^va lies fo hid, that not a Houfe of it is to he fiwn rill 
you be in ir, though you were never fo nigh; fb that he who did. not un. 
derftand the Map of the Cwountrey, would think himfclf near a Foreft, 
for if is of a pretty large extent. We paft through a confiderable partprthe 
Town which is very ill built, and about ten a Clock came to a good Ktrvajf- 
ftffii. The ignorance of our Moucres was the caule of that compels we 
fetchr, ai^ befides, all their ^fte both laddie and carriage Horles M^e (i> 
bad, that it was impoflible to make them go fefter than AlTes ; Id that we 
itiad’c bur very finall Journeys In the Evening we had a (hower of rain 
that was prelently over, which was the fiift, lave ondy a little miding, 
char W6 bad fall fince our departure from jtUppp, 
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Next ckjr being TnefJaj the three and twentieth of Sefftemhr, about three 
a Qock in the Morning, we fee out again, and conrinued our Journey Eaft- 
wat^ by very good way. About feven a Oock, w^e came into a very fto- 
, ny way betwixt rocky hills, but it lafted tkx long j about eleven a Clock we 

SwL came to a large Village called Sari, and relblvcd to lodge in a very pretty 

and large Ket'vanferai, but it was as fuU already a$ it could hold of Men and 
Bealts : Wherefore it behoved us to betake our felves to another which was 
lets, bad and ruinous, where we lodged very uneaTily in the Stable amongfi 
thcHorf^and Mules. This Village is well built, and I obferved that the 
chief Wall of the Stable where we lodged was wholely built of black fquarc 
Stones, about a foot long, and about three Angers thick, which (when they 
are broken) fplit into Tables like Date, but thicker, and I rook them for black 
Marble. The Watc-bmaker that was with us, told me that men of his pro- 
1 feflton make uie of this fione for polifhiog that which hath been hied, before 

'•’J it be guilt. OFthis Marble are ^1 the doors of houfes, (as Putr^ DtUa FaSe 

lays,) but there are fcw of them at Sari ; Some 1 few at DhcMva, nay, and I 
have feen of them in feveral places of Sjria, and 1 believe they make them 
of this Stone for want of Timber. At San there is four Bt^it to be payed 
a load. This Evening there fell lome rain arain, and it camt to us ac< 
companied with good old White wine, which the Poner of the Kervanferai 
underhand lent for to the Village, but his Jmrpics were onely in formality * 
For Ibmc Turjb of our Caravan who bad aWb bought of it, found it to be 
fo good, that they fete by it merrily all Night, till we were ready to depart; 
which put them into fo gp^ a humour, that for parr of the way they did 
nothing butroar and fing like drunken Franekf, as rhey were, till at length 
one of the gang tumbled olf of his Mule, atid had almoft broken his Neck 
bur fell fella floep on the place. * 

About three a Qock in the Morning, Wtdmfday the four and twenrieth of 
Stftmhir^ we parted from Siri; About eight a Qock we pal&d by a Village 
called DthiU, and an hour after, by another called MmeUfabahj and abo^ 
ten a Clock we arrived at a Village nhmed Mackat^ where we Iheltered our 
felves in a little 

Wc parted from thence next d^, being Tbarfdi^ the live and twenrieth 
of Stftembtr at Mid night, and by break of day palled through a Town cal- 
Sthther-ibiri.\pi Schthery^btri, which feetued to me to be well built; We then marched 
forwards rill ten of the Clock, through a large barr^ Plain, thire bdne no 
Water in it, nor indeed, any habitatbn that we oould find, At ton a Oock 
Bjg* we came to a very feir Kervanjirai called the appaitments whereof are 
very commodious; and under the Gate there lives a man who fcifs all things 
neccflkry for life, and he hath three Hrtle Rooms for his dwelling. There 
vefuch Porters in alt the Kervaafirait ofj'fr/w, but more efpec^Uy there 
is need ofonc at this, for there is no habitation about it, and the neareft 
Bniman. place isaVUl^e tothc r^t hand behind the hill, called Angcaarf where 
much TapiJVry is made, and if tlwy told me true, » an Agatfeb (that's to 
fey,) aleaguediftant: For the Ptrjtani countrhe way bv Amfcb. or Far- 
fangy which is one and the fame; Agatfib being the Word, and 

Farfang the Pttfian ; and it is an hours Journey for a Horfe man, bur for us 
It js almoft two; neverthekS, near to ITfaban they are fb (horr that we 
gelled one an hour.* At this Kitvanfersiy there are three Bsfij payed a 

The lintels of the gates of it arc made of one entire piece of that kind of 
Mfcble which I mentioned to beat Sari, but it is not polilhed- and with¬ 
out the gate, there json eachlide a MaOabti they are in leneth aWt ilv 
fboteatC^nd four or live foot h^, upon thre/ of breaS theu^S 
part of tnefe Aia^abtZt, is of one whole piece of that Stone 
This Marble hath been dugabom fifty paces from the gate, out ofa Rock 
a hide higher than thegroond, at the root whereof there is a little Spring of 
Water which is all they have m that place to drink. As I was walkinl a- 
bouf this Ktrvanferaiy 1 found little AferbleStones white red fBotted Infl 

^11 Marble 

ot all colouc; and indeed, theupper part of the Rock is almoft ail white. 

We 
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\Vc paftcd next day being FtiAaj the fix and rvtenrierh of AVp/fwier, a- 
bout three of the Clock in the Morning, and went uphill aivj dow’n hill in 
nrctrv good wav for the fpacc of three hours. 1 obferved by the ways fide 
fevcral Rocks of black Stone, rifitiga little om of the ground, which wore Buck Stout, 
all divided into Tables, hardly thicker than blew Slates and much about the 
lame colour, bur joyned if cry clofc together. Half an hour after fix, weeame 
into a great Plain, where we found Water in three or four places, and 
there wc travelled till eleven a Clock when we arrived at a Village called 
Nichuait^ which we went almoft quite thfougb, and came to red in a great 
Kerv^nfefvi pretty commodious, but ugly, and all built of piec^ of unbumt 
greyifh EartL There arc two others in this Village which we paft by, they 
are foiall bur feemed to me to be neater. We flayed there the day follow- ^ 
ing to refrefh ourBeails, and parted on Svnd/ff the feven and twentieth of ■ 
Stfteinher, at^uthalf an hour after nine at Night: We trav elled up hill and 
down hai by inrervaU, but Hill in fair and Toft way, 

Morning the eight and twenneth of Stpumhet^ half an hour before 
day.we palled by a great Village called Fagap>an'^\^ that I could there obferve F^^f^n. 
in the darhnefs of the Night was, that having gone over a Bridge of five 
Arches upon a fmall Rivulet, wc palled along the fidcs of fovcral great 
G^dens, where there is plenty of Water. Half an hour after fot in the 
Morning, wc came to another Village called Jtboua^ where we lodged in a iifWf. 
ihtle Kervauftrat^ all bulU of Clods of unburnc greyifh Earth. An h|^rs 
travelling fi'om thence there is a little Town callw Ghd^ttigan^ but wc^ft 
not through it. 

Wc left this Lodging on Maniaj the nine and twentieth of St^iemhtr^ 
about twoa Oockin the Morning, and bad pretry good way. A little be¬ 
fore day, we went down into a very low and fpadous ground, all of white 
(and, through which, fby what 1 could judgeJ fomc great torrent muff run 
when the Ihow melts, for on both (ides there are banks of Eaqh pretty 
b^h and Keep; we I^t that way Ibon after, and going up hill a little, came 
into a great Plain, where having proceeded a little, we ftayed for the Ci^ra- 
van that was behind us, there being none before but thofe who were light 
mounted, llie reafon why we made that halt was, becaule at a pretty 
diftance we difeovered on the Plain near the hills, fbme Horle men who ke^ 
ft ill on the fame ground, and when we palled them they made a great 
fin^ ; 1 know not the meaning of that f^naj, but we underftood after¬ 
wards that they were fifteen in company, and had robbed a Caravan. A 
quarter of an hour after, we law live Antelofti ; and at length about half an 
hour after nine, ive came to a good Kervavjitai^ near to a Village called 
Arham. An hour after we had been there, a Hoi^tmn came in, and made 
feme turns there, whereupon Ibme of our company faying to one another 
that he was a robber, and that they ought to lay hands on him, be per> 

CCiving it, went out of the Keraanferai^ and lb -put Ipurs to his horle, and 
made haftc to a I'rec where two of his Comrades were. About Midnight 
fbme Horie*men bounced at the Gate of the Ktrvanftrai^ and bccaule we 
would not open to them, they made a great nolle, till the Gate was opened ; 
they were ten in company confining of Cur At and Araii ; they 

were all armed with lances, and Ibme had liawks upon their Fifis; they 
asked if our Caravan was going to Ifpabav^ and we asked them whither they 
were bound; They (aid to IfpabAu^ but when we asked them whence they 
came they tvoyld not tell, but onely chat they were going to (ffei/am 
which made us think they were robbers, and therefore many of our com¬ 
pany flept ROC one wink, though ifccrwards we came to underftand that 
tliey W'crc not robbers 

let out about three a Clock next Morning, and our ten Horft men- 
ftayed behind in the Kervaaferai^ which made fame think they ondy came 
to plunder the Ktryanjeraif and perhaps, to cur our Throat. About break % 
of day wc entered into a daj^erous for robbing; for it is a narrow way ** 
betwixt high Rocks, behind which leveral men may lye hid, |nd fire upon 
whom they pleafe without bei^ dilcovered. We expeAcd to met with 
rouble here, bocaufo there had been Ibme Caravans robbed in\hie place, 
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ftid that there was an ambufii there of forty Horfu-men armed 
wich Ibrquebufe, the

Vaults arc of %rick ; the ^iitfcrent colours (rf tbefe fliius make a pretty plea-

no habitation there. We parted from thence the i^e day at 
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(even a C\ock at Night, and on Thuffd^ tlie firft of one thou land 

fix hundred lixty and four, about two a Cloclt in the Morning, arrived ^ 

at Ifpifban^ where I went and lodged with the reverend Fathers Cepudifi. 

The Reverend Father Rafbfieioi' Mam (a perfon of extraordinary vertue and An-Wjl at j- 
tapadty, and of a moft exemplary life,) was their Guardian; he had two Re- 
tigious with him, to wit, the reverend Father VaUntim of Angtri^ and the 
reverend Father John of Lotht. 


CHAP. III. 
Of Perfia in Qeneral. 


B Eforc I enter into the deferiptton of what 1 have pblerved at Ifpaban, 

1 think it will not be impertinent to give the Rleader a general notion of 
Perfia^ which ts a Kingdom onely ftrong bccauie environed witK Mountains,- 
and b^ren Defans, that defend it againft the attempts of its mofl powcrfuli 
Enemies. And indeed, the forces that ard enrenairied therein /of whom I 
Ihall (peak in the Chapter of the Court,) orif you will,) the Armies that 
have been ralfed there m our days, are (b inconfiderabie, in ref^A of ib 
,vafl a Gountrey, that the Ftrfam are not to be reckoned arnongfl formidable 
powers. 

The caufe of that wcaknets is the ftardty of money in ihoje Couijrrcj'S, 
whkb cannot fudice to (et on foot gr^t Armies, and' lar lels to maintain 
them j this want of money proceeds fropi the fmail trade the Perfans drive, 
having but few amon^ them proper to be exTOrred, to wit, ibmc 

Silk which is made in the Ghiiga and Mazeniiaran-^ ^rpers and wrought 
Stuffy and hardly any thing elfe ccnfidefable ; In fb much, that it may be 
&jd of Ptrjia^ that it is as a Ker'panfetal that ferves for p^ge to the mo- 
ney that goes out of Ewoft and Turhy to the Indm ; and to the Stuffs and 
Spioea that come from the Indie into Turkty and Eureptf whereof it makea 
Ibtne fmall prohe in the paflagc. 

The foyl of the bordering Cauntrcysj(fpeak1ne generally,) is very bad, not The foil of 
onely by realbn of the many Mountains, butaifcofthe want of water and 6^' 

wo^ in mtift place* theieof i there being no other Trees but fruit-Trees 
that are endofed within Gardens; for there are none to be found in the 
Helds, though the Countrey People feem to be carcfull and diligent enou^ 
in culdvating, towing and planting all the Land dtat is good. It ia true, the 
great pains they take in making Gardens, and cultivating rtiera, for the be¬ 
nefit they make of the Fruit whjch arc exceedingly much eaten in Perjiat 
imkis them a little negled the reli their grounds •, for after wc had pall 
Ifaw in feveral places very good Land andliilis, which (*10 my 
opinion,) would be very fruitful!, if they were welt cultivated and manujed 
Nay, in many of thefe places there is plenty of excellent good water, where¬ 
with fin my Judgment J they migirt water tHeic grounds, by maitir^ Ditches 
through them, as they do in other parts: And ncvcrthelefs, I cannot tell 
why they are defart, and full of Liquorice, or iheh like fljrubs, arid no 
Trees growing in theiri, 

There are ib many Brooks in fevcral Cquntrcys of Perjiai that | ,b<^rovc 
tire wai'S are very bad to travel in In the Win ter-rime ; for though we were 
about the end of Summer, yet we paffed (bmc which were fuU of thick mud 
at the bottom. The indeed, is a very lovely Ckiuntrcy, 3(boun' 

ding with Plants, Fruit and Wood as well as Eurefe \ and good reafbn why; 
for it U watered by many Springs and Rivers, wbch having,run|hrougb'thb 
Countrey, fall into the C^pian ^ thatis neir‘it. The chief TdWn of that 
Counirey is called Efehref and in it there is a Royal Palace wher\one may Efihef 
have all imaginabte Recreations: Largo Gardens full of flowers with many Lwciy Gar- 
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PoniUand Founcain$; inthefe Gardctis lovely Houfo afid arriiicta] Mooors^ 
for takire the frcfli Air, all covered with Flowers, wrh little Baildings on 
‘ the top torepofe in : In* a word, it b a very pleafani place. And indeed, 

this is the <«icly lovely Province of all Perjui, and yet it bath its inconve- 
The Airof nienccs, fw in Winter U is very cold there, and the ways very bad ; In 
htj^amijran. Summer the Ab is lb nialignant, that moll of the Inhahicants are obli¬ 
ged CO remove to other Places; and all the People of that Countrey look 
VenMiwu* yellowifli and tawny. The caufe of that bad Air is the vail number of Ser- 
Ct»iupc». pents and other Inft^s that fwarm there,which in the Siimtoer timc dying for 
want of water, (bccaufe moft Springs in that Sealon are dried up,) caufea 
corruption and infcAlon which nils the Air with contagious Vapours,

CHAP. IV. 


Of what bath ken oiferved in Ilpahaa. 

Iff Jinn. 'JSfabsm is the Capital City of the Province of hae, (^which b part of the 

J. ancient ParfAwf) and generally of the whole Kingdom of ; for in 
this Town the King bolds his ordinary refidence, The Air of it b extremely 
dry, therefore what the Earth produces for the food of man is eadly pte * 
letved there all the year round. 1 cannot tell but it may be actrlbUEcd to 
this difjwfition of the Air what commonly happens, that all the Dodiex 
whether of Men or Beads, an hour after they arc dead, fwcll extremely ^ 
which may be otxalioned by this lb dry ao Air, that penetrating into the 
B^es drives out the humidity, which being extravaJated betwixt the Flelh 
and Sidn, endeavours to brak out, and fo p^s them up until it hath found 
an IfEie when the parts of it have been fumdently fubttlized: The hands 
and feet likewife fweU at the end of all Sickneffes, which continues. Ibme 
weeks before tbecaufe of it be ditcull^. Neverthclels in time of Rain, there 
arc great damps, lb that the eRbfts of the humidity are to be ieen on all 
things, notonely at I/pahaUf but allb all over Per^j ; in Jbmuch, that all In- 
fhumenrs of Iron ruft, where ever they may be kept, even keys in ones 
pocket, as 1 feveral rimes found by experience. The truth is, it rains there 
very feldttm unlcti it be in Winter: And whilH I was there, the firft Rain 
that fell was on the eleventh of Dectinbfr: But likewile when it rains the 
Houfes crumble and M away in pieces, and the Snow rots the Terrafles 
if they be not paved with Bricks, and feeing moft of them are of Earth, the 
Snow muft be thrown off allbon as it falls upon them. 

In the year one thoufend fix hundred ftxry and five, there was a great 
Rain in that extent of Countrey, which reaches from Btnitr Ahajft and 
BtnAtr CoKgc, till within three or four days Journey of Sthimt, and that rain 
laQcdfrom the beginning of jfijfajf, unhll the middle of Septinnher; lb that 
it feemed the Winter of the InJsti had Ihiftcd into that Cbuncrey, but chat 
was lookc upon as a thing extraordinary. 

Tke vvaiii of The Oty of Ifpsthan is walled round with Eanhen Walls, which is fingu-

moft part of the Towns have none at all. It requires a* 
■^ CircnUof tout four or five Hours to make the round of this Oty; but there are a great 

Houfitt that have but few living in them, and which rake up a 
Gr«iG»rdo«. g«ar deal of rpaoe becaufeof the fpacioufhcfe of the Gardens; fomc houfes 
taking up twenty Acres ot ground; nay it Is not bng fince there was no¬ 
thing but Gardens, on the fide of the Fort; But now there are many Build¬ 
ings there, and thar quarter is called the New Town, where the Air and 
The Mew Water arc better than in the old Town. This Oty hath feven Gates of

It is about feven hundred ety¬ 
mon paces in length, and two or three hundred in breadth ; fo that ir is a*

^ckwards, which ferve for Galknes and a paiTage to the rooms of rbme ad* 
joyning Kirvnojtrait, and (eeing thefe houfes are all of an equal height rhev ' 
yield a very lovdy piofpeft.

^^'^Therc is another Mofque at the South end of the place, which feems to 
beef the fame contrivance, but is far neater, and this is call^ the 
Mofqiie, noronely bccaufc if was'founded by /fMn the firft,bnt aHobe- 
caufc it is near the Palace. Before this Mofqi^ diere is a 
tnanv Ang’cs,and in the middle of it a Bafon of Water ikcwife Polygons; the 

Porch Is all over painted and vamifhed with blew, yellow and many oi^r 
Colours in great Flowers, and over each fide, tbcrc is a Minaret pin ted in 
the fame faftiion, wliha very pretty Balcony out of which juts a kind 
tic Tufrat. It bath two G^tes almort three fathom high a piece, a™ al^ut 
a fathom wide, which ate faced all over with Plates of Silver, with Ibmc 
Curinfities here and there embofTsd, and there is a ftep there, juft like to that 
of Mr CapL Having palfcd thefe Cares you enter into a great fquare Court 
mved with large fmooth Stones, in the middle whereof there »s a Iquare Ba- 
fon of Water, and along the fide by which you enter, a kind of gallery, 
under which there are fome fiiops; there is another over head wfere you 
may fee the doors of a great many little Chamber, which, (as 1 think,) ferve 
Ffontftothe for lodging Rooms for the Scholars of the Medrtff^ u 

firs.:?* of fourth Tide of the Court which faces you as you enter, is the Mofquc, which 
iht hath five Guiles and each of th^m its Porch ; the middiemolr is at icaft 

fathoni wide, and about ten or twelve high; the other two on each (ide lellOT 
proportiqnably as they arc diftant from the middle. This fronnfpiece hath a 
iWiaret on each fide which furpafs it aWe three fathom m height, and all 
is bull of white Marble about a fathom high, the reft being painted with fc- * 
v'craJ lovely colours and vamifticd over. The entry of ihc middle and chief 
Porch is about fix or feven fathom broad on the outfidc, for on the infido 
if draws narrower by degrees til! you come at the end of ir, where there are 
two doors which at>j alfo very high, and are each above a fathom wid^ 
This is the entry into the Mofque which is large and Jpacious, with a vaft 
round Dome, very well built, and all painted and varnithed. It is Jq^re 
and divided into five Iftes, by a double range of fix or (even great ftonc Pillars 
lU'o or thrtjd fathom high on each fkle. The fide Ifles have their tcveral en- 
iriiiS by ihclc iour other Gates, which with that of the middle Porch make all 
the ironiUpiJfce of the Porch of that Mofijue, and the rniddlc llle or Bridy 
wuh its lyrch is much higher, (as 1 iaid,; then the reft,- snd the two next 
c>.cccd idfbthe two remeteft in proportion of"height. Alcngthe Walloc the 
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left hand, aic WindQws reaching from the pavement a fatfiom high; tlScy 
are all Iqnarc holes, through which one may into the Ooyiler chat 
on the loft Ikle, and which Is one of the Courts of the Medrtfe that I have 
mentioned- AH the Walls of this Molque are of white Jvbrble, from the 
paving a lathom high, the reff, like the Dome, is paitveed with various co¬ 
lours and v a rnhhed The pavement is all of large and very Imootb Stones, * 

but. under the Dome, it is covered all over with lovely Carpetsand the 
ouefido of the Dome is faced with green Bricks varnifhed After ail, Chr ifti- 
ansare not fullered to enter itk, and if one be found there and known, he is 
driven out with Cudgels like a Dog \ and yet that hindered not me lixim go¬ 
ing thither with mafter of the Dutch factory at !Jfgb(ty>\ 

for i^icb purpole bc^ be and 1 put our Jelves into the habit of the Courrey, 
and received not the leaft affront. 

At the comer of the Mudm betwixt South and Well there is a Street, in 
which to the right hand is the Gate of the King's Her am ^ ("that's to Jay his t 
Wifes houfc,) and on the left hand is hi$ Kaychaittt^ (that's to fay his Work- 
houfc;) bccaufe aJi the Workmen of every fort of trade, who are under his 
pay work there; they ail have their {hops, and it is like to an ArlenaJ where ' • 

all trades are to be found. 

One of the hneff things to be leen at If^ahan arc the ilarcly Gardens of 
lhs.aT Dgtrik^ the chief building whereof is plealknt, and at the end of the 
lair Street of Teiarttag or Tc&t&arbag:^ but fince that Street leads to ic, and TheSireet&f 
that it hath particular beauties ofits own, I chink At to del^be it beAsrc 1 TfbeLjrhg. 
come to the defeription of //rtwr i^erib. 

Tebeiarbag which fignifics four Gardens is a great Street, near a hundred 
paces broad, and above two Italian miles in length. On the Maofi lfpalisti^ 
there is at the head and entry into it, a little Pavillion or Square building two 
ftories high, adorned^ with many Balconys and painted Windows, to which 
riicy come from the King’s Palaa;, by a kind of corridor or curtain, and this 
Street ends at Het^r Dgerih as we have juft now laid. It Is bounded on both 
Hdes by the Walls of a great many Gardens, and at certain diftances by little 
houJea of uniform Symmetry, which have all a little Pavillion, and doors 
that open into the Gardens that belong, fomc to the Kng, and the reft to 
feverai great Lords, who take their diverfion in thefo places, About twelve 
fteps from the Garden-Walls, there is on each fide a row of lovely Plane 
Trees planted in a flrdght line which yield a rare (hade, and in the middle 
betwixt ihofe two rows ofTr^Cfi, runs along the whole Street a current of 
Water in aCanal of (air Stone, about five foot deep and thirteen over, ador¬ 
ned here and there with Calcades and fbme rare Water-works, which fall 
into Bafbns.' The fides of that Canal ate paVed into the Street, and make a 
way of Free-Stone for Foot-men, which eafes them of the inconvenience of 
meeting horfes that go lower in the Street. In ftiort, this Street is divided by 
the River of Stndetu^ on which there is built a very lovely Bridge, of a pretty a Bridj^fot 
lingular ftr udture, which joy ns together the two parcsof the Street, lovdy lirue. 

This (Bridge which is called by the Name of him that built it, to wit, 
jitjverdj Cbaa, and which is aljb named the Bridge cf Jd^baJ is built of ^ 
good Brick with edgings of Free-Stone; and fiipponed by a great many little * 
and low ftone-Arches. It is about throe hundred paces loi^, and about 
twenty broad, but in the middle where Carts and Horfes goe, it is not above 
four fathom broad, and is no higher in the middle than at the two ends. On ' 

each (ide inftrad of a Parapet, it hath a Gallery covered with a plat-form, 
both which are very commodious for Paflengers. Thefi: Galleries are railed 
above the level of the Bridge above half a pikes height: The going up to them 
is by fo eafie Stairs, that horfes may without trouble aftend themj mi5h are 
there I'ecure from b^d weather or the heat of the Sun, and yet have an open 
Air and fair protpeft, for thefo vaulted Wall^ have a great many Windows 
that look upon the Rivef, If a man defire a more open pallagc, ho hath the 
piat-fbrm over this gallery, that equally reaches from one end of the Bridge 
to the .other - But It is lb hoc upon it in the Summertime, that the other way 
is more commonly taken, which lerves alib many times for a Horfe-v^qy In 
the Winter, that they may avoid the Water that fills np the tfiddle of the 
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I3ni!^c, when the Kiver overflows, which fometimes happens, though In 
thtt Summer-tIme it be fo low, that there Is hardly any Waier in k, (b that 
they have been forced ro ulc arc in paving the bottom in that place very 
fitiboth, that fi> it may ftU its Channel by fpreading its Waters equally. 
This Bridge then hath live palfages, ohe In the middle, and four in the tvJo 
(ides; to wit the two covered Galleries, and the two Plac-forms over them 
which are above twelve tboc broad, with Hails both towards the Bridge and 
iliver. Nay there is a fixch pafTage when the water is low, which during 
the great heats of Summer is very delightful] for its coolncfs ; and that is a 
little vaulted Gallery, which crofles all the ArcliK from one end of the 
Bridge to the other; it is low underneath and reachcth to the bottom of the 
River i but there are Stones Hi laid that one may ftep over without wtfering 
the foot; they go down into it from the Bridge by fteps made in the chick- 
nefe of the Walls. 

There are alfo two other Bridges upon that River to the right hand ; and 
all the three arc at above half a miles diftance from one another. The firft 
above this is very plain; but the other which they call the Bridge o(S<biraf, 
for one thing exceeds the firft in beauty, and thatlsaHexagone place which 
it iiach in the middle, where the Water of the River hath a lovely Jail. 

Let us now confidet Htsiar Dgirtb, which ends the fair Screct of Tcbfhar- 
bug : The name of it imports a thouliind Dgtr^^ and Dgtrib is a certain land 
meafurc which the ftrjtant have, as we have the pearch, the fathom and 
other mealures. 

Before this houfe there is a large fquare Court, at the end whereof ftands 
the Buildingt which confifls of a onely one frory high, with Chambers 

at its four corners, and it hath the fame front towards the Garden, which 
in reality, is very pretty. 

This Garden of HtJs.gr-gtrtb hath flic flories of Terrafles, the Earth of 
which is fupported by ftone-Walls, and theft ftories are railed about a fa¬ 
thom in height one above another. There are a great many Alleys or Walks 
in that Garden both in length and breadth, which reicb all from the one 
end to the other, and are very Rreighc and even, fave that in thoft which 
reach in length, at every lfory,one muft afeend fevenor eight Iteps. The 
chief Walk or Alley, chat b^ins at the building is very broad, but that 
which renders It altogether charminj;^ is a flonfrCanal in the middle of it, 
of the lame breadth as that of the Street Tebebtrhag^ which anfwers in a 
Rrcighc line to this, and hath no Water but whac it receives from itt The 
C^nal of this Walk is far more beau tifull than chat of the Street, and affords 
a idvely profpeit,in regard that at every two fathoms dilbnee there are Pipes 
which (pure up Water very hi^, and that at each ftory there isafheetof 
Water,, that falls into a Bafon underneath, from whence it runs into the 
Canal : On each fide of thefe fheetsof water, there is a pair of Stairs and a 
way that leads freight up. I leave it to the Readers imaginhrion, to con¬ 
ceive the pkafantnefs of that profpeft, and the beauty of theft tafcadcs, 
which are the firft obje^ft that offers, and furptifts the fight of thofe that en- 
, ter into this Garden. Walking then along the great Alley, after you have 
advanced a little, you croft over a Canal a fathom br^d, which cuts 
it as it does all the other Walks that are parallel thereunto, but without 
breaking them, for it runs under little brick-Arches. 

Mounting up to the fourth ftofy, you’ll find a large place where there is 
a Bafbn of eight fides, above twenty fathom in diameter, and three footdeep 
of water; it hath Water-pipes that play all round it, befidcs one in the mid¬ 
dle On each fide of this place you have a large covered Diva»^ built of 
Brick)* but open on all hands, with a bafon of water in the middle. Theft 
arc really charming plaoM, efpedaily for enjoying the cool, wherein the Le¬ 
vantines place* their gieateft delight. Having alcended three ftori« more, 
you come to a pretty high Building which bounds the Walk, and on both 
tides of it there is a wall that feparates this part of the Garden from the other 
beyond it; to the front of this Building, there is a bafon of water. Then you 
enter into a Halt made croft-ways, open on the four fiifcs, at each Corner 
whereof find lirtle rooms: Over that there is another ftory which is 
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much the feme. From that Hall you enter into the other part of the Gar¬ 
den, and recover the great Walk or Alley again, which Is continued in a 
ftrei^hr line through the Hall: There you have the Canal and Sheets of Wa¬ 
ter in the feme manner as in the other, feve that in this part the baihns are «* 

above the (heers of water, whereas in the fom^cr they arc under them. 

Having mounted the fixth ftory youll find an oftogone Bafon of the fame 
bignefe as the former, with a Divan or Kiosk on each hand. After you have 
afeended three ftories more, you pafe over a Canal three fathom broad , which 
runs crols all the Walks of the Garden that are parallel to this, as the other 
does which is at the other end; A little farther, you find a bafbn before a 
building much of the fiinrc contrivance as the others are, which puts an end 
to the Walk and the length of the Garden. 

All thefe Waters come from the River of Stnderut by Chanels that divert 
them three or four Ijragues above the City, which having watered and cm- * 
belliflied this Garden, run and lofc cherafelvcs in the Fields. .Many fuch Cha¬ 
nels are drawn from this River above the City, for watering the Gardens, 
w^ch otherwife would be baircn: For befidcs that the Wells could not fur- * 

nidi a lufificknt quantity of water; their water is not fb good as chat of the 
River, which is made very fat by the grounds that it runs through Every 
day is appointed for giving Water to a certain quartet*, and e^ ery Garden 
is taxed to pay thirty, forty, or fixty Ahajftt a year, more or left according 
to its bignels, for the water once a week. None of thele Canals return to 
the River, but lofe iliemfelvcs in the Fields; which makes the River to be 
much Icflcned when it comes to the Ory, fo that having run thorough- it, 
at a little diftance rarther,it lofes it felCalfo in the Fields. 

*rhc arc fo carefull to have water for thcii* grounds, that in many Tbenreof 

places they make Aquedufts under ground, which bring it from a far, nay, the Pct^nj 
and that manyLcagues off. They make them almoft two fathom high, and 
arch them over with Brick i In jtming of them they dtgg at every twenty 
paces diftance or thereabouts, and make large holes like wcUr, in which they 
go down and lb carry on the Aqueduftj becaufe they cannot continue in go¬ 
ing on fofar under ground; and rhefe Aqqeduifts coft a gyeat deal of money. 

Although the Garden I have been deferibing is fo magnificent,yet you mull 
not imagine to find fuch lovely Graft-plats and borders of Flowers as are in 
Fatroft: There you have onely young Fruit-trees in great numbers, with 
great Plane-Trees, planted in a row, vvhich are the ornament of it; lb that in Thtfraiti of 
fruic-Scafbn it is very plealant walking there, and fince for a little money all Hti{or'dimk 
are welcom, one may eat as many as he pleafes, There is plenty aUb of Role 
bulhes therc,and the Gardiners make money of their Roi^. This Gaj-den is the 
Kings, fo arcane half of thofe of Tcbtharhax\ the reff belong to and 
ihefb Gardens are sdmofr all of the feme contrivance; ( that’s to fey,) that their 
beauty confifts in long ftreight walks, and abund^ce of Fruit-trees, Role* 
bufbes and Plane-Trees, which yield thema confiderable revenue, and there¬ 
fore they are well kept; lb that when I went to the Garden of Ht^td-gerihi 
1 law agfeat many People at work in levelling the walks, which had been 
fpoilt by the Rain and Snow. 

There is no Biirying-place in but they ate all without the City, Burjlng-pli- 

lb as all over Ttrjia and the Levant, «i. 
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A Continmtwi of the Ohfervatms of Ifpa^n, 
and particularly of th manner of ordinary 
Bmdings^ 

A ll the cS Iffabm are built of Bricks baked in the Sun, dawbed 

over with Qay mingled with Straw, and dien white caft over with a 
very fine and white Plaiftcr, which they get out of the neighbouring hills, 
from a (bne that being burnt, is aulhed and broken with a great rowler 
drawn by aHorie. The charges of building a houfe they commonly divide 
into three equal parts, one for Brick, another for Plalfler, and the third for 
Doors, Windows, and other timber ncceffary for a houft. However fome- 
thing may be fav^ in the Brick, for out of the very* place where the houfe is 
to be built; Earth may be had for making all the Bricks that are neceflary, 
and furnifiiing Straw to be mingled with the Earth for the making of them, 
the reft will not amount to above an Abtfji and a half the thou&nd, but the 
truth is, it will coft thrM times as much in employing them. 

In the reft of ?er/4 the Houfes are onely built of that Ion of Brick, made 
of Earth wrought with cut Straw and well incorporat^,which is afterwards 
dried in the Sun, and then employed, but the tcaft Rain wafties them away 
and diffolvesalK They make alfb tiles which they bum in a luln, yet they 
feldomufe them, but for their Floors and Stair c^; lome, but few, pave 
their Tcrrafles with them. Nevcsihele^ it were mudi more profitable to 
pave them with Bricks, for being onely of Earth, they mull be repair^ once 
a year, becaufe of die Rain and Snow, which f{xii] them all; nay and as 
often as Snow falls, they muft of nccelllty throw, it off afibon as they can, 
elfe it would rot and by tts weight bear down the houfes; but feeing for all 
their diligence, they muft needs with the Snow throw a good deal of Earth 
allb fiom the Terrafles, which are loof^ed by it, it would be much &fer to 
paveth«u, becaufe then the Snow might be more eafily thrown ofij and no- 
thing fpoik } but it muft bealfe confell^, that the Terrafics^nnot always 
be paved, b^ufe of the uncavennefs of the Rooms underneath, feme being 
higher, ai^ fume lower, nay and fbme of them having Domes; which make 
thcTerranes very ]rregdar,and all crooked and conves in feveral places. 

There is Ib much Water at/jfpdfisw, that one may have a Well dug for 
three or four ACaffs c<»nmon[y; and when it is dug they put down in the 
bottom one or two Pipes of baked or burnt Clay about three or four foot 
high, and of the fame Diameter as the Well is, to keep the ground on the 
fkles from falling in and choaking it up. 

The Walls mt go round the TerrafTesare all pierced through checker 
ways, with fiipare holes about four or five inches fquate, not onely to eafe the 
Walls which arc onely of Earth, but alfo to 1« in the Air on all Tides, 

Th^ Ptrfianf ufe no Cranes in building of their HouTes, but they raife high 
banks of Earth, on which they drag along, what the Crane would lift: Ma¬ 
ny times they need neither of the two, for all that they employ is light e- 
tiough. They make their houfes commonly front the North, to receive rhe- 
frcfli Air, and they who can, make them feparated and open on aU the four 
fidcs. They make their little Vaults very quickly, and in building of them 
ufc Timber as with us; all theft Vaults are of brick, fometimes baked in the 
Sun, and fometimes in the Oven or Kiln, according as they’ll be at the char- 
plcafant to fee a Mafon at wor k there, for he calls for 
what he w^xts as if he were finging, and the Labourers who are always at¬ 
tentive to me tone, ferve him raoJl punflualJy, In 
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In PerjEt, commonly they make the Roors of the Rooms ofjoifb, on which Ftorof, 
they lay planks, and over them a Mat or Start and then a lay of Resds * 
which they cover with Clay h^f a foot thick; But they obftrvc to jningle 
Salt with the firfl lay of Earth, that the Worms njay not get into the Timber Sukiaingi^ 
underneath. They who will not be at the charge ofbrardsor planks, put w«li Cliy. 
onely in place of Joifts, pieces of Timber as thick as ones Arm, and over 
them two Matts and then the Reeds which they cover with Clay, fatting allb 
the firft lay, 

T\KFer^at(t make their Lime of Stones which they burn as we doe, and 
when they have taken them out of the Kiln, they break them into Ihiall pie- 
ces: When they are to ufe it they prepare it in the manner following. They The way of 
fweep a place very clean to frft the lime in, and when it is fifted they make p-^pwujs 
icup in a heap (harp at the top like a Sugar-Loaf; then they lift AfliM upon * 

it, and that in almoft as great a quantity as the lime ; that being done, they • 
fweep the adjoynbig place very clean and water it, and over the wet, lift a 
very flight lay of Afliesi then with Iron-(hoveU they throw upon it their 
Lime mingled with Aflies, working and incorporating them, well together r * 
Whcii they have call on three or four Ihovcl fiills, one of them throws upon 
it about a quarter of a Bucket full of Water or (bmewhai tela, and the refl call 
very faft upon the wet Lime, other lime mingled with Afhes, fii that they 
give not the Water time to penetrate through that firft lime; then they throw 
on a good deal of water more, and then another quantity of lime and allies, 
and they keep this couric, untill they have put all the lime which they had 
mingled with Aflics into a^ieap j and the water they throw upon it Is lb little 
in refgardof the quantity of that matter, that it fcarcely appears to be wet. 

After this, they fweep a neighbo),M'lng place, and having vratered, and then 
covered it with a few Afhes as bmore, chev turn over again the mixture that 
they may well mingle and incorporate the Afhes tirith the lime; and fb turn ic 
over from one fide to another fevcral times, (that^sto fay^ nine or ten times. 

But it is to beobferved that after the firfl time, thqg pour no more water 
upon the mixture; but onely from timero time lightly f^nkle witlyhchand 
the outfide of the heap, to keep it a little humid with our appearing ill he wet - 
but every time they caft the heap from one fide to another, they are fiire firft 
to IWecp the place; water it, and then to fcattcr a few Afhes upon the lame 
and then with their Iron-thovcls they turn the h»p. I wondered to fee thefe 
People when they prepared their lime, that they were not alluid to burn 
their feet going bare footed upon that Sniff, nor yet to wrong thcmfelves 
by receiving into their Mouth and Nofc, the dtife of the-lime when thev 
fifted it. ^ 

When they have thus well nnngled the Afhes wUh the lime, they divide the 
Stuff into fevcral hcaw, which they fpread a little, giving to each abolit four 
foot of Diameter, and one foot in thicknels: After that, four of them ftand 
round the heap, and beat the Stuff with flicks fbmewhat crooked, about two 
foot and a half long,the handle they hold them by being two fihgiers thick with 
alitrie round knob at the end,to keep them from ilippng through their bands 
then they grow greater and greater till about the middle where thev arc as 
big as ones Arm, and round fo far; and from that place where they bend and 
make an obtufe Angle with the other half, they grow thicker and thicker ac- 
cordii^ as they come nearerthe end, and are round on the concave fide, but 
flat on the convex, and about theend are about fix fingers broad: Thcfe Clubs 
are of Alh. They beat this Stuff with one hand two and two over again ft 
one another, finmng t aelUb^ Ta*Ueh^ and other attributes of Got^ and 
keeping time to this nine, which feems to be eflential to the trade, they beat 
as our Thtefhers do Ibmerhnes in one place, fometimes in another^ pooping 
at every blow, and nothing but the flat fide of the Club hits the matter. They 
beat every heap fo about half an hour without incermlflion ; and then go to 
another which they beat as much, and continue this exercife almoft an hour 
without refting, onely now and thenfhifting their hand; after this, they take 
breath a little for the fpace of half a quarter of an hour or left, and then fall 
to their bufinefs again. In this manner they bear every heap fouilor five times, 
and every time they leave it, it is all reduced to the thickneft ofVbout haif a 
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jboc m the middle, falling thinner towards the edges i and then one of the men 
takes a fpade wherewith he breaks the Lumps, and turns, it all np again into 
a heap: tooling it with a little water rhae- he throws upon it with his hands. 
When every heap isfufficiendy beaten they fpread It well, ft chat it be alike 
' thick in all places, and a little hollow in the middle, then they ftrow chopc 

^aw upon it, (uchas they givetoHotles * they'll fptcad upon aheap of lime 
about a lack full, iuch as they give their Horfes provender in, ft that the lime 
is all covered over with It; with that,,they pour into the middle of it about 
four Buckets of water, and mingle all together ftirring it well with their No¬ 
vels, that the materials tnay be well incorporated; and when all is reduced-in* 
to a kind ot'fbftmorter, they fall a beating it a new, ftmetimes with their fho* 
vcls, and ftmeriines with the end of their Clubs: Then they open it again in 
the rmddle making a round hole a gtxjd foot and a half wide, id that it looks 
* like a Well raifed a good foot above ground; they fill this hole with water, 
pouring in about two Buckets full, and ft leave it, after they hav'e fmoorhed 
the outfit]e with the back of thclr.fhovels, ft that it looks polifbed and of a 
blcwift mlour,itluit's to fay)likcblew Fullers-Earthor Clay totakeourgreafe 
and fpots with; thefe holes are always kept full of water, till they be ready 
. to ufe theStulf, When they are to ufe it, they work it with a great deal of 
water, and mingle there with about half the quantity of Stra w rh at was cntploy- 
cd in tivc firfl working of it; then they beat it well whh fhovels and leavers, 
pouring on' ft much water, that it is reduced almoil into a liquid running mud. 

1 have feen it ft employed for covering a great pent-houft, which was made 
of flicks or laths laid CTofs-ways, and two StervJ over them, upon which they 
fpread a very thin lay of this lime, fmoothinglt with the Trowel: Then they 
put upon this lay ,lhree fingers thick of Earth mingled with Straw and wrought 
into a mortcr. In this which I law prepared, there were four and twenty Ais 
Scads, and four men prepared it: They were ne^r eleven hours about it, and 
made it up into five Weik or Heaps, which remaitjed ft for two days before 
they were ufed. Thf^reatcft ufe they nuike of this lime mingled with A foes 
Liaiefbrfiih and Stmw, is for Fifo-ponds, Eaftns of Fountains, and other things that are 
pond^ Blfbnt ro hold jlatcT. When that SculFis well made itlafts above thirty years, and is 
^|'^F™n«ins. harder than Sionc. 

In whitening of their Walls they ufe no lime, but make ufe oft white Earth 
which is infmall pieces like plaifter, and immediately diJlblves in water: This 
Earth they call Gklftfid, (that’s to fay,j white Earth; they dig it out of cer* 
tain Pits or Qyames, of which there arc many about Ifpaban. As to their 
moner it isufuaHy madeof plaijter,eartli and chopped for aw, all well wrought 
and incorporated together. At Stbirar, to ftare the charges of GhilJipJ they 
fomerimes makeufe of piaifter for whitening their Walls,but they liavenot that 
bright whitenefs which Gbilfifid giveth. They caft their Walls pretty often 
alft with a mixture made of Plaifler and Earth which they call ZtrJlghU^ (that’s 
to fayyellow Earth, though inr^lity, it be not yellow, but rather of a Musk 
or Qnnamon colour; they get iron the River-fide, and work it in a great 
^rthen Veflcl,but they put ft little earth in proportion to water, that it remains 
liquid like muddy water, or at mofi like fomined Juice, and it is a]together of 
the Colour of that Earth; they make ult; of it to work the Piaifter in another 
Earthen Velftl, where they this water with plainer, in foch a quanti¬ 
ty, that it be reduced to the thicknds ot morter, which retains the colour of 
that Earth: With rhis mixture they call their Walls, which at fir ft look all 
grcyilli, But according as they dry they grow fo white, that when they are 
lully dry, tliey ftem 3moft,as if they were plaiftered over with pure piaifter. 
This niixture is ufed not onely for laving of piaifter, but alft bccaufc it holds 
better thbn piaifter alone, and (in my opinion) looks as well. 

For making of TcrraUcs, they lay, (as 1 have faid) uponthei’tmj and reeds 
almoft half a foot thick of Barth, but which finks rofar lets being trampled 

mingled with alike quantity of Straw, which they work w^ell together,ftif ring 
it often that they may better incorporate the Straw with the Earth; And 
when that well mixt, and rcduci^ to the confiftence of kenneldirr, they 
trample it ^png while with their feet, andljiread it very even all over. This 
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feotid lay U commonly about half a fooc tbrck alfo; bnc bt;;ni; dry is bandy 

ball* W thick; w^hcn ie is dry, they lay on a third by like the ibrmer^ fo that 

all beinedry, it may be about afoot thick. All thisjs held uy by a range of 

broad burnt liticks or Tiles which is laid allround the Tcanls, bye or Jlic high, 

and level with the Earth ; in fomc places they makea little Ihclving, that the , * 

rain-Water may run off into wooden Spouts which jet out (or conveying it a- 

wav- in this manner 1 faw two Ten-alles made, which had in furlace each 

about a fathom and a half fquare; wlicn they laid on the ferond lay, two 

men wrought at each about an hours time, ftirringihc Earth with Ihovcls, and 

incorporating it with the Straw, whilft another man continually poured water 

upon it; the bft lay requires the lame labour and pains. 

At Lar, and in other hot Countries, they iiavc upon the tops of 

their Houles an invention for catching the frelh Air : It is a Walloneor two An inveutron 
fathom high, and about the fame breadth, to which at the incei vals ofabout « 

three foot, other Walls about three foot broad and as high as the great Wall, 
joynin right Angles ; there are feveral of luch on each fsde of the great Wall, 
and a'i tc^cther fiipport a Roof that covers them: The effea of this is, that 
from wh^l^foe^'e^ corner the Wind b)i^vf, it is ftraitoed betwixt three Walls, * 
and the Koofover head, and foeallly dtfeends Into the hoalb below, by a hole 
that is made for it.

The Ariiib in and all over the Levant, u(e their Feet /'*■ 
in work] ng as much as thei r hands ; for t heir reec ien'e them for a I^m, hold 
faft, and feveral other Inftruments. ^ery Company of crafts men pays the An irapofirion 
King a certain Suitim of Money, which is railed u^n ajl the Aniftsof the uiKnnheoam. 
feveral Trades, every one of them being allellbd according to his incomes They 
have no Loom for turning, (as we have,) butptitthat which they have a mind 
ro turn upon a Pivot or Spindle, and wrapabouc it athong of Leather, leaving 
two ends: A Boy holds the two ends of this llrap, and pulls towards him, rhe Mfay of 
fbmetimes the one and fonietiracs the other, and in that fafhion makes the wming wood, 
piece to turn, whilft the other labours, whereas with us a Angle Perion does 
all. Nor are the Wimbles of Carpenters and Joyners fb convenient as with us The afcof the 
neither: They have a long Iron as thick as two of our Wimbles, but Iquare, witabie. 
and flat at the end like a fllcc or yet drawir^inioa point, with a llde 

and edge which way foever they turn it ; This Iron is in a wooden handle, a- 
bout a foot long, and above an Inch thick, with a weight of lead on the top ; 
with that chey have a ffick, with a nrapofLeather,like abow, but very flack; 
ihey turn the frrap of this bow once about the handle of the Wimble, and 
then leaning the left hand upon the bead of the handle, and pulling to and 
fr 0 the bow with rher^ht hand, they turn the Wimble. 

They have a moft excellent Varnifii for Painters \ it is made of Sutiifarerfh Vjrnifli, 
andlintlecd Oyl, which they mingle together, andreduce aU into the confi- 
rtenceofan Unguent ; when they would make ufc of it, they diilblye it with 
the Oyl of but tor want of the Oyl of one may ule the Spi¬

They have a Glow that holds' as well as drong white Glew, and the Shoe- Sehnfthoua

They let bloud too, and are ver^ d()^trous at $t ; I fpeak by expen^ce, 
they tyc a ligature ofleathcr very ftf^hrabout the Arm, and then without 
rubbihgorlookingmuch on the place, they rake J® 

broad and in a handle like a Ra/br, and prick very skilfully, but they draw 
a RrKif quantirv of bloud when they arc le^otic. 

InthisOmntreyofPfrJJ*., as weU as in r«rify,they whiten,or if youw^^^ 

tinn, brafe and copper otherwifc than with us. The Woi kmcn make ufe ol 
Salt Armoniack, w& they fet over the hre wA a bttle wa«r to purifie and 
take thegteafe from it; there they leave it till the hu^dity te evapwated fo 
that it be all reduced into a whicc Powder: Then they wafo the Veflel they 
Scudtgrifi, are to cinn, verj- dean, with ' grey Saltwort which they have boiled m it; 

after thata Boy fettingthe Veflclupon the ground puts into it,and putting 

hisrwofeer thereon, turns to and again, untilS the Vcffel Uwell fcoured, and 
no greafe remain t Then the Maftcr rakes it, and fett mg it upon a clear coal 
fire with the Mouth downwards, leaves it there nil it almoft red; when 
it isfo, he rakcshold on it with a pair of Pinfere^and wih the other hand rakes a 
parcel of Cotton, with which he cakes a little Salt Armoniack, and thwewith 
r^ubs the Vcffel very well; then he prefles a piece of tin on it, which being a 
lic[le meliecl* he takes a. toll portion of Salt Armoniack on his Cotton 
andapptving it upon the melted tinn, he therewith rubs the Veffcl, untill it be 
all tinncil over, and ro foon as he hath done that, he throws ir mto cojd wa¬ 
ter. This they do fo fall,that in half an hours time they'll tmn five or fix Skil- 
Jers, and thatcofts but very little ; nay thofe that have fl^e of veffeU.fend for 
them to their houfes, and they bring, their ftiops along wich which 
fifts in a few coals, a lirde Saltwort, a pair of beUowe^ the horn of an Ox 
full of Sale Armoniack j and fbinfi ftnall piecesof Tinn: They work m anyplace 
they would have them, whether in the CourCj Garfeu?, or any where 
wicheut any need of a Chimney, for ihey make their fire by a flone^ a^iuft 
which they lean their Velfel, that it may not put Qur the fire when it is fet 
upon it j cliey cover the nofc of rhek bellows with a little Earth made over it 
arch-waji^, and fo their fhopis prepared and in readinelis.

Bilfi f the Bip confifts of four Csik-gba, of which ten make a Sebat. The 
moft current ntofiey arc the AluJJttf Mabrnoudir^ Chah and Catbtgbii.

may fay ,) it is a quite different Language. The rcafon why they fpeak 
i'tirkf^ there and not FtrJLtn, is not onely becaufe the Tarkijft tkneuage hath 
been introduced by the different Powers ofTufkt and Tartiirs, who conque¬ 
red Fe^ 4 but alfo hccaulc that Language which ccmmonly none fpeak but 
thofe that belong,to the Court, ;dlAinguiflies them from the reft of the People, 
and gives them a tenain Pre-eminence and Authority which they affetft to 
']^e innirt of h^vc on all occaffons, as being extremely vain gloriousand proud. This gives 
ilic Pojiam. ^ gjj opportunity CO lay foniewbat of the Nature of the Ferjtam. 

By what 1 could fftio ih them, it may be confid^cly laid, that they are 
Tht PerfhiHt cKtrcmcly vain, and much given to Luxury, which puts them to vaft expen- 
w vjrn anti oncly in Apparel a^ Furniture, hut afto in Servants whom they cn- 

OiUjiniDW. ferjjjff] jn great Number?; and in their Table too, which (according to their 
Power,) they fill with DiverJlty of Diflies. In theCountrey they carry about 
vvith'theni an infinite deal of ^ggage, becaufe they will have alt their Con- 
veniendcs as if they were in the Qcy ; and their Tents are not Inferiour in 
magnificence to the Tents of any other Nations, which makes moft of them 
to bcbcg^rly, poor and deftitute of Money. 

Pcrfotis of Qualit}' lead a very idle Dfe in Ffrjra ia the Morning they 
come to Court, but acNtxin return home, where they fpend the reft of the 
day in fin calking Tobacco: If they pay a Vificto any of their Friends,all their 
Exercilcis, fmoakingof Tobacco, and that is the greatell part of their Con- 
verfation. They take their Tobacco in a pretty fingular manner; they draw 
the Smoak of k Through Water, by means of a large Vcffel full of Water 
which they hold betwixt the bowl and end of the Pipe, through which the 
Smoakpalfcs; that Vcffel is commonly ofglals; when they go a vjfiting, they 
fail not to have their VclTcl and Pipe carried along with them: They play 
there allb at Draughts and Chefs; wherein the Jmsmanj imitate them much.

in Winter they make it with dofe lleeves, and fo long that it reaches down to 
the Calf of the Leg, and they call it CaMh- It is not buttoned before, 
though it bath commonly lix long buttons on the one fldc, and as many loops 
of the feme faftilon on me other, but that is onely for ornament, and the 
CflHTi/ij have none. This Jup a tar is in the Winter commonly lined with 
Fur ; the richer fon do it with Sable, the meaner content themfolves with 
JLamb'skin, which is very pretty; for rhe Wool of it is long, finer than the 
fofteft hair, and all full of rings and curies no bigger than Spangles : Ihey 
line their Cenrift with another for, that has (horc wool, hut ring^ m the 
faiue manner ; round the Neck on tlie ouclide, they put upon the fluff an 
ornament fix fingers broad, that comes down a foot length on each fide. 
Thefe Lamb-skins come from about Ytzd and Kerman^ at lead the fird fort, 
for thefe that have the fliort wool come from about Schtr^s. Their flocking^ 
are of Cloath very wide and all alike big; they reach up to the Knee, and 
arc tied under ir. 

Their (hoes are much like womens flippers; the heel is above two Inches 
high, and no thicker than the heels of womens fhoes,and on them they put 
a little piece of iron; thefe (hoes arc peaked, made commonly of Chagrinc, 
and are mofl ufoaUy of green Colour, ( forany body may wear it in PerJIa } 
or clfe Carnation: The (hoes are womfo (hort, that all the heel almoft hangs 
out, and that the ftockings may not thereby be worn our, they few a piece

The Perjiant cover their head with a Utdc calct or fluff, over which they 
wreath a t urban of white Cloath, and over that Cloath, a Turban flreakeu 
with,feveral Colours, which hath fo many calls round, that it appears very 
big, 'and they put Cloath under it oncly to make it the bigger. AN, , whe¬ 
ther they be Chriflians or Mahometans) wear thefe Turbans of what Colour 
they pleafc, but always ffreakedwirh feveral Colours, and fo men are not 
dtflinguifhed by their Turbans, as mTitrkjj unlels it be the Mfulht who a- 
lonc wear thein white. The rich have them embrtjadered with Gold and 
Silver, Id that one of thefe Turbans coft fcvcral Tcmam: The meaner fort 
of People wear long and fharp^imed Caps of white Felt, with a little flic 
before andlcbind like En^ifh Caps, and turn infidc our in the feme manner, 
and many'time they put a (brry Turban about this Cap. Within doors 
they wear no turbans, but oncly long pointed Oips, lined with Lanfo'skin.

To the end they may be always The PivW 
near, they ftrip themlelvcs alToon as they come home, and change a Caba neat 
every day, and at fix Months end take one of thofc Cabas that they have * ' 

worn already, which is thought to be new, becaufc men do not remember 
they have leen it before; they value a man for his neatnefi and eood 
Cloatlis. 

They wear rings on their Fingers fee with precious Stones; bur, fwhat The Perfimt 
feems to me to be very odd,; the men, even the Kinghimfelf, wear no Gold ringi. 
rings upon their Fingem, butonely Silver, and none but Women wear Gold 
rings, the men imagining that they are concerned in honour not to wear 
them: I know not what reafon they have for ic, and they themlelvcs can 
give no good one. 

All, both high and low, rub their hands and feet with Hamg^ and chiefly The Perfitnt 
in Winter; they fay that it is not fo much far ornament, but bccaule it piintihcir 
vents the Chaps which are commoly caufed by the cold; and for that dftfl, ''*'^**'* 
they work the Hamia In water to the confiltence of mortcr that is fomewhat 
hard, and having wet their hands a little with fair water, they fpread upon 
them the Hanna wrought in this manner, and then wrap them up in Hn- 
nen, which they keep on all Night. They who cannot reach fo high as to 
dawb over their hands with it, apply it at Icaft co their fingers ends and 
heels. When this Huff hath been well applied to the hands it Jaftsfome weeks 
provided they be not walhed, fordfe it will quickly be gone. ’ 

The Per^am fuffer not their beard to grow long as the ‘farki do, bur they The Ecird. 
do notfhave icj they clip ic oncly with Ci22ers,leaving ichalf a fingers breadth 
long, fo that their Chin appears all black, and in a manner prickly, but 
they take fpecial care to have thick and Jong Muftachoes. Theyleavea tutf 
of hair on the Crown of their heads as the Turki do. 

When they wear Mourning for any deccafed Kelarion, their Mourning The Perfitni 
confilts In a Girdle, the two ends whereof hang down to their Stomack where “““fning. 
they croft them- As to the Women when they mourn for their dead, they 
do it for a long while, as well as In Turkj and all over the Levant; Foe 
during foverat Months, as often as any woman comes to vifir them, they ic*.

deceafed, with a low Voice and %hing; but in foch atone, as one would

All the women of Perjia are plea&ntly apparelled; when they are abroad T(ie apparel 
in the Streets, all both rich and poor, arc cpvered with a grea? V^eil or Sheet Per^n 
tif very fine white Cloath, of which one half like a foreheadT^loath comes 
down to the Eyes, and going over the head, reaches down to their heels 
and the other half mulflcs up their face below the Eyes, and b^mg faftenej' 
with a Pin to the left fide of the head, fiills down to their very thocs even 
covering their h.mds, with which thy hold that Cloath by tjie two fid^; fo 
. that 
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that except the Eyes they are covered all over with Ir. Within doors they 
have their face and breafts uncovered; bur the Armewian women in their 
Houfo have always one half of their face oivered with a Cloath that goes 
a thwart their Nofe, and hang^ oVer tbeir Chin and DreaPs, except the 
Maids of that Kailon, who within doors cover onely the Chin, untill they 
be marcied. It is not to be thought fhange chat the women are fo htd, for 
all over as well aS in Turiy chey obierve the cuflome of not fhewing 
thcmlblvcs tomen, and that (b IfrliTtly, that when a man marries, he fees 
not bis Bride untill the wedding-day at Night, and the Raman CaMuh ob- 
fcrve the lame Cuftom. Wbilft Iwasac Sebirat^ the Carmthta there married 
a Gttrgian Widow to a Raman Cathdkk a Native of Sebiras, Nephew to the

in the Mornir®, have none at Night. Their other meal is of Fruit, Cheefe . * 

and Sweet-meats Their boiled meat con fills in Piho or SehilM, whicli is Stkiiaa 
boiled Rice without Butter, but onely Water and Salt, till It be as thick 
as P//*??, which is inftcad of a Potmge to the Tur-it^ as the Sc^H^ai^ is in Pet* ■ « 

Jta, and all over the lueiti : ( 1 have f^ken of Pilac in my former travels, J 
When they len^e in rhe-ytiiAre, at the fame time they (cr upon the Table 
another difhof meator fifh, with a great deal of broth, of which they take 
fcveral fpoonfulls that they put upon their Plates with the Schifae .- And 
that with Salr fifh makes their moll delicious Food. 

They make alfo another kind of broth with Rico, which they call Cattp, CangL 
When the Rice is boiled:, they ftrain it, and take the water* and mingle it 
with a little Hower* as if they were to make broth, and if It be the Flower 
of Harley it b the whollbmer; they put to it alio two Yelks of an Egg with 
Sugar, and boil all like a thin broth ; when it is almoft fully boiled, they j>uc 
Rofe-water into it; This is very good food, efpecially for the lick, to whom 
they commonly give it, being of eafie djgefnon, nourifhing and plea fan t, and 
in chat Countrey they are allowed no other food: A great many who are 
in health, take a mefs of broth every Morning, but it is made after anprher 
way. 

TTiey put into a Skillet two or three handfulls of Rice, and boil that with 
a gocaJ deal of water, untili the lubflanoe of the Rite be Inoorpofated into 
the water ; then they ftrain ir, and drink it fa fling, which is very refrelh* 
ing : Much after this manner they give it commonly to the lick, both in 
and the JnJia ; nor indeed, do they take fo much pains about it, 
but onely brgiTc a handfull of Rice, and boil it very dear with Water 
and Salt 

The meat moft commonly ufed in is Mutton and Lamb ; as alfo 

Pullers and Capons when they arc in feafon ; And indeed, it is but of late 
that they have had the ufc of Capons; they ufually have them boiled, 
for it is not their cuftom to roaft meat on the Spit, and if fometimes they The PerjSjw 
do it, it IE onely by little pieces, but they bake in the Oven whole Sheep meat, 
and Lambs in this manner. After they have well heated the Oven, which 
hath the Mouth in the top, they put into it the mear, and hang it there 
with an Eanhcn I>ripping-pan underneath to receive the fat: It roafts alike 
on all fides; and when it is enough they cut it into pieces. There are ma¬ 
ny Ihops where they fclJ all Ibrtsof it, "and in what quantity one pleafiis; 
and to fay the truth, they tlrefs it very well. The Armeniwt have another rh j ■ 
way of ro5^ng a whole Sheep; for having Head It, they cover it again «,/waT*Sf' 
with the skin, and put it into an Oven upon the quick Coals,, covering it ro^fting j 
allb with a good many of the fame Coals, that it may have fire undcr*and Lamb, 
over to roaft it well on all fides; .and the iktn keeps it from beir^ 
burnt. 

The Pcrf/nni have alio a great many Ragocs, which though ftngly they 
coft but lirrle, yet by the number of them are very expenfive j .wherem 
they differ much from theTwrif, who fpend lirt'c on their Belly, asino- The rrugaliiy 
ther things, to wit, tlicit women and fervants, of whom they keep no more Turki 
than they can conveniently ^:ntcrtain. Above all things the ^i'trjiatfs arc 
immoderate in the cxccliive eating of fruits, and 1 have been alTurcd that 
Ibmc of them in a frolick will eat three, nay four Afd»i of .Melons^ to cat a 
^ Ahn 
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Tisc a very ufual rhin^; anti neverthelcfs, rhe M^n of Ijf^han is no left 

r«»oo much than twelve’ pound Weight, as I have fiiid already. And indeed, many of 
fniit. them die through their cxcetTive eating of fnilr. 

Bread- Tlicir bread is commonly fprinkkd over wicb Poppy-fted, and ftir the 
reft is very good: They make it into large Cakes half a finger thick ; fome 
they make alfo fo thin that it Itwks like fine Paper, and they are obliged to 
Jay twelve or fifteen of them together, which they fold into two or four 
pleats, and fome of that faflilon is very good: But in Ibme places it is but half 
baked, very brown, and all full of bits of Straw, fo that it looks more like 
brown Paper than bread; if a Stranger were not told it, he might be miP 
taken: And fome F^rseb when firft theft Cakes were brought before them, 
took them for courfe Napkins. 

‘ They make great ufe of Earthen ware, which » very pretty, efpedally 

bccaufe of the lovely Varnifli they give itj it is made in Ktrmgv^ and I was 
airured that the Dttteb had the invention from thence of making that falfe 
^ ^ . purcelane, which we call HsUandf purcdanc. 

Butter. 1*^ generally they make not ufe of Butter of Cow-s Milk alone, be- 

caute it isnotgood; but they mingle it with rhe Butter of Ewes Milk, which 
is much better. 

The is an ordinary Ragoc in tliac Countrey: I remember that I 

have deftribed it already; and fhall onely now add how they ftafon it in the 
Spring ; they cut fennel into fmall bits, and with Turpentine-feed (which in 
that ffeafon is ftill green, and begins onely to look a little reddifh,) they put 
rarfebi. ii Tugoart to qualify the coldncfs of it. They alfo make Terjeht or 

a preferve of that iced in Vinegar, into which they put the Berries to be 
pickled whole. 

ThzPcrfum The Pfr/tfwr, by their I^w, are prohibited to drink Wine, as well as the 
of drink- 7‘itrk*, but they are not fo ftrupulous as to that point: When they drink 
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Wine, they do it without mimure, after the Levantintt manner, who ne¬ 
ver drink water with It; but when they drink Winc,tbcy have pots of water 
by them, whereof now and then they take large draughts. 

The Franeki ufe a Beverage there, which they call a BcktI ef and 

is cooling: They rake a large Earthen Bowl, that holds four or five quarts, 
and fill it half full of water; then they put in as much Wine, with 
the Juice of Limons, Sugar, Cinamon and Nutmeg, which they drink in 
full draughts in the Summer-time. 

The Perjraui make great ufe of Icc even in VVinter, but never of Snow ; 
they make not their Icc-houfes as in Frattaty and this is their way. They ralfc 
a wall towards the South three or four fathom high : Along that wall 
on the North fide they digg aDirch about three fathom deep, sndas much 
broad, and Northwards from the Ditch they make ftveral teds fix or feveti 
fathom long, and one fathom broad, which are ft para ted one from another 
by little Dykes of Earth, like Salt-pits; fome arc two or three foot deep, 
and others one foot. When it is very cold they bring the River-water into 
theft lieds, which freezes very quickly, and when It h thick and hard, 
they break the Ice of the hoUoweJl beds intogreat pieces, which they carry 
into rhe Ditch, where they lay it in very good order: Then they break the 
Icc of the (hallower beds, and having put it into the Ditch upon that which 
they had laid there before, they beat it into very fraaSl morcels with a 
fpade or ftiovel, and fill up all the chinks chat are betwixt the laigc pie¬ 
ces with them; At night they throw a great deal of water over all; which 
they do w.th the skins of gourds cut in two pieces, and faftened to the 
end of long {mles; this water freezes in the Night-time and pyns all the 
Icc into one piece. In the mean time they bring in more water into the 
beds that it may freeze there; after which they remove the Ice into the 
Ditch, where they place It above the former in the fame manner, unrill it 
be a fathom and a half high ; rhenthey cover all with Straw and Reeds two 
or three foot thick; and when they would take cut any for ufe, they open 
the Ditclu but in one place. This is an eafie invention ac at J/pabiit}'v/hctc 
the Air is very dry, and where there is but little moift Weather, It would 
ftem that ibmc few of theft Ice-houfes might be fufficicnr for a whole 
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great City; and nevcrrhelels, there arc a great many fueb made in fcvcral 
places near the Town. ^ ^ • 

A good many in Ftrjta take Ofmm, but it Is a drug that ib enOa^es thole The ufe of 
who arc addifted to it, that if a hjan hath once m^e it cuftomary to him* Of/HW, 
Iclf, and after forbear to take It, nolefs than hb life is in danger ^ lo chat if 
a Itrea^ui (as they call them all over the Levant,) go ten Leagues from the 
Town, and forger to take Ofium with him, if he find none In the place he 
comes to, though he fliould immediately ret urn back again, and make all 
the haftc he can, yet he would not get to the Town in time enough to five 
bis Life. 


CHAR XI. 


The ContmMtion of the Olfervations (?/Ifpahan. 


Gf the Court of Perfia, 


H Avitig treated of the nature of the Firpant^ of their Carriage Apparel, 
and way of living; we may now lee how theit A4onarch governs 
them, whom he maka ufc of for executing his Orders, and ac the lame 
time obferve fomo of his recreations. 

Ferpii b a Monarchy governed by a King, who has lb abfolutc a pow- Monarchy of 
er over his Subjcfls, that no limits can be let to It. He meddles in Religi- ' 
on, and they do not begin the JUmaJanj noranyFeftival, till firft they have TheHtngof 
hadhisleavt^ afid Ibmetimes he keeps them back & few days according 
his plcafure, though the Moon wherein they are to be celebrated hath been 
fecn. His Subjedls never look upon him but with fear and trembling, and 
they have fuch rclpefl for him, and pay (b blind an obedience to all hb 
Orders, that how unjult fbever his Commands might te, they perform 
them though againfe all Law both of God and Nature. Hay if they 
Iwcar by tlie King's head, their Oath U mote Authentiefc and of greater 
crcxlir, than If they Iwore by all that is moft fiicTcd in Heaven and upon 
Lartli. 

He obftrt'es no form of Juftice in moifi of his Decree, and without 
confulting any Perfon, no not the Laws and Cuftomes, he judges of lives 
and fortunes, aslcems bell to him, without any r^ard to thofe who fifel the 
w'cighc of bis power ; and that without oblerving the kinds of punifhments Tlicklndiof 
that are in ufc in the Countrey, but appointii^ fuch as his fancy lUggells 
10 him. According to this Principle, two years ago he commanded the 
Nlr«r, who bad vexed him to be expofed naked to the Sun; and the 
Namer is one of the chief Officers of that Court; This was preferttly put 
into execution, and be was expofed to the heat of the Sun, and the rage 
of flies, in ihc great place from Morning til! Night, at which tVne the King 
difeharged him. Whjlflhe was thus expoftd no body minded hiiri no more 
than if nc bad been a Dog, which was a great inflance of the inconibney 
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of fortune, and of the friends fhe grvus; but both counterfeit and real friends 
have this escuft, that on fuch occd/bnii it is moft dangerous to render g,ood 
Ofliccs to a Man who is in di^race with the King. He orders uianv' 
times the Ears and Nole to be cut off; Schah Stfi heretofore infliflcd that 
punifhmcnt upon an Anctenc Perfon of Quality, who bad t^n in great fk- 
vour with the Grea: Sebait Ahb»i his pTedecellbur. This auel Prince being 
angry with the good old man who was in his prcfcnce, commanded a Son of 
jus to cut of h^ Ears, which that unnatural Son prelently executed; the King 
conunanded hfm then to cut off his Note, wbicn was likewile done ; with 
that the old man finding himfelf to abufed by his own &n, and by ordet 
of his King whom he bad not ofi^ded, but who afted merely in a bru- 
tifh Cafrieh^ laid to the cruel Prince: Ah Sir, after this 1 ought not to Ih'e 
any longer^ caule me to be put to death I He bad no great trouble to 
obtain bU defire; nercrthclefe, that it might not feem to be a favour to 
him, how inhumane Ibever it was, the Prince, fas if he ft^red of being 
accufed of Clemency in granting him death,) would needs accompany it 
with this piece of Cruelty, that his Son muft be the inftrument of rbat 
fed Office, and the Executioner of hJs own Eacherr He bid his Son 
then, cut off his head, and told him that he gave him all hisEfiatc : This 
unnatural and infamous Parricide, without delay, obeyed that unjuft 
order, and cut the head from the Parent who bad given him his Life, 

It is remarkable, that the chief Perlbns of Court are not exempt from 
chofc dorms, and that commonly they are the Obfefb of rhefe cruel 
Sentences, and yet no body murmurs at it Somecimes he is content to 
take part of their Eftates, rometimes he takes aU, and never fails to do 
fb when he puts them to dilgrace His neared Relations Iboneft feel the 
effefb of this tyrannical Power: For the Kings of Ftr/ia are lo afraid of 
being deprived of that Power which they abufe, and arc fb apprelienfive of 
being dethroned, that they deftroy the Children of their Female Relati¬ 
ons when [hey are brought to bed of Boys, by putting them into an 
Eiinhcn trough where they fuffer them to ftarve; and when they come to 
the Pofreffiion of the Crown and Scepter, it is their firft Care, and Jirft Aft 
of Royal Authority to cauTe the Eyes of all thdr Brothers, Uncles, Cbu- 
fins, Nephews and other Princes of their Bldud, barbaroufly to be put out* 
which is done with the point of a Cangiar, wherewith the Eyes arc pluck¬ 
ed out whole; and afterwards brought to the King in a Bafoo; and fee¬ 
ing the Executioners of this Tyranny, are commonly the firft whom the 
Wng pleafes to lend on that errand, fome of them are fo unskilfull at ir 
that they butcher them in fuch manner that fcvcral have thereby loft 
their Lives. 

Ac llfabiin I few one of cbofe Princes at his Houle whole Eyes had been 
plucked out; he 'is a very learned man, cl^cially in the Mathematicks 
of which he fias BooHs always read to him ; and as to Aftronomy and 
Aftrology, he has the Calculations read unto him, and writes them verv 
quickly with the point of hts Finger, having wax which he prepares him- 
ftir, like fmall twine, IcS than ordinary packthread, and this wax he lays 
upon a large board or plank of wood, fuch a» Scholars make ufeof in fome 
places, chat they may not f^il Paper *whcn they learn to defign or write ■ 
and with this wax which he fb applies, he forms very true letters anti 
makes^eat calculations j then with his Fmgets end he calls up all that: 
he hath fet down, perforniing Multiplicacion, Divifion, and all Aftronomi- 
cal calculations very exactly. 

Soraedmes the Kng of Ptrpjt takes the Wife of one of the Lords of his 
Court, and gives him another for her out of his Serragiio, whom many 
times be takes hack, and refiores the man his own again. It may very 
well be believed, though, that thofe whom the King bellows fo, are net 
ther (Which is the Title of Queens and Princefies, nor the chief 

or Ladies of ms Strragia: For he is extremely jealous of his Wives 
cltotigli he has a vaft number of them, and his Jealoufie is fo extravaganr, 

that; 
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that if a man hctdorely looked upon them, he would be pur to death without 
remiffion * wherefore when he takes them with him into the Counrrey, 
there are Eunuchs who have power of life and death, and with good blows 
of a CuJrcI, order all to keep out of the way, Uy which they are to 
oafs from the Palace till they be out of the Town; and then they fay 
there is Cturwk on that way, (that’s ro fay, ) that it is not lawfiill to pais 
it’ nav thev alfo pitch tents at the ends of all the Streets that lead into 
the wav, to'the end that no profpt^ may be allowed even to the Diarpeft 
fiRht^' though otherwifc theft Ladies be well enough covered in Kagia^tif 
uTOTi Camels. When the King comes with them to Giulfa, all the men 
muft leave their houfes, and ftie into the Countrey, none daring to flay at 
hoftie whilfl the tiisram is palling, but the women; and when he is in a 
tent in the Fields, if the fancy take him to fend for them, they fail 
not to give notice that there is a Ceiircukf and then all fbriaking their tents, 

run away as far as they can. t r j 

The Couroukf are troublcfome at and yet the prelenr King made 

a ercat many whilft I was there; be hath made no lefs than forty in 
three Months time; and neverthelefs every man was obliged to leave 
his houfe, whatfoever weather it was, cold or hot, and fiie to the hills, if 
he had no friend living at fomc diftance to whom he might betake him* 
felf. In former times the Cottnuk was onely for thole places where the 
Kitic paft with his Haram^ now they make it forjome Leagues round the 
Quarter, comprehending within it even the adjoyning Villages. The Kings 
of Ptlfti cxercife alfo this tyranny, that they make now and then 
cf Filh poultry' and other provifions, which they like, and when there is 
fuch a of any thing, no body dares to fell m unlefs it be for 

the Kine’s ufe ; in my time there was a CcwrwA of Blh and Poultry, du¬ 
ring which it was impofliblc to have any for love or mqney, and that 

laftod fomc weeks. c x, r, r ^ 

How great foever the Power of the Prrjf^ JCings may be, yet fonie- 

times they moderate it,and fobmit to reafon. They firew great familiarity to 
Strangers, and even to their own Subjects, eating and drinking with them 
prettv frwly, which this Prince often docs, as Tfaw whilft i was at Vfabm ; 
and ^tcr my departure he feuf feveral rimes for the French^ and made 
them fo drunk tnat they fell atkep upon the place, which he futfCTed with 
fo much goodnefs, that feeing one of them one time tying in an incommo¬ 
dious pofturc, he raifed him, calling him by his name, that he might lay 
him raVe at his eafe. Not but that femiliarity is many times dangerous; 
forlt is with him as with the Lion in the Fable, with whom it is not good 
to be too familiar; many Examples happen which teach the Ptrjtant^ wtet 
is made a proverb of with us, that it is not good to play with ones Ma* 
fter thefVfflfi there have been wltneffcs of it, and had their fhare of 
the Vear. Tor upon a rime when they were makii^ mc^y with this 
Prince, the Naztr who was almoft drunk, fpeaking to him atoiit the 
Army rhat was to he font againft the Jjrjdi"/, and telling the King, that 
if his Majefty pleafed, he would go and command that Army, and do 
wonders with four thoufand men; a Frtnth Harqueburet being drunk, 
boldly told the King that the beft man he could fend, was a G^gtan 
of the Moorilh Law who was prefent and drank with them, for that he 
was a brave General: The King was fo incenfed at the freedom oi that 
impertinent Counftllcr, that he commanded his belly to be ript up, 
which was about to be put into cicBurion, and they were already 
dragging him out by the heels, when the Kmg refleibng perhaps, 
that. the man was not in a condition to be taken notice of, com¬ 
manded him to be let alone, and fot in his place again. Perhaps alfo 
he confidercc that he a Franck : For they arc very cautious at the 
Court of PtiOa in putting of a Franck to death; fince the iime that one 
day when tie Ambafladours of the Duke of HtljUm were there, a 
Ctrmett Watth-amker that wrought for the King, being put to death, who 
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l]j.V]ng well delcrved dtinih rather to lofe his life than to rum 
as k was propo^ to him, and ihe King wanting a Wutch-mafccr, ddired 
10 have hini that belonged lo the HoIJifin Atnbaiikdours j but the Exam¬ 
ple of tbar Execution being ftefh in memorv, that Watch-maker reful^ ro 
terve the King ; which made rlic EarmaJ Daiitft to fay, that he perceived 
well enough that that Execution was the caule of it, but that for the 
/Itnire no FrmicJL Ihould be put to death. Let us now return lo our 
Wine 

In the Audiences which this King gives to Cbriihan Ambaflkdours, or 
others, rherc is always high drinking, and there is nothing elfe done in 
rhefe AudicncoG, for aJfairs are managed with the Minifters of State. 
Shortly after I departed from if^shan^ there came an AmhaHadour from the 
great Mogul \ f have been informed fince, that aflbon aa he entered to his 

__ . Audience, the King cauf^ Wine to be pr^ented unto him, which he very 

humbly rcful^, faying that he bad never drank any; the King having 
asked him if he frnoaked Tobacco, he madeatifwer yes ; and immediately 
he caufed a Pipe of Tobacco to be brought to him and fo diftniil^ him. 
After all, thk Ptinceis not well plea&d' when any refules the Wine which 
he prelenrs to them: For his own part, he hath lo ilrong a head, that af- 
a [cr a whole days debauch, having fent for the Fnacb, they found him a$ 
great Drinker, jmJ 35 good a ftatne of mind, as if he had not drank one drop ; (b 
that be ooncinued it one day more without jntcrmillbn- Ncverthcleft, 
fometimes he gets drunk, and next day his Courtiers tell him all that he 
hath ^id or done, for fu he will have them do; chiefly that he may know, 
if in his Cup® he hath given away any thing of confequcncc, as he did one 
day, when drinking with lome Wnmeki and Afosrj, he pluckt two Rings off 
of his Fingers, in whkh were ftones of great value, and gave them to 3 
Moor of the Oimpany. However being one day drunk, he gave a wo¬ 
man that danced much to his farisfaflion, the fairelf Hbiot in all Jfiahaa^ 
which was not as yet hnifhed, but wanted lictle; this Hhon yielded a great 
revenue to the King to whom it belonged, in Chamber-rents; The 
having put him in mind of it next Morning, took the freedom to tell him 
that it was unjulViJiable pr<^igality, fb that the King gave conlent that fhe 
fbould onely have a prefent of an hundred Tmxnt: The woman refufi^ 
them acfirtl, faying fhe would have nothing but what the King bad pro- 
mi fed her, but being told that if Ihe took not that prefenr, fhe Ihould have 
nothing, (he accept^ it. 

The Kings of Ptrjia are very rich in Gold, Plate, and precious Stones, 
Pbrraiid Ru< cf |f,gy great plenty, aealfb of all forts of Arms let and en- 
SvMier™*** riched with them ; for they entertain Workmen conllantly in pay, who 
licboDf make new pioccs^nd never foil any of them : Beride&, 3 ll the Cimi and other 
the King of Lords, make them often prefenii, and amongfl others, regularly once a 
year in the Nmreux. or Sorir^ ; nay more, they lliU encreafe their Tiea* 
lures with the wealth of tnofo whom they put to death, which fas 1 have 
(aid,) is wholly cotihlcared to the Crown. 

Alt the Silks of Ptrfia belong to them; they raift a certain Summ of Alo- 
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i^ingiotiic ney from all the Companies ~of Ttadermen, and they have many lin^ 
"'"g- which they farm out to Countrey*men who take care to plow and fow 
them, and pay the King the fifth part of the revenue, and in fome places 
[behalf A AieuU told me one day, that they never laid prayers upon 
the Lands that belong to the King, becaufo they are HJi€roiM, ( that’s^ 
lay ) excommunicated, the King having taken them by force horn the poor 
People i for, (laid hej be hath not boughc them, but they onely belor^ to 
him by Uliirpation. 

The chief Forces of PtrJia oonfift in three Bodies of Men or Aimies, 
to wli, the Corffbt^ the Gtiiiamt and the rmfinegi. The Carfebi are Inbabi- 
^heObunfrisy, but w'ho are defended of Tfci-ii, and lire in Tents, 
¥ ^ do: They are very powerful!, for they cm fend fifty 

thoufend men into the Field; and theteforc Setdi Ahb»i Gnnd-facherto 

the 
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rhs prefent King, did what he coutd to brin^^ them low, I’aidng the 6W 
Uwst and prcfctriiig them to all dignities. There are about five and twenty 
thoufand of them in the King’s lervicc, and tlicir pay Is from ten or twelve 
TO fifteen Tcmam a year: but for the firfl two or three years they receive 
nothing. Their General is a Carfebi^ and the King cannot put one over 
them who is not of their Body ; he is called the Corfehi and they 

have a great many great Lords among them. When the King would put 
any great man to death, he commits the Esecurion commonly to a Cerjibi, 

Thcfe men have vafl numbers of Cattle. 

The Gfrnhmt are Slaves, or the Sons of Slaves of all Nations, and chkfly tTi? Ceutami 
cf Rt:rttgad 6 Gesrgfanj ; all chcir male jJluc to the hundredth Generation are of - * 

this body. And there are about fourteen thoufand of them in fervice, 
who have from five or fix to eight Tomans of pay \ they hav'e alfb many 
great I/^rds of their Body, and their chief is called KsuUer AgjJt, 

ThtiTiiftnkgi are men raifed in the Villages, and chiefly vJj"- nitTw/rntr? 
MfBHHi ; they arc about eight thoufand, and have the fame pay as the ^ 

Gettlumt have, but are looked upon onely as Peafants wirhour reputation. 

They were the la ft that have been infHtuted, for the uJc of the Musket; 

they march on horfe back, but when they are to fight, alight, The Csrf- 

ebi and GeJamt carry bows and arrows, and fight on horfe back, yet fome 

of them carry the Harquebufe. The Sons of Soldiers receive pay fo foon Tbe SoMler'* 

as tliey are feven years old, and it is augmented proporrionably as they Som have pay 

grow in Age.

that man who had defamed his- Sifler; and to compaft his defigns cun¬ 
ningly, he brought tilings fo about, that the King bellowed the Office of 
Deregd upon this man: Ac this he was much furprifed, and thought that 
the Eatmad Dottlft had forgot the trick he had put upon h'is Sifter; ib 
that he fell to rob and cheat briskly, and the rather that he was fuppor*- 
red by the Divan Btgki. When the Eat mad DcaUt found that he had rob¬ 
bed enough, he accufed him before the King of abufes committed in his 
Office, and much opprcJBon, who not being able to juftifie htmfelf, was 
condemned to have Pegg^ driven through his feet, to be hanged up with 
his head downwards, and in that pofture to receive a great many Bafto* 
nadocs; all which was publickly put 'into Execution in the Mtidan^ in 
fpight of the Divan Btgbif who did all he could to binder it. That offen¬ 
ded the Eiitmad DettUt^ fo that he refbJved to undoc him al(b; and for that 
end made a R^gado Armtnian Dtr^a ; who put into purles by it all 
the money he got in his Office by fines, and fealed thefc purfes by order 
from the EatmaA Doutu^ who by tbefo purfes made the King fonfible, thac 
if a Deroga got fb much, a Divan Btgbi muff needs get much more On the 
other hand ihe Divav Btghi fwho was not afleep,) brought complaints from 
all hands againft the Dtr^a^ that that might refloft upon the Eattna^Dan- 
it !; but theJe People pafung no higher than the Aali the complaints 
reached not the Princes Ear.

put him to death; yerthatis nor infaltiblc, for lbmctimc before I came to 
Sfbirifj the King lent the Vilier of Stbiras a compicat of which all 

the parrs were red, and this made all men chink that he had fcnt for him to 
cur off his head, and neverthelcftit proved otherwile in the Sequel, 

Amongft the loweft Officers of the King, arc the Sch^ten who arc as 
the King^ Foot men : To be admitted into this Office, befiJes credit, one 
muft be an extraordinary good Foot-man, and give proofs of it; and 
therefore when a man deiires to be received into the King’s Service, 
in quality of a Sebgter^ and hath made incereft enough to be admit¬ 
ted to his tryal, he mnft run a race, which is to be his Eflay, I!c 
ftarts at H,iU CtfPf, and twelve times in one day runs to a certain place 
towards the Hills, a long^ French League and a half diftant from Hah 
Cap. At the end of this Cbircre there are men who have feveral Arrows 
FMdy, with little penons hanging at them; and every time the Sebater come?, 
they give him one of thefe Arrows, which be carries to Hah Cap^ lb 
that coming and going twelve times, he brings with him twelve Arrows, 
and runs about fix and thirty French Leagues from Morning to Night.

He refts not all day Jong, 
neither eats ; for that would hinder hb going, but b continually in mori¬ 
on, lave fometimes when he drinks Serhtt, 1 have been alTured that there 
are fome of thefe Lords Scbattti^ who in a frolick (bmetimes will carry 
on their fhoulders four and twenty Moftt of Tanrit , which make 
a hundred and forty pound Weight, or thereabouts, and with that 
load travel thirty Agatffh a day, ( that’s to fay ) thirty French 
Leagues 

The King has a great many hunting Etogs of all kinds, beftdes which, Hunting dogi; 
he makes u(e alfo of the Ounce or Fanther^* In hunting of AntelcrpeT. PJwAer/, 
That is a very tame Beaft, and does no hurt to men; in Poyfsn it is Oaiieei ot 
called Dgionfj and is brought from Arabia, They carry it commonly on 
Horie back behind a Man, who holds it by a Chain about the Neck : 

When they are to hunt him, they keep a Qoath before hb Eyes, 
until I they have difcovcTcd an and when they come within 

five or fix hundred paces of tt, rjisy wke off the Qoath and Chain, 
and (hewing him the Anttlcpe, let him go. He creeps Jofcly on bb Belly 
towaids the Anitiofc^ hiding himfelf b^ind the H^ges when he can ; 
and when he is got within about fixty paces of it, he runs at it with 
skips and great leaps, and Fails not with three or four bounds to catch 
it ; and if he catch it not then he purfues no farther, and is lb afhamed, 
that they have much adoe ro make him hunt any more that day; But 
to comfort him, the Huntfmen tell one another aloud, that he hath not 
feen it, and that if he had (een it, he would not have milled, bcliev* 
ing that he under Hands their Compliment very well. 

They keep alt the Dogs and wild Beads too, in a Houfe by the 
River-fide, near the .i^tidge, on the right band as you go to Cielfa : 

And on the left hand before a Garden on the River-fide, there is a 
Volary full of rare Fowl, as Elhadges, Peacocks and others. They^jj^ 

King has alfo many Hawks, and I was afTured that he had above nine HawJ^ 
hundred, which they feed generally with Fowl, giving them Mutton but 
once a Week. 

The Ferfant are very expert in making of Hawks, and comt!ionJy 
they ufb Falcons to flie at all forts of Fowl whole Eyes they file that Hoiv ihev 
they may not fee, and then let flie the Falcon which ealtly takes iTakeFaiwim 
them when they cannot fee. Amongft theft Hawks there are Falcons 
for hunting the Anttlept , which they teach in this manner. TTiey Hunting 
have counterfeit* Antelo^t^ on the Nofts whereof they daily feed the iJJf 

Falcons, and no where elfi; having bred rhem fo, they ^ go into the P*!""** 

Fields with them, and fo foon as they have difbover^ an let 

flie two of theft Hawks, of which one of them fallens juft upon* the 
AattlcpFi Nofe, and ftrikes him backwards with hb Talons: The Ante- 
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tm€ flops. BBd llris^es to ftiake ir off, and she Hawk flutters with ks 
Wings to keep its boW, which hinders the ^uttUpf from running 
fart, or feeing well before him; At length when with much a doe 
hp hath fhaken it off; the fakon which is aloft froops and comes 
Ttr« the place of the other« which immedjatdy ^Ints up and keeps 
above, ready to fuccecd to its Companion when it is forced off j and 
in tins manner they fo ftop the Antflvftt running, that the Dogs come 
in and catch him. This fporc is the more plcafant that the Countrey 
is open and champian, there being little wood in it. The King liath alio 
a great many Bcphancs, and many wild Bealls fuch as Tygres, lions, 
and Leopards. 

In the enumeration of the Officers of the Oiurt of Per/Zu, I have Ipo- 
ken occahonally of thofo who admitiiffer Juftice, and frame publick and 
private a<ffs and deeds: It remains now that 1 Ihouid add what I have 
learned of the particular Laws of the Counirey. As for civil Affairs, in the 
diliribution of inheritances in the Sons have two parts, and the 

laughters one. if there be but one Son and one Daughter, the Son takes 
two thirds, and the Daughter the other third } and if there be two 
Sons and one Daughter, the Sons have each two filth ^larts, and the 
Daughter one, if there be two Daughters and a Son, rhe Son takes two 
thirds, and the other is divided bet wist the two Daughters; and if there be 
two Sons and two Daughters, each Son has a third, and (he lafr third is tor 
the two Daughters. 

But as CO the right of inheritance they have a very un|uft Law, devi¬ 
led for (he fsopi^cion of the Faith of Mahmtt. And that is, if a Chrt- 
Ilian turns Adttbomtan^ when any of bis Kindred dies, all the Effate of the 
departed belongs to him, to the exclufion of his Children, though he be 
no nearer to him chan in the fifth Degree of Kindred. He wlio iiifiituted 
that law, g^ve it out that ic was commanded by Dgiafer^ one of the 
twelve Itnam$^ and that Dgiaftr afBrmed that it was revealed to him from 
God. Neverihetels, this evil Is not without remedy, for the Mabomt- 
tan Judges ^knowing the Iniquity of this Law,J have found out a knack to 
nule dying Chrlftfons to make a pretended Sale of ail their Goods to trufty 
Peribns; and when that is done they dtfpofe of all their Ellaies by 
Will, and the pretended Purchafers approve before the Judges of all that 
the deceafed hath done in dii^llng of the Effate which he hath fold to 
them The Judges admit of this the more willingly, that they get money by 
ir, which they could not have if a Mabornttan carried away all 

As for Criminals, they ufe a fingular way in binding Prifoners: They 
put a forked piece of Timber before their Throat, the handle being a 
foot long, and the two prongs of the Fork goe on each fide of the Neck; 
behind there is a wooden bar that joy ns the two ends of the grains, and 
is nailed to them, fo that the whole makes a triangle \ before the throat 
there is another wooden bar, nailed at each end lo the middle of the 
prongs; and at the end of the handle of this fork which is cut a little 
hollow, the Prifoners hand is put, with the .Wriff in the hoKow, and over 
it they put another bar half a foot long, which is likewife a little hol¬ 
low in ibc middle, and the two ends thereof arc nailed to the two 
Extremities of the handle of the Fork, fo that the Prjfoner has his 
hand,* as it were, in a Scarff, and can make no ufe of it. This Infrru- 
rnent may be about a foot and a half or two foot long, and they call h 
Dufcbacba, 

The ordinary Rack to extort a ConfdBon of Robberies and other 
Crimes, is for men to^ pinch off the Fleffi with hot Pinfers, and to give 
blows on the feet with a Cudgel, as in Tvrkjf ; For the Women they put 
a Rat into their Drawers, fo that rhe Rat being betwixt the Drawers and 
the Flcfti corfhents them extremely. 

The ufual puniibments they infi'k'l upon Klaiefadlors whom they' 
would not put to death, is tu pluck our their Eyes ; or elle to pierce rim 
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Nerves of their Ankles, and then banging them up by the feet, to give 
them a certain number of blows with a Cudgel, and fometimes alfo m • 

cut the Nerves ftiort off. When they condcnwi any to death, the moft 
ufual punifliment is to rip open the Belly. Otic day the great SM 
caufing the Belly of a Makfador to be ript open in his pjfc- 
fence * obferved that the Tortu^al Aoibaffadours, that ftood by him, tur¬ 
ned away their Eyes from balding that Speilacle, as if it raifcd hor- 
rouc in them; which made him fay, that certainly thefe torments would 
be too cruel and horrid, if they were ptadilcd amongft Chtiftkns who 
are rational People, but that they were abfolutcly ncceflary among the 
Verftsat who are Bcafts. Moreover it is very difficult for thofe who have 
committed aiiv Crime to make their cfcape, or avoid Juftice by flying, 
becaufe of the good order that is obferved; For befides that there are 
but few pallages to get out of the Countrey; the Roads arc fb cxadly 
kept by the Rabdars^ Ivhom I have mentioned before, and whom 1 iijund 
upon my entry into Ptvfia^ that is almoff impoffibte not to fall into their 
hands, and they fuffer none to go our, nor come into the Kingdom, till 
firft tiicv examine who he is, and the occafwn of his Journey.

other end but to gain credit and reputation amongft their NeighbO'Urs, 
when thev fhould know that the King of Perfia was their friend. 
Neverthclefs, they had no good fuccefs, which was partly occafioned by 
their own fault. They had made a very falfe ftep at firft, adling at 

their firft coming what drew upon them the contempt which they met 

wirh at that Court all the while they flayed there i for they made a 
ptefent to the Earned DmUt, that they might obtain a permifll^n to fell 
the Commodities that they brought with them. They bad pretty fair The pwfenu 
prdents to make to the King, having brought with them a great many of the 
fine Furs and other Curiofitics of their Countrey, amongft which there 
was a Coach and a Falcon, which oncly remained alive of many more 
that died by the way. 

In the mean time they were not received; on the contrary during An affront gi» 
their abode at Iffaban^ they fiiffered many affronts, and whilft 1 was to the 
there had a very flgnsd one: So foon as they were come, the King 
ing informed that they brought him a lovely Falcon, fetit for it r Never* ' 
thelds, asitisthecuftom to catty the prefents, when they go to the firft 
Audience, when they were about to have it, demanded their Falcon, 
that they might folemnly prefcnc it to bis Majefty with the Glove, ac¬ 
cording to the inftruiftions they had from their Duke; but in fijom it was 
refuted them: And the more to infolc over them, .when they came into 
the Meidatij and were ordered to alight off of their Hoiibs, they made 
them rake a turn all round the Mttdan^ as in ^oceffbn, with their pre- 
fents, in the view of the King, who was in a Divm to pleafb himlclf there¬ 
with. At their Audience the King complained to them of feveral thingy, 
and amongft others of the Ptr^cteiy that the Mafcvaittiy and the 7tfr/«rs 
who arc thdr Sub|e^ commit on the Caffian Sea, and of their jnrode^ 
into the Dominions of PeryK*. where they land, and carry away in their 
Veffels all they find. Men, Women, Children and Cattel, and having done 
lb put off to Sea, and fend feme back in a finall boat who coming neat 
the Ihoar, tell the Inhabitants of the Coaft, that they have taken fo ma¬ 
ny Perfons, and that if they have a mind to recover them, they mull 
fend them fo much money. ^ 

The Ambaffadours made anfwcr that they could not fu^prefs Firats 
arid Robbers, to which the King replycd that thefe Robbm were nor 
in fo great Bodies, and that if the Duke of put not a flop to 
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it, fae was Maflcr of a pafliigc, by which be would l^d tifey chouland men 
that Ihould put all Mafetmj to fire and fword. Tbcfb Mmfcovttts left be^ 
■ bind Them in Per^j* (iicb a reputation of iilthinefs and naftind^ in their 
feed ini;, chat a l*erjta» Lord told the Reverend Father Raphatl a Cafacm^ 
that the Aiafea^itti were among the Eutoftaat^ what the Tarteri, were a- 
mongft them. 

The Civiltell of thefe two Ambafladours died at Iffobav, and the 
other being ready to dejiart, would needs leave in ihat Countrey a 
memorial of his Avarice; Seeing it is the Cuflom of the King of VtTjU 
to defray the Charges of all Ambafladours, from the time they enter his 
Tcrritorie.s, they give them daily a certain allowance of Bread, Meat, 
Butter, Candle, and of all NeedTarieSfnay and of Money too; This Am* 
balfadour who was not ^norant of the proportion that was appointed 
him, and who found fome fault with the diftribution of it, prefdited a 
complaint to the King again ft the MmmnAar^ who is the QflRcer that 
takes ^e of Ambafladours, wherein he dcclar^ that this Miniftcr had 
not faithfully delivered him his allowaitce, and fpecllkd in his Memorial, 
day by day, how many or Schais he had received Ids than the 

Summ which the King had ordered him. This the Ftr/iam lookt upon 
to iniamouny bale, as well as the fordid and nafty way that the Am> 
baflMour and all his train lived in ; for lb great was his Covetooulbcfs, 
that moft commonly he fdl his Domeflicks with bread fteeped in water 
inftcad of Pottage which being the bell of their Diet, he almoft ilarved 
them.

It is very pro¬ 
bable tharthb palhon among the people, proceeds not only from the Genius of the 
Nation i but alfo frora a ddire of imitating the Great ones; who are known to 
have always had in that Country a great properfity to ihofc kinds of Sciences, 
whether that their mind bent that way. Policy en^ed them, or thofc rhat pio- 
fclTed them, impofed upon their ciedulity or weakacls, for their own interdis. 

blowevcr it be, The Kings of Perjia make great account of Ahrologeis, and 
thefc men who have a chief reitding at Court, edi them yearly vali fums of many:

T he Ptrfiani ufc commonly (a lidc on Fer0ja Horfe^, 

but gi^ and (Irong, ^nd Travel great Joiimcys without tyring ; they have 
a trick of calling up (he Hcad^ and endanger the Riders Nofe if he have not 
care ^ but fometnend that faulty by ahindol CavilTon, which is a firap of Leather 
in lorin of a Halter, that they pat over their Nofe, and biiog^ng it betwixt the fore 
Legs, tic it to the Girts like a Petreh Not only in Ptrfij but all over the Ltv^nef 
they have a better Hoof than in our Countiics, whether it be becaurcof the huini<- 
dity of our Climate, or that we Ihoc them to often. And indeed, the Ferfiaat can 
fhoca Horfc with the firfl Horfc-flioeihcy find, putting it forwards or backwards 
as much as is needful loht it to the Foot, and they may Nail it in all places of the 
Hoof. In Firjra they imke their Horfc'lhocs finooth and fUt; To that they have Hoifb^fhoci in 
not little tamings up as ours have, which makes them continuiUy Hide upon Stones, ^**fi** 
orupon the Ground when it is but in the lead wet. In Perjid no more than in 
Titfky they ufc no Manger to feed their Hoil^ in ; but whether it be in the Town or 
Country, they always Iced them in a Bag of black Goats Hair, which they hang The wvy of 
about their Neck. There arc a great many Grooms who mingle Salt with the Barky Pe^thS 
they give them , to keep their Dung from ftinkingr they put firil Straw in 
the bottom of the Sack, then two Handfuls of Salt, over that the Barley, and 
then mingle all together with the Hand. In the Spring they feed rhetr Hoifcs, 

Mules, and AfTcs with Grafr, and (b they do alt over the Lrvdnt. They Curry 
them with a Comb that has no Handle, and only two ranks of Tenth, and they 
tub them with a piece of Felt. 

In TwrJ^r and Ft/fm the Horfrsand Mules have fevetal EKfeafrs, of which there Djjcifej of 
are fomc that are not known among us: for infra nee when they have eaten too Hoffn and 
much Bailey, (hetr Fore-Fcct rwclt and Excome wtak. To that they ealTly fall, and Nulct, 
a kind of a Wen grows upon their Breafr i that is to be cured with a hot Iron, 
putting them to Grafs if it ^ in the Seafon, and ^vingthem no Barley for two or 
threedays. 

In the Nofes of the Horfes there uow alfotwo Grifrics, one on each iide, which 
take Root at the end of the Bone of the Nofe, upon the upper Jaw, and rife like 
Horns towards the Nolc, under the Skin, through which they may cably befeen: 
that puts them to fo gicatpain, that they will not feed, but only keep lying, and 
their Belly is fo Jlraight, that thy cannot got bar as if they were dragged -, if one 
tou^ir. It founds tike a Drum, and if care be not taken they die offrintwodays: 
the remedy is to draw a flic along their Nofe, with a friarp pointed Infrrunxnt, ro 
cut thefe two Carribgcs, and make it as long as one can, and fricn they recover and 
arc as good as ever they were: they call that Difoafe NiichM^ that is to fay the Nail, 

They have a third Difeafe, which makes their Lips to fw el!, and that hindeis^hem 
from Feedings the remedy is to open a Vein in thcFalat of the Mouth, with a Needle, 
or fomc (harp pointed Infrrumcnr. When they have Tiaveiled for feme time in 
Mire, or in Snow, or when their Feet have been too long in the Dirt, if care be 
not taken to make them clean, a little Scab grows upon the foint cd^ the Foot, 
which draw's in the Sinew, and hinders them from going: lo cure that, they apply 
to it Gun powder and Snow, if they have any, and if they have none, C^n 
powder atone. * _ 

Sometimes a bUekifri water breeds in their Hoof^ and that Difeafe inFrrjfidrtis 
that is to fay, black water : the remedy is to takeoff the [boc>, pare 
the Hoof, and apply the Uti of Naphta to the place.

A t Ijpahsa fKcyKivc alrnoU all the kinds nf Fruit thataicin FrdiKf, but filter Fridr* » flji* 
and betters and whicit keep better there, by icafan of the drynefs of the 
Country-Air, whkh makes Fruit krep 3 whole Year* The Melons are far better 
there than with us, as like wife the Peaches which arc very big, and the Grapes that 
are of Nine or Ten forts. Their Wines arc white, aud made ol Grapes which 
they call Kijhufib > mod men believe that that'kind of Grape bath no Stones, becaufe 
they are fo fmall, as not to be difeemed in Earing i but they arc calTly cnougb to be 
feen in the Fat when the Wine worheth. They make Wine alfo of orhci forts of 
Grapes, which U neither fo gpod, nor keeps fo well. They have fame Hcd Wine, 
but little, and to make it, they only put fomc Black Grapes into White Wine, to 
give It a colour : if tt were made of Black Grapes it would not keep : we mud 
except the Wine of which is fled, very goud,and Stomachical; bur it is only FffriraJ Wlncj 

brought in Bottles, and one mud have Friends for that toot tf neverthekfs an At- 
meniM hath got any of it, he fells it at eight Ahfiry and at the lead at fix. They 
keep the Wine commonly in very great Earthen-Jars, for the draught would make 
all Casks leakey, and thefe Jars hold above a third part of a Tim. ufe made 

Though the PtrfianSf as I have now fa id, have all the kinds of Fruit that we 
have, yet they have not the fcveial forts of them. They have for example fevcral 
forts of very good Grapes, but they have not the Mufeadine Grape. They leave The Ptr^ut 
the Grapes on (he Vines fonietimcs till Chi^mat., putting each bunch into a Bag, have no Muf’ 
to keep them ftom the Birds, and only gather them, as they have oecafion to Eat 
them. They have alfo good Apricots,fmall (harpChe 1 ties. Apples, and many forts 
of Fears ; but they have no Straw-berries. They Ear Melons almod all the year cbtifimtfi, 
round, not only bmufe they take much pains in Cultivating of them, but alfo by No Scraiv. 
reafon of the Nature o£ the Air, that 1 have fpokeof, which neverthelcfs exculu ^tiiolp i^o- 
not thofe who would preferve their Melons well, from having always a Candle 
burning in the Room where they lay them, whether it be to keep them from tlie 
damp, or from being Frozen. In this manner they Cultivate them^ in (he hill 
place they make ufe of a groat deal of Pigeons Dung, keeping Pigeons only for that The rilfing of 
purpofc, vihich they put into the Ground where they Sow the Melons and that 
Dun^ia fold by weight. When the Melons are above Ground, and begin to be 
(hapSl^to a Stalk that will carry, fometimes tw enty, they take off three or four, 
and leave ihofe which thrive bell : ten or twelve .daysafter, they again tike off 
thofe that thrive worII,whichf although they are fo little,) fell very well about Town i 
for there are thofe who Eit them, and in this manner they always cafe the Stem, 
leaving only thofe which thrive bell, till, at length, there remain no more but one: 

It is to be obferved that every time they open a Uttk with ilieir Nails the Earth that 
is about the Root, they fill it up with Pigeons Dung, to give it new nouiilhment i 
then they put water to it by means of fome little Channels rhat have many tuqtings, 
which water the Roots without weting the Fruit. They ufe all thufc ways with 
them three or four times, for having watered ilicm, they kt them alone eightorten 
days without giving them any more water i at length, when the remaining Melon 
begins to grow big, they put the end of it to their mouth, and hiving wet it a 
little with their Spittle, cover it with a piicclof Earth, and they fay that this Co' 
ceinony preferves them from the bitingsof fomc Flies, that elfe would fpotl them,. 

In Ptrfiij they Eat Melons till she month of Afrit, nay Come alfo which is 

about the lime they begin to Eat new ones; at lead in f«ly they begin to have them 
Ripe, hut they are fmill round Melons, moll of them white within, fofc like 
Cotton, and of norelifh j thnfc that arc good, are nor fit 10 be Eaten before Att-

Dong, whereof they have al wayi 
pfeyifton in that Country i becaufc in the Villages they purpftly keep a great 
ma^'^ame Pigeons, ard I was told by the ptople of the Country, that if (hey took 
not that courre with thcPalm*T(ces, they would rot bear good Piuir : but there 
is a very curious thing belides to he obfervtd m the Cultivating of this Tree i and 
that is that every year when the Palm-Treeftrc in Bloflbme, they cake the Blol- 
fomes of the Male Palm-Tree, and put two or three Branches of them into the 
Matrix oFeach Female Palm-Tree, when thity begin to Blow; clfe they would 
produce Dates, with no more but Skin and Stone, I call the Matrix that Bud 
which contains the Flowers, from which in ptocefs of time tlie Dates ^ring ■ 
the time of making (hat inoculation is about the end of Not but the 

Mates alfo bear Fruit, but it is good for nothing, and therefore they rake all (heir 
Bldroms to Craft the Females with. As to Dates, it Is worth the takeing notice of, 
that the ufc of them is very dangerous dm log the Heats in hot Countries, becaufc 
they make the whole Body to break out inBixchcs and Boils, and fpoilthe fight.

The (eaves of it arc as thick as iIhjTc of the Laurel Role-Tree, much broader, aU 
tnofl as long, and in a manner Oval, with Veins running along them i thefe 
Leaves grow fay pairs, the one opposite to the other, but not all oi a fide, for the 
pair below makcsaciors with tlicpair above, in the fatne manner as Balm does, 
and that rcgulatly every where i they have no Stalk, but embrace the Stetn.

little Branches or Leaves fprout out, there are two large long prickles, which are 
ftrong and red, bending a little down to wards the ground, and arc not diteflly 
oppolirc to one another. The Leaves are of the length and breadth that arc maiked 
in the following Figure. M 

They are of a vamilhed g^ecn colour on the one ndc, and on the other of a 
pale and whitilh green, and have Veins like Pliritain Leaver. This Tree bears a 
Fruit which is ripe in Airrcli, and in Ihipc much Tcfcmbltsa little App!e,of the fame 
colour, but no bigger than a Service, or fmall ClEciry.

Half an hour after Nine wc pafTed through a little Village called Sch^ir^i^ where 
there is much Sowed Land, and many Gardens; in one of thofe Gardens there is 
a Pond of Spting'Wacer, which falls down from the HHU that are over it i it is fo 
fiiUofPtlb, that from thence the Garden hath taken the name of 
‘which fignifies a Fi[h-Pond» but there is a Utrv^ that hinders people frona 
catching them. Keeping on oui way, about half an hour after Ten in the Mor¬ 
ning weeame near to a Town called Komftb<ib, five from there

We parted from thence next day, being Fridity the feven and iwcntjeth of Fe^

whith weeame up was all ccfvacd with Snow, and on this fide thcic was nme at 
alls on the contrary , it was foil of wild Almond-TKCS, that bear a bitter Fruit, 
and oihei Trees, which with ihctr Verduic, delightci iht fight. When we w«c 
a Eood way down, we came toa Mofquc where that Ifnftl, the Son ot fowmi 
who gives the name to the Hill, is Emettcd. The ourtdc of that place looks 
like a Caftlt, with ^ round Tower at eicli corners witma thcic l^ a Coutt, 3it 
one cod of whidi is ihc Morque whole Frontifpiece is a Portico fix Arches in 
length, and in the middlecf the Mofquc, there is a Dwk rough call: dofe by it is 
a Vilhac with a great many Gaidcns, watered by a lovely Brook that runs hard by. 
We thencoiitinued our jouioy in flony way, till Eleven a Clock, that wc found 
a Rivet about a Fathom anAa half over, which divides it lelf into many Rivukis, 
thatwatcrallthe Grounds thtreabout, being very good Land andallfowcd. The 
water of that Rivet is very clew, and has many Trees growing on thefides of it, 
The Hlver flf whkh render it a very pleafint place; it U called the River ut Atirv, bccaulc it 
M*iw^ orBw runs by Mjm, but it b the BfBdewiri and 1 was told that its li^t name was IC«f, 
dtmiTt or jc*r. ^ Cjfw/, who there was eitpofed, took hb name. Bofiewrr 

Unifies the Ptinces Dyke, and it is fo called, bccaafc of a Dyke or Bank tint i 
Prince made ihtte i confolt as to that (he Geography of Dhgiaib Mub^tetutr. This 
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RivtriKhe fccond oE ^intus Curtiuty Vhd^ut Sinttufy and Strain, Wc 
kept along ihclidcofjt»and crolfcd many of its Caiuls^until about one of the Cloelc, 
we anivcd at a large Village called Maiity fijc Agatfch Irom Ottdgiotm, Wc Lodged iUus. 
in a good where we found ibmc ra«i» who accompanied fo JVfee&j th; 

body of a Lady, who had dcltred to be buried there. There are many Cardens 
all round I'his Village, full of Vines, that bear good Grapes, and abounding aifo 
in Pear-Trees, Peach-Trees, Walnuts and other truit-Trees, with water-McJtfns 
and other Melons. . 

Wc parted from Mjw, Fr«iry, the lixth of Uatthy half an hour afifS two in 
the Morning, and pcftmly left the High'Way, ftriking to the left over Sowed 
Ground, till wc got near to the Rivers tve were oblfged to dofo, becauft the 
High-way would have led us to a place where the River was not Foaidable, and . 
fhey take not that way but when it may be Foarded over i the other way leads to 
a Bridge: wc followed the current of the River, which is the fiime that runs by 
liLifty until half an hour after Three, that we crullcd over the Bridge, conlilUng 
of thwe Arches, but the mtddlemolf a very large one, under which the water is 
very rapid, a quarter of an hour after we found a great Brook, that falling from the 
HijI difeharges it felf in the River i a little farther on wc ftw upon the River a 
Bridge broken down, and a quarter of an hour after the ruins of another Bridge i 
la this place there ate a great manyfoiall Brooks, that lolc themfdves in thc Ri^r, 
we then went forwards in good Way till day, that wc began to afeend a little. In 
ihdc Quarters is the Hill which AUxjuder the Great made himfelf Mailer of by 
flratagon, fending Soldiers by a cotnpafs about to furprifethe Enemies on thde 
back, whilft he Attacked ihem on the Front, as^ntMt Cmmi relates it: a Frme^' ■ 
fhevted Dneonefcfaraied from the reft, which he laid was the very fame, but there 
was little probability in that, becaufe there are a great many fuch thcteabouts, 
and it Is very difficult to pitch upn the right j bcfidcs I did not fee how k 
could command the Paffage, which is too wide in that place, to be Locked In by 
Mountains. About Eight of the Clock we came to a Bridgebutit over the River 
of Mairiy or Bt/tdirnky which at that place is at Icaft nine or ten Fathom broad. 

This is a rapid River, and feems to bt d«p, the water of it is thkk,and fwcllshigh 
in i for they alftircd me that then it Twcltcd up as high as the Bridge, which 
conli^offivc Arches, butfbmcwhat ruinous j ncvcrthdcfsjris called Poidi-Noiiry PtiULjim:

There arefeveial ways (hat lead to it, bin wc hcptflill to the Left, crollingovet 
many Brooks; about half an hour after lix wc came to a Caufey,above two Fathom 
broad, and two thoufand Paces long, all well Paved, with Arches in fcvcral placer, 
and chiefly in the middle, where there is a Bridge an hundred Paces in kngrh, un¬ 
der which runs a foiall branch of the River ot Mr«j that Caufey is called PM- ratit$rtbt 
gorgb.

CHAP. II. 


Of Schiias. 


T H E Jilft thing we found upon our ent^ iotoSd^ar was a great broad Strcec, 
on each fide bndcred by Gardens, with little pretty neat Honfos over tha 
Gates of thetn: baviog advanced in that Street about a quarter of an liour,we came 
to a targe Stow>Bafon fidlhf water, and of an Ohkmg Figuie, being about twenty 
or twenty five Fathom in length, and more than fifteen in breadth. Continuing 
in the Came Street, ^ou foe a fovely Mofquc whofe Dome is covered with blew' 
Vatnllhed Tiks. Joyniog to this Mofque there is a hutytng'pUce Planted with lair 
Trees, witba round Stone-Bafon fuU^ water, which renders the place very plea* 
fant: To that there ate always people takin g the Ah in it, with their Pipes df To., 
bacco: a Httic foithci there is a Bridge of five Arches, under which runs a fmall 
Ktver i and onward in the fame Street you come to a caveicd £j«dr that puts an 
end CO it: this Street is but as a Suburbs to the City, which at that place be;^nSi 
We flruck off to the Left and alighted at the Kttlc Houfc of the Rcvercid Fa* 
ehersC^mrittf/, where all the Frjitth goe. 

The City of 5cfiiriv, heretofore Sthirfis^ and which many will have to be 
Cynpoliti k properly the Metropolis of the Province of Perjfd v it lyes in a moll 
plcalanc and fortile PUiii, that yields the heft Wine In Fi^j. On the it is at 
the Foot of a Hill covered with fovctal forts of Fruit-Trees, amotigft whic^ »e 
many Orange and Limon.Trees, intermingled with CyprelTes; it Is about two 
hours walk in Circumference, and lyes froin Nortb to Sotah > it liath no Walls, but 
" only a fcuivy Ditdi, and that is all it nct^ having no Enemies to be afraid of i 
^ watered fay a River, which is hut little, and yet fubjcA to overflowings i 
when that happens, the Inhabitants hinder it from breaking into their Gardens, 
and carrying aVay their Walls, by caHing op Dyke to flop it: they make them 
Ctifm whh Coi^r, that is to &y, great Pinnieis made of bruifed Canes, 1 ike Palm* Tree- 
Leaves, which they fill with Earth and Stone, and that hinders the paiTageof the 
water very well. The Streets of Stbirtu are for the moil part fomewhat narrow, 

though 
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rhou^ thcie be feme lair ones, having in (he middle lovely Canals, bordered with 

Stone, througli which a very clear RivLlct runs* There arc a great many fair to- 

vered Bjzati long and broad, with great Shops on etch iTdc^ well furntfhed with all ‘ 

focti both of lA^ijn and litTkfJh Cummoditicsi and every Commodity hath ic^ 

particular Bjsar. It hath many large well built Ktrvmtftr^f •. as to the F^laccs, 

they make no fticw on theoutildc, no more than in the teft of the Ifirfflir, but all 

their beauty is within : the Palace of the Chaa himftlf looks but mean, and 

thing appeals outwards bat a body of Lodgings over the Gate, which is at^den J 

of a great Square Jong Mfidjn, with Arches all round it, filled up in tM^anner 

of Niches. There arc feme lovely Mojqucs fn it atfo ^ and a fetr College with a A College. * 

round Tower on each fide of the Gate faced with blew vatniftied earth, but they are Sthirt/. 

half ruined, having thrice fuffered Fire, which as often fehed a Neighbouring . 

Bazar. In tint College there are Prorefibrs who have Sahries for teaching 
Thcolt^ Philofophy, and Medicine i and I was told that there were above five PubUck PtoJ 
hundred Students In it. feiTon. 

But the pteafanicfl thing jo be ften about SebiraSy are the Gardens, which are Lor fly 
many: amongfi the icli, me Kings Gardens are wor^ the feeing. They are fpad- « 

ou^ and have long flresght Walks fhaded with ftatcly large CyptrLs-Trees i (for 
fome of them are the higheA and bufhicft that ever I faw,) fo that into feme of 
thefe Allies the Sun does not (hme a ijuaricr of an hour in a day. You have there 
alfo abundance of lovely great Maple-Trees, planted in rows, with many Fndi- 
Trees: Rivulets run thereon all Iiands, and fill avail number of Bifons that are 
aU faced with Aone; however all this comes far Ihort of the ddtghtfulncfs of the 
lovely Cafeades, and Wafft-works, with compartments of Beds Enamelled with 
Flowers, that are wit h us in Ettrope t they have indeed a kind of Beds and Bordtftsv 
but nothing in them but Lillies planted at random on the fides. Nor do they know 
ndihcr whatitistohaveHcdg-rows, nor WaU-Ftuit, for their Fruir-Tieei Aand 
all open to the wind without order, at well asmany Rofe-Trets and Bidmisks : 
and what is worA of all, they fufler all to go to ruin. For the Pwfiiia# arc curious 
enough in beautifying their Houfes, but in this they agree with the TjwI^, that they 
rake no care to keep things in repair, and it happens many times that they wiU let a The ftrS^ 
whole building run to ruin for want of a handfiil of HaAer. In thefe Gardens they reprJt oa- 
havc fome Lodgings, which confirm cool Halls, and it is cnou^ for them to 'wnf. 
come there niw and then, and divert thcmfclves in the cool. In flioiT, thefe 
Gardens mig^t certainly t* made pretty, for there is nothing wanting but oidef 
and contrivance. 


As to what is about Sebirat, I faw no great mstter thofirfhtime that 1 fofoumed 
there. One day we went out of the Town on the NSv/fclTdc, and hiving croffed 
the River upon a Bridge of five Arches, wefawon a Hilt ro the Right Hand, the 
rums of a CaAle. Another day we went snothtr way, butfound nothing but fome 
old demolithedHoufo with Battlements, and a Well of a great depth, into which A rery deep 
(asl was told,) heretofore they threw Adulterous women ut is fo deep that one may 
have time co fay a Pjtr- nefier befo« a Aone that is cifi into it can teach the bot¬ 
tom V itisdryand cut all out of the hard Rock, the Mouth of it is a fquare of two 
fathom in length, and one in breadth. A little beyond that we faw a lovely Mofque 
where lies Interred that iltuArtous Ffrjiiitf Poet Sthiit^ Sadi^ whom they honour as The Sepal' 
a Samfe Near to that Mofque there is a round Well, the Moinh whereof ir two chreflfSfkita 
w three fethom in Dtamctic i they go down to it by a pajrof Stairs, and in it you J writ 
fee a iquarcfnaltow Baron, ihrough which nms a Aream of water fo full of Fi(h,that with rpair of 
mey appear in heaps over one another, and yet it fe death to kill any of them i but Suiri, 
she who hath the care of it,makes no fcruple to fell fome to ihofethaf havea 
mmd: and that they may be fifely taken, he goes up, to hinder any from looking 
down into the Well, which he can eafily do, by telling thefe who cotne, that 
there IS a that is to fay, women below, and that will make them fo re* 

turn pielcntly. I have been iherc fometimes with Dutch men, who took a great 
irony with Hooks and Nets, whilil the bigot Dtmjh flood &ntinelat the Mouth 
above. 


The people of Schha/ arc very witty, and the City hath given tirth to moA of l*«» « S<W* 
me Poets of Pufra, There is much Glaft made there, and feveral GbJs-Shops 
am in the Town, though they work notconihntly in their Glafs-Houfcs, butlct QbA-Houfes 
the Fire go out after they have employed a certain quantity of materials. They

Hill four days Journey from Sf&tr«, audit is v«y clear: tfpccially they Mkc great

thick as ones Finger, and bold neat ihltty Quarts of Wine* thefe Bottles arc co- 
vcicd with the Straw of Catvei. 

Q'hc Soil about Sebirjj is very good, and produces plenty of all things» they 
ha^^tii^ll the Fruits that we have, and Oranges and Limons in abundance: but 
they iitiaR,a Wine, which, (without dirpute,) is one of the belt Wines in the World, 
The Whie of and the prime Wine of Prr/ix In this Kingdom, it being a common faying, Tw- 
S(bit*ti de-ifrf/fBrrad, Jcfcjriij Wine, andTwjd Women i the handfomeft women of Ptrft^ 

' being, (as they fay,) in that Town. The Wine of Schknt is an excellent Stomach 

' Wine, butTcry Jliong, fo that without fpoiljiig thciaftc of it, it will carry two 
thirds ol water. Ir is not made of Kipmijh^ or Gnpes without floncs, as at ^iri^ 
f^caufe then it would be fo (hong that it could notbedrank, but it is made of com- 
' mon Grapes; they have both Red and White, but llie is the beft: it is full 
Lees, and thetefote Ttry heady » to remedy which they filtrate it through a 
Cloath, and then it ts very clear and free from fumes. The (ftople of 5 c;&inr/ ntake 
their Wine at Martlmafif Grapes are already alitioli half dry i they Kay 

till they be fo before they gather their Vintage ; when the Wine is made and In con> 
ditioniobc laid up, they bwni Inccnfe all over the Cellar, totaJtciway all noy- 
fatne feents, Ufoie they Cellar it up. They put it into great earthen Jatrs, which 
hold ten or twelve even to fourteen Cwthu i Ixit when they broach a Jarr, 
it muft U prcfcntly drawn off, and Bottled up in Car/^j/ \ for if the Wine be left 
any time In the Jan after it hath been opened, it fpoils and grows Eagre, There 
Is a great deal of that Wine made:, and many Chtlb of it yearly fent to Jffjhan and 
th,t Inditt i in etch Cafeor CheH they put ten great Bottles, with a good deal of 
Araw } and two of thefc Chefb make a Alalcs load. They have aUbflorc ofCa- 
Capers. po^ which they fend alTo into all parts. 

They picfeivc another thing In Vinegar, which I never faw done any where 
Prercrrid and that is Grapes, whi±they gather half ripe, and the time of gathering 

them they take to ti when the Sparrows begin to peck them v they put tbefe 
Grapes into Bottles with good ftoie of Vinegar^ which fo macerates them, that they 
lofc their hatdnefs, yet no foasto become too rofr, orlorc their Grecooers, only 
they k»k a little ycllowini. Theft Grajpes prefeived in Vinegar, have a certain 
Cweet ^idity whidK Is not unpleafant, clpecially in the gtcat heats j and thcrefort 
they fend great (juantitics of them bto the Ixdtu, 

Bore-water, They have alfb abundance of Rofes, from which they draw fo mucii Rofe-svater, 
that they furnilh all the Isdiu with it. They hive a ^eat deal of Com, but they 
give much of it to the Horlb, to be eaten in the blade, becaufe, (they fay,) it wpuld 
not come to maturity for want of water. There b a great deal of Opium made 
at and round the Town there are large fields fowed with White Poppies. 

A povreriul In former ttmcs was Governed by a Cbjn^ who was the firllof Ftrjutx 

chm of SfW- and his Government reached as fans Lit, Beflirr, and the Iflcof Ormtt ; nay be 
wasfo powerful, that in the Reign of the great Schutf Abhat^ there was a Cbjn of 
Sebtrat^ called Imtm-CatU-Cbaki who fpent as much as the King, and kept no 
fmalJer Family i in fo much that the King commanded him to fpend a MabmoHdi 
Ids a day, (hat there might be fomc d i Ifcrence bet wi xt the ir Expe nets. Schab Safi 
grandchild atSthih Ahbjt^ and Fatlier io.f(bdp who Reigns at prefent, 
put that Cbjff and all his Children to death, bccaufe he was aiiaid that being fo 
pweij;ul, he might play him fomc trick, and afici him there have been fomc cLv/ 
iojJrb/MiV but at picHent there is none, a Hsirr commands there, as the Kings 
Farmer j to whom lie yearly pays out of his Govirnmcnt a thoufand 
which make a hundred and fifty thoufand Crowns.

its courfeif runs through high ground, whereas she River rowls with a great noUie 
in a very deep precipice. 

Wc parted irom that place TburfditY, the Nineteenth of Martb, at four of the 
Clock in the Morning, and held our way SoHtb-Ej^ittdt.t having met nowand 
then with very ftony ways, wc found afterwards a fait way, where on each hand 
wc &wg^ Corn-Land, with a great many Villages, w^ie there were many 
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Gaiileiii full of Thcs. Abour tight a Clock m the Moinmg we aTiivfd at a tail targe 
KtrvMfirn, called Kmrjfi/rr^ Chaftr, from the name of a Village clofeby it, oti 
the Rivfr-iide, which at ihU place is dwindled away almoft to nothing v this is a 
great Village, andnothingtobcfecnin irbut Gardens, with long Walks inihcoi, 
where one may take the Air under the (hade of Orange-Trees, which areptodigi- 
oufly big, ai^d bear much Fruit. There they have pleniy alfo of Umbn, Pome¬ 
granate, Date, and other Fruit-Trees of all fort^ nay and Vines alfo', and the 
FRver tuns in a bottom by the back of the Village; inlhoit, it is a very agreeable 

Travelled over large, barren, and dry Coun¬ 
tries i V illagt is three Afr/itfeh from Pw* 

We left that pleafant Quarter Friday, the Twentieth of half an hour 

after one a Clock in the morning, keeping dill Suttb-E^thpardf tn our way, but a 
little toward the Smtb, in a fair even and fmooth Road .■ about four of the Clock 
wccioflcd a large Brook of running water, which comes from the River of Piiirj 
below Cbsftr ^ and a little after we aofTcd a Canal of running water, over a little 
Bridge, We afterwards ciofTed feveral other little Brooks^ having always to our 
Eight Hand a great many Villages, about break of day it behoved us to pafs 
one large Brook more; and about fix a Clock in the Morning we found a little 
Houle where RtffcibrJ lived : about two or three Muiket-fhot from thence, at the 
foot of a ^4 there is a Village call Tadivtn, where the River of Faira lofes it fclf 

and ends. , , 

Upon that Road w< met feveral Arabj with their Wives and Children on Ca- 
meU^hith canied all their baggage alfo s they were driving their flocks of Shetp 
and Goats, Since our depirture from^eFirjj we dayly met fiich, and they came 
from about Gentron and Liir. Thefc Attbi Lodge under black Tents, and have 
vaft Flocks, wherein confifts the grateftpatt of their fubftance: and that is partly 
ihe icafbn that they have no fijted Habitation, and that they even remove from one 
Ccnintry tntoanotlier in the dilferent feafons of the Year, jiufl as fome Birds doe ; 
For U 3 the Spring they leave the Country of Lor, and other places thcicabour, 
where the Heat is too great; and packing up bag and baggage betake themfclves 
whh their whole Families towards CswcfuKC'e, which ts a Village, I have menti¬ 
oned, with^ery good Land about it: and wl^n Winter begins to draw nigli, 
they pack up their Houfes again, and with their Flocks return towards Lar and 
Gemm, where U is never Cold* 11 is not only the Htat that in the Sumnirr-tlmc 
drives them out of thehotCountrys, but alfo the fcarciry of water, for they need 
a great deal for their Flocks, They arc almofl all Black, both men and women, 
have long black Hair, and cover nor their Faces. 

About Nine a Clock in the Morning we entered Into Bony way, where we kept 
marching tin half an ht>ur after Ten, that we arrived at a little called 

Idanehtf^f Banding by it fell^ and built in Bony gtOLind (urrounded with Hills: 
about fome hundred paces behind this KtrVfn/irjj iheie is a great round CiHern,four 
or hre Faihcm in DijmetTc, and is veiy deepi it ii covered with a great Dome of 
rough Bone, that hath iTx Entries, by fo many Doors that are round it, by which 
they go in to draw water, which in the Spring-time is fo high, that it comes almoB 
up to the Doors,fwcliin^fo high by the Rain-water in the Winicr-timc, by means of 
aTtenth that comts frean a neighbouring Hill: attach Door there arc fteps to go 
down to the bottom, when the water islow, for there is no other water in that place. 
They make, bcfidcs,Ln ihofc Quartets Ciftems after another manner» they are of an 
Oblong Square, covered with a long Convtx Vault, fliaped much like the Roof 
of a Coach, witlra Donr at each end : and one of thefc ways are all the CiBcrns 
from that place to Btitdtt, built. 

We patted from that ffoiw/er^jf, which is fix ifgeiJftdiBant from Cb/m, 
turd^ the one and twentieth of hJjy, half an hour after Two a Clock in the 
Morning, and had Bony way till about Four, after that we found a good Road 
which led us full Seutb ; about half an hour after Five wc paBby the Walls of a 
ruinated KcevatiftTay^ with a CIBem ad)o)inirg it; about Seven a Clock we found 
fame Brooks, and then Travelled tmoiig^ good Corn-Ficldr, until half an hour 
^ter Ten, when having paffed by a great mmy Girdenr, wc anived at a Urge 
Kttvanfrrty, which is about an hundted paces from a liitic Town called Ugijn'rtH, 
and is hardly worth a good Village; however there is a fiit Ejijr in it. This Town 
IS on all Handsencompaffed with Gardens full of Pilm-T^cts, which t^crc are fo 
• numctoiis 
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numciouf and grow fo near one anotbei, that they make a grrtc Forrefi, and [o 
fay the truth, I never fa w fo many rogether in one plaec, tKlides the Tamarisks fatntriiks, 
which arc likewife plentiful in that place. They have many Wells there, and draw •* 

their water with Oxen, as in all iJicrcfi of ferp, in (he manner I have defctT[>td 
when I treated of MsfuU There U a CiUem near the Kovanfany tike to that of 
but it is bi^er, having at Icilf feven or ci^ht Fathom in it Diamcire: 
it has a little houfe belonging to it, which conlUkof a Kitchin and a Lodging- 
Koom, for theufe of fuch as will not Lodge in the oar cannov^tKn it

won up three or four times, and down as often, and the Sun found us in 
this excrcife: about five a Clock we came to a Giilctn covered witli a 
and an hour after to another with a licep Roof. Half an hour after ftvcii 
we were pjfTcd our up Hills and down Hills i but the way was fiill fimy 
and bad: at length, about nine of the Clock, we came to a little KrrVMferjy 
Handing all alone, near to which aretwoCifletns, the one covered with a DoitiCy 
three or four Fathom in Diametre, wherein there arc three Doots, and as many 
Windows i the other has a fteep Roof: this place iscalled ffehai-ttm,(thitis to fayj mrUtibi.

Plain, lillabautan hour after, having found a little Brook on our Left Hand, we

Travelled on Sonfb-Ej/hpjrd, until about two of the Clock tlmt we found a little 
KoTje/fTiijf, clofeby a Village called Dtftitiimbey (that is to fayjl the Vilhgiyaf the 
tail, where thwe are fome Palms and Tamarisk-Trees. They drink no water t here, 
but out of a Ciftem near the Km/jtiftrayy which is three or four Fathom inDjanaeire* 
and rtvered by a Vatne with fix tJoors , this place is three long Agatfih i'rom Afomeir, 
and is the Jail of the Government of Sebiraty after which we enter into that of Lot, 

We parted Irom thence on Wrdfttfdayy the live and twentieth of Marchy about 
halt an hour after four in the Morning, and marched over a very even Plain, rjl] 
half an hour after feven, when we arrived at a Kervanferayy at thc*ctid of a lirae 
Village called Brtww, lying at the foot of the Hill, that is to the right of it, upSi Btntrit, 
which, on the other fide of the Ktivjtiftr^y arc the ruins of many folid Buildings,

alio wiih Fruit-Trees and Vires, and all kept in very go^ orfer, the WaWts very 
neat and covered with Artificial Arbours alt round; hcfurclhis Garden there is a

On that Road 1 ooJerved a 
pretty pleafant thing, which is piadifed in all that Coeotry as far as Wjt 
I fawfcvcialPeafants running about the Com-Fields, whor^cd loud (hours, and 
every now and then clacked whips with all their forces and all this, to drive away 
the Birds which devout all their Corn; when they fee Flocks of them coming 
from a neighbouring Ground, that ihcy may not light on theirs, they redouble 
their cries, to make them go f^herv and this they do every day Morning and 
Evening. The truth is, there are fo great numbers of Sparrows in PtrJijy ihic 
they dedioyall things, and (care-Crows arc To far from frighming them, that they 
will Pearch upon them. At eight a Clock we paficd by a little oovered J^enw^- 
TTtkf ftr 4 j called which puts an endtotheCcni*Fteldst for beyondthat, there 

iihudly anything to be found but Defarts fowtd with llotiest about two hours 
JruliMrw. a frer wc pafTed by another like to the former^ called Tagbfn^', and 

a little fiinha to the Left Hand, wc law a ftnall Foneft of Palm-Trees. Weaticr* 
wards marched on for thefpace of about two hours through very flony Ground, 
and then came to good even Sandy way. Half an hour after oitf in the Aftcr- 
Outfiti. noon we pajTcd by a covered Ktruanftrsiy called Oiuifili, and keeping on our way 
over Ittrlc Sandy Bitls:, we came at three a Clock to another, which is aJfo co* 
Sflnu^f^bV ver^ and called Schtmsj>^l», where we ftopt, and this place is feven Ag^af^ 
flQOl Lot. ^ 

Thefc foius/rr^r arc not built as others arc, but are little covefcd buildings 
about fix Fathom long, and as many bioad on the autGde^. and about a Fath^ 
and a half high: in the middle of each Front there is a Gate, and you enter by 
dicfe Gates under fb many Vaulted Walks, which run erds-ways within, and have 
each about iwnFathotn in length v they leave in the middle or Centre of the crofs 
they inakc^ a little Square about two Fathom every way, covered with a Daiwf, 
In fomeof them, there is in each Vault a half pee of ftonc two foot high, and 
about a Fathom broad > in the ouctide is the Houle of the Uoufc-kccpi, or Cu- 
dtt, fas they call him:) it Hands along one of the Mes of Ktr*afmy, and in- 
ftcad of Walk, is only crKlofed with a little Hedges in the mean time all 
the Proviftons you arc to expe^, mud be had out of thcle wretched Hi>vtls* 
When there is no body in the Kmumftrty, thefe Hewfe-keepers retire to rhdr Village 
or Huts, which is out of the way a quarter or half a Freiisk League ftnm thence, 
and fometimes Tiavclkrs mud go look for them, when they have had no no¬ 
tice of their coming. In the Angles of thefe there axe conMUonly lit¬ 

tle Chambers, which have the Doers on the outfidc, and the reft of the place 
is ibr the Hoifcs i there is no other water but what is drawn our of Ci- 
ftems, of which there are many m the Fields a little way fro«r the Kcr- 
va»f<tay. 

Wc prted ftom that wretched Lodging Ftiiof the third of Aprils about fteir 
a Clock in the Evening, and Travelled thfough a laree very cvm Plain, where 
wc law in many places the Ground whitened ever wirhMk, which' kmade by the 
Rain: about half an hour after five we pafted by a covered Kmisnftmy called 
Bobjirnl> and about feven by another eaMcd , by this kft there is a Hut 

wheie Lodges about eight a Clock wc entered in amoogfl Hills, and 

had up ^ and down Hill in very bad fiojiy way : where having lumtd to 
ar.d again till nine of the Clock, we came into a fair large Plain, and there 
marched on till about half an hwr after eleven at Night, when we prfftd 
along a great Village, where grow many feito which it hath 
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taken the iiatnc of Hhniontt *nd a little bej'Ond if there is ^ cOFcrcd Ktrvauftrm A^jriiisf. 
where wt Loi^ci : this place is hve Agatfih from ScbtmsuKghi. 

We patted from thence on Sjttcrtiiy half an hour after a dtren a Clock at ** 

Night, and took out waf fell Setnh-, by a very bad and ffotiy Road. SK/tJay 
about but a Clock in the Morning wc pafTed by a little covered JCfrvtfit/erire, called* 

StHoi, thee taking our way E^/farjrd, after an hours Travelling we lound anp- sMtu. 
thcr called Butgi Faria t a little after wc came to a nianing water, the clcarnefs stdi^FartL 
whereof fctf^jted us to till our Mrtnrj/, or leathern Bottles, but it was-go^ 
luck that I bid one of the Company fwho aligtited purpofely from his HorHy) ro talle 
it fiift; for he found it to be as Salt as Salt it fetf Our way continued ftill bad 
till about feven of the Clock in the Moining, that wc came to a Km/jtifiray^ 
called y this Kervanftr^ is covered as many others art, but it is much Wtia/ait ' 

tincr. It is a Square about eight Fatlwfn i in the middle of each Face thetc is a 
great Aich, by which one enters into Vaults, which make a Ciofs, as in the 
others, hut they are higher, and it is nor under thtfe Vaults that Traveltecs 
Lodge 1 for the Chambers are in the four Comets, about three Fathom fquarc, 
two or three foot raifed from the Ground, and open on the two (ides wtehin* 
where there arc great Arches from the Floor up ro the Vault j each Chamber hath 
its ChiriJiiy, and other finall convenitnccs; the Place in the middle !s covered 
with a PetM, in which there is a great round opening iu the top, By one cf rite 
Gates of this Kcrvanjtray there runs a very clear Brook, about a good Foot broad, 
which falls into an oblong fquate Bafon in the middle, and keeps it always foil ^ 
then it paffes farther in ludt another Canal as brought it, and runs out at the 
oppofifc Gate; this Brook comes from a HiU two Muskets (hot fiom the Kerpjn- 
it falls down from it impemoufly in a Channel above a Foot brotd.and about 
half as deep, and is received on the fiift Pillit of.a broken Arch, whtiJi'w (baped 
like a Well i there are a great many of thefe broken Arches in a row, with fome 
luins of the Pillars t and t believe they have been beaten down by the force ^ 
the water, which in time of Rain is very great at (hat place, nay feme of it too 
ran then betwixt the IHllais: perhaps if was bccaufe they were afraid of that 
accident, that they brought not the water upon thefe Arches, which in all appear¬ 
ance were only made for Omammt. The water falling down into tlris Well, 
runs under Ground about twenty Fathom length, and comts up again by the 
Pillar of the lirft of the Arches that remain cniiic to the number of deven, fihis 
Pillar being alfo Ijkca wellj and rifing to a height, it glides away in a Channel like 
tothatwhidi comes from the Hill, favc that it is carried along thefe Arches that 
arc about a Fathom and a half high, hit coming to a hi^er Ground, the Canal 
is not above two Foot high, and a liitlc farther runs level with the Ground, where 
making fevtial turnings and windings, it warm the Roots of a great deal of 
Lquoike growing by the (Ides of ir, until it come to the KtfBMfwtay. The truth 
is, that water is not good to drink, and it is only nccdlity that makes men ufo if, 
when there b none inaCiftem clofc byi hut it fervesat lead to end the Kitvan- 
/errfjp, and to walh any thing iji. Adjoyning to this Ktrvanfrrsy there is another 
very little one, through which the fame water runs i and a little farther there is a 
third, which b bigger, but fomewhat ruinous. This place is five Agittfih from 

Weparted from thence the (ixthof April, half an hour after Midnighti 

atftrft, for abovean hour wehad very bad Hony way, but It proved pretty good 
afterward; about two in the Morning we palTed by a little covered iffrpiw- 
ftray, callod Bakfi Dohxd, and about four a Clock by another, called Vgei tJbta i trM thkxit 
at break of day wt entered into bad way again, where we clambered up and Jdbnr 
down for above an hour among ftoticsi and then wc found the way better, 
till wc canK 10 a covered Kenis/tftray, called K<v EjErTgAtsu, that is to fay the ifjir 
Merchants Ditch, where we arrived about eight a Clock. This Ktrvmftmj is ts. 
of the fame bigpeft as the other where wc Lodged the day before4 it is built 
much after the fame manner, having in each Comer three Chambers, of which

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Wc pried from thence about half an hour after one a Clock in (he Morning; 
during a large quarter of an hour wc had bad (tony way i and about half an hour 
i^Eiifys Si/tM-after life wc pfled by a little cohered KtrvMftrayt called Solttiosii about 
three quarters of an hour after feven we came to fuch another, near to a great Vtl> 
'lagc called four Agatfib from Jfo/ ^zirgbun: we Ufr the Caravan at 

this place, becaufc our Carriers took Camels to hnidi the Journy with, and re- 
fi^lvcd to Travel only by day, and to be four days longer by the way t I there¬ 
fore .took a Camel to carry my man and baggage, and a guide to fhew ui the 
way,' V^iich from thence to Btsider is fo difficult, that he who hath Travelkd it 
hfty timbs may lofc hiinfclf therein^ fo that it is abiotutely necdTary to take a man 
of the Country, if one would not wander out of the way, 

Wc prted about eleven a Clock at Night, and prefently entered into a great 
fandy Plain, which ncverthelefs is peopled, and hath a great many Villages, that 
arctobefeen here and there: this is ocealioned by the abundance of PaJm'Vrecs 
that this Country ts full ol, the Soil being proper for them, though very barren 
for any thing e!fc. About an hour after Midnighr, we palTtd by a little coveted 
KtnavfiTjyt called Dakf^jr, which is an Agaifib and a half from Cottr^en't and 
a little after we palled over an Aqueduft which is level with the Ground, and 
called Faritliziihtd Atyi this Aquedudt brings water front a Spring at die Foot 
of the Hills that are to the Left Hand towards (he North i in digging, tr was difeo- 
vered, and the water of it is very good. 

Betwixt three and four of the Clock wc went over a very high and fair Bridge, 
above three Jatfiom broad, and betwixt feven and eight hundred common Paces 
long, it is well Paved, and has a fidc-WalJ on each iide about a Foot and a half 
high; under this Bridge runs a River above nine or ten Fathom broad, which » 
heard at a great dlflatwc, by reafon of the tioife it makes in its courfc; there is no 
drinking ot the water of it, for it js Sait, and it difebarges it felf into the Sea 
about fix hundred Paces from thence. The name of that River ii Robhimia that 
is to fay the running River, and that is the name they gtvetoalJ great Rivers» ft 
eom«from Ktmmi, the name of the Bridge is Pwfi Stugh, that is to fay Stone- 
Bridge, orotherwife FenliCortlimy before this River comes to the Bridge, tt runs 
by the Foot of the Hills on the Left Hand NortbtPardf^ and there it bttins to be 
Salt ; when it comes to this Bridge, which indeed, is only upon the fideit, find¬ 
ing it fo runs along the fide of it, and difeharges bur part of its water undwiieath 
in piling, which running under the Arches, and Knding the Ground lower on the 
other fide of the Bridge, falls wl.h great imptuofity, aol that makes the^mblLg 
noifc (hat IS heard at fuch a diliancc i the refr of the water running alone hv the 
Bridge, turns after wards towards the Sotub, and iofes it felf in tfe Sea feine 
over the foidw, we went a long a Caufey above two Fathom broad, and all Paved 
about ath^nd Paces in length, which hath a good Faiapt or Brcall*Wall about 
a Foot and a half high. 

Wtintfdty the eighth of Apnly about fix of the Clock in thcMotninfiL we came 
to a COTCTCd cimGbttfobi, fix Agatfeb from Cowiffw. T^cre Is ano-

C H A P. V.

S o (bon as we arrived, the Kbadjt^ faccoiding to ihcCufrom,) carried us to the 
Cudom-Houfe , where our Go^s were fcarched % and then we went and 
Lodged in a Kervanfir^l Before I engage to fay any thing of Bmdor, it will not be 
amiis here to obferve (omc Errors tn the Maps, which all place the ToWn of ScbirJf 
almodtwo thirds of the way from I/^jbsn to Baidtrt and nevcrthelefs it is but one 
third* Befides the Authors of thefe Maps put Botdir to the Semb-fFiJt^ and almoQ 
to the RFtff of Ljt, and yet it is to the I jjlward of it i artd Lar is to the draw¬ 
ing a lirtle towards the Satah ot SebitJt. 

All along the Road from L^r, or rather from Drbj-JTMf to Eradrr, grow tniny 
of tho(e accurled Plants which the tvrJiMj call Kbtrsttbnby of which f have (poken Kjbtv^dnrfb up> 
before, and which are pretended to have fuch noxious qualities s that if in- or dw 
Jmfy-, any man breath in certain hot Sontb Winds that come from the Sea, and Moral WlaJj, 
blow over thefe Plants, he falls down dead i and at moft, has no more time than to 
lay he burns; which happened at firndlrCowa, (where that Wind lagcs much,) to 
the nkji of Monfreur dtf who as loon as he had faid he burnt, died with, 

out remedy, though there was a great deal of water prefcntly thrown upon hts 
body ; that is the reafon that during thefe two months men Travel there but very 
leldom* After all, I can hardly agree in OfMnion with the peopfoof the Coun¬ 
try, who atfftbute this bad eftod to that Plant, 1 Otould rather think that it pro¬ 
ceeded only from the malignity of (he Wind ■, for at where that Wind reigns 
a]fO| and is much dreaded, I never heard any mention made of that Plant. Thts

high: there arc Fori-hotes in it for dve or tlx pieces of Cannon, but they have no 
more but two. The EAgt^h and "Dittch have each of them their Houfes very well 
bulk by thcSea.[idc, with the Flag of their fevcral Nations upon a high I ole on 
their TerralTes. 

Two good Leagues to the Stttibtpjfd from the main Land, is that fo famed llle 
of Ormtu^ which is at the mouth of the Gulf of ftrfuy that reaches from thence 
to BjJfwitf which is the bottom of the GuU. Onuuj lies in the feven and twenti¬ 
eth Degree of Nmh Latitude, didant from Bj^ra an hundred and fjuifcorc 
Leagues; Uhaih a F'ort which was long held by the F,frtHgKtfe, until the year one 
thoufaiHl fix hundred twenty two, that (he great Schib Abbsr, King of Ftrft^ 
alfillcd by the Englffh^ took it from thian by force. This llle which is but three 
Leagues in Cirenti, is whokly barren, for it ts all over Rock, that docs not bear 
a pile of Grafs^ nor has it a drop of Frefh water but what falls from the Sky, 
which the Inhabitants preferve in good Ciflcms ihature in the Fort, fo that they 
are obliged lo bring every thing from the main Land. And nevcrlhelcfs, in the 
limcc'f the Pwttrgw/r, it had a very populous Town and exceeding rich, wIkic 
all the Trade of the laditi was managed; at prefert there remains notnarkef it, 
and thticis nothing Inhabited but the Fort. The FortUffuJk loft that Ifland by

T Shall fake theoccalion of thisfecond abode at Sthifai to give the deJeription 
JL of what is molt lovely and curioos to be feen in that Country, though'indeed, 
there be no more but ruins, whereof the Anti<]uity is not welt known, nor what 
they have been tn foimci times i but they deferve to be feen by Travellers who go 
into thbfc prts, and arc very well worth the pains of Reading, by thofe who had 
father ttuft lo my relation, than to go and fee them themfeives. For my part I had 
picafureenough in feeing them, and titonlleiu Dolrrrewas with me, he came from 
FtMct with MortlieuT l^aern'ttr as fat as from 'whence we came back toge¬ 
ther to he with defign to return to fwwe, and I to Dii ft cl ft where, and 

go on 10 the Indhtx 1 could liave wilhed not to have left him fo loon, for he is an 
boneft man, and very pkafani Company. 

To fee thofe Antiquities fo much Celebrated amongfl the Curious, being out of 
me Town of Sebfra/, you mufi goflrcight keeping the way that leads 

to the Lake where the Salt is made that is ufed in thofe (^itcrs. Having 'Tra¬ 
velled c3n an Agatfih and a half, you fee to the Left Hand a Hill, which is almoft A Uke nhcte 
oppofite to a Village Handing in the middle of the Plain ; you itmft go up to the ^ 
top of that Hill, and there you fee the ruins of a curious Temple.

One may go thither in coming from Ifpahan by Hafn, or The vxy ria 
aftgbrrun, and the way is not longi hut the way lo it ftoiti Sebif^s Is by Badgtga, 
which is the lirll Ktrtnmftfi^apon the Road to IJpibM i and after two hours inarch 
from theqec, there arc two ways, whereof that tu the Left goes to ifpahsn^ you mull 
leave it, and take the way to the Right Hand which leads to Ifcbikt-mimt Having 
Travelled about two houts and a half that way in a pictfy good Road amon^ 

Heath, there is a Village on the Right Hand where one may flop and bait. Having 
pulTed this Village, you enter into a great Plain, where after you have Travelled 
three quarters of an hour, you pafsovtr a Caufeya Fathom and a half broad, and 
about an hundred paces in iengih* a little after you find another three hundred 
paces longi and a little beyond that juft fuch another: having Travelled a little' 
krthcT, you go over another Caufey five hundred pees in length, beyond which, 
after three quarters of an hours Joumy, you come to a great Bridge of two large 
Arches which is called fottli-CbM: in the middlemoft Pillar of it there is a Room 
with Tome heps to go down to it, whkh would be very delightful to take thclicfh 
Air in, if it were not uninhabitable by realbn of the podigious fwartns of Gnats 
that haunt it. The River of Bodemir runs under this Bridge, and is at that place 
broad, deep, arid fuU of FKb, the water looking vciy white; they alfur^ me that 
it (wclkfo high in the Winter.time that it reaches over the Arches, almoft level with 
theparaptt after you have plied that Bridge, and Travelled an Ixiur longer in 
a Plain, you leave a Village upon your Left Hand, and an hour after another to the 
Right, and tbm whhtn another hour you come to the Village called Mhtb^f-CbaHy 
near to sriiich ft ^fthdkUmmof i being but a quartet of an hours Joumy from it.

When yon arc at the top of theft Stairs, you ccmc upon a Plitform, where 
there ate a great naany Pillars, (ome buried under Ground, and others brotcen A place fijtl 
and you only fee the Bafts of nioii of them : ncverthclefs, rherc arc fcveiitcen ftiti ^ PiUirs. 
Jtindmg, and theft, with the others fwhercoi' nothing but the Bife^rc to ^ 
fc£o,)malte, (according to my account,) twelve Ranges, ftom Eajt to and 
from to AVrtin breadth canliliof nine PUhrs a piece; they are aboLtfeveni 
fathom high, and at three fathom diftaace one from another, a|i Ciiimfered, 
and fome with double Capitals: they arc all of an extraordinary Order, which 
yet hath great aflinity to the Doriclt.

Oif^Htc to this place at a few paces diftance from the Hill, there is aiijLilrc 

A fquirc Building, in (alhionof aTower, three Fathom broad, and four high, with a Ter. 

I^ildiug, lalsDvcr j on the top there is a kind of Aichitiavc of the Dortek Order, all of a 

white ihinmg Hone like Maibic, though it be not, all die Bones are three foot 
high, or thereabouts, and three Fathom long, fo that there is but one in eachl-iy 
of the front. The Gate of this Building looks to the Hill, and is three Fathom 
high, and one Fathom wide > it is above half hUed up with large iloncs that have 
been put into it. In the Lintel of the Cate, there are two great round holes, 
into which went (heends of the (hutting Oates that ferved for Hinges. On each 
of the other thioc faces, there arc hx inches, and two other fquaie ones over them, 
but leGt they are all of greyilh and black Bone, and llxty paces fiotn thence, there 
is a round piece of Bas-iclkf.

Thefe Building^ have been fpoilt, not only by the weather, 

but alfoby Men, cfpcdafly by aGoremour of Scff/irj/, whom coveto□fnefe prom' 

pted to mike great havock of them, becaufe he was obliged to defray the charges 

of allwhom Cuiiofity brought thither to fee them; which was like to have coft 

him his Head, the King having been cxticamly 'dirplcafed at fo unworthy an 

at^ion. 

At Ntft/cbi and Tfchthtl-tsmar^ there are Birds as big as Black-Bird?, 

which have the Beak of the fame bignefs and length, but both ir and the ref I of 
their body is of a Flelh-coloor i fo thi t one would think at firft fight that thefe Birds 
hid no Feathers, onlefs on the Head, Wings and Tall, which arc black v they are 
always to be feen about the many holes that ate amongfi the ruins: they are to be 
fecn rocnetimesatfoat Sth'aat^ but that is only in the time of Mulberricr, of which, 
fat leaft of the white,) they arc Very greedy: thefe Birds in bulk and fhape arc 
much-likc Starlings.

ttiiJbitjfjt apecefor the Mules ^ and he ciihlsgfKt himfclf to carry us to BF/^dtr^Rik nepanure 
in days- I went in the Cempny of the Revetend Father J)tMyr a F^lartJir^ 

Piovinciai of the batc-fcoted Cjrmtthtjjf w ho had two with him, and I my fer* 
vant. We parted from Sibir*^, JW^rday the eight ird twentieth ot Stfutmtefj a 
little after midnight i and went out of the Town by the fFr/f Gate, which is cal¬ 
led thc Giteof Bajfitrs, becaure that is the way to it, though there be neither Gate 
nor Walls at the place. We took our way fireight Travelling in a Ptiio 
more fruitful in Bulhts than any thing clfe: about three a Ctcrek iti the hfomittg, 
we pail by a little wretched Krrvanftrjy-f where ibcrt are Rffbdjrj, who demanded 
Toll of us j but we atrfwcred that we were and had ait Older from the 

King not to pay any thing, only w< made them a Picfcnr of Jive Cajbtghht This 
Ktrvanfer/^is two Farfrom Sebhar^ and is called Tjebftiiif RakLir, that is 
to (ay the KaWsrj Maple,mough there he no Mjple-Trccs there. Near to it there 
is a new built Bridge of three Arches, fas I take it,) under which runs a little 
water, but which in the Winter-time mull be impetuous i for near to that Bridge 
I faw the ruins of another, which in all appearance hath been beat down by tnc 
water. This water is called Ahtfchtnjr-Rakidf. We p(l over that Bridge, and /ttifthuaf- 
half an hour after, croiTed another new one aifo of two Arches, ovcj the fame Ri- Atbitr.. 
vcTi near (o which are alfo the ruins of another Bridge. THcfe Bridges are called 
FonJ-Fihaiigifly that is to fay the Bridge of which perhaps, was the Pttl-Jlhtdgi- 

name of him that built them, A quarter of art hour after, we pafied by the ruins 
of a iCnT-Tfl/ffiiy, that had boeo very fpaeiotis, and feated upon the fide of the fame 
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River, which ill appearaaw beat it down alfo^ though it tlood upon a pretty high 
Bark, the Chanel of the River being very deep at tbit place. A quarter of an 
hour after, we foitded ova that River, and began to afecod in a way that was 
nicitvgood, except in fonit piifes. About half an hour after five we cioDTed at 
little Canal. About fix a Clock we were got info a Plain aU full of Heath, as the 
tills about were » and had very gocid way, ^ Half an hour afttr rune, we came to 
Tlie River of lovely running (ticams, that come from a RWci called Ftts^*p which waters the 
Vftskitft. Country thereabout. About ten of the Clock we met with two ways, the one pretty 
narrow oo a veryftcep Hill, which has the fame River running by the foot of it, 
that it very deep iticic, if the Mules made fal^ ftep ifi this way, (which is 
1ijgh^tx>vc iheKivcti) ihey would not fill to fall into it, and be in datiger either 
of bicaking their Necks or diowoingv The other way is on the pi^ fide of the 
River, whith may be aefied in fevcFal places^ where the water is maUow » this 
was the way I took, becaufeit pkafed my Mule Co codO| to whom I freely gave 
ihe Reins, being perfuaded that it was better tequainted with the Road ch^ I 
rvjSi one of our Company who followed the other way, had almofl tumbled into 
tk River, Muleand all togctha: perhaps the way thit 1 took iscovetcd witJi water 
ill Winter, and fo there is a nccdlity of going the Hill way. About half an hour 
after tin we Came to a wretched KtrvjHftt^t which is no more but fome forty 
Vaults, all black with Soot and full of Hoifcand Pulkls dut^^ however, we had 
fhclter there. There arc ibme K^hdjrt that live in tliat place, to whom we gave 
a few The Rivet of runs in a bottom at the ba^-k of this Ko- 

where there are four Arches icoiiiningof a Bridge that hi been in iliat 
place, which arc tnighuly decayed; the water runs not under ihcfo Arches, but 
at the fide of them, where the ruins of the reft of the Bridge may ftiil be feen, 
which reems to have been of eight Arches. The Rivet is not very deep at that 
place 4 bur very broad, and one may fee that in Winter it fwells very high, and 
osetflows a great part ol the Country about, This KtrvAftftT^ is named Ffat/gt- 
ZnwJT, and is eight Foror ^fgat/ebfrom Schirft. 

We parted from H<tdgi 2Ana»y lutfdoy the nine and twentieth of Siptmhtrt at 
two a Clock in the Momtng, and continued oui way IFyfnfJr/, We had not 
gone an hundred paces when we paft over a new Bridge of four Arches, under 
which runs the Rivtr PivrJijri: afterwards we found a great many lovely waters 
that fall down from the Hill, and 1 believe (hat in the Wmici-time they overflow all 
tk Land (hereabouts which is very biTien and flony, bearing nothing but Heath, 
wild Chefs Nuts, and fuch Ukc Trees. Half an hour after three, we came to a Hill 
t^tihAtbi. called ^ImAshi ', and having a good way to go up, an hour after, we came to 
(he (Op of it, where (here is a Lodge for Rdbdjr/> whom we fatiified with a Pre- 
fent of a few Cothtghh', then we had a little down Hill, (ill about fix a Clock we 
came into a Urge Plain, foil of water tn the middle, (hat makes a Maiilh, which 
made us fetch a compafsabout for the (pace of two hours and above, to gain a 
Mwiiit Aniii- very high Mountain (called Andgtra^) covered with Turpenline and other wild 
**• Trees 4 about a quarter aft^cight we were got there, and having pafTed by x 

chiin^hK Ktrfatiftray^ C^alUd CbadgtgFt^') at the foot of it, we mounted up a I'i'iy ftony 

way for the fpaccof a tong hour 4 and then went down on the other fide, (Ul about 
eleven a Clock, when (finding good water,) we refted at half way down the Hill, 
under a Tree 4 there being no Lodging, but a kind of Cottage, where commonly 
lives a man that fell Vkfiluals, and who was not there at that, time; it is lut 
Pjfafjngu from Hadgt-Ztttm to this MtnsP, for fo they call a Lodging place in 
chofc Charters. 

We patted from thence on IFedflf/iiy the iafi of Stptfmber^ atwut two of the 
Cicek in the Morning, and havbg kept going downHil) ilill aboutan hours (ime > 
we then Travelled on two hours IFVjitpjrd in a great Plain 4 where there arc a great 
many Oak‘,and other wild Trees,which made the way, (that was of it fcif good,) 
very plcafant; Half an hour after five we came to a Lodge of Rdfwtrr/, which is 
Dtfitpfm. at the end of the Plain, and is called Vt^btm: commonly they make it,a Afi/nwf 
or daysjoumy from to becaufeof the trouble of climbing over 

the Mountain,'which txtreimly tires the Mules. There being no water in that 
place, but what is taken our of a beaftly open Cificm, we gave the£df'ddrj fome 
Ciihtgbit^ and lb Went On. A quarter of an hour after, we found a Sepulchre, in 
(ortn of a fquare ChappcI, covered with a Pena, and pretty near it two Cifteras.

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Wc ivcnl downwards afterwards, a vay tugged dcfccnc called Cbitjt Oiijcbt- cb»td Os^tbt 
fTfci^i in formeT times it was more rugged, and I believe that neither Men nor ^ 

Bealls coutd pals iti but the Moihcrof Imam'Cmli-Cban, Governour of Sthiraf, 
called Fbti NaJmtt, caufed the pillage to be made as now it is. The Rock in many 
places iscutinthe^fhionof Heps, in other places it is Paved, and all over fwherc 
the way is fo narrow, chatBeahs making a falfc Hq? were in danger of lumblhig 
into a Precipice,) there U a Parapet made of Hone about a Foot and a half hi gh , 
and a Foot ihich, fo that now it is palTable, though a great way of it one mull 
alight and lead i being come to the bottom of that dcfcent, to; near three quarters 
of art hour we bad very ilony way i and then came to a lovely Sping of water, which 
rprcadi fo over the Country, that with its waters it covers a very large Plain i it is , 

calhd Mgbiae^ We law that Water the day before^ from Mount Ji!iJgir 0 though 
there be a M™t Hill betwixt them. We pffed it at a narrow place upon a Bridge 
of [WO Arches, which is all ruinous, and is called Paui-Abgbkt. Hiving Tiv/cU Ptul-Aitiint* 
led on two hours and a half more, over a barren Flaia, about half an hour alter ten, 
we came to KarztTHm, fix Parafjitgei and a half from the laft Stage. K^rzfrwn is a 
Town of rainy Houfes, but all fo miferabic, that in our Country the greatcH Com¬ 
pliment that could be put upon it, would be to call it Bnurg or Vtllage, becatifc it 
has a MiTkct''p1acc y it depends on the Przirof Schir^f^ and is Commanded by a 
KtloHitTy there arc two ox three good KtrvMftrayi it iti and the water they drink 
there, is brought above half a League bom the Town, bur both in it and the 
there is water good enough for Beails and the Kitcitin. Here they 
would have (cited our Mules to carry Pioviiions for the King to Ifpahotty but 
the Rcvcicnd Father Provincial, going to wait upon the Kelonttr to reprefent to 
him that we were frdnftf i fo foon as the JCrWrr faw him, he ordered that our 
Mules (bouldnot be taken, bccaulc we were htan.gets. They have a great many 
Grapes and Melons here, and inahe Wine that may be made ufe of. 

We parted from Karztntm, Friday thefecond of OHehtr at two of . the Clock 
in the Morning, and Travelled on (till fFtfh^atdr in very good way. Half an hour , 
after four wep^cd by a forty Villigc called Drir, where they have no water to ifrij. 
drink, but what is taken out of a little Lake. About fixa Cicxk we palTcd by 
a little River that mas in a bottom, and there ts away along the fide of it v we 
took not that way, but leaving both it and the River, (Ituck off to the Left Hand 
by a very (tony way i about feven a Clock we l^gan to go up Hill in bad 
way, and a quarter of an hour after, found a Lodge of Ajb^/,V to whom we 
made a Prefent of fome CatiegbU, and kept on mounting upwards, till about 
eight a Clock i and then hiving dcfcended a little, we came into a very even 
plain, but which produces nothing, though there be nor one (lone in it. Having 
Travelled therein an hour, we pfTed by a Village called Kangh and flill Ttr^fn'. 

tept on in the fame Plain, till we came to a Village called Kaiit^dgt, at the far- Kaiwrtdefc 
rhei end of it. This Village is fix P<traftngtt from Kdr 4 trHni ; we arrived 
there half an hour after nine, and Lodged in a Houfe, that was lent us, for 
fume fmall Gratuity v the water we drank there h taken out of a Well 
clofe by. 

We parted from that Village Satitriby the third of OStAtTf half an hour afcct 
three a Clock in the Morning. A little after, we pifTed by a Kirv^aferayy called 
Ktrvaafttjy Kbadgu Velfit i it is not opened but in the Win ter. time, whai it Rains KbtJthBiiftt* 
nr Snows, the tdl of'the Year it is (hut, and no body Lodges in it. We continued 
going Wt^effdy but the way was very bad : about four a Clock, the way wasfo 
narrow, that only one Mule could pafs at a limci it lyes betwixt two HUls that ate 
very near one another, but it is not above an hundred paces long: immediatdy 
aftrr we entered into another narrow pals among the Hills, where the way is no 
broader, and we went down Hill in veiy bad way, until three quarters of an 
hour after four: there we fouad a Caravan of feveral Mules and Camels, which 
were coming from Kiij, and we met with feveral others afterward every 
day. Then we went up Hill for about a quarter of an hour, and aftctwards went 
down Hill again till fix of the Clock, in very irkfome way, and apnongtf drcad> 
fill Precipices, being deep black Rocks, where one is often (oiced to alight for fear 
of tumbling headlong. After that we had good way, but dill amongil Hilts until 
half an hour after fix, that wc found a great broad and deep River, called! KBndcbmt &««« 

Bvx/ebdvjr, the water of which tads a httk fwceciih i the foutce of it is near 
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Town caHcd Sebtlt^en, which is a days Jouiuy from KM^trum flforttiwdrdr, aiwl 
it lofo iEftif in the Sea lowwds BeifJw'KjJt: wc Coaacd along it, at tirli in 
a Plain ftn the fpace of an hour, and after that mounting during a quartet ol ao 
hour, we continued our Journy by a Hat way for another quarter, and then lolt 
fight of (he River for the fpace of half an hour, going up Hill all the while, until 
about half an hour after nine, we joyned it again, and Travelled on along the fides 
of it an hour and a half in very good way. There are many Villages thereabouts, 
and much Cultivated Land, feme of which bears Tobaccos I ilfofaw in fcveral 
places thaf faUl Shrub Ktrzthrih, About ten a Clock wc Foarded over a large Brook 
that fells into the River of This may very well be the River which Sja- 

/w marks in his Map, by the uameof Sht ; wc Foarded it again a quarter of an 
hour after, and thm five tiincs an end * (0 that in Itfs than half an hours time wc 
cTofled itfi* times{ having the water always up rathe Mules Belly, for five or fix, 
and in fomc places tnote than feven Fathtnn in breadth: itis fo bioad and deep in 
Winter, that It can no ways be Foarded over*, and Hheo they muft go by a very 
narrow way cut outia (he Hill on the Left Hand, which is very dangerous; for 
if the Mule make one felfc ftep, it is loft for good and alb About three quarters 
after ten, we began to go up Hill in very bad way, and that during an hour and a 
quarter» we foirctimcs alfo went down Hill, hutnotniuch, and always in v«y 
bad way, having the Rivci on our Right Hand: certainly 1 never faw woife way 
than what we had dating that whole day. At Noon we arrived at a Kttvdnjifiiy, 
called iCfnran/erjjf Nurgbiji, which ftandsonthe top of the Hill; it is feven Pd- 
TifMgtt from JTiuiwn^e v and was fo full of people that came from BtAder 
that hardly could we have fticltcri you find nothing to cat there, becaufc it hath 
no the Rivet runs by the foot of the Hdt on which it Hands. 

Wc patted from thence the fourth of O0okrr, half an hour after one in 
the Morning > and Travelled on IFi^ard in bad enough way. Three quarters 
after two we went down a very rugged way, but the worft is at firft, the reft being 
pretty good, hut that it is narrow, and upon the edge of an exceeding deep Pre* 
cipicc, fo that the Mules are in the feme danger as in (hoTe we paft^ which made 
us alight and lead down that deTcciit: we got dowt) about half an hour pift three, 
and alictlc after came into a very even Plain, andallSowed Land ; wc Travelled 
on there Saabif/Td, until (even a Clock, when to the R ight Hand wc again found 
tl)c River of which we foarded over* and ftopt on the other fide of the

We parted from thence blmaity the fifth of OUvhtr^ half an hour after four a 
Clock in the Morning, and holding ftreight iV^ we Travelled m a Plain i until eight 
o’clock, that we anived at a pitiful Ktrvjnftrity, which con litis in three nally 
Chambers, and all black with Soot i it is called Tph^t-Qhonhtz, (that is to fay^) 
the Well of the Vault, thewater that is drank there is drawn out of a Well haid by.

Cbanbix, in a day i our Mulctor nude us make two of it, that he might keep

Journics. 

Wc parted from Tfthd^Gbutbtz, the fixtb of Odebtr, at one a Clock 

in the Morning, and continued our way over a very even Plain, due A- 

bout half an hour after fix, we foarded over a Salt water, that was but (hallow; 
fiom'ihat we bad alt along a Plain covered with Sand to Brjidfr Rwi, where 
we arrived about half an hour after ninct it is (even jfggtfth from T^ebal;- 
Gbonhtz. 

The BtaderRtgb, (that is to fey fendy Port or Harbour,) is a littk Town built 
along the Sta-fidc, at a pfece where it runs into a long narrow Channel, that turns 
and winds, but is not deep. Moft of the Hdufes of ehts Town ate made of Mats 
lud upon a Tt^llis or Letiice of Poles inrerlaced, nay the Walls that encompals the 
Houfesare of no better fluffs fo that there is nciificr lion nor Mafons work in 
them. Tlwe ate fomc however made of Brkk baked in the Sun, Cemented with 

Straw, Moftof the Inhabitants of that place are Arabi, 
and all fpeak both dtabicK and Ftrjiafii the Governour is an Arsb, ai^ depends on 
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the Govetnour of Sci^at. The Soil about it is ali Sanct, and the water they

T he day^wcariivcdat fffflrfcr-Afi^aBatk put out fiotn thence tti the Morning 
for Banet*y and the lame day two Barks came from which l^oughi

to fend him twelve Barks to lit out with Soldiers, for his defence againil fevcir % ■?! 

Btfhofy who by orders from the Grand SigHiof were preparing to attack him,' 
bccaufe he had not obeyed fomc Orders from the Port, ^is was very unpleafent 
News to us, nevcTthclefs beingnfolvedtogo to whatever might happens 
we agreed with the Patron of a Bark lo pay him Hftecn Ah^fj for the paffage of 
the Reverend Faiher Provincial, my felf and three fervants: but I muft Hrlt dc- 
feribe the faihlon of thefe Barks. 

They arc great Boats bmlt much like the Gtrmts of Egfja, which have no Dccit, Barki of S«- 
and are round in the inlidc ; the Bark we went on Bdaid of, was above fix 
Fathorn long, two Fathom broad, and nO' Icfr in depth t there were two little 
Decks in the Stem, which made two foiall Cabins;, one over another i he that 
Hood by the Helm was placed on iheferJond i the Other which was the lower, was 
no more but a Hurdle ol Palm-Tree Branches laid upon IHcks that went crofs-ways * 
and there was a Deck alfo in the Stem or Head ; the Hem wjs htgjier than the 
Head, but was nude (harp as well ask i the Mafr was high and big, the Yard 
uniform, 'with a great Sait, and on each lidc there were four Oars, fthat is to lay 
fo many Poles,) with a board a toot and a half long, and half a Foot broad, frHcned 
with three^ Ropes to the end of each of them s but it is chiclly to be obferved j 
that time is not a bit of Iron in thefe Barks v the truth is, ours had an Anchor of They have

The Planks of the Barks arc faHened togcihcr by fmall Cords, that go through t 

holes made in them i and that they may hold fure, and the Cords k«p Hrdg&: 
they drive Jmle pegs of Wood into the holes, which prefs the little Cords very

of thcle ImaU Lines about three Fingers thick, which is faHened to the two Planks 
by other mtlc Lines i and of thefe there is one at each fcam or joynmg%f the 
planks, from the upper frde of the Earle, down to the RctU and over and above 
that, there is a Girdle alfo on the inllde which goes all round her: all thefe Cords 
arc made of Palm-Tree, and that they miy not be damaged by the water, nor the 
Bark leak, they cover all over with Pitch, In Iterc, a Compafs would be of great They have q» 
ufe to one of thefe Barks, but they ufe none, for they conuhonly keep within light Sca-Cotapsfs, 
of Land, and in the ni^t-iime arc guided by ebe Stars.

7biitfiUy the eighth of OBoktr (hey ga»e m twifce to go on board i and wc went 
ftn Foot along the waici-ride to our Bark which was half a Far/iy; ditlant, that 
is to fay about half a Frtnch League, lor Far/Ji^fc, Fatfange^ and Farafangt fignihc 
out and the fame thing, and wc went on brand at Noon: feeing (he was cmpiy, 
as being fent only to bring Dates from W'C had room enough*^ i hough I 

be1ie?cl^cngeis ate tnujch ftteightned in theft fiatks when they arc loaded, fot 
they mufl lie upon tlic Goods as high as thelide of the Bark. Wc had eight Sca- 
rotn on braid, betides the Mailer, and we put off as Toon as wc were on board, 
by bdp of two of the Compny, who wading up to the tklly in (he water 
Towed us, whilft the reft Rowed : three hours after wcfloprncai the thoar on nuc 
Right Hand, to take in Sand for Bailaft', they ttxrk in fifty Ciwffffi or Basketfuls on 
Head, and as much a Stem, and then raiftd their Mift and fitted all their Tackle, 
by the time they had put all in order, it was fix of the Clock at Night, and then 
we fetSail with an Windi and Handing away wc prcftnily 

got out of that long Channel, (he mouth of it bearing ■ and keeping 

on thefiune courfc, we loft fight of Land on the Starboard fide, but faw Land to 
the Larboard, as tongas wc had day-light: all night long wc bore a w^y fomt times 
Sstab-W^^ fometimes JTertWrf^, beating too and again with the fame Wind, 
butfb findl that it was almoft a Calm. 

the ninth of QUthtr at break of day, wc faw the Land near to us on the 
Right Hand, and wc were becalmed till about ten a Clock in the Morning, when 
we had ancafieSfltrir-fiTrjSGalc, with which we ftondoir a little from the Ihoar, 
bearing away Nettb-fF^', we made fo good way with this Gale, that at one of 
the Clock after Noon, wc were oif ano on with Bm^rr-Drjfrtfi, and about fix a 
Clock in the Evening wc weathered alitt’e point of Lind, which (they fay) Is 
half way from to Bajftra , but about half an hour after feven, the 

Wind all of a fudden Qiiftcd about to the Nanb^tFrfi aixl therefore wc Fui' 
led oui Sail and came to an Anchor. We were a little tofled during the wtiolc 
night. 

Next day being SjtrHrdiry the tenth of OQebtr, half an hour after fix In the 
Morning, wc weighed Anchor, and made Sail, though the Wind was fiiil at 
Kflrtb-fFid, and we ftoodawiy About eight a Clock perceiving the 

Sea to be all over whfte, 1 asked thereafon of it, and out Sea-nven told me it was 
bccauleihe water was fballowi and indeed, we had no more but five foot water, 
though we were at a pretty good diftance from Land : butfomc time after when I 
found that they had four Fathom water, and that the water was Hill white, f 
asked them again the reafbn of ir, and they could tell me no other, but that it was 
always fo in that place. The l^ofib-fFtfi Wind blowing Hill, they call Anchor \ 
for It war contrary to us, bccaufe in that place the Land bears Nartbrvrfrd, and then 
turns again towards making a kind of Semicircular Bay. From the place 

where we were at Anchor we made Land, but fo obfeurely that ir appeared only 
to be Clouds. After much enquiry and many queftions, I got it out of mtr Patron

all I could get out of that Man, and that was not a little ; for ft required time to 
pump fo much from hun: whence one may judge how difficult a thing ft is to get 
anexad knowledge of tbefe Countries, and ft is not to be thought ilraiige that 
the ways wc have of them are full of atoms, moft of them being mader upon 
ibe felation of people who pot undaftanding the Language, can hardly inform 
^ ^ Country, other wife than by ftgns, and foine words 

which here and ^erc, they undaftand, and foart apt to take orw thing for ano- 
mer. Half an hour afta (even at night we weighed Anchor, and kept upon 
Tacks, fometimes fometimes JVwtb-E^i but the Wind bfowtne 

lieQ) about midnight, we fujltd Sail, and came to Anchor in lix Fathom and a 
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hairwaiu. We were cxneamly rolTcd all night long, and 1 wondered that; the 
Bark fprang not a Leak, being fo teitcn by the waves. 

Next day being Smdjy the eleventh of OUnhtr^ we weighed about feven a ^ 

Clock, and kept beating upon a Wind fiomSumh-frto Nunh-Eij^^ until Noon, 
that we had calm weather: at length, about half an hour after two, we had a 
brccicftom Smb-IF^ t which tiwdc us weigh Anchotin goodeameft, and fland 
away North It is to be obftrvcd that in all that Voyage we had not above 

rwo, three, lour, or fix Fathom water at moll, though we were fo fir out at Sea, 
that we could not difeover the Land but like Clouds. About fix a Clock at night 
we wcie becalmed, and came to an Anchor. About midnightwchad alfrtfliGalc 
from Ntrib-TT^h 

Monday Morning the twelfth of OBohert the Wind Oackned very rnuch, but 
changed noti and therefore we weighed Attchor at half an bout after eight i and 
Handing away SoMthJfejlj we were loon after becalmed. Towards Noon we 
Rowed a little, and half an hour afrri, had a breeic from Sonib^fFifi^ with which 
we bore away till three in the Afternooti, when we entered into the Ri¬

Thcufual way to Soforj is by Sea, to the mouth of Sthit thAaTai^ which The way to 
they enter and go by water to Bojftrui but we put in to the River, becaufc out 
Sea-men, f who had nothing to do at BoJforuJ being only come to take in Dates, 
impofed upon us, telling us that we enuft go to Gbtban^ to take in freih water 
and wood, which we wanted, and that kwas alfo the (hcrtefl cut to 
but that great Barks went not that way, becaufe it was not derp enough, 
which we too cafily believed. So Toon as we were got into the River, we 
came to Anchor in a fathom water. At low water the River at that place 
is but very little fair, and a little higher it is firtfii even when it is Flood. 

Being Flood about midnight, cur men fell to thetr Oars, but Rowed not above 
an hour, and (hen came to an Anchor. Tl:e Country about feems to be 
very go(^ Land, it is low, even and green on all Hands, and we faw 
many Cows there feeding in the Meadows, which look much like the Mea¬ 
dows of Holland. 

Turfday (he thirteenth of OBobtr-i about ten a Clock in the Morning, our Sea¬ 
men went a (hoar, and Towed us up till one of the Clock, wheq being ovtt 
againft a Village, where there are a great many Palm-Trees, we hoilicd Sail with 
aWcrrb-IFr^Wind that Jailed nht iong, and fo came to an Anchor again: Out 
men went a (hoar, to hear News, (as thcyfaid,J of Ba^ora^ and coming back in 
the Evening told us, that all things were in confufion at that ^e Bj- 

pa was marched with his Whole Army towards Bagdad^ and that all Barks 
were taken up for Tianfportliig of Soldiers;, and that therefore they^lurd go no 
faithcTV but were lefolvcd to return empty to Beuijifr-Riifei ^ This was all falfe, and Adieit of the 
the troth was, they had no mind to go any farther, defignipg to take in thdr Car- 
goe at the place we were at, where there is plenty of Dates * and that was the 
reafon they had brought us that way. 

Ncvcnhclefr we mufl pretend to believe all the Knaves told us,* and try to find 
another Bark, 10 cany us to Bajfera. We fent then a fervant next day to look 
for one, and he brought us a fmall thing, wherein the mirn pyomtfed iq four and 
twenty hours to carry us to the Town, for fix which we gave them. Thefe

over on theoutfidc* Thcfe Barks are made very fiteng, the tides being about a 
F'oor thick* and all the Planks are Nailed with great Nails, as aie driven 
into Gaicf in PrAveri they have like wife a Mall of an indii^erent bignefs: 
Indeed thefc Barks make but heavy way, crpeciilly in the rmddlc of tl)c wa¬ 
ter, wherothey cannot ufe a Sail* if they have not the Wind in Poopi and tie- 
vcrthclc& they load them fo deep* that they are not above Iraif a Foot above 
water. 

We embarked in one of ibc^ Boats about half an hour after tlftee in the After¬ 
noon* it was fliU of a kind of very long green Rufhes that have a great pobt at 
the end, whereof they make very fine mats, Om Crew con 11 lied of two Sta¬ 
men and a MaRcft the two men Towed us on Land till halfan hour after fix, that 
we came before a Village to the Left Hand * there wc call Anchor, our Men un¬ 
loaded all the Rullies, and going afterwards to the Village, we we fkw no mt^of 
them till next day. Thb is a great Village* and has a [quarc Cilile with eight 
Towers V to wit one at each corner, and one in the middle of each fide * but they 
are all of Earth, and fo thin that a double Mufket could batter them all down. 
This place is called (that is to fay Gallle Mi/it,) and they make many 

I>jnrgi there. The Country of Gbibin reaches from thence to the mouth of the 
River of Camh and in all that fpacc, the Land on both fides the River is 
called Gbtban : it is very good Soil * and if Cultivated* would produce any 
thing i hut is is ncgledcd through the Larinefs of the Inhabiiants, who con¬ 
tent themfelves with their Dates* there being in that Country vafi Woods of

We parted from KontmiM Tbttrfi^ the fifEcenth of half an hour 

after eight in the Mornings and atfirJi pur over to the other fide of the River*

We prted from that (^cc Friday the Cxtcenth of fix nf the Cbck, 

aivd having the Windat^wfift, wc made Sail and Rood away Netib-JV^L Aquar- 
ter after eleven, we pafled by a fquatc CaflJe, (called Ksur-AfitfiieiJ which was 
on out Lift Hand* and is fUnked with eight Towers, one at every comer, and one 
'in the middle of each fide f and near to ir there is a little Ctna). A little farther 
wc faw a Straw-Houfc, where Officers of the CuRoms live, who did not vifit us* 
but only ordered our Maflcr to cany us to the Cullom Houie of Baffsts. Leaving

firai it is very broad, and has above eight Fathom water *, but th«e are great 
fioncs infomc places of it.

The \Vind flackened fo at this place, that we fcareely made any way at 
all : however wc drew near to the fiiOK on the Left Hand or fide, and about 
haU’an hour after eight, our Men took iheir Oirs, and Rowed till three quarters

Wc parted from that place SjturJjy the feventcemh of at fix a Clock 

in the Morning; half an hour after, we entered into a Canal to the Left Hand, 
which runs Smb-ff^4 i we had on out Left Hand a very fpaclous Caflle, pretty 
entire on the fide of the Canal, but ail ruinous towards the Sea-iidc, This Canal at 
high Water, is as broad as one half of the StiHtt but when the Tide is out, it 
is but a forry Btook full of Mud. The Town of Bajfbta lies on the two fides 
of this Canal, though along the fidts of it, there bo nothing to be fetn but 
Gardens, the Houfes being backwards, We came along that Canal, till eight a 
Clock in the Morning, when we aiiived at the Cuftom-Houfo, which is al-

It is not enough for them to have been fo Baptifed once in their life-time s bur they 
often reit«atc thefe Ctremonies *, and every yew during the fpjcc of five days, every 
perfon, great and fmalJ, young and old, Male and^ Fcmafe, is Baptifed and Re* 
baptifed.- and when any of than Many, the Minlfler again Biptifes the Bride- 
Tfie Sacra- groom and Bride. They hold only four Sacramentr, to wit, Baptilbi, the Eucha- 
menri of the Orders and Marriage, they acknowledge ncithfr Confirmitioii, Eictrcam 
jj f«i, Undfioti, trot Penance. As to the Sacrament of the Euebarifl, which is but a fio* 
Rlinal Sacrament, no more than their Baptifm, they pronoutvee not the words of 
The Kon» of Confcaatiotr over the Hoft but only fomc Prayers. Tliey make their Hofts of 
tlic Flower kned with Wine and Oil, As for the Wine of ihrit Confecration, thty 

makcuTcof Wtrvc drawn from dryed Grapes fleeped in water, which they prefs i 
and they ufc the fame Wine for rooiftening the Flower whereef they make the Holl. 
7hr Mblflrn In lelation to Orders, they have Supcriciiir and tnferiour MtniJIcis, but they ufc 
ofiheSifrw* no great Ceremony in Confccrating than; for Children foected ro their Fathers 
in the Minillcry, provided they be fifteen or fevenreen years of Age, and failing 
Sons, the next of Kin fuccetd ; this is all theCcitmony of their Confecration ^ a 
Miniflci fays fotne Frayns over him who ts to be a Miniflcr, and that is fufficient 
The Nirriige with them. As to Marriage, the MiniJler who is to Officiate, takes an Oath of 
rfthe5**f«j. the Bride, inprefcncc of the Women that are called to the Geicironyf that (he 
is a Virgin i and kc her fwcar what (he pleafe to him, the Minifkis Wife muA flilt 
fcareh her, and make her report i afterv^s the Minifler Baptifes the Bridegroom 
and Bride, and then fets them Back to Back, faying fome Fiaycrsover them, which 
complcats the Cerctriony of the Manage. Every man may have two Wives, 
both Lay-men and Minifleisi but all the Wives that MinifleTS take mufl be Virgins 
TThe Siitta4 when they Marty them, fliey know not what the Gol^t is.

Of the Vofage frm BafTora to Indies. 


F fiid^y the fixch of Hcuembtt I Embatked at Kiffst* lo the Ship of an 

wiMWiiof two hundred and thrcefcore Tun burden^ called the Hspe- 
irrH. This Ship carried dghtceu Guns, and had on Board one and ^ 

thirty Sea-men, of whom fix and twenty were Baffw/rr, and the other 
five MahmtiiKt. We had no on Board, but the Captain who 
was of the Gunner a Native of Ifluien, and two Sailers, the one a Vtn^ 

ritfff, and the other a Grtth^ of Cattiy. This was an built Ship, and foi- 

tticily belonged to the EngUPt Prefident at pKn'-tf, who had three oihcis befides^ 
and then flie carried twenty eight Guns: but War breaking out betwixt the Engti^

aflfft Ryafea Head i kit in M^bsmtan Ships this Palfage cotii no fnotcbui fifteen 
Aha^i. 1 hired alfoof the Gunner a Uttk Cabin for my feHf in a corner of rhe 
Gun-Room, at the rate of forty Aha^u for ihc Voyage from to Surrat, It 

was fin f oot long, much about the fime height, and four or Hve Foot wide ; fo 
thatJ was pretty well lecommodaicd^ hiving a Bed of Boards, two Foot raifed 
from the Deck; there' wis room cnotigh in li fiir ray Daggaj^ and I could Read 
and Write tlitrein by day, by the light 1 had ftotna lilitc shuttle i but in the night¬ 
time 1 could only fleep in it, btcaufe 1 had neither the convcnicncenoir liberty of a 
candle, I took care to carry m Board with me i gotjd large Jarr, whjcK I had 
tilled with very good water. Such as under (land the beneht of this, never fail 
todo foi it is covered with i woodch tovjff, ind fhut with a Padlock; and is 
very ufcful, when frefh w'itcr begins to be itsree on Board for tJicn every one 
betakes himfelf to his Jarr i and though the Captain liaJ laid in good liore of 
frclb wafer, yet we had rcafon to apprehend i fcatcliy, bccaufc beildcs a grcilT 
many people, we had ten Horfes, fcveral Sheep, Goats, and Pullets twi Board. 
1 made alfo a provilion of Gisket, and other ntcelTaTics for fubfiHancc', ihougfi 
I ate with the Capiai'ri and the other three Fnnjitr that were on Board. 

We fpent four diys betwixt Ejjprj and the mouth of Sebat-ti~ Aitrjb i bccaufc 
ill ^jfwi(,yfihcfcventh of Nvcrisimve lay In 11 before that day .being em¬ 

ployed in cleartng the Shrpj and 4iinking B^'dV with the Owners FiW/,. who 
Hayed at Erjpru, and fent another in his place to Sitrr’atf il'hcre his Maf^i was. 
Tbit day then, was f^ni till night in drinking the Sitamti in fthaUah, ft hat is to 
fay. to the good luck, if it pleafe God} or the Fuy, and that with the noUc of 
Guns. At length the Merchant being gone, we weighed Arithor, but faramy 
Ihort while; for we* were obliged to dtop it again at riiidnight, Kcaufc we could 
1 rot advance but by the help of the Tide i fb t&it it behoved «S to Bay for the Ebb 
before we weighed, and cotnc to an Anchor again when It made Floo'J : and this 
cbuife we were forced ('fhe, dot only till New Moon',' which changed not rill 
the fcvtnth of N'eticfliSfr, becaufc of the Smb-Ea^ Wind that blew tilt 
that time v but alfo fhf foinc days after the New Moon, though the Wind was got 
about to NsrrjMFiff, btcalife it was too eafic to f«ve our turn, BcHdes, thd Jif- 
fen lion that was on Board the Ship was a great hmderaticc to us, for the Captain 
war of one mind, and the two Pilots each of another, all the Merchants [ikcwjfe 
putting in for their (hate in adviGng, This made the greater confufion, thdtont

All that 1 thought lit to obfetve in this Voyage till we got out to Sea, is that 
vre pft betwixt the main Land of BaJllrJ, and the Iflc Ei-FrWi, having that Ifli 
to the Larboard, as well as SockAi and Boujtiii, Two men did nothing but heavfi' 
out rhe Lead, to know how many Fathom water we had, and mult commont/ 
they found three, four, of five Fathom: ntverthclefs, il Wjj the ninth of Nt- 
vmbtt, our Ship ftiuck a ground, at the point of the lllc of CWrr, which lyes 
towards the Rivet that goes to Babma ; luvlng but there eleven Foot water,a Foot 
hfs than two Fathom, and the Ship drew at hall twelve Foot water. Tins obligci 
us to wait till next Flood carived us off; and thtn we hft that Ifland to the Star- 
bond. About feven a Clock at night we part by the mouth of the Channel

7tepijj the tenth oJ Nmmhef, the Tide of Ebb beginning an hour before daj^ 
wc weighed Anchorj and continued our courfc betwixt the Iflc : bjJtr, and the 
lllc CfdJi) and there we found the water brachifk At this place the Palm-Trees 
end 3 and the L^nd on both fldcs is only level and barren Plaitis, and fo low 
thafatbigh wata they are almofi all overflown: about two hours after day, rhe 
water caIt us fo much upon the Land on the fide, that our Poop raked the 
fhoan and that is in a manner uti avoid able in this place, where all Ship? arc forced 
alhoari ncvcrthelefs, though we were lb near, we had two Fathom water a Stern 
and three a Head ^ and the current of the water drove us ibnvard at a great rate; In 
the nacan time our men did what they could to get out again into rhe Channel 
and at length with the help of our BDat (bat Towed us, they acconrtplilhed it,' VVe 
found three MidfuUKtitn Ships which fet out thc'farneday that we did from BijJprj, 
and all three had had the fame luck, having been by the force of the Jlrcam call a 
fhoar as well as wc. The Courfe we flood from BjJfcra till wc came to the Sea, 
was in thcl^ioniog, whllfl we had ihe Wind at Snuth-Ea^, S?wrJ&, Soutb 
and after wc had it at Nfrib-tyefiy wc Steered always Smtb-Eajiy or SsKth 
Sirttlb-Etlft. ’ 

About nine a Clock in the morning we had a pretty bii^k Gale from Nmlhfytif 
which made us fpread our Mizan and Miian-Top-^LI, the Main and Main-Top^ 

Sailj and tHe Fore-Sail, and Forc-TopSaiU and then wc Hecred away South 
Siruib‘l^(jly making the more way as the Wind grew fref^: rhe water is very 
bioad at this place. About half an hour after three a Clock in the Afternoon 
weeame to an Anchor near the Mouth of the River, becaufc our Men would nor 
venture out to Sc* in the night-iitne, for fear of being flranded t for in the mouth 
of this River, there is but two Fathom water when the Tide is oufj and the other 
Ships did as wc did : the Wind in the mean time ccafed about midnight. 

Next day, we weighed Anchor about half an hour after lixintlic Moioing, and 
having fpread the Fore-Top-Sail, we Steered away Somby SoHtft^Eafiy but feeing 
jt was little better than a calm, we made but very little way: neverihelcfs we bc- 
giiTi tolofe fig^tof Land on all hands, and had betwixt live and fix Fathom wattr. 

Abou t nine a Clock, wc came to an Anchor to flay for the Tide, becaufc then we 
had but little water: about eleven a Clxk, it being flood, we weighed, and a 
WfftMrrjf Wind riling at the fame time, we clapt on all out Sails, Steering our 
Courfe fortfetimes fomedmes and fomc times South- ac¬ 

cording to the wafer wc found, which was fometimes but three, and fomcf tmes 
four Fathoni. ' Half an hour after one of the Clock, we had four Fathom and a 
half water i and at two a Clock five; but at the fame time the Wind chopping 
about to we were forced to furl our Sails, and come to an Anchor. Jt is 

very dangerous puning out of that Rivet after the tirfl days of Noi/emhery for com- The f«f« ef 
monly the 5jnrtb VVhds begin fb blow at that time, and lafl all whereby 

many Ships that put out too late, are cafl away, 

7hurfd*y the twelfth of Ns-Mmbtty the Sun lofe with a fliff Wind from Smb^ and 
at the fame time the Sky was on all hands over-cafl with fuch a thick Fog, that 
we could hardly fee the other Ships, which yet weighed Anchor and were Towed 
by their Boats: we did the fame, though it was againfl the Captains mind, who 
feared a florm, and would have kept ftill at Anchor, We got our Boat then to 
Tow us, the ^ips Head flandingfL^I, Sotah^E^t in five Fathom water. About 
half an hour after eight we unlurJcd the Fore-Top-Sail, and flood awav Ej^, 

AVti-EjJf, and a little after, iVurtit, Kerib-Esiif. About nine a Clock, weTprcid 
the Mizan-Sall, whilfl our Boatflill Towed us. About half an hour alter nine, ihc 
Wind fliiftjng about toEj/f, we picfcntly furled out Sails, and turning our Ships 
Head Soutb-kjjiy came to an Anchor a quirta of an hour after, in three Fathom 

water. That day they began to alio w evt ry one but t wo meafures of water by day i 

one to boil the Kettle, and ihc other to drink i (each meafureis about three Pinisi.) 

About a quarter after tp a Clock, we weighed Anchor, and were Towed by our 
Boar, fpreading out Mizan, Maia-Top-Sail, asd Fore-Top-Sail, though we had no 
fettled Wind, but fomecimes one way and fomctimcs another, and we turned the 
Ships Head Ntfrrb>£d|f. A littlr after, the Wind getting in to Soutb-Ea^, we bore 
away Eafiy apd prefcntly it (hlftcd to South ^ fo that ihreequattcis after ten, we 
came to an Anchor.

getting about to Stiuth-Wt^, we let fiy the Milan Top-Sad and Forc-Sail, and flood

C Oflgfl, a Ufrte Towntn the Kingdom ofPn-JiJ, lyes twenty feven degrees, and 
fifteen minutes North Latitude i it liands upon the Sca-Hde^ almofi: at the 
foot of a blackilli Rock, which'is very ncir the flioar, and and for fome thoufands 
of pees teaches to Ed/fi it {heltersall the Town from the Nsrtfe Wind, 

and behind it there is a high white Hill, as all the Hitls along the Coafl of Perfu are 
white. This Town lyes in length from to Eujf, Sotl^b~E^^fl i 

it is but very fmall, and has a little Canic defended by three fnecesoi Cannon, ft 
has a fafe Road for Ships, though they be often CufTed by high Winds, whillt 
wc were thercjitblew fo lirong an Eafi Wind for four days time, that no Boat could 
come or go a (hoar, and all the Ships that were at Anchor drove except ours, 
though they had two Anchors a piece a broad i but they being fmall Anchors, took 
uo iuoug hold in the ground, but cafily came home: we rode it out very well with 
a great Anchor, and all that we were affiraid of, was leaft the other Ships that 
dr^c might run foul of tis v as indeed it happened one nlghr, when the Wind, 
having broken the Cables, and forced a Tttrh^f Ship from two Anchors, if (he had 
not had a third, (which they fpeedily let fall, J Ihc would have put us in danger i for 
die was iuftupon our Head > n^vcrthelell, I riever heard of any Ship call away in 
that Road, The Territory of this Town is of fmall extent, confifting of a little 
Plain that Is (o the E-rffward, JfVffrpjrrf, and Ntnbtejrd of the Town, betwixt It 
and the Rocks but this fpot of ground produces good Fruits, as Figs, Grap«, 
good CJuioccS) PnWi Oranges, Limons, very large and good Pomcgranais, Me- 
kns, Water-Melons, and plenty of good Tutneps: it produces alfo Palm-Trees 
and two kinds of Indian Trees, to wit MrfflgU'Ticcs, and ihofc Tices which arc Air^ft-Trees, 
by the Fmugvtft called Arbor dt Efyjcer, (that is to fay,) the Tree of Roots, be- 
caufc their Brtncbesjtakc Rooting in the ground. They have Sebirof Wine there, 
but it is very dear, and good Brandy made of Dates. There are Sulphur-Hills 
near this Town, and Ships take In great quantities of It in Hat Cakes of two or 
three pound weight a piece, to be Tranfported to the Inditt. It is very hot tn this 
Town, but the Ait isgoodi the Water is brackifo, and taken out of Wells, there 
Is fome pretty good, but that Is only for the richer fott, becauft it is dear, 
being brought upon Afles a Paraftagut from the Town v and after all, it is but Well 
water, and hath always fome bad relifti. This Town depends on the Chaa of t^r, 
in whole abfence the ScItah’Btndtr, (that is to fay,) Cullomer,or to render it word 
fof word. King of the Port ’, for fothey call the Cuflomcrs in Perfu^ governs all. 

This GuilonvHoufe receives a great deal of mony, both for Goods Imported and 

urrioadei there,and for the Commodittes of Pei;//ir,that are Exported from that Port 

to the laiiet* efpecially within thefc rvi^o laft years, that Ships go but tcryfeldom 

to Bender- AbaJ^f ^caufc ol the exai^ions and cxtoifions of the Governour of that 

place, exiting fcven Tomaritfaj Anchorage, whereas at Congo they pay much lefs: ^ 

whi^ makes Ships from all quarters come thither, when forme tly they^never 

touched thtre, unlefs they had been obliged to put into it for water. One half of 

the profit of that Cuftom Houfo belongs to the King of Portiegat^ who after the Half of the 

lofsof Omsttf^ dill fo infefled the King of Ptrfjj, by his Ships that continually kepi CuHvmi of 

cruifingah’iig thatCoiJi, that the Perfian was conftrained to make peace with him, 

upon Conditions, of which this was one, that Tic Ihould have the half of the pro* 

titsol thole Cnfloms, and five PffJJflrtHoifcs every year: and therefore the King 

of Po««gj|keeps an Agent there, who has the PortitgHtft Colours aloft upein his 

Houfe. *Thc Pri'JwgrHfe Mmki have alfo a Convent and Church there. 

The Diffell were accuftotticd to fend a FatSor thither yearly, to buy the Pearls of 
Eabrrm, which for the moft part brought thithef, it being but tifty Leagues from

Ci»(t for the Voyage this year. 1 tnidE enquiiy whether or not it was fafe to go in that 
Galliot, and was tnfanned that no body would venture any thing oo Board of 
her, for feat of the Zinganv/, who are litfifMffj Neighbouring upon the^nrd^, that 
rob mofr part of the Barks that put in ot cut of it. The King of Megtd lends 
them Prefects every year, though they be his Subjeds, to oblige them to leave 
off their Piracy but being Rebel Subjel^ they take his Prefrnts, but flili con* 
litiuc their Robberies. 

The Thtfe Z«^jJTerhave a pretty odd way of taking Prhes* (twy keep with their 

way of Rob-gj^kf upon Bar of the Study, and when they fee any Metphant Bark coming, 
thcygetrothc Windward of him, and being come up pretty near before they lay 
him on Board, they throw into the Bark a great many Pots full of Lime reduced 
into a very rmdl Powder* the Wind driving this dui) agajnfr the Men that are on 
Board, blinds them, and renders them unable to make dcfoircc. In ihc mean time, 
they ^rd and leap into the Bark, putting every living foul to the Sword, (foe they 
have no other Arms but Swords and Arrows.*) and if any have a mind to fave 
their lives, there is no other nay for it, but to jump into the Sea, and fo avoid 
their fury until they be nhotely Maflersof the Vdfels for till then, they give no 
Quarter: but when they find ihemfelves fure of ihtir Prize, they fhed no more 
blood, and make Prifyners of all that remain alive s to hinder whofccfca ping, they 
cut the great Tendon that is above the Hnl in each Leg, which renders them for 
ever unabltfo runaways and indeed, it is not poflible fora Man who has thefe 
Nerves cut, to go. Then they cany them to thtir Habitations, and fet them to 
keep their Flocks, without any hopes whilfl they live of being delivered from that 
Bondage which is worfo than death it fclf. Having informed my fdf then of 
that Galliot, I learnt that (he was not only in danger of being taken by\hc 
Zingants, but alfo ibt the Men who were on Board of her, and were all Bjitiianr^ 
were tefolved to make no Defence, but to let thcmfclvcs, (according to ihcir 
Cuttom,)bc taken like fomany Calves: befides IhouJd thefe Men have bew Friends 
of thcZwgqjrri, 1 had rcafon to fear that they might fell roc to thefe Pirats, or 
to the Arabf of Mofeitt ; fo that tinding my fclf every way in danger of lolTne 
my Liberty Of Life, and not permitted to defend my fclfi 1 rcfolvcd to continue 
in the a^f/, and fo proceed to laying alidc all thoughts of the Cal- 

hot, which Jet out from Cengo, Thurfdi^ the thirttenth of Dtetmber, I have 
obicrved theft things, becauft I think the knowledge of them may be ufefu!

We lay fixteco days before and 1 ktpr on Board all the while, not ihiiik- 
W it CQiwcmciU to go a Ihoai, bccaufc of the King of Pertugalr Agent, with 
whom I had had a little dadjing at ScbitJi. This Man was powerful at , 
ntvcuhdcfs he dayly tilted me to cornea (hoar, and fpend fome days merrily at 
his Houfe, and cotnpUioed fo all our Men that 1 would not : to this I made ap- 
fwcT that I wasrtfolved mt to fee i Foot a fhoar, until I could walk upon lit' 

/itfii’ground. And (the truth ts,) when I tefleaed upon what befd tne it Ca- 
uwraff, 1 looktupoo it as a Ttcfpafs agaioft human prudence, to run the haiard a 
ftcond time of being hindered to go into ttie ladk/. So that all the Armnuni 
being a fboar, and our going thither a days, and nevtr returning till night, 

1 was many times the only White Man that icmatocd on Board with the Blacks, 

for fo they call iheWwflri and in the /udiei thqr put as great a difference betwixt 

aL White and a Bbck, as betwixt a Maflcr and a Slave» the Sons of Europunf, wniwi. 

born in the Inditt arccalbd MmiR/V they are not CjdcfpicabJc as the xziMndijnr, i^atiStu 

(that » to fayj thofe whofc Father and Mother are both Inditnt*, but after all, 

the ejw/look upon them liil), as people infinitely below themrdves. 

In the mean time it was very ill ordered that the Ship Ihould be fo abandoned, 
for aCaptainis, (as it wttcj the Mailer of a Family, he ought never tolycout 
of his Ship, or if be docs, he ought at leali to leave feme body in his place, to give 
Otderi when any accidci>t happens, as very often there does', and ind«d, wc were 
like to have been ruined on morning the ihirfieth of Nixwfliier, when one 

of our Itrf/ww having lighted a Pipe of Tobacco aloft upon the Deck, before the 
Malicts Cabin, he laid down his Match upon the Binnidc, fo neat the hole of the 
Whipfiaff, that it fell down tbiough that hole into the Gun-Room, at the ftwt of 
the Mizin Mart, upon which mat^y Homs full of powder hung, and vFhere there 
wcrcfcvcral Bandalicrs, and Canaradges ready filled with powder for the Giinf, 

By good fortune my man went down at the fimc timciand being m ihe Gun Room 
fmaifirc, which made him look about on all Hands, until he found the lighted 
Match which be fnatched up, and in gteai fear brought it above Decks, and in 
all probability it he had not gone doutn at the very nick of time, the Ship 
could not have failed of bciug very quickly blown up. But Cod of his infinite

Whim wc lay at Anchor before Cenfe, we put a thoar two Horlcs foi Per/Jj, 

and took on Board four others htlonging to the ShHt hUmti WwJe* 

Agent of the King of tenu^^U, who left his Refidcnce atCsfl^o, upon difeontent, 

b«aulctbcCulloincr would not pay him all that belorgcd to the King of Fsriu^jt 

of the profits of the Cufioms this year and the year before- And for rhai reafon 

he was refotved to go to Daman, and from thence to Gua, to complain to the Vicc- 

Rov defi^^niog to come back with two Galliots of War, and pKindei what he could 

along the'cioall of PtrM and chiefly at Congo i which would have been eafiefot 

him to do, even with fo fmall a Force as two Cal hots. He put on Board, then

know more dran himftlf W'hcn he was in all his lage no Irody made him anfwtr, 
no mom than if he had keu a Mad"man, and indeed, it was comtnonly the 
Sbftitt Wine, oi CenfnBrandy, that laifcd all this liofF and din. VViien he was at 
a hand wlngni to faffiuul on, he turned to the Merchants that came kfl on Board, 
who had dieir Goods in fome place upon the Deck, not knowing wlicie clfe to put 
ihemi he would tell them that he tnufl have fo much raony, to fuficr their Goods 
to lye in fuch a plKC, 'or elfc threaten to throw them over Board: if they toU him 
that they had payed fi much to the Sutkre^iitrt, and that they knew nor whm to 
lye, he ihe wed them lit tle Cabins, but he would have fo much mony for the hire 
of them, that no body would take them.' The truth is, he was not altogether in 
the wrong, as to this la ft point, for they fuffet not commonly Goods to lye upon 
tlicDcck, hccaulethey hinder the working of the Ship i and as for the Cabins, it 
is ufual to let them at a vtry dear rate in Indian Ships, becaufc of the many PafTen- 
gersthey have commonly on Board.

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Behind che fourth Rock, at (bmc dinancc there Is another fo big, that it ap¬ 
pears to be miin Land, but it is an lHand, and makes a Channel betwixt it 
and the miih Land, which Is deep, but very nanow. Some Engi^ one day 
being half drunk, and having a good Wind, would needs in a &olick Sail throu^ * 

that Channel, but lb foon as they,were got in, the Wind failed them, and they A dangcrant 
w«c in great danger of fplitiing agalnft the Rock, however they preferved them- 
frlves with Fendets and Poks, W not without a great deal trouble, and were 
fufiicieiitty Icarcd before they got out again i If it had blown hard, they ttiuft in¬ 
fallibly have been fplic ^ for tt is impcffiblc to come to Anchor there, there being 
nothiiig but Rock at the bottom.

and Ldr^cj^ which are but a League and a half dillant from one another t though 
the Map makes this Stteight Hve Lcagpes over; or dfc betwixt Lwrcjand f^rnnrr, A hdr U 
according as the Wind fcivcs, OnsMs is to the A'Artb-Edjf of Lariu, and a Geofttaphy; 
League Irom iL From Bfffata to Onaair, ot to Cape MafanJanf which is tipr to 
tt. It IS a hundred and foiufcorc Leagues. The Cape of Mafa/iden lyes in twenty 
feven degrees of Nortb Latitude, and ttiat is alTo the Latitude of Ormv which, 

(as t tuft now faid,) ts very near to it. 

After noon the Wind quite ccafcd, fij that at five a Clock at night we were be¬ 
calmed, and turned the Ships Head SoMth-Eafl and by Stutb. At fix a Clock at 
nigiit we hid a breeze from Nwtb, Nmb-Eei^i but fb weak that it could hardly 
move the Sails, and we Steered away £<^1. About half an hour after nine, it 
{hiked about to Erff, and we flood away Niirtb. About Inlf an hour after ten, it 
blew ftclher, and having heaved the Lead, we found two and thirty Fathom wa¬ 
ter. Towards midnight we tacked, and bore away Smtb and by 

Frid^ the eleventh of "Dteottker, about four a Clock in the ttiomiog, we tacked 
•gain, and flood Nortb and by Ea(i. At break of day we were cloft in with the 
point of having to the Right Hand aUb the IfUs of L/tetca and Ormux 

very near us. At feven a Clock In the inomingi we tacked, and flood away Senth 
and by Ei^- Three quartets after feven, the Wind fhifting to we 

Steered Nartb-Ejfi. About half an hour after ten, we found twenty eight Fa¬ 
thom water, and only eighteen at noon, but a quarter of an hour after, we had 
thrccand twenty. Half an hoar after twelve a Clock,'it R;aincd at little, which 
was foliosved by Hail-flonesasbig as fmall Nuts, andexadly round, except in one ad evtiaordl- 
fide which was flat and fmooth > and theCe floues were fo dear and tratiTparcnt * 
that one might caflly fee within them Utile white Rofes of fix blunt points, with a 
little white Circle about their Center, and in the middle a White point, which 
was cxadly the Center, according to the defaiprion that Drycdrtrj ha^ ^ven us of 
thtfc Meteors. This Hail was the bcginnuig of a great Storni, and theteforc we 
quickly furled all our Sails, and fcarccly was that done, wlien t lie Storm brojip with 
great fury and noife: it began with fuch bud Thunda-daps, that I never heard A peat Teni- 
the like ; on one fide wefa w a RatO’ Bow, and on Head, the Air as blackasit could 
be, hall an hour after Sun &t.

SPOUTS. 


YTTHiln the Tctnpdl tofTed our Ship with all imiginablc vioJcncCf thc^ called 
Spout*. VV me 10 fee a Spout, that was to iht Laiborad, near Land, and a Musket 
Iboi fiutn the Ship: Jt was to (he Leeward of us, and lafied but a little while* 
Turoing to the other fide, )uD as it was fpeot, I perceived another beginning not 
much above the fame didancefiom usj it was like wife to the Leeward, for the 
Wind tutned and changed then into at) cornets. Whilft 1 obfeived it, a Iccond 
broke out at the fide of it, and within a dice a third, by the fide of the fecoad. 
The G«rpci of 1 picCntly began to fay the Gofpcl of St. which is faid at the end cd* Mafs, 
*t, y^tt, ihat God Almighty might, for ihe &ke of that GoPpe), preferve ui from thofc 
Spouts i not that 1 thought the danger To very great, being they were to the Lee- 
ward of us, and in reility, they wror^ht more adiruration than fear in me. Nc- 
vcrthclcfs (here was a great conflcmatton amongf) oui Company, all Hands wae 
at work, and our Frdiil^ kept a heavy (fir, calling and ashbg, whether any one 
had the Gofpel of St. ^ they addiefled thcmfclves to me, and I told them chat 
Iwasi faybgiC) and whilfi th^ prayed me to continue, one of them brought a 
Knife with a black handle, asking if any body knew how to cut the Spou» ‘ [ 
thadeanfwcrthat I had been infbtincd of the way that Tome ufed to cut them, but 
that I would not put (tin pradife, becaufe it was a bad and unlav^ulfupcrfliiioni 
heobjcAcd, that the Spouts were foncar, that they would quickly fall upon the 
Ship, and infallibly link her, and that If he knew the fccrct, he would do it; I 
endeavoured to lealTurc him and the tcH from the fear which made him fpcaik 
fo, idling them that the Spouts being to the Leeward, there was nor To nr i^ h 
danger as they imagined. And in Ihuit, to put that thought quire out of 
their Heads, I plainly told them that I neither would do that rupeifiitious Art my 
felf, nor teach any b^y clfe how to do it i and that for the Gofpet of Sr. Jaha 1 
Ibould willingly pedifl In faying it, becaufe it was a good and lawful means to pro- 
cute pfotetSion from God Almighty. And kideed, 1 forbore not to fry till 
all cIk Spouts were dtfpalcd, which was not before one a d o r k after noon or 
thereabouts. 

They had put us all into a very great fright i nay the ibips Company who had 
fpent rnod of their life-time at con&fTcd that they had never lecn any fo near 
them, and tine Gunner who was a Native of TVkUu alTLiicd us that tn the fpace of 
eight and thirty years, he had never fetn any fo neat, nor that had put him into 
fo great a fright, and he failed not to fee down tu his jfoumal, that that day, God 
had preferred him when he was in great danger of hairing been cal) away. 
Having, (duiing thU hurry and confulion,) call out ihe Lead, we found one and 
twenty Fathom water i which made the Caprain rcfolvc to come to an Anchor 
and accordingly ordered it to be done; but whilA afterwards, he went to ancK 
ihei place s to give fomc other Oidcis, the Mate, who was of a contrary Opinion 
told the Eoaifwain that he Ibould nor do if, and he was very willingly obeyed* 
becaufe then we mud have Iain Dill and done nothing} for it is the nature of all 
thdcMdwimrrJHrand JWunr, never to think of the danger, bur when it Is in the 
extremity, and then to leave all to the mercy of God, without offering to help 
ihciijfclvcs, and they will periih like Bcafls, rather than ufc means to Kt our of 
the danger; befides the Seamen do not love to caft Anchor, becaufe of the trouble 
they arc at in weighing it again. In the mean time the Captains Orders were verv 
judteiousandfcaranablc, for we were betwixt i-irwd, and Orami and 

very near all thofc thire Iflands, that in a manner inlockr us. But he was not pofi- 
tivc enough tb fee his Orders pm into execution, on the contrary, finding iS 
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Meit incUncablc to keep on thdi Conrfe i a quarter after one of the C!atk, he 
ordered the Minn and Sprit-Sails to be trimtned, ainl the Ships Head ttiiiitd 
Wsri/f-EtijF, the Wind being then i btit imitiediatciy alter it 

changed,and fee half an hoursfpice did nothing but Diift and furt^ tbroili all t!ic ' 

North Points of the Compafs, betwixt tFtli and E^h Our Men being then put 
toa Aand, and not knowing what to do, deliied that we migbi come to Anchor, 
but the Captain would not, fayingibat we were in too deep water, and he was in 
the right, for we had above five and twenty Faciwm water. I had prcflal him to 
it as much as I could, ( whilli it was time,) reprefenting to him the danger to which 
hiS condefeenfion expofed the Ship; and tilling him that a wife Pilot thould fore¬ 
fee the danger that he may prevent it, and not run headlong into thclamev and 
as he made me anfwer, that when he would have done it he was not obeyed, 
which (hewtd him to be iu a great pailion i I rrplycd to Jiim, that nn an ocahon’ 
fuch as this, he ought to make himlclf tafecyed ; that we had but little day to 
comc,antl that in the nighMime, we [hould be in cicit danger of Shipwracb betoF 
fo neat Land. r i o 

At length, feeing the Air on all Hands full of ttmpcliuoiis Ctoods, he ordered 
the Ships Head to be tumid which was very hard to be done, for the 

Sea hindered the Ship from coming about, ihou^ the Wind was then at E^H , 
and we Hood in to ^r/mw, *near which about a quarter after two, we came to 
an Anchor in feven and twenty Faif»m water, to ihe Smbof that Ifland v fo that 
we put back again above a League. Then the Pilot was for bringing the Yards 
by the Board,and lowtiing the Main-Top, and Fore-Top-Mafls, fearing they might 
be damaged by the norm i but the Captain would not g)vc way to it. During 

flurries, with continual fliowcrs of Rain -, but 
whtlil ihefc are blowing over, I will enlarge a little in thedefciiption of the Spouts, 
wbidi I have only occalionaily mentjonicd.' 

1 am apt to believe that few have conlidcrcd Spouts with fo much attention, as * defcrljnion 
I did thefe t have* been fpcakiiig of, and perhaps no man hath made the Obferva- 
lions, whiib chance gave me the occaflon of making s 1 Qiallhcce give an account 
of them, with that plalnncfs I proftfs in the Relation of all my Travels, thereby 
10 tender things mere fenfiUlc and cafe to be comprehended. ^ 

The 6rft we faw, war to the betwixt us and the Ife of 

about a Muske I fliot from the Ship: we were then Steering Nmb-Eifi, The flrft 
thing we perceived in that place was the water boy Hog up about a Fo/w high above 
the fuiface of the Sea i it looked whittih, and over it, there appeared fumewhat like 
a blackilh fmoak, butuat veiy thick i fo that the whole looked very like a bundle 

fmeaking, (fee the Figure A:) this made 
a dull Doric, likcio a Torrent running impciuoufly in a deep Valley i but it was 
mingled wiriiaooiber fomewhar more diHind noife, Kfcmbling the toed hirting 
cf Sbpents or Getfe. A little after, we faw as k. were a dark puff of Jlean^ 
much like mafinoalfwhich turning very fift, tapers up to the Clouds i and this 
pufffccmcd to be a Pipe as big as ones Finger v (fee the Figure B 0 the fame noifc 
fliU continuing. Then the light pot it out of our fight i and we knew that that 
Spout was fpent, bccaufe tlie witti boyled no more op i fo that it lallcd not above

whidt bi^niti tfe fame manner, as the former did 4 prefenriy after, there appeared 
Mother by the hde of this IF^ffwjydi and then a third by the fide of the fecond. 

The moft remote of the three, might have been fomewhat mote than a Mu-ktt 
Qwt didant from us, and all the three appeared like fo many bundles of Straw, a 
Foot and a half; or two Foot high, that yielded a great deal of fmoaki (fee the 
Figure A) and made the very fame noifc that the htil did. Afterward fre fiw 
fo^ny Pipes reaching down from the Clouds, upon the places where the water 
bubbled, and tvay one of thefe Piper, ar the end which foyiied to the Oeod, 
was as hrge as the wide end of a Trumpet ^ and refembicd (that I may ex- 
pUinmy fell intelligibly) tlie Teat or Ehig*of a Bead, flrcatdied perpendicu- 
Urly downwards by fome wei^t t (fee the Figure, C.) Thefe Channels or 
Pipes uemed CO be of a paleiui white, and 1 believe it was the*w 4 tcr in thefe 
franfpareot Pipes, which made them lock white y for in aB appearance they were 
already formed before the water was fuckt up In them, as may be judged by what 
loHows i ard when they were empty they appeared not via the fame manner os a

not tlreight, but in fome ph«rs ctookcd) ffecibe Figure D) neilhet were ihey 
perpendicular T on the contrary, from the Clouds which they feemtd to be 
inferted, lo the places where they drew up the watcrj they {leaped very Ob¬ 
liquely, as you may fee by the Pigiire D; and what i»iTsorc firgutar, the Cloud 
to which the fecond of thefe three was faliened, having been driven by the Wind, 
the Pipe foUttwed it without breaking, or leaving the place where it drew up the 
water, artdpilTiag behind the Pipe of the hrfl, they made forfemetimea Saltier^ 
or the Fi^re ot St. Andmei Crofe, (fee the Figure EJ in the beginning they 
were all three as bigas ems Finger, as 1 have already obferved s but in the pm- 
gred, the iirfl of tlK three, fwellcd to a conitderahle- bfgneTs, I can fay nothing 
of the other two, for die laft that was formed was almoft as foon fpent; that to the 
Softth continued about a quitter of an hour i bur die liiH on the fame fide, tafled 
fomewhir longer, and svas that which put us into the grealeft fear, and whereof I 
have rtill feme what more to fay : at firft the Pipe of it was is big as ones Finger, 
then it fwtiled as bigas a mans Arm, after that as big as ones Leg, and at length 
as big as the Trunk of a good Tree, as much as a Min can Fathom about ^ (fte 
ihe Figure F.) VVe could plainly fee through that iranfpaicrit body, the water 
winding and turning as it mounted up^ and nO'W and then the ihic.knefs of it 
decreafed, fomciimes at the top s Cfw «he Figure G ij and fometimes at the Root» ^ 
f fee the Figure H. J At that time it exa^ly icffcmbicd a Gut hlled with fome « 
fluid matter, and prefTcd with ones Fingers, either above, to make the liquor de- 
feend i or below, to mike it mount up i and I was perfuided that tlie violence 
of the Wind made thefe alterations, making the waicr mount very fall when it 
forced upon the lower end of the Pipe, and making it defeend, when it preFed 
the upper part .* alter that, the bignefs of it fo teffened, that It was Icfs than a Mans 
Arm, like a Cut when it is flrained and drawn perpendicularly oijt in length i then 
it grew as big as ones Thigh, and afterwards dwindled again very tmall* At 
kngch 1 perceived that the boy ling on the furfacc of the Sea began to fettle, and 
the end of the Pipe that touched it, ft prated from it, and Chrunk together, as if 
It had been tied; (fee the Figure and then the li^t (which appeared by the 
blowing away of a Cloud,} made me !ofe light of tti however 1 fltll lookt out 
for fome time, it I might fee it again, bccaufe I hsd obferved, i!ut the Pipe of 
the fccood on that ftde, had appeared to ui three or four times, tobrrak Ihortoff 
in the middle, and that tnumcdiitely after, we had Icen it whole again, one half 
of it being only hid from us by the light s but it was to no purpoft lor me to look 
fharply out i for this ippcatcd no more | fo that there was an end of our Spouis, 
and i give God thanks, (as ill the other fftral;/did,) that he had delivered us from 
them. They attributed that mercy to the Holy Gofpcl, which lhad fald, where* 
in 1 arrogate nothing to my felf, bemg not (bunfeafoniblc as to think that my merit 
contributed any things but perhaps God had fomerefped to oui good mtciiiion, 
and the tiufl that all of us lepofcd on his Holy Gcifpel. In fine, there is nothing 
more certain, than that notwithfianding the inconfiancy of the Wjod which 
fiuftedall Points, none of thefe Spouts came nearer us, than the place where firft 
theybfgan ’, and this I may with finecrjty affirm, that in al) dangers of Storms, 
Fitats, and other accident^ wherein 1 have been often engaged, it was always 
my praSife, to rehcatie this Holy Gofpel, and God in his great mcfcy hath pte- 
ferved me from all. 

The effeft* of Thefe Spouts are very dangwous at Sea, for if they come upon a Ship, they 

5pot.tv entangle the Sails, fa that fometimes they will lift it up, and then letting itfall down 
again,' fink it to the bottom t which chiefly happens when the Veffet is fmalli 
but if they lift not up theShlp, at lead they Split all the Sails, or clft empty all their 
water into it, which finks it to rights i and 1 make no doubt, but that xnany Ships 
that have no moie been hevd of, have been tod by fuch accidents t feeing wc 
have but too many inilanees of tJiofe which have been known to have pcridied 
foof a certain. Bcfidcs the Devotion of the Holy Gorpel, the human rtmedics 
whicbSca- mersufe againft Spouts,is to fiirle all the Sails, and to fire fonic Guns with 
ihot agtinrt the Pipe of the Spout i and that their ffiot may be furer to hit, infiead 
of Bullet, they charge the Gun with a cnHs-bar-flipt, wherewith they endeavour 
to cut the Pipe, if the Spout be within {hot of them > and when they have the 
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good Juck to level their fhot juft, thc^ I si) not to cut tt fhort off: this is the 
Couifc they take in the Mediteraneao Sn i but it that fuceecd nor, they betake 
theiTiftlvcs to the Su pet flit ion, which I would not pradife, though I knew it, 
baving learned it in my foimer Travels- One of the Ships Compiuy kneels down, 
by the Miin-Maft, and holding in one Hand a Knife with a Black Handle f with¬ 
out which they never go on Board for that rcafon) he R-cads the Gofpel ,oi 
Sr. and when he comes to pronounce thofc Holy words* B terimw cm 
/ui?Mw rji, & ia 'foiir, he turns towards the Spout, and with his Knife 

cuts the Air athwirt that Spout, as if he would cut it, and they fay that then 
it is really ait, and lets all the water it held fall with a great noife. This is the 
account tint I have had from feveral Frcmb Men, who, fas they laid,) had tried 
itthcmfclvesi whether that hath fucceeded fo or not, I know rjoci but lor the 
Knife with the black Handle, it ts a foul Supctllition, which may be accompanied 
with feme implicit compaS with the Devil, aiid 1 do not think that a Ghrirtian 
can with a good Confcience make ufe of it: as to the vertuc of thefe Holy words, 
svhich fas I may fay,) put Uod in mind of the Covenant that be hath made 
with Man, I make no doubt, but that being faid with Devotion, without any 
miKturc of Suptrllition, they arc of great efficacy to draw a blcffiiigftom God 

upon US on all occaDons; * ., , , 

And fo much for the Spouts by which we were more affrajd than hurt i 
but the Storm did our Ship more prejudice in its Couifci for we were obliged 
to lye at Anchor all that day and the night following, until next morning, when 
though it blew very hard from Nartb-L/jh wc weighed at ftven a Clock, and 
Hood away Ea/l, About nine a Clock we Sailed along Ldnea, which 

was to the Windward or Larboard of us. About three quarters after nine, wc 
faw the Sky on Head over caff, and the Air black, with ilortny Clouds and 
flurries, but they were to the Leeward of us, and therefore at riril we dreaded 
them not V but having more attentively toniidcred them, we found that they 
came from Sainb to Norths and feeing it blew frefficr and Irelher, perhaps bccaufe 
of the tefiflance it met with from thofe Clouds driven by a coiuiary Wind, wc 
furled our Milan Sail, and Steered away Ej^ and by that we might 
avoid the Storm, About a quarter after ten we look in all our Sails, except the 
Main Courfe and Sprit-Sail. About half an hour after ten, it cleared up to ihe 
Sautb and we inadc the biggeft of the four Hies of Cape mfamlan^ fcalied Selam) 
which bort Satab and by of us i and at the fame time we made the fourth 
of thrfe little Ifles, which we had not fecn before i to the Sai/ti and by This 
little Iflelyc to the SmtbiPJfd of thcblggtft, and is not far from it Ht feemed lo 
me to reach Nortb and Sswtft, and is very low Land, except at the end towards 
the big iiland, where it lifes a little. About three quarters after ten, wc (et our 
MiMn and Main-Top-Sail again, and flood out Courfe Saittb-Ea/h the Wind be¬ 
ing then Nartb-E^^oi by Eaif, and immediately after, wc had a fhower of Rain i 
For two hours after, the Wind did nothing but chop and change, from Nwtb-Eaji 
to ScHtb-EiJl V and all that while wc kept on our Courfit, as much as the little 
Wind (hat then blew would allow us. At one of the Clock we were got very 
neat Lsnea, ftanding Nartb and by Eafft and therefore wc tacked about and 
boie away Sffiirl& and by the Wind beiog then Ea/i and by Na^k About 
two a Clock we flood Seuib-Eaji and by SflHjJb. About fsven a Clock it hfew 
hard from Nwjii-Eaff, and we Steered our Courfe Eafi, Saiitb^EjA About eight 
a Clock it blew afliff Gale from Sctvdi, Sa^tbEafi, and we Steered E^L Three 
quarters after eight it got intoSspuh, and wc bote away Eajl, Saittb-Eiifli a quarter 
of an hour after, we had fome Rain. In this manner every houi, or ever]^ half 
■^hout the Wind fhlfted about i and with every change wc had a feud of Wind and 
Raiiii which obliged us to furl all our Sails but the Fore-Sait, but fo foon as the 
flurry was over, the Wjndwasbutvciyeafie. Thus all night long wc h ad flurries, 
and changes of Wind. 

Sunday the thirteenth of Decmitr, at Gx a Clock in the morning, the Wind 
turned ai^d we flood away Satab, We bad to ihe Starboard

At noon the Wind lutnitig 
wcftootl away Ej^, Sawii-Etf/h At two a Clixh it Ihiited about to 
Sotah-Wt^^ and we Steered Half an hour after three sve tacked and

iiilitu ^ Howctci wc Util advanced forwards a little, hccsufc wc had the Currents 
with ui i for from the end of July, untiiyosirji'j', the Curreuts fet from the InJiei 
towards Otmuf, and fioru JiUiiufy till the month of Aagiffit they fee from Ofnwf 
towards the Indkt, Aheut five a Clock at oig^ being got very near a low point of 
^ Udiiijt Ltuuj Par/Jj, called NjiAy \ we caft the Lead and fuund twelve Fathom water and 
muddy ground \ Jmmedtaccly after, having call it out again, we had but fiK Fathom 
water, and a fandy ground: which made us uck about, and the tathcr becaufe the 
Wind was ^Ltitk, Statb-ty^ii we had then the btggcflot the Hies of £^</Lfin;tD the 
n'ijt, NarUiAVtji of us, Half an hour after fix the Wind LUTnniDg.5w(i^, wc hood 
awayXFi^, Ssutb lVcl}, and in the night-time made two, tacks more. 

7utfd^ the fihcenih of DtcembcTf about feven a Clochin the morning wc were 
cbfc in with the Land of Afjbia, and the Wind was then at Smb, Ssnih-Eijl^ 
and therefore wc flood away ; but about nine a Clock the Wind fhifting to 
Sdutb-Etifiy we were obl^d to tack, and hand away Smih, S^Hib-lf^tjK About 
eleven a Clock the Wind came to Sartib, and we Steered North and by EdU, that 
wc might put into XjrfCf* and Ormaj, and wait for a favourable Wind In one of 
thofe two [Hands, being weary of beating up and down in this manner, and 
making no ptogtefs in our Voyage • which otdy wore our Sails i and bcUdes, wc 
rnadc accouticro take in water there^ for wc were apprehcnftvc Jr might falJlhort. 

In the mean time this^plign was not without contradiiSion on the part of the 
Mate and Sea-tneo, as wail as of tlic Merchants, wIk> could not wiUirtgly lefolvc 

to lofe rliat Ibtle way wchad made: however the Captain did as he Jnfended, 

and in the fegpeJ they were all gbd of ir, when about half an hour after three 
they perceived the Heavens ovcf-cafl witii thick Clouds, which ihortly after broke 
Odier Spews, ^t into bitter gulls of Wind and Rain, with three Spouts more^ but at a dhbnce 

. fromns. Then did all applaud the Captains Orders i every'one being of opinion 

tfiat if we had been furprifed with tbit tloim in the Streight where wc were ip 
the inoroing, we Ihould have been hard put to ir, and it even appeared vlfibly 
tout, to be more violent in that part than any where elfr. 

Ncvttthckrsas it is ufual wjththofe kind of Men never to fear danger but when 
hU prefcnti nofooncr did it begin toblow frotn Smb-iFtfi about Hve a Clock, but 
tlve Merchant^ perfuaJed the Mate to pray the Captain to fet Sail again and purfue 
ourCuLufe; he prifently condcfcendcd out offpight: for he no w'ays approvtd the 
deligo, nor indeed had lie tcafoiit a heice Wind hill blowing with fcVcral Gulls 
andHuiii^i however he ordered to Steer away Sattb, Sentb-Eifi. About llx a 
Clock at jiigltf, the fo much longed for Nonb Wind began to blow, but ttwasJb 
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high that wccoiiMcairy no Sails hut the Foit-Sait and Sprit-Sail, and there went 
a ^ugh Sea on Head, that furimilty beat agaitill the Ship: in the mein time we 
Steered away Smth and by Ej/L (hat we might not be Land lockt by ihcCape oi 
which we had on Head. About fcTcn a Clock the Wind fljckencd 
miicb, and we let toofe the Main-Sail; though we had (lill fcvcral gulls of Wind and 
Rain; we had Glides the CunenM to Htuggle with, which turned the Ships Head 
towards the Coaft of vfrjWjwith fo much foicc, that it was fomctimca above a 
quarter of an hour before the Ship could be brought about again to our right 
Coutfe of South and by £#/?. The Sea became foiooibcr in the tiight-tiBie. though 
the VVind frcihened a little* 

Wtdntjd<^ the {ixteenth of Dfcrminr, about bnak of day, we made on Head 
fix of the Ships which we left at Cmga, that were not lofci out till fomc days after 
us: during the late dorms they had kept at Anchor at the Iflcof Aisgm\ and the 
Wind being good this lad night, they had fet Sail, and coafted along 
and when we made them, they were Steering away Sauth-Eu^^ to double Cape 
JafqHti. Half an hour after nine, we fet our Main-Top-Galanf-Sail. About a 
quarter after ft ur a Clock, we were got within a League and a half of the Qioar 
of Prrfi*, off and on with a place, where there are high white Hills, a little up 
on (he Land ; which with a blickilb Rock, that rangps all along thcSca-flde, makes 
a very picafint profpt£t: for feeing at a dillancc over that blick, a great many 
pieces of white Rock that rife in various figures; one would tike it to be a City; 
and to theSowilrof that Iniaginiry Town, upon the fame Hill, thtic is 3 piece of 
whitcilh Rock broken off from the reft, which looks like a Tower or Hilar upon 
a high Pedcftal; from thence ir is hut a League to Bombainest* Half an honr after Bioigrti** 
five we were off of Bmihrtca^ which is only a very high fquaic, white Rock; 
ai 4 d flat on the top i it f«ms to be very deep, and at a diflance one would take it 
for a (quarc Fort; this R ock is very neat the Land, and it is da ngerous to approach 
it, becaufc it is lurrounded with a Bank of Sand. A little after, we came up with 
the Ships (hit were on Head of ns, and after the ^ddiMOr mutual Hailing, they 
told us (hit it was but fix days lince they parted from Ceiigo ; they had all ftgn^ 
Indentures to go in Confoit, and not to leave 6ne another till they came to 
rat i ncvciihtlcfs one of them Hailed us, and told os that if we would go in Com¬ 
fort with him, he would leave the reft; and our Captain and the Mate whofc Bro¬ 
ther was Mate of (he oihct Ship, having made anfwer that (hey Were content, he 
pachc on all the Sail he could and followed us. About fix a Clock we got a Head 
of thcHcadmnftof all (he Ships, and our Men handed the Main-TopGalaut-Sail; 
and would have furled the Main-Sail, to Hay foe oiy Confort, who r^s a Stem of 
us > but the Captain would fitl) have (heconfenr of the SmhttJeaTt^ who was not 
of the lame mind, faying it was better to make the belief our way whilft the Wind 
was good; fo that we only took in our Main-Top Galant-SaU, and Steered our 
Courie and by South. The Sea-men in the mean time kept a heavy 

muttering (bat we Ihould leave the otlitt Ship, after we had promifed to flay fot 
her, and occaftoned her leaving of the reft; but the clutter was fai greater, when 
our Mate who had tumtd in, came out, after an hours fleep, and not faing oui 
Confort, would needs fpirc Sail; for when he was told what refoluiion had been 
(abco, he made a fearful noife, complaining of our bleach of promifci but after 
all he was &in to have patience.

but half a minute Glafs, or (he hundred and twentieth part of an hour, and chat 
uevcrtheleis they reckoned (even Fathom of the Line that run off during cliac mi¬ 
nute fora Mile aukourof the Ships way> that according to (hat reckoning he‘ 
ought to allow fourteen Fathom fot an hour, hts being a minute Glals, and cut off

About lix a Clock we were off and on with that Sirtlf Illc. Ffidjy the eighteenth 
of jyeam^ ln the morning, we Steered mir CourfL; £d/f ind by Scittb'^ and at 
noon we found that from that time the day before, we had made eight and thirty 
Leagues: then the Wind got intolVtfrtt and we bore away and

Next morning the Wind abated, and therefore we flood away Ej/f and by 
Simtb^ At noon we found by our reckoning, that we had in the lifl four and 
twenty hours, made five and twenty Leagues and a half. Then the Captain, 

Mare, and Gunner rook an Obfervation of the Suns height with a Qi^rant, as well 
as thc> could ^ for none of the three had much skill in it, and the Mate leafl of 
all; alUhice agreed that we were in twenty four degrees, thirty minutes Latitude, 
About evening the Wind Ihifted into Sontb ff^^, but ir was fa catte that fcarccly 
did it curl the water i yet we Stecred^away SsmifrE^i and by Ej/f, tiiat we might 
not be coft a fhoar. 

Sunday the twentieth ofPrrrifffrer it continued flill dim weather, fo that at noon, 
we found we had made bur live Leagues way^ and our Men hiving taken thetr 
Obfovaiion, found that we fvere flUl in the Altitude of twenty four degrees thirty 
rninutes, as we were the day before: and that day every one was Hinted toa mca-> 
fare and a i^lf of water by day. Towards the evening we made the Land of 
Terfia^ and were but about live Leagues off of iti \tdiich made us Steer away 
Smib~Eaft and by Smtih, and Hand out to Sea, cDrcnry to the opinion of the 
Mate who would have kept in by the Shoar, giving this rearon for it, that «c 
ncodd not fear to be cafl too far to the Leeward, as the Captain faid, bccaufc at 
that time the £td Wind blows along theCoaflof Sin^i and bclidcs, being near 
Land, in cafe it proved bad weather, we might come to an Anchori and take In 
water, wliKh we were aflraid we might come to want. But the chief leafon why 
he wc^d have flood in to (hoar, and which he kept to hitnieif, was that he might 
know the place where he was, for thefe are fuch an ignorant fort of Men, that 
To toon as they fofe light of Land, they know no more where they ate. The 
Captain made anfwer to all his reafons^ that it was bad advice, to make us double 
our way without any ncccflity, and that we had no rcafon to go look for Eafb 
Winds, having the Wind at which thongh it was cafic, flill kept us 

going on in our Courfe, and would, (if it frefliencd,) bring us in a ftiotc time 
whither we were boend *, and in that cafe, we needed not go look for (vaicr, 
whcicof as yet we liad no want: befldcs (hat, by (landing in to fhoar, we run a 
risk of meet tog the Zingantt^ thofe Pirats t mentioned before, whom no body 
dcHred to fee^ and we put our felves alfo in danger of not being able to get out 
to Sea again for a long time, if the Wind (which we had,> lifled, bccaufe wemuft 
watt for another Wind, whkh perhaps, might not offer in fomc weeks time. 

In fine, it behoved*the Pilot to acquiefccto this judgment, which* was approved 
by all of usi nay the Gunner was for having US fleer our Courfe more to the 
and he was not out in that ', for (he Coaft of Cape bears 

fFitl and by and Kjff and by and we Steered Smb-E^ji and by 

Eiji, kom wliich fubnra&ltig a Point and a half, which is the variation of the

the one and twentieth of Dfcrwiff, our Obfervers found at noon that 
we were in twenty four degrees twenty live itiinutts Latitude, and that we had 
run ten Leaguest 

Next day they found twenty four degrees five minutet Latitude, and that we 
hid run fouftecn Leagues the lilt twenty four hours. About four a Clock in the 
afternoon the Heaven was on all Bands overcaft wlrfi thick black Clouds, and at 
the farne time there arofe a fmail Gale from Norfh-^eft, which prcfcntly 
drove the Clouds upon us; we cJtpcScd a flrong Guft of^ind, but we were 
cxcufed fora (bower of Rain, which was indeed violent, but lafted not, without 
any flurry of Wind, or rough water, for the Sea was not at ill moved* At the 
fame time thffe Stoitm began to appear in the Air, others began to work in our 
Captains Head, which caufed a real Tempefi in tHb Ship. He had drunk fovcial 
Cups of Brandy, which began to heat his Brains i however he ordered the Siils 
to be taken in, as tth ufual when they fee aStorni a comeing : but prcfcntly after 
a fancy uking him in the Head, jhatthey accufed him of timoroufnefs, and fay¬ 
ing that he had heard fnmc fay he was affraid, though no body had fpoken % 
word *, he fell into a fudden rage, and (to (hew that hi was a Mjtt of Courage,) 
commanded all the Sails high and low to be fet agaii^ though the Mate prayed 
him not to do (f, and that the S«*men Aayed rwo or three Orders before they 
obeyed himi which incenltnghim the more, he fworc that the Saifs (hould fhnd 
whatfoever weather blew, that he might make ihofc dy for fear, that bad faid 
he was affraid, adding a thoufond more impertinent tareingsi Never did Captain 
on a Stage ftsew fo many Rodomontadocs, and that for feveral hours, during 
which he tiled all the Ships patience, without the leaf! word of anfwer any 
Man. At four a Clock the Wind turning IFt^^ we Hood away Souths 
Half an hour after four, we had a great (bower of Rain, which foon was over* 
and immediately after, the Wind fella fhifring into all the Points, tilJactength it 
fettled at Ntfth.Eaji, and we bore away £ijf, South^E^, In the mean time all 
our Sails were abroad, except the |Vlaiit>Top Galant-SatL which he had tike- 
wife caufed CO be put on, hut was immediately after taken in, Ahwt Hit a Ctock 
thl Wind veering about to T,aJ}^ we Steered away Smh^ Satth-Ei^t At feverr 
a Clock we were more becalmed than before, and we turned the Ships Head £. 1 ^ 
and by Snutit, 

• the three and twentieth of Dteember^ one of oar Sea-men 

lStfridi,aFiJK took with a Hook a Fslb called a Dwjd#, which was about two Foot tong and 
four Inches broad fiom the middle of the Back to the middle of the Belly but 
not very thick’, the Skin a long the Back, and halfway the Sides of it, waUfa 
Violet blur, and, the Mly of a ycliowilh white, but full of little round Violet 
coloured (peeks; it had along the Back a blue Skin, ftreatched as it were upon 
little bones or prickles, which made it bitftlc up about an inch and a half hi^' the 
Eyes it were large and round i uodei the Gills, it had on each fide a Fin three 
Fingers breadth long, which Hood out very ftreight i and two others under the 
Throat, near one another, and another at the Roofs, and then widening by de¬ 
grees to the points, it had two more of the fame fkihioit near the Tail ■, but it 
had no Teeth. It was very brisk and lively when it was pulled our of the water > 
but as the force of it fpent, that Skin which before was flieatcbed like a piece 
of Cl^tli, uMightupoti the Back of it, flagged and fell flat to the Body as well 
»s itsPins. They told me that there were feme of thofe Filb a Fathom and a 
halfioufe (bat they call them Vota^r, that is ro fay gilt, becaufe the ground 
^ tbnr Skrn, is m fo^ manner of the colour of Goldi the E>ig,(ifh call them 
Dolphins. Jc IS good meat and of caOc digeliion s the HeOi of i; is firm and 

delicate 
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delicate, and it feeds on a kind of finaU flying Fifh, wliidi being purTued, rife 
out of the water, and fly abot'c a Ships hngthi falling fotnedmes into Ships, as 
oeedid into outs. On Siindjyth^ fc^cn and (wentieth of "Dtesmbtr^ I handled 
and conducted it atlcifurc^ it was (haped like a Heiring, and feven inches long * 
the Back of it was of a very dark blue, and the Belly white j on each fide it had a 
Wing almotl Bve indies Tong, and about four inches broad : thefe Wings arc only 
a thin Skin of a very obloirc blue colour, dTeatched upon little ^feIVcs ni Bones, 
which reach from the dde of the Fifh, to the cxirctnity of the Skin, ti'hen it is 
puifucd by the DjrjdijJj it leaps out of the Water, and flies in the Ar»fo Tong as ' 
tlic Wings oFit are moifl, and when they dry it falls again Into the water. Whert 
tlicfe Wings are dry they fold together like a Fin, and that Fi(lies Wings which [ 
Handled were folded in that tnanncr.j it is very gotten cat. 

We could have no Obfervatlorj at noon, bccaufc the Sun was over Clouded, 
and mufl then be fatisfled with our dead Teckoning, according to tv [rich we had 
made bur nine Leagues from noon to noon. At eight a Clock at night, a Coal 
of tire fell out of a Tobacco-Pipe into xfic Oun-EoGin, through the hole of the 
Whip-flaflr, and by good for to net lie two Women (laves of Mumft Mfndaiy (who 
lodged in that place,) foon perceived it, and put it out, and then being all in a 
ffi^t, they aiii d out for help t they who had done this were enquired after, but in 
vain, for it was impoQiblc to find out the Author^: had not God in bis great 
mtrey preferred us ftom the danger of that accident^ we mufl all have unfortu^ 
natcly perillied. 

'ihtrfd/y the fopt and twentieth of Peeiwifa-, at four of the Clock in the 
rnorningthctc fella great deal of Rain, and it continued thowrirtg by intervals, 
with great Tbundcr^Claps, till half an hour after fix; when the Rain was quite 
over, we had agcod Wind frrm which made us run a League and 

a half an hours but it was dole weaihcr, and the Caprain ordered to Stccraway 
£i^, whereby we altered our Coiirfe, and flood in to Land ; when 1 asked him 
the rcafon of it, he cold me, he Was aiTraid he might find the Wind at Fj/ 1, 
which would force us out from the place to w^hich v;e were bound ; 
butrhetmth was, he had a mind to make the Land, that he might know wliere 
we weici for neither he, the mate, nor Gunner could tel! it* At eight a Clock 
the Wind turned and we flood away Setab^ At nine a Clock 

it (bifted to fnmh-Eir)!, and we Steered Stath^ which was a very bad Courfc, 
for following it we mufl have run far below the place whither we were bound* 
About ten a Clock the Wind being got into the South-, we bore away 

£jyf^ but all of a fudden the Wind llackentd. At noon we had the Wind at 
SomK and we Sietred away E^i, Smb-E*^. We could have no Obfervation 
ibis day neither, bteaufe of Cloudy weather, and they found by their dead 
Reckoning that we had made nine Leagues: moll of this ivay we had made finee 
fix a Clock in the morning, for the eighteen hourf before, we had advanced but 
little or nothing at all. A quarter after twelve, the Wind turned SoutiT-W'tjb,, and 
we Steered our Courfe 'Nmh'Ei^, but we were prcfcntly after becalmed. At two 
a Clock we had abrccic firom Nartlb-IFrlL and we bore away ^oxrb-Eirff and by 
£if/i. About fix a Clock the Wind Jlackencd muck About feveti a Clock our 
Ships Head flood 

Frti^ the five ard ttventieth of Arnvt/r, at fix a Clock in (fie morning, it 
blew a Wind, and w^eered on our Courfe flill 5i7wrb-£ai'f. 'About 

Ceven a Clock the Sky was ovcrcall with Clouds, which brought Rain with them, 
and wcfawlbmc more Spouis at a pretty got^ diflmcc, and a Wcathei-Gallt 
this Weather-Gall waS like a Segment of a Rain-Bow, riling from the Hoiiion 
about three degrees i nr, if you will, it feemed to be three Foot high. Some¬ 
times they appear over a Ship, and that is commonly a prefage of aTcmpcfl, 
and the fortttgwft call this fhfsomtnm an (Oxes Eye.) About eighth Clock it blew 
a pretty frcih Gale from NsnA; but immediately it veered about to Wwtb-Ej/f, 
and became very weak* At noon we were by our Obfcrvaticns in three and 
twenty degrees two andhfoy minutes Latitude, and had made from noon to noon, 
thirteen Leagues. Then the Captain and Mate made accovmt that we Wtrecight

About 
jive a Clock wc had a great ihower of Rain from a thick Cloud over head, which 
being paft, wc had the Wind at Soitth'EiJh and bore away Nartb-Eaji. Half an 
hour after fijt, we hid Rain again with Lightning, but we were becalmed, and 
turned the Ships Head Nerth-j^. At feven a Clock the Wind turned Statb and 
by and wc boicaway ^and by Stftih, Half an Hour after ten, we were 
becalraed * but about eleven a Clock had a great flurry, which made much notfe at 
hrd, and this made us furl all our Sails , but a great fhower of Rain Toon cairitd 
It off, and the Sea being fmooth, we Steered away Sstitb-Eaji and by Si/ittL Ac 
midnight wc cift the Lead, but though they veered out fijety Fathom of Rope, 
* * yet wc had no ground, which was like to have made the Captain mad for ihamc s 
for he believed us to be very near Land, and he fell into a Pallion with the 
Mate, faying that he had not left importuning him for two days to heave out 
the Lead. V/& were all night becalmed, though at times we liad fevenl Ihowets 
of Rain. 

Saturday the Hx and twentieth of Ditirtihtr, about feven a Clock, there blew a 
gentle Gate from £<^, which made us Steer away Sontb Eaji and by 

Seuib. About half an hour after nine, the Wind being all Eafltrly^ we Hood 
away >hen mailer Maniui fwho perceived very well that no 

body knew where we were 0 advifed the Captain to Hand in to Land andgratihe 
the Pilot, which highly oJfendcd him, faying that lince they took him for an igno 
ram blockhead, for the future he would only flerp and take his teff, and let the Ship 
go which way Ihc plcafcd i and that to content us, Eve would put back and make 
the Land at Jafqses\ however this went no farther. About ten a Clock the Wind 
turned E#, Nertb>Ei^y and wc flood away Smtb-Eajl, At noon the Gunner 
found by his Obfervatioos that wc were in twenty three degrees forty five minutes, 
the Captain, In twenty three degrees! five minutes, and the Mate in twenty three 
fifteen minutes i and in four and twenty hours wc had only made about fix 
Leagues. That day we began to fee of cKofe Birds which the Pvrtwtttjt call Raba 
Kahdtymhdt JaatOi and are a kind of Sea-Mews, only they are bigger, antThave the Tail 
a Fowl, all cf a piece, and pointed like a Ru[h, wherefore they are called Kw/7; Tdllr; and 
they keep upon the water as the Sea-Mews do. At one a Clock the Wind 
flackencd, and chopped into the Eafl, and we Steered ^ewtiand by About 

four a Clock wc uckt, and Hood away Nfrtt, About half an hour aftet five the 
Wind having veered about to Karfi-EjA we Steered Stuth-Ea^i. About

the call Alfanca i I fancy that 1 iiavc ftCT the figure and defeription 

of them, by the name of ppirjiVjTfiw, in aTrcaiifoof Fabmt Coltfmna^ dtCoa- ^ 
eb;/, which is at the end of the Treat'ife dt fhitt'ti of the fame Author. Our 
Ships Company told tne k was like a frothy Flefli, which the Filh cat, and when 
h touclws a Mans Fklh, it flicks to St like G!cw,^ and puts him to hoi flinging 
pains. This puts me in minu, that heretofore being at Calm, a Gentleman of 
Honour told OiC| that in (he Sea of Ctf/afr, thcit were feme certain Sea*Excre¬ 
ments, which flung and occafioned fyeh burning pains when they touched a Mans 
Flefh > that he had fecn feme Soldiers of the Carifon run about the flreetsroaring 
and ery u'R out like Mad-mcn, through the violence of the pain they fufleied 
by thefe Excrements, which had touched their Ficih, when they wafhed them* 
folvcs in the Harbtxir and that this patn failed two or three days. In all pro¬ 
bability ihofc Exaensentshe fpoke to me of, were Camaffu. (If the Tranflitoor 
be not miflaken, the EAgtipt call that Excrement a CarvtL) We faw fo great 
a quantity of them all the evening, that fometimes they made the Sea look all 
white, and they lay as it were in vetns*i fo that to judge by the light, one would 
have taken them for great Banks of Sand, but of a very white Sand, or tlfe for 
Rivets of Milk i and certainly a Man that had never foen them, nor been cold 
what they were, would think himfelf to be upon a &nk of Sand. No fooiier 
was one of thefe veins pafl, but we fow another a coming, and each of them was 
above five hundred paces in length, and pioporttooably br^. Thofe that floated

VsmM ts a Town belonging to the Tottug^rji^ who have made i( very fttong, Pr»«. 
and have a go^ Fort in it. It lyes in the twentieth degree of Nirfli Lati- Lidwdc oi 
liiudc', and is Hftcen Leagues diliant from Bifftimy and forty from Din. They 
have moft delicate Bread at Pjiwot, and drink only water of a Tanquitty but, 
which thty fay, is very good. From Daman to Cape Cuukw/m, a range of Cape Cmwif. 
very high Hilts tuns along the Coall. This Town has oo other Harbour but 
a little Canal or Cut which is full at high water, and remains dry when 
the Tide is outs fmall Barks come into it, but Ships ride out In the Road. 

Ours flayed there a little more than four and twenty hours, for the Boats 
that were to come for the Goods of Matter Manutt Mradex, came not n 
Board of nr rill the next day, which was Satwrday 5 if was noon before we 
had loaded them, and it behoved os afterwards to flay till two a Clock for 
our Boat, though we had bred a Guo in the morning as a Ggoai for them 
to put off; but the Sea-men bebg got drunk, made never the more haftc for 
that; we did not weigh Anchor then, till three a Clock in the afternoon, 
and we flood away Nurtby the Wind being then at IFeJf, A- 

bout feven a Clock we were forced to come to an Anchor^ becaufe the 
Wind was down, and the Tide of Ebb made us lofc way. About nine a 
Clock, with a little Gale at we weighed ag^in, and bore away Mwts 
in five Fathom and a half water, and for above an hour, wc had no 
more. 

Next day being SttHday (he tenth of by break of day we were 

got within a Cannon (hot of l^nd, which'was 10 our Starboard, and to the 
Larbf»rd we faw two great Ships at Anchor: they were prefently known to 
be Ships bclongitig to the King of ItfogvA which Trade to Moca, whither they Ships of tfe 
carry at every Voyage above two Millions, Wc faw many other Ships on "** 

Head, fomc at Anchor, and others under SaiU ainongft thefe there were two* 

DwteiE' Ships, who failed not to fend off their Boats to knofr who wc were, 

taking us to have been an £ffglj(& Ship. At length, half an hour after ten, 

we came to an Anchor at the Bar «f Surratt in fix Fathom and a half The Bar of 

water; and prefently a Cnflom-Houfe Waiter came on Board of us, being 

there accidentallyi for commonly they come not, till after the Captain begone 

a (hoar. 

Next day Mgaday the eleventh of Jannaryy fcveial of the Cuftom-Houfc 
Boats came on Board of us, to take in all the Paflen^ers and their Goods: we 
.went down into them, and they put off from the Ship ^ about half an 
after two: ar fiifl wc made towards (hoar apace, the Wind being good» but 
it being low water, an hour after wc lluck a ground, and it behoved 11 s 10 fey 
for Flood to get off again, which was not till half an hour after thiee, ^co 
wc weighed again the An^or which wc bad dropped. We went on then, 
with the Tide, for the Wind was contrary ^ and within half an hour after, 
ran a ground again i where we were another half hour before wc could 
get off; having afterwards advanced a little farther, wc &w i tmaU Ifle to 
our Riehc Hand, and from thence the Channel gpjws narrower and naneower*

incitdible what caution and drcitmlpef^ion thofe People ulc lo prevent be¬ 
ing cheated. And in this inainier they proceetL 
So loon as a Siiip comes to an Anchor at thet the Mailer is obliged to 

to go aibore in liis Boat, and acquaint the Cuflom-houfc with his arrival, 
and prcfcntly he is Icarch'd from .Head to Foot, at the lame time a Waiter 
is font on boanfthe.Veirel, to htpdttthcin from breaking build rutming 
any thing afliure, or on board atiOfi^ 5hm char liath been alrea^ learch- 
cd 'i and in the mcaA time, tf they ^ve Hill tint enpt^h, they off le^ 

veral Barks to bring the Men anef Gexxis alhore to the CuTlom-houfc. The 
Waiter has for his dues from every PalTcngcr an A&ajfi which is worth a- 
l^ut eighteen Pence ^ and the Bark has hah a Reapit a Head, that is^about 
fifteen Pence for the palfage. If when the PalTengcts come to the Town, 
the Ciiftam-houfc be not as vet fhut, they prcfcntly come a ftiorc; bur if it 
t)c, they muft tarry in the Bark: in the mean wntlc it is never open but 
from ten in the Morning tUI Noon, and it requites a whole Tide Do come 
from the Bar to the Town, unlcls by good luck one have the ^Vind and 
Tide with him, 

Seeing the reft of the Day and all the following Night arc to be rncnc in 
the Bark, VVafters arc fet over it. Who keep conllant Watch ro fee that 
none enrcr in or go our. When the Cudom-noule is opened, and thf Paf^ 
fcngcrs lliffcrcd to come alkorc. then double diligence is ufed, and the num¬ 
ber of Waiters encrcafcd. One Bark advances at a time, and jkc lands 
juft againft dicCuftom houlc Gate which i* upon the Key. 

There isa KiflcAi, or covered Pavillion, where Sentinels arc placed to 
oblcrvcand view all that goes in or comes out of the Bark -, and the Cu- 
ftom-houfc Porters go into the Water, and bring the Men and Goc»ds a- 
ftor'C u|)^ fheit Backs. 

In the mean time, there arc upon the River-ftde, a great number of Pi- 
«M, who arc Men rcady to be employ’d in any kind of Service, and robe 
lured bv thcl>ay, if one pJeafes, as t^Stf^erlin Thefe P^of 

the Cuftom-boufe have great Canes in their Hands ro keep off the People 
with, that thofc who come afhott may not havx: the Icaft comniunicatioQ 
, with any body *, and for site greater ^irity, they draw up in both fides, 
and make a Lane for the Paflengers. This is no inconliderablc let vice to 
new comers, lor if any body came near them, they would ccrtainlv ac- 
cufed of (mulling Goods s then betides the Caning they be cx- 
po^d to, tJicy muft alfo expe^ to be roundly tined, and ionic have bren 
nnra in above Ten tbouland Livtcs, though, "in reality they liad not faved 
a bt of Goods. And, indeed, they who have a mind to conceal anv tliu^, 
and (^fraud the CuIlom-l¥)ule, order their Aftzirs more truly: They ftay 
not till thc^' ccMncto5«rr«f, thereto beg ihcafftllaaccof tlieir Friends. I 
have known fomc bring in a great many predous Stones, and othCT rich 
Jewdj, which the Officers of tlwCuftoitv^wnlc never Ciw, nor got one Far¬ 
thing by, bccaufc the Dutch Commander was thrir Friend, md had affift- 
ai tlicm. 

From that Court of the Cuftom-hotiie, one is led into the Hall, where 
the chief Cuftomer tits on bis Divan^ after the maimar of the Oriaitals, 
^d hisCJcrks underneath him. 1 f halt lay nothing of the J»d<«n Div^t 
m this place, ^bccaufc tlicy arc like to diofc of Turfy and Fer^a. The Paf- 
iri i«rs ^tcr in to that plajx one after another, a nd but one at a time, Pre- 
fcntlv thty write down in a Regifter the name of him that enters, and 
then he IS fmrehed.

T Hc Greai M^ui tlclccndsm dirc£f line from T'afljfrAjs^whofeSuccdTours 
chat Jetltd in the Indies, took tor hcmfclvcs the Name of Afojft/r, that 
they might be diftiuguiflicd from thole to whom that Prinee left Zafgtaj^ 
CsT*^im^ Pffjfa, and other Countries to be Governed after him. They 
thouglit tliat tlrar Na^ might contribiicc much catlie Gbty of tlieir Fa¬ 
mily , bccaufe by caking it chejr would more cafrly perfwade Men, that 
they arc of the Race of Ginnm Ca», the Fir ft Emp^oor of the Ancient 
Mc^uls, who had carried it above Twelve Ages before them, and who un¬ 
der that Title begin the Gteateft and moft Powerful Empire m the World.

There 
is little or no other Trade there, but of Ag^cs ^ bur mofl of thbfc are 
Sold at Cambajt. There is ereat abundance of Pmcoclcs in the Country 
about Baticbt. The Dutch have a Fa£^or there for the quick dilpatch Ptacochi at 
and clearing at the Cuftom-lioufe, the other forts of Cloaihs that come 
from Ameaahd and cl few here, bccaufc fincc all Goods muft pay duties 
as they enter and come out of B^ntthr^ there would always hapf^n con- 
fuhon, if the care of that were referred to the carriers who tratifport 
diem. 

Leaving Btraebe^ 1 continued my Joitrncy Northwards, to the Jitdc 
Town ot SwrbaHi which is feven leagues dilhint from BMT^chf, and then 
having crolTeil the Brook Dader, and Jcvcral Vi I bgcs, 1 arrived at Debca^bt*. 
which lies on the lidc of a Wo^ feven Leagues from Sour ban. The In¬ 
habitants of tliis Town were formerly fuch as arc billed MerJi-Ceura or 
Anibmpfb»<t *, Man-eaters, and it is not very many Yeats lincc Mans 
flclh was there publiclcly fold in the Markets* Tliat place Iccms co bc^*' 
a nefl of Robbers^ the Inhabitants Who arc for the mofl ^urt Armed 
with Swords, arc a molt impudent fort of People: In wliat polhire fo- 
ever you be, they conrinually flare vou in the Face, and with fo much 
boldiicfSj' that let one fay wKat he pleafos to ibcm, there is no making 
of them to wichdr.\w : Paffengets that know them, are always upon 
rheit Guard, nay, and arc obhgpd to carry a Lance with them, when 
they go to do their needs. 

Next d.'iy we parted from thence and went to a little Town 

feven Leagues and a lialf from and arrived there, having firfl 

tiafl: the Gulf or River of Ma'h where there is a Watch to fociire the 
Rode. We found in our way two great Tan^nits, and a great number 
of Mon kies of an extraordinary bignefs. Thefc arc {landing 

Ponils or refervatioas of Rain-water i tliere are many of them in the 
TnJkff and commonly there is great cate taken in looking after them- 
bccaufe Wells being rare in thar Country, there is an extrram need 
of thefe p'.tblick reiervatories, by rcafon of the continual thitfl which 
the heat cauics in all Anim^ there, and fomc of them arc as big as 
Lakes or large Ponds.

A J^kifibad Is diilant from^xrrrj; foutfoorc and Cit Coifed which make 
about fourty three French Leagues. It is not improbable but diac 
tilts .Capital of Gu^erat is the Amad^iftn ofArim, though modem Writers 
fay, That it hath its name from a King called Abmed or Amt^ who caufed 
it to be rebuilt, and that it was called Gitztras as well as the Province, b^ 
lore that King rcigped. /King Cb^gtiari named it Gittrdabad^ the Habitati¬ 
on of Duft, boc^fc there is always a great deal tlictc. TnU Governour 
of the Province has his refidence in it, and he is commonly a Son of rhe Great 
MofA j, but at prelioit a great Otora called Mubabbat^an is the Governour ^ 
ana the (Ghgs of Gmt^rat cc^ed there alfo, before King Eebar feized it. 
This Town lies in twenty three Degrees and fojne h^nutes^ North-Lati¬ 
tude. It is built hi a lovely Plain, and Watered by a little ^Ver called 5#- 
brimetfj^ ijot very deepjJjut which tn the time of the Rains prod igioully 
overflows the Plains. There you may fee ^ny large Gardens, cnclofial 
with Bcick-waih, and which have all a kind of.Pavillion at the eaerj'. 
After chat 1 law a very fjpacious Referyatory, chat liath in the middilc a 
lovely Garden fourfeore Paces fquare, into which one enters by a Bridge 
four hundred Paces long, and at the end of the Garden there are pretty 
convenient Lotting?. 

Then you fee fetTial Houfes here and cherc. which makes, as it were, 
a great Villa^, and a great many Tombs incTiffetently wcB built. This 
might be culcil an Out Suburbs, becaiife^ from thence one enters by a 
Poikm into a Street with Houfes on each lide, which leads flreighr into 
the Town, and is on chat lide the true Suburbs^ of Amdabad. 

Tile Town is cndofcd with Stone and Brick-walls, which at certain 
diiknccs arc flanked with great round Towers and ^nlcments all over. It 
hath twelve Gates, and a&out a League and a half in its gteatdl length, jf 
you take in the Suburbs. It is one of the places of Gifurat that is molt 
carefully kept in order, ^h as to its VValL and Garrifon, becaufe it lies 
moll conv'eiiiencly for tdilh'ng tlie incuriions of feme neigltbouring Rajat. 
They arc afraid particularly of the inrodcs of the Raja of Sad^, who 
is powerful by reafon of tJie Towns and Ollles whim he hath in the 
MwnraiW, and wliich arc nor acceiflble but by narrow pafles that can be 
moll eaflly dcfcndd. King ErW uJed all endeavours during the fpacc of 
feven Years to ruin that but he could not accomplim it, and was 
fored to make Peace with him. However his People are alwaj^ making 
Incuf fions, and he comes offby difowning them. His ufual Rclidence is in 
the Province of CemdieL 

So foon«s I arrived 3 .C Attt/dabjd^ 1 went to lodge in ^trvamfhay^ V'here 
L Monument of the WiJeof a King of Gazarat : After 1 had ta¬ 

ken a little repofc there, I went to fee the Dutch Faftors, for whom I had 
Letters from the Conimandcr of SitTrat. They detain’d me, and no cx-

Going from their Lodcuigs. one enters by thefe high Arches into the 
Meidan-C&aby whidi figmlicstne (Cin^ Square- It isa long&uarc h^in^Xhc.Vfj/iiini^ 
four hundred Paces in breadth, and levcn hundred in length, with Trees 
planted on all lidcs- The Gate of the CaliJc is on the fVt/t hdc, hpwlitc to 
the three Archesi and the Gate of the on theSswri. Pn the 

lame lidc there arc lixor levcn pieces ot Canon mounted,and on the other, 
fomc niorc great Gates which arc at the Head of pretty fair Streets. In 
this MiiJitn ihcrearc fcvcral little fquarc Building about three Fathom high^ 
which arc Tribunals for the Cotoval^ who isthe Criminal Judge. In rhe mid¬ 
dle of the place there is a very high Tree, purpofcly planted for «« excr- 
cifcof chofe who learn ro fhooc with the Bow, and who with thor Ar¬ 
rows ftrtvc to hit a Ball which for that end is placed on the top of tltc Tree. 

Having viewed the MetJtaj we entered thcCalfic by a very high Gate, TiicCiiiicof 
which is betwixt two large round Towers about eight iatliom high. All the 
Appartments of it fignihc but little, though the Caitle be wallcdabout with 
good Walls of Freeftone, and is as fpactoiis aS a little Town.

Near die Ls a Palace belonging to the King, which hath over the The Xbgi pa- 
Gatca brge Balcony for the Mufidans, who with their Pipes, Ttirmpcte, 
and Hoboys, come and play there, in the Morning, at Noon, in the ge¬ 
ning, and at Midnight. In the Appartments thereof there are fcveral Or- 
iiamcncs.of Folliagcs, where Gord is not Tpared. The Englilh Faaory is 
in the mitldlc of the Town. They arc very well lodged, and have bir 
Courts. Their Warc-hoiifcs commonly are foil of the Cloachs of L^btrr 
and with which they drive a great trade. ^ _ 

There arc roan vMofaucs great and fmaJl in Arntdah^d^ but that which is 
called Friir# Mofquc, becaufc the devout People of all the Ifma-mtpi 

Town flock th^r on that Day, is rhe chief and foirdt of all. It hath 
its entry from the fame Street where the Dutch-houfe is built, and they go ” 

S to It by fevcial large Steps. The firft thing that appear is a fqnarc 
oyftcr o'f about an hundred and forty Paces m length, and an hundred 
and twenty in breadth, the Roof whereof is fopporKd by four and thirty 
PilMcts. The Circuit of it is adorn’d with twelve Domes, and the Square 
in the middle paved with great (quarc Bricks. In the middle of the Front 
of the Temple, there are ilirec great Arches, and at the lidcs two I^c 
fquarc Gates that open into it, and each Gate is beautified with Pilaitcrs, 
but without any ort cr of Architeflute. On the outfide of each Cbtc there 
is a very high Steeple, which hath four lovely Balcony's- from whCTce the 
MMtvfts or Beadles of the Molquc, call the People to Prayers- let chief 
Dome is pretty enough, and being accompanied wi[h_ feverai little fones, 
and two H'Wnwrif#, the whole rogctner loofcvcry plcaJant; all that pile is 
fupported by fortv four Pillars placed two and two, and the Pavement ts 
of Marble.

Heretofore An Horpi&i 
tliercwas in Cmlwjt an Hofpital for SickBoalh, but it hath been nee- ibrfick B«rtv 
Jeilcd, and is now fallen to ruin. The Suburbs arc almoJl as big as the 
Town, and they m,tkc Indigo there. The Sea is half a League diftant *"'•'8**' 
from it, ihouah'heretofore it came up lo the Town i and th;it has IdTcncd 
the trade of the place, bccaufc great Ships can come no nearer than three 
or four Leagues. The Tides are fb fwift to the North of the Gulph, rhat 
a Man on Horll'-back at full fpecdjcatinot keep pace with the Hrit Waves > 
and this violence of the Sea is one reaibti allb why great Ships go bur fel- 
dom thither. The Dutch come not there but about the end of Seftntithef^ 
bccaufealong cheCoaftof that looks to^ra^iay and cfpecially in this 
Gulf of Ca/ninity it is fo bad for Ships in the beginning of this Month, by 
reafbnof a violent Wcft'Wind that mows then, and which is always accom¬ 
panied with chick Clouds which they call Elephants, bccaufc of their fbape, * 
chat it is almoft impoibblc to avoid being caft away. 

Having fatisfied my curioEcy as to what is remarkable in Cambeye, I took Wajretia r«tini 
leave of mv Friends v and there being fevcral ways to p from thence to 
Surrar, I advifed which 1 lud beft to t.alcc. One may go by Sea in four and 
twenty hour^ in an AltnaJit which is a kind ot Bri^ntinc ufed by the Per- 
tuguefc for Trading along that Coaft: Bur thefe V^cls eo not commonly 
but in the night-time, that they might not be difcos'crecr by the M^Ubin. Tin: Gulf of ^ 
In the day-time they Keep in Harbours, and in the evening the Mailer goes 
up to fome height to difeover if there be any Mtlahar EUtksat Sea. The 
Almad'tti Sail fo fall that the MaLUn cannot tome up with them, but they 
endeavour to furprife them, and when they difeover any one in a Harbour, fif*. 
they skulk behind Ibmc Rock, and fall upon it in its pafjMC, Mauyof 
thefc arc loft in the Gulf of Catttbaie^ where rnc Tides are trou- 

blcfbme, and the Banks numerous ^ and tivat's one rcafjn why Men 
venture not to go to Surf at this way by Sea, unlcfs extraordinary buCnefs 
preft them. 

There is another way flill by Sea, which is to pafs through the bottom 
of the Gulf in a Chariot, over againft Camhst*^ at low Watery and one 
muftgo three Lcagiiesanda half in Water, which then is betwixt two and 
three foot deep : But I was told that the VVives beat fo nidelv fomcrimes 
^ainft the Chariot, that it required a great many hands to keep it from 
falling, and that fome mifchaTicc always happened •, which hindred me 
from undertaking that courfe, though I knew very well that when 1 was 

J iaft it, I had no more but eight and twenty Leagues to SwrTat. And there- 
ore I chofc rather to go bv Land, what danger foever there might be of 
Robbers, as 1 was alTurcd there was. 

When my Friends found I w.'is rcfolvcd to go that way, theyadvifod me 
for my tcaifity to take a Itbtrm with a Woman of his Ca^s or tribe, to Tthtnm, 
wait upon me rill 1 were out of danger-, but 1 rcfufol to do ir, and t^und 
by the fuccclstliat I had rcafon to do as 1 did. TheleTcAerflH/ arc a Cajbe 
of Gentiles, who arc highly efteemed amongft the Idolaters: Thwlivc, 
for inoft part at Haraehf and Amiiabai-, If one have any of chefe 

with him he thinks himfclf fafe, bccaufe the Man acquaints the Robbers 
thev meet, rh.acrhc Traveller is under his guard, and that if they come 
near him, he will cut his own Throat, and theWornan threatens tlicm 
that flic’l cur off one of her Breafts svirh a Razor which fticfbcws chcmi 
and all tlic Heathen of thofe places look upon it to be a great mistbrtunc, 
to be the caufeof the death ot a Teheran^ bccaufc ever after the guilrc per- 
fon is an eve. fore to the whole tribe •, he is rumed out of it, and for his 
whole life-rime after upbraided with the death of that Gcntil. Heretofore 
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fomc Tderotu both Men atui Women have killed thcralcives upon fuch oc- 
Gallons^ but that has noc been feen of a long timcj and at picfcnCj they 
fay. they compound with the Robbers for a certain Sum which the Tra¬ 
veller gives them, and that many rimes they divide it with them. The 
Bmsattf make ufc of rhcfe People^ and 1 was told that if J would employ 
them, I might be ferved for two Rsu^ut a day: NcvcrtlicJcRI would not 
do it, as looking upon it to be too lew a kind of Proicftion. 

So tlicn I ordered my Coach-rnan to drive me the lame way I came, and 
to returh to SeHXtmrt that 1 might go to Sitrrat by the ordinary way. 
thoiigii the compafs he fetched made my Journey longer by feven l ^gi i CT 
and a half. For all the caution I could ufc, my men Toft their way bey^d 
PrtW, and we found our fclvcs at the village of the inhabitants 

wherof who arc called Grutiattt, are for the moft pan all Robbers, I met 
With one of them rewards a little Town named he was a fellow m 
very ^d doarhs, carrying a Sword upon hh Shoulder v he called to the 
^ch-maD to ftop, and a Boy about Nine or Ten years old that was with 
mm, ran before the Oxen: My Men prcfcatly oftded them a PtcU which 
B worth about ten Froich Deuicn, and prayed the little foy to be gonc- 
t^t he would not; till the Coach-man growing more obftmatc, oblk^ 
the Man to accept of the Ptcha. Thefe Blades go Ibmetimcs in whole 
rroesm, and one of them being fotisfied, otJiers come affer upon the lame 
Road, whornuft a)fo be contented, though the^' fcldomulc vioicncctor 
fear of offending chdr I wonderedhow that Gntim being alone 

durft venture to fct upon fo many^ bur the Coach-man told me, that if 
the Imft mjuiy ^d been offered to him, he would havegiven the alarm by 
Jcnocfcing with his Fingers upon his Mouth, and that prefcntlv he would 
liavc been ailided by his Neighbours; In the mean time diis (mall rancixin~ 
ter convinced me that there was not fo great danger upon the Roads, as 
fame would havc made me bcl icve.

They who draw it gird their Loyns with a chick Leather-girdle, where¬ 
with they embrace the trunk of the Tree, that they may climb up without 
a Ladder; and when they arc come co that part of the Tree from which 
they would draw the Tiry, they make an incilioti one Inch deep and three 
Inches wide, with a pretty heavy Iron-Chlzelj fo thw the hole enters in to 
the pith of the Ctf//^srtr,whichis white: Ac the fame time they fallen an ear¬ 
then Pitcher half aPoot below the hole, and this Pot having the back . part 
a little raiftd, reccim the Lmuor whichcontimially drops mto it; whil’ft 
they cover it with Briars or Palm branches, teafl the birds (hould come and 
drink it.Thcnthcv come down, and climb not up the Tree again till they 
perceive chat the Pitcher is fulh and then they empty the Tory mco another 
Pot faftened to their girdle. Tliackindof Palm-tree bears no Dates, when 
they draw Ta^j/ from k ; but when they draw none, it yields wild Dates. 

Th^r take another couric in drawing that Licpior from the Cetff-crcc, Thcr^^^tm■.' 
They nuke no hole, but only cut the lower branches to a Foot length. 

They fallen Pots co the end of them, and the Taty Diftils into the Vcflels, 

Sccingthc Operation I have been fpealung of Is but once a j’car performed 
on thefe palm-trees, they whofe Trade it is to lell7IiJ7, have a prodigious 
number of thefe Trc«, and there are a great many Merchants that Farm 
them. The bell Tory Is drawn in the Night-time-, and they who would ufc 
i: with plcafurej ought to drink of chat, bccaiife not facing heated by the 
Sun, it is of an aetde fwcemed, which leaves in the Mouth the tiavour of 
a Chelinut, which is very agrcable. Thar which Is drawn in the day¬ 
time is eager, and moil commonly made Vinegar of, bea.ufe it raiily cor¬ 
rupts and decays. That kind of Palm,or Ccw-treCjis fit for many other ufes, 
for of its trunk they make Malls and Anchors, nay^ and the hulks of 
Ships allb', and of its bark Sails and Cables. The Fruit that fprmgis from 
its feathered branches, isasbig as an ordinary Melon, and contains a very 
wholefomc Juice, which hath the colour and callle of WHtewIne. The 
Dutch have agreat many of thefe C«R-trecs in which turn to great 

profit to them. The Reven uc alone of thofe wliich bclongyo the Compa¬ 
ny neat the Town, with thc impodiion on every Stand, of thofe who (ell 
anything in the Market-place, is fuffidcnc co pay their Garifon: But they 
arc fcj rigorous in cxafting it, that if any one leave his Stand, to take a 
minutes rcftenimcnt in the t^'n, or for any other ncccflarv occalion, 
though he immediately come hack, yet mull nepay a feconcf time ff he 
will challenge the fameStand. 

At Surrat, arc fold all forts of Stuffs and Cotton-cloaths that arc made Commoditie* 
in the hSeSt all the Commodities of nay and of China allb, as o£s*rrat. 

Purccline, Obinets and Cdlfcrs adorned with Torqucifes, AgatSj Corne¬ 
lians, Ivory, and other forts of cmbelllfhmcnts. There arc Diamonds, 

Rubies, Prarls, and.Till the other precious Stones which arc found in the 
co be fold there alfo: Musk, Amber. Myrrh, Incenfe, Manna, Sal- 
Armoniac, Quick-Silver. Lac, Indigo, the RtJot Rccnas for dying Red, 
and all forts of Spices and Fruits which ate got in theand other Coun¬ 
tries of the IStvanr^ go off here in great plenty; and in general all the 
Drogues that Foreign Merchants buy up to tranfport into all parts of the 
World.

moft, was the ftory of the Ship that carried the Goods of the Qupi of 
Ffppif«r^ and was ftranded about Secatra, an Ifk lying in eleven Degrees 
forty Minutes Latitude, at the entry of the Red-Sra. That Queen who 
was going to Aiechu^ was out of the teach of theCorfat, for luckily Ihe 
had gone on Board of a Dutch Ship ^ but being fatisfied with a Ship be¬ 
longing to her felf for tranfporting her Equipage.; Huga met that Ship, 
ana perfued her fo briskly, that the Mailer was forced to run aground. 

It being difHcult for the tbrfar to approach the Ship in the place where 
Ihe lay, he loll no courage, but patiently expeflcd wliat might he the ifllte 
of her branding : His expcflation was not m vain ', for the Indians want¬ 
ing ^Vatcr for a long rime, and finding none where they were, fofTered 
great extremitv; and therefore having hid in the Sea what Gold, Silver, 
and pretious Stones thev could, they refolvcd to have rccourfe to the Cor-

Kinfman of the Prince of Orgage: The)' haveraifed a Momimcnt for him, 
as for other Perfons of notC', but to let the World fee that he could drink 
ftoutly, on the cop of his Pyramid there is a large Scone-aip, and one be¬ 
low atcafh corner of his Tomb*, and hard by each Cup there Is the Fi¬ 
gure of a Sngcr-loaf. When the IXitch have a mind co divert rhenilcives 
at that Monument, they make, God knows, how many Ragocs in thefe 
Cups, and with other Icfi Cups drink or cat what they have prepared in 
thereat ones. 

The Religious Gentils have their Tombs about two thoufand Paces be¬ 
yond the Dutch Burying-placc, They are fquare, and made of Plaiftcr; 
they are about two or three Foot liigh, and two Foot broad, covered fomc 
with a Dome, and others with a Pyramid of Plaifter fomewhat more than 
three Foot high*, on the one fide there is a lictleWindow, tlirough which one 
may fee the rop of the Grave 1 and bccaufe tlvere ace two Soles of Feet cut 
upon them, fomc have believed that die Vgrti« were interred with the 
Head down and the Feet upwards, but having enform'd my Mi as to tliar, 
1 learnt, chat there was no fuch thing, and that the Bodies are laid in their 
Graves after the ordinary manner. 

The place where the Baniani burn thetr dead Bodies, is by the River- 
iide. teyond the Burymg-placcs-, and when they arc confumed, the Allies 
are left there, on dc/ign, chat they may be earned away by die bc- 
caiifc they look upon it as a Sacred River. They believe that ft contri¬ 
butes much to the Salvation of the Soul of the dcceafcd, to burn his B^y 
immediately after his Death, bccaufe, (as they fay,) his Soul fulfcrs after 
the feparatioh from the Body till it Eie burnt. It is true* tliat if they are 
in a plan: where tlictc is no Wood, they rye a Stone to the dead Body, and 
throw it into the Water, and their Rcheion allows them to bury it if 
there be neither Warcr nor Wood; but rKc)' are ftill perfwaded that the 
Soul is much happier when the Body hath been burnt. 

They bum not the Bodies of Children that die before they are two Years 
old, b(^fc they are as yet mnooent; nor do they burn thej^iesof the 
Fsriijt/ nor who arc a kind of Dervilbes, bccaufe they follow the 

rite of MsJte, who is one of their great Saints, and who ordered the B^ies 
to be interred.

That Pott affords them a fair oppominity of getting 
aftiorc what they plealcCuflom-frce; and the Coaches of the Govemours, 
Comitiandcrs, or Prelidcitts of theie two Nations, who often take the 
Air thereabouts, might ealily carty off any thing of fmall btilk from on 
board their Ship. They luvc even Gardens at Smalf by the Se.t-iide, and 
each a fmaJI Harbour, where they put their Boats or Barb*, fo thar 
it is their own fault if they lave not a great many things without paying 




Since the Proliibition made to other Nations of coming to Anchor at 
Seualu there arc always a great ttunV Veffels at the Bar, though it be an 
incommfidioLisRoad for them*, for Ships come from Ftrfid, Arsbia Fatix^ 
and gctierallv from ali Countries of the as formerly; fo that the .

alTiifancc on ail liands. Moll of die Inhabitants in conllernation forfook PJund^r 
their Houles and fled into the Country. Siv*g}!*j Men entered the Town 
and plundered it for tlie fpoce of four days burning levered Houles. None 
but the Enghp and Dutch laved their quarters from the pillage, by die vi¬ 
gorous defence they inadc,and by mejuis of the Cannon they planted, which 
Si'vugy would not Vaiturc upon, having none of his own. 

Nor durft he venture to attack the Cdflle neither, thi^gh he knew very 
well that the richeft things they had were eonvciglltd thither, and cfpetiaJ- 
ly a great dt^ of ready JVfoticy. He was affraid that attack tnight cofl him 
too much time, and that af&flancc coming in might make him leave the 
Phmder he haa got in the Town ^ bcfidcs, the Caflje bdng in a condition 
CO makcdefericc, he would not have come off fo ealily as he had done cKe- 
whcrc. So that he marched off with the Wealth he cot; And k E believ¬ 
ed at Surrat that this Ruju carried away in Jewels, Gold aud Silver jto the va¬ 
lue of above thirty Fmich Millionsfor in the Houfc of one Banicn he (,fp„rrj 
found nveniy two Pound weight of ftrung Pearls, betides a great quantity houfeof 
of others cliat were HOT as yet pierced. . . cne 

One may inde^ wonder that fo populous a Town lliould fo patienrly 
fuffer ic felt to be Plundered bv a IiandtuI of Men ■, but the Tniiiam for the 
moft part afe cowards. No fooncr did ^‘'^t>gy appear with his fmall body 
of Men, but ^ fled, fomc to the Country to fave thcmfclvcs at Bdrsebtf 
and others to the Caftic, whither the Governont retreated with the firff. 

And none but the Chriftiaiis of Europe made good their Poll and preferved TOe didflim* 

themfelves. All the reft of the Town was Plundered, except cnc Mona- of de* 

ftcry of the Ca^tm. When the Plunderers came to their Convent, they

The ordinary Houfes arc low, and thofe of the commoner fort 
of People arc but Straw,' containing bur few People a piece; and the truth 
is, one may walk the Streets without being crouded, and mecc with no 
throng but when the Court is there: But at that time, 1 have been told there 
is great confolion, and infinite mrmbers of People robe fecn; and no won¬ 
der indeed, feeing the Streets arc narrow, and that the King bdides his 
Houtliold, (who arc many,) is always attended by an Army for his Giwrd ;

A: all times when tliey go abimo. they wear a Cial which is a kind of Toiler, 
toilet of very fine Wool made at Cke^ir, ThdcCBalt are about rwo ElJs 
lonjg and an Ell brood i they art fold at five and twenty or thirty downs 
a piece if they be fincj nay there are fomc chat coll fifty Crowns, but thefe 
a re extraordinary fi nc. They put chat C£dl abou 11 heir Shoulders, and ue 
the two ends of It upon their Stomack, the rcil iianeing down nehind to 
the fmall of their Back. Some wear them like a Scar ^ and fomctlmcs they 
bring one end to tlic Head, which they drels in manner of a ^if. They 
have of them of (cvctal colours, but thole the SduMnjwear are molt com’ 
monly FiU-iie-murtf and the Poor, or fuch as will not be at the charges, 
wear them of plain Cloath. 

The Turban worn in the InJiet is commonly little, Tfilpjf the Maho* 
metans is always White, and the Rich have them of fofinca Cloath, that 
five and twenty or thirty Ells of it which are put into a Turban^ will not ciMthwiMTt- 
weigh four Ounces.^ Thefe lovely Cloaths are made abait Sm^a^c: They 
arc dear, and one finglc Jiria* will coft five and Twtmry Crow as. They ^agh 
who affcfb a Richer attire, have them mixed with Gold; but a Tiiria^ of Om^cn. 
that Stuff cofts ieveral Tow™, and I have laid dfcwhcrc that a Tomati is 
worth about forty five French Livni. 

Thefe Turbasi wreathed as they ought to be, much refcmblc the lhape of tIw form of 
the Head, for they arc higher behind by four or five Fingers breadth chan the 
before, fo chat the upper pare of the Head is only well covered ^ and I have 
feen Pailant women in France^ whole Cohfing lookt pretty like that kind 
of Turban, 

The Indians wear their Hair for Ornament, contrary to thcMahomi> 
tins who fha VC their Heads-, andinchae, as in many other things, cheln-™ 
dians imitate their Anedtours. 

As for Scocldncs the Indians are at no charge, for they ufe neither Stock- ^ 
ings nor Socks, but put their Shoes on their naked feet. The Ihiff they 
arc made of is or Turi^-ieacber, and they arc much of the fame 

lhape as the Fa^ttcbn of the Turinbut the Perfons of C^ality have them 
bordened with Gold, and chw luve behind a kind of a hod bf the lime 
ftiiff the inlltp, which molt commonly they fold down, as thev do who 
go with their Shoes flipOiod.

do tlie fmall of their Le^. The ordinary Smocks of the Indian Idolarrous 
Women, reach down ^y to the middle, as docs the Wafte^oatof&t-anwcu. 
tin or Cioath, which they wear over it, betaufe from the Waftedown- Tbdr Waae- 
watds they wrap thcmfclvcs up in a plctsc of Cloath or Stuff, chat covers ”***• 
them to the Feet like a Petticoat >, and chat Cloath is cut in fiich a manner, 
tlut they make one end of it reach up to their Head behind their Back.

They ait 
leaves of Goldto fill up the voidfpaccs ol the Figure, lay feveraJ pieces 
one U]>on another, anti enchafe them fo artificially in die hollow places, 
with an Iron Inllrumcnc like a Graver, that when the void fpaccs arc fil¬ 
led up, ic looks like Maffic Gold. Thev do the fame with Stones, th^ 
encompal's thcni.ilfo with fuch pieces of Leaf-Gold, and prefs them in fo

and that every Souldier hath his Wife, Children and Scrvmts, who for the fbiio-i die 
moft part are married alfo, and have a great many Children as well as Coart. 
their Mailers, if to thefc we add all the drudges and rafcaily People which 
Conns and Armies commonly draw after them, and then the great num’ 
ber of Merchants and other Trading People, who are obliged to (lick to 
them, becaulc in tiiat Gounrrey there h no Trade nor Money to be got 
but at Court.

Of tie Arms of the MogulV. 

T Heir Swords arc four Fingers broad, very thick, and by conlequencc awjh/'* Armt 
heavy , they arc crooked a little, and cue only on the oohvcxCde, Ttteformor 
The Guard is very plain commonly no more but a hmdle of Iron, The A/Vj-r* 
with acrolsBar of the (amc imdernciith the Pummel which is allb of 1 - Swonti- 
ron, is neither Round nor Oval, but is fiat above and below like a Whir¬ 
ligig, that the Sword may not flip out of their Hands when they fight. 

The Words made by the Indians are very brittle \ but the Englifli furnilh 
them with good ones brought from EnglanJ. The Moguh ule WaHe-belts 
for their Swords ^ they arc two Fingers broad, and have two Hangers in¬ 
to wJiich tlie Sword is put. io that the Point is always upwards-, and all 
the ordinary fore of People in the LtMei carry them commonly in their 
Hand, or upon their Shoulder like a Musket. 

It is their cuflom alfo to carry a Dagger bv their fidcs, the Blade being 
near a Foot long, and above four Fingers broad at the Handle. They 
have ail odd kind of Guard, and I don't remember that 1 have ever (ben 
any thing in France relating to Arms that looks liker it than the handle 
of fomc Moulds for calling of BuUcts, or Small-lhot; i: is made of two 
fquarc Ban of Iron one Finger broad, and about a Foot long, which arc 
paralell, and four Inches diltant one from another ^ growing round they 
joyn together at the upwr part of the Blade, and have ccoh ^rs of two 
little Iron-Rods two Inches d illan: from one another. 

The Indians never want one of thefc Da^ers by their fide, berwixc the 
Girdle and Cafra i, they cariy'' it always bending a little fideways, fo chat the 
end of the Guard comes prettv high, and the Point prcity low upon fheir 
Stonuch. The Officers of War have alfo Daggers with an Iron-Guard, 
bur it is da masked and guilt; and Peribnsof great quality have of them 
after the Perlian fafhion, which a re Ids and richer. 

Their other o^nfivc ArmsarcthcBow and Arrow, the Javelin orZa- 
and fometimes the Piftol: The Foot carry a Musket, ^or a Pike 
twelve Foot long. 

They Itave Cannon alfo in their Towns, but fince they melt the Metal 
in diverfc Furnaces, |b that Ibmc of it mufl neexis be better melted than 
othcr.s when they mingle all together, their Cannon commonly is good 
for nothing, *

A t arc all forts of Bcafe that are known, Tlie ICing hatli many, 

and private Men w ho arc Rich, has'e fome a I lb. The v h ave Hawks 
thereof ail kinds ^ all kinds of CameL Dromcdai'ic.s, Mules, Adb, and 
Elephants, They have alio Elks, and Rhmottrtfei which are as as the 
largcft Oxen. The ordinary Oxen there, are Icls titan ours. BuJiics they 
have alfo, and diofcof arcthc deareff, bccaulb they arc very flout, 
and ate not at al) afraid oT lions. Nor do they want Uogs of all forc^ 
but thoTc which arc brought from MMitrwhar\ or Tranfexiatu, are mole 
efleemcd for Hunting, though they be fmall : However the ItuHaa Dogs arc 
better for the Hare, The)'have wfo Stags, Lions and Leopards. 

There is abundance of ail forts of Horns there, Behdes the Country 
breed, which the make ufe of, and which are very good Horfes 4 
they have others alfo from rheCbunr^ of the Ulieckt^ and Prr/fd, 

thofe of Arnhia being moft cflccmcd, and the lovclicfl of all arc con dandy 
referved for the King, They have neither Oats nor Barley givtm them in 
the fwiifi i fo that Foreign Horfes when thevarc brought thithcrjcan hardly 
feed. The way ch^ treat them is thus: Tvery Horl'c h^ a Groom, he 
eiirrics dredes iiint an hour before day, and ib Toon as ic is day makes 
him drink \ at feven of the Clock in the Morning, he gives him hve or fix 
balls of a compoliticHi called Dattut, made of three Pounds of Flower, the 
wc%hi of five Pichat of Butter, and of four Veebus of Jugrt \ thefc Balls .ire 
at nm forced down his Throat, and fo by degrees he is acc^omed to due 
wayof fccdirig, -whidi; in fomc Months after, lie grows very fond of. 

An hour after, the Groom gives the Horfe Gra&, and continues to do Jb 
at certain times, every hour of the day after i and about four of the Clock, 
after noon* he gives him three Pound of dried Pcafe bruifedhe mingles 
Water with them, and Ibmctimcs a little Sugar, according to thc dilpo- 
ftticfti the Horfe is in ^ and when Night is drawing on, he carefully pre- 
pareshis Horfes litter, which is of dry Dung, laid very thick, wliich he is 
very careful 10 provide. For that end, he gathers all that his Horfe liath 
made, and when that is not fuffictent, he buj’s from others, who arc not 
fo much eoDccmed for the ocnvcnicnce of tlieir Horfes, 

At Dtify^ as elfewlicre, they rake ca re to adorn their Horfes, The CTcat 
Ifirds havdSaddles and HoufTes Embroadercd,and fet fometimes withTre- 
rious Stcaies, proportionably to the charge they intend to be at: But the 
fined Ornament 5 though or lefs cof^ is made of fix large flying taifels of 
long white Hair, taken out of the Tails of wild Oxen, thararetobc-foEmii 
in lomc places or the JWi«. Four of thefe large raflels faflened before

behind to rhe Saddle, lung down co thcgroiind, and the other two arc upon 
the Morlbi iicad ^ fo that when the l^Jdcr Ij^urs on his Horfc to a full fpeed, 
or if iIuTC be any wind, thde taflels flying in the Air, Teem to be fo imny 
wiitgN to the Horfc, and yield amoft plcaJant profiJCct. 

1 here are fcveral lores of Elephants ar as well as in the reft of the EicpbanK. 
JnJiif *, blit thofe of CeilsH arc preferred before all others, bccaufc thej' ao: 
the Aontelli, though they be the Icaft, and thc/»ditf»ifay that all other Elc- 
pbanrs Hand in awe of them. They go commonly in Troops, and then 
they dTer violence to no body, but when they ftragglc from the reft, they 
arc danf'crous. There are always foinc of them that have the amoing * ' ‘ 

and inclmaiion to do mifehief^ and in thcCduniry rhefe ate called, Hob- 
bets on the High-ways, becauic if tJicy meet a Mm alone, they'll kill and

Strong Elephants can carry forty Af^w, at foiirfoorc Pound weight die An Etphanw 
Thole of the Country of Cm&m, and Sttumra, arc 

indeed, lefs cftccmcd than the Elephants of Ceitan^ but they arc much Tiic cboi«of 
flroDger, and furcr tuoted in the Mountains ^ and that is die ri^on,^why 
the great Men, fwhcn they are coTravcJ J provide thcmfcJvcs of thole, ra¬ 
ther than of the Elephants of Coim. However it may be faid in general, 
that Elcplutus, of what Counttv or kind foever they be, arc the furdt 
footed ot all Bcaftsof Qitnagc, bcaufe it is very rare co lee them make „ . , . 
a tripr But Iccing it is chargeable to feed them, and that bdides_the Fidh 
thev give them ro cat, and the Strong-waters theydrinl^ it cofts acleaft 
half a Pi^ol a day for the Patlcof Rower, Sugar and Butter, that muft 
be given to a Angle one-, there arc but few that keep them: Nay, the great 
Lords thcmfclvcs entertain no great number of them ^ and the Cr^r 
has nt« above five hundred lor tlic nfe of his hotifhold, in carrying ™ 

Women in their AiieUem(nr$ wirh grates (wJiich are a fort of Ca^) and 
the Baggage-, and 1 Iiave been afliircd, that he hath uoc above two hundred 
4 br thnVaK, of which fotnc ate employed in carrying fmail Field-pieces 
upon their Cairiaccs. ^ 

When an Elephant is hi his ordinatv difpoution, his Governour can 
make him do what he plcafcs widi his Tninck. That inftmmcnt, which 
manyciilahand, hanes between their great Teeth, and is made of Car- 
tibgcsor Griftlcs: Hc'llmake them play feveral tricks with that Trmickj 
Jhlute his friends, threaten thole that difplcafc him, ^ar whom lie thinks 
fie, and could raa ke them tear a Man into pieces in a trice, if he had a mind 
to it. Tjicgovcmour fits ©n the Elephants Neck, when he makes him do 
any tiling, and with a prick of Iron lo rhe end of a Stick, he commonly 
makes Itiiji Obey him. In a word, an Elephant is a very traftablc Crea¬ 
ture, provided he be notangry, norm luft-, but when he isfo, thcGo- 
vernottr himfclf is in much danger, and ftands in need of a great deal of 
art, to avoid ruinfor then tlic Elephant turns all things to pry-tor vy, and Eieph^i &- 
would makefeanM havock, if ilicy did no: flop him, as they comranoJy iwui. 
do, with fire works that cliey throw at lum. 

Elephant-hunting is varioullv peribemed. In fome places they make

Imgravc indidercntly well alio j but Iceing they arc not much encouraged, 
they do hot apply them lei ves to their work, with all the cyaanefsthey 
“*ght i and all their care is ro doasmuch work as they can,foe preient Mo¬

There arc Prople in Dt&lg, valHy rich in Jewels, crpccially the Jtajof who

The hJiatij fill a great hole 
with that ^rth, and pound it in Water with great pounders of very hard 
Tijnlxr, when they liavc reduced it into a Liquid math, th^ lee it tcff, 
to the end the Water may imbibe all the Saltpetre out of the ^tth_: This 
mixture having continued fo fotfomc time, they draw off what is clear, 
and put it into great Pots, wherein they let it boil, and continually feum 
itj wheu it is well boiled, th^ a^ui drain wliat is dear oiit of thefe Pots, 
and that being congealed and tfrym in the Sun, where th^ let it liand for 
a certain time, it is in itsperfeftion and then they carry it to the Sea-port

They arc Hat and even, 
liaving a border four fin^ broad, with Pillars ail round, morcor fewer, 
according to the fanev of him for whom it is made i but commonly there arc 
but eight,of which there arc four at the font comers of the Enmnc,thc other 
four at the Tides, and thong? of Leather arc interwoven from Pilbr to PfU 
hr, to keep one from falling out.

to bait at, they’Jl do any thing out of the Kitchin*, but they will not venture 
todrefs Mcat^ which thole of their Seft would not cat. In fliort,They ate in 
lill things elfc very fcrviceablc-, they’ll buy what is neceflary,look after their 
Maftef.s things exaftly, and ftand fcnrincl ail night long v tliey are Armed 
with Sword and Dagger, and have befides the Bow, Musket or Lanc^ and 
arcalw'ays ready to hght agatnft ail forts of Enemies. There are of them 
both Moon and Crntiietof the Tribe of the R*fpditiei ^ I took , be- 

caufe 1 knew they ferved better than the Afwn, who arc proud , and will 
not be complained of, whatfoever foppery or cheat they may be guilty

As we wcrctncampcd near the Bourg under Mangststrs^ not far 

dilbuit from a fniall River, which is alio call^ Saatta, almofr mid way ^ 

betwixt Snrrat and AurMieahJ , WC tpet the Bifiiop ol , lo much 

cllecmcd in the InJitt for his Pictv.md Zeal; he had in commny wnh him 
Moiilicur Cbamffit, and a Spamfb CorJtlttr , who had left the Biftop of 
Barnt, with fevcrol other Chiirclvmcn, who laboured in convening the 
Gentiles at Siatn.

from a Frenchman who Iiad lived two years therein ^ that befides the Cita¬ 
del, there arc three other Forts in the Place , at the foot of the Hill, of 
which one is called the other and thcthi^ GjW, The 

word Cat in Indian, ftcniltesa Fort-, and by reafon of ail thefe Fort illa¬ 
tions, the Indians think that place Imptegnablc 1 fpent two hours and a 
half In coming from iyoUshitd^o which arc buttwoLiCagiicsand 

a half dilhvnc This was the third time that 1 crolTcd this lad Town, and 
about an hour after, 1 cirnc to the place where my company Encamped: 

They waited only for a Billet from the Qidomcr, to be gone, but it could 
not he had that dav bccauie it was FrUaf, and theCullomer (whowasa 
il/rjWftdn) obierv^ that day with great exa£3tncfi‘. _ 

It is tlirecfcorc LeagiVcsand more from to Calvar^ which iS cjW, 

the lall Boarg or Village belonging to the MtgA, on the Froniiwsof the 
Kingdom of GoIcitiSn. We found eight Towns, great and fimll, before 
we came toCa/ifjr, to wit, A^ttbar^ Acbtjy Ljtfaaa, J^anStr^ 

Indoitr^CcndflvAj, Indthaj and tliat Countrey is foPopulous, that we 

continually met with Boiirgs and Villages on out way. An h^ and an 

halls march from Attran^eubad, we encamped under the biggcft JPlfr-trce, a feirifi*-. 

char I have feen in tlic : It is exceedingly high, hath lome bribes 

ten Fathom long, and the circumference of it, is above tlrrcc hundred of 

jny paces. The branches of it axe fo loaded with Pigeons, that it were 

an ealic matter to (til a great many Pigeon-honfes with them, if one durft 

cake them ^ hut that is forbidden,became they arc preferved for the Prince’s 

plcafure. There is a Paaod under that Trec, and many Tombs, and hard 

by a Garden plinted witli Citton^rees. ^ ^ 

\Vc faw a ibicly Tati/jaie at the Town of Ambar, u is fquarc, and on 
three lidcs faced with Frcc'ftonc, with fair (Icps to go down to it: In the 
middle of t!tc foundi fide there is a Divau, that runs out into the Water 
about rwo Fathom ^ it is covered with Stone, and fupported bviixtccn Pil¬ 
lars a Fathom high: It (bnds at the foot of a (airHoufe, from whence 
they go down into citat Oivan, by two fine pair of Stairs at the (ides of it, 
there to take the Air and Divert thcmfcIvcs.Near the Divan there is a link 
Paged under Ground, which receives day-light by the, door , and by a 
IbiiATc ^inCi flnd nmiy'Devout People Arc tbcrc^ bccaiifc of the convcni” 
ence of the Water. Oh the Road we met with a great many Troopers who 
were going to Auraagtabadf where there was a Rendez-vous ippointd for 

an Army, which was to march again ft « , 

Five Leagues from t!ie Town of Naniltr.^ near a Village called PrfiaM, undir. 
we had the Diverffon of recing Fc.us of Agility of Body : There was a 
great concourfc of People, and wc had a place given us, on ^ 
under the (hade of a great Tree, from whence wc might caldy foe all the ® 

Plays. The Tumblers did all that the RotJC-dancers of E«r^ do, and 
much more: Thefc People are a fupplc as an Eel, they'll turn their whole 
body into a Bowl, and then others rowl them with the hand. The nneft 
tricls were pcrforincd by a Girl of thirteen or fouirecn yeanof Agp, 

Played for the fpacc of two hours and more. This amon^ other Feats oi ' 

AgUitywhich me did, appeared tome cxcreamly difficult; She fat down 
upon the Ground, holding cro(s-wavs in her Mouth a long pjttiHg Sword v 
with the right Hand fherook hold of her left Foot, bro^ht it up to her 
Bccaft, then to her left fide, and without letting go that Foot, (he put her 
Head underneath her right Arm, and at the fame time, brought her Foot 
down along thcfmall ofher Back; Then (he made it pafs under her fitting, 
and over tiic right Leg four or five times without reftitig , being alw^ 
in ^nger of cutting her Arm or Leg with the c^c of the Sword: And lie 
did the fame ^}iing with the left Hand and right Foot.

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was fl^c^ing of that trick, they dug a hole in the Ground 
two foot deep, which they filled with

ried her about the place with the lame l^nty, as he liad done without

lovely Froatifpiecc, with Its Architrave, and Frinttm', and is BeitiJ 

tified withPiliais, and lovely Atehes, with the Fipircs of Bcaf!S mreliefj T^pkaf' 
and ibmc with F^res of Men. Then we viewco the infide j The coll- chitfiugtr. 
trJvanoe of that Temple is like that of Ekrt, it hath a Body^ a Qyifoj and Titeairn- 
A Chappei at the end, i could perceive nothing in fhe Body and (Jiihr, btlt 1“",**^',*“,. 
the four Walks though the Luftre of the Stones they arc built of, f^dCrs ^ 

theprorpeft very agreeable: The Floor is of tlie fame Stone, and in chC 
middle of it there is a great Rofc well cut. This filate liire tlic other 
Pagods, receives light only by the door: On each (k!c the. Witt! tlf thd 
Quire, there is Iquaec hole a foot birge, which Hopes like a Pon-Hdlt for a piacefoV 
aT*ieceof Od’nance, and in the middle of the thiclcnefi of fti a Iona Iron Petnnee. 
skrew, as big as ones Leg, which enters Pefjjodiaibrly into the Wall like 
a Bar, and 1 was informed, that chefc Irons Icrvcd roTdtlch ft.cfpes to, for 
fopporring of thofc who formed voluntary Abltihcncc for fcveri days 
or longer. In the middle of the Chappclac the end, there kan AfUf of 
the iamc Stone as the Walls arc of^ it is cut Into fcvdtal Stories, and 
Adorned all over with Indenting, Rofos, and other Embelliflimc'nts of 
Atchice^ture, and on each fide bcloW, there are three Elephants Heads. 

There hath been a PcdCibl prepared of the fame Stone the Altar iS trf, to 
let the Idol of the Pagod upon-, but feeing the btiildiog Was not finifhcdj 
the Idol hath not been let up. 

When 1 came down, 1 perceived .it the foot of the HilljOri the Eaft iklc, , 

a building, which 1 was not told of^ 1 went thither alofie with my 
but found nothing but the begirtni^ of a Palace, the Walls whereof wert 
of the fame Stone as the Pagtxl. The Thrdfholo of each Door is dforie^ 
piece of Stone, a Fathom atid a half Jong: It kill Built cf vdfy gfdat 
Stones, and I meafured one of them, chat was above fmn Fathom fon^. 

Near to that Building, there is a Reforvatory as broad as the 5<ii« at Parw 5 great 
but fo long, that from the higheft place I went to, I ^ild not dilcovcr the Rercrfawiy. 
length of tt. In that Refervatorv, there is another little Tattquie, feven or 
eight Fathom fquare, and Walfcd in: ThisAVatei being below the Houle, 
tiierc is a large pair of StaiR to m down t 6 it; and about an hundred and 
fifty paces forward, in the grcatReforvatoryoppoiiteto tlxc Houfe, there 
is a fquarc Divan or about eight or ten Fathom wide, the Pave¬ 

ment whereof is railed .iboiit a foot abm'c the Water, That Divan is by lit • 
and covered with the fome Stone, that the Houle is built of: It [lands upon * 

fijcrccn Pillars, a Fathom and a half high, that's to fay, each Front on 
four. ' 

Seeing my Courtpany kept on their March, I fpent but h.-ilf an hour in 
viewing tha'f Building, which very well deferves m.'my, as svcll for ex 
afnlning the defign of it, the nature of the Sioncs, fheir Oit, Pobthing and 
Bignets 1 as for c^fideriiig the Archite£lnre, which is of a vety goodeoii- 
rrivance, and thoifgh it cannot abl'oJutely bs faid to be of any of our Or

\Vc next by die Town of Indelvai, of which nothing is to be Jaid in 
particular^ but that a great many Swords, Daggers, and Lances are made 
there, which arc vend ol all over die InJitj, and that thc Iron is taken, out of 
a Mine near the Town* in the Mountain of Cn/jjjfci. The Town (at thar 
cim^ was almofl void of Inhabitants, for they were gone farther up into 
the Country, bccaufc of thc Brother of who made inrodcs co the 

very Town. We Hncimpcd iKyond hJelvai, and next day being the% 
and twentieth oi_Al^^Tcb^ (having after four hours March padM over the 
pJearahteft Hills in the World, By rcafon of thc (Lfferent kinds of Trees 
chat cover them,) we arrived at Cshtr which is rlie laft Village of the Mn- 
gitl) Countreyt^ It is diftant from ^urangeabatlt about fourfcorc and three 
Leases, which we Travelled in a fortniohrs time. 

The reft of the Road mGaUemda I fhalT deferibe, when I treat of that 
Kingdom. Thc way fnomJitrMgeabad, that 1 have been now fpcaking of, 
isdiverlifiedby Hills and Plains: All thc Plains arc gpod Ground, lomc 
fow^d with Rice, and thc reft planted with Cotton-trees, Tawjtw, iVarr, 
CaJjeitrjj Adanguittfi and orhcrs; and all Watered with fcvctaJ Ri¬ 

vers, which turn and wind every way, and with 7«iptt/alfo, oucofwhidi 
they draw the Water by Oxen; And I law one of thefc Refervatories at 
which is a Mufquct-ihoc over, and feven or eight hundred Gco- 
metrital paces long. Wewere inrammoded duringour whole Journey al- 
moft with Lightening, Whirlc*winds, Rains, and Hail-ftoncs, ibme as big 
as a Pullets and when we were troubled wichnoncof thefe, we heard 
dnll'Thundcfiag^jthat lafted whole Days and Nights. We met every where 
Troops of Horledcfigned aminft^Tt^^ifl-, thc King whereof, refufed to 
fend the Grfat the Tnbure which he ufed to pav to him. 

To conclude with this Province, it ts to be obferved, that ail thc Rocks 
and Mountains I havemendoned, arc only dcpcndances of that Mountain 
which is ailed which acairding to the In Jiav Geogtaphen, divides 

I)i£a into thc twopansof North and South, as chat of Owfe, according to 
thc fame Geographers, cnv irons it almoft on all hands. ^

The Governour lodges in a CafHc without the Town, 
it is a rich Government, and he who commanded in it when 1 was there, 
was Brother- in-law to Kiiig Father! but having finer 

defired the Government fABrampi>«r^ ( which is worth mote) he had it,bc- 
caufc in the laft ^Vatj that Governour had made an Army of the King of 

raife the Siege from before 5ei/fr. 

Some time after, 1 met the new Governour upon the Road to Btdtr , who The Tnin or 
was a Ttrftan of a goodafocajand pretty well ftckkcn in years; he was carri- 
cd in a Talatnjain amidll: Five nundred Horft-meu well mounted and doath- 
ed, before whom marched fcvcral Men on foot, carrying blew Banners 
charged with flames of Gold , and aftrt them came feven tlcphants. The 
Govemoiics TaUvcfmn Was followed with fcveral others full of Womenjand 
covered with red Scarge, and there were two little Children in one that was 
open. The Bambom of all thcfe Bidarujuini^ Were covered with Plates of Sil¬ 
ver chamfered ; after them came many Chariots full of Women, two of 
which were drawn by white Oxen, al'mofi: fix Foot hi^ ; and laft of all, 
came the Waggons with the Baggage, and rcveral Camek guarded by thtGrtmiMc, 
Troopers, Province of Teknia is worth above Ten millions a Year to

No where are the Gentiles more Supcrlutious than here ^ they have a 
a great many Pagods with Figures of Monfters , that can excite nothing 
blit Horror inflead of Devotion, unlck in chofc who arc deluded with the 
Rcligiou. Thelc Idolaters ufe frequent Waitings; Men, Womm and 
Children go to the River as foon as they arc out ot Bod; and the rich have 
Water brought them towalb in. When Women lofc their Husbands,thcy 
arc conduced thither by their Friends, whocomfott them; and they who 
arc brought to Boi, ufe the fame aiftom , almofl as loon as they arc deli¬ 
vered of their Children, and indeed, there is no Countrey where Women 
arc fo caiily brouglic to Bed *, when they come out of the Water, a Branun 
diwfas their Forehead with a CorapofitEdn made of Saffron, and the Pow¬ 
der of white Sawndcrsdiflblvod in Water, then they return home, where 
thev car a flight Breakfaft i and fceiim they muft never cat utilcfs they be 
waied, feme realm to theTifww^or'R.ivcr,about noon; and others per¬ 
form their Ablutions at home, before tJicy go to Dinner. 

As thev have a fbecial care not to cat any thing but what is dreHed by a 
Gentile of their ^fle, fo they feldonacac any where but at homC ’, and ‘i^Cewiic*. 
commonly they drek their yi«auak dicmfelvcs, buying their Flower, Rice, 
anil fuch ocbcT Pcovifions iiithc Shops of theB<»iii#w, for they’ll not buy a- 
ny where clfc 

Thcfe Baaiam (as well asthe Swwwwand Caurma) feed on Butter, Pulfc 
Herbs, Sugar and Fruit! they cat neither Filh nor Flclh, and drinI?no-*™*, 


thing but Water, wherein they put Coffee and Tea *, they ufe rio 



they arc empty i nay, there are lb me of diem who ox alone, and will not 
fuffer neither il^ir Wives nor Children at Table with them.

Thefc 
Captains maintained fplcndidly the power of tlicir Mafter,as longas Cbabakm 
lived i bnt after lus death, which happened in the Year One tnouiand five 
hundred and fifty, his SuccefTour having been defeated by tJic Mogul HmnA- 
who returned into the laiitt , with the afii (lance that , 

iGne of gave him at the Sollicitation of hisSiftcr i thefc TEwtors(m- 

ilcad of owning their Bcnefa£lor as they ought to have done by their Loyal- 
t)',) combinedagainilhim ^ and killed all nis faithful Friirntb *, they leizod AgrtatTre*- 
his own perfon, and having fhut him up in the Caillcof kept him 
there till he died, under the Itrickt Guard of one of the Confpirators; they 
next ins'adcd his Countreys« divided aniongft themfelyes his Provinces, 
and formed them into Kihgdoms.Thcthcec chiefConfpiratorswere N/isjot- 
CAtf, Cotb-Cha and AM-Cba ^ thcfc three Ururpers rrfade thcmfclvcs Kings, 
and cllablifbcd the Kingdoms of Vt^ia^ur , Btjtia^tir , and Gat- 

wniia. yhJafcfir fell to the flurc of who is faid to have been an ^ftbrec King- 

and of the Ros'lil Blood \ Bi^g^nr ro AM-Cha, and Gal^iLt to Cebt- domi. 
eba and the Succcflkwrs of theft fcvcral Kings have iinoc continued to take 
the name of their Founders. 

As manv odicr Capuins were concerned in the Confpiracy, fb were o- 
thcr Principalities creited in Deean, butmofl of them fell under the power 
of the ^II three, oc oftheir Succeffours. Thcfc three Printrs poffefled their 
Kingdoms without trouble, fo long as they lived together in good Intelli- 
gcna‘, and thev defeated the Army of the Msgat in a famous Battel, but 
they fcll a clafliingamongft thcmfclvcs about the end of their Refens, and 
theit Children iUcceeded to their Misnndctflandinw as well as totheit Do- 
minions, ro which the omning of the Jbhgab did not a little contribute. 

Thcfc have by di^rocs taken from them the Provinces of Ttimga 

and Bggiang , *or at lead the greateft part of them, and AiffOfhZtb ftized jiaran-ttk 
of a gieat many good Towns in Vkjg^ur , when he was no more as yet 
hut the Governour ofa Province , which would nor have happened, if the 
King of Bifnagar had affiflod his Neighbour as he ot^hc to have done. The 
wane of aflilhmcc on that Kings part, fo exafperated the Kim o^Viuajvtir^ 
chat he no ftwncr made peace with i^zMegd in the year One thoufand 
fix hundred and fifty, but he made a League with the King of Gokanda 
againfl the King of Bifitagar^nd entered Into a War with him*, they hand¬ 
led him fo vcr>' roughly, that at IcoOTh, thw flript him of his pominions.

The Sepulchres of the Kingwho built GtkmAa, andof ihefiTrePnnccs 
who have Kcicneti after him, arc about two Mufquct-ftiot from thcCaftle.

The Cbappclwhich contains the Tomb is fiirroundcd by a Gallery'with 
open Arches: It is fquare, and raifed lix or feven Fathom high s it is beau¬ 
tified with many Ornaments of Archireaure, and covered with a IJomc,

Tht oumScrof •' Tkc K/tig of GJemda pays above Five hundred thoufand Soldiers; and 
Solditn. tliac ma kes the R iches of the Qtnrju , bccaufe he w ho has Pay for a thouland 
Men, entertains bur Five hundred , and fo do the reft proportionably. He 
allows a Trooper (who ought to be either a Mcgul or Ftr/ian') ten 
a month, and for tliat Pay, he ought to keep two Horfesand four or five 
Servants. A Fooc-Sbidier (of thefc Nations) haili five , and ought 

to cmertairf two See vaiits , and carry a Musket. He gives not the 
,. (hh own SubibSs) above two or three Ron pics a month, and tliefe carry 

k^uce and Pike. Seeing the late King gave his Soldiers better Pay 
than tlusdo's, he was far better let ved : Ho entertained always a ftrongArr 
my, and the number of Men he payed was always com pleat. By that

him, and was noe tribLicary to him as his Son is^ , 

i krctoforc the King went ever now and then to hts Palace of , 

buthehathnot been there this eight years i &ce j^an-Zth (who was 3icn . * 

but GovernoLir of a Province) lurpriaod him in it ^ having marched his * 

Forces with fo great dili«nce, chat they were at the Gates of Bapiwtr^ be* 
fore the King had any News that they were marched from AifragtSbad^^U> 
that he catily made himlelf Mailer ot the Town; Neverthclefs^ the lunig 
in dilguife , efcaped by a privare door, and retreated to the Fort of GaA* 

*97td,i. The M^giU plundered the Town and Palace, carrying aw^ all the 
Ridies, even to the Places of Gold, wherewith the FJeors of the Kingsap- 
partmenc were covered. The Queen Mother (at length) had the Art to ap¬ 
peal the Conquerour ^ ihe treated with him in name of the King, and 
granted him one of his D^ghters in Matmjgc for his Son, with peomife 
that he ibotild leave the Kin^otn to him, ifne had no Male ilTuc, and he 
.hath none. Had it not been for that Accommodation , he was upon the 
point of loflng his Kingdom , and perhaps his life too. Since tJiar time 
he is apprciicntivc of every thing ■, and next to the Qgren-jnochcr, he tculb 
no body but SiJj MtXioftt (his &vwrite) and the A'«»«jjbocaulc that ^cen 
jsof the Colic, and continiullv furrounded by them. The King 
Jmows of nothing but by them, and there arc fomc appointed to hcarlccn 
to what the Vtzitr himfclf, and other OlRccrs have to lay to the King ■, but 
hh fear is much cncreafcd lince the Gwf M^itl hath been in War with the 
King of whom in the beginning he affiHed with Two hundred 

thouJandMcn, commanded by an Bimnch, who was aJmollr as foon 
recalled as loir, upon the conmiaints made ot the Moiuls EmbalTadour at 
CeiconJa, The King (to exculc himfclf) laid, that mat Army was fent 
without his knowledge \ and he Is dill in great apprehenfion of having the 
Afwtfh upon his back, if they fucceed againft the King otP^UMpturt who hath 
hitherto dcfcndfll himfclf very bravely. This (hews the weaknefs of that 
King*, he dates not put to death hisOmr^r, even when they defervc it \ 
if he find them guilty of aovCrimc, he condemns them only to pay a Fine, 
and rakes the Money. Nay, the4 begin to inlitlt over him^ and iris 
not lone Itnce they oblm^ him to abandon to them an Engiilb Ship, which 
they had feized in the Road of MMfuUfatem , chough he Im undcrcaJcen to 
protc^b her. 

There is a Prince alfo at his Court, who btelns co_ create him a great deal 
of trouble, and it is he whom they call the Kings little Son-in-law, who 
hath married the third of the Princeffirs his Daughters, becaufehe is of the 
Blood Roval: He pretends to the Crown, what promife foever hath been 
imde to the Gnst Mopil v he makes himfelf to be ferved as the jGng htni' 
felf is t who hitherto loved him very tenderly i tftit at prcfenc he is ieaJous 
of that Son-in-law as welt as of the rm,and lahcies tliat he intends to defiroy 
him, tlm iic liimfclf may Reign, tho’ he be reckoned a Man of great in¬ 
tegrity. There was in SagnMgor a Moodlh S/nttt that lived near the Car- A Moorifh 
vanfery of who was held in great veneration by the 

the Houfe he lived In was built for him by a great Owr^, bait he kept his 
Windows ftut all day, and never opened them till towards the Eycnfiw, 
to give his Benediftions to a great many people;^ who asked them wither^, 
prolhttng rhemfelvcs, and killing the ground in his prcfencc. Moft part

The Cullonis of Merchants Goods that 
pals through his Counttey , and of the Ports of and il/j- 

Jrtfpatait yield liim much , and there is ha^ly any fort of Provilions in 
Ilfs Kingaont, freon which lie liath not coniiderable dues. 

The Diamond-Mines pay him likcwilc a great Revenue , and all they 
whom he allows todigg in ^ thole that are cowards MaftiHfuttn pay him .a 
Paged every hour they w«k there, whether tlicy find any Diamonds or 
not. His chief Mines arc in Catantet in divers places towards Viz^tApout, and 
he liathSix thou land Men continually at work there , who daily find near 
throe Pound weight, amLno body diggs there but for the King. 

A rich jmet of This Priocc wears on the Crown ofnls head, a Jps^cl almoll a Foot long, 
ihe Xing of which is faid to be of an incltimablc value i it is aXofe ofgrcat Dfamonils, 
GticmJt. three or four Inches diameter; in thetopof that Rofc there isa little Crown,

the King, of Lands and Villages, whereof he allows them the Ulc , 
where they commie extraordinary exadfons by the Bramenft who arc cheir 
Farmers. 

Thclc OtHTM gmcrally make a very handfome Fi^re v when they go 
through tile Town, an Elephant or two goes before them , on which three 
Men urryfngBanneis arc mounted; fifty or Jixty Troopers well cloathod, 
and riding on Fer^mt or TartarUn Horfes, with Bows and Arrows, Swords 
by their fidcs, and Bucklers on cheir backs, follow them at fomc dllbncc ; 
and alter thclc come other Men on Horfc-Dack, founding Trumpets, and 
playing on Fifes. , After 
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AftcrthcmcomesthcOiWTd on Horfc-backj with_ thirty or forty Foot¬ 
men about him, fomc making way, others carrying Lances , and (bmc 
with fine Napkins driving away the Fli«. One of them holds an UmbreJ- 
lo over his N^ialtcrshcad , another carries rhe Tobacco-Pipe, and others 
Pots full of water in hanging Cages' of Canes, The carried by four * 

Men , comes next with two other Porters for change j and all this pomp is 
brought np by a Ckmel or two j with Men beating of Timbals on rheir 
faaclu. ^ •

This Bttk and Aresa keep all the laJiam in countenance, and they 
ufe it in the Streets and every where. They pretend that it Is an excellent 
thing for the Stomach, and for the fwcetnefsof Breath.

Vines ate plentiful 
there, and the Grapes arc ripe in JaKitarj , though there be fome that arc 
not gathered bur in Fetruaryt March oc Ap'il, according as the Vines are

We came to a Bourgcalled Elmaf-Ktptnteh, eight Leagues from 
ttamcind- Bagaagar t They who have a mind to go to the Diamon^minefi of Gaap , 
wind. take their way by where the King has a ftately Palace, conhfting 

PiicsofStone-Biiildine, two Stories high, and adorned with 
^ Portia's, Halls anti Galleries, and before the Palace there is a large regular 

Square*, bcfidcsthcfc Rtyal Appartmcncs, there are Habitations for Tra¬ 
vellers, and onalicn^lc Rents for entertaining the poor, and all Pafiengas 
that plcafc to ftop there. 

Having no buhneR at thefe Diamond-mints,which are fix orfevendays 
IcHinuy trom GolconJ^ we went the other way. In all our Journey, we 
found DUE thrty fmall Towns, which are Paagtiel^ Sarchti and

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A fricnclof mine at Siirrjfgavcmc a (hoit rchtion of the Alfiuts of ihc 
Dutch wliich I lookiiponcobc curious enough to deferve a plie 

here. It fays, that after the horrible Perfccudon of flic CJiriJHaos in that 
Kingdom the P«r/«FWf/e (by the artifice of the Dutch ) having bten depri¬ 
ved of their Trade, the Emperour of that Countrq' tiiifered the laft comets 
to take the placcof the FmtugHcJe ; but fearing IcJl that if he gave rlvcm too 
much libeny, they might afeik it % he ordered them to live in a little Penin- 
fulc (called J which is at the bottom of a CJianncl, near the Town 
of Mu^eejaCj which in Ibme Relations of the Jchiks is termed Mungafoquj. 
This Pcninlblc is about two thoufand Paces in ciraiit 4 they goto the Town 
by a potut of Land 3 and on another fide rhcrc haBridgc. The Dutch have 
built HtHifes there of Stones, which they brought from Batavia ^ but thev 
ate forbidden to bind them with anv Mortar or Ciment j and thev have ^ 
taiiicd no more liberty but to Pile them ujj one upon another, to hinder 
People only from feeing what they arc doing at home ^ yet they ait and po- 
lilh them lb ingenioufly , tliat their dry Walls arc as goad as if they were 
bnilt with Mortar. They have made two Streets anTtbree publick Gate , 
but they do nothing but what the Govemour of the Town knows, either by 
Spies, or by Guards Ifcfctsat rhe Gates, whom he obliges every evening to 
give him an account of what paflK £n the day-time v and theJe Guards arc 
chang’d every day.* 

None of the Dutch dare go out of the Pcninfule without the Governours 
Invc, under pain of being ait they dare not fo much as have a ^ndlc 
lighted in the night-time, nor make the leaftnoife; and if the Guard Iicar 
any , they blow a Horn, and immediateh' rfic Governour lends a Com- 
miflary to know what news there is 5 this Gommillacy goes into the Streets, 
makes cnaiiry, and leaves not the PctiinrulctiJl he knew who made the 
iioifc, and why ? And he lias Orders to ciicck, not onl v thofc that made 
it, btjcalfo thofc who arc appointed to keep all things quiet and in order. In 
this conllraint the Dutch live during eight months oFthc vear. 

When the Meufm or Seafon (tor uiJing upon tbefc Seas) is come, the 
Governour places Sentinels upon hills to diicover the Dutch Fleet. So foon 
as ever it appears, they give him advice, and helbrcdily lends out towards 
the Fleet as many Boats and Waiters as there arc Ships feen i no fooner are 
they brought into Port, but the GoiTtnour fends notice of it to the ^pe- 
mir by ExpreflTes, (for they Iiaver^ilatcd Polh) and the Dutch annot dif- 
poJb oi any thing before the return of thofc Exprefles. In the mean time 
fhcy makclnventoricsorwhatis on Board theShfps-, each Waiter takes 
one in the Shipthat is alHgncd to him *, and the Dutch Captain is obh'ecd to 
write doym the Name, Age, Stature and OfftceofaJI the Men in his Ship, 
and to give thar Liftofrhem to the Waiter, that he may lend to have it 
Tranllatcd into the Language of the Ctxmtrcy: When one of the Couriers 
is come back from Court, the Dutch go a-Shoar one after another, accord¬ 
ing to the order and rank of the Shij^ wherein thq* ferve: The hrft Ships 
crew go a-Shoar firft, and then the reft m order ? all are Mbftercd before 
the Commiflarics; and the Dutch Clerk who has the Lift , and the Secre¬ 
tary or Japanefe Clerk that has the Tran ilation of it, name them aloud ac¬ 
cording as they paft, and tdl their Qudity, Age, Stature and Office. 

After they have been thus examined a-Shoox, they arc put on Board a- 
rain i the Yards arc lower’d , and the Sails, Arms, Guns and Powder of 
thcShiparccarrida-Shoarv the H.itchcsarc Ihut, and fcalol up, with a 
Seal put upon a piece of Paper, tied with Straw, whereon theveaft a certain 
Knot y which the JapoMeJe alone can untie ^ and the Carpenter of the Ship 
covers thefe Seals with Boxes of Wood, for fear they fhould be broken whai 
they walk the Shin, or arc about any ocher bufindTs 1 but there is fuch a 
cnnftraint upon all theCrCTv, that if any one ftand in need of a bit of Meat 
or any thing thar is in the hold, nc cannot have it without a particu¬ 
lar pcrmiinqnfrom the Governour himfelf, who fends a Man expreft to 
open the Hatches, and go below decks with thcDwtr'&-, after whicn he a- 
gam fhuis and ftals them up.
